450,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  above  named 
date,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the 
First  M.  E.  Church,  South,  with  the  following  Grand

Together  with  a  large  membership  of  Florida  Lodge 
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and  visitors.  The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  was 
opened  in  Ample  Form.  After  a  few  remarks  by  the  prand 
Master  and  a  short  rehearsal  of  the  ceremonies  incident 
to  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone,  the  Grand  Lodge  formed 
procession  and  marched  to  the  corner  of  3rd  Street  and 
3rd  Avenue,  and  proceeded  in  usual  form  to  lay  the  cor- 
ner stone.  There  was  assembled  a  very  large  concourse 
of  friends  and  brethren,  and  the  Grand  Master  made  a 
beautiful  and  impressive  talk,  giving  at  some  length  the 
history  of  the  Methodist  Church  in  Pratt  City,  and  also 
making  some  beautiful  comparisons  between  the  Church 
and  the  teachings  of  Masonry.  Quite  a  liberal  sum  was 
realized  by  subscription  for  the  enterprise,  which  is 
already  well  in  hand. 

All  told  this  was  a  "banner  day"  in  the  history  of 
Pratt  City. 

The  Grand  Lodge  then  formed  procession  and  re- 
turned to  the  place  of  meeting  and  after  a  few  im- 
promptu remarks  by  the  Grand  Officers  and  members 
present  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State 
of  Alabama  and  its  Masonic  Jurisdiction  was  closed  in

A  Special  Communication  of  tne  M.\  W.\  Grand 
Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  Alabama  was  held  at  two 
o'clock  this  afternoon  in  the  Hall  of  Mobile  Lodge,  No. 
40,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  the  new 
Masonic  Temple  erected  by  the  Masons  of  Mobile,  at 
Mobile,  Ala.

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The  M.%  W.\  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form 
by  the  M.-.  W.«.  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  called  off. 

The  Grand  Marshal  formed  procession,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge,  escorted  by  the  Grand  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar  of  Alabama,  proceeded  in  a  body  to  the  building. 

The  procession  formed  as  follows:  Platoon  of  police,, 
band,  Masons,  band,  Knights  Templar,  the  City  Council 
and  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  route  was  St. 
Michael  to  Royal,  Royal  to  Government,  Government  to 
Jack 8 on,  Jackson  to  Dauphin,  Dauphin  to  Conception,. 
Conception  to  St.  Michael,  to  the  Temple.  There  were 
124  Masons  in  double*lina,  and  the  parade  was  a  fine  one, 
especially  the  latter  part,  where  the  Templars  marched. 
These  were  all  in  full  dress  uniform,  with  white  plumed 
chapeaus,  and  presented  a  beautiful  appearance.  The 
streets  all  along  the  line  of  march  were  crowded  with 
spectators  and  many  were  the  compliments  paid  the 
marchers. 

In  front  of  the  new  Temple,  which  is  on  St.  Joseph 
street,  midway  between  St.  Francis  and  Dauphin,  just  op- 
posite the  Square,  had  been  erected  a  large  railed  plat- 
form, draped  in  the  blue  and  white  of  the  Templars, 
with  a  large  United  States  flag  over  the  center.  On  the 
platform  were  seated  the  Past  Commanders,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  City  Council  and  mem- 
bers of  the  press.  The  ceremonies  were  begun  with 
prayer  by  Rabbi  Alfred  Moses.  A  large  copper  box 
was  then  filled  with  various  articles  commemorative  of 
the  occasion,  and  was  placed  in  an  opening  provided  for 
it,  just  behind  the  corner  stone.     The  box  contained  a  sil- 
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vercoin,  contributed  by  Past  Master  J.  D.  Bloch,  copies 
of  The  Daily  Register,  the  Mobile  Item,  and  the  Mobile 
Herald]  rosters  of  Mobile  Lodge,  No.  40;  Howard  Lodge, 
No.  ti9;  Athclstan  Lodge,  No.  369;  Mobile  Chapter,  Mo- 
bile Commandery,  and  Mobile  Council;  Masonic  pin  worn 
by  Past  Master  W.  S.  Foster;  medallion  of  Twenty-sixth 
Triennial  Conclave,  held  in  Boston  in  1895,  contributed 
by  Robert  Southerland;  By-Laws,  Howard  Lodge, 
Athelstan  Lodge,  Mobile  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Command- 
ery; invitation  to  laying  of  corner  stone;  history  of  new 
Masonic  Temple,  by  J.  D.  Bloch;  Masonic  apron,  badge* 
diplomas  and  moaitor  of  R.  J.  Mann's;  old  coins  by  Percy 
B.  Dixon  E  P.  Hoyt,  S.  L.  Hahn,  Sam  Hahn  and 
Charles  Pearce;  gold  Costa  Rican  coin  by  T.  M.  Solomon, 
of  Bluefields,  Nicaragua;  book  mark  made  by  Mme.  Jules 
L.  Etondal;  one  half  dollar  gold  piece  by  Dale  Lodge,  No. 
25;  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings  of  1901;  Masonic  Code  of 
Alabama;  Grand  Chapter  Proceedings,  and  Grand  Com- 
mandery Proceedings. 

The  corner  stone  was  then  fitted  to  its  proper  place  ac- 
cording to  ancient  Masonic  custom.  It  was  measured, 
tested,  and  declared  perfect.  It  was  then  anointed  with 
the  horn  of  plenty,  the  wine  of  health,  and  the  oil  of 
peace,  the  silver  utensils  containing  the  anointing  sub- 
stances being  handed  the  proper  officials  by  three  pretty 
little  girls,  daughters  of  Knights. 

W.\  Brother  Jacob  D.  Bloch,  in  a  short  address,  then 
introduced  Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunningham,  of 
En»ley,  who  spoke  as  follows: 

%;From  the  elevated  position  of  the  summit  of  human  history 
as  we  find  it  at  the  beginning"  of  the  Twentieth  Century,  a 
bird's-eye  view  of  the  world  displayed  a  wonderful  consumma. 
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tion  of  human  achievement.  Compared  with  any  era  or  epoch 
of  the  past  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  never  before  in 
the  world's  history  has  there  been  such  a  splendid  civilization 
as  the  world  affords  to-day.  This  splendid  civilization  is  but 
the  legitimate  result  of  accumulated  experience,  and  demon- 
strates that  the  majority  of  human  ambition,  energy  and 
method,  has  been  in  the  direction  of  a  betterment  of  man's 
condition  and  relation  upon  earth.  This  optimistic  estimate  is 
sustained  by  history,  and  is  certainly  in  keeping  with  the  Di- 
vine plan.  The  three  great  departments  of  human  aspiration 
and  endeavor  are  the  moral,  intellectual  and  industrial  spheres 
of  life.  Upon  this  trinity  rest  the  product  of  the  world's  labor, 
and  the  details  of  this  labor  make  up  the  item  and  chapters  of 
history.  Man's  natural  state  is  sin,  ignorance  and  poverty. 
His  acquisition  in  morals,  knowledge  and  property  measures 
his  progress  in  life.  To  aid  him  in  his  efforts  to  progress  is  the 
purpose  of  religion,  law  and  education.  The  means  for  apply- 
ing these  forces  are  the  churches,  government,  schools  and  va- 
rious and  sundry  fraternal  and  other  organizations.  From  the 
beginning  there  have  been  two  great  potentialities — the  good 
and  the  evil.  The  former  promotes  and  fosters  man's  progress 
in  morals,  knowledge  and  property,  the  latter  restrains,  hinders 
and  destroys.  As  to  what  is  good  and  what  is  evil  there  is  no- 
universal  standard.  There  is  no  universal  religion,  law  or  ed- 
ucation. There  is  no  universal  church,  government  or  school 
or  society.  Upon  all  these  men  have  differed.  Out  of  this  dif- 
ference have  grown  the  various  religions,  philosophies,  schools, 
governments  and  societies  of  earth.  To  maintain  and  estab- 
lish them  have  men  struggled  in  war,  in  politics,  in  church, 
and  in  every  possible  forum.  Through  these  processes  multi- 
tudes of  religions,  philosophies,  schools,  governments  and  so- 
cieties have  risen,  flourished,  decayed  and  fallen, 

"What  exists  to-day  represents  the  survival,  the  chief 
strength  of  which  is  truth;  what  has  fallen  in  the  past  repres- 
ents the  failure,  the  chief  weakness  of  which  is  error.  This  ad- 
mixture of  truth  and  error  has  always  existed,  and  will  con- 
tinue to  exist;  with  more  and  more  of  truth  and  less  and  less 
of  error.  The  purposes  of  man  should  be  to  learn  the  truth 
and  follow  its  lead,  to  recognize  error  and  avoid  its  dangers. 
No  sphere  of  life  is   this  more  important  than   in  the   moral. 
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This  problem  has  engaged  the  wisest  and   best  of  earth  from 
the  very  beginning. 

4 'Max  Muller,  in  his  preface  to  the  Lectures  on  the  Vedas, 
says:  4An  intuition  of  God,  a  sense  of  human  weakness  and 
dependence,  a  belief  in  Divine  government  of  the  world,  a  dis- 
tinction between  good  and  evil,  and  hope  of  a  better  life. 
These  are  some  of  the  radical  elements  of  all  religion.  Though 
sometimes  hidden,  they  rise  again  and  again  to  the  surface. 
Though  frequently  distorted  they  tend  again  and  again  to  their 
perfect  form/ 

"St.  Augustine  said:  'What  is  now  called  the  Christian  re- 
ligion has  existed  among  the  ancients,  and  was  not  absent 
from  the  beginning  of  the  human  race,  until  Christ  came  in  the 
flesh,  from  which  time  the  true  religion  which  existed  already, 
began  to  be  called  Christianity.'  If  these  quotations  are  to  be 
accredited  as  stating  the  facts  of  history,  it  appears  that  the 
fundamental  principles  of  religion  and  morals  have  existed  and 
been  recognized  from  the  earliest  known  history  of  the  thoughts 
and  sayings  of  men.  Some  of  these  principles  are — the  exist- 
ence of  a  supreme  being;  that  this  supreme  being  created  the 
universe  and  natural  law;  that  He  rules  and  governs  the 
world;  that  man  should  worship  Him  in  accordance  with  His 
will  and  plan:  that  man  is  immortal;  that  there  are  rewards 
and  punishments  here  and  after.  The  difference  of  opinion  as 
to  what  this  supreme  being  is,  the  number  of  Gods,  what  He  or 
they  teach,  and  what  man's  relation  is  to  Him  or  them  is,  and 
what  bis  duty  is,  as  what  is  right  and  wrong,  as  to  the  status 
of  man  in  the  future,  etc.,  etc.,  are  matters  of  disputation,  still 
unsettled  by  all  or  even  the  majority  of  mankind. 

"In  this  general  progress  of  mankind  there  have  been  many 
agencies;  one  of  these  is  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masonry . 
It  is  impossible  to  trace  its  origin.  Its  principles,  however,  are 
as  old  as  the  ancient  mysteries,  and  many  have  come  from 
them.  Masonry  has  played  an  important  part  in  the  moral 
elevation  of  mankind.  To  those  who  have  not  been  initiated, 
who  are  not  familiar  with  its  principles  and  history  this  state- 
ment may  seem  surprising.  We  have  met  here  to-day  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  corner  stone  of  this  magnificent  Masonic 
Temple.  Literally  "a  corner  stone''  is  the  stone  that  con- 
nects or  upon  which  rests  the  angle  of  two  walls.  Figurative- 
ly it  refers  to  foundation,  primary  or  fundamental   principles. 
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Therefore,  it  would  appear  not  out  of  place  to  discuss  some  of 
the  primary  and  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry.  The 
"corner  stone"  or  foundation  principle  is  a  belief  in  the  exist- 
ence of  a  supreme  being*.  Omniscient,  omnipotent  and  omni- 
present, the  creator  of  the  universe  and  the  ruler  of  the 
worlds.  This  is  true  of  all  regular  Masons,  whether  they 
name  him  Jehovah,  Allah  or  Brahma,  or  what  not.  With  the 
vast  majority  of  Masons  this  Supreme  Being  is  the  Jehovah  of 
the  Bible,  the  Clod  of  Israel  and  the  Christian.  They  cite  as 
their  authority  for  this  belief  the  first  verse  of  the  fin-t  book 
of  the  Bible  which  reads:  **In  the  beginning*  (Sod  created  the 
Heavens  and  the  Earth,  and  the  earth  was  without  form  and 
void."     There  are  four  distinct  propositions  herein  set  forth: 

1.  "That  there  was  a  beginning;  2.  That  there  was  a  crea- 
tion: 3.  That  there  was  a  Creator.  4.  That  the  earth  was 
without  form  and  void.  That  this  is  a  dogma  of  theology  is 
frankly  admitted,  but  that  it  is  logically  proved  by  science  is 
fearlessly  affirmed.  Therefore,  the  Ma~on  is  taught  to  study 
the  Bible  and  the  great  book  of  nature  as  the  text  book  of  his 
path,  profession,  rule  and  practice.  In  this  Masonry  differs 
from  most  religious  or  moral  institutions.  The  church  ad- 
monishes us  to  accept  the  Bible  as  Divine  Revelation  through 
faith  and  without  question.  The  study  of  science  merely  as  a 
matter  of  education.  Masonry  admonishes  its  members  to 
study  both  to  better  enable  him  to  comprehend  the  existence, 
nature  and  character  of  the  creator  and  the  relations  that  ex- 
ist between  him  and  man.  It.  therefore,  follows  that  Masonry 
is  a  system  of  moral  science  basing  its  principles  upon  Revela- 
tion and  Nature.  We  also  contend  that  a  study  of  the  Bible 
and  Nature  logically  confirm  the  truth,  the  one  of  the  other. 
The  one  great  central  fact  is  (Jod,  the  Bible  dogma  assenting 
his  existence  abundantly  confirmed  by  a  study  of  Nature  or 
by  natural  science.  Time  will  not  permit  a  full  discussion  of 
this  declaration,  but  a  few  facts  may  be  pointed  out  which 
logically  confirm  the  Bible  declaration  that  there  was  a  begin- 
ning, a  creation  and  a  creator, 

"Science  established:  1.  That  there  was  a  time  when  there 
was  no-  organic  matter  or  life,  animal  or  vegetable,  upon 
earth;  2,  that  there  was  a  time  when  there  was  no  soil;  3, 
that  there  »was  a  time  when  this  planet  was  void  and 
barren.     Therefore,    there    was    a    beginning  to    animal   and 
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vegetable  life,  to  soil,  shape,  order,  and  consistency.  As 
far  as  science  has  been  able  to  go  it  has  demonstrated 
that  material  things  had  a  beginning.  It,  therefore,  follows 
as  a  logical,  consistent,  rational  and  unavoidable  inference  or 
deduction  that  all  things  had  a  beginning.  This  being  true 
they  must  have  been  created;  if  they  were  created  then  there 
must  have  been  a  creator.  From  these  unavoidable  conclusions 
of  rational  science,  three  of  the  declarations,  the  beginning, 
the  creation  and  the  necessity  ^for  a  creator  are  scientifically 
established,  and,  therefore,  in  perfect  harmony  with  the 
Bible. 

The  next  question  is,  who  was  the  Creator?  The  first  solu- 
tion that  suggests  itself  is  that  matter  created  itself.  Science, 
however,  completely  disproves  that  conjecture.  Nothing  is 
better  established  science  than  that  nature  can  neither  create 
nor  destroy.  Nature  can  change  and  does  change  the  relation 
and  composition  of  matter,  but  not  a  single  element  can  it 
create  or  destroy.  Therefore,  the  only  scientific  way  to 
account  for  material  existence  and  laws  that  govern  it,  is  that 
there  was  a  creation  with  the  wisdom  to  conceive  and  the 
power  to  execute  the  creation  of  the  universe. 

k*If  these  great  primal  facts  of  the  creation  and  the  Creator 
are  sustained  by  both  the  dogma  of  theology  and  the  philoso- 
phy of  science,  then  who  can  logically  or  consistently  question 
the  remainder  of  revelation  as  being  indeed  God's  revealed  will 
and  moral  law. 

"Such  is  the  study,  teachings  and  conclusions  of  Masonry. 
A  second  great  principle  of  Masonry  is  the  brotherhood  of 
man.  They  recognize  the  fatherhood  of  God,  and,  therefore, 
the  brotherhood  of  Man.  Masonry  teaches  that  all  are  equal 
in  natural  light  and  before  the  law.  But  it  does  not  teach  that 
men  are  equal  in  natural  ability,  acquired  knowledge,  moral 
•character,  etc.  It  recognizes  these  natural  and  acquired  differ- 
ences among  men,  and  stipulates  that  those  who  would  become 
members  of  the  order  must  possess  certain  specific  qualifica- 
tions. These  qualifications  consist  largely  of  personal  charac- 
ter. While  Masonry  is  universal  in  the  application  of  its  prin- 
ciples, it  is  more  definite  and  specific  in  its  membership.  It  is 
non-sectarian,  non-partisan,  non-commercial,  It  excludes  no 
man  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications  on  account  of  his 
religion  or  politics,  and  no  Mason  can  use  his  profession  for  po-

litical  or  business  purposes.  It  is  devoted  to  religious,  politi- 
cal and  personal  liberty.  It  teaches  loyalty  to  one's  country, 
to  law  and  constituted  authority.  It  opposes  tyranny  and  des- 
potism, persecution  and  oppression.  It-extends  an  open  hand 
to  the  helpless  and  closes  a  restraining  hand  upon  the  unjust- 
It  encourages  men  in  noble  and  righteous  deeds,  and  inhibits 
them  in  wrong-doing.  To  act  upon  the  square,  keep  under  the 
tongue  of  good  report,  maintain  secrecy,  practice  charity,  and 
to  explore  the  paths  of  heavenly  science  even  unto  the  throne 
of  God  itself  is  a  Mason's  mission.  That  many  fall  far  short  of 
fulfilling  the  glorious  mission  is  too  true.  But  such  failure 
only  demonstrates  the  frailties  of  human  nature,  and  shows 
the  necessity  for  every  possible  means  to  help  man  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty  to  God,  to  his  country,  his  fellow  man  and 
himself.  All  good  men  are  not  Masons,  and  all  Masons  are  not 
good  men,  but  all  good  Masons  are  good  men  and  good  citizens' 

"The  erection  of  a  temple  dedicated  to  Masonry  is  an  event 
of  importance  in  the  history  of  any  city.  It  is  one  of  which 
not  only  should  the  Masonic  brotherhood  be  proud,  but  all  the 
people  generally  should  recognize.  It  is  distinction  of  special 
significance.  It  reflects  the  enterprise,  philanthropy  and  pride 
of  your  Masonic  fellow  citizens,  and  is  a  memorial  to  your 
greatness  and  prosperity. 

"No  city  in  the  State  is  more  worthy  of  this  distinction  than 
the  splendid  city  of  Mobile.  This  temple  will  not  add  directly 
to  your  industries,  commerce  or  wealth.  But  it  is  a  place  where 
will  be  taught  those  truths  which  fit  men  for  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  life,  thereby  fitting  them  for  good  citizenship. 
In  this  way  it  will  add  to  your  material  prosperity  and  the  eleva- 
tion of  your  standard  of  morals,  and  in  the  dispensing  of  prac- 
tical charity.  You  should  be  congratulated  upon  this  auspic- 
ious occasion. 

"Brethren  of  the  Masonic  craft,  let  us  not  forget  the  charges 
obligations  and  philosophy  of  our  profession.  The  Mason  who 
knows,  believes  and  practices  these,  cannot  materially  err,  and 
will  be  sure  to  enjoy  the  good  opinion  and  good  will  of  the 
community.  Your  faith  is  in  God,  Jehovah.  Your  text  books 
are  the  Holy  Bible  and  the  great  book  of  nature.  These  are 
your  moral  and  Masonic  trestle*  board.  In  them  you  find 
abundantly  taught  the  relation  of  man  to  God  and  of  man  to 
man.     In  them  you  find  the  specifications  for  the  building  of 
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personal  character,  the  laws  of  nature  and  the  rules  of  conduct 
and  business.  A  character  built  in  accordance  with  these  rules, 
has  God  for  its  architect  and  an  inspiring1,  intelligent  mind  for 
its  builder.  Such  a  character  is  as  an  'house  set  upon  a  hill," 
that  can  be  seen  and  appreciated  by  all  men.  Its  foundation 
is  upon  the  eternal  rock  of  God's  will  and  law,  and  will  with- 
stand all  the  disintegrating,  dissolving  agencies  of  time  and 
evil.  Such  a  character  is  [a  true  stone,  of  good  material,  prop- 
erly prepared  by  a  virtuous  education,  your  own  endeavors  and 
the  blessings  of  God  to  become  a  living  stone  to  form  a  part  of 
that  glorious  building,  that  house  not  made  with  hands  eternal 
and  in  the  heavens." 

Dr.  Cunningham  said  he  had  more  to  say  than  he  had  written  r 
and  then  spoke  of  what  was  most  needed  in  this  State,  a 
Mason's  home,  where  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons  could 
go  and  have  a  home  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word.  He  said  the 
Masons  had  now  built  several  temples  and  had  done  enough 
"adorning,"  it  was  now  time  to  provide  for  the  destitute.  He 
said  the  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons  were  not  objects'  of 
charity,  but  had  a  right  to  a  home  and  to  maintenance.  "If  I 
were  to  walk  down  the  streets  of  Mobile  in  a  fine  Prince  Albert 
coat,  with  a  high  silk  hat  and  patent  leather  shoes,  carrying  a 
gold-headed  cane  and  just  following  me  was  a  ragged,  bonnet- 
less  woman  and  children  garbed  in  tatters  and  bare-footed, 
some  one  would  say,  'Who  is  that?'  'That  is  Dr.  Cunningham,' 
4  But  who  is  that  behind  him?'  'That  is  his  wife  and  children. ' 
If,  as  I  say,  that  should  happen,  I  would  be  mobbed  at  once." 

The  speaker  said  the  Masons  would  be  asked  to  make  an  an- 
nual assessment  of  31  for  each  of  five  years  and  50  cents  a 
month  thereafter  during  life,  and  called  upon  the  Masons  to 
vote  for  the  assessment.  He  said:  "If  any  man  is  too  poor  to 
contribute  this  sum,  he  should  himself  be  an  object  of  charity 
if  he  is  too  mean  he  should  be  kicked  out.  Why,  it  means  only 
five  20-cent  cigars,  or  ten  ten-cent  cigars,  or  "twenty  5-cent 
cigars,  which  are  good,  but  I  can  do  without  twenty.  Don't 
quarrel  about  whether  the  home  shall  be  stone,  or  brick,  or  tim- 
ber, but  get  the  money  and  then  we  can  talk  about  the  plans. 
Don't  squabble  either  about  where  it  shall  be  located.  The 
money  is  the  important  thing.  We  can  raise  $50,000  by  private 
subscription."

The  corner  stone  was  then  laid  in  a  beautiful  and 
impressive   manner.     Three  charming   Misses,   Marion 
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Blumenfeld,  Mary  Cooper  and  Delia  fludmon,  then  pre- 
sented the  elements  of  consecration,  corn,  wine  and  oil, 

which  were  poured  upon  the  stone  according  to  Ancient 
Masonic  usage. 

Mayor  J.  G.  Palmer  then  introduced   Grand   Master 
Cunningham  to  the  assembled  audience. 

He  spoke  for  an  hour  and  it  marked  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  Opelika.  Facts,  logic,  humor,  learning,  elo- 
quence, fire,  pathos  and  wisdom  met  and  mingled  in 
that  address  and  the  spell-bound  audience  breathed  a 
deep  sigh  of  regret  when  he  finished.  The  speaker  dealt 
with  universal  life,  in  the  most  minute  detail.  He  began 
in  the  morning  ot  time  and  led  them  to  high  noon  as 
typified  by  the  20th  century.  He  showed  that  educa- 
tion was  the  door  by  which  all  entered  into  advancement 
of  any  kind;  that  education  made  us  better  able  to  com- 
prehend the  things  of  life;  and  the  higher  things  on 
which  the  soul  could  rest  its  hopes;  that  it  was  the  lever 
with  which  to  move  the  world,  that  it  made  broader  and 
better  all  the  walls  of  life;  that  it  gives  to  the  humblest 
in  the  land  a  power  that  even  death  could  never  tame; 
that  it  taught  reverence  of  the  manifold  blessings  of  God 
aud  made  light  and  lovely  all  the  walks  of  life.  He 
showed  the  benefits  derived  from  learning  and  that  in 
the  affairs  of  the  world  one  was  handicapped  badly  without 
learning.  He  showed  how  the  man  at  the  furnace  takes 
the  inanimate  mass  of  ore,  lime  and  other  materials  and 
knowing  how  to  treat  them  made  the  iron  and  steel 
which  forms  the  backbone  of  the  commerce  of  the 
world,  and  how,  therefore,  he  received  most  excellent 
salaries;  how  the  farmers  by  being  educated  could  know 
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so  much  about  the  hidden  intricacies  of  the  curious  life 
of  the  vegetable  world,  that  he  could  turn  many  things 
to  his  advantage  and  improve  his  condition.  How 
education  would  bring  refinement  and  content  and  give 
us  strength  to  see  and  know  better  than  under  any 
other  circumstances.  The  speaker  said  he  was  glad  to 
see  the  magnificent  building  being  erected.  It  meant 
progress,  enlightenment  and  education  beyond  the  very 
utmost  words  of  a  prophet.  It  was  an  augury  of  light, 
a  window  in  the  clouds  of  darkness,  a  bow  above  the 
storm,  a  star  above  the  sea,  an  oasis  in  the  desert  so  to 
speak,  fle  paid  a  high  tribute  to  all  who  study  and 
who  learn,  all  of  those  who  help,  and  to  all  of  those 
who  in  time  of  peace  who  wear  no  medals,  fight  the  good 
fight  and  keep  the  faith  and  wear  the  invisible  crown  of 
laurels  on  their  brow. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  more  beautiful 
music  was  rendered,  and  the  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  the  Grand  Chaplain.  The  procession  was  then 
re-formed  and  returned  to  the  Hall  of  Lee  Lodge,  No. 
454,  A.  F.  &  A.  M. 

After  prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Grand 
Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form.

I  decided  that  this  very  laudable  and  thoroughly  Masonic  pur  - 
pose  should  be  under  the  auspices  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  To  this 
end  I  bring  the  matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  I  frater- 
nally recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  take  appropriate  action 
to  raise  the  necessary  funds,  fix  upon  a  suitable  monument  and 
place  for  its  location .

The  Grand  Secretary  has  kindly  furnished  me  ^  ith  a  list  of 
the  lodges  and  their  membership  who  voted  yea  and  nay  upon 
the  amendment,  and  also  the  number  of  lodges  who  made  no 
report.     The  following  is  a  recapitulation:

It  thus  appears  that  a  little  less  than  half  the  lodges  and 
membership  in  this  grand  jurisdiction  who  acted  upon  the 
amendment  voted  for  it.  While  this  is  encouraging,  compared 
with  our  past  experience,  it  certainly  destroys  for  the  present 
any  hope  for  a  Widows  and  Orphans  Home. 

Of  the  Committee  appointed,  one  from  each  county,  to  bring 
this  matter  before  the  subordinate  lodges,  I  have  received  re- 
ports from  the  following  brethren:  N.  G.  Deleshaw,  Lawrence 
County:  T.  G  McMillan.  Butler  County:  E.  J.  Garrison,  Clay 
County,  and  E.  G.  Earnest,  Calhoun  County.  These  brethren  did 
splendid  work,  and  I  desire  to  thank  them  for  their  service  and 
for  their  prompt  report.  I  fraternally  submit  the  address  pre- 
pared by  your  committee  marked  exhibit  4A."  The  names  of 
the  committee  appointed  in  their  counties,  together  with  their 
instructions,  marked  exhibit  "B;"  the  address  issued  to  the 
W.  Masters  marked  exhibit  "C;"  and  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  upon  the  action  of  the  several  lodges  marked  exhibit 
*kD."  and  suggest  that  they  be  published  with  the  proceedings. 

UEPORTH    OF  TIIK  ORAND  LECTURERS. 

Under  a  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  annual  communication 
instructing  the  Grand  Lecturer  and  each  district  Lecturer  to 
make  a  report  to  the  Grand  Master  by  the  1st  of  November, 
giving  an  account  of  their  work,  money  received,  etc.,  I  have 
received  reports  from  Bro.  W.  W.  McCollum,  Bro.  C.  J.  Walker 
and  Bro.  Thos.  J.  Springfield.  Bro.  McCollum  reports  visiting 
seven  lodges;  served  23  days:  conferred  1  E.  A.,  2  F.  C,  and  8 
31.   M.  degrees;  gave  two  public  addresses  and  installed  officers

of  several  lodges.  Compensation  $55.00.  Bro.  Walker  reports 
visiting  2  district  conferences,  1  county  conference,  17  lodges; 
served  77  1-2  days;  conferred  12  E.  A.,  6  F.  C.  and  21  M.  M.  de- 
grees .     Compensation  $103, 60. 

Bro.  Springfield  reports  organizing  and  county  conference, 
visiting  one  county  conference,  and  conferring  several  degrees. 
Compensation  $55.00. 

I  have  received  no  report  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  nor  from 
the  other  district  lecturers. 

CHARGES   OF  UNMASONIC  CONDUCT. 

Andrew  Jackson  Lodge  No.  173  preferred  charges  against 
Luverne  Lodge  No.  488  for  receiving  the  petition  and  conferring 
the  degrees  upon  a  candidate  who  had  been  rejected  by  said 
Andrew  Jackson  Lodge.  Said  Luverne  Lodge  denied  the 
charges.  The  papers  in  this  case  were  referred  to  the  commit- 
tee on  suspensions,  expulsions  and  appeals,  and  both  lodges 
summoned  to  appear  at  this  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  trial. 

A  constitutional  number  of  the  members  of  Pea  River  Lodge 

No preferred  charges  against  the  Master  of  said   lodge. 

These  charges  were  referred  to  a  commission  of  three  Masters 
of  nearest  lodges  After  receiving  the  evidence  and  consider- 
ing the  report  of  the  committee,  I  did  not  think  the  charges 
substantiated  and  dismissed  them,  referring  the  papers  in  the 
case  to  the  committee  on  suspensions,  expulsions  and  appeals, 
that  the  brethren  making  the  charges  might  appeal  if  they  so 
desired.  - 

COMMITTEE   ON     CODE. 

I  appointed  on  this  committee  Bro.  R.  E.  Steiner,  Bro.  Dan. 
A.  Greene,  Bro.  Geo.  A.  Beauchamp  and  Bro.  A.  M.  Scott,  who 
with  the  Grand  Master  as  chairman  was  instructed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  codify  the  laws  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Early  in  the  Spring  this  committee  met  in  Montgomery  and 
elected  Bro.  Dan.  A.  Greene  as  a  sub-committee  of  one  to  do  the 
work.  Thr  committee  will  make  its  report  at  this  communi" 
cation. 

RECOMMENDATION8 . 

I  recommended  that  an  amendment  to  article  VIII  of  the 
Constitution  providing  for  a  change  of  the   manner  of  amend- 
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ment  of  the  Constitution  be  submitted  to  the  subordinate  lodges 
as  follows:  That  the  amendment  shall  be  submitted  at  a  regu- 
lar communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  not  later  than  the 
morning  session  of  the  second  day,  which  if  adopted  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Grand  Lodge,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  several 
subordinate  lodges  for  their  consideration.  That  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  amendment  shall  be  laid  be- 
fore the  Grand  Lodge  not  later  than  the  morning  session  of  the 
second  day  and  if  adopted  by  three-fifths  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
provided,  a  quorum  is  present,  the  amendment  shall  be  de- 
clared adopted.  That  our  constitution  needs  amendment  in 
many  particulars  is  known  to  all.  That  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  pass  one  as  now  provided  is  also  well  known.  Therefore,  a 
more  certain  method  should  be  adopted.  I  also  recommend  that 
an  amendment  to  article  VII  rule  19  be  submitted,  providing 
that  a  restoration  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry, 
whether  by  the  Grand  Lodge  or  by  the  subordinate  lodge  sus- 
pending or  expelling,  shall  also  restore  to  membership  in  the 
lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled. 

I  also  recommend  that  an  edict  be  adopted  for  the  proper 
punishment  of  a  lodge  who  refuse  to  act  upon  questions  of  in- 
quiry from  sister  lodges  as  to  the  qualifications  of  candidates 
within  their  juiisdiction,  or  upon  the  matter  of  consent  in  cases 
where  the  applicant  has  been  rejected. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  enlargement  of  the  cont;ngent 
fund  to  —  per  annum,  and  the  appropriation  to  clerical  sei vices 
to  the  Grand  Secretary  to  $200.00  pt  r  annum. 

I  also  recommend  that  all  suplus  funds,  and  the  widows  and 
orphans  fund  be  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  our  standing 
bonds.  In  the  case  of  the  widows  and  orphans  fund  as  means 
of  investment  for  that  fund,  the  Grand  Lodge  being  liable  to 
aid  fund  for  principle  and  interest . 

FINANCE. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  excellent.  The 
Grand  Secretary,  whose  thorough  work  is  a  cause  for  congrat- 
ulation, will  make  report  on  this  subject,  to  which  I  call  your 
special  attention. 

AN  ADMONITION. 

Judging  from  my  experience  as  Grand  Master  for  two  years. 
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I  am  convinced  that  the  most  grievous  causes  of  discord  among1 
the  Craft  arise  out  of  a  desire  upon  the  part  of  some  of  our 
brethren  to  bring  their  personal  grievances  into  the  lodges,  and 
to  dissatisfaction  over  the  ballot.  In  both  these  matters  the 
good  of  Masonry  alone  should  be  considered.  When  charges 
are  preferred  the  vindication  of  the   home  and  the  maintenance 

of  the  dignity  of  the  Order  should  be  alone  considered.  These 
should  be  sustained  regardless  of  personal  relations,  that  is  to 
say  that  friendship  nor  prejudice  from  any  cause  should  influ- 
ence the  motive,  or  judgment  of  the  brethren  in  all  such  mat- 
ters. 
I  admonish  our  brethren  to  remember  that  the    secrecy  of 

the  ballot  must  be  maintained,   and  that  when  a  candidate  is 

rejected  that  there  the  matter  ends  and  that  there  should  be 

no  discussion.     The  brother    balloting,  therefore,  should  do  so 

with  the  purest  and  best  of  motives,  and  no  one  has  the  right 

to  question  his  motives,  or  to  know  who  balloted,  adversely. 

If    in  the  future  a  brother  finds   out  that  he   is  in  error  he 

should  seek  an  opportunity   for  correcting"  it.     Finally  let  us 

remember  that  not  only  is  it  our  Masonic  duty   to  do    what 

we  think  is  best,  but   God  will  hold  us  responsible  for    inten- 

tions'in  these  matters  the  same   as  in  all  our  conduct  in  life. 

DECISIONS. 

1.  When  a  ballot  is  ordered  on  a  petition  for  the  F.  C.    or  M 
M.  degree  the  question  of  proficiency  should  not  be  considered. 

2.  The  question  of  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degree 
should  be  determined  by  a  viva  voce  vote  before  the  ballot  is 
ordered. 

3.  A  motion  to  grant  further  time  to  the  candidate  who,  in 
t'ie  opinion  of  the  lodge  if  not  proficient,  is  in  order.  . 

4.  A  subordinate  lodge  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alabama  cannot  recognize  a  dimit  from  a  subordinate  lodge 
in  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Lodge  with  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama  is  not  in  fraternal  correspondence. 

5.  Such  a  person  holding  such  a  dimit  is  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  a  profane,  and,  therefore,  is  eligible  to  apply  for 
the  degrees  in  any  subordinate  lodge  in  this  grand  jurisdiction, 
provided  he  possesses  the  constitutional  qualifications. 

6.  A  Brother  accused  of  unmasonic  conduct  cannot  waive 
on  his  trial  the  constitutional  requirement  of  the  presence  of  a 
majority  of  the  whole  membership  of  the  lodge.     Neither  can 
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the  lodge  waive  this  constitutional  provision.  Therefore,  a 
brother  tried  and  found  guilty  under  such  a  waiver  has  been  il- 
legally tried,  and  the  verdict  is  null  and  void  and  should  be  set 
aside. 

7.  The  youngest  brother  means  in  the  order  of  membership 
in  the  lodge  all  the  way  through,  in  the  order  of  the  affiliation 
or  membership.  An  alphabetical  list  after  calling  the  young- 
est is  not  in  order. 

8.  A  brother  has  no  right  to  use  his  Masonry  for  the  purpose 
of  enhancing  or  promoting  his  business,  political  or  other  se- 
cular interest.  Therefore,  a  business  card  setting  forth  the 
business  in  which  a«brother  is  engaged,  having  printed  thereon 
that  he  is  a  Mason  and  giving  the  name  and  number  of  his 
lodge,  or  by  using  any  Masonic  symbol  that  would  indicate 
that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Craft  of  A.  F.  and  A.  M..  or  the 
use  of  a  Masonic  card  upon  which  is  printed  his  business,  vio- 
lates the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry  and.  therefore,  is 
guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct. 

9.  A  brother  who  issues  such  a  card  and  who  asks  for  a  (limit, 
should  not  have  the  dimit  granted  until  he  shall  have  an- 
swered the  charges  raised  by  the  use  of  the  combination 
business  and  Masonic  card. 

10.  The  regular  secretary  of  a  lodge,  or  a  secretary  pro  tem 
who  is  ordered  to  pay  a  debt  of  the  lodge,  and  is  provided  with 
the  money  and  fails  to  do  so,  is  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct 
unless  he  can  show  a  lawful  and  reasonable  excuse. 

11.  When  a  lodge  forfeits  its  charter,  all  its  property 
escheats  to  the  Grand  Lodge  including  property  whieh  had  not 
been  paid  for,  unless  the  creditor  had  a  bill  of  sale  or  a  mort- 
gage thereon,  in  which  case  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary to  turn  over  said  property  to  the  mortgagee.  When  there 
is  no  mortgage  the  Grand  Lodge  may  surrender  the  property  to 
the  party  who  sold  it  to  the  lodge. 

12.  The  Grand  Lodge  does  not,  assume  the  liabilities  of 
subordinate  lodges. 

13.  A.  and  B.  are  Master  Masons.  A,  as  president  of  a  firm 
or  corporation  (members  of  which  are  not  Masons),  enters  into 
contract  with  H  to  perforin  certain  services.  Through  the  al- 
leged neglect  or  carelessness  of  agents  of  said  firm  or  corpor- 
ation B  sustains  material  injury  in  the  destruction  of  property 
in  the    custody   of  said   corporation.     A,  as  president  of   such. 
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corporation,  disclaims  responsibility  therefor.  Does  B  commit 
a  Masonic  offense  in  declining  to  submit  the  matter  to  arbitra- 
tion and  in  bringing"  a  civil  action  for  the  recovery  of  damages? 
Held,  that  B  does  not. 

14.  When  a  lodge  requests  a  sister  lodge  for  permission  to 
receive  the  petition  of  a  candidate;  who  had  been  rejected  by 
the  lodge  of  which  the  request  is  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
latter  to  act  upon  the  matter  in  open  lodge  and  to  answer 
promptly  the  request  of  the  lodge  who  desires  to  receive  the  ap- 
plication. The  lodge  failing  to  take  such  action  upon  such 
a  request  is  guilty  of  discourteous  conduct  toward  the  sister 
lodge  and.  therefore,  is  subject  to  charges  by  the  lodge  making 
the  request. 

15.  Where  Jurisdiction  is  concurrent,  it  would  not  be  proper 
for  one  lodge  to  proceed  to  an  investigation  of  alleged  miscon- 
duct of  a  member  of  another  lodge  supposed  to  be  defunct, 
until  the  latter  has  been  declared  defunct  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

ltf.  A  brother  M.  M.  who  willfully  refuses  to  obey  a  sum- 
mons to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  lodge  on  the  grounds  of  a 
grievance  against  the  W.  M.  or  any  other  brother,  is  not 
thereby  excused  from  answering  and  obeying  said  summons, 
and  is  therefore,  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct. 

17.  A  brother  holding  a  dimit  and  who  petitions  the  lodge 
for  membership,  and  is  rejected  by  the  lodge,  is  entitled  to  the 
return  of  his  dimit,  and  he  cannot  require  the  lodge  or  a  com- 
mittee of  the  lodge  upon  the  investigation,  to  give  any  reason 
why  his  application  was  adversely  reported  upon  or  why  he 
was  rejected  by  the  lodge.  He  does  not  forfeit  the  right  to  ap- 
ply to  any  lodge  in  this  grand  jurisdiction  for  membership, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  he  has  been  rejected  by  another 
lodge. 

IS.     Charges  and  specifications  of  unmasonic conduct  against 
a  brother  submitted  by  a  member  of  a  lodge  over  his  signature 
does  not  require  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  investigate 
and  prefer  charges. 

19.  A  lodge  failing  to  assess  punishment,  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  master  to  take  a  vote  over  as  in  the  first  instance,  until 
the  punishment  is  assessed  or  until  it  is  apparent  that  the 
lodge  cannot  agree  upon  the  form  of  punishment,  in  which  case 
an  appeal  can  be  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge.  A  lodge  having 
assessed  a  punishment  can  upon  motion  reconsider  the  vote  by 
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which    said  punishment   was  assessed,     provided  no  brother 
had  left  the  lodge. 

20.  In  the  event  no  motion  is  made  to  reconsider,  the  Mas- 
ter upon  being1  informed  that  the  brethren  did  not  understand 
the  question,  may  again  put  the  question  of  punishment  with- 
out a  motion  to  reconsider;  provided  no  brother  has  left  the 
lodge. 

21.  When  a  candidate  for  the  F.  C.  or  M.  M.  degree  is  re- 
jected no  brother  has  the  right  to  demand  the  name  of  the 
brother  who  balloted  against  the  candidate.  Such  a  candidate 
is  entitled  to  a  certificate  that  he  is  an  E.  A.  or  F.  C.  in  good 
standing,  unless  charges  have  been  preferred  or  are  preferred 
at  the  time  the  demand  is  made. 

22  A  Past  Master,  member  of  a  Lodge,  can  open  a  lodge  if  re- 
quested to  do  so  by  the  master  or  in  his  absence  by  the  ramking 
warden  is  present  at  that  meeting. 

23.  A  Past  Master  holding  a  dimit  can  not  open  a  Lodge  or 
install  officers. 

24.  A  petitioner  who  petitions  »for  the  degrees  of  Masonry 
in  a  Lodge  not  having  territorial  jurisdiction,  the  said  petition 
being  laid  on  the  table  until  the  proper  information  could  be 
obtained  from  the  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides,  may 
withdraw  the  petition  prior  to  the  Lodge's  having  received 
and  referred  same  to  a  committee.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
Lodge  to  return  the  petition  and  fees. 

25.  A  Lodge  cannot  receive  the  application  and  ballot  upon 
a  petition  for  any  of  the  degrees  of  Masonry  at  a  called  com- 
munication unless  authorized  by  dispensation  from  the  Grand 
Master. 

2<j.  A  brother  who  has  been  rejected  for  the  F.  C.  or  M.  M. 
degree  may  make  application  at  any  succeeding  regular  com- 
munication of  the  Lodge,  unless  prohibited  by  the  By-Laws  of 
the  Lodge,  and  the  petition  will  have  to  lie  over  until  the  next 
regular  communication. 

27.  The  question  as  to  saloon  keepers  or  liquor  dealers  being 
admitted  to  membership  in  a  Masonic  Lodge  is  a  matter  for  the 
individual  conscience  and  judgment  of  the  brother  to  decide 
who  cast  the  ballot.  The  brother  casting  the  black  ball  has  the 
right  to  do  so  without  giving  any  reason  to  the  Lodge  or  any 
of  the  members  thereof.     Therefore,  the  nature  of  his  occupa- 
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tion  does  not  entitle  the  candidate  to  any  special  consideration 
when  rejected. 

28.  Any  brother  has  the  right  to  adversely  ballot  on  the 
petition  for  the  F.  C.  or  M.  M.  degree  without  giving  any  reason 
or  preferring  charges.  If  the  charges  have  been  preferred  and 
the  brother  acquitted,  a  brother  still  has  the  right  to  adversely 
ballot. 

29.  A  member  of  the  Lodge  has  a  right  to  object  to  the  ini- 
tiation, passing  or  raising  of  a  candidate  after  the  ballot  has 
been  had  and  the  candidate  elected. 

30.  There  is  no  fixed  time  in  which  a  Lodge  shall  reply  to  a 
letter  of  inquiry  concerning  the  character-  of  the  candidate  for 
the  degrees  of  Masonry.  But  the  question  should  be  consid- 
ered and  answered  promptly. 

31.  The  application  of  a  brother  for  affiliation  with  a  Lodge 
must  take  the  same  course  as  the  petition  for  initiation.  It  re- 
quires a  unanimous  ballot  for  him  to  be  admitted  a  member  of 
the  Lodge.  A  brother  casting  an  adverse  ballot  can  not  be  re- 
quired to  give  any  reason  nor  should  he  be  criticised  for  so 
doing. 

32.  The  petition  of  a  brother  for  affiliation  with  a  Lodge 
requires  a  unanimous  ballot.  A  brother  casting  a  black  ball 
can  not  be  criticised  or  questioned  as  to  his  reasons 

33.  A  brother  elected  to  the  office  of  Senior  or  Junior  War- 
den may  refuse  installation,  and  is,  therefore,  entitled  to  a 
dimit  should  he  ask  it.  This  is  true  whether  he  had  been  serv- 
ing as  such  officer  or  not. 

34 .  The  Secretary  is  liable  to  the  Lodge  for  the  amount  that 
he  has  collected  and  is  entitled  to  such  credit  as  may  have  been 
authorized  by  the  Lodge. 

35.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  pay  over  all  the  money 
to  the  Treasurer  and  if  he  fails  to  [do  so  he  is  guilty  of  unma- 
sonic  conduct. 

36.  If  the  Secretary  is  behind  in  his  accounts  and  does  not 
promptly  make  the  deficit  good  he  is  guilty  of  unmasonic  con- 
duct. 

37.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Senior  Warden  to  preside  over  the 
Lodge  in  the  absence  of  the  W.  M. ,  and  if  an  appropriation  is 
made  by  the  Lodge  or  an  order  of  any  kind  requiring  the  sig- 
nature of  i  the  presiding  officer,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Senior 
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Warden,   as  the  acting  Master,  to  sign  the  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer. 

38.  A  brother  has  no  right  to  object  to  a  petition  for  initia- 
tion, passing  or  raising  from  being  received  by  the  Lodge. 

39.  A  Lodge  may  by  motion  refuse  to  receive  a  petition  for 
any  of  the  degrees  of  Masonry  or  for  affiliation. 

40.  A  Master  Mason,  when  approached  to  recommend  or 
vouch  for  a  petitioner,  should  not  comply  with  the  request  un- 
less he  can  conscientiously  do  so.  so  far  as  he  then  knows  of 
the  character  of  the  petitioner,   and  is  willing  that  he  should 

be  made  a  Mason. 

41.  A  Master  Mason  should  not  allow  the  relation  between 

the  employee  or  employer,  or  any  relation  whatever,  to  induce 
him,  or  to  coerce  him,  to  recommend  or  vouch  for  a  petitioner 
whom  he  doe?  not  regard  as  being  worthy  to  be  made  a  Mason . 
Such  conduct  is  either  cowardice  or  hypocrisy  and,  therefore, 
not  in  keeping  with  the  principles  of  Free  Masonry.  Therefore, 
a  Master  Mason  who  voluntarily  recommends  a  pel  itioner  and 
afterwards  endeavors  to  have  said  petitioner  rejected,  such  op- 
position being  based  upon  facts  known  to  him  at  the  time  he 
recommended  petitioner,  and  not  upon  subsequent  events,  or 
facts  developed  subsequent  to  the  time  he  signed  the  applica- 
tion of  the  petitioner,  is  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct. 

42.  After  a  ballot  is  had  and  result  announced  a  motion  to 
reconsider  the  ballot  is  out  of  order. 

43.  A  brother  has  no  right  to  criticise,  in  open  Lodge  or  else- 
where, a  brother  or  brethren  who  adversely  ballot  upon  a  peti- 
tioner to  criticise  the  action  of  the  Lodge,  or  any  member 
thereof,  in  rejecting  the  application,  amotion  to  expunge  from 
the  minutes  of  the  Lodge  the  records  of  the  rejection  of  an 
application  for  any  of  the  degrees  is  out  of  order. 

44.  A  Master  Mason  who  has  signed  the  application  of  a 
petitioner  to  be  made  a  Mason,  but  afterwards  learns  that  the 
petitioner  is  unworthy  of  such  indorsement,  may  go  to  the 
committee  and  erase  his  signature  from  the  petition.  In  such 
case  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to  report  the  petition 
back  to  the  Lodge,  reporting  'the  fact  that  the  name  of  one  of 
the  vouchers  has  been  erased;  or  if  made  in  open  Lodge  it  will 
be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  erase  the  signature  from  the 
petition.  Any  brother  present  may  sign  the  petition,  when  it 
will  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  M.  to  refer  the  petition  to  the  com- 
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mittee,  who  can  then  act  upon  it.  If  no  one  will  sign  the  peti- 
tition  then  the  petition  and  fee  should  be  returned  to  the 
petitioner; 

45.  A  master  has  the  right  to  call  a  special  communication 
for  the  purpose  of  buryiug  a  brother  Master  Mason,  Any 
other  business  transacted  at  such  a  special  communication  is 
illegal. 

4f>.  A  brother  Master  Mason  who  tells  a  newly  made  mem- 
ber that  he  had  thrown  away  his  money  in  being  a  Mason 
scandalizes  the  Order  and  is,  therefore,  guilty  of  unmasonic 
conduct. 

47.  Two  brother  Master  Masons  engaging  in  a  fight  or  quar- 
rel are  guilty  of  questionable  conduct,  and  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Lodge  to  investigate  the  matter  and  to  prefer  charges 
against  one  or  both  of  them  according  to  circumstances. 

48.  A  brother  Master  Mason  who  threatens  that  a  Lodge 
shall  not  grow  any  more  is  guilty  of  gross  unmasonic  couduct 
and,  if  guilty,  should  be  expelled. 

49.  If  by  "annex''  is  meant  the  ante-rooms  of  the  Lodge, 
then  they  cannot  be  rented  for  school  or  other  purposes.  If 
by  that  -is  meant  rooms  adjoining  the  Lodge,  which  are  not 
used  for  Masonic  purposes,  they  may  be  rented  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

50.  An  indictment  of  a  member  of  a  Lodge  for  an  offense 
against  the  laws  of  the  State  is  not  of  itself  sufficient  reason 
why  charges  should  be  preferred  against  him  for  unmasonic 
conduct.  Charges  should  be  preferred  in  the  event  of  supposed 
unmasonic  conduct  regardless  of  indictment. 

51.  The  verdict  of  a  court  bears  no  relation  to  the  time  when 
charges  may  be  preferred,  and  should  have  no  influence  upon 
the  verdict  of  the  Lodge. 

52.  The  written  evidence  of  witnesses  before  a  grand  jury 
is  not  competent  in  a  Masonic  trial  and  a  certified  copy  of  that 
evidence  could  not  be  admitted  as  evidence  in  a  trial,  except  by 
consent  of  defendant  and  Lodge. 

53.  The  purpose  and  intent  of  a  Masonic  trial  is  to  try  the 
case  independently  of  any  other  charge  or  trial  by  a  court  of 
justice. 

54.  The  petition  of  a  profane  who  has  been  rejected  by  an- 
other Lodge  can  not  be  received  by  a  Lodge  without  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  Lodge  rejecting  him .     There  is  no  limit  as 
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to  time  in  this  matter,  nor  is  there  any  circumstance  or  condi- 
tion that  exempts  the  operation  of  this  law. 

55.  A  Lodge  which  knowingly  confers  the  degree  upon  a 
profane  who  has  been  rejected  by  another  Lodge  without  first 
obtaining  the  consent  of  that  Lodge,  is  liable  to  lose  its  char- 
ter, and  any  brother  assisting  in  conferring  the  degrees,  know- 
ing that  he  has  been  rejected  by  another  Lodge,  and  that  the 
consent  of  said  Lodge  had  not  been  obtained,  is  liable  to  ex- 
pulsion. 

56.  A  sojourner,  or  resident  brother,  is  one  who  is  residing 
or  living  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  other  than  of  his 
membership,  and  this  is  true  whether  the  Lodge  of  his  mem- 
bership is  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama 
or  any  other  Grand  Lodge. 

57.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  in  whose  jurisdiction  the 
unmasonic  conduct  was  committed  to '  proceed  against  the 
brother. 

58.  A  Lodge  can  not  confer  any  of  the  degrees  of  Masonry 
on  Sunday  for  the  convenience  of  the  candidate  or  for  any 
other  reason, 

59.  No  brother  has  the  right  to  change  his  vote  after  the 
roll  call  and  the  result  declared.  A  Lodge,  by  a  majority  vote, 
may  order  a  new  trial,  based  upon  new  evidence,  or  if  it  is 
shown  that  the  brother  was  convicted  on  evidence  that  was 
subsequently  shown  to  be  false.  A  majority  of  the  whole  of 
the  Lodge  must  be  present  when  such  motion  for  a  new  trial  is 
considered,  and  a  majority  must  -vote  for  a  resolution  provid- 
ing for  a  new  trial. 

60.  A  Lodge  is  made  up  of  its  members  who  are  in  good 
standing,  that  is,  who  have  not  been  suspended,  or  expelled, 
dimitted  or  died;  in  other  words,  who  are  legally  on  the  roll  of 
the  Lodge.  The  distance  from  the  Lodge,  from  the  residence 
of  its  members  does  not  relieve  the  Lodge  of  the  necessity  of 
obtaining  a  majority  of  the  whole  Lodge  where  a  majority  of 
the  whole  Lodge  is  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  must,  therefore,  be  counted  as  belonging  to  the  Lodge;  in 
other  words;  it  requires  a  majority  of  the  membership  of  the 
Lodge  regardless  of  where  its  members  live  or  whether  sick  or 
well.

THE  MASON'S  TRESTLE-BOARD. 

The  Traditional  text  books  of  Masonry  are  a  book  of  "Divine 
Revelation,"  and  the  "Book  of  Nature. "  The  former  is  some 
sacred  writing  purporting  to  be  inspired  by  Almighty  God,  and 
carefully  and  faithfully  recorded .  This  book  with  us  is  the 
Holy  Bible— The  "Book  of  Nature"  is  the  Material  Universe. 
The  study  of  these  books  is  a  duty  as  old  as  masonic  tradition, 
history  and  charge.  Masons  are  taught  that  masonry  is  a 
"science  and  art";  that  it  is  "operative  and  speculative";  that  it 
is  a  "speculative  and  moral  science  founded  on  an  operative 
art."  Masons  are  taught  that  as  the  "operative  workman 
erects  his  temporal  building  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  de- 
signs laid  down  by  the  Master  on  his  trestle  board,  so  should 
they;  both  operative  and  speculative,  endeavor  to  erect  their 
spiritual  building  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  designs  laid  down 
dowu  by  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe,  in  the  great 
Book  of  Nature  and  Revelation,  which  are  their  spiritual, 
Moral  and  Masonic  Trestleboard." 

PURPOSES  OF  MASONRY . 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  the  real  purpose  of  speculative 
Masonry,  is  the  building  of  spiritual  and  moral  character  in 
accordance  with  the  designs  of  the  great  Architect  of  the  Uni- 
verse, which  designs  are  to  be  found  in  His  books  of  Revela- 
tion and  Nature. 

Man  is  not  born  with  a  knowledge  of  either  of  these.  He 
must,  therefore,  be  educated  in  their  truths  if  he  is  to  follow 
their  teachings.  Hence,  Masonry  is  a  perpetual  inspiration  to 
an  enlightened  education.  Thus  the  study  of  "liberal  arts  and 
Sciences,  Grammar,  Rhetoric.  Logic,  Arithmetic,  Geometry, 
Music  and  Astronomy"  is  urgently  enjoined.  Such  study,  in 
speculative  Masonry,  "leads  the  contemplative  Mason  to  view, 
with  reverence  and  admiration,  the  glorious  works  of  creation, 
and  inspires  him  with  the  most  exalted  ideas  of  the  perfection 
of  his  Divine  Creator."  It  cannot  be  denied,  therefore,  that 
Masonry  is  a  patron  of  science  and  art,  and  teaches  their  study 
and  practice.  Each  of  these  books,  Revelation  and  the  Book 
of  Nature,  are  essential  to  a  thorough  Masonic  education — 
They  differ  in  many  respects  in  purpose,  method,  manner,  or- 
der, etc.,  but  both  declare  the  existence  of  a  Creator,  a  Creation 
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and  for  law  and  Order  in  the  the  spiritual  and  Natural  spheres 
of  life.

QUESTIONS   OF   PRIMARY    IMPOBTANCB. 

Since  man  began  to  believe  and  think  he  has  been  trying  to 
solve  the  following  problems  presented  by  the  Material  Uni- 
verse: The  manner  of  its  origin;  the  matter  out  of  which  it 
was  made ;  the  time  occupied  in  its  making;  the  date  when  it 
was  made;  the  extent  of  the  Universe;  finally,  who  designed 
created  it,  and  by  what  power  is  it  governed. 

In  his  endeavors  to  solve  these  problems  he  resorts  to  two 
cosmogonies,  to  wit: 

1.  Sacred  Cosmogony,  or  a  book  of  revelation. 

2.  Scientific  Cosmogony  or  the  book  of  Nature. 

That  is  to  say  the  Masonic'Trestleboard.  Cosmogony  is  as  old 
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as  religion  and  faith,  that  is  to  say  as  old  as  the  history  of  man. 
Scientific  Cosmogony  is  of  comparatively  modern  origin.  In  all 
sacred  Cosmogonies  tfrere  is  a  similarity  of  teaching,  and  is 
eternal  and  without  change.  In  Scientific  Cosmogony  there  is 
first  discovery,  which  must  be  demonstrated;  second  expla- 
nation, which  must  be  logical  and  rational.  It  is,  therefore, 
progressive . 

Both  Cosmogonies  agree  upon  the  following: 

That  there  was  a  beginning;  that  there  was  a  creation;  that 
there  was  a  creator;  that  the  Universe  is  controlled  by  law. 
They  differ  upon  the  following  questions: 

The  manner  of  creation;  the  matter  of  creation;  the  time  oc- 
cupied in  the  creation;  the  date  of  the  creation;  and  the  nature 
of  the  law  that  governs  the  Universe. 

It,  therefore,  follows  that  upon  the  great  primary  or  funda- 
mental questions  Revelation  and  Science  agree,  and  that  the 
differ  only  upon  the  secondary  and  subsidiary  question  as  to 
the  manner,  time,  date,  etc. 

On  these  latter  questions  the  following  is  a  synopsis  of  the 
vast  majority  of  Sacred  writings  or  Revelation,  that  is  to  say 
of  Sacred  Cosmogony. 

That  the  creator  made  the  Universe  by  his  hands  or  that  he 
spake  and  it  was  done. 

That  matter  was  created  out  of  nothing. 

That  the  creation  was  instantaneous  or  occupied'  only  a 
brief  period. 

That  the  creation  was  only  a  few  thousand  years  ago. 

That  the  earth  is  the  chief  of  the  worlds,  and  that  the  sun, 
moon  and  stars  were  created  for  the  special  purpose  of  serving 
the  earth. 

That  the  earth  is  the  Centre  and  around  it  the  others  revolve. 
That  the  earth  is  flat  above  it  being  a  firmament  and  above 
that  the  Heavens. 

That  the  creation  was  complete,  that  is  to  say  a  perfect 
earth,  and  all  natural  things  thereon,  a  perfect  sun,  moon, 
and  stars,  etc. 

That  the  Universe  is  controlled  by  incessant  Divine  inter- 
vention, or  by  the  will  of  the  Creator. 

That  the  Creator  is  a  God  or  Gods  possessing  an  entity  or 
personal  existence,  and  that  He  or  they  have  a  place  of  abode 
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on  a  throne  from  which  the  universe  is  ruled. 

Such  at  least  is  the  interpretation  of  most  of  the  sacred  cos- 
mogoners  of  antiquity:  for   example,    those   of  Chaldea,  Kaby 
Ionia.  Assyria:  IMuenicia.  and  .luda.     Also:  to  a  certain  extent,- 
of  the  Egyptian.  Persian  and  (Ireck. 

The  following  is  a  synopsis  of  Scientific  Cosmogony: 

That  the  manner  of  creation  is  unknown — 

That  the  original  matter  of  creation  is  unknown,  but  that  it 
was  probably  a.  nebulous  or  gaseous  mass,  subsequently  changed 
by  natural  law  into  its  completed  form. 

That  the  creation  occupied  hundreds  of  thousands,  probably 
millions  of  years. 

That  there  was.  therefore,  no  fixed  date  of  creation,  but  that 
matter  in  its  present  form  has  existed  for  thousands  of  years 

That  the  earth  is  one  of  the  most  insignificant  of  the  num- 
berless worlds,  even  as  a  "speck  of  dirt  in  the  ray  of  the  sun.'* 

That  the  universe  is  made  up  of  systems  of  worlds,  of  which 
ours,  or  the  solar,  is  one  and  of  which  the  sun  is  the  centre, 
and  around  the  latter  the  earth  and  other  planets  of  the  sys- 
tem revolve. 

That  the  earth  is  round,  turns  upon  its  own  axis,  and  revolves* 
around  the  sun  in  its  own  orbit. 

That  the  firmament  as  such  does  not  exist,   and  that  the  so- 
called  Heavenly  or  Celestial  bodies  are  in  fact  as  much  matter, 
and  therefore  corruptible  as  our  own  earth. 

That  the  creation  is  not  even  yet  complete,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, is  still  going"  on  in  the  vast  expanse  of  the  Universe. 

That  the  Universe  is  controlled  by  natural  law. 

That  the  Creator  is  a  Supreme  Intelligence  that  pervades  the 
Universe  without  the  limitations  of  abode  and  personality. 

Modern  interpretation  of  Sacred  Cosmogony  and  Modern 
Scientific  Cosmogony  are  agreed  upon  the  following: 

That  the  time  occupied  in  the  creation  was  hundred  of  thou- 
sands of  years. 

That  there  is  no  fixed  date  of  Creation,  but  that  matter  has 
existed  in  its  present  form  for  thousands  of  years. 

The  matter  has  changed  and  is  still  changing  its  form. 

That  so  far  as  the  visible  Universe  is  concerned  all  is  matters 

That  the  worlds  are  arranged  in  systems.

That  in  our  system  the  sun  is  the  centre,  that  the  earth  turns 
upon  its  own  axis,  and  revolves  around  the  sun . 

That  the  earth  is  round,  and  is  comparatively  a  very  small 
part  of  the  Universe. 

That  there  are  natural  laws  which  operate  upon  the  natural 
bodies. 

That  there  was  a  tirst  great  cause. 

It  may  be  truly  said  that  what  Sacred  Cosmogony  asserts  in 
its  dogmas.  Scientific  Cosmogony  demonstrates  as  facts  or 
proves  their  logical  necessity.  Therefore,  upon  the  great  fun- 
damental problems  presented  by  the  Universe  there  is  a  demon- 
strated or  logical  agreement.  A  dogma  of  theology  can  not 
set  aside  a  fact,  nor  can  the  metaphysics  of  philosophy  confute 
a  theological  dogma. 

The  comparative  agreement  that  exists  to-day  between  these 
great  Cosmogonies  was  not  "reached  without  a  great  and 
mighty  struggle.  In  ancient  times  when  philosophy  was  spec- 
ulative, sacred  teachings  were  naturally  supreme  upon  all 
questions — natural,  civil,  economic  and  religious.  Hut  when 
philosophy  became  a  science  with  facts  as  its  postulates  and  a 
logical,  rational  synthesis  as  its  method,  with  the  Book  of  Na- 
ture as  its  study,  and  truth  as  its  object,  the  real  struggle  be- 
gan. Modern  science  began  with  Aristotle.  He  unleashed  the 
faculty  of  thought;  he  put  questions  to  nature  in  the  way  of 
experiment  and  watched  the  answer.  lie  was  the  author  of  the 
inductive  method  of  investigation  Alexander  the  Great  was 
his  pupil.  He  prosecuted  the  Macedonian  wars,  and  conquered 
the  whole  Persian  Empire  from  Hellespont  to  the  Indus. 

••The  Persian  Empire,  was  truly  the  garden  of  the  world.'" 
Here  this  great  general,  and  true  scientist,  saw  many  things 
of  which  he  had  never  dreamed.  He  became  the  patron  of 
science,  and  had  he  lived,  the  world's  scientific  history 
would  have  been  different.  But  in  Ptolemy  Sater  he  had  a 
worthy  successor.  He  was  the  first  of  the  Macedonian  Kings. 
He  established  Alexandria  in  Egypt  as  his  capital.  The 
population  consisted  of  native  Egyptians.  Greeks  and  Jews. 
It  was.  therefore,  a  great  cosmopolitan  city,  and  was  the  great 
••intellectual  metropolis  of  the  world."  Here  it  was  that  the 
•Genius  of  the  East  met  the  (renins  of  the  West." 

The  great  institution  of  the  city  was  the  Museum,  established

by  Ptolemy   Soter  and  his  son  Philadelphus.     This    Museum 
was  established  and  maintained  for  three  purposes: 

1.  The  perpetuation  of  such  knowledge  as  was  then  in  the 
world. 

2.  Its  increase 

3.  Its  diffusion. 

"Aristotleism  philosophy  was  the  corner-stone  upon  which 
the  museum  was  founded."  The  essential  principles  of  the 
Aristotellian  Philosophy  was,  44to  rise  from  the  study  of  par- 
ticulars to  a  knowledge  of  general  principle  or  universals,  ad- 
vancing to  them  by  induction.  The  induction  is  the  more  cer- 
tain as  the  facts  on  which  it  is  based  are  more  numerous;  its 
correctness  -is  established  if  it  should  enable  us  to  predict 
other  facts  until  then  unknown.  This  system  implies  endless 
toil  in  the  collection  of  facts,  both  by  experiment  and  observa- 
tion; it  implies  also  a  close  meditation  on  them.  It  is  therefore 
essentially  a  method  of  labor  and  of  reason,  not  a  method  of 
imagination/1  In  this  way  the- Museum  of  Alexandria  became 
the  birthplace  of  modern  science.  Here  mathematics,  astron- 
omy, geometry,  physics,  etc.;  became  established  as  sciences 
based  upon  methods  of  experiments. 

The  splendid  library  in  this  museum  was  burDt  during  the 
siege  of  Julius  Caesar,  and  was  thus  destroyed  the  record  of 
the  hard  work  of  nearly  three  hundred  years,  which  record 
embraced  a  collection  of  what  was  then  known  upon  all  sub- 
jects since  history  began. 

Up  to  about  the  beginning  of  the  16th  century  of  our  era 
there  were  two  ideas  concerning  the  relations  of  the  earth  and 
the  othet  planets  of  our  system,  One  was  the  Geocentric  or 
that  of  Ptolemy;  the  other  was  the  Helliocentric  or  that  of 
Pythagoras.  Inasmuch  as  the  teachings  of  Ptolemy  did  not 
conflict  with  either  the  Christian  or  Mohammedan  religion  it 
was  generally  accepted  throughout  the  civilized  world.  About 
the  year  1507  Copernicus,  a  Persian,  completed  his  book  4,0n 
the  Revolution  of  the  Heavenly  Bodies,''  which  sustained  the 
Pythagorean  school  of  Astronomy. 

Copernicus  "changed  the  fact  of  Astronomical  Science."  His 
book  was  condemned  by  the  Inquisition,  denouncing  it  as  hereti- 
cal. "The  congregation  of  the  Index  denounced  his  system  as 
that  false  Pythagorean  doctrine  utterly  contrary  to  the  Holy 
Scriptures." 
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About  a  century  later,  1609  Galileo  invented  a  telescope  capa- 
ble of  magnifying  30  times  and  demonstrated  the  correctness 
of  Pythagorean  and  Copernican  systems. 

He  was  forced  by  the  Church  to  desist  in  his  teachings  under 
pain  of  punishment.  For  a  time  he  thought  and  studied  with- 
out speaking  of  his  discoveries,  but  in  1632  published  his  work 
on  the  "systems  of  the  world,"  its  object  being  the  vindication 
of  the  Copernican  system.  He  was  again  summoned  to  Rome 
under  the  charge  of  heresy.  "On  his  knees,  with  his  hand  on 
the  Bible,  he  was  compelled  to  abjure  and  curse  the  doctrine  of 
the  movement  of  the  earth." 

John  Kepler  published  his  "epitome  of  the  Copernican  sys- 
tem" in  1618,  in  which  he  published  his  famous  laws  governing 
the  motions  of  the  planets.  This  -the  congregation  of  the  Index 
condemned. 

In  1637  Sir  Isaac  Newton  published  his  "Principia,"  which 
was  the  crowning  gloria  of  astronomical  science.  Thus  the 
17th  century,  which  began  with  the  burning  of  Brumo  by 
order  of  the  Inquisition,  because  of  his  defense  of  the  Coper- 
nican system,  will  live  in  history  as  the  era  of  astronomical 
science.  The  names  of  Pythagoras,  Copernicus,  Kepler,  Ga- 
lileo and  Newton  are  the  World's  greatest  immorials  in  inter- 
preting the  great  "Book  of  Nature"  as  displayed  in  the  sys- 
tems of  worlds. 

From  the  time  of  Constantine,  the  first  Christian  Emperor  of 
Rome.  A.  1).  305,  and  from   the   time  of  Mohammed  in  the  7th 
century  to  the  present  time,  the  religion**>f  the  dominate  civil- 
izations of  the  worlds  have  been  the  Christian  and   Moham- 
medan. 

Under  Constantine  the  Christian  religion  became  a  State 
religion.  Under  the  followers  of  Mohammed  the  Mohammedan 
religion  was  the  purpose  of  the  establishing  of  the  Saracen 
Empire.  Thus  Christianity  was  promulgated  by  the  State  and 
the  Saracen  Empire  was  established  in  the  promulgation  of  the 
Mohammedan  religion. 

The  Ecclesiastics  of  both  these  religions  antagonized  all  sci- 
ence and  philosophy  which  they  thought  brought  into  question 
the  letter  of  their  sacred  writings  or  Revelations.  B  3th  in 
voked  to  prevent  scientific  and  philosophic  investigation  and 
study,  the  civic  power.  There  was  this  difference,  however,  in 
the  two  religions:    The  Christian  had  adopted  a  part  of    the 
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modes  of  worship  of  the  Pagan  as  a  political  necessity,  and  the 
mode  of  worship  of  Christianity  was  thereby  greatly  modified 
and  changed  from  its  original  purity  and  simplicity.  On  the 
other  hand  the  Mohammedan  religion  was  wholly  Moham- 
medan, not  a  trace  of  the  old  religion  of  the  Arab  ancestors 
remained.  The  Christian  Roman  State  adopted  and  promul- 
gated Christianity  as  a  political  policy,  while  the  followers  of 
Mohammed  established  their  Empire  to  promulgate  their  reli- 
gion. Thus,  Aububeker,  a  Khalif.  as  soon  as  seated  in  the 
Khalifate,  issued  this  proclamation:  "In  the  name  of  the  Most 
Worshipful  God,  Aububeker,  to  the  rest  of  the  true  believers, 
health  and  happiness.  The  mercy  and  blessing  of  God  be  upon 
you.  I  praise  the  Most  High  God.  I  pray  for  his  prophet  Mo- 
nammed.  This  is  to  inform  you  that  I  intend  to  send  the  true 
believers  into  Syria,  to  take  it  out  of  the  hands  of  the  infidels. 
And  I  would  have  you  know  that  the  fighting  for  religion  is  an 
act  of  obedience  to  God.''  Thus  war,  which  overthrew  the  old 
Arabian  Faith,  under  the  leadership  of  Mohammed,  wras  again 
invoked  to  spread  the  new  faith.  An  idea  of  the  opinions  of 
the  early  Mohammedan  of  science  and  secular  learning  is  con- 
tained in  the  following:  After  Alexandria  had  fallen  into  the 
hands  of  the  Saracens,  John,  the  Grammarian,  appealed  to  the 
local  authorities  for  the  remains  of  the  great  Alexandrian 
Library.  The  request  was  submitted  to  the  Khalif,  who  re- 
plied, "If  they  teach  the  same  as  the  Koran  they  are  not  needed. 
If  these  books  teach  thing'  not  in  the  Koran  they  are  pernicious. 
Let  them  be  destroyed.''  Nevertheless,  through  the  influence 
of  the  Nestorian  Christians  and  the  Jews,  Science,  Art  and 
Literature  owe  their  revival  to  the  Arabs. 

The  Ecclesiastical  antagonism  to  Science  during  the  whole 
medieval  and  part  of  the  modern  periods  constitutes  a  large 
part  of  the  history  of  those  periods.  Nor  did  it  end  at  the  time 
of  the  reformation.  Thus  spoke  Luther  of  Aristotle:  "He  is 
truly  a  devil,  a  horrid  calumniator,  a  wicked  sychophant,  a 
prince  of  darkness,  a  real  Apollyan.  a  beast,  a  most  horrid 
impostor  on  mankind,  one  in  whom  there  is  scarcely  any  phi- 
losophy, a  public  and.  professional  liar,  a  goat,  a  complete  epi- 
cure, this  thrice  execrable  Aristotle."  He  also  said  of  school- 
men: "That  they  were  locusts,  caterpillars,  frogs,  lice." 
•  Calvin  had  pretty  much  the  same  opinion,  for  it  must  be  re- 
membered that  he  had   Servetu  burned  at  Geneva  because  of 
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his  opinion  in  religious  matters.  It  therefore  appears  that 
there  was  not  much  difference  between  the  Catholies  and  early. 
Protestants  in  their  treatment  of  heretics,  that  is  to  say  of 
those  who  did  not  agTee  with  them.  During'  all  this  time  Ma- 
sonry, in  its  organized  and  unorganized  state,  believed  in  the 
existence  of  a  Deity,  in  His  Book  of  Revelation,  and  in  the  im- 
mortality of  the  soul,  and  was  an  inspiration  to  the  study  of 
Nature  as  displayed  in  the  Universe  of  God.  It  invoked  no 
civil  authority,  ecclesiastical  institution,  or  other  means  to 
restrain  the  investigation  of  Nature's  truths,  their  logical  ex- 
planation, and  their  promulgation.  Nor  could  it  do  otherwise. 
It  is  claimed  that  Masonry  is  itself  universal.  All  the  points  of 
the  compass  from  the  centre  to  the  circumference,  the  worlds 
terrestrial  and  celestial  are  all  invoked  in  splendid  symbolism 
to  illustrate  the  Universality  of  Free  Masonry. 

Masonry  makes  the  proud  boast  that  it  was  synonymous 
with  geometry — "the  first  and  noblest  of  sciences,  the  basis 
upon  which  the  superstructure  of  Free  Masonry  is  erected.  By 
geometry  we  may  curiously  trace  Nature,  through  her  various 
windings,  to  her  most  concealed  recesses.  By  it  we  discover 
the  power,  wisdom  and  goodness  of  the  Grand  Artificer  of  the 
Universe,  and  view  with  delight  the  proportions  which  connect 
this  vast  Machine.  By  it  we  may  discover  how  the  planets 
move  in  their  different  orbits,  and  demonstrate  their  various 
revolutions.  By  it  we  account  for  the  return  of  seasons. 
Numberless  worlds  are  around  us,  all  framed  by  the  same  Di- 
vine Artist,  which  roll  through  the  vast  expanse,  and  are  all 
con  el  u  't^d  by  the  same  unerring  law  of  Nature."     *    *    *    * 

"Tiie  lapse  of  time,  the  ruthless  hand  of  ignorance,  and  the 
devastations  of  war,  have  laid  waste  and  destroyed  many  val- 
uable monuments  of  antiquity  on  which  the  utmost  exertions 
of  human  genius  have  been  employed.  Freemasonry,  not- 
withstanding, has  still  survived.  What  a  glorious  conception 
of  Masonry  and  how  wonderful  its  achievements!  How  inspir 
ing  to  the  unfettered  mind  to  study  God  in  his  open  book  of 
nature.  How  we  should  rejoice  that  freedom  of  thought  and 
liberty  of  speech  have  come  down  to  us  as  a  priceless  inherit- 
ance. Let  us  all  remember  that  while  we  have  the  right  to 
think  as]we  please,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  think  and  speak  with 
ohnest  motive.     To  this  end  let  us  learn  the  truth  as  it  is  wri 
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ten  in  our  moral  and  Masonic  trestle-board,  the  Holy  Bible  and 
the  Book  of  Nature 

The  first  is  the  "rule  and  guide  to  our  faith."  In  it  we  find 
God's  will  toward  man  and  man's  duty  to  God  and  men.  In  it 
we  find  consolation  in  despair,  help  in  adversity,  and  hope 
of  immortality. 

In  the  Book  of  Nature  let  us  study  and  contemplate  the  crea- 
tion of  God.  As  we  see  its  sublimity,  glory  and  grandeur  dis- 
played in  its  magnitude;  its  symmetry,  beauty  and  harmony  in 
its  detail,  let  us  with  reverence  and  devotion  worship  at  the 
shrine  of  that  Infinite  Majesty,  Who  conceived  and  created  the 
vastness.  That  Majesty  is  God,  Jehovah .

To  the  Worshinful  Master,  War  item  and  Members  of  tht  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  owing  obedience  to  the  Most  Worship- 
ful Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

Dear  Brethren  -.—The  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  last  Annual 
Communication,  passed  the  following  resolution:  "  That  the 
Grand  Master  appoint  a  committee  of  three,  of  which  the  Grand 
Master  shall  be  chairman,  to  draft  a  suitable  address  to  the  sub- 
ordinate Ledges,  urging  favorable  and  prompt  action  on  all 
matters  leading  to  the  establishment  of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction."— Proceedings  1901,  p.  105. 

In  obedience  to  that  resolution  the  Grand  Mas.er  appointed  as 
his  associates  npon  the  committee,  M.  .  W.\  Pafct  G.  M.  James 
A.  Bilbro,  of  Gadsden,  and  Worshipful  Brother  Sol.  D.  Blocb, 
of  Camden.  This  committee  fraternally  submits  for  your  earn- 
est and  courteous  consideration  the  following  address  : 

purpose  and  objects  of  masonry. 

That  the  primary  purpose  of  the  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  is  moral  and 
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educational,  that  it  is  to  make  its  members  better  and  wiser  is 
apparent  to  all  who  have  etudied  its  principles  and  teachings. 
That  its  object  is  to  inspire  its  members  to  a  higher  and  nobler 
life,  and  to  restrain  them  from  doing  low  and  ignoble  deeds,  and 
to  teach  them  the  sublime  trnths  contained  in  the  Great  Books 
of  Revelation  and  Nature,  thus  educating  them  in  a  knowledge 
of  their  duty  and  relation  to  God  and  mankind— "To  keep  under 
the  tongue  of  good  report,  to  act  upon  the  square,  to  maintain 
secrecy,  to  practice  charity  and  to  explore  the  paths  of  Heavenly 
Science,  even  unto  the  throne  of  God  itself,"  is  an  epitome  of 
a  man's  duty.  The  Mason  who  discharges  his  duty  stands  forth 
among  men  as  a  conspicuous  and  shining  example  of  exemplary 
conduct,  honest  dealing,  trustworthiness,  brotherly  love  and 
practical  benevolence  and  a  student  of  God's  Word,  the  science 
of  nature  and  the  history  of  man .  He  is  a  living  stone,  pre- 
pared by  a  virtuous  education,  the  blessings  of  God  and  his  own 
endeavors,  for  that  spiritual  building,  that  house  not  made  with 
hand 4  but  eternal  in  the  heavens.  To  this  end,  dear  brethren, 
may  we  all  strive,  and  at  last  arrive. 

CHARITY. 

Among  the  duties  taught  Masons  one  of  tha  most  important, 
because  one  of  the  most  ennobling,  needed  and  useful  is  charity, 
We  are  taught  to  have  faith  in  God,  which  is  lost  in  sight,  hope, 
which  ends  in  fruition,  and  charity  which  extends  beyond  the 
grave.     Thus  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity,   for  it  is  not  only 
a  great  blessing  here,  but  is  "treasures  laid  up  in  Heaven,  where 
neither  moth  nor  iust  doth  corrupt  nor  thieves  break  through 
and  steal."    From  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  Masonry  charity 
and  practical  benevolence  are  taught .   That  it  is  the  most  impor- 
tant lesson  taught  in  the  whole  Masonic  creed  cannot  be  denied , 
nor  is  this  to  be  wcndered    at.     Masonry  is  not  only  the  most 
ancient,  but  it  is  the  most  moral  science  known  to  man.     Hence 
its  opportunity  to  study  in  all  ages  the  conditions  of  men.    One 
of  these    conditions    in    all    ages,  in    all    countries,    among 
all  races    and    communities    of    men,  has  been  an  honorable, 
unavoidable    poverty.     "The  poor  ye  have   with  ye  always." 
The    economic    study    of     the    factors    or    causes    of     this 
fact  does    not    concern    us  here.      That    we  have  the    poor 
and  helpless  among  us,  and  that  it  is  our  duty  to  aid  them, 
however,  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern,  and  should  enlist  our  most 
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zealous,  earnest  and  sympathetic  consideration.  While  we  owe 
a  generous  charity  to  the  poor  and  suffering  everywhere,  we  owe 
a  dutiful  and  obligatory  charity  to  the  poor  and  suffering  of  our 
own  craft  and  those  dependent  upon  them.  No  Mason  questions 
that  pioposition.  It  is  not  a  crime  to  be  poor  and  in  distress, 
nor  is  it  a  shame  to  accept  help  frcm  those  whose  duty  it  is  to 
give  it.  A  Mason  who,  in  the  providence  of  God,  is  taken  away 
from  his  wife  and  children,  leaving  them  a  widow  and  orphans, 
has  left  no  mendicants  to  prey  upon  the  bounties  of  his  breth- 
ren after  begging  and  pleading  for  help,  but  instead  has  left 
them  a  rightful  charge,  entitled,  by  virtue  of  their  being  the 
widow  and  orphans  of  a  Mason,  to  all  the  help  needed  to  assist 
them,  which  help  and  assistance,  to  the  extent  of  his  ability, 
without  injuring  himself,  every  Mason  has  solemnly  pledged  to 
give  The  worthy  widow  or  orphan  of  a  Master  Mason,  who 
died  in  good  standing,  has  the  right  to  appeal  to  Masons  for 
assistance;  without  the  sacrifice  of  either  honor  or  pride.  And 
the  Master  Mason  who  refuses  to  respond,  if  he  can  do  so  without 
matt  rial  injury  to  himself,  is  unfaithful  to  his  pledge  and  vio- 
lates every  principle  and  profession  of  Masonry.  Indeed,  we 
might  say  that  it  is  the  duty  of  Masons  not  to  wait  for  the  appeal 
but  to  seek  those  who  need  help,  and  voluntarily  supply  their 
necessities.  To  this  end  is  the  object  of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home.  An  house  that  is  set  upon  a  hill,  to  which  living  Masons 
can  point  with  an  honorable  and  pardonable  pride  as  a  living 
memorial  of  their  fraternal  love  and  duty  to  their  dead  brethren, 
to  which  every  dying  Mason,  if  surrounded  by  poverty  and  dis- 
tress, can  point  his  sorrowing,  helpless  wife  and  children  as  their 
rightful  inheritance,  and  to  which  such  a  widow  and  orphan 
may  go  for  a  home  and  house  of  refuge.  Ob,  what  a  glorious 
purpose  for  the  living  !  What  a  consolation  to  the  dying!  What 
a  blessing  to  the  helpless!  Brethren,  let  this  glorious  achieve- 
ment be  our  purpose  while  living,  that  we  may  have  the  conso- 
lation in  dying -pf  a  duty  well  performed,  and  the  satisfaction 
that,  if  we  leave  our  dear  ones  homeless  and  destitute,  they  will 
be  provided  for  not  by  the  cold  charity  of  the  world,  but  by  the 
living,  affectionate  care  of  a  noble  brotherhood,  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  God  and  humanity.  We  now  have  the  opportunity 
to  begin  this  great  work.  We  may  not  cons  a  mm  ate  it  in  five  or 
even  ten  years.  But  the  fact  that  we  have  started  out  to  succeed 
upon  a  firm  foundation,  upon  br  siness  principles,  should  be  an 
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inspiration  to  persevere  until  we  triumph  in  success.  There  is 
just  as  much  duty,  pleasure,  charity  and  satisfaction  in  begin- 
ning and  continuing  as  in  the  final  success  We  have  a  definite, 
particular  purpose.  While  many  of  us  n  ay  not  live  to  see  the 
crowning  glory  of  final  success,  we  know  that  we  are  contrib- 
ting  to  that  end.  We  also  know  that  if  we  never  begin  we  can 
not  continue,  and  if  we  do  not  continue  we  can  not  succeed. 
From  point  to  a  line,  from  a  line  to  a  superficies,  from  a  super- 
fices  to  a  solid.  A  point  is  a  position  without  magnitude;  a  Hoe 
is  a  point  continued  in  one  direction,  namely,  length;  a  superfi- 
cies is  a  figure  of  two  dimensions,  namely,  length  and  breadth ;  a 
solid  is  a  figure  of  three  dimension?,  namely,  length,  breadth 
and  thickness. 

Brethren,  let  our  point  be  to  start,  let  us  continue  in  a  straight 
line,  broadening  as  we  advance,  until  we  have  reached  a  found- 
ation of  sufficient  length,  breadth  and  thickness,  and  upon  this 
solid  endowment  let  ns  build  our  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home. 
Now,  brethren,  this  must  be  the  undertaking  of  the  Craft.  All 
must  feel  an  interest  in  it.  All  must  start  at  once,  pull  together 
and  triumph  together.  There  is  but  one  way  to  do  this,  and 
that  is  by  taxing  ourselves  annually  with  a  small  amount.  This 
we  must  do  by  an  amendment  to  our  Constitution  Therefore, 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last  Annual  Commu- 
nication, passed  a  resolution  almost  unanimously,  submitting  to 
the  several  subordinate  Lodges  an  amendment  to  article  6  and 
section  21  as  follows,  to- wit: 

That  all  subordinate  Lodges  shall  pay  for  each  member  now 
liable  for  Grand  Lodge  dues  $1  00  a  year  for  five  years,  and  there- 
after 50c.  a  year  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining 
a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  in  addition  to  the  50c.  now  paid. 
That  is  to  say  for  five  years  the  Grand  Lodge  dues  will  be  $1.50, 
$1.00  of  which  shall  be  set  aside  for  a  Widows'  and  Orphan's 
Home,  and  thereafter  $1.00  a  year,  50  cents  of  which  will  be 
used  for  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home.  .(See  Proceedings 
1901,  page  93,  for  full  text ) 

If  this  amendment  is  adopted  the  Widows'  and  Orphans' Home 
is  a  certainty;  if  it  is  defeated  it  is  an  impossibility.  To)  adopt 
the  amendment  is  to  impose  a  trifle  upon  the  individual  Mason 
and  erect  a  glorious  monument  to  the  Craft. 

To  defeat  it  does  no  good  to  the  individual  Mason,  b  it  on*  the 
contrary  harm,  and  covers  theCraft  with  humiliation.     In  con- 
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sidering  this  amendment,  brethren,  realize  the  fact  that  yon 
are  called  npon  to  pass  npon  a  grave  and  serious  matter.  ,  Let 
neither  prejudice,  donbt  nor  selfishness  control  yon.  Realize 
that  if  yon  vote  for  the  amendment  yon  are  voting  a  definite 
purpose  on  the  part  of  the  Craft,  whose  object  is  for  the  protec- 
tion and  help  of  the  destitute  widows  and  orphans  of  Masons, 
and  that  if  yon  vote  against  the  amendment  you  vote  for  a  con- 
tinnntfon  of  our  present  conditions  which  all  must  agree  is  a 
reproach  to  our  noble  order,  and  raises  a  serious  donbt  as  to  the 
sincerity  of  our  profession.  In  discussing  it  do  It  with  an  eye 
single  to  the  be3t  inter*  st  of  the  craft  and  those  dependent  npon 
them.  Do  not  oppose  it  because  you  may  differ  as  to  the  kind  of 
a  home  needed,  or  as  to  how  it  is  to  be  managed,  who  will  be  en- 
titled to  enter  it,  or  where  it  will  be  located.  Let  ns  provide  the 
means  first,  and  these  other  questions  will  be  a  matter  of  easy 
solution.  What  we  need  and  must  have  is  the  means  to  provide 
it  and  maintain  it.  VVe  recognize  the  fact  that  many  good  and 
conscientious  brethren  oppose  this  method  of  Masonic  charity. 
To  all  such  we  ask  and  hope  that  they  will  be  sincere  in  answer- 
ing these  questions  for  themselves.  Are  you  satisfied  with  what 
we  are  now  doing?  Do  yon  see  any  reason  for  an  improvement 
in  our  present  method?  Have  you  any  thing  better  to  offer? 
If  you  have  is  it  available?  Is  not  the  question  of  funds 
of  essential  and  primary  importance  under  any  plan?  Is 
not  the  purpose  of  this  amendment  to  provide  these  funds?  Is 
it  not,  in  fact,  the  only  business  way  to  do  so?  Can  you  deny 
if  this  amendment  is  adopted  that  the  time  will  soon  come 
where  there  will  be  to  the  credit  of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home  |50,000,  $100,000,  $200,000,  $300,000,  yea  any  amount 
deserved.  A  little  figuring  will  demonstrate  this.  In  round 
nu  nbers  there  are  about  12,000  Masons  liable  to  Grand  Lodge 
dues.  Now  if  this  amendment  is  adopted,  the  first  year  we 
would  have  $12,000,  the  second  year  $24,000,  the  third  $36,000, 
the  fourth  $18,000,  the  fifth  $60,000.  Now  suppose  these  sums 
were  loaned  at  four  per  cent  annually  we  would  have  something 
like  $65,000  at  tbe  end  of  five  years.  By  this  time  the  Grand 
Lodge  will  be  out  of  debt.  The  income  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
from  Che  50c.  dues,  charities,  dispensations,  etc.,  is* about  $7,000. 
The  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge  wiil  not  exceed  $3,500  a  year, 
There  would,  therefore,  be  a  surplus  of  some  $3,500  to  go  to  the 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  fund. 
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This  does  not  take  into  consideration  voluntary  contributions. 
These  up  to  this  time  have  been  a  practical  failure.  The  reason 
is  plain.  It  is  useless  to  undertake  so  vast  an  enterprise  by  vol- 
untary contributions.  Until  the  Craft  commits  itsr If  on  busi- 
ness principles  to  the  establishment  of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home,  brethren  will  not  contribute.  When  the  Craft  does  this 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  can  raise  by  voluntary  contribu- 
tions not  less  than  $25,000  during  the  first  five  years  In  this  our 
brethren  who  are  able  to  do  so  can  voluntarily  help  the  great 
cause,  and  there  aie  thousands  who  would  give  something,  some 
of  them  large  am  Hints.  From  the  above  facts,  brethren,  you 
can  not  deny  that  if  the  amendment  is  adopted  the  time  will 
come  when  the  Home  will  be  a  glorious  realization,  and  we 
should  feel  and  know  that  in  preparing  for  it  we  are  doing  our 
duty  just  as  truly  and  faithfully  as  though  it  were  already  pro 
vided  and  full  cf  our  beloved  charges.  To  resolve,  to  act,  to 
stait,  to  persevere  and  succeed  is  an  honor;  refuse  to  consider 
and  start  is  a  shame.  We  live  in  an  age  that  demands  practical 
results.  The  ancieit  landmarks,  priaciples  and  charges  of  Ma- 
sonry have  existed  from  time  immemorial,  and  will  continue  to 
exist  if  Masons  practice  them  and  follow  their  teaching.  If  not, 
then  the  world  will  look  on  our  order  as  a  "barren  fig  tree,"  and 
will  lay  the  axe  of  public  opinion  at  its  roots.  Brethren,  let  us 
load  this  tree  with  the  fruit  of  practical  charity  and  benevo- 
lence, that  it  may  stand  not  only  as  an  ever  living,  ever  green 
memorial  of  Masonic  landmark,  principles  and  profession,  but 
as  a  demonstration  of  Masonic  practice  in  keeping  with  Masonic 
profession.  Then  will  good  and  true  men  every  where  endorse 
and  sustain  our  order  by  upholding  its  principles,  praising  our 
efforts  and  forming  our  ranks.  While  Masons  do  not  appeal  for 
accessions,  Masonry  must  demonstrate  its  usefulness  to  obtain 
them.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  purpose  to  establish  a 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  would  greatly  strengthen  Masonry 
in  public  estimation  and  would  largely  increase  its  membership 
by  good  and  worthy  accession  :  "An  house  that  is  set  on  a  hill 
cannot  be  hidden.''  There  is  not  a  Lodge  in  the  State  that 
would  not  feel  its  influence.  This  alone  will  enable  the  Lodges, 
in  all  probability  to  pay  these  dues  for  those  of  their  members 
who  are  too  poor  to  pay  themselves.  Masonry,  the  mcst  ancient, 
distinguished  and  honorable  of  all  fraternal  organizations  mcst 
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keep  pace  with  the  more  modern  orders  in  the  problems  of  8 
practical  nature. 

The  committee  will  not  take  up  the  matter  of  its  practical  ope- 
ration by  presenting  an  array  of  statistics.    They  deem  it  suffi- 
cient to  say  that  in  many  of  the  States  there  are  now  in  practi- 
cal operation  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Homes  conducted  with  mod- 
erate expense.    The  point  they  wish  to  emphasize  is,  that  if  the 
ameidment  is  adopted  the  time  will  come  when  the  Craft  wil 
have  ample  means  to  build,  endow  and  maintain  such  an  instito 
tion,  and  that  in  beginning,  persevering  and  continuing  we  will 
ultimately  succeed,  and  that  in  this  endeavor  we  are  discharg- 
ing our  Masonic  duty.    Brethren,  upon  us  now  living,  and  with 
the  constitutional   right  to  vote  upon  this  question,  rests  the 
the  grave  responsibility  of  starting  a  movement  which  in  t  he 
end  will  be  an  inestimable  blessing  to  the  poor  and  distressed 
widows  and  orphans  of  Masons  and  a  crowning  glory  for  the 
Graft.     Then  let  us  not  falter,  hesitate,   and  doubt.    But  let  us 
demonstrate  our  profession  by  our  works— woiks  that  bring 
relief  to  the  sorrowing  and  helpless,  the  satisfaction  and  conso- 
lation of  a  duty  well  performed,  and,  above  all,  the  blessings  of 
Almighty  God. 

To  this  end,  dear  brethren,  we  urge  upon  you  to  endorse  the 
amendment,  when  it  comes  up  for  consideration  in  your  respect- 
ive Lodges.  In  this  and  in  all  laudable  undertakings  may  the 
blessings  of  Heaven  be  with  us  and  all  regular  Masons.

Dear  Brethren: 

In  obedience  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  last  regular  communication,  instructing  the  Grand  Master 
to  appoint  a  "committee  of  one  in  each  county  to  solicit  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  fund,  which  com- 
mittee shall  make  a  monthly  report  and  remittance  of  such 
donations  as  they  have  -received  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  set  such  funds  aside  to  the  credit 
of  such  widows'  and  orphans'  home."  (See  Proceedings  1901 
p.  105),  I  have  the  honor  to  appoint  each  of  you  for  the  county 
designated  opposite  your  name  as  a  member  of  this  committee, 
While  the  resolution  instructs  you  to  "solicit  subscriptions  for 
the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,"  the  real  and  important  work 
of  the  committee  is  to  bring  the  question  of  the  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Home  before  the  Lodges  in  your  respective  counties, 
with  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for  annual 
dues  to  be  used  exclusively  for  the  establishment  of  a  Widows' 
and  Orphans'  Home.  This  amendment  in  substance  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

1.    That  the  subordinate  lodge  shall  pay  for  each  of  its  mem 
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bers  liable  for  Grand  Lodge  dues  in  addition  to  the  fifty  cents 
now  paid,  $1.00  for  five  years,  and  thereafter  fifty  cents  annually 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  a  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Home.  It  is  apparent  that  unless  this  amendment  is 
adopted  there  can  be  no  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  and, 
therefore,  subscription  for  that  purpose  at  this  time  is  entirely 
secondary  to  the  one  essential  and  important  matter,  to- wit:  the 
adoption  of  the  amendment.  Therefore,  your  real  work  is  to 
secure  the  adoption  of  this  amendment.  To  accomplish  this  you 
are  the  special  agent  in  your  county  to  see  that  the  matter  is 
brought  to  the  attention  of  every  Lodge  in  your  county,  and 
urge  them  to  adopt  the  amendment.  You  will  appoint  as  many 
dapu ties  as  you  choose  to  aid  you  in  this  work.  It  is  desired 
that  you  bring  the  matter  in  person  or  by  proxy  before  every 
Lodge  in  your  county  before  the  regular  monthly  meeting  in 
June  for  the  election  of  officers,  at  which  time,  under  the  Con- 
stitution, amendments  must  be  voted  upon;  therefore  you  must 
proceed  with  promptness  and  use  due  dilligence  to  accomplish 
the  purpose  for  which  you  are  appointed.  A  copy  of  an  ad- 
dress prepared  by  the  committee  raised  by  the  Grand  Lodge  is 
enclosed  with  this  communication.  You  will  report  to  the 
Or  and  Master  a  synopsis  of  your  work  by  the  1st  of  October, 
1902. 

Brethren,  this  is  a  noble  and  glorious  undertaking.  You  go 
forth  with  a  commission  to  do  a  great  work.  Much  depends  upon 
you.  Therefore,  do  your  duty  wholly  and  fully,  and  God  will 
bless  your  efforts,  and  the  blessings  of  hundreds  of  Widows  and 
Orphans  in  the  future  will  be  your  reward.

W.\  Bro.  Wm.  Y.  Titcomb,  Chairman  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  the  following 
special  report,  which  on  motion  was  received  and 
concurred  in: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  which  has  been 
referred  the  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  for 
fraternal  recognition,  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

Having  with  eome  care  examined  the  subject,  we  have  found 
that  quite  a  number  of  the  American  and  Foieign  Grand  Bodies 
have  extended  recognition  to  said  Grand  Lodge.  For  the  purpose 
of  informing  himself,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  pro- 
pounded certain  questions  to  the  Grand  Secratary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  eliciting  the  following  replies: 

*\1.)  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  recognizes  only  Craft 
Free  Masonry;  which  may  practice  in  those  degrees  the  rituals 
of  general  recognition,  i.  t.,  American,  English,  Scottish,  Irish, 
and  A.  &  A.  S.  R." 

"2.  They  claim  exclusive  Jurisdiction  over  Craft  Masonry  in 
the  Republic  of  Costa  Rica,  and  recognize  the  principle  of  ex- 
clusive Masonic  sovereignty  of  sister  Grand  Lodges  regularly 
established  in  other  Grand  Jurisdictions/' 

4 '3.  They  display  the  Great  Light  of  Free   Masonry  on  their

altars,   and    refuse    recognition   to  all  Masons    not    obligated 
thereon." 

"4.  They  acknowledge  that  their  Masonic  attitude  is  governed 
by  that  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and  Iowa,  on  whose 
principles  their  Constitution  and  Code  are  based." 

In  harmony  with  the  foregoing  is  the  following  extrrct  from 
the  proceedings  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  in 
Quarterly  Communication   1902: 

MESSAGES   FROM  THE  M.    W.    GRAND   MASTER. 

The  following  messages  from  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Master  were  then  taken:  — 

Grand  Lodge  of  costa  rica. 

V.W.  Brother  John  Strachan,  K.C.,  Grand  Registrar  said: 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  tre  Chair.  I  am  commanded 
by  His  Royal  Highness  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  to 
propose  a  resolution  in  faror  of  the  recognition,  by  this  Grand 
Lodge,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica.  In  that  Central 
American  Republic  there  were,  in  1899,  four  Craft  Lodges,  orig- 
inally constituted  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Central  America;  and  on  the  7th  of  December  in  that  yeir  the 
representatives  of  those  Lodges,  assembled  at  San  Jose,  consti- 
tuted a  Grand  Lodge  for  the  Republic,  recognizing  only  the  Craft 
Degrees  of  Freemasonry,  over  which  it  claims,  in  Costa  Rica, 
sovereign  authority,  legislative,  judicial  and  executive.  The 
new  Grand  Lodge  is  not  subject  to  any  other  Masonic  Body,  and 
since  its  formation  the  number  of  Lodges  has  increased  to  seven; 
there  being,  I  understand,  no  other  Craft  Lodges  in  the  Republic. 
The  Constitution  or  Code  cf  Laws  is  printed  in  English,  and 
shows  a  jealous  regard  for  those  Aucient  Landmarks  which  we 
reverence,  including  belief  in  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Uni- 
verse, and  the  necessary  presence  of  the  open  Bible  in  Lodge. 
His  Royal  Highness  the  Grand  Master  of  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  having  been  asked  to  recommend  the  recog- 
nition of  the  new  Body  as  a  sister  Grand  Lodge,  and  having  satis- 
fied himself  as  to  the  several  matters  referred  to,  has  pleasure  in 
acceding  to  the  request. 

So  far  there  would  appear  to  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  re- 
cognition of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

Per  contra,  in  a  carefully  prepared  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Wisconsin,  Brother  Aldro  Jenks,  Chairman  of  the  Correspon- 
dence Committee,  vigorously  assails  the  claim  of  the  Costa 
Rican  Grand  body  to  regularity.  In  the  course  of  his  able  report 
he  says : 
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The  Lodges  composing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  have 
nothing  in  the  way  of  genealogy  to  repose  upon.  Nothing  to 
stand  upon  except  a  usurpation  and  assumption  of  power  and 
authority.  Tho3e  who  deny  this  conclusion  must  point  out  at 
what  particular  stage  these  clandestine  M  isons  becime  regular 
and  legitimate.  We  cannot  treat  them  as  legitimate  without  a 
violation  of  solemn  obligations 

The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  is  mol- 
eled  mainly  after  that  of  Iowa  We  find,  however,  the  follow- 
ing, under  the  title  "Unwritten  Law:''  "The  Unwritten  laws 
of  the  jurisdiction  consi&t  of  the  time  honored  customs  and 
usages  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  general  recogni- 
tion as  are  found  in  the  traditional  and  historic  records  of  Free 
Misonry  and  adapted  to  the  conditions  and  time  in  which  we  live, 
together  with  such  rules  for  application  as  will  perpstate  its 
integrity  and  usefulness  and  are  not  repugnant  to  its  'written 
laws.'  "  No  where  in  the  constitution  is  there  any  allusion  to 
the  ancient  landmarks.  We  notice  that  the  time-honored  cus- 
toms and  usages  of  the  fraternity,  in  order  to  be  controlling, 
must  be  "adapted  to  the  conditions  and  time  in  which  we  live." 

Wish  no  recognition  of  the  landmarks,  what  is  to  prevent  any 
innovation  being  adopted  t  They  may  say  that  the  Holy  Bible 
or  a  belief  in  God  is  no  longer  adapted  to  the  conditions  and 
time  and  in  no  manner  conflict  with  this  declaration  of  their 
"unwritten  law,"  but  it  is  needless  to  pursue  the  inquiry  further 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  they  appear  to  your  Committee,  we  are 
constrained  to  recomnend  that,  ior  the  present,  at  least,  frater- 
nal recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  be  postponed. 

In  connection  witn  the  foregoing  the  following  communica- 
tion is  submitted  without  recommendation:

To  George  A.  Beauchamp,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alabama,  Montgomery: 

The  Sap  \  Council  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors  General  33, 
with  its  see  act o ally  in  the  Capital  of  the  Republic  of  Guatemala, 
for  more  than  thirty  years  has  been  duly  recognized  by  its  peers, 
as  exercising  jurisdiction  over  the  Masonry  of  the  five  Republics 
of  Central  America. 
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Its  first  recognition  emanated  from  the  Sap.  •.  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

While  the  five  Republics  are  politically  independent  it  will  be 
seen  that  masonically  they  depend  on  this  Supreme  Body. 

This  condition  has  been  accepted  by  these  Republics  through 
their  respective  Governments;  but  in  Costa  Rica,  the  brethren 
have  pretended  to  establish  a  Grand  Lodge  without  first  making 
themselves  regular.  Repeatedly  has  this  Sap/.  Council  called 
the  attention  of  the  four  Lodges  who  wished  to  establish  the 
Gr.\  Lod.e  to  the  necessity  of  conforming  to  the  Masonic  Con- 
stitution and  Laws,  and  has  given  instructions  to  its  Grand  Rep- 
resentative Bro. '.  Manuel  Aragon,  to  notify  the  willingness  of 
this  Sup.  \  Sup  *.  to  accede  to  their  desire,  as  soon  as  they  ful- 
filled this  indispensable  requisite. 

Their  Charter  they  hold  from  this  Sup.*.  Counc.\  and  they 
have  sworn  allegiance  to  it. 

Notwithstanding  the  instructions  received  by  Brother  Araeon, 
or  rather  despite  these  instructions,  he  traitorously  concealed 
their  import  from  the  said  Lodges  and  proceeded  on  the  7th  Dec. 
1899  to  organize  the  Grand  Lodge.  Not  until  after  this  organi- 
zation did  this  Sup.  *.  Counc,  \  know  of  the  treachery  of  its  Rep- 
resentative, and  up  till  now  it  has  maintained  a  silence,  as  far  as 
the  outer  world  is  concerned,  hoping  in  vain  that  they  would 
recognize  their  error  and  comply  with  the  laws  of  the  Order, 
thus  becoming  regular  constituents  of  a  regular  Grand  Body. 
With  satisfaction  the  Sap.  \  Council  of  Central  America  woald 
see  a  lawfully  formed  Gr.  *.  Lodge  established  in  Costa  Rica,  as 
this  would  mean  an  undoubted  progress  of  Symbolic  Masonry 
not  only  in  Costa  Rica  but  in  Central  America. 

In  resumen:  It  is  contended  that: 

1st-  Costa-Rica  is  not  a  free  territory  but  is  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America  with  its  see 
at  this  Capital. 

2d.  That  the  Lodges  in  Cost  i  Rica  constituting  the  Grand 
Lodge  were  not,  at  the  date  of  its  establishments  nor  are  now, 
regular  and  in  good  standing. 

3d.  That  the  so  called  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  cannot  be 
recognized  as  a  regular  Body  while  the  constituent  lodges  are 
themselves  irregular. 

The  Sovereign  Gr.  \  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors  General  for  Central  America, 
has  instructed  me  to  lay  the  facts  above  stated,  before  you, 
hoping  that  you  will  submit  them  to  The  Grand  Master  of  your 
Lodge  and  delay  recognition  of  the  self-styled  Grand  Lodge  of 
Costa-Rica  or  if,  from  lack  of  due  information  you  have  already 
given  such  recognition,  you  will  suspend  fraternal  intercourse 
with  it,  until  such  time  as  the  formative  Lodges,  are  duly  regu- 
larized. Snch  action  on  your  part  will  undoubtedly  lead  them 
to  comply  with  Masonic  law,  and  in  such  event  this  Sup.*.  Coun- 
cil will  be  pleased  to  recommend  their  Grand  Lodge  to  your  fra- 
ternal relations.     Courteously  and  fraternally  yours.

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SPECIAL  REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    ON    FOREIGN    CORRESPON- 
DENCE. 

W.\  Bro.  Win.  Y.  Titcomb,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  the 
following  special  report,  which  on  motion  was 
adopted: 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  in  the  State 
of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  having  h*d  in- 
struction to  consider  the  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
"Valle  de  Mexico/'  and  "Ignacio  Ramirez,"  of  Tamaulipas,  for 
fraternal  recognition,  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port thereon: 

In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  time  has  not  arrived  for 
the  establishment  of  brotherly  relations  with  those  Grand 
Bodies,  because  of  the  unsettled  state  of  Masonry  throughout 
the  Republic  of  Mexico,  as  well  as  the  liability  of  oonditions,  in 
compatible  with  Free  Masonry  as  we  understand  and  practice  it 
in  the  United  States,  to  arise  in  that  country  at  any  time.  Noth- 
ing will  be  lost  by  waiting. 

In  regard  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  "Valle  de  Mexico,"  brethren 
obtain  a  pretty  clear  idea  of  the  validity  of  its  claims  to  recog- 
nition, from  the  painstaking  report  of  Bro.  Jenks,  already  re- 
ferred to,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin.  That  astute  writer 
says: 

"We  learn  from  the  proceedings  of  its  annual  communica- 
tion, held  Jan.  4,  1902,  that  "Masonry"  lost  all  semblance  to  its 
real  character  (in  Mexico)  between  1830  and  1865,  with  the  ex. 
ception  of  one  Lodge  La  Union  Fraternal,  chartered  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Castigina,  New  Grenada,  which  was  existing 
in  1855  and  working  independently.  '•It  had  over  iOO  members." 
"By  the  advice  of  one  Manual  Baccilio  Cunha  Reis,  a  visitor 
from  New  York,  La  Union  Fraternal  was  split  into  three  Lodges 
which  then  formed  a  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico."  *  * 
*******  *  "It  will  be  observed 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  traces  its  genealogy  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Cartigena,  New  Grenada,  a  body  never 
recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin.    The  Lodge  La 
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Union  Fraternal,  without  authority,  divided  into  three  Ledges, 
evidently  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  Grand  Lodge,  and  so, 
calling  the  one  Lodge  three,  proceeded  to  organize  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico.  It  is  evident  that  its  organiza- 
tion was  not  regular,  nor  does  its  genealogy  entitle  it  to  recog- 
nition. It  must  not  be  forgotten  either,  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Valley  of  Mexico  (to  use  the  language  of  Brother  Rob  - 
bins,  of  Illinois)  "is  the  charnel  through  which  women  Masonry 
went  into  the  Gran  Dieta  from  its  birthplace  in  the  Lodges 
aforetime  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Orient  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  in  which  women  had  received  the  degrees  up  to  the 
14th  of  the  Scottish  Rite." 

That  conditions  in  Mexican  Masonry  are  unsatisfying,  and 
that  its  history  is  that  of  bodies  which  have  ignored  the  ancient 
landmarks  of  Free  Masonry,  will  not  be  doubted;  we  therefore 
recommend  postponement,  for  the  present,  of  said  applications 
for  recognition.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON    SUSPENSIONS,    EXPULSIONS    AND 

APPEALS. 

W.\  Brother  H.  S.  D.  Mallory,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals, 
submitted  the  following  reports,  and  they  were  sev- 
erally adopted  : 

APPEAL  OF  JOHN  N.  SELF,  FROM  ACTION  OF  BEN  SIMS   LODGE 

NO.  461  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  PUNISHMENT  INFLICTED 

ON  JOHN  E   BRADFORD,  A  MEMBER  OF  SAID 

LODGE  FOUND  GUILTV  OF  SEDUCING 

A  MASTER  MASON'S  DAUGHTER. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodye  of  Alabama,  A.  F.  &  A.  M. 
Your  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals  beg 
leave  to  report  that  charges  were  preferred  in  Ben  Sims  Lodge 
No.  461,  against  John  E.  Bradford,  a  member  thereof,  for  alleged 
seduction  of  a  Master  Mason's  Daughter,  and  on  trial  thereof

said  Bradford  was  adjudged  guilty  of  the  charge.    The  Lodge 
on  vote,  declined  to  fix  punishment  except  that  of  reprimand. 

The  crime  of  which  the  Brother  was  adjudged  guilty  was 
among  the  grave3t  of  Masonic  offenses.  It  is  difficult  to  con- 
ceive of  a  more  flagrant  and  serious  violation  of  Masonic  obliga- 
tion than  the  seduction  of  a  daughter  of  a  Master  Mason  by  a 
Master  Mason.  It  may  be  that  the  members  participating  in 
the  trial  had  doubts  as  to  the  brother's  guilt.  If  they  were  not 
reasonably  satisfied  of  his  guilt  he  should  have  been  acquitted. 
Having  been  convicted,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  have  in- 
flicted adequate  punishment.  Your  committee  are  of  the  opin- 
ion that  a  mere  reprimand  was  not  an  adequate  punishment  and 
indefinite  suspension  was  the  least  punishment  that  should 
have  been  inflicted.  Your  committee  recommend  that  this 
Grand  Lodge  now  assess  due  punishment  for  the  offense  of 
which  the  brother  was  convicted  and  that  the  punishment  be 
expulsion  of  said  John  £.  Bradford  as  a  member  of  said  Lodge 
from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry  and  that  the  Grand 
Secietary  inform  Ben  Sims  Lodg-  No.  461  of  the  action  here 
taken.

APPEAL  OF  M.    LEVA  FROM  THE  ACTION  OF    CENTRAL    CITY 
LODGE  NO.   305  A.  F.  &   A.  M.  IN    CASE  OF  J.  C.  ADLER. 

Charges  were  preferred  in  said  Lodge  on  motion  of  Brother, 
Marx  Leva,  a  member  thereof,  against  Brother  Julius  C.  Adler, 
also  a  member  thereof,  for  alleged  un  masonic  conduct. 

The  first  specification  averred  that  said  Adler  being  the  owner 
of  a  one-half  interest  in  the  Adler  L'qnor  Company,  a  corpora- 
tion, one  P.  J.  Loughlin,  a  profane,  owning  the  remaining  one- 
half,  sold  his  one-half  interest  therein  to  said  Leva  at  the  price 
of  $3,500.00,  without  informing  the  latter  th%t  there  was  an  in- 
debtedness of  four  thousand  dollars,  more  or  less,  against  the 
corporation. 

The  second  specification  averred  that  said  Leva  learned  of  the 
existence  of  said  indebtedness  before  he  took  formal  possession 
of  the  business  and  stopped  payment  of  the  check  he  had  given 
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Adler,  and  the  latter  inuisted  on  the  trade  being  carried  out  and 
the  check  paid. 

The  third  specification  averred  that  said  Adler  demanded  that 
either  the  trade  be  carried  oat  as  made  or  that  Leva  pay  him  one 
thousand  dollars  to  rescind,  and  the  fonrth  specification  averred 
that  said  Adler  did  force  Leva  to  pay  him  $1000.00  to  rescind  the 
trale. 

From  these  specifications  it  will  be  observed, 

First,  That  the  Adler  Liquor  Company  was  a  corporation. 

Second,  That  it  is  not  charged  that  said  Adler  fraudulently 
misrepresented  and  concealed  the  fact  of  the  indebtedness 
against  the  corporation  or  that  any  inquiry  was  made  of  him 
about  it  or  that  it  was  incumbent  on  him  to  inform  said  Leva 
of  the  said  indebtedness,  if  it  existed. 

Third.  It  is  nowhere  averred  that  there  was  in  fact  any  in- 
debtedness against  the  corporation. 

Fourth,   It  is  not  averred  that  the  price,  namely  $3,500.00, 
agreed  to  be  paid  by  Leva  and  for  which  he  gave  his  check,  was 
excessive,  and  for  all  that-  appears  in  the  specifications  Adler'a 
interest  in  said  corporation  may  have  been  worth  that  amount 
above  all  indebtedness. 

Said  Adler,  through  his  altorneys,  raised  objections  to  the 
specifications  by  motion  to  dismiss  and  by  demurrers,  which 
were  overruled  and  denied  and  the  case  was  heard  and  decided 
on  the  evidence,  and  the  defendant  Adler  was  adjudged  not 
guilty,  and  from  this  action  of  the  Lodge  this  appeal  is  taken 
by  said  Leva.  The  final  action  -of  the  Lodge  having  been  in 
favor  of  the  defendant,  it  is  unnecessary  to  consider  whether  the 
demurrers  to  the  specifications  should  have  been  sustained, 
further  than  to  say  that  in  our  opinion  the  specifications  are  ma- 
terially defective. 

The  prosecutor,  Brother  M.  Leva,  was  the  first  witness  exam- 
ined. He  testified  in  substance  that  the  purchase  by  him  of 
Adler's  interest  in  the  said  company  was  made  through  P.  J. 
Loughlin,  Adler's  associate;  that  Loughlin  brought  to  him  a 
bill  of  sale  unsigned  in  which  Loughlin's  name  was  written 
as  the  purchaser;  that  he,  Leva,  agreed  to  purchase  at  $3,500.00 
andjinserted  his  name  in  the  bill  of  sale  as  purchaser  in  the  place 
of  Loughlin's  name,  and  handed  the  latter  his  check  to  Adler  for 
$3,500.00,  and  Loughlin  had  Adler  to  sign  the  bill  and  delivered 
it  to  Leva;  that  within  two  hours  after  the  check  was  given  he 
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was  informed  that  the  corporation  was  indebted  between  fonr 
and  five  thousand  dollars;  that  he  was  ignorant  of  this  when  he 
made  the  trade  and  gave  the  check.  This  occurred  Friday  after- 
noon and  he  stopped  payment  of  his  check  the  next  moraing;  at 
no  time  pending  the  trade  or  afterwards  did  he  have  any  conver- 
sation or  interview  with  the  said  Adler,  the  two  not  being  on 
speaking  terms;  that  Adler  insisted  on  the  trade  being  carried 
out  and  sent  his  attorney  to  Leva  to  demand  payment  of  the 
check.  Leva  thereupon  employed  an  attorney  and  through  him 
made  an  offer  first  of  1500.00.  then  of  $750.00;  of  compromise 
both  of  which  were  rejected  by  Adler,  who  demanded  $1  000.00, 
which  was  finally  acceded  to  by  Leva  who  paid  the  last  men- 
tioned sum  and  the  trade  was  rescinded, 

It  does  not  appear  from  Leva's  testimony  that  he  made  any 
inquiry  as  to  the  indebtedness  of  the  corporation  or  that  any 
representation  at  all  was  made  to  him  on  that  subject,  nor  does 
it  appear  therefrom  that  any  indebtedness  really  existed  or  that 
the  interest  of  Adler  was  not  worth  as  much  as  $3  500.00.  We 
are  unable  to  discover  in  this  evidence  any  unmasonic  conduct 
on  the  part  of  Adler,— any  fraud  or  overreaching  against  a 
brother  Mason.  He  had  the  legal  right  to  insist  on  the  trade 
being  carried  out  unless  there  had  been  some  such  act  on  his 
part  or  by  some  one  acting  for  him.  From  all  that  appears 
from  Leva's  testimony,  Adler  may  have  acted  in  utmost  good 
faith .  The  only  inference  from  Leva's  1  estimony  is  that  Lough- 
lin  had,  secured  from  Adler  an  offer  to  sell  his  interest  in  the  con- 
cern for  $8,500.00,  and  that  he  took  the  trade  off  of  Longhlin's 
hands  without  conference  with  or  representations  from  Adler  or 
inquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  concern,  and  on  being  told  that 
it  owed  some  four  or  five  thousand  dollars  he  stopped  payment 
of  his  check  without  further  investigation.  Investigation,  if 
the  evidence  of  Adler  and  Loughlin  is  to  be  believed,  would 
have  shown  that  Adler's  'interest  sold  to  Leva  was  worth,  after 
paying  all  indebtedness,  much  more  than  $3  500 .00.  The  attor- 
neys employed  by  Adler  and  Leva  are  eminent  in  their 
profession  and  highly  esteemed  as  citizens.  It  is 
difficult  to  believe  that  Leva's  attorneys  wouli  have 
consented  for  him  to  have  paid  $1,000.00  for  a  release 
if  Adler  had  been  guilty  of  fraud  or  deceit.  We  do  not 
think  that  a  brother  is  guilty  of  a  Masonic  offense  merely  be- 
cause he  insists  on  a  trade  being  carried  out  and  requires  a  sub- 
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stantial  payment  for  a  release.  Trades  untinged  with  fraud, 
unfairness  or  deceit  or  the  like  are  not  unmasonic  because  un- 
profitable. 

Siid  P.  J.  Loughlin,  a  profane,  was  examined  on  behalf  of 
eaid  Adler.  His  testimony  in  substance  was,  that  the  Adler 
Liquor  Company  was  owned  equally  by  him  and  said  Adler; 
that  on  December  2?th.  1901,  Adler  was  engaged  in  taking  stock 
and  had  partly  completed,  the  same,  when  he,  Laughlin,  offered 
him  $3  500  00  for  his  interest;  that  Adler  replied  that  he  was 
not  particular  abou:  selling,  but  finally  a.  reed  to  sell  at  that 
pi  ice.  and  Loughlin  asked  bam  to  hold  the  offer  open  for  half  an 
hour  and  went  out  and  saw  a  thirl  parfcy,  who  referred  him  to 
said  Leva  to  wh>m  he  w*nt  anl  inf>rinei  of  Adler'd  willing- 
ness to  sell,  and  Leva  gave  to  Loughlin  his  check  for  that 
amount  payable  to  Adler.  but  tells  the  latter  that  he  does  not 
believe  Adler  will  sell.  Loughlin  then  secured  a  bill  of  sale  to 
be  written  in  his  name  and  submit  it  to  Leva.  Leva  strikes  ont 
Loughlin's  name  and  inserts  his  own  in  the  place  thereof  Why 
Loughlin  had  the  bill  written  in  his  own  name  is  not  stated  bnt 
the  inference  is  that  it  was  done  because  he  supposed  Adler 
would  sign  it  more  readily  than  if  in  Leva's  name,  with  whom 
he  was  not  on  friendly  terms.  Loughlin  then  carried  the  paper 
to  Adler  who  signed  it  and  received  the  check.  The  defendant 
Adler,  in  his  own  behalf,  testified  that  while  engaged  in  taking 
stock  Loughlin  said  to  him  that  if  he,  Adler  wishei  to  sell  oat 
that  there  was  no  need  of  going  further  with  the  taking  of 
stock,  that  he.  Loughlin,  was  familiar  with  the  stock  and  busi- 
ness and  would  buy  him  out  if  price  suited;  that  he  replied  to 
Loughlin  that  the  latter  did  not  have  the  money  to  buy  him  out 
with;  that  he,  Loughlin,  replied  that  he  could  get  a  backer; 
that  $3  500  00  cash  was  the  price  finally  agreed  on,  and  Loughlin 
was  given  an  hour  to  raise  the  money,  within  which  time 
Loughlin  accepted  the  proposition.  After  some  further  conver- 
sion Loughlin  went  out  again  and  returned  with  a  written 
bill  of  sale  which  Adler  consented  to  sign.  Loughlin  again 
went  out,  and  returning  soon  informed  Adler  that  his  man 
wished  his  own  name  in  the  bill  of  sale  and  exhibited  it  to 
Adler  with  Leva's  name  written  in  the  same,  which  Adler  then 
signed  and  Loughlin  then  gave  him  Leva's  check.  Up  to  this 
moment  it  does  not  appear  from  the  evidence  that  Adler  had  any 
notice  that  Leva  was  the  proposed  purchaser,  but  the  fair  pre- 
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sumption  is  that  he  supposed  he  was  dealing  alone  with  Lough- 
lin,  who  was  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  business  and  who 
informed  Adler  in  the  beginning  that  he  could  get  a  backer.  By 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening  Adler  had  turned  over  the  keys  and 
left  the  building  as  agreed  on  and  took  no  further  part  in  the 
business  until  the  trade  was  rescinded.  Both  Adler  and  Lough: 
lin  testified  that  Adler  s  half  interest  in  the  business  was  then 
worth  between  four  and  five  thousand  dollars  above  all  indebt- 
edness. If  this  was  true,  and  it  is  not  contradicted,  Leva  cer- 
tainly had  no  reason  to  complain.  In  addition  to  the  sale  of 
Adler's  interest  in  the  concern  the  agreement  further  provided 
that  the  storehouse,  which  belonged  to  Adler,  was  to  be  leased 
for  five  years  at  $65.00  per  month,  an  advaace  of  $15.00  per 
month  over  the  existing  cental.  The  remission  embraced  not 
only  the  eale  of  the  interest  in  the  company  but  the  lease. 
There  are  many  facts  testified  to  by  Adler  tending  to  support  the 
evidence  stated,  but  it  would  be  tedious  to  detail  the  same. 

P.  Schulhafer,  a  witness  examined  in  the  behalf  of  the  prose- 
cution testified  that  on  the  evening  of  the  day  after  the  pur- 
chase, he  met  Loughlin  and  having  heard  of  the  trade  he  asked 
Loughlin  why  Leva  had  not  taken  charge,  to  which  Loughlin  re- 
plied that  he  had  refused  to  do  so,  and,  to  quote  the  words  of 
Loughlin,  "we  were  after  Schuster — Marx  Leva  took  the  bait." 
It  is  not  explained  to  whom  he  referred  other  than  himself,  and 
it  was  a  declaration  of  Loughlin  not  made  in  the  presence  of 
Adler  and  not  competent  evidence  against  him. 

A.  Kayser,  another  witness  examined  in  behalf  of  the  prose- 
cution, testified  to  a  conversation  he  had  had  with  said  Lough- 
lin the  day  after  the  trade  was  wade.  The  statements  attributed 
to  him  by  the  said  Kayser. wer»  denied  by  the  said  Loughlin,  and 
they  were  also  alleged  statements  by  Loughlin  not  made  in  the 
presence  of  Adler  and  hence  not  competent  evidence  against  him. 

We  have  carefully  considered  all  of  the  evidence,  and  while  it 
is  true  the  appellant  Leva  elected  to  pay  $1,000.00  for  a  recission 
of  the  trade,,  it  wholly  fails  to  establish  any  unmasonic  conduct 
on  the  part  of  said  Adler,  and  we  therefore  report  that  the  ap- 
peal should  be  dismissed  and  the  action  of  the  Lodge  in  finding 
the  defendant  not  guilty  approved.     Fraternally  submitted,

charging  the  latter  Lodge  with  violating  its  duty  and  disregard- 
ing the  Constitution  in  that  during  the  past  Masonic  year  said 
Gnin  Lodge  'received  the  petitions  of  John  W.  Robertson  and 
,lohn  A.  Cantrell,  profanes  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
Hamilton  Lodge,  and  conferred  the  degrees  on  said  petitioners 
without  obtaining  the  information  required  by  Art.  6,  Section 
13,  of  the  Constitution 

This  complaint  was  filed  too  late  to  give  to  Guin  Lodge  proper 
notice,  so  as  to  hear  the  complaint  at  the  Grand  Communica- 
tion. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  complaint  be  referred  to 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  together  with  the  answer 
that  may  be  filed  by  Guin  Lodge,  and  that  he  investigate  the 
charge,  and  to  «that  end'be  authorized  to  appoint  three  or  more 
Master  Masons,  residing  within  convenient  distance  of  said 
Lodges,  to  take  evidence  and  submit  the  same  to  him. 

In  taking  said  evidence,  the  committee  so  appointed  will  give 
reasonable  notice  to  each  Lodge  of  the  time  and  place — such 
evioVn^e  to  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  witnesses. 

When  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  has  completed 
having  evidence  taken,  he  will  on  the  same  decide  the  matter  of 
controversy  between  said  Ledges  as  set  out  in  said  complaint, 
and  his  decision  shall  be  fi  ia1,  unless  appealed  from  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  within  sixty  days  from  receipt  of  notice  of  his  decision 
by  the  Lodge  appealing.

CASE  OF  DANIEL  W.   JARRETT,    ON    APPEAL  FROM   WARREN- 
TON  LODGE  NUMBER  320. 

In  this  case  Daniel  W.  Jarrett,  a  member  of  Warrenton  Lodge 
No.  320  was  tried  on  charges  [of  unmaeonic  conduct,  the  specifi- 
cation, in  substance,  charging, 
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1.  Writing  an  unmasonic  communication  to  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Graad  Master  of  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge. 

2.  Committing  a  felonious  assault  on  J.  P.  Morrow,  a  mem- 
ber of  said  Warren  ton  Lodge. 

3.  Using  unbecoming  and  unmasonic  language  in  regard  to 
said  alleged  assault  on  J.  P.  Morrow. 

On  the  trial  the  defendant  was  acquitted  on  specifications  one 
and  two  and  convicted  on  the  third  specification.  From  the  con- 
viction the  defendant  took  his  appeal  in  due  form. 

The  defendant  having  been  acquitted  on  specifications  one  and 
two,  it  is  unnecessary  to  state  the  evidence  as  to  them. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  examined  all  the  evidence  taken 
on  the  trial  and  report  that  there  is  none  whatever  tending  to 
support  the  third  specification .  Why  the  defendant  should  have 
been  convicted  of  the  charge  set  forth  in  this  specification  we 
are  wholly  unable  to  comprehend.  There  was  evidence  tending 
to  support  the  charge  of  assault  on  J.  P.  Morrow.,  but  of  this  he 
was  acquitted,  but  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  unmasonic 
language  used  by  the  defendant  in  regard  to  this  assault.  There 
was  evidence  of  violent  and  unmasonic  language  used  by  him 
on  the  occasion  of  the  alleged  assault,  but  he  is  not  charged  with 
that,  and  it  cannot  be  considered  in  support  of  the  charge  of' 
which  he  was  convicted. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  said  appeal  be  sustained  and 
that  the  appellant,  Daniel  W.  Jarrett,  be  acquitted  of  said 
charge,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  inform  Warrenton  Lodge, 
Number  320,  of  the  action  of  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand 
Ledge  and  to  govern  itself  accordingly.

To  the  Most    Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of 
Alabama: 

Since  the  commencement] of  this  Grand  Communication  Boze  - 
man  Lodge  No.  534  has  filed  complaint  against  Deatsville  Lodge 
No.  475  for  alleged  nnmasonic  conduct  in  conferring  npon  one 
Milton  N orris  the  second  and  third  degrees  in  Masonry,  the  said 
Norris  then  residing  within  and  nnder  the  Jurisdiction  of  said 
Boze  man  Lodge,  of  which  said  Deatsville  Lodge  had  fall  notice, 
and  in  permitting  one  R.  L.  Huddles  ton,  to  sit  in  open  Lodge 
and  participate  in  its  proceedings,  said  Hnddleston  being  at  the 
time  a  suspended  Mason,  of  which  Deatsville  Lodge  had  full 
notice. 

Said  Deatsvile  Lodge  has  not  had  notice  of  this  complaint,  and 
hence  a  hearing  cannot  be  had  at  this  Communication. 

Tour  Committee  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  furnish 
Deatsville  Lodge  with  a  cofly  of  said  complaint,  and  that  said 
complaint  and  the  answer  thereto  be  referred  to  the  Most  Wor- 
shipful Grand  Master,  and  that  he  be  authorized  and  requested 
to  investigate  said  charge;  and  to  that  end  appoint  three  or  more 
Master  Masons,  residing  in  convenient  distance  of  the  locality  of 
said  Lodges,  to  take  the  evidence  that  may  be  submitted  by  eaid 
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lodges,  which  evidence  shall  betaken  in  writing,  and  each  Lodge 
shall  have  and  be  given  by  said  Committee  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  when  the  evidence  will  be  taken .

REMARKS  OF  COMMENDATION    BY  M.\  W.\  BROTHER  B. 

DUDLEY    WILLIAMS. 

M.\  W.\  Brother  B.  Dudley  Wiliams  congratulated 
the  Grand  Lodge  especially  on  the  good  order  during 
this  Grand  Communication  and  of  the  cordiality  and 
good  fellowship  ot  the  brethren,  concluding  his  re- 
marks with  the  following  poem:

while, 
That  costs  the  least  and  does  the  most,  is  just  a  pleasant  smile, 
The  smile  that  babbles  from  a  heart  that  loves  its  fellow  men, 
That  drives  away  the  clouds  of  gloom  and  coax  the  sun  again. 
It '8  full  of  worth,  and  goodness,  too,  with  manly  kindness  blent — 
It's  worth  a  million  dollars,  and  it  doesn't  cost  a  cent. 

There  is  no  room  for  sadness  when  we  see  a  cheery  smile; 
It  always  has  the  same  good  look— it's  never  out  of  style- 
It  nerves  us  on  to  try  again  when  failure  makes  us  blue; 
The  dimples  of  encouragement  are  good  for  me  and  you. 
It  pays  a  higher  interest,  for  it  is  merely  lent — 
It's  worth  a  million  dollars,  and  it  doesn't  cost  a  cent. 
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A  smile  comes  very  easy — you  can  wrinkle  up  with  cheer 
A  hundred  times  before  you  can  squeeze  out  a  soggy  tear 
It  ripples  out,  moreover,  to  the  heart-strings  that  will  tug, 
And  always  leaves  an  echo  that  is  very  like  a  hug.

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE  ON  CODE   AND    CEREMONIAL  WORK. 

The  hour  of  eleven  o'clock  having  arrived  the 
Special  Committee  on  Code  and  Ceremonial  Work 
made  its  report,  which,  on  motion  of  the  Chairman 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurispru- 
dence. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  as  to  Edicts  to  be  Codi- 
fied, reconciled  and  arranged: 

1st.  That  all  edicts,  resolutiois,  etc.,  from  1866  to  1902,  inclu- 
sive have  been  gone  over  carefully,  together  with  Code  of  1893 
now  in  force,  and  same  has  been  classified  and  arranged  under 
their  respective  titles  and  subjects. 

2d.  Wherever  1  here  occurred  edicts  in  direct  conflict  with 
each  other  and  it  has  been  made  clear  from  the  proceedings, 
which  was  intended  to  be  the  law,  that  one  has  been  incorpo- 
rated in  the  Code,  and  no  reference  whatever  made  to  the  one 
ignored.  In  deciding  this  we  have  been  governed  by  what 
seemed  to  be  the  deliberate  opinion  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  after 
discussion  thereon. 

3d.  The  Constitution  and  Rules  of  the  Grand  'Lodge  have 
been  so  annotated  that  each  edict  or  resolution  in  force  beuing 
theron  will  be  referred  to . 

4tb.  Cr  ss  reference  to  the  edicts  will  be  made  in  the  publi- 
cation, so  that  everything  bearing  upon  or  appertaining  to  the 
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subject  in  question,   will  be  in  condensed  form,   and  may  be 
readily  referred  to . 

5th.  In  the  following  instances  the  Committee  have  been  unwil- 
ling or  unable  to  reconcile  or  decide  the  conflicts,  bnt  suggest 
constructions  thereon. 

Edict  No.  10,  1896,  says: 

A  subordinate  Lodge  may  execute  a  mortgage  on  its  own  prop- 
erty without  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

We  suggest  the  following: 

A  subordinate  Lodge  may  not  execute  a  mortgage  on  its  prop- 
erty, real  or  personal  without  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
or  Special  Dispersation  from  the  Grand  Master. 

Favorable  to  substitute. 

1874  page  13,  says: 

'The  members  of  a  Lodge  whose  Charter  has  been  forfeited, 
must  pay  tbt  ir  dues  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  before  they  are  eligible 
to  application  in  any  other  Lodge,"  etc. 

We  suggest  that  this  be  made  to  read:  The  members  "in  good 
standing  at  the  last  report,"  etc. 

There  are  a  number  of  decisions  which  say  that  an  E.  A.  or 
F.  C  .  with  a  certificate  of  dismissal  may  petition  the  Lodge  of 
his  choice,  and  such  petition  is  to  be  treated  as  the  petition  of  a 
dimitted  Mason. 

There  are  another  line  of  decisions  which  hold,  that  such  peti- 
tion is  to  be  acted  on  as  if  for  initiation,  and  the  consent  of  the 
Lodge  issuing  same  must  be  obtained  before  advancing  the  peti- 
tioner. Does  this  apply  to  one  with  a  certificate  from  another 
State. 

The  Committee  ask  for  a  ruling  on  this  subject. 

The  unbroken  line  of  decisions  up  to  the  last  Grand  Lodge 
meeting  has  been  that  a  Communication  cannot  be  called  off 
from  one  day  to  another.  The  last  Grand  Lodge  passed  a  reso- 
lution permitting  it  be  done.  We  suggest  an  edict  overruling  the 
resolution  of  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  and  reaffirming  the  former 
decisions  in  reference  thereto. 

Edict  41.  1899,  holds  that  a  candidate  cannot  be  examined  as 
to  his  proficiency  at  a  called  Communication. 
Edict  No.  10,  1900,  holds  he  can. 
The  Committee  asks  a  definite  ruling  on  this  subject. 
It  is  settled  law  now  that  before  a  rejected  Mason  can  apply 
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to  another  Lodge  the    consent  of  the   former  Lodge  must  be 
obtained. 

Also  when  one  petitions  a  Lodge  other  than  that  of  his  resi- 
dence. A  failure  to  obtain  the  consent  subjects  the  derelic 
Lodge  to  discipline. 

The  question  then  arises:  "What  is  the  status  of  the  person 
eo  received?  Is  he  an  illegally  made  Mason?  This  is  an  impor- 
tant question  and  should  be  settled . 

The  Committee  have  changed  the  form  for  petition  for  initia- 
tion inserting  therein  the  statement  required  by  Edict :  That  the 
petitonerhas  not  heretotore  been  rejected  by  any  other  Masonic 
Lodge." 

There  are  some  decisions  which  seem  to  indicate  that  a  new 
ballot  may  be  had  even  though  more  than  one  black  ball  ap-  , 
pears,  or  even  where  the  candidate  has  been  declared  elected . 
We  suggest  as  the  proper  ruling  on  the  subject,  that  a  ballot 
<?an  never  be  reconsidered  after  the  result  has  been  declared,  but 
that  before  the  result  has  been  declared,  if  only  one  black  ball 
appears,  the  Master  may  of  Lis  own  motion  order  a  new  ballot, 
but  if  the  black  ball  appears  the  second  time  the  candidate  must 
be  declared  rejected.  • 

Edict  8,  1880,  holds  that  one  who  is  elected  and  fails  or  refuses 
to  be  iaitiated  is  not  entitled  to  have  his  fees  returned . 

Edict  44,  1900,  holds  that  he  is  entitled. 

We  recommend  the  adoption  of  1S80  Edict. 

Can  a  Lodge  remit  the  punisnment  against  a  brother  who  has 
been  tried  and  found  guilty,  or  who  plead*  guiliy? 

There  is  some  conflict  on  this  question,  and  same  is  submitted 
without  recommendation. 

We  also  suggest  the  following  Edict*: 

let.  When  a  Lodge  has  rejected  a  candidate,  and  afterwards 
another  Lodge  requests  permission  to  confer  the  degrees  upon 
him,  such  request  cannot  be  acted  upon  at  the  meeting  at  which 
it  was  received,  but  must  lie  over  until  the  next  regular  Com- 
munication, at  which  time  it  must  be  taken  up  and  acted  upon, 
and  a  failure  to  answer  such  request  in  accordance  with  these 
requirements  subjects  itself  to  discipline. 

2d.  When  a  person  petitions  for  initiation  to  a  Lodge  other 
than  that  of  his  residence,  and  the  inquiry  required  by  the  Con- 
stitution is  addresed  to  the  Lodge  of  his  residence,  such  inquiry 
cannot  b*  acted  upon  at  the  meeting  at  which  it  was  received. 
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but  must  lie  over  until  the  next  succeeding  regular  Communica- 
tion, at  which  time  it  must  be  taken  up  and  answer  thereto- 
made,  and  a  failure  to  give  such  answer  subjects  the  derelict 
Lodge  to  discipline. 
We  also  suggest  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution: 
Be  it  Resolved,  That  Article  viii  of  the  Constitution  be* 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Every  proposition  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution,, 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing  on  or  before  the  second  day  of  the 
Annual  C  )mmunication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  who  shall  report  on  same 
at  that  Communication.  If  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
at  such  communication  vote  in  favor  of  such  proposed  amend" 
ment,  then  it  shall  lie  over  until  1  he  next  Annual  Communica- 
tion, and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  with  notice  that 
same  will  be  put  on  final  passage  at  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
cation. On  the  second  day  of  the  next  Annual  Communica- 
tion said  proposed  amendment  shall  be  made  a  special  order 
at  an  hour  to  be  fixed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  vote  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment,  it  shall  be  declared  adopted,  and  thereafter 
become  a  part  and  parcel  of  the  Constitution.  The  final  vote 
thereon  can  only  be  taken  upon  a  roll  call  of  the  Lodges.

W.\  Brother  Lew  Lazarus,  of  the  Committee  on 
Finance  made  the  following  report,  the  portion  thereof 
referring  to  the  disciplining  the  Lodges  not  voting 
being  referred  by  motion  to  the  Committee  on  Ma- 
sonic Jurisprudence  and  the  remainder  relative  to 
referring  the  matter  to  the  subordinate  lodges,  was 
concurred  in  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

To  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

Whereas,  the  vote  taken  on  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a 
Widows' and  Orphans'  Home  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  having 
been  of  such  an  encouraging  form,  as  follows:  for  the  Home  144 
Lodges  with  a  membership  of  5621,  against  196  Lodges  with  a 
membership  of  6162;  Lodges  not  voting  45,  with  a  membership 
of  1044. 

Therefore  be  it  resolved,  That  the  Lodges  not  having  voted  on 
this  or  any  other  amendment  be  and  are  hereby  required  to  show 
cause,  if  any,  why  they  should  not  be  held  in  contempt  by  this 
Grand  Lodge.  Now  therefore  be  it  resolved  that  the  vote  so 
taken  be  printed  in  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge — 

And  your  Committee  again  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  to- wit: 

A  PROPOSITION  TO  AMEND  THE  CONSTITUTION.. 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
amended  as  follows : 

That  Sec.  21  of  Article  VI  shall  r*ad:  Every  Lodge  shall,  on 
or  before  tha  first  day  of  every  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  make  to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  return  in  writing, 
showing  who  are  its  officers  and  men  bers,  the  dates  of  admis- 
sion to  membership,  initiations,  passings  and  raisings,  the  names 
of  those  persons,  rejected,  suspended,  expelled,  reinstated,  with- 
drawn or  dead,  with  the  dates  annexed,  since  the  last  return; 
and  for  each  and  every  officer  and  member  returned,  excepting 
those  ministers  who  are  actively  engaged  in  preaching  the  Gos- 
pel shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  not  more  than  one  dollar 
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and  fifty  cents,  one  cbllar  of  which  shill  be  set  aside  for  the 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Home  for  Indigent  Masons, 
their  widows  and  orphans,  for  the  space  of  five  years,  and  after 
the  expiration  of  five  years,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  of 
which  fifty  cents  shall  be  set  aside  for  the  support  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  Home  for  Indigent  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans. 

And  your  Finance  Committee  farther  recommend  that  all 
Subordinate  Lodges  be  and  are  hereby  required  to  vote  upon  the 
amendment  to  section  21,  article  6  of  the  Constitution,  on  their 
last  regular  meetiog  preceding  the  24th  of  June,  and  that  they 
shall  immediately  thereafter  report  the  result  of  such  vote  to  the 
Grand  Secretary. 

And  we  further  recommend  that  the  Grand  Master  appoint  a 

committee  of  one  in  each  county  to  solicit  subscriptions  to  the 

Home  for  Indigent  Masons,  their  widows  and  orphans  fund, 

which  committees  shall  make  a  monthly  report  and  remittance 

of  such  donations  as  they  have  received  to  the  Grand  Secretary, 

and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  set  such  funds  aside  to  the 

credit  of  such  Home  for  Indigent  Masons,   their  widows  and 

orphans.

No  dispensation  or  charter  shall  be  granted  for  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  new  Lodge,  but  upon  the  petition  of  seven  known  and 
approved  Master  Masons,  in  which  their  first  Master  and  Wardens 
shall  be  nominated,  which  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a 
recommendation  from  the  Loige  nearest  the  petitioners,  to 
gether  with  a  cert  ideate  vouching  for  the  character  and  standing 
of  the  applicants  generally,  and  stating  explicitly  that  the 
Master  and  Wardens  have  appeared  in  open  Lodge,  and  after 
due  examination  are  found  well  qualified  to  confer  the  first  three 
degrees  of  Masonry,  and  no  such  dispensation  or  charter  shall 
be  legal  unless  signed  by  the  Grand  or  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary;  Provided,  that  no  new  Lodge 
shall  be  established  within  ten  miles  of  another  Lodge,  unless  it 
be  in  a  city  or  town. 

The  number  of  Lodges  voting  iu  favor  of  the 
amendment  was  280. 
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The  number  of  Lodges  voting  against  the  amend- 
ment was  58.

S.  D.  Mallory,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals,  made 
the  following  reports,  which  wrere  severally  voted  on 
and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

CASE  OF  ALEX.  J.  BROACH  ON  APPEAL  FROM  SAWYER  LODGE 

NO.  93  A.  F.  &  A.  "M. 

To  the  Moat  Worshipful  Grand  Lodye  of  A.  F.d-A.  31.  of  Ala- 
bama: 

Alex.  J.  Broach,  a  member  of  Sawyer  Lodge  No.  93,  A.  F.  & 
A.  M.,  was  charged  and  convicted  in  his  Lodge  of  unmasonic 
conduct,  the  charge  being  that  he  violated  the  chastity  of  a 
Master  Masons  daughter,  and  was  expelled  from  the  Ledge. 

From  his  conviction  and  punishment  the  defendant  took  his 
appeal  to  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge.  Your  Commit 
tee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals  have  carefully 
examined  the  record  sent  up,  and  report  that  it  is  incomplete 
and  materially  defective.  We  also  find  that  the  appeal  taken 
by  the  Brother  is  not  sent  up,  but  merely  a  copy. 

We  recommend  that  the  Grand  Secretary  return  the  record 
to  Sawyer  Lodge  No .  93,  with  instructions  to  send  up  the  record 
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to  the  next  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  made  up  in  dne 
and  Constitutional  form,  acd  that  further  action  in  this  case  be 
continued  to  said  next  Communication.

CASE  OF  ANDREW  J.  WISE,  JR  ,  WORSHIPFUL    MASTER  OF  PEA 

RIVER  LODGE  NO.  271,  A.  F.  &  A.  M. 

TotluMost  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  A.   F.    d-A.M.ofthe 
State  of  Alabama: 

Six  brethren,  members  of  said  Pea  River  Lodge  preferred 
charges  against  Brother  Andrew  J  Wise,  Jr.,  the  Worshipful 
Master  of  said  Lodge,  the  specifications  being, 

First,  That  on  or   about  19th  of   September,  1902,    the  ac 
cused  did  send  a  note  to  a  Miss  Manda  Ellis,  mother  of  an  il legit" 
imate  child,  in  which  he  requested  a  private  meeting  at  a  named, 
place. 

Second,  That  when  accused  reach*  d  the  named  place  in  expec- 
tatioa  of  meeting  there  the  aforesaid  female,  he  was  instead  met 
by  her  father,  who  carried  a  shot  gun  in  his  hands,  but  who  was 
after  a  stormy  interview,  prevailed  on  to  desist  from  doing  ac- 
cused bodily  harm. 

Third,  That  the  accused  did  endeavor  to  induce  the  said 
Manda  Ellis  to  make  denial  of  any  w:ong  or  improper  acts  on 
his  part . 

Fourth,  That  the  accused  opened  Pea  River  Lodge  on  the  day 
of  its  regular  Communication,  October  18,  1902,  long  before  the 
hour  of  2  p.  m . ,  which  was  the  regular  hour  of  opening,  where- 
by the  brethren  of  the  Lodge  were  prevented  from  exercising 
tbeir  rights  and  privileges  as  Matter  Masons. 

Fifth,  That  the  accused  did  illegally  open  said  Pea  River  Lodge 
before  its  regnlar  hour,  on  October  18,  1903,  and  permit  a  ballot 
on  a  Fellow  Craft,  who  had  been  rejected  at  a  previous  Commu- 
nication, and  did  proceed  to  raise  the  candidate,  and  that  the 
raising  had  been  nearly  completed  when  the  regular  hour  of 
meeting  was  due  and  had  arrived . 

The  impeachment  articles  were  duly  certified  and  forwarded 
to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master;  who  thereupon  the  Mas- 
ters of  three  subordinate  Lodges  in  neighboring  communities 
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to  investigate  the  charges — take  evidence  on  the  same,  and 
make  due  report  to  him.  These  brethren  proceeded  to  investi- 
gate the  same — took  evidence  thereon,  and  on  November  18. 1902, 
submitted  their  report  to  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master, 
accompanied  by  the  evidence  taken  by  them. 

Said  Committee  recommended  that  the  first ,  second  and  third 
specifications  be  dismissed  as  not  sustained  by  the  evidence. 
These  specifications  are  those  which  charged  the  accused  with 
the  matters  having  reference  to  the  female  Mandy  Ellis, 

The  Committee  reported  that  in  their  opinion  specification- 
four  and  five  were  sustained  by  the  evidence.  That  the  Com- 
mittee having  failed  to  agree  on  a  recommendation  submitted 
their  finding  without  recommecdation. 

Specifications  four  and  five  are  those  which  charged  the  accused 
with  opening  said  Pea  River  Lodge,  and  nearly  completing  the 
raising  of  a  Fellow  Craft  who  had  been  regularly  rejected  at  a 
previous  communication,  before  the  regular  hour  of  opening  said 
Lodge  had  arrived. 

The  Most  Worthipful  Grand  Master  after  consideration  of 
said  report  and  the  evidence  submitted  therewith  approved  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  as  to  specifica- 
tions one,  two  and  three,  and  dismissed  said  specifications  in  ac- 
cordance with  said  recommendations  and  for  want  of  evidence 
to  support  the  specifications. 

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  did  not  concur  with  the 
Committee  in  this  finding  that  the  evidence  sustained  specifica 
tions  four  and  five,  but  held  that  the  evidence  was  of  such  con- 
flicts g  character  that  he  was  in  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of 
the  finding  but  convinced  him  there  was  no  collusion  in  regard 
to  the  premature  opening  of  the  Lodge,  if  it  was  opened  prema 
turely ;  and  he  therefore  dismissed  the  charges. 

The  brethren  preferring  the  charges  prayed  their  appeal  tot  hi 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  from  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Master.  Your  Committee  have  examined  the  evidence  and  beg 
leave  to  report : 

First.  That  there  is  no  evidence  in  support  of  specifications 
one,  two  and  three,  tending  to  show  any  nn masonic  conduct  on 
the  part  of  the  accused,  and  do  recommend  that  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Master  in  dismissing  the  same  be  approved. 

Second,  We  find  the  evidence  conflicting  as  to  the  ppecifica- 
jions  four  and  five. 
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J.  M.  Dubose,  a  M.  M.,  testified  that  he  was  present  at  said 
Communication  in  October  and  assisted  in  raising  tfce  Fellow 
Craft,  but  left  at  the  completion  of  the  first  section.  He  inquired 
of  Brother  Wise  the  time  who  replied  that  it  was  nearly  three 
o'clock.  That  on  leaving  the  Lodge  he  decided  by  the  sun  that 
it  only  a  little  after  2  o'clock. 

W.  H.  Wilson,  a  M.  M.,  testified  that  he  was  present  on  said 
occasion;  that  he  arrived  at  about  one  o'clock  and  that  the  Lodge 
was  then  open,  but  had  not  commenced  to  work  in  the  Master's 
Degree. 

J.  B.  Revels,  a  M.  M . ,  testified  that  he  was  present  on  that 
occasion  and  that  the  Lodge  was  opened  at  one  o'clock. 
►  A.  W.  Wilson,  aM.  M.,  testified  that  he  was  also  present — 
That  he  arrived  at  about  two  o'clock,  and  the  Lodge  was  then 
open  and  the  Master  Mason's  obligation  was  then  being  adminis- 
tered. 

CD.  Dyers,  a  M.  M  ,  testified  that  he  was  also  present;  that 
he  arrived  at  about  2:30  o'clock  and  the  Lodge  was  then  working 
in  the  first  section  of  the  Master  Mason's  degree, 

Brother  D.  W.  Clark,  one  of  the  prosecutors,  testified  that  he 
was  present  at  said  Communication;  that  he  arrived  at  2:14 
o'clock,  and  the  Lodge  was  then  raising  the  first  candidate  and 
was  working  in  the  second  section . 

Brother  W.  F.  Clark,  one  of  the  prosecutors,  testified  that  he 
was  present  at  said  Communication;  that  he  arrived  at  2:15 
o'clock,  and  the  Lodge  was  ?hen  raising  the  fir.t  candidate  and 
was  working  in  the  second  section. 

Brother  W.  H.  Crook,  one  of  the  prosecutors,  testified  that  he 
was  not  present,  but  as  he  was  going  into  the  country  he  passed 
the  Lodge  hall,  "they"  meaning  we  presume  the  Lodge,  were 
up  stairs,  and  that  about  a  mile  in  the  country  he  met  the 
Messrs.  Wilsons,  who  were  then  on  their  way  to  the  meeting. 

Brother  A.  M.  Chapman,  one  of  the  prosecutors,  testified  that 
he  arrived  at  the  Lodge  room  about  2:14  o'clock,  and  the  Lodge 
was  then  at  work  raising  a  candidate  in  the  second  section . 

Brother  C.  J .  Windham,  one  of  the  prosecutors  testified  that 
he  arrived  at  the  Lodge  room  a  little  after  one  o'clock,  and  the 
Lodge  was  then  balloting  on  the  second  candidate. 

Bro.  Windham  tertified  that  there  was  much  prejudice  for  and 
against  Bro.  Wise  in  the  Lodge,  but  more  for  him  than  against 
him—that  he  hioiself ,  if  he  leant  at  all,  he  was  against  Bro. 
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Wise,  but  he  hoped  he  did  not  lean  either  way.    He  farther  tes 
titled  that  Bro.  Caldwell,    who  was  raised  at  that  Cominnnica 
tion,  told  him  the  Lodge  wonld  be  opened  strictly  at  one  o'clock, 
and  that  he  would  be  balloted  for  before  the  opposition  arrived— 
that  Bro.  Wise  would  open   the  Lodge  at  one  o'clock      This, 
however,  as  to  Bro.  Wise,  is  mere  hearsay. 

We  have  collated  the  evidence  of  the  witnesses  who  testified 
as  to  the  Lodge  being  opened  before  the  regular  hour.  The  evi- 
dence to  the  contrary  is  as  follows: 

Bro.  J.  E.  Hudson  testified  that  he  was  pre?ent  at  said  Com- 
munication; that  it  was  near  two  o'clock  when  the  Lodge  was 
opened. 

Bro.  A.  H.  Nolan,  who  was  present  and  one  of  the  candidates, 
testified  that  he  thinks  it  was  near  two  o'clock  when  the  Lodge 
was  opened— that  he  was  examined  on  the  Fellow  Craft  degree, 
and  then  went  down  stairs,  and  it  was  then  20  minutes  after  2. 

Bro.  Card  well  testified  that  he  was  present— bu^  did  not  arrive 
until  8  o'clock,  and  was  then  raised.  He  says  that  there  was  an 
understanding  betweed  hiai  and  said  C.  J.  Wyndham,  one  of 
the  prosecutors,  that  if  he  carried  his  petition  in  before  the  op- 
position arrived  it  would  be  balloted  on.  This,  however,  is 
mere  hearsay  as  to  Bro.  Wise. 

Bro.  T.  N.  Meadford  was  present  at  sai  1  meeting.  He  testified 
that  it  was  about  2  o'clock,  to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  when 
the  Lodge  was  opened. 

Bro.  J.  W.  Jackson  was  also  present,  and  he  testified  that  the 
Lodge  was  opened  at  2:10  o'clock. 

Bro.  Cid  Johnson  testified  to  the  same  fact. 

Bro.  T.  J.  Jackson:  That  he  arrived  at  the  Lodge  Hall  at 
2  o'clock  and  the  Lodge  had  just  opened. 

Bro.  L.  T.  Spinx  testified  that  he  arrived  there  at  2  o'clock; 
that  the  Lodge  was  not  then  op9n,  but  was  opsned  after  that 
time. 

The  accused,  Bro.  A.J.  Wise,  Jr.,  testified  that  two  o'clock  was 
the  regular  hour  of  opening  said  Lodge,  tha/  on  that  occasion  he 
was  using  a  borrowed  watch,  and  by  that  watch  it  was  ten  min 
utes  past  two  when  he  opened  the  Lodge,  that  he  did  not  know 
as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  watch.  He  testified  that  there  was  no 
collusion  between  him  and  anyone  to  open  the  Lodge  prior  to  the 
regular  hour. 
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It  will  be  thus  seen  that  as  to  specifications  four  and  five  the 
evidence  is  in  irreconcilable  conflict. 

Many  of  the  Brethren  testified  that  the  Lodge  was  opened  so 
Ion  5  before  the  regular  hour  that,  if  they  are  correct  in  their 
belief,  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  and  members  participating  could 
hardly  not  have  been  aware  of  the  premature  hour. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  Brethren  testified  that  the  Lodge  was 
not  opened  until  about  or  after  two  o'clock.  If  they  are  correct 
in  their  belief,  no  offense  was  committed,  and  no  irregularity  oc 
curred. 

Your  Committee  cannot  harmonize  the  evidence.  It  is  difficult 
to  believe  that  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  and  the  other  Brethren 
participating  would  knowingly  have  opened  the  Lodge  and  pro- 
ceeded to  work  in  advance  of  the  regular  hour  and  in  defiance  of 
the  law  governing  Ic  is  still  more  difficult  to  believe  that,  if  it 
was  done,  the  purpose  was  to  deprive  certain  other  members  of 
their  constitutional  rights  and  privileges. 

The  offense  charged  is  an  exceedingly  grave  one,  and,  if  com- 
mitted, deserving  of  the  severest  penalty  kn  own  in  Masonic  Ju- 
risprudence. 

But  the  evidence  fails  to  convince  us  that  Bro.  Wise  is  guilty. 
Papers  submitted  to  the  Grand  Master,  adl  by  him  to  us,  bear 
clear  testimony  from  many  Ma&ter  Masons  of  his  higi 
character  as  citizen  and  Mason,  as  being  a  man  of  deep  religious 
character,  charitable  and  every  ready  to  heed  the  cry  of  distress* 
and  the  great  majority  of  his  Lodge  join  ia  an  earnest  memorial 
to  the  Grand  Master  in  his  behalf. 

That  no  Mason  in  all  this  section  has  been  more  devoted  and 
zealous  than  he,  and  to  him  is  in  large  measure  due  the  growth 
of  Masonry  and  the  increase  of  membership  in  his  Lodge;  that 
his  activity  has  not  been  confined  to  his   own  Lodge,    but  in  a 
Masonic  way  has  extended  to  adjacent  Lodges. 

Your  Committee  can  well  understand  how  easy  it  is  to  mis- 
take as  to  the  hour  of  the  day.  The  Lodge  may  have  been 
opened  at  the  regular  hour,  and  some  Brethren  believe  it  was 
opened  too  early ;  or  it  may  have  been  prematurely,  but  innocently, 
by  mistake  as  to  the  true  time. 

We  t  rust  that  our  Brethren  of  Pea  River  Lodge  can  view  this 
matter  as  we  do,  and  reconcile  the  deplorable  differences  exist 
ing  among  them. 

In  conclusion  we  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand 
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Master,  in  dismissing  said  specifications  four  and  five,  as  well  aa 
specifications  one,  two  and  thren  be  sustained.

W.\  Brother  Woi.  E.  Bingham,  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Dispensations  No.  1,  made  the  following  report, 
and  the  report  was  adopted: 

Montgomery,  Ala.,  Dec.  3,  1903. 
To   the    Most    Worshipful    (iraml    Lodye    A.   F.   d-  A.    M    of 
Alabama  : 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  on  Dispensations.  No.  1,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  following  books  and  records,  after  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  same,  respcc  folly  report  as  follows: 

Western  Star  Lodge,  No.  222,  Cuba,  Ala— This  Lodge  is  work- 
ing under  a  dispensation,  though  a  revived  Lodge,  and  their 
record  book  is  kept  ii  good  form  We,  however,  would  like 
information  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  following  language  as  found 
in  the  minutes  of  Oct.  24,  1902:  a  committee  reporting  on  a  set- 
tlement of  a  debt  of  the  Lodge  says,  "And  to  collect  the  rent  of 
the  Lodje  from  the  W.  M.  of  the  work  up  to  Jan  let,  1902.'' 
Your  Committee  knows  of  no  such  officer  in  Masonic  circles. 
We  presume  that  the  intent  is  that  the  rent  was  donated  to  the 
Lodge,  but  the  language  was  not  well  chosen.  We  recommend 
that  the  charter  of  this  Lodge  be  restored  at  their  request. 

Cline  Lodge,  No.  576,  Crump,  Ala. — Minutes  very  well  kept, 
showing  progress  from  last  year,  by  request  we  recommend  a 
continuance  of  their  dispensation.  * 

Daviston  Lodge,  No.  283,  Daviston.  Ala.— This  Lodge  has  only 
held  two  communications  according  to  their  records.  The  min- 
utes were  not  signed  by  the  proper  officers.  We  recommend 
that  they  continue  work  under  dispensation  until  next  regular 
Grand  Communication. 

Chaviea  Lodge,  No.  590,  Chavies,  Ala  — Minutes  found  correct 
-except  W.  M's  name  not  signed  to  them.    At  their  reqaest  we 
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recommend  that  they  continue  work  tinder  dif  pensation  another 
year. 

Bine  Springs  Lodge,  No.  582,  Park,  AJa. — Minutes  correct  and 
neatly  kept,  and  we  recommend  a  charter  be  granted  them  at 
their  request 

Concord  Lodge,  No.  586,  Bessemer,  Ala.  — Records  in  good 
form  and  correct,  and  ?e  recommend  a  charter  be  granted. 

North  Birmingham  Lodge,  No.  591,  North  Birmingham,  Ala. — 
Minutes  very  neatly  kept  and  correct,  and  we  recommend,  at 
their  request,  a  continuation  of  their  dispensation  until  next 
Grand  Communication. 

Patton  Lodge,  N.,  572,  Patton,  Ala.— The  minutes  of  this 
Lodge  are  neatly  kept  in  Kuffer's  Lodge  Record  Book.  But  we 
criticize  the  fact  that  some  res  >lutions  adopted  by  the  Lodge 
were  attached  to  the  pages  of  the  book  instead  of  being  tran- 
scribed thereon.  We  recommend  that  a  charter  be  granted 
them. 

Prince  Lodge,  No.  588,  Coleanor,  Ala. — Minutes  found  correct. 
We  recommend  that  their  diaper  sation  be  continued  at  their 
request 

Moody  Lodge,  No.  592,  Moody,  Ala.— No  minute  b,ook  came 
before  the  Committee.  Only  a  copy  of  some  minutes  on  some 
l:ose  leaves  of  paper  being  presented  for  examination.  This 
shows  an  exceedingly  loose  manner  of  conducting  business,  and 
we  recommend  that  this  Lodge  be  instructed  to  keep  their  min- 
utes in  a  suitable  book,  and  dispensation  be  continued. 

Wilson  Shealy  Lod^e,  No.  58 *,  -Waverly,  Ala.— Minutes  very 
neatly  kept.  We  have  this  criticism  to  make  on  the  minutes  of 
March  12th,  1902:  A  special  communication  was  called  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  the  luneral  of  a  deceased  Brother;  the 
Lodge  was  called  off  to  a  later  hour,  and  labor  resumed  and  pe- 
tition for  initiation  received,  and  balloting  held  without  closing 
this  special  communication,  and  opening  a  regular  Lodge,  It 
being  the  time  of  their  regular  communication.  We  recommend 
that  their  dispensation  be  continued.  Your  Committee,  with  & 
very  few  exceptions,  have  the  same  general  caiticisms  to  make 
on  the  records  presented  to  us  as  last  year.  That  the  minutes 
are  not  keptin  books  at  all  suited  for  the  purpose  and  in  keeping 
with  the  dignity  of  our  ancient  craft,  and  we  would  earnestly 
entreat  the  Subordinate  Lodges  to  properly  equ'p  themselves 
with  suitable  and  well- bound  books,   remembering  that  these

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE   ON   MASONIC    JURISPRUDENCE. 

M.*.  \V.\  Brother  Geo.  P.  Harrison,  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  made  the 
following  reports,  and  they  were  on  motion  severally 
adopted: 

ON  CODE. 

To  the  Most  Worthipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Code,  together  with  recommendations  in 
the  Grand  Master's  address,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows:* 

1.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  edict  as  proposed  by 
said  Committee,  relating  to  the  right  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to 
execute  a  mortgage. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  change  made  by  the  Committee, 
by  the  insertion  of  the  words  in  the  edict  of  1874,  as  shown  by 
the  report  of  said  Committee. 

3.  We  recommend  the  adoption  of  proposed  edicts,  numbered 
1  and  2  in  said  report. 

4.  We  report  favorably  on  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  and  recommend  that  same  be  read  in  open  Lodge, 
votel  on  and  referred  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges  for  action. 

5.  We  recommend  the  following  on  the  status  of  an  E .  A . 
c  r  F.  C.  holding  a  certificate  of  dismissal. 

Whenever  a  Subordinate  Lodge  grants  a  dismissal  certificate 
to  an  E.  A.  or  F.  C  ,  this  shall  not  be  considered  a  waiver  of 
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juris liction  except  when  such  E.  A.  or  F.  C.  moves  out  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  such  Lodge,  in  which  case  the  consent  of  the 
Lodge  granting  snch  certificate  need  not  be  obtained.  Bat  if  an 
E.  A.  and  F.  C.  obtains  a  certificate  of  dismissal  from  a  Lodge.f  or 
any  reason,  and  still  resides  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge  grant  • 
ing  same,  and  applies  to  another  Lodge  for  advancement,  the 
Lodge  receiving  such  application  must  first  ask  for  and  obtain 
the  consent  of  the  Lodge  which  granted  the  certificate.  The 
inquiry  and  answer  must  be  made,  as  in  petitions  of  profane  for 
initiation  in  a  Lodge  other  than  that  of  his  residence. 

6.  We  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  resolution  of  1901  as  to 
calling  off  or  continuing  a  communication,  and  that  the  former 
decisions  on  this  subject  be  accepted  and  reaffirmed  as  the  law 
in  such  cases. 

7.  We  recommend  that  edict  41  of  1899  proceedings  be  adopted 
as  the  settled  law  of  this  Grand  Jarie diction.  Edict  10,  1900, 
adopted  as  a  substitute  upon  motion  of  P.  G.  M.  B.  D.  Williams. 

8.  We  hold  that  though  a  profane  be  made  a  Mason  without 
the  inquiry,  and  answer  thereto  as  required  by  the  Constitution 
and  Edicts,  this  does  not  affect  his  status  as  a  Mason  and  he  is  a 
legally  made  Mason. 

9.  We  report  favorably  the  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee as  to  when  a  new  ballot  may  be  ordered,  and  we  recommend 
in  accordance  therewith  the  following  edict. 

A  ballot  can  never  be  reconsidered  after  the  result  thereof  has 
been  declared,  but  if  only  one  black  bill  appears,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Master  before  announcing  the  result  to  order  a  new  ballot, 
bat  if  a  black  ball  appears  the  second  time,  the  candidate  must 
be  declared  rejected. 

10.  We  hold  that  a  candidate  who  has  been  elected  and  fails 
or  refuses  to  be  initiated,  is  not  entitled  of  right  to  the  return  of 
his  fee. 

11.  Tour  committee  report  that  for  lack  of  time  to  investigate 
they  are  unable  to  report  as  to  the  Grand  Master's  power  to  grant 
a  dispensation  to  try  a  member  with  less  number  than  a  majority 
of  the  whole  Lodge,  and  ask  that  report  on  same  be  continued 
to  next  Annual  Communication.

an  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  upon  punishment,  would  be  abso- 
lutely destroyed  by  such  a  provision,  leaving  it  arbitrarily  and 
absolutely  in  the  power  of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to  fix  all  pun- 
ishments, whether  adequate  or  inadequate,  and  no  brother  could 
appeal  from  it.

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  beg  leave  to  report, 
that  they  agree  with  the  Most  Worshipful  Granl  Master,  Russell 
M.  Cunningham,  in  his  decisions  numbered  4  and  5,  as  applied  to 
the  particular  case  submitted  to  him  for  decision,  which  case 
was  that  of  a  pereon  who  claimed  to  be  a  Mason  b  r  reason  of 
his  membership  in  a  Mexican  Lodge  whose  Grand  Lodge  had 
never  been  recognized  by  our  Grand  Jurisdiction .  We  think 
however,  that  the  general  expressions  used  in  decisions  4  and  5 
should  be  made  more  definite,  and  we  su&rgest  that  No.  4,  which 
reads  as  follows:  "A  Subordinate*  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  cannot  recognize  a  dimit  from  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Lodge  with 
which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  is  not  in  correspondence," 
should  be  amended  by  adding:  "If  said  dimit  was  issued  by  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  never 
recognized  by  the  Grand   Lodge  of  Alabama. 

Decision  No.  5  is  as  follows,  and  is  a  part  of  the  above:  "Such 
a  person  holding  such  a  dimit  is,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  a 
profane,  and,  therefore,  is  eligible  to  apply  for  the  degrees  in 
any  subordinate  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction,  provided  he  possesses 
the  Constitutional  qualifications." 

Our  Grand  Jurisdiction  needs  legislation  covering  this  propo. 
sition,  but  we  are  unwilling  to  have  thisldecision  stand,  unless 
qualified  by  adding  to  it:  "Provided  that  the  dimit  is  issued  by  a 
Subordinate  Lodge  whose  Grand  Lodge  the  Grand  Lodge  ef 
of  Aiabama  has  never  recognized . "

"All  petitions  for  affiliation  or  initiation,  shall  be  recom- 
mended and  vouched  for  by  two  Master  Masons,  members  of  the 
Lodge,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  consist- 
ing of  three  Master  Masons,  members  of  the  Lodge  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Master,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  investigate  into 
the  character  and  standing  of  the  petitioner,  and  make  due 
report  thereon,  in  writing,  to  the  Lodge  at  its  next  regular  com- 
munication, nor  shall  such  petition  be  acted  on  by  the  Lodge 
until  satisfactory  evidence  be  obtained  of  the  applicants  worthi- 
ness or  un worthiness." 

From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Lodge  cannot  refuse  to  receive 
a  petition.

SET  OF  WORKING  TOOLS  PRESENTED  BY  THE  MOTHER  KIL- 
WINNING LODGE  NO.  0  OF  SCOTLAND. 

W.  Brother  J.  H.  Edwards  presented  a  set  of  work- 
ing tools  to  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  from 
the  Mother  Kilwinning  Lodge  No.  0  of  Scotland  with 
the  following  explanatory  remarks: 
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Most  W.  G    Master: 

I  have  here  a  set  of  working  tools  made  from  the  wood  of  the 
old  lodge  room  of  "The  Mother  Lodge  Kilwinning  No.  O,"  of 
Scotland,  a  Lodge  universally  known  and  revered  by  Masons . 
It  U  said  to  be  the  oldest  working  Lodge  in  existence.  There- 
fore these  emblems  have  a  historical  value  as  well  as  a  Masonic 
inference.  This  Lodge  was  builded  in  the  year  1604,  rebuilt  in 
1779,  and  removed  in  1893.  They  were  sent  to  Wylam  Lodge 
No.  492  by  Bro.  Wm.  Rogers  of  Kilwinning  Lodge  No.  O, 
through  the  instrumentality  of  Bro.  Robert  Neil,  of  Wylam 
Lodge  No.  492,  with  the  request  that  they  be  presented  to  this 
Grand  Lodge  by  the  representative  of  Wylam  Lodge.  I  there- 
fore have  the  honor  as  the  representative  of  Wylam  Lodge  No. 
492,  to  present  those  emblems  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Alabama. 

After  which  he  oftered  the  following  resolution:

Fair  Building  Association  was  read  and  on  motion 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  who  were  in- 
structed to  report  on  same  at  our  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication  : 
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To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  A.F.&A.M.  of  Alabama: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers:  We  desire  to  officially  and 
formally  present  to  yon  the  plan,  scope  and  present  status  of  the 
World's  Fair  Fraternal  Building  Association . 

INCORPORATION. 

As  soon  as  it  became  known  that  the  International  Exposition 
in  St.  Louie,  in  celebration  of  the  Centennial  of  the  Louisiana 
Purchase,  would  include  an  exhibit  of  man  in  his  twentieth 
century  development,  the  Missouri  Fraternal  Congress,  composed 
of  fraternal  and  fraternal  beneficial  societies  'doing  business  in 
Missouri  conceived  the  idea  that  no  such  exhibition  •  would 
be  complete  without  an  adequate  expression  of  the  fraternal 
life,  now  so  prominent  a  feature  of  American  life.  To  the  end 
that  such  an  expression  should  be  had,  the  Congress  adopted  the 
idea  of  a  Temple  of  Fraternity,  to  be  erected  by  the  various 
Orders  and  Societies,  and  authorized  its  Executive  Committee  to 
incorporate  as  the  World's  Fair  Fraternal  Building  Association . 

ENDORSEMENTS. 

The  Association  having  been  incorporated  at  once  entered  upon 
the  task  of  bringing  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  fraternal 
and  fraternal  beneficial  societies.  As  a  part  and  parcel  of  this 
letter,  at  this  point,  we  desire  to  incorporate  the  report  of  No- 
vember 1st,  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Association,  hereto  attached, 
which  concisely  shows  the  wonderful  endorsements  received, 
and  the  almost  unanimous  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  Temple  of 
Fraternity  movement . 

report . 

We  desire  to  call  particular  attention  to  the  reference  made  in 
the  report  to  the  purely  fraternal  societies  like  the  Masons. 
Eastern  Star,  Odd  Fellows,  etc.  We  have  only  recently  taken 
up  the  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  other  States 
but  have  received  only  the  kindest  of  expressions,  and  we  are 
sanguine  that  when  the  matter  is  fully  understood  there  will  be 
very  few  Grand  Lodges  that  will  fail  to  either  endorse  the  propo 
sition  or  make  an  appropriation  consistent  with  their  financial 
condition.  We  believe  that  our  estimate  of  $15,000  to  be 
contributed  by  the  Masons  is  very  conservative,  already  nearly 
half  of  it  actually  pledged  and  subject  to  call. 
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TRUST  FUND. 

Along  this  line  we  desire  to  call  special  attention  to  the  state- 
ment made  regarding  the  Trust  Fund,  and  the  cordial  support 
which  our  Association  is  receiving  at  the  hands  of  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  Company. 

TEMPLE  OP  FRATERNITY — STYLE   AND    CONVENIENCES. 

As  to  the  character  of  the  Building  we  will  state  that  the 
Temple  of  Fraternity  to  be  erected  is  an  adaptation  of  the  Par- 
thenon of  Athens,  the  standard  of  Greek  architecture.  It  will 
be  200x300  feet  surrounding  a  court  which  will  be  decorated  as 
a  tropical  garden .  It  will  be  two  stories  high,  with  porticoes 
sixteen  feet  in  depth  on  the  exterior  and  interior,  ornamented 
with  doric  columns.  Rooms  will  be  set  aside  in  this  beautiful 
structure  for  all  co-operating  societies,  where  they  will  make 
their  headquarters  during  the  World's  Fair,  and  maintain  a  place 
for  rendezvous  and  refreshment  for  the  members  from  all  parte 
of  the  country .  The  immense  porticoes  will  be  free  for  the  use 
of  all.  Rooms  will  also  be  set  aside  for  reading,  writing,  smok- 
ing, toilet  purposes,  ladies'  parlors,  lounging,  etc.  Telephone, 
telegraph  and  postal  service  will  be  supplied,  and  a  check  room 
for  parcels,  as  well  as  a  free  dispensary,  attended  by  a  board 
of  competent  physicians.  The  site  selected  for  the  Temple  of 
Fraternity  is  one  of  the  most  commanding  on  World's  Fair 
grounds. 

GOVERNMENT  OF  BUILDING. 

After  this  Building  is  erected  a  Governing  Committee  will  be 
appointed,  each  society  co-operating  to  have  equal  representa- 
tion, said  representative  to  be  selected  by  the  society  itself,  so 
that  they  shall,  under  the  general  laws  laid  down  by  the  Asso- 
ciation, have  the  direct  management  of  the  Building  during  the 
life  of  the  Fair. 

SEPARATE  HEADQUARTERS. 

We  desire  to  distinctly  emphasize  the  fact  that  while  it  is  true 
that  the  Temple  of  Fraternity  is  all  one  structure,  each  society  co- 
operating is  to  have  an  absolutely  independent  aud  distinct  room, 
and  they  will  have  nothing  to  do  with  any  other  society  any 
more  than  if  they  were  adjoining  tents  in  an  encampment.  We 
desire  this  to  be  understood  very  clearly,  knowing,  as  we  do, 
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Masons,  (oar  entire  Board  of  Directors  being  all  members  of  the 
Craft)  the  Masonic  feeling  about  co  operating  with  other  organ- 
izations. This  point  was  very  thoroughly  discussed  and  guaran- 
tee given  that  we  would  make  it  entirely  consistent  for  Masons 
to  participate  before  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  and  Illinois 
took  action,  and  we  believe  that  this  should  be  sufficient  guar 
an  tee  to  other  States,  as  far  as  this  feature  is  concerned. 

CO-OPERATION  OF  THE  ALBAMA  GRAND  LODGE 

With  this  presentation  of  facts  and  present  status  of  our 
movement,  we  cordially  invite  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 
A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  to  take  such  action  as  may  seem  fitting  on  their 
part  to  supplement  the  endorsement  given  by  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  Missouri  and  Illinois;  and,  if  thought  consistent,  to  make  an 
appropriation  towards  the  Masonic  headquarters  in  this  Temple 
of  Fraternity.  Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  central  organization  of 
the  Masons,  as  there  is  of  the  Odd  Fellows,  and  some  other  fra- 
ternal societies,  the  only  way  in  which  the  movement  can  be 
made  national  among  the  Masons  is  to  have  it  endorsed  by  as 
many  Grand  Lodges  as  possible,  and  contributions  made  where 
found  consistent.  That  you  may  further  understand  the  action 
taken  in  Missouri,  we  enclose  a  printed  slip  showing  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  passed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  as  above. 
This  is  important  that  you  may  understand  that  great  care  is  be- 
ing taken  that  contributions  may  not  be  turned  over  to  the  Asso- 
ciation until  all  of  the  conditions  have  been -sufficiently  complied 
with  to  assure  the  proper  investment  of  the  money.  It  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Association  to  set  aside  a  corner  suite  of  rooms 
for  the  headquarters  of  the  various  Masonic  bodies,  having  the 
corner  room  as  general  Masonic  headquarters,  with  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Commandery,  Chapter,  Eastern  Star,  etc.,  con- 
necting with  same,  the  understanding  being  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  is  to  occupy  the  corner  room.

Our  compliments  are  hereby  tendered  to  Brother  Boskruge 
upon  the  first-class  style  in  which,  under  his  direction,  the 
printer  has  "got  up"  this  neat  volume  of  Proceedings  with  its 
portrait  of  Grand  Master  Montague  on  the  initial  page. 

When  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  it  was  found  that  eight  Past 
Grand  Masters/ one  P.  D.  G.  M.,  and  one  P.  S.  G.  W.  were  pree 
ent,  also  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-three  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  Brother  Charles  D wight  Belden  appearing  for  Ala- 
bama. At  the  proper  juncture  these  representatives  were 
received  with  the  usual  honors,  and  handsomely  welcomed  by 
the  Grand  Master.  To  this  address  of  welcome  Brother  Belden, 
selected  by  his  associates  for  the  purpose,  made  a  short  but  very 
eloquent  response. 

In  his  address  (11  pp.)  the  Grand  Master,  while  he  felicitated 
the  Grand  Lodge  that  the  circle  of  its  official  members  had  not 
been  broken  by  death  during  the  year,  commemorated  the  names 
of  the  sixteen  brethren  of  his  own  Jurisdiction  who,  diring  the 
same  period,  had  laid  aside  their  working  tools  forever.  He  did 
not  fail  to  remember  the  distinguished  Brethren  of  other  Juris- 
dictions of  whose  deaths  he  had  received  official  notice. 

We  find  no  fault  with  the  few  decisions  submitted. 

Under  the  heading  of  "Foreign  Relations"  the  Grand  Master 
reported  considerable  correspondence  between  himself  and 
Mexican  Bodies,  relating  to  the  dissolution  of  the  "Gran  Dieta 
Simbolica"  of  Mexico,  also  in  regard  to  the  recognition  of  the 
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Grand  Lodges  here  named— Grand  Lodge  "Valle  de  Mexico," 
the  "Grand  Lodges  of  Coahnila,  and  Tamanlipas."  The  Grand 
Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico  sets  np  a  strong  claim  for  recognition,  as 
follows: 

"I.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  in  every  way  complies  with  the 
primitive  laws  of  Symbolic  Masonry,  which  are:  The  ancient 
landmarks  of  the  fraternity,  the  constitutions  of  1721  and  the 
ancient  regulations." 

"II.  That  the  Great  Light  is  always  placed  on  the  altar  of 
the  Lodges." 

"III.  That  the  initiation  of  women,  eunuchs,  and  mutilated 
persons  is  prohibited. " 

"IV.  That  oar  constitution  has  been  drafted  in  accordance 
with  those  of  the  other  Grand  Lodges  which  are  accepted  as 
regular  bodies  in  the  Universal  Brotherhood." 

"V.  That  the  Grand  Lodge  has  sustained  itself  since  the  year 
1878  without  interruption,  and  is  therefore  the  oldest  of  those 
existing  in  the  Mexican  Republic." 

"VI.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  will  recognize  all  others  within 
the  national  territory  that  preserve  intact  the  laws  of  the  fra- 
ternity." 

"We  hope  that  our  petition  will  receive  your  favorable  consid- 
eration, and  thus  enable  us  to  continue  on  our  way  to  Masonic 
perfection  and  to  form  a  link  in  the  great  universal  chain." 

"We  salute  you  fraternally.

We  have  called  the  foregoing  a  "strong  claim,"  and  so  it  is  on 
its  face.  Time  will  prove  the  amount  of  its  value,  and  when  all 
are  assured  of  that  Grand  Lodge's  permanent  regularity,  they, 
doubtless,  will  with  alacrity  tender  recognition. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  that  the  sum  of 
$277.00  was  contributed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  14  Subordinate 
Lodges,  and  an  individual,  for  the  relief  of  sufferers  by  the 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  fire. 

The  returns  of  all  the  Subordinate  Lodges  went  in  satisfac- 
torily, eliciting  Grand  Secretary  Roskruge's  hearty  thanks  to  the 
Secretaries  for  the  '  'neat  and  correct  manner  in  which  the  re- 
turns were  prepared." 

One  charter  had  been  granted,  one  dispensation  for  a  Lodge 
U.  D.  to  be  formed,  and  one  dispensation  authorizing  a  Lodge  to 
re-ballot  upon  the  application  of  a  rejected  candidate  within  the 
time  limit  prescribed  by  the  Constitution. 

The  Grand  Secretary  had  received  during  the  year,  and  turned 
over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer  (1,379.20. 
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The  Grand  Treasurer's  balance  cash  in  hand,  Nov.  9,  1901,  was 
the  sum  of  $5,084.99— apportioned  as  follows: 

General  Fund $1,974  99 

Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund 3,110  00 

Grand  Treasurer  Kales  also  holds  six  Arizona  Territorial  5% 
Funding  Bonds— par  value  $1,000.00  each,  market  value  over 
$6,800.00  for  the  lot. 

The  Grand  Orator,  Chas.  D wight  Belden,  delivered  an  address 
on  "The  Reformer  in  Free-Masonry,"  which,  though  not  long, 
was  the  message  from  a  well  stored  mind— spicy  and  very  in- 
structive. Were  we  in  the  habit  (as  Bro.  Belden,  in  his  review 
of  Alabama,  rather  insinuates)  of  using  "the  scissors"  in  the  pre- 
paration of  our  reports,  we  should  be  tempted  to  clip  his  entire 
address  and  present  it  bodily  in  this  review  which  we  are  writing, 
but  those  cutters  do  not  often  visit  our  table:  hence  we  can  give 
our  readers  but  a  crumb  of  this  first  rate  intellectual  report: 

"A  man  must  have  zeal  in  order  to  attempt  any  reform.  His 
interest  must  become  aroused  previous  to  any  display  of  an  in- 
tent to  demand  a  change.  As  an  attribute  zeal  is  an  admirable 
thing  to  possess,  and  most  of  us  will  agree  with  the  Indian  who, 
having  heard  the  white  man  speak  depreciatingly  of  its  unbridled 
career,  remarked:  "I  don't  know  about  having  too  much  zeal. 
I  think  it  better  that  the  pot  should  boil  over  than  not  boil 
at  all." 

"On  the  other  hand,  let  us  remember  the  unfortunate  youth 
Phaeton,  who  took  it  upon  himself  to  drive  the  chariot  of  the 
sun.  but  through  his  rashness  set  the  world  on  fire  and  destroyed 
himself.  What  a  horse  is  without  a  rider,  or  a  ship  without  a 
rudder,  such  is  zeal  without  knowledge.  St.  Bernard  pointedly 
says:  "Discretion  without  zeal  is  slow-paced,  and  zeal  without 
discretion  is  strong-headed;  let,  therefore,  zeal  spur  on  discre- 
tion, and  discretion  rein  in  zeal." 

'True  zeal  is  a  sweet,  heavenly  and  gentle  flame,  which  makes 
us  active  for  the  right,  but  always  within  the  sphere  of  friend- 
ship. It  never  calls  for  fire  from  heaven  to  consume  those  that 
differ  a  little  from  us.  It  is  like  that  kind  of  lightning  which 
philosophers  speak  of,  that  melts  the  sword  within,  but  singeth 
not  the  scabbard;  it  strives  to  save  the  spirit  but  yet  hurteth  not 
the  body." 

On  recommendation  made  by  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, the  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  for  an 
interchange  of  Grand  Representatives  between  New  Zealand 
and  Arizona,  was  granted. 

The  same  committee  recommended  that  the  question  of  recog- 
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nizing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico,  be  postponed 
for  farther  consideration.  And  the  recommendation  was  con- 
curred in.  Wisely,  no  doubt.  Give  them  time  to  prepare  them- 
selves to  be  entirely  acceptable.  Nothing  will  be  lost  by  a  little 
delay  in  extending  recognition. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  By- 
Laws,  Charters  were  granted  to  two  Lodges  U.  D. 

As  recommended  by  a  committee  appointed  to  select  a  place 
for  holding  the  next  annual  communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  the  City  of  Phoenix  was  chosen  for  said  session. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  approved  the  official  acts  and 
decisions  of  the  Grand  Master.  And  the  Grand  Lodge  con- 
curred in  said  approval. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  was  concurred  in. 
Neat  memorial  pages  are  set  apart,  to  distinguished  Brethren,  in 
this  volume. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  universal  reputation  of  Bro.  Charles  Dwight  Belden, 
Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committee,  as  a  thoughtful  and  "ready 
writer,"  suffers  no  loss  through  the  present  paper,  which  consists 
of  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  most  of  the  other  Grand 
Lodges,  and  covers  163  pages  filled  with  matter  well  worth  read- 
ing. His  notice  of  Alabama- 1900  is  courteous  and  fraternal. 
Grand  Master  B.  Dudley  Williams  ''comes  in"  for  a  very  hand- 
some compliment  on  his  address,  both  in  its  opening  and  in  its 
close,  a  portion  of  the  latter  being  copied.  Upon  one  of  the 
decisions  of  Grand  Master  Williams  he  animadverts  forcibly— 
decision  No.  22,  in  which  it  was  held,  that  "The  young  man's 
waywardness  five  years  ago  should  be  no  bar  to  his  being  made 
a  Mason.''    Bro.  Belden  says; 

"We  very  much  dislike  to  see  such  a  reiteration  of  the  old, 
old  story  that  the  woman  was  the  devil,  and  the  man  a  poor, 
weak  character.  We  Masons  are  all  men — but  we  are  not  banded 
together  because  we  are  such  weak  fools  and  need  to  protect 
ourselves  against  woman's  advances.  Part  of  our  boast  is  that 
we  will  protect  the  woman  against  the  man.  Here  is  a  young 
man  who  is  willing  to  plead  that  he  is  weaker  than  a  woman, 
applying  to  be  made  a  Mason,  willing  to  say  that  'he 
married  her  to  hide  her  shame.'  We  fail  to  see  the  chivalry 
implied  by  that  statement.  But  we  do  see  that  a  shameless 
coward  who  would  say  that  of  any  woman  would  follow  up 
such  a  statement  by  treating  her  as  a  slave  and  thereafter  throw 
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her  off  and  again  ease  his  so-called  conscience  by  saying  of  her 
that  'she  was  untrue.'  That  is  jnst  what  he  did ;  that  is  what 
always  occurs.  This  young  man  cannot  comprehend  that  his 
participation  in  a  crime  affects  him,  but  rather  prides  himself 
upon  his  magnanimity  in  permitting  the  poor  thing  to  associate 
with  his  immaculate  self,  and  now  deems  himself  just  about  the 
sort  of  a  man  that  would  adorn  the  society  of  the  virtuous,  and 
he  accordingly  seeks  entrance  into  our  society.  We  wonder  how 
many  of  that  Lodge  hastened  to  welcome  him  and  believed  him 
fit  to  pronounce  a  vow  that  he  would  not  violate  the  chastity  of 
any  woman.  We  do  not  believe  our  temples  were  erected  for 
the  safe- keeping  of  men  who  are  unable  to  escape  seduction,  and 
trust  that  there  was  manliness  enough  in  that  Lodge  to  keep 
that  poor  specimen  of  humanity  out." 

Bro.  Belden  will  please  accept  grateful  acknowledgement  of 
his  courteous  and  fraternal  reference  to  our  own  report  on  Cor- 
respondence; also  for  the  pages  devoted  to  Alabama,  he  is  en- 
titled to  our  hearty  thanks. 

His  tribute  to  William  Abram  Davies  of  California — Grand 
Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committee — is  ■<>  well 
merited  and  happily  expressed  that  we  fain  must  copy  it: 

"Cicero,  in  his  essay  *De  Senectute,'.  teaches  truly  that  old  age 
is  most  serene  and  delightful  when  its  time  is  occupied  with  the 
remembrance  of  the  good  deeds  of  earlier  days.  Thus  reminis- 
cent ly  does  Bro.  Davies,  in  these  days  when  he  can  look  back 
over  half  a  century,  of  well  spent  time,  in  his  concluding  re- 
marks, speak  of  the  brethren  who  with  himself  wrought  in  the 
quarries  to  produce  the  material  wherewith  to  construct  the 
magnificent  moral  edifice  which  bears  the  name  and  fame  of 
California  Free-Masonry  and  who  have  'crossed  with  the  Boat- 
man, cold  and  pale/  and  reflectively  say: — 

'Yet  somehow  I  know,  on  the  urseen  shore, 
They  watch  and  beckon  and  wait  for  me.1 

"Since  writing  this  review  we  have  had  the  great  pleasure  of 
personally  greeting  our  much  esteemed  brother,  ana  are  much 
inclined  to  withdraw  all  reference  to  age,  because  he  presented 
none  of  the  traces  of  the  flight  of  time,  except,  perhaps,  a  few 
gray  hairs  (and  many  of  us  boys  of  sixty  or  thereabout  have 
them).  But  facts  are  facts,  and  a  man  who  was  Grand  Master 
in  1867  is  no  spring  chicken  in  1901 .  He  is  surely  a  grand  old 
boy,  and  we  shall  ever  keep  our  present  impressions  of  him  and 
try  to  grow  old  with  him. 

Under  Wyoming  Bro.  Belden  disagrees  with  Bro.  Kuy  Kendall, 
who  is  opposed  to  "Masonic  Clubs."    Our  own  impression  is 
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that  in  many  quarters,  •  the  social  feature  of  Masonry  is  not 
sufficiently  cultivated.

Chartered  Lodges  33— one  Lodge  U.  D.  Members  on  roll  2,355. 

Three  Special  Communications  were  held  during  the  year— two 
for  laying  corner-stones,  and  one  to  attend  the  fnneral  of  a  Past 
Grand  Warden. 

At  the  thirty -first  Annual  thjere  were  present,  besides  the  Grand 
Officers  and  a  quorum  of  members,  six  Past  Grand  Masters,  two 
Past  Grand  Wardens,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- 
three  sister  Jurisdictions,  not  including  Alabama. 

The  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master  in  opening  his  address  first  made, 
as  was  fit,  proper  acknowledgement  of  dependence  on  Almighty 
God,  and  invoked  his  blessing  and  guidance;  then  spoke  the 
following  cheerfi>  1  words : 

"The  Fraternity  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  present  pros- 
perous condition  of  Masonry.  A  healthy  activity  prevails,  and 
to  day  we  have  every  reason  to  feel  proud  of  the  condition  of  the 
Craft  in  our  Jurisdiction." 

The  Grand  Master  had  made  quite  a  number  of  visitations, 
each  of  which,  fully  appreciated,  was  pleasant  and  profitable  to 
all  concerned. 

At  two  of  the  Special  Communications  of  Grand  Lodge,  he 
had  been  the  recipient  of  appropriate  tokens  of  esteem  and  re* 
apect— at  Victoria,  "a  beautiful  silver  trowel,"  and  at  Vancou- 
ver, "a  silver  trowel  of  exquisite  design  and  workmanship." 

It  is  not  to  be  doubted  that  with  these  implements  he  spreads 
the  cement  of  brotherly  love  and  good  works. 

We  note  that,  among  the  commissions  issued  to  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives, he  records  one  issued  for  W.  \  Bro.  Lew  Lazarus,  as 
Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  thirteen  dispensations  (not  one 
of  them  for 'waiving  time  in  conferring  degrees,)  but  had,  for 
good  reasons,  refused  several. 
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He  submitted  nine  decisions  which,  in  view  of  his  careful  test 
of  every  question  referred  to  him,  we  mast  conclude  to  be  con- 
formable to  the  laws  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

Question  A,  was  to  the  following  effect :  During  initiation  it 
was  discovered  that  the  candidate  was  minus  a  right  hand  t  numb. 
Can  he  be  advanced?    Grand  Master's  answer  was,  "No." 

We  have  alluded  to  this  decision  for  the  purpose  of  introduc- 
ing Grand  Master  Young's  timely  remarks  on  "investigating 
committees": 

"The  W.  M.  cannot  be  too  careful  in  the  selection  of  Brethren 
who  are  to  discharcr^  tV>i4  important  duty,  and  should  see  to  it 
that  they  perform  tneir  duties  in  a  proper  manner,  and  the  Lodge 
should  refuse  to  receive  the  report  until  it  has  been  assured 
that  the  fullest  investigation  has  been  made." 

"Masonry  does  not  begin  and  end  in  any  one  particular  Lodge. 
Its  ramifications  now  extend  to  every  quarter  of  the  civilized 
globe,  and  embrace  over  two  million  members.  It  would  be  well 
then  to  remember  that  when  you  make  a  Mason  he  becomes  a 
member  not  only  of  your  Lodge,  but  of  this  great  brotherhood 
as  well,  and  that  it  is  a  duty  which  you  owe,  not  only  to  your- 
selves, but  to  the  humblest  Mason  in  the  most  remote  corner  of 
the  earth,  that  every  one  received  can  be  marked  as  sterling. 

"Question  B,"  asked  if  a  dispensation  could  be  granted  to  re- 
consider the  ballot  on  a  rejected  candidate  on  the  ground  of  the 
improper  use  of  the  ballu.  oy  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

The  answer  was  in  the  negative.    Said  the  Grand  Master  : 

"A  Mason  is  responsible  to  no  human  power  for  the  vote  that 
he  casts  on  the  petition  of  a  candidate.  To  his  own  conscience 
alone  is  he  to  answer  for  the  motives  that  have  led  to  the  act 
itself."  *##****• 

"The  right,  however,  to  use  the  black  ball  carries  with  it  a 
grave  responsibility,  and  a  sacred  privilege  which  should  be  ex- 
ercised with  fine  judgment,  having  regard  to  both  the  Order 
and  the  applicant.  Given  a  certain  condition  of  things  the  de- 
cision a  member  arrives  at  as  to  how  he  shall  vote  is  a  fine  test 
of  manhood.  If  he  has  aught  against  a  Brother  or  Brethren  of 
the  Lodge,  or  is  sulking  under  some  fancied  wrong  or  has  a 
grievan  :e,  either  real  or  imaginary,  or  is  discontented  with  him- 
self and  his  surroundings  in  general,  and  is  prepared  to  forget 
these  differences  and  prejudices  and  decide  on  the  merits  of  the 
applicant  alone,  then  it  can  be  truly  said  of  him  that  he  has 
stood  the  tert  and  acted  with  the  spirit  of  a  man  and  a  Mason. 
\f  on  the  other  hand  he  decides  without  reference  to  the  appli- 
cant, to  cast  the  ball  of  rejection  for  any  of  the  above  reasons 
alone,  and,  for  revenge  will  sacrifice  a  worthy,  upright  and  in- 
nocent person,  he  is  a  coward,  a  hypocrite,  and  un worth v  the 
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fellowship  of  honorable  men.  If  there  be  such  a  Mason  among 
you,  then  bide  your  time.  The  evil  he  has  done  will  be  visited 
on  himself,  and  his  hypocrisy  will  soon  be  revealed.  Then  ban- 
ish him  from  your  midst." 

Truer  words  were  never  spoken.  May  they  orystalize  in  the 
hearts  of  all  who  heard  them,  and  all  who  may  read  them! 

Just  on  the  eve  of  sending  in  onr  manuscript  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  we  most  content  ourselves  with  this  meager  report 
concerning  the  able  decisions  of  Grand  Master  Young,  as  well 
as  with  the  barest  mention  of  proceedings  held,  and  with  a  glance 
at  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

One  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master  we  note  as 
especially  commending  itself  to  every  true  lover  of  the  Art,  be- 
cause it  tends  toward  the  perfecting  of  the  Lodge  work.  It  is 
as  follows : 

"  6.  That  the  Brother,  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  W.  M.  in  a 
subordinate  Lodge,  shall,  before  he  is  installed  into  office,  pass  an 
examination  before,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  board  of  in- 
stalled Masters  as  to  his  proficiency  in  the  work  of  the  three 
degrees,  and  his  knowledge  of  the  Constitution." 

The  address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  reported  nine  official 
visitations,  which  were  eminently  satisfactory  as  showing  Lodge 
work  and  affairs  in  good  state. 

Of  one  of  these  visitations  the  R.\  W.\,  after  extolling  the 
work  of  the  Lodge  as  "faultless,"  speaks  as  follows : 

"But  the  most  pleasing  feature  of  all  was  the  presence  of  a 
delegation  from  our  sister  Jurisdiction  of  Washington,  composed 
of  thirty  two  Brethren  from  the  Lodges  at  Northport  and  Spo- 
kane. In  consequence  of  this,  the  meeting  had  an  almost  inter- 
national interest,  and  beautifully  exemplified  the  true  spirit  of 
our  Fraternity — that  in  Masonry  the  principles  of  kindness  and 
cordiality,  and  of  charity  and  humanity  are  universal,  regard- 
less of  country,  and  regardless  of  flag." 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were,  for  the  mo  it  part 
very  encouraging,  and  evinced  warm  interest  on  the  part  of  those 
officers. 

Grand  Secretary  Quinlan  is  a  first-class  official.  In  regard  to 
the  returns  from  the  Subordinate  Lodges  the  Grand  Secretary 
says  -. 

"I  feel  assured  that  the  Committee  before  whom  these  are  laid 
will  agree  that  never  before  have  they  as  a  whole  been  presented 
in  such  excellent  condition.    This  clearly  demonstrates  that  the 
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Secretaries  are  taking  deep  interest,  not  only  in  their  Lodges* 
bnt  in  the  records  as  well.  While  this  condition  continues  there 
is  not  a  question  the  Lodges  of  onr  Jurisdiction  will  prosper." 

From  his  recapitulation  we  learn  that  the  total  funds  and  prop 
erty  of  all  the  Lodges  are  $83,537.50,  total  relief  to  members, 
$775.60,  total  relief  to  widows  and  orphans,  $86.50,  and  total  re- 
lief to  Transients,  #29.80. 

Grand  Treasurer's  statement  shows  receipts  of  the  Charity 
Fund  to  have  been  $J,0:W.4">,  of  which  there  remains  in  the 
Treasury,  a  balance  of  $740.45. 

The  report  of  the  e  on  Petitions  and  Grievances  was 

adopted  as  read. 

The  Grand  Historian  made  his  first  report  which  was  adopted. 

Brother  DeWolf  Smith,  Special  Committee  on  Library,  re- 
ported that  he  had  crdered  i  full  set  (14  volume*)  of  Transac- 
tions of  the  Lodge  Duatnor  Coronati,  of  London,  at  a  cost  of 
$215.12.     Adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  tl  e  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence Grand  Lodge  declined  the  invitation  of  Grand  Lodge 
of  Switzerland  (Alpina)  to  participate  in  a  movement  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  an  "International  Masonic  Office." 

On  recommendation  of  tb"  same  Committee  recognition  was 
withheld  for  the  present  f r  id  '  'any  alleged  Masonic  body  in  the 
Republic  of  Mexico." 

From  the  report  of  the  Trustees  it  is  learned  that  the  present 
investments  of  the  Charity  Fund  amount  to  $7,288  30. 

The  Com  e?  it  tee  on  reports  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.'s  noted  the  marked 
advance  in  Masonry  throughout  the  Province  during  the  year,  as 
evidenced  by  said  reports. 

The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  with  the  exception  of 
"Clause  D."  were  sustained.  Clause  D.  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence.  The  Grand  Master's  recommend- 
ations were  agreed  to. 

"Clause  D,"  referred  to  above  related  to  a  case  of  disagreement 
between  two  Lodges  as  to  the  right  to  the  fees  for  the  degrees  con- 
ferred on  a  candidate  by  one  Lodge  at  the  request  of  another 
Lodge,  said  request  containing  the  words  'in  our  behalf  and 
at  our  expense . "  The  Grand  Master  had  strongly  recommended, 
for  the  sake  of  harmony,  that  a  settlement  mutually  satisfactory 
be  arranged. 

Vagueness  of  expression  was  cause  of  all  the  trouble. 
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The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  the  matter  as  not 
within  its  province.  The  report  of  the  Committee  was  received 
and  adopted.  Said  report  embraced  some  othernmatters  to  which 
we  do  not  here  allude. 

Avery  impressive  sermon  was  preached  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  who  took  for  his  text,  "Love  the 
brotherhood;  fear  God;  honour  the  King."  "1st  Peter,  2:17." 

CO  RRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  (217  pp.)  reviewing  the 
proceedings  of  sixty -six  Gran^l  Bodies,  is  a  comprehensive  and 
able  document  from  the  cultured  pen  of  Brother  W.  A  DeWolf 
Smith,  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Cc  mmittee. 

Alabama — 1901  is  accorded  four  pages  of  courteous,  fraternal 
notice.     Brother  Smith  says : 

"The  Grand  Master"  (M.\  W.  \  Brother  Russell  M.  Cunning." 
ham)  "delivered  a  very  interesting  address  which  occupies  thirty 
three  pages  of  the  Proceedings." 

Noting  the  ninety- one  decisions,  seventeen  of  which  he  copies' 
Brother  Smith  says: 

"Some  of  them  show  an  extraordinary  lack  of  Masonic  knowl- 
edge on  the  part  of  the  questioner,  and  others  an  equally  extra- 
ordinary state  of  Masonic  law  in  the  Jurisdiction." 

Isn't  the  foregoing  commentary,  dear  Brother,  just  a  little 
tart  ?    A  gain  he  says: 

"The  Grand  Master  pays  a  graceful  tribute  to  the  abilities  of 
their  Grind  Secretary,  and  then  proceeds  to  take  the  gilt  off  the 
ginger  bread  by  recommending  that  his  salary  be  redu  ce  dby 
some  $300.00  per  annum. " 

Our  Brother  of  British  Columbia  will  please  accept  assurances 
that  his  kind  allusion  to  the  report  of  this  writer  is  highly  appre- 
ciated.

CALIFORNIA. 

52d  Annual— San  Francisco— October,  1901. 

No.  of  Lodges,  271;  Members,  22,776;  Net  Gain  for  the  Year— 
in  Lodges  2,  in  Membership  1,197. 
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1L\  W. '.  James  A.  Foshay,  Grand  Master. 

There  were  present,  at  opening,  besides  the  Grand  Officers  and 
the  representatives  of  a  very  large  majority  of  the  constituent 
Lodges,  t\%  elve  Past  Grand  Masters  and  four  other  Past  Grand 
Officers,  also  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty-two  sister  Grand 
Lodges,  Alabama  not  included. 

The  Grand  Master's  address,  a  very  able  paper  of  12  pages,  is 
fall  of  interest. 

The  meeting,  under  review,  being  the  first  annual  communi- 
cation of  the  twentieth  century,  the  Grand  Master  felt  "con- 
strained to  make  a  brief  comparison  of  our  (their)  work  at  the 
beginning  of  the  new  century  with  that  of  the  century  just 
closed."    He  said: 

"Early  in  the  nineteenth  century  war  was  almost  universal 
and  unceasing,  especially  in  the  Old  World.  The  campaigns  of 
Napoleon  during  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  and 
the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth,  which  cost  Europe  many  mil- 
lions of  men,  seemed  to  receive  the  sanction  of  the  people.  At 
the  opening  of  the  present  century,  the  world  is  at  peace,  with 
the  exception  of  the  war  in  South  Africa.  During  the  first  part 
of  the  nineteenth  century  very  few  cases  of  international  arbi- 
tration were  known,  while  from  1890  to  1900  there  were  sixty- 
three  cases,  and  others  being  considered.  We  shall  rejoice  to 
have  the  time  arrive  when  nations  shall  learn  to  war  no  more, 
and  all  lands  shall  be  recognized  as  one  great  brotherhood.  A 
car-ful  review  of  the  nineteenth  century  leads  us  to  prophesy 
that  eventually  all  national  difficulties  will  be  settled  by  arbi- 
tration; and  if  the  development  during  the  present  century  goes 
on  as  rapidly  as  during  the  past,  war  vill  be  comparatively  un- 
known." 

"The  twentieth  century  comes  to  us  with  a  glorious  outlook 
forliappier  and  better  times.  The  heritage  of  the  twentieth 
century  from  the  nineteenth  is  certainly  a  most  excellent  one. 
The  horse  and  the  ox  give  way  to  the  locomotive,  bicycle  and 
automobile;  the  goose  quill  to  the  fountain  pen  and  typewriter; 
the  sickle  to  the  mowing  machine  and  harvester;  the  needle  to 
the  sewing  and  the  knitting  machine;  the  hand  printing  press 
to  the  wonderful  cylinder  press  and  the  linotype;  the  leather 
fire-bucket  to  the  steam  fire* engine;  the  staircase  to  the  elevator; 
the  1  >w,  one-story  wood,  stone  and  adobe  buildings,  to  the  steel 
structures  of  thirty-storied  sky  scrapers.  Two  dozen  members 
of  the  solar  system  and  a  million  stars  only  were  known  a  hun- 
dred years  ago,  while  to-day  our  astronomers  have  made 
the  acquaintance  of  five  hundr*  d  members  of  the  solar  system, 
and  of  a  hundred  million  stars.  The  nineteenth  century  re- 
corded and  remembered ;  the  twentieth  century  gives  them  to 
our  children  through  the  kinetoscope  and  phonograph." 
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"May  the  God  of  nations  so  help  us  that  we  may  continue  to 
uphold  the  fundamental  principles  of  human  liberty,  and  espe- 
cially give  us  wisdom  to  distinguish  between  liberty  and 
license." 

"Our  fathers'  God  from  out  whose  hand 
The  centuries  fall  like  grains  of  sand,. 
We  meet  to-day,  united,  free, 
And  loyal  to  our  land.and  Thee, 
To  thank  Thee  for  the  era  done, 
And  trust  Thee  for  the  opening  one. 

"Oh!  make  Thou  us  through  centuries  long. 
In  peace  sure,  in  justice  strong; 
Around  our  gift  of  freedom  draw 
The  safeguards  of  Thy  righteous  law;. 
And,  cast  in  some  diviner  mould, 
Let  the  new  cycle  shame  the  old," 

He  had  granted  dispensations  to  two  Lodges— one  in  Califor- 
nia, the  other  in  Manila. 

Subsequently  charters  were  granted  to  the  said  two  Lodges. 

Eight  Special  Communications  had  been  held  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  corner-stones. 

In  response  to  Grand  Secretary  Webster's  appeal  on  behalf  of 
Jacksonville  fire-sufferers,  he  had  directed  Grand  Secretary 
Johnson  to  send  $500.00  to  Grand  Secretary  Webster  with  re- 
quest for  information  if  more  was  needed.  The  Masons  of  Cali- 
fornia are  big-hearted  brethren. 

The  Grand  Master  paid  high  tribute  to  the  tactability  and 
skill  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Masonic  Home,  and  to  the 
same  qualifications  of  the  Superintendent's  amiable  wife.  He 
also  bestawed  his  meed  of  praise  upon  the  "Southern  California 
Masonic  Home  Association/'  which  now  has  about  1,000  mem- 
bers, and  cash  in  hand  to  the  amount  of  $6,500.00.     He  says: 

"The  principal  work,  for  some  time  to  come,  will  be  hospital 
work,  caring  for  the  sick.  Southern  California  has  become  a 
Mecca  for  sick  Masons  from  every  part  our  country,  and  perhaps 
no  other  section  has  so  much  of  this  kind  of  work." 

He  commends  the  Association  to  the    favor  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 
Under  the  heading  of  Decisions  he  says: 

"The  greatest  work  of  the  Grand  Master  is  to  answer  requests 
for  rulings  and  make  decisions  when  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  in 
session.    Were  I  to  report  to   you  in  detail  all  the  requests  and 
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state  my  rulings  thereon,  this  address  would  extend  far  beyond 
your  patience  to  listen.  I  therefore  pass  those  ruled  upon  be- 
fore, and  submit  those  requiring  interpretation  and  for  which 
there  seemed  to  be  no  precedent." 

With  his  seventeen  decisions  submitted  we  find  no  fault.  They 
were  doubtless  conformable  to  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction. 

His  table  of  J  particulars,  under  physical  qualifications,  we 
copy  for  the  benefit  of  the  curious  concerning  that  novel  (?) 
subject.    Decision  1  covers  eleven  captions: 

"a.  An  applicant  who  has  lost  the  use  of  hi3  right  arm,  is  in* 
eligible.' 

"b.  An  applicant  who  has  lost  the  first  finger  of  his  right 
hand,  is  ineligible." 

"c.  An  applicant  having  lost  the  first  joint  of  the  thumb  and 
first  finger  of  the  right  hand,  is  ineligible.", 

"d.  An  applicant  who  cannot  walk  without  the  use  of  an 
artificial  foot,  is  ineligible." 

"e.  An  applicant  who  is  aged  and  hard  of  hearing,  is  ineli- 
gible." 

'  f.  An<  applicant  who  is  a  hunchback  and  dwarf,  is  ineli- 
gible." 

"g.  An  applicant  who  has  lost  his  left  arm,  is  ineligible." 

"h.  An  applicant  who  has  lost  the  second  and  third  finger  of 
his  left  hand,  is  eligible." 

"i.  An  applicant  who  has  lost  his  left  hand,  is  ineligible." 

"j.  An  applicant  who  is  slightly  ruptured,  not  enough  to  in- 
terfere with  his  regular  dutif  s,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a 
physician  who  is  a  member  of  the  Lodge  receiving  the  petition, 
is  eligible." 

"k.  An  applicant  who  has  lost"  the  sight  of  an  eye,  when  the 
sight  of  the  other  eye  is  not  impaired,  is  eligible." 

The  Grand  Master  recognizes  the  fact  that,  by  many  of  these 
rulings,  men  intellectually  and  morally  qualified,  are  shut  out 
from  the  Fraternity,  but  whenever  physical  imperfections  have 
prevented  compliance  with  the  ceremony,  he  has  not  hesitated 
to  decidejagainst  the.applicant. 

He  deprecates  the  apparently  growing  disposition,  on  the  part 
of  members,  to  stay -away  from  Masonic  funerals. 
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R.  \  W.\  George  Johnson  is  a  model  Grand  Secretary;  he 
leaves  nothing  undone  that  should  be  done.  His  total  receipts 
for  1900-1901  were  $60,841.65. 

To  show  that  the  Masons  of  California  meant  business  in 
establishing  a  Home  goes  the  following  extract  from  the  report 
of  the  Grand  Secretary: 

'•Since  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
the  sum  of  $24,213.00  has  been  received  and  paid  to  the  Treasu- 
rer of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  as  per  his  receipts." 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  it  appears  that  his 
total  receipts  for  the  year  were  $36,098.95,  a  od  total  disburse- 
ments for  the  year,  $84,129.10,  leaving  in  his  hands,  July  31, 
1901,  $1,989.85. 

As  Treasurer  of  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home, 
his  balance  and  receipts,  for  the  year,  amounted  to  $48,431.47. 
After  all  disbursements  there  remained  in  the  treasury,  Oct.  2, 
1901,  $23,353.62. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  that  the  year  had  been  one  of 
"hard  work  but  of  splendid  results  "  He  said  that  the  Inspec 
tors  of  the  several  Districts  of  the  State  were  particularly  and 
admirably  adapted  and  qualified  for  the  duties  of  their  positions, 
and  should,  in  view  of  their  great  responsibilities,  be  given  more 
consideration  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  more  honor  by  the 
Lodges  of  their  respective  Districts." 

He  had  made,  during  the  year,  forty-two  visits  for  Instruction 
and  Drill.  The  meetings  were  well  attended  and  much  interest 
was  manifested. 

Most  satisfactory  reports  of  the  work  in  38  Districts  had  been 
received  from  the  Inspec  ors  of  said  Districts. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home  is  excellent 
both  in  spirit  and  in  scope:  it  evinces  unselfishness,  loyalty,  high 
intelligence  and  wise  administration. 

They  announce  that  the  per  capita  tax  for  the  year  has  been 
received,  and  amounts  to  $22,776.00  ($1.00  a  head,  for  the  mem- 
bership.) 

"Excluding  from  the  estimate  the  moneys  expended  for  bet 
terments  and  farming  and  planting,  the   detailed  report  will 
show  that  the  average  expense  per  capita  for  each  inmate  ia  the 
Home  during  the  past  year  has  been  $14  71,  which  is  moderate 
considering  the  superior  character  of  the  food  used  at  the  home 
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It  bat  been  the  aim  of  the  Trustee*  and  Superintendent*  to  par- 
chase  only  the  best  quality  of  food  supplies  to  be  obtained  in  the 
market,  and  while  the  interest  of  the  Grand  Lodge  has  been 
subserved  in  not  wasting  money  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
delicacies,  yet,  considering  the  fact  that  we  have  rrow,  and  will 
continue  to  have  a  splendid  supply  of  fruits  of  all  kinds  to 
furnish  the  inmates,  and  that  we  purchase  only  the  best  meats 
and  groceries,  we  are  justified  in  stating  that  the  table  at  the 
Home  is  probably  as  good  as  that  of  any  institution  of  the  kind 
in  the  world." 

Total  receipts,  1901-1902,  $50,595.99. 

Total  disbursements,  Oet.  1,  1900,  to  Sept.  30,  1901,  $26,242.35. 

Superintendent  Bro.  Dr.  Aikin  made  a  mos(  satisfactory,  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  workings  of  the  Home.  The  Dr.  must 
have  special  fitness  for  the  important  post  he  fills  so  well. 

The  various  Boards  of  Relief  in  the  State  are  doing  good 
Masonic  work.  Their  aggregate  charities  during  the  year  footed 
up  more  than  $18,000.00.  By  the  way,  the  Stockton  Board  has  Ala- 
bama in  its  list  of  Jurisdictions  from  which  varying  amounts 
are  due  for  relief  afforded  Masons  hailing  from  said  Jurisdic* 
tions.    The  amount  charged  to  Alabama  is  $73  80. 

We  are  not  informed  as  to  the  cases  concerned,  names  and 
other  details  not  being  given  in  the  report. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  impressive  address,  conve)  ing 
many  valuable  lessons  on  that  theme,  how  much  soever  handled, 
never  becomes  threadbare — Masonry. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Trustees,  Superintendent  and  Matron 
of  the  Masonic  Home  of  California  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Expert  Accountant,  in  the  employ  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, found  all  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Grand  Treasu- 
rer, Grand  Secretary,  and  Officers  of  the  Masonic  Home.  O.  K. 

The  committee  on  Grand  Lecturer's  report  have  strong  testi- 
mony to  the  invaluable  services  of  that  officer  and  approved  all 
of  his  recommendations.  Report  of  committee  concurred  in 
except  as  to  one  recommending  that  Inspectors  be  allowed  trans- 
portation to  San  Francisco  once  each  year,  to  attend  the  four 
days  session  of  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  in  the  work,  which  rec- 
ommendation was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  which 
later  favored  its  adoption.    Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  all  the  Grand 
Master's  dispensations,  as  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the 
Jurisdiction.    Concurred  in. 


APPENDIX.  19 

A  proposed  new  General  Regulation  referred  to  the  Jurispru- 
dence Committee,  requiring  every  candidate  receiving  the  Third 
Degree  in  Masonry,  to  pass  an  examination  in  the  same,  within 
30  days  after  receiving  his  degree,  was  reported  back  by  the 
committee  without  recommendation.  On  motion  the  new  Regu- 
lation referred  to  was  laid  on  the  table. 

With  regard  to  the  rulings  of  the  Grand  Master  on  the  subject 
of  physical  qualifications  of  candidates,  in  his  first  decision,  the 
-committee  had  this  to  say: 

44  <Ve  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  unwise,  if  nqt  impossible,  to 
make  or  declare  any  arbitrary  rule  for  determining  the  disquali- 
fications of  applicants  for  the  degrees,  other  than  the  general 
rule  contained  in  Regulation  No.  11,  as  amended  at  our  last  An- 
nual Communication.    That  amendment   dropped   the   word 
"deformed"  from  the  regulation,  so  that  "physical  deformity" 
is  not  necessarily  a  disqualification  of  a  candidate,  unless  such 
•deformity  is  of  such  a  nature  that  the  applicant  is  physically 
incapable  of  conforming,  literally,  with  the  requirements  of  the 
•ceremonies  in  the  several  degrees  in  Masonry." 

In  our  opinion,  after  reflecting  on  the  matter,  the  conclusion 
of  the  committee  was  a  wise  one. 
The  Committee  on  Decision  13,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"No  Lodge  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  cf 
-California  can  establish  life-memberships  by  resolution  or  in  any 
other  manner  than  by  amending  its  By  Laws.  An  amendment 
to  the  By-Laws  must  be  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  be 
approved  thereby  before  it  becomes  operative.  Funds  received 
from  life- memberships,  should  such  memberships  be  provided 
for  by  an  amendment  of  the  By-Laws  and  approved  by  the 
'Grand  Lodge,  could  not  be  used  to  discharge  existing  indebted- 
ness, but  must  invested  so  that  the  income  could  be  used  by  the 
Lodge  for  charity  and  running  expenses,"  reported  thus: 

'  Relative  to  Decision  No.  13,  we  find  that  the  Uniform  Code 
of  By-laws  can  be  amended  by  Subordinate  Lodges  only  in  those 
particulars  named  therein,  and  said  code  contains  no  provision 
relative  to  life-membership.  Therefore,  before  any  Subordinate 
Lodge  can  amend  its  By-laws  so  as  to  permit  life-membership, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  amend  the  text  of  the  Uniform  Code  of 
By-Laws  now  in  force  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Such  amendment 
can  be  made  only  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  like  manner  as  the 
Constitution  is  amended. " 

"We  therefore  recommend  that  Decision  No.  18  be  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

13.  No  subordinate  Lodge  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  California  can  now  establish  life-memberships 
by  resolution  or  in  .any  other  manner." 
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To  notice  farther  the  report  of  the  able  Committee  on  Jm  ifl- 
prudence  is  ont  of  the  question  in  view  of  the  length  of  this 
paper;  hence  we  only  add  that  the  entire  report  was  concurred 
in  and  its  recommendations  adopted. 

Scant  room  is  left  for  the  briefest  allusion  to  the  admirable 
report  on 

CORRESPONDENCE 

which  is  again  submitted  by  that  excellent  reviewer,  Past  Grand 
Master,  William  Abram  Davies,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  who  devotes  160  pages  to  a  review  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  Sister  Grand  Lodges— a  review  conspicuous  for  its 
thoroughness  and  comprehensive  scope. 

Alabama— 1900  receives  courteous  and  fraternal  notice  covering 
nearly  three  pages. 

Brother  Davies  may  be  assured  that  the  writer  greatly  values 
his  commendation  of  the  Alabama  F.  C.  Report.

Present  membership  8,895— net  gain  417. 

Portraits  and  sketches  of  Grand  Master  (incoming)  George  D. 
Kennedy,  and  Past  Grand  Masters  Jas.  H.  Peabody  and  Corne- 
lius J .  Hart  grace  this  v  )lume  of  Proceedings. 

Present  at  the  Communication  under  review  twenty-one  Past 
Grand  Masters,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  fifty  Grand  Juris- 
dictions, Alabama  included. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  was  worthy  of  closest  attention 
on  the  part  of  the  assembled  brethren,  and,  no  doubt,  received  it. 

We  note  that  he  had  issued  a  commi  mon  to  Brother  Frank  L. 
Zimmerman  as  Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala- 
bama. 

The  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  near 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  were  received  with  the  Grand 
Honors,  and  fraternally  welcomed  by  the  Grand  Master. 
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Four  Special  Communications  had  been  held  to  constitu 
consecrate  and  dedicate  Lodges;  two  for  laying  corner-stones, 
and  one,  May  12, 1901,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  last  tribute 
of  love  and  respect  to  the  memory  of  R.  \  W.  \  Grand  Secretary 
"Ed"  Parmelee  who  died  M*y  10,  1901,  at  his  home  in  Denver. 
Brother  Par  melee,  through  his  long,  useful  career,  had  the  rich 
reward  of  universal  love  and  approbation. 

The  Grand  Master  had  issued  three  dispensations  for  forming 
new  Lodges  Sixteen  other  dispensations  had  been  granted,  only 
four  of  which  were  for  doing  work  out  of  time;  but,  for  reasons 
deemed  ?ood  and  sufficient,  he  had  refused  four  dispensations. 
One  of  these  four  refusals  was  in  reply  to  a  request  for  permis- 
sion to  be  given  to  a  Lodge  in  Colorado  to  confer  the  three  de- 
grees at  the  requr  st  of  a  Lodge  in  Illinois.  Permission  wap, 
however,  given  to  a  Colorado  Lodge  to  confer  the  three  degrees 
on  a  United  States  Army  Officer  stationed  at  Fort  Logan,  at  the 
request  of  a  Lodge  in  Nebraska.  In  regard  to  this  case,  the 
Giand  Master  considered  it  'clearly  an  exception  to  the  rule 
laid  down  in  Decision  203,"  which,  if  "263"  on  page  454— Ap- 
proved Decisions — is  meant,  and  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"263.  A  Lodge  U.  D.  cannot  consider  the  application  of  Breth 
ren  who  present  only   receipts  for  dues,   to  have  their  names 
placed  m  the  Charter,"  has  no  relation  to  the  case  in  point — 
—Diabolical  work  in  the  printing  office,  we  suppose,  but— if  we 
have  blundered  as  to  this  matter,  why!  correct  us. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  as  the  response  to  his  appeal  on 
behalf  of  Galveston,  a  contribution  by  the  Lodges  of  $1,409.30, 
and  for  the  sufferers  by  the  disastrous  fire  at  Jacksonville,  Fla., 
a  remittance  of  $250.00  to  Grand  Secretary  Wilber  P.  Webster 
of  Florida,  also  due  acknowledgements  of  both  of  said  contribu- 
tions. 

The  Colorado  Brethren  c:>  -e  nobly  to  the  relief  of  those  needy 
and  afflicted  Masons. 

He  submitted  the  fourteen  decisions  which  were,  doubtless 
.  conformable  to  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction. 

"Decision  No.  10."  Makes  twelve  month's  actual  residence 
of  a  prof  me  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Lolge  a  prerequisite 
to  reception  of  his  petition  by  said  Lodge. 

In  Alabaua  the  twelve  month's  residence  requiremett  refers 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge.    Perhaps  the  Colorado 
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"requirement  furnishes  additional  safe-guard  against  imposition 
of  unworthy  material. 

His  recommendations  were  for  the  most  part,  of  special  inter- 
est to  his  own  jurisdiction  alone. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  brief  report  showing  prompt 
discharge  of  official  duty  as  acting  Grand  Master  during  the 
absence  of  his  superior  officer  from  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  Recapitulation  shows  balance  on  hand 
Sept.  14, 190!,— General  Fund  $12,675.14,  Library  Fund  $1,454  60. 
BenevolentTund  $188.50. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  it  is  learned  that, 
during  the  year  Charters  had  been  granted  to  five  Lodges, 
that  three  Lodges  U.  D.  were  applying  for  Charters,  and  that  all 
the  Lodges  had  made  returns  and  paid  their  dues,  only  two  of 
them  having  been  tardy  in  paying  up,  waiting  till  Grand  Lodge 
met,  and  bringing  their  dues  with  them.  The  Grand  Secretary 
thought  that  hereafter  none  would  fail  to  be  prompt,  as  pay  • 
ments  made  later  than  the  time  prescribed  by  law  would  not  be 
included  in  the  report  for  the  year. 

In  the  list  of  "Proceedings"  received,  for  1900— 1901,  we  note 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama— 1900,  Grand  Commandery,  Ala.,  1901. 
Of  Grand  Chapter  of  Alabama,  received  Proceedings— 1899. 

When  the  afternoon  session  of  the  first  day  had  been  opened 
Past  Grand  Master,  Henry  M.  Teller,  (United  States  Senator) 
from  the  Special  Committee  regarding  the  death  of  Brother,  Presi- 
dent William  McKinley,  reported  resolutions  thereon,  which 
after  appropriate  remarks  by  distinguished  Brethren,  "were 
unanimously  adopted  br  the  brethren  rising  and  standing  with 
bowed  heads  during  the  reading  of  the  resolutions  by  Bro  L. 
N.Greenleaf." 

A  memorial  page  was  ordered  set  apart  with  a  suitable  por- 
trait of  the  late  President.    And  it  was  accordingly  so  done 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  a  timely  and  impressive  address 
on  "Brotherhood."      The  speaker's  reproduction  of    "An  old 
translation  from  the  Latin"  which   reads:    "It  is  not  so  muoh 
the  gift  of  the  lover  as  the  love  of  the  giver,"  is  pregnant  with  - 
meaning. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported,  in  part,  (for  our 
limited  spice  will  not  admit  the  entire  report)  as  follows: 

"Firrt— We  have  examined  the  voluminous  correspondence 
submitted  to  us  by  the  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master,   touching  mat- 
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ters  of  construction  of  Masonic  law  and  usa;e,  and  his  advice 
to  subordinate  Lodges  relating  to  the  same,  and  approve  and 
concur  in  the  advice  given." 

"Seventh  -As  suggested  by  the  Grand  Master  in  his  decision 
No.  7,  the  language  of  By-Law  No.  85  is  uncertain,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  making  su  sh  By-Laws  more  definite  and  certain,  we 
recommend  the  amendment  of  the  same  to  read  as  follows: 

"85  No  Lodge  shall  grant  a  dimit  except  upon  written  appli- 
cation, presented  at  a  stated  Communication,  which  applic  ition 
shall  lie  over  to  the  next  stated  Communication,  when,  if  no 
charges  have  been  preferred,  and  the  brother's  dues  have  been 
paid  to  (he  date  of  application,  the  dimit,  upon  the  affirmative  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  shall  be  ordered  and  issued. "" 

The  Grand  Lodge  amended  this  report  of  the  Committee  by 
striking  out  the  words,  "upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  present,"  and  inserting  after  the  word,  "or- 
dered," the  words,  "by  the  Worshipful  Master." 

It  is  true,  we  believe  that,  in  most  Jurisdictions,  if  not  all,  dimit s 
issue  from  the  vote  of  the  Lodge  or,  perhaps  better,  that  the 
action  of  the  Lodge  is  the  dimit;  nevertheless  the  determination 
of  the  matter,  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  carries  reason 
with  it  if  a  brother,  having  paid  up  his  dues  and  not  being  under 
any  charges  preferred,  is  entitled  to  a  dimit,  upon  his  request  in 
writing  for  the  same.  A  vote  on  the  application  seems  in  that 
event  superfluous. 

The  entire  report  of  the  Committee  as  amended  was  adopted. 
Charters  were  granted  to  two  of  the  Lodges  U.  D. 

Grand  Lecturer,  Bro.  Ernest  LeNeve  Foster  P.  G.  M.  made  a 
short  but  satisfactory  report. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  found  the  books,  accounts,  and 
vouchers  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  correct. 
Total  of  all  funds  made  balance  cash  in  hand  $14,318.14. 

The  Committee  reco  nrr ended  that  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Treasurer  be  directed  to  close  their  books  at  noon  on  Sat- 
urday preceding  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge,  each  year,  and 
that  all  monies  received  after  that  time  be  placed  in  the  returns 
and  accounts  of  the  following  year.  Report  adopted.  This  will 
spur  up  dilatory  Secretaries. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  made  a  most  appropriate  report. 

We  omit  several  things  of  interest  in  this  volume  in  order  to 
hastily  refer  to  the  report  of  a  Special  Committee  on  Benevolent 
Fund,  of  which  Bro.  Ernest  Le  Neve  Foster  was  Chairman. 
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It  will  be  noted  in  our  last  year's  report  on  Correspondence, 
tinder  Colorado,  that  a  resolution  had  been  adopted  by  the 
•Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado,  having  for  its  object  the  founding  of 
a  Masonic  Benevolent  Fund,  and  .  that  Brother  Foster  and 
two  other  brethren  were  appointed  a  Special  Committee  to 
formulate  a  plan  for  the  execution  of  the  said  project;  further, 
that  Bro.  Foster  donated  sixty  dollars,  the  amount  of  his 
expenses  as  Grand  Lecturer,  the  past  year,  as  a  nucleus  of  said 
Fund;  hence  the  report  just  referred  to,  which,  by  the  way,  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

We  preface  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  with  the 
remark  that  it  (the  Committee)  believed  the  best  method  of  dis 
pensing  Charity  was  through  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  but  as 
the  Lodges,  especially  the  small  ones,  could  not  always  meet 
the  demands  for  relief,  that  by  "a  Grand  Lodge  fund  a  tpecies 
of  insurance  is  founded  in  which  all  the  Masons  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion participate  and  the  chronic  cases  are  thus  taken  care  of  by 
the  entire  fraternity. "  Therefore  the  Committee  recommended 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution  amended  so  as  to  read  : 

"That  a  Benevolent  Fund  be  founded  to  be  a  trust  fund  to  be 
invested  for  the  benefit  of  old  or  indigent  Brothers,  their  widows 
and  orphans,  and  that  ten  per  cent  of  the  revenue  of  this  Grand 

Lodge  be  annually  transferred  to  three  Trustees  to  invest  for 
that  purpose,  the  revenue  from  the  fund  to  be  appropriated  for 
charitable  purposes  in  accordance  with  the  By  Laws  controlling 
this  fund." 

Then  was  set  forth  an  effective  89t  of  By-Laws  or  regulations 
for  the  control  and  investment  of  the  fund. 

Brother  Foster  is  evidently  in  earnest  as  to  this  matter,  and 
has  again  donated  his  expenses  as  Grand  Lecturer— this  time  for 
the  year  UK)1 — amounting  to  $40.00.  This  fund  has  grown  from 
his  nest-egg— sixty  dollars  to  $1,501,45.  The  annual  accretion 
through  the  ten  per  cent,  of  Grand  Lodge  revenues  will  soon 
make  a  very  respectable  snm  of  the  permanent  fund  for  charity. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  name  of  Past  Grand  Master  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf  as 
Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee  gives  ample  assu- 
rance of  a  very  able  paper,  verified  by  perusal  of  histeport. 

Fifty- four  volumes  of  proceedings  (3  of  them  for  2  years)  are 
reviewed  in  a  report  covering  151  pages.  Alabama,  to  our  regret 
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is  not  in  the  number  of  those  reviewed.  Why  our  Proceedings 
did  not  reach  Brother  Greenleaf,  passes  oar  knowledge. 

In  his  conclusion  he  is  pleased  to  term  the  eagerness  to  estab- 
lish Masonic  Homes,  "the  'Home'  Craze"  which  he  intimates,  is 
in  its  incipiency  in  Colorado. 

Rest  assured,  Brother,  that  such  a  '  'craze"  will  furnish  no  in- 
mates for  the  lunatic  asylum. 

He  says : 

"We  close  our  report  with  the  following  poem,  which  we  trust 
will  prove  fully  as  acceptable  to  our  readers,  as  any  extended 
prose  comment  on  questions  that  are  ever  recurring,  and  never 
definitely  settled." 

"  Live  on,  0  Masonry,  Live  on." 

"Say  not,  say  not,  that  Masonry  is  waning  in  its  power, 
Supplanted  by  the  secret  swarms  which  multiply  each  hour; 
It  hath  no  rivalry  with  these;  it  seeks  not,  but  is  sought, 
Belief  a  tenet,  not  an  end,  sole  object  of  its  thought. 
Their  single  aims  are  incidents  within  its  vast  purview, 
Which  sweeps  the  starry  universe  and  canopy  of  blue, 
Which  traverses  the  lines  of  earth,  the  flaming  sun  its  guide, 
With  sleeples  vigil  seeketh  truch  where'er  it  may  abide. 
It  sees  the  Hand  Omnipotent  which  traced  the  Grand  Design, 
And  bows  in  adoration  ere  it  graspeth  square  and  line-

With  Constitution,  By  Laws  and  approved  Decisions  appended 
to  each  volume  of  Proceedings,  there  is  no  excuse  for  fatiguing 
the  Grand  Master  with  numberless  requests  for  rulings.

CONNECTICUT. 

114th  Annual— Hartford— January,  1902. 

No.  of  Lodges  110— No.  represented  110— Affiliated  Master 
Masons  17,730 — Increase  the  past  year— 333.  No.  exempted  from 
Grand  Lodge  Dues— 4,480.  Initiated— 905,  Passed— 888,  Raised 
874,  Affiliated  55,  Reinstated  57,  Dimitted  84,  Stricken  from  Roll, 
N.  P.  D.  321,  Suspended  U.  C.  2,  and  expelled  1. 

M.\  W.\  Frederick  S.  Stevens,  Grand  Master. 

This  handsome  volume— a  model  of  neatness— bears  on  its 
initial  page  a  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Stevens,  and,  in  the  body 
of  its  pages,  portraits  of  Grand  Treasurer,  Graves  and  Grand 
Secretary,  M.  \  W.\  John  H.  Barlow,  also  Memorial  tablets  of 
the  following  Brethren,  who  have  "crossed  over,"  viz  :  Rev.  C. 
G.  Bristol,  J.  W.  Paul,  and  L.  A.  Dickinson. 

There  were  present  at  the  Grand  Communication  under  re- 
view—fifteen permanent  members,  including  twelve  Past  Grand 
Masters,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-eight  sister 
Grand  Jurisdictions,  M.  \  W.  \  F.  S.  Stevens  representing  Ala- 
bama. 

In  his  able  address  the  Grand  Master  feelingly  remembered 
the  late  Past  Grand  Secretary  Paul  who  died  March  3,  1901 , 
Past  Junior  Grand  Warden  Dickinson,  who  died  January  27, 
1801,  and  Past  Grand  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  C.  G.  Bristol,  who  died 
November  80,  1901.  He  had  caused  a  circular  letter  to  be  sent 
to  the  Lodges  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Connecticut,  and  to  the 
Grand  Lodges  in  Correspondence,  expressing  the  horror  and  de. 
testation  felt  by  all  good  men  and  Masons  on  account  of  the  as. 
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sassination  of  the  President,  Brother  Win.  McKinley.  He  also 
reported  all  the  deaths,  in  other  Jurisdictions,  of  which  he  had 
official  knowledge. 

His  vistations,  about  ten  in  number,  prepared  him  to  speak 
words  of  good  cheer  concerning  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  his 
State.  Confirmatory  of  his  estimate,  the  reports  of  the  District 
Deputies,  who  are  faithful  and  zealous,  affirm  that  the  Lodges 
with  scarcely  an  exception,  are  in  a  most  prosperous  condition. 

In  response  to  an  appeal  in  behalf  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  the 
Grand  Master  had  ordered  $200.00  to  be  immediately  forwarded 
to  the  sufferers  from  that  disastrous  fire  at  Jacksonville.  He 
trusted  his  action  would  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

He  had  granted  thirty-seven  dispensations,  for  various  pur- 
poses— twelve  of  them  for  conferring  degrees  out  of  time,  "good 
causes  having  been  shown." 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  the  appropriation  for  the 
Masonic  Veteran  Association  be  continued. 

Grand  Master  Stevens  is  a  staunch  friend  of  the  Masonic 
Home.  He  had  issued  an  appeal  to  the  Lodges  on  behalf  of  a 
pressing  need  of  the  home  for  additional  accommodations.  P. 
G.  M.  Luke  A.  Lock  wood,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
had  written  him  that  the  Home  was  now  full  No  adequate 
quarters  for  the  Superintendent  and  his  family,  and  not  enough 
rooms  for  needy  and  deserving  applicants  now  in  waiting.  The 
Board  has  begun  building  an  addition  to  the  Home  to  meet  these 
requirements.  The  cost  to  be  about  $12,000.00.  By  economical 
administration  the  Board  has  made  a  saving  of  about  $4,000.00- 
available  for  this  purpose,  leaving  $8,000.00  to  be  raised  by  con- 
tributions. It  was  believed  that,  with  proper  energy,  this1 
amount  could  be  readily  secured  among  the  Lodges.  Hence  the 
Grand  Master's  appeal.  No  decisions  were  reported  to  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  an  interesting  report  of  his 
doings  during  the  year. 

In  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  find  that  the  balance 
on  hand,  and  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $20,961.11,  and 
expenditures  reached  $13,356.66. 

The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Barlow  is  fully  up  to  the 
standard  of  his  former  excellent  reports.  How  could  it  be  other- 
wise with  that  efficient,  painstaking  officer? 
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On  the  subject  of  Clandestine  Masonry  the  Grand  Secretary 
says: 

"There  are  now  in  several  of  our  Jurisdictions  not  only  Clan- 
destine Lodges,  but  Clandestine  Grand  Lodges,  (I  do  not  refer 
to  Lodges  of  colored  Masons)  and  the  utmost  care  is  necessary  to 
guard  against  these,  not  only  against  admitoion  of  their  mem- 
bers as  visitors,  but  also  against  receiving  dimits  for  affiliation 
from  them.  All  dimits  coming  from  another  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion should  bear  the  certificate  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that 
Jurisdiction,  and  our  Lodges  issuing  dimits  to  be  deposited  in 
sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  should  send  them  to  me.  I  will  cer- 
tify to  them  and  return  free  of  expense." 

We  call  particular  attention  of  our  Lodges  to  the  foregoing, 
as  by  observance  of  the  same  trouble  and  delay  in  similar  cases 
occurring  in  Alabama  may  be  thereby  obviated.  We  will  take 
the  liberty  of  assuring  brethren  that  Grand  Secretary,  George  A. 
Beauchamp,  will  be  as  liberal  as  Brother  Barlow. 

There  are  only  two  Lodges  in  Connecticut  which  did  no  work 
last  year.  The  largest  Lodge  has  749  members;  the  smallest  29. 
Average  membership  of  the  110  Lodges,  161. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  Financial  Report  puts  the  grand  total  of 
receipts  to  January  14,  1902,  at  $13,423.50. 

The  Grand  Trustees  reported  a  balance  on  hand  January  15, 
1902.  of  $1,296  10. 

Auditing  Committee  found  "the  accounts  of  the  Grand  Sec. 
retary,  Grand  Treasurer  and  Trustees  to  agree  and  to  be  in  every 
way  correct."    Accepted . 

The  action  of  the  Grand  Master,  in  responding  to  the  Jack- 
sonville, Fla.,  appeal,  was  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Clandestine  Masoary,  affirming  the  doc- 
trine of  supreme  and  exclusive  Grand  Lodge  territorial  Jurisdic- 
tion, recommeaded  that,  for  the  protection  of  Lodges  and  Masons 
in  Conv.  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  to  issue  from  time  to 
time  a  circular  to  the  various  Lodges,  advising  them  of  the 
names  and  locations  of  such  Clandestine  Lodges. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  reporting  on  the 
use  of  the  word,  "Masonic,"  in  connection  with  business  enter 
prises,  offered  the  following  amendment  to  Sec.  29  of  "General 
Regulations:" 

"The  use  of  the  word,  Masonic,  or  any  other  word  relating  to 
Free  and  Accepted  Masonry  in  connection  with  any  business  or 
secular  matter  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  expressly  prohibited." 
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"2.  Any  Mason  exhibiting  Masonic  emblems  upon  signs, 
places  of  business,  advertisements,  cards,  flags,  or  banners,  other 
than  in  Masonic  procession,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  nnmasonic 
oondact,  and  may  be  tried  for  such  offence."  We  heartily  concur. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

On  the  subject  of  Dues  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  there  be  required  to  be  paid  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  from  each  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction,  the  sum  of  one 
dollar  for  each  member  upon  its  roll  of  membership." 

"Resolved*  Th  tt  twenty  five  percent,  of  the  amount  received 
be  appropriated  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
and  seventy  five  per  cent,  be  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  the 
"Masonic  Charity  Foundation  Fund  of  Conaecticut. 

"Resolved,  That  in  estimating  their  membership,  all  members 
may  be  deducted  who  have  been  Masons  in  good  standing  thirty 
years." 

A  fourth  resolution  requires  semi-annual  payment  of  dues,  as 
well  as  semi-annual  making  of  returns  to  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  made  a  brief  but  touchingly  elo- 
quent report . 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

A  perusal  of  the  report  on  Correspondence  by  M.\  W.\  Brother 
John  H.  Barlow,  Grand  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  will  convince  the  intelligent  reader 
that  he  must  go  far  to  find  a  better  compilation  of  Masonic  in- 
formation, or  more  judicious  comments  so  far  as  they  are  given 
expression. 

Brother  Barlow  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-six  Grand 
Bodies — domestic  and  foreign — including  Alabama — 1900  with  a 
fraternal  notice  covering  more  than  five  pages.  He  compliments 
Grand  Master  B.  D.  Williams  by  making  liberal  extracts  from 
his  adiress,  which  he  styles,  "eloquent"  and  calls  the  closing 
portion  a  "choice  gem." 

He  quotes  several  of  the  decisions  of  Grand  Master  Williams 
but  says  : 

"Most  of  which  we  think  good  law.  To  No.  16"  (exempting 
clergymen  (actively  engaged)  from  the  provision  of  the  Consti- 
tution requiring  twelve  months  residence  in  the  State  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  receiving  the  degrees)  "we  would  ask,  "Why  not 
apply  the  requirement  to  clergymen?"  "To  No.  37,  we  disagree 
as  contrary  to  common  usa?e,  as  the  Senior  Warden  in  the  ab 
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sence  of  the  Master,  we  think  had  the  right  to  call  any  brother 
to  temporarily  preside;  we  also  think  it  is  in  conflict  with  de- 
cision No.  11." 

Our  Law  Committee  and  Grand  Lodge  approved  both  of  those 
decisions,  and,  of  course  we  bow  thereto;  still  onr  private  opin- 
ion in  both  cases  coincides  with  that  of  Brother  Barlow. 

He  agrees  with  us  that  one  form  of  dimit  for  all  would  be  the 
best— so  does  Brother  Drnmmond  of  Maine.  He  quotes  us  on 
"schoolboy  recitation  of  the  impressive  ritual"  and  says  : 

"Truer  words  were  .never  spoken;"  *♦**♦.  in  that 
connection  we  beg  our  Brother  to  lay  to  the  charge  of  that  same 

p d . . . .  the  error  in  our  quotation  from  Cowper.     We  had 

written,  "Words  learned  by  rote  a  parrot  may  rehearse,"  &c, 
but  the  said  d printed  it,  "Words  learned  by  note,  &c.  (Ital- 
ics ours.) 

He  quotes  our  copy  of  a  Georgia  decision,  that  was  as  follows : 
"A  Lodge  charges,  tries,  and  convicts  a  member— an  appeal  is 
made  to  the  Grand  Lodge — the  Grand  Lodge  grants  a  new  trial 
with  change  of  ^nue."  (Tn  A  labama  Masonry  no  change  of  venue 
is  permissible— Edicts  of  Decisions,  p  68.)  "And  th*  trial  Lodge 
acquits  the  accused.  He  is  restored  to  membership  in  his  own 
Lodge  *  *  *  *.,  and  also  cites  our  comment  thereon,  which 
was,  "This  decision  does  not  inform  us  what  the  sentence  was— 
suspension  or  expulsion,  in  all  probability.  Here  in  Alabama  no 
power  but  his  Lodge  could  restore  him  to  membership  therein. 
Grand  Lodge  could  restore  him  to  good  standing  as  an  unaffil- 
iated MasoD,  but  no  more."    Whereupon  Brother  Barlow  eays: 

"When  the  Grand  Lodge  granted  a  new  trial,  it  set  aside  the 
former  sentence,  so  that  there  was  no  restoration;  as  the  brother 
was  acquitted,  he  is  in  good  standing  in  his  Lodge. . ' 

Generally  speaking,  our  good  Brother,  is,  in  this  matter,  tech- 
nically correct,  but  Masonry  is  a  law  unto  itself.  While  in 
Georgia  or  Connecticut,  his  view  would,  doubtless,  work  all. 
right,  here  such  conclusion  would  be  in  direct  conflict  with  Rale 
19,  Art.  vii  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama 
which  reads  as  follows  :  "Rule  19.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  re- 
verse the  decision  of  a  Subordinate  Lodge,  whereby  a  brother  is 
suspended  or  expelled,  but  such  renewal  shall  in  no  ca&"  (italics 
ours)  restore  the  accused  to  membership  in  the  Lodge  from 
which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled,  without  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  Communication . ' 
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It  mast  be  noticed  that  he  was  not  acquitted  by  his  own  Lodge. 

Quoting,  under  Maine,  our  opposition  to  the  admission  of  Ro- 
manists, in  which  we  had  said.  "Let  all  such  remain  outside. 
Receiving  them  into  onr  Lodges  would  be  to  "lead  them  into 
temptation"  as  well  as  to  incur  great  risk  on  our  own  part," 
Brother  Barlow  says : 

"Our  experience  leads  us  to  concur  in  his  opinion."  He  does 
not,  however,  concur  with  us  as  to  the  expulsion  of  an  atheist, 
but  says  under  Pennsylvania  that  he  fully  approves  Brother 
Lamber  ton's  view,  in  which  that  esteemed  Brother's  words  were 
as  follows : 

"We  are  surprised  at  our  Brother's  views  under  Indiana  as  to 
an  Atheist  withdrawing  from  his  Lodge.  When  the  Brother 
referred  to  was  made  a  Mason,  he  must  have  been  a  believer  in 
God,  and  now  that  he  has  had  the  great  misfortune  to  lose  his 
faith  in  his  Creator,  and,  as  an  honest  man  withdraws,  or  asks 
to  withdraw,  our  Brother  Titcomb  would  hurl  Charity  to  the 
winds  and  expel  the  Brother.  Our  sorrow  would  not  permit  this, 
for  an  atheist  is  of  all  men  most  miserable  and  greatly  to  be  pit- 
ied. A  greater  calamity  than  to  lose  faith  in  one's  Maker  we 
cannot  imagine." 

To  find  that,  on  most  points,  we  are  in  accord  with  Brother 
Barlow,  is  both  a  pleasure  to  us  as  well  as  a  good  intellectual 
tonic. 

We  had  marked  several  passages,  in  this  fine  report  for  notice, 
but — time  is  up. 

Many  thanks  for  kind  words  about  our  report,  Brother  Barlow

Gillot— 1899,  Jenaro  Rucavado— 1900,  Manuel  Aragon— 1901, 
and  Ricardo.Mara  F.— 1902,  also  with  a  portrait  of  Grand  Sec- 
retary, Edmond  A.  Osborne— 1899— 1902. 
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All  the  proceedings  of  this  young  Grand  Lodge,  reported  in- 
said  pamphlet,  were  conducted  with  quiet  dignity  and  courtesy. 

At  this  juncture,  instead  of  further  commenting  on  the  trans- 
actions of  said  Grand  Lodge,  we  shall  content  ourselves  with  the 
giving  of  an  assurance  to  that  Grand  bxly  that,  just  as  soon  as 
it  can  clearly  den  onstrate  its  independence  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Sovereign  Inspectors  General  of  Central  America  33d, 
the  "glad  hand'' of  recognition  will,  no  doubt,  be  extended  to 
it  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

The  said  Supreme  Council  now  claims  sovereignty  over  the 
Lodges  composing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica.

CUBA. 

On  the  eve  of  closing  our  reports  we  have  reached  a  tastefully 
executed  volume  of  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Isle 
of  Cuba— 1901— 1T02.  Lick  of  familiarity  wit*  the  Spanish 
tongue  incapacitates  us  for  reviewing  tb-  rCcec dings 

any  degree  of  satisfaction ;  we,  however,  gather  that    the  An- 
nual Communication  (Session  Annual)  was  held  March  23d,  1902. 

M.a.  W.\  Jose  Ferdinandez  Pel  Ion,  Grand  Master.  Grand 
Representatives  of  thirty -seven  Jurisdictions  were  present — 
twenty- two  of  these  being  from  the  United  States. 

We  avail  ourselves  of  the  Engtish  version  of  Grand  Master 
Pellon's  address,  in  order  to  furnish  our  readers  with  a  glimpse 
of  the  elevated  tone  of  said  address.  On  the  condition  of  Ma- 
sonry in  the  Island,  the  Grand  Master  says: 

"Leaving  out  the  past  and  referring  solely  to  the  year  under 
review,  I  state  with  eminent  satisfaction  that,  excepting  some 
minor  differences  in  individual  Lodge,  a  uniform  spirit  of  order, 
harmony,  cordiality  and,  in  some  instances,  of  progress  and  en- 
thusiasm has  reigned  in  the  Lodges  pertaining  to  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Cuba,  a  condition  not  only  creditable  to  the  respective 
Lodges  but  also  to  the  country  in  which  they  exist.  All  the 
Lodges  have  observed  the  laws  and  have  abided  by  the  decisions 
of  the  Grand  Master,  and  when  one  of  them  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  latter  had  transgressed  beyond  the  limits  of  his  attri- 
butes, this  Grand  Lodge  was  respectfully  appealed  to  for  advice, 
and  here  the  respective  point  was  fully  discussed  by  yourselves 
with  the  breadth  of  view  and  the  impartiality  that  must  ever 
guide  our  conduct,  and  you  not  only  approved  by  unanimity  the 
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decision,  bat  the  brother]  who  spoke  in  behalf  of  that  Lodge 
did  so  in  the  most  respectful  and  fraternal  terms,  thus  exempli- 
fying a  degree  of  union  and  discipline  that,  for  as,  may  well  be 
a  matter  of  gratification  and  pride."    *    *    *    * 

"Onr  laws,  the  result  of  study,  meditation  and  long  and  faith- 
ful experience,  have  been  closely  and  faithfully  observed  by  all 
the  Lodges,  perhaps  with  some  slight  and  excusable  exception, 
and  when  some  doubtful  pcint  gave  rise  to  difference  of  opinion, 
as  happened  in  reference  to  the  right  of  Jurisdiction  of  the  Re- 
xnedias  and  Caibarien  Lodge— as  over  candidates  residing  in 
Yaguajay,  the  reasons  for  and  against  the  interested  parties 
were  calmly  heard,  the  Grand  Master  decided  in  favor  of  one, 
the  other  discreetly  and  respectfully  adducing  fresh  facts,  ap- 
pealed, and  the  Grand  Master,  thereby  convinced,  reversed  his 
decision,  whereupon  San  Juan  Lodge  *of  Cabarien  acquiesced 
with  good  grace,  therein  serenely  doing  their  duty  and  respect- 
ing the  rights*  of  others. "      ******* 

"Cuban  Masons  have  known  how  to  discharge  the  d ities  of 
their  institution,  increasing  fraternity  among  mankind,  practic- 
ing charity  and  lending  co  operation  and  help  to  every  noble  and 
deserving  cause." 

The  Grand  Master  paid  high  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the 
late  President  of  the  United  States,  Brother  Wm .  McKinley. 

In  a  circular  sent  out  to  the  Lodges  he  called  attention,  among 
other  things,  to  the  strict  prohibition  against  the  discussion  of 
political  and  religious  qustions  in  the  Lodge  rooms,  (Ancient 
Limits  and  Precepts)  and  had  reminded  Masters  of  Lodges  of 
their  duty  to  energetically  repress  brothers  who,  ignorant  of  said 
Precepts,  or  imbued  with  wrong  ideas,  blind  with  political  pas- 
sion or  religious  prejudices,  may  carry  into  the  quiet  precincts 
of  the  Lodge,  neutral  ground  in  man's  strifes,  the  discussion  of 
such  matt  era,  prohibited  by  Masonic  law  and  unbecoming  our 
aims."       *********** 

The  Grand  Master's  concluding  paragraph  was  the  following: 

"And,  as  good  Masons,  let  us  implore,  in  these  critical  mo- 
ments of  the  history  of  our  country,  on  the  eve  of  the  birth  of 
a  people  destined  by  natural  instinct  to  work  for  the  preservation 
and  defense  of  its  personality,  which  indeed  is  a  beautiful  ideal 
neither  in  conflict  with  human  solidarity  nor  at  variance  with 
the  universal  brotherhood  which  we  proclaim,  let  u*  implore,  I 
repeat,  the  help  of  the  Divine  Creator,  the  Sublime  Architect  of 
the  Worlds,  in  order  that  He  may  preserve  in  us  Faith,  and  with 
it,  Charity  and  Hope. " 

The  next  Annual  will  be  held,  March  22,  1903,  in  Havana.

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DELAWARE. 

95th  Annual— Wilmington— October,  1901. 

21  Lodges— Membership  2,864— Net  Gain  44. 
M.  \  W.#.  Joseph  Stnart,  Grand  Master. 

Present— eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  one  hundred  five  other 
Permanent  Members  and  twenty-seven  Grand  Representatives, 
Alabama's  mouthpiece  not  being  of  the  number. 

The  M.\  W. ".  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsyl: 
vania  and  other  distinguished  visitors  from  Pensylvania  and 
from  New  Jersey,  were  appropriately  received  and  welcomed. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  stated  that  thirty-seven  of 
the  brethren  in  the  Delaware  Jurisdiction  had  died  during  the 
year. 

Speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  he  announces  that  a 
"healthy  and  vigorous  growth  has  been  made  in  nearly  all  the 
Lodges." 

Deeming  the  following  decisions  sufficiently  important  to  be 
reported,  he  submitted  them;  they  are  as  follows: 

First,  "I  decided  that  a  candidate,  having  been  elected  in  a 
Lodge,  and  being  temporarily  located  in  another  Jurisdiction, 
could  not.ieceive  his  first  degree  in  another  Lodge." 

Second,  "I  decided  that  a  church  is  a  society,  and  as  such  can- 
not occupy  a  Lodge  room,  which  has  been  dedicated  and  conse- 
crated to  Masonic  uses . " 

The  third  decision  was  elicited  by  the  following: 

''One  year  ago  X.  Y.  Z.  petitioned Lodge  to  become  a 

Mason,  the  committee  reported  favorably,  but  he  received  t  wo 
black  balls  in  the  Lodge.  The  two  who  voted  against  him  ac- 
knowledged afterwards  that  they  made  up  their  minds  that  he 
should  not  be  made  a  Mason  for  reasons  best  known  to  them- 
selves." 

At 'the  end  of  a  year  X.  Y.  Z.  again  made  application,  and 
was  well  recommended. 

The  decision  in  answer  to  question  as  to  right  of  entertaining 
said  petitiDn,  was  that  if  the  applicant  claimed  residence  within 

the  Jurisdiction  of Lodge,  they  could  go  ahead  and  refer 

to  committee  and  take  a  ballot  on  the  petition. 

We  have  referred  to  the  last  decision  for  no  other  reason  than 
that  it  furnishes  another  occasion  to  score  brethren  who  disre- 
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gard  their  duty  in  respect  of  maintaining  the  secrecy  of  the 
ballot.  Evidently  those  two  members  who  cast  the  black  balls, 
did  so  to  gratify  personal  ill  will — itself  an  act  grossly  errone- 
ous, but  with  that  matter  we  do  not  concern  ourselves  here:  we 
merely  affirm  the  law  of  the  Craft  that  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot 
shall  not  be  violated.  Under  his  tenure  neither  of  the  two 
members  referred  to  could  rightfully  disclose  the  nature  of  his- 
ballot  to  any  one.  A  pointed  lecture  in  said  Lodge,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Masonic  duty  in  this  connection,  would  have  been  oppor- 
tune. 

During  the  year  the  Grand  Master  visited  all  the  Lodges  in 
his  Jurisdiction,  with  pleasure  to  himself  and  profit  to  the  fra- 
ternity. 

He  commended  the  work  of  the  Lodges  of  Instruction. 

He  recommended  restoration  of  fraternal  relations  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington. 

In  his  conclusion  he  emphasized  the  -needfulnees  of  guarding 
well  the  "outer  door." 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Benjamin  F.  Bar- 
tram,  showed  that  returns  had  been  received  from  all  the  Lodge* 
in  the  State,  and  that  examination  of  the  same  had  revealed  the 
healthy  condition  of  the  Fraternity;— that  the  Masons  of  Dela- 
ware bad  contributed  $100.00  to  relief  of  Galveston  brethren, 
and  that  his  total  receipts  for  the  year  had  amounted  to  $1,439.60, 
all  of  which  had  been  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  last  named  officer  had  on  hand,  after  all  disbursements,  a 
cash  balance  of  $1,532.50. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Charity  Fund  reported  balance  on 
hand,  $1,661.70,  "with  accrued  interest  from  Jan.  1,  1001,  at  4% 
per  annum. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Delaware  wisely  provides  against  emer- 
gencies which  may  arise  by  keeping  in  the  treasury  a  Reserve 
Fund,  amounts  to  nearly  $2,000.00. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  Address  approved  all 
of  his  decisions  except  the  first,  viz:  that  one  which  denied  the 
right  of  a  candidate,  having  been  elected  in  a  Lodge  and  being 
temporarily  located  in  another  Jurisdiction,  to  receive  his  first 
degree  in  another  Lodge.  That  decision  the  committee  disap- 
proved. 

We  are  inclined  to  agree  with  the  committee  in  its  dissent. 

The  same  committee  also  disproved  the  Grand  Master's  recom- 
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inundation  that  free  fraternal  relations  be  returned  win  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington. 

The  entire  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted  with  the  ex- 
ception of  its  disapproval  of  Decision  No.  1.  The  Grand  Lodge, 
on  that  first  ruling  sustained  the  Grand  Master. 

"P.  G.  M.,  J.  Harmer  Rile  submitted  the  following  preamble 
and  resolutions,"  which  were  adopted:

PREAMBLE  AND  RESOLUTIONS. 


"Whereas,  The  Past  Master's  Degree  belongs  essentially  to 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge 
A.  F.  and  A.  M.  of  Delaware,  that  the  Past  Master's  Degree 
should  only  be  conferred  upon  a  Mason  who  has  been  duly 
elected  to  preside  over  a  legally  constituted  Lodge  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons.    Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  M.  \  W.'.  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of 
Delaware  asserts  and  assumes  its  right  to  control  absolutely  the 
conferring  of  the  Past  Master's  Degree  in  the  Masonic  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Delaware.    And  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of 
Delaware  requires  that  each  Master- elect  shall  have  the  Past 
Master's  degree  conferred  upon  him,  separately  and  alone,  in  a 
Lodge  of  actual  Past  Masters,  duly  assembled  for  that  purpose, 
before  he  can  be  installed  Master. 

The  foregoing  resolutions  will,  do  doubt,  excite  remark,  both 
pro.  and  con.  We  have  heretofore  ventured  to  intimate  that  the 
P.  M.  Degree  in  the  chapter  looks  lonesome,  like  a  cat  in  a 
strange  garret,  and  that  the  natural  place  for  the  degree  is  in 
Symbolic  Masonry.  We,  nevertheless,  leave  the  settlement  of 
this  pregnant  question  to  wiser  heads  than  ours. 

The  Grand  Lodge  rose  to  its  feet  and  remained  standing  during 
the  reading  of  a  touching  memorial  on  the  death  of  our  late 
Brother  William  McKinley,  President  of  the  United  States 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Ever  lucid,  concise,  discriminating,  the  reports  of  Brother 
Li.  H.  Jackson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
are  always  welcome  visitors  to  our  table.  Within  the  compass 
of  eighty-two  pages  he  succinctly  reviews  the  Proceedings  of  all 
English  speaking  Grand  Lodges— except  Rhode  Island— includ- 
ing Alabama  1900,  which  receives  a  courteous  notice  (one  page) 
highly  appreciated.

"Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb  presented  a  splendid  Report  on 
Correspondence,  covering  185  pages;  a  great  credit  to  himself 
and  an  honor  to  his  Grand  Lodge." 

That  is  high  praise,  indeed.  May  we  be  enabled  to  justify  it 
in  our  efforts  to  serve  the  Craft!

From  "Statement  of  the  Financial  Condition  of  the  Constit- 
uent Lodges,  September  30,  1901,"  we  glean  the  following: 

Total  balance  in  Treasurer's  hands $29,189.73 

expended  for  Charity % .  .4,283.25 

Assets  (including  $24,047.55,  Charity  Fund)  $151,551.46. 

Three  Lodges,  viz :  "Federal,"  "Hope,"  and  "Pentalpha,"  have 
all  of  said  Charity  Fund  credited  to  them. 

A  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Standiford  adorns  the  first  page 
of  this  volume  of  Proceedings. 

February  25, 1901,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  last  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of 
the  late  Grand  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committeey 
William  Reynolds  Singleton. 

April  29,  1901,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exemplifying  the  several  degrees.  This  done,  the  Grand 
Master  on  resuming  his  station,  congratulated  the  Grand  Leo- 
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tnrer  and  the  degree  officers  on  the  excellence  of  their  work,  and 
on  the  interest  therein  manifested  by  large  attendance  from  Con- 
stituent Lodges. 

The  Semi- Annual  Communication  was  held  May  8, 1001.  The 
address  of  the  Grand  Master,  at  this  meeting  was  chiefly  of  in- 
terest to  the  brethren  of  his  Jurisdiction  alone,  but  he  warmly 
commended  to  the  sympathy  of  his  brethren,  the  sufferers  by 
the  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  fire.  The  sum  of  $260.00  was  appropri- 
ated for  their  relief. 

A  Charter  was  granted  to  Wm.  R.  Singleton  Lodge  U.  D. 

An  able  report  from  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  formed 
the  principal  subject  of  interest  at  this  Semi- Annual.  We  can 
but  notice  cursorily  this  report  which  merits  close  attention. 

No.  1.  The  Committee  had  under  consideration  a  resolution 
adopted  in  December,  1900,  but,  January  31,  1001,  referred  to  the 
Committee  for  consideration  and  report.  The  resolution  reads  as 
follows  : 

"Be&olved,  That  the  names  of  all  Grand  Representatives  near 
this  Grand  Lodge  from  countries  where  Grand  Lodges  do  not 
exist  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  Grand  Representatives." 

The  Committee,  since  there  could  be  no  question  as  to  the  va- 
lidity of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  British  Columbia,  Canada,  Eng- 
i  i  and,  Italy,  Manitoba,  New  South  Wales,  New  Zealand, 
Nova  Scotia,  (New  Brunswick?)  Porto  Rico,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  Quebec,  Scotland,  and  Western  Australia,  did  not  take 
these  into  consideration.  As  to  ''the  balance  of  this  subject," 
the  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that,  the  care  and  attention 
it  deserved  requiring  "investigation  of  records  and  reports,  cor- 
respondence of  some  extent,  discussion  of  disputed  points,  &c,"  a 
special  committee  of  three  with  full  powers  to  make  prompt  and 
careful  investigation  of  the  whole  subject,  and  to  report  at  the 
earliest  practicable  moment,  should  be  appointed. 

No.  2.  The  Grand  Master  having  requested  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee  to  enquire  into  the  status  of  the  Mexican  Grand 
Lodges,  it  recommended  reference  of  the  same  to  said  Special 
Committee. 

No.  3.  The  application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  for 
recognition  was  recommended  to  take  the  same  direction,  since 
the  Law  Committee  was  not  fully  satisfied  in  regard  to  the  last 
named  Grand  Lodge. 

No.  4.  The  Committee  having  before  it  the  request  of  the 
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Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  for  exchange  of  Representatives, 
recommended,  while  it  refrained  from  expressing  any  opinion 
on  this  matter,  that  final  report  thereon  be  deferred  until  the 
Annual  Communication  in  December. 

Nos.  1,  2  and  3  were  referred  back  to  the  Committee. 

No.  4,  deferring  final  action  on  requsst  of  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington  until  the  Grand  Annual  in  December,  was  approved. 
So  was  No.  5,  recommending  indefinite  postponement  of  the 
matter  suggested  in  a  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Switzerland  "Alpina." 

No.  6  was  based  op  a  correspondence  between  the  M.\  W.  \ 
Grand  Master  and  the  W.  M.  of  one  of  the  constituent  Lodges. 
The  questions  calling  for  decision,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee, may  be  reduced  to  one  interrogatory,  viz  :  Has  the  Mas- 
ter of  a  Lodge  the  right  to  require  one  of  its  members  to  leave 
the  Lodge  room?"  The  Committee  carefully  elaborated  the 
question,  citing  authorities  in  reach,  and  made  three  recommen " 
dations  on  the  subject : 

"1.  When  balloting  for  a  candidate  it  is  the  duty  of  each  mem- 
ber to  cast  his  ballot.  It  is  not  in  the  power  of  the  Worshipful 
Master  or  the  Lodge  to  excuse  him." 

"2.  Should  he  persist  in  declining  to  vote,  the  Worshipful 
Master  then  and  there  should  suspend  the  further  taking  of  the 
ballot,  and  direct  that  charges  be  formulated  against  the  offend- 
ing brother,  and  that  he  oe  tried,  and  if  found  guilty  he  be  dis- 
ciplined." 

"3.  That  in  balloting  for  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  or  for 
affiliation,  when  the  Worshipful  Master  has  once  announced  the 
result  of  the  ballot  as  disclosed  by  a  correct  inspection  of  the 
ballot-box.  it  is  not  within  hi  *  power  to  order  the  ballot  to  be 
retaken;  the  petition  must  take  the  course  prescribed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  Constitution." 

Of  these  three  recommendations  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted 
the  first,  disapproved  the  second,  and  adopted,  in  place  of  the 
third,  the  following  substitute; 

"That  in  balloting  for  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  or  for  affil- 
iation, when  it  shall  have  been  definitely  determined  that  an 
irregularity  has  occurred  in  the  ballot,  the  ballot  shall  be  imme- 
diately retaken,  even  if  the  result  of  said  ballot  has  been  an- 
nounced." 

On  the  principle,  it  may  be  supposed,  that  it  is  never  too  late  to 
correct  an  error. 
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Several  matters  of  interest  we  leave  unnoticed  lest  oar  report 
may  be  spun  oat  at  too  great  length. 

A  Special  Communication  was  held  May  28,  1901,  for  the  par- 
pose  of  dedicating  the  hall  of  Wm.  R.  Singleton  Lodge,  and  con- 
stituting said  Lodge. 

September  26,  1901,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  "  Christian  and 
Eleanora  Ruppert  Home,"  near  Anacosta. 

Another  Special  Communication  was  held,  September  30, 1901, 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  Past  Grand  Master,  Edward  H.  Cham- 
berlin.  \ 

Again,  October  23,  1901,  a  Special  Communication  was  held, 
with  impressive  ceremonial,  for  the  purpose  of  unveiling  and 
dedicating  the  statue  of  the  late  Brother  Albert  Pike,  erected  by 
the  "Supreme  Council,"  at  the  intersection  of  Indiana  Avenue 
and  Third  and  D  Streets,  N.  W. 

ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION. 

The  91st  Annual  was  opened  Dec.  4,  1901,  with  M  \  W.\  Harry 
Standiford,  Grand  Master,  in  the  Chair.  Eleven  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters graced  the  occasion  with  their  presence,  and  Representatives 
of  twenty  sister  Grand  Lodges  answered  to  their  names  Alabama'* 
not  included,  but  we  note  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Special  Com- 
munication, December  19,  1901,  that  commissions  have  been 
issued  to  Brothers  Francis  J.  Woodman  and  John  B.  Lyons — the 
former  as  Grand  Representative  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  lat- 
ter as  Grand  Representative  of  the  District  of  Columbia  near  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  covering  about  forty -nine 
pages  is  a  complete  report  of  his  official  acts,  and  indeed  is  a  very 
valuable  document.  What  views  soever  he  takes,  are  expressed 
with  clearness  and  force.  His  tributes  to  the  memory  of  de- 
parted Brethren— notably  to  the  worth  of  the  late  Grand  Secre- 
retary,  Wm.  R.  Singleton,  also  of  Past  Grand  Master  Edward 
H.  Chamberlin,  and  of  President  of  the  United  States,  Brother 
William  McKinley,  are  noble  specimens  of  Masonic  sympathy. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  his  appointment  of  Brother  A.  W. 
Johnston  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Grand  Secretary  William 
R.  Singleton,  also  his  appointment  of  Brother  George  W.  Biard 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
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His  several  decisions  were  no  doubt  conformable  to  the  laws 
of  his  Jurisdiction. 

He  had  granted  eleven  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  oat  of 
time.  'In  every  case  where  dispensation  was  granted  to  confer 
degrees,  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  was  directed  to  see  that  every 
Tesident  member  of  the  Lodge  was  notified  of  the  proposed  ac- 
tion, and  that  the  proficiency  of  the  petitioner  in  the  preceding 
degree  was  vouched  for." 

A  question  of  jurisdiction  having  eprung  up  between  the 
Grand  Masters  of  District  of  Columbia  and  Pennsylvania,  occa- 
sioned an  extended  correspondence  between  them.  These  let- 
ters, including  several  from  Lodge  W.  M's.  and  Secretaries, 
number  about  twenty-five — some  "short  and  sweet/'  others  em- 
ulating in  length  the  "moral  law."  We  have  interested  our- 
selves in  this  correspondence,  and  have  found  that  the  whole 
matter  hinges  upon 'answer  to  the  question,  "Where  is  a  man's 
residence?" 

Briefly,  the  following  is  what  gave  rise  to  this  controversy: 

"Mr. filed  his  petition  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  Feb. 

11,  1901,  in Lodge,  No. ,  District  of  Columbia,  was 

initiated  March  20,  1901,  and  passed  April  19,  1901,  and  will  be 

due  for  the  Master  Mason  Degree,  May  17th."    Said  Mr.  

was  claimed  as  belonging  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  a  certain  Lodge 
in  Pennsylvania.  Grand  Master  Standiford  contended  that  the 
•said  party  had  removed  to  Washington,  declared  his  intention  to 
make  that  city  his  permanent  home,  brought  his  family  thither, 
sent  his  children  to  the  Washington  schools,  and  had  purchased 

-a  house  to  live  in  at  No.  — , street  N.  W.,  and  had  engaged 

in  business  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

Grand  Master  Wagner  claimed  that  the  said  party  was  a  resi- 
dent of  Pennsylvania,  had  a  summer  home  there,  and  had  re- 
turned to  Pennsylvania  at  election  times  to  vote,  and  had  been 
sent  as  a  delegate  to at  Harrisburg. 

The  views  of  the  two  Grand  Masters,  while  courteously  ex 
pressed,  are  extremely  divergent.  This  question  of  "residence' 
is,  perhaps,  a  nice  one,  but  it  seems  to  us  that  wherever  a  man 
has  secured  an  abode  for  himself  and  family  and  declared  his 
purpose  to  make  that  his  permanent  home — where,  to  use  a 
homely  expression,  he  "has  his  washing  done,"  there  is  his  resi- 
dence.   With  great  respect  for  the  opinion  of  Grand  Master 
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Wagner,  we  etill  think  that  the  views  of  Grand  Master  Standi- 
ford  on  this  matter,  are  sound. 

The  Grand  Master  referred  the  subject  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  for  report. 

He  recommended  the  revision  of  the  Constitution  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  better  arrangement  of  subjects,  and  for  removal 
of  conflict  between  different  parts.  His  other  recommendations 
we  cannot  stop  to  notice. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  recommended  interchange  of 
Representatives  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington;  also 
unanimously  approved  the  position  taken  by  Grand  Master 
Standiford  in  regard  to  the  question  of  Jurisdiction  raised  be- 
tween bis  own  Jurisdiction  and  that  of  Pennsylvania;  as  to 
Costa  Rica  and  Mexico,  the  Committee  desired  and  received  fur- 
ther time  for  investigation.    Report  concurred  in. 

On  December  19,  1901,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  to 
do  honor  to  the  memory  of  the  late  R.  .  W.\  Brother  Willian? 
Reynolds  Singleton,  Grand  Secretary.  Most  tasteful  and  elabo- 
rate preparations  had  been  made.  One's  attention  is  especially 
attracted  to  the  fact  that,  in  the  rear  of  the  platform,  over  the 
portrait  of  the  venerable  Grand  Secretary,  his  name  shone  forth 
in  electric  lights.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  impressive  exercises, 
which  embraced  touchingly  eloquent  addresses  by  the  Grand 
Master  and  other  eminent  brethren,  and  a  memorial  report, 
"Amid  the  solemn  strains  of  the  Nunc  Dimittis"  sung  by  the 
quartette,  the  lights  forming  the  name  of  our  departed  brother 
were  gradually  dimmed  and  then  extinguished,  and  the  exercises 
were  closed." 

A  fit  emblem  of  the  going  out  of  the  light  of  a  life  so  dear  to 
more  than  6,000  Masons,  so  full  of  knowledge,  wisdom  and  no- 
bility that  its  like  may  not  soon  appear  again. 

The  Installation  Communication  was  held  December  27,  1901. 
At  this  Communication  the  report  of  the  Library  Committee 
was  received  and  adopted.  The  Library  at  present  contains 
3,410  books.     Asmall  amount  was  appropriated  for  its  use. 

Committee  on  Accounts  reported  total  receipts  as  $22,843.87. 
Excess  of  receipts  over  expenditures  $6,953.15.  Total  assets 
$21,365.65.     Assets  over  liabilities  $20,719.11 . 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  a  short  roport  which 
was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Past  Grand  Master  Noble  D.  Larner  the  invita 
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tion  of  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  Alpina  to  send  delegates  to 
a  universal  Congress  of  Free  Masons,  to  be  held  at  Geneva  in 
September,  1902,  was  declined. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  salary  was  raised  from  $1,000.00  per 
annum  to  $1,200.    A  well  merited  increase,  without  doubt. 

After  his  installation  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  according 
to  custom,  made  a  short  but  impressive  address. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  George  W.  Baird,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  submitted  his  second  report,  it  being 
on  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges,  covering  about 
one  hundred  sixteen  pages,  including  a  nearly  two-page  cour- 
teous notice  of  Alabama,  1900.  Of  Grand  Master  B.  D.  Wil- 
liams' address  he  says: 

"The  formal  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  fine  literary 
production  and  a  mine  of  Masonic  information.  He  rendered 
sixty  decisions"  He  copies  ten  of  them,  as  "differing  from  our" 
{their)  "own  practice."  He  commends  Bro.  H.  S.  D.  Mallory's 
report  on  the  case  of  a  Lodge  who  failed  to  discipline  a  brother 
for  profane  and  grossly  insulting  language  in  presence  of  ladies. 

He  ignores  our  report  on  correspondence. 

M.\  W\.  Brother  Baird  has  given  his  readers  a  very  interest- 
ing report.  His  review  of  Belgium  makes  us  glad  that  we  are 
not  in  fraternal  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  that 
country.  And,  as  to  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt,  Bro. 
Baird  has  given  us  an  eye-opener.  If  said  National  Grand 
Lodge  confers  97  degrees,  we  would  like  to  investigate  further 
before  establishing  friendly  relations  with  it,  notwithstanding 
Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Edward  Letchworth  of  the  United 
•Grand  Lodge  of  England  had  informed  us  that  such  relations 
subsisted  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  the  Egyp- 
tian Grand  Body . 

Brother  Baird's  answer  to  the  question  as  to  "two  sets  of  offi- 
cers" at  the  same  time,  must,  we  think,  have  satisfied  Brother 

Mock  of  Idaho, We  surely  must  stop.    So,  a  kindly  farewell 

for  the  present,  Brother.

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ENGLAND. 

Quarterly  Communication— London— Dec,  1901. 
R.*.  W.*.  Geo.  Richards,  as  Grand  Master. 

One  hundred  thirteen  Past  Grand  Officers  were  present  on  the 
occasion  in  question.  The  business  transacted  was  mostly  of 
local  interest.  The  Duke  of  Connanght  was  again  nominated 
as  Grand  Master,  and  his  nomination  seemed  to  be  universally 
acceptable.  The  veteran  Bro.  John  Barlow  was  again  made 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  Bro.  James  Henry  Matthews  wss  reap- 
pointed President  of  the  Board  of  Benevolence.  Appointment 
of  Bro.  Matthews  to  that  important  position  furnishes  a  guar- 
anty of  the  wise  and  successful  administration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  Charities. 

During  Sept.,  October  and  November  relief  to  the  amount  of 
$12,185.00  was  bestowed  npon  the  needy  and  suffering. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  made  by  its 
able  President,  Bro.  Richard  Loveland  — Loveland,  is  especially 
interesting  to  us  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  and  most  heartily 
appreciated  as  another  link  in  the  chain  of  brotherly  love  which 
binds  together  all  regular  Freemasons  of  what  land  soever,  be- 
cause of  the  following: 

"The  Board  has  further  to  report  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Grand  Lodge  would  not  meet  until  the  4th  of  December,  it  some 
time  since  passed  a  resolution  authorizing  the  transmission,  to 
all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  of  America,  of  copies 
of  the  following  resolution  agreed  to  by  the  Board  on  the  15th 
October  last:— 

"That  this  Board  of  General  Purposes  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons  of  England,  tenders,  through  the  several  Grand  Lodges 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  profound  sympathy  of 
English  Freemasons  with  their  American  Brethren,  in  the  loss 
sustained  through  the  untimely  death  of  the  highly  esteemed 
and  moch  beloved  President  of  the  United  States,  His  Excel- 
lency. Brother  William  McKialey.  The  Board  further  desires 
to  place  on  record  the  horror  and  detestation  with  which  every 
Freemason  regards  the  crime  of  the  assassin  and  the  teachings 
which  prompted  it. " 

The  Board  had  recently  been  called  upon  to  adjudicate  in  re- 
gard to  the  installation  as  W.  Master  of  Brethren  whose  service 
in  the  Wardens'  chairs  had  not  been  of  sufficient  duration  to 
qualify  them  for  election.  In  connection  therewith  the  Board 
had  passed  the  two  resolutions  following: — 
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"1st.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  the  service  of  Warden- 
tinder  Rale  130  must  be  in  regard  of  one  of  the  Warden's  chairs, 
either  Senior  or  Junior,  for  one  complete  year,  from  the  period 
of  investment." 

"2d.  That  the  officers  appointed  by  the  W.  Master  remain  the 
officers  until  the  next  installation  of  a  W.  Master  in  the  Lodge." 

A  London  Lodge  appealed  aainst  a  decision  of  the  Bd.  of 
Gen.  Pur.  in  which  it  was  ruled  that  the  election  of  a  certain 
Brother  was  void,  and  the  question  now  raised  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  was,  whether  a  Brother  who  had  not  served  the  full 
period,  either  as  Senior  or  Junior  Warden,  but  had  served  eight 
months  in  each  of  the  two,  said  offices,  was  eligible  for  the 
Chair. 

The  Grand  Registrar  ably  supported  his  motion  to  dismiss  the 
appeal.  With  cogent  suggestions  a  member  of  the  minority  of 
said  Board,  on  that  question,  opposed  the  Grand  Registrar's  mo- 
tion to  dismiss,  and  moved  to  amend  by  sustaining  the  appeal. 

The  interesting  discussion  which  transpired,  resulted  in  the 
passage  of  the  motion  to  amend,  by  a  vote  of  364  for  sustaining 
the  appeal,  and  289  for  dismissal. 

The  listed  contributions  of  the  Lodges  for  Benevolence 
amounted  to  $7,880.64  for  the  three  months,  July  1st — Sept.  30th 
inclusive. 

Every  year  we  find  occasion  to  admire  and  applaud  the  sys- 
tematic benevolence  of  our  British  cousins. 

ENGLAND. 

QUARTERLY   COMMUNICATION— LONDON— MARCH,  1902; 

M.  \  W.  \  The  Rt.  Hon.  Earl  Amherst,  Pro  Grand  Master  pre- 
siding. 

The  first  business  claiming  attention  was  the  election  of 
M.  *.  W.  .  Grand  Master,  H.  R.  H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and 
Strathearn  was  elected,  and  duly  proclaimed  as  such  by  the 
Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies. 

The  election  of  Grand  Treasurer  completed  the  work  of  elect- 
ing officers  at  this  time. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Benevolence  for  the  three  months 
ending  with  February,  1902,  was  approved;  it  exhibited  amount 
of  relief,  extended  during  the  quarter,  as  about  $13,948.20. 

The  Board  of  General  Purposes  performed  the  melancholy 
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duty  of  reporting  the  deaths  of  twenty-  fonr  eminent  Past  Grand 
Officers. 

Said  Board  also  submitted  a  statement  of  balance  in  Bank  of 
England  amounting  to  $39,803.40  about. 

At  this  meeting  a  motion,  made  in  the  name  of  the  Grand 
Registrar,  to  add  to  Rule  175,  Book  of  Constitutions  the  follow- 
ing provision,  viz:  "that  should  a  member  be  three  years  in 
arrear  he  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Lodge 
and  can  only  become  a  member  again  by  regular  proposition  and 
ballot  according  to  Rule  189.  The  Lodge  may  require  the  pay- 
ment of  the  arrears  as  a  condition  precedent  to  election,"  was 
under  consideration,  and,  after  some  debate,  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  "Auditors's  Report  and  Quarterly  Statement  of  Accounts, 
1901,"  takes  up  the  greatest  part  of  this  folder. 

It  appears  that  balance  of  Benevolent  Fund  on  hand,  Jan.  1, 
1901,  and  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $338,221 06,  and  pay- 
ments were  in  the  sum  of  $52,590.99. 

Fund  for  General  Purposes — balance  on  hand  and  receipts — 
$1,017,523.25  (approximate),  and  balance,  Dec.  31,  1901,  $948,- 
408  66. 

Contributions  for  Benevolence  (itemized  statement  giving 
names  and  Nos.  and  locations  of  Lodges)  received  between  1st 
October,  1901,  and  Dec.  31,  1901,  $12,934.46. 

But  we  have  converted  (on  paper)  enough  pounds,  shillings 
and  pence  into  dollars  and  cents,  to  show  the  result  of  the  ad- 
mirable, English  system  of  Benevolence;  so  will  pass  on.

Daring  the  year  two  Special  Communications  were  held  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  corner-stone. 

At  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  there  were  pxesent,  be- 
sides the  incumbent  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  members* 
eight  Past  'Grand  Masters  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of 
thirty-six  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama  being  of  the  number 
reported  on  hand. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (about  37  pp.),  in  respect  of 
diction,  tone  and  force,  is  a  document  of  which  our  Florida 
Brethren  may  be  justly  proud.  We  can  but  take  a  few  snap 
shots  at  this  important  paper. 

Bewailing  the  loss  of  seventy- nine  brethren  of  the  Grand  Ju- 
risdiction of  Florida,  he  says: 

"And  our  hearts  echo  that  wail  of  the  gentle  Whit  tier, 

''But  Love  will  dream,  and  hope  will  trust, 
Since  He  who  knows  our  need  is  just, 
That  somehow,  somewhere,  meet  we  must." 

Noting  the  loss  by  death  in  sister  Jurisdictions,  he  mentions 
the  two  Past  Grand  Masters  we  mourn — H.  Clay  Armstrong  and 
Francis  L.  Pettus,  and  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master,  James  M- 
Brundidge;  he  also  presents  an  eloquent  memorial  of  President 
McEinley,  sent  to  all  the  Lodges,  Sept.  18,  1901. 

Concerning  the  Jacksonville  fire,  after  brief  reference  to  that 
great  disaster,  he  says: 

• 

"The  hearts  of  our  brethren  in  Jacksonville  have  been  made 
glad  by  the  prompt  and  generous  response  to  their  appeal,  and 
they  will  tell  you  how  'thankful  they  are,  in  the  report  of  the 
Relief  Committee,  which  will  in  due  course  be  presented,  and 
w  hich  I  will  not  anticipate.  It  has  been  well  said,  'that  the 
Jacksonville  fire  sufferers,  rich  and  poor,  went  supperless  and 
homeless  for  one  night,  but  they  took  breakfast  together,  a  State 
waited  upon  their  dinner  table,  and  a  Continent  furnished  the 
supper  and  the  bed  before  another  sun  sank  to  rest.1  " 

Referring,  under  the  head  of  Foreign  Relations,  to  resolution 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Washington  at  the  instigation 
of  Grand  Master  S.  J.  Chadwick  in  their  last  Annual  Communi- 
cation, and  absolutely  rescinding  the  obnoxious  action,  in  re 
Negro  Masoary,  taken  in  1898,  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"This  has,  in  my  judgment,  removed  all  objection  to  the  ex- 
change of  Grand  Representatives  between  us,  and  the  same  have 
been  appointed  and  commissioned." 
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Under  the  head,  "Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence'1  he 
said: 

"That  there  is  a  lamentable  lack  of  knowledge  of  Masonio 
Jurisprudence,  and  Masonic  usage,  among  the  members  of  onr 
Craft,  none  will  deny,  and  I  know  of  no  way  in  which  so  much 
can  be  accomplished  toward  the  enlightening  of  onr  Craft,  for 
the  amount  expended,  as  the  publication,  in  connection  with  onr 
Proceedings,  of  the  report  of  our  Committee  on  Foreign  Corre- 
spondence. With  but  few  exceptions,  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
America  publish-  these  reports,  and  any  Mason  who  will  read 
them  will  at  once  recognize  their  value,  written  as  they  are  by 
the  brightest  and  best  Masonic  scholars  in  the  land.  The  Juris- 
prudence and  literature  of  Masonry  to-day  have  taken  foremost 
rank  among  the  fraternal  organizations,  because  of  the  eminent 
talent  and  genius  of  these  men.  They  are  the  students  of  our 
Craft,  the  men  who  burn  the  midnight  oil,  the  chroniclers  of  its 
best  thought,  the  men  who  direct  our  Craft  of  State,  and  keep 
her  from  drifting  upon  the  shoals  and  rocks,  who  know  the  com- 
pass and  chart  of  Masonry,  and  keep  us  from  departing  from 
the  ancient  landmarks." 

The  Grand  Master,  though  aware  that  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  not  warrant  paying  for  this  work 
anything  like  its  value,  nevertheless  recommended  that,  here- 
after, the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence 
be  published  with  the  Proceedings,  and  that  $100.00  a  year  be 
paid  the  writer  of  the  report. 

Oq  the  subject  of  intemperance  the  Grand  Master  expresses 
himself  in  terms  which  cannot  be  misunderstood,  and  it  is  to  be 
•hoped  that  those  brethren  whom  his  language  fitted,  profited 
thereby.    Said  he: 

"This  is  a  subject  on  which  I  am  reluctant  to  speak,  not  be- 
cause I  lack  the  courage  of  my  convictions,  but  rather  that  I 
am  grieved  that  many  of  our  brethren  are  so  unmindful  of  their 
obligations,  so  forgetful  of  the  lesson  taught  them  on  their  first 
entrance  into  the  Lodge,  that  temperance  is  one  of  the  cardinal 
virtues." 

"The  Masonic  Frate:nity  is  not,  nor  ever  has  been,  a  total  ab- 
stinence society,  but  it  does  denounce  drunkenness  and  licen- 
tiousness, and  there  never  has  been  a  time  in  its  history  when  it 
did  not  denounce  it." 

"The  intemperate  use  of  liquor  has  brought  untold  misery  to 
the  human  race,  it  has  wrecked  the  brilliant  lives  of  millions  of 
God's  children.  The  pestilence  of  war  or  the  scourge  of  famine 
has  never  claimed  so  m*ny  victims  as  drunkenness.  The  widow 
and  orphan  cry  out  again bt  this  demon,  the  poor-house  and  pris- 
on are  the  skeletons  of  this  blighting  curse:  it  defames  reputa- 
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tion  and  defiles  men's  character,  its  cankering  appetite  'has 
cursed  the  human  race  and  destroyed  the  social  and  political 
fabric  of  nations,  it  has  dragged  down  the  fair  name  of  mother, 
wife  and  daughter  into  the  very  depths  of  hell.1  The  drunkard 
in  our  Lodges,  if  he  will  not  reform,  should  follow  the  saloon- 
keeper, who  must  go." 

"The  temperance  resolution  passed  at  our  last  communication 
has  been  the  cause  of  much  uneasiness  on  the  part  of  the  breth- 
ren, and  of  much  correspondence  with  the  Grand  Master,  but 
I  am  glad  to  state  that  rin  every  case  coming  to  my  attention, 
the  brethren  have  submitted  to  the  law  as  enacted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge." 

"Some  of  our  good  brethren  seem  to  think  that  this  legisla- 
tion is  something  new,  'an  innovation  in  the  body  of  Masonry,' 
as  they  are  pleased  to  term  it,  a  claim  they  will  hardly  be  able 
to  substantiate  in  my  opinion. " 

"There  has  recently  been  found  an  old  parchment,  endorsed 
'Old  rules  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  York,  bearing  date  1725. 
The  15th  article  of  which  reads  as  follow* :— 

'No  more  persons  shall  be  admitted  as  brothers  of  this  society 
that  shall  keep  a  public  house.' 

"This  parchment  was  found  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand 
L:dge  Qf  England  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  arranging  and  printing  all  the  ancient  rules 
and  landmarks.  The  saloon  in  England  is  called  a  "Public 
House,"  and  the*  keepers  of  public  houses  were  the  vendors  of 
liquor  in  those  days.  It  would  appear  from  this  rule  15,  that 
the  right  of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  exclude  from  its  membership  this 
class,  was  recognized  at  that  time,  and  our  brethren  who  differ 
with  us  on  that  question  will  admit  that  it  is  not  exactly  a  new 
issue  in  Free  Masonry." 

Then  the  Grand  Master  deals  with  the  preposterous  "circular 
issued  by  a  Florida  Mason"S(Lionel  Jacobs)  "to  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  the  world,  asking  them  to  remonstrate  with  this  Grand  Lodge 
and  advise  us  to  repeal  this  resolution"— the  liquor  resolution 
adopted  by  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida  at  its  last  Communication 
preceding  the  one  under  review. 

He  includes  in  his  presentation  of  that  matter,  the  artistic  and 
thorough  "roast"  given,  in  reply  to  said  circular  of  a  "Florida 
Mason,"  by  Grand  Secretary  Bro.  John  D.  Vincil,  of  Missouri. 
By  this  time,  doubtless,  Brother  Jacobs  is  better  informed  as  to 
Masonic  law  and  usage. 

Six  decisions  were  submitted  for  the  consideration  of  the 
-Grand  Lodge — three  of  these  relate  to  the  effect  of  liquor  busi- 
ness upon  qualification  of  applicants  for  admission ;  one  answers 
the  following  question:  "A  brother  of  our  Lodge  has  procured 
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a  license  to  ran  a  saloon.  Some  of  our  brethren  take  the  ground 
that  the  action  of  onr  Grand  "Lodge  at  its  last  session  is 
not  mandatory  or  compulsory.  What  is  onr  dnty  in  the 
matter?" 

"Answer. — The  temperance  resolution  of  our  Grand  Lodge 
passed  in  1901  is  mandatory  and  compulsory,  and  if  the  brother 
will  not  abandon  the  liquor  business,  it  is  the  plain  duty  of  your 
Lodge  to  discipline  him." 

The  fifth  decision  answers  the  following:  "A  member  of  our 
Lodge  is  engaged  in  the  liquor  business  and  has  been  for  years, 
does  the  temperance  resolution  passed  at  the  last  session  of  our 
Grand  Lodge  affect  his  membership?'1 

"Answer.— No.  The  resolution  is  not  retroactive  in  its  effect. 
This  law  is  to  prevent  members  of  our  fraternity  from  engaging 
in  the  liquor  business  since  its  enactment." 

The  sixth  question  asked  if  a  brother  holding  a  dimit  and  still 
residing  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  dimitting  Lodge,  and 
wishing  to  '.affiliate  with  another  Lodge,  could,  by  said  dimit* 
do  so. 

"Answer.— Yes.  A  brother  holding  a  dimit  can  affiliate  with 
any  Lodge  that  will  receive  him,  without  wa*  ver  of  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Lodge  within  whose  Jurisdiction  he  may  reside." 

All  these  decisions  were  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Juris" 
prudence;  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Thirty-four  dispensations  were  issued — thirteen  of  them  per. 
mitting  waiver  of  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

The  Grand  Master's  eighteen  visitations  were, 'without  doubt, 
productive  of  much  good.  Had  it  been  in  his  power,  he  would 
have  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  State. 

Concerning  the  District  Deputies,  the  Grand  Master  says: 

"I  am  grateful  to  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters  for  their 
earnest  and  effective  work,  and  if  any  permanent  good  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  year  that  is  passed,  much  of  the  credit 
is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters." 

His  observations  on  the  subject  of  non  affiliates  are  especially 
pertinent  and  worthy  of  earnest  consideration,  as  are  his  re- 
marks in  reference  to  "runnin?  for  office"— political  methods  in 
Masonry. 

Resolutions  looking  to  the   establishment  of  a  Masonic  Or- 
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phanage  and  Home  were  offered  and  referred  to  Committee  on 
Finance  and  Accounts.  Said  committee  subsequently  recom- 
mended adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

"Reeolved,  That  a  Masonic  Home  and  Orphanage  should  be 
built  in  this  State,  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable,  and  to  that 
end  the  Grand  Master  do  appoint  a  special  committee  of  three 
to  take  this  matter  in  hand  and  report  at  our  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication,  estimates  of  probable  cost  and  some  method  of 
meeting  the  same  and  matters  relating  thereto." 

The  committee  suggested  that  said  special  committee  be  au- 
thorized to  'solicit  bids  for  location  of  such  Home.  Report 
adopted. 

We  have  glanced  over  the  address  of  the  Grand  Orator,  and 
have  found  it  imbued  with  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry — its 
theme. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memorials  was  received  and 
adopted. 

From  the  report  of  the  Masonic  Relief  Committee  it  is  learned 
that  "The  area  destroyed"  (by  the  Jacksonville  fire  of  May  3d) 
"contained  the  wealth  of  the  city  and  was  the  most  thickly  popu- 
lated residence  and  business  portion;  indeed  all  of  the  old, 
original  portion  of  the  city  of  Jacksonville  was  utterly  destroyed 
and  not  an  ancient  landmark  left  unobliterated." 

"The  conflagration  started  at  12,30  p.  m.  and  in  six  hours  this 
vast  territory  of  once  happy  homes  a  ad  busy  marts  of  trade 
was  converted  into,  literally,  'acres  of  ashes.'  " 

The  money  loss  of  the  fraternity  in  Jacksonville  by  the  fire 
was  estimated  at  about  $1,250,000.00. 

The  relief  committee  passed  high  encomiums  on  the  conduct 
of  Grand  Master  Carnell  in  meeting  the  exigencies  of  that  great 
disaster. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  having  under  consideration 
the  following  question  submitted  by  Past  Grand  Master  W.  £. 
Anderson,  viz:  "Can  an  £.  A.  or  F.  C.  be  dimitted?"  reported  as 
follows  thereon: 

"Such  practice  is  contrary  to  the  laws  prevailing  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction.  Your  committee  is,  however,  of  the  opinio  a  that 
this  Grand  Lodge  should  give  full  force  and  effect  to  the  action 
of  Sister  Grand  Lodge,  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with 
our  Jurisprudence.  When  dimits,  regularly  granted  to  an  E.  A. 
or  F.  C.  by  another  Jurisdiction,  are  presented,  with  a  petition 
for  advancement  in  our  Lodges,  such  dimits  shall  be  taken  as 
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'a  waiver  of  Jurisdiction/  and  our  Lodges  are  authorized  to 
receive  and  act  upon  them." 

Th  foregoing  'question  was  prompted  by  the  understanding 
that  in  Alabama  dimits  are  granted  to  Entered  Apprentices  and 
Fellow  Craft.  True,  that  understanding  is  justified  by  the  cap- 
tion of  Chapter  VIII,  headed  Dimits,  Edicts  and  Decisions, 
Masonic  Code  of  Alabama,  which  chapter  includes  in  one  of  its 
subdivisions  the  words,  "Certificate  of  dismissal  for  an  E.  A.  or 
F.  C,"  also,  by  Chap.  Ill,  Subdiv.  47,  which  treats  of  dismission 
of  an  E.  A.  or  F.  C.  "by  certificate  in  one  nature  of  a  dimit;" 
nevertheless,  so  far  as  we  are  informed,  the  term  "dimit,"  is 
applied  by  our  Lodges  to  that  form  certificate  alone,  which  is 
granted  to  a  member  of  a  Lodge  desiring  to  sever  his  connection 
with  said  Lodge.  Under  our  law  E.  A.'s  and  F.  C.'sarenot 
members. 

The  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  [the  liquor  resolution, 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1901,  was  "no  new  matter,"  no 
innovation.  The  committee  regarded  the  circular  of  Brother 
Lionel  Jacobs  as  the  offspring  of  a  spirit  of  insubordination,  and 
as  exceedingly  reprehensible.  The  committee  recommended 
"that  any  further  appeals  of  such  a  nature,  on  his  part,  be 
deemed  an  act  of  disloyalty  and  subject  him  to  discipline."  Re- 
port adopted. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Brother  Silas  B.  Wright,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  presented  a  very  com- 
prehensive and  excellent  report,  covering  about  320  pages,  and 
reviewing  all  the  Proceedings  which  had  come  to  hand,  those  of 
Alabama — 1900  being  included  in  a  fraternal  notice  about  two 
pages  in  length.  He  says  of  Grand  Master  B.  D.  Williams1 
address: 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  abounds  -in  'bursts  of  elo- 
quence' and  is  well  worth  reading He  reports  60 

decisions     An  amy  sufficient  to  make  some  of  our  Western 
Grand  Masters  turn  green  with  envy.:' 

He  copies  nine  of  said  decisions,  and  says: 

"3ome  of  these  are  strange  and  curious  to  us,  and  are  not 
good  law  in  this  Jurisdiction." 

Why  not  specify,  dear  Brother? 
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Ha  politely  mentions  our  F.  C.  report. 

We  hail  with  pleasure  the  advent  of  this  published  Corres- 
pondence report,  and  congratulate  Florida  Brethren  on  having 
placed  at  the  reportorial  helm  a  pilot  of  such  distingished 
ability.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form,  all  the  Grand 
Officers  being  in  their  places,  and  seven  permanent  members, 
also  ten  District  Deputies,  and  the  Representatives  of  thirty- 
seven  Grand  Jurisdictions,  among  them  Alabama's  mouthpiece, 
Past  Grand  Master  James  W.  Taylor  (G  G.  H.  P.  of  the  G.  G. 
C.  of  the  U.  S.)  It  having  been  ascertained  that  a  Constitu- 
tional quorum  of  members  was  present,  the  Grand  Lodge  pro- 
ceeded to  business. 

To  the  admirable  address  of  Grand  Master  Max  Meyerhardt, 
glowing  with  fervid  eloquence  and  earnestness,  we  can  give  but 
partial  attention  in  this  paper,  taking  as  it  were  a  snap-shot  or 
two.    His  exordium  speaks  for  itself.     Notice,  gentle  reader: 

"Dear  Brethren :  It  is  said  that  upon  the  mountain  tops  of 
some  Eastern  land,  a  certain  sect  keeps  burning  ever  brightly 
the  fires  which  they  worship.  From  age  to  age  these  fires  are 
replenished  by  faithful  hands  and  are  never  permitted  to  die  out. 
With  greater  fidelity  than  these  heathen  Fire  Worshippers,  and 
with  never  ceasing  care,  have  Masons  in  every  age  kept  bright 
and  stainless  the  sacred  tenets  of  our  peerless  order.  In  every 
land  Free  Masonry  has  stood  like  a  mighty  beacon  on  a  wave- 
washed  sh  j re.  Its  light  has  illumined  the  darkness  of  beci^hted 
ages.  Its  radiance  has  penetrated  the  shadows  of  ignorance  and 
fein.  It  has  shown  with  resplendent  luster  in  every  land  where 
man  has  found  a  dwelling  place.  It  has  been  transmitted  to  U3 
as  a  priceless  heritage  and  a  sacred  trust.  Ours  aie  its  beautiful 
ceremonies,  its  splendid  ritual,  its  inspiring  traditions,  its  sol- 
emn lessons,  its  holy  teachings.  Ours  are  its  glorious  past,  its 
hallowed  associations,  its  deathless  memories,  its  heroism  and

its  martyrdom.  We  of  this  generation  are  the  connecting  links 
between  that  past  and  a  future  which  we  hope  and  pray  may  be 
brighter,  grander  and  more  glorious  still.    Let  us,  with  firm 

?>urpose,  with  high  resolve,  with  indomitable  determination, 
ace  the  issues  that  confront  as,  as  men  and  Masons,  and  as  heirs 
of  all  the  best  and  noblest  in  the  ages  that  have  passed  away. 
Let  us  right  worthily  do  our  part  to  make  this  favored  century 
illustrious  in  the  history  of  Masonry.  Let  us  keep  burning 
brighter  on  every  mountain  top  the  fires  of  Masonic  Charity  and 
Masonic  love,  so  that  their  dazzling  light  may  for  centuries  to 
come  illumine  the  pathway  of  those  who  shall  follow  us." 

On  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  Georgia,  the  Grand  Master 
has  this  to  say: 

"Brethren,  I  bring  you  glad  tidings  of  great  jov.  Never  was 
MasoDry  in  Georgia  in  a  more  flourishing  condition.  Not  a 
Charter  surrendered  or  forfeited  during  the  year,  a  substantial 
increase  in  numbers  for  the  first  time  in  several  years;  six  dis- 
positions granted  for  new  Lodges;  and  above  all,  the  moral 
standard  of  Masonry  raised  higher  than  ever  before." 

From  the  mountains  to  the  seaboard  the  greatest  enthusiasm 
prevails.  North  Georgia  is  ablaze  with  the  spirit  of  Masonry, 
In  middle  Georgia  the  fires  are  burning  brightly.  In  South 
Georgia  there  has  been  a  great  revival  of  Masonic  interest,  and 
the  institution  is  flourishing  as  never  before.  The  Masters  are 
nobly  doing  their  duty,  and  the  rank  and  file  are  ably  seconding 
their  efforts.  The  more  than  20,000  Masons  of  Georgia  consti- 
tute a  great  army  of  progress  and  enlightenment,  whose  influ- 
ence is  felt  unto  the  remotest  bounds  of  the  State,  and  having 
personally  visited  many  portions  of  the  State,  and  having 
by  correspondence  been  in  close  touch  with  the  Matters  of  the 
Lodges,  I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  deliver  to  you  to  day  this  mes- 
sage of  good  cheer,  which  I  am  sure  will  animate  your  hearts 
with  new  courage,  with  greater  zeal,  and  with  a  more  deter- 
mined purpose  to  do  all  that  in  you  lies  for  the  sacred  cause  so 
near  to  our  hearts. " 

The  Grand  Master  referring  to  those  who  have  "gone  before" 
paid  tender  tribute  to  the  memory  of  each  of  that  distinguished 
trio,  Burr,  Nisbet  and  Park  hurst,  and  feelingly  remembered  the 
other  fraternal  dead  of  his  own  State,  and  of  other  Jurisdic- 
tions, no*,  omitting  to  mention  lovingly  our  own  H.  Clay  Arm- 
strong, James  M.  Brnndidge  and  Francis  Leigh  Pettus. 

To  his  twenty-three  decisions  submitted  we  enter  no  plea  of 

demurrer. 

He  had  granted  fifty -nine  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out 
of  time.  In  exercising  this  power  he  had  carefully  scrutinized 
every  case,  and  was  satisfied  that  the  interests  of  Free  Masonry 
did  not  suffer  thereby. 
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Nine  corner-stones  had  been  Ibid  according  to  our  ancient  usage 
also  fonr  new  Lodges  had  been  constituted.  Forty-  four  other 
dispensations  had  been  issued  to  install  officers,  and  for  other 
purposes, 

He  had  granted  dispensations  for  six  new  Lodges  whose  pros- 
pects he  believed  to  be  exceedingly  bright,  and  he  trusted  that 
these  would  receive  charters  at  the  present  Communication. 

Hi 3  numerous  visitations  were  most  gratifying  in  all  respects. 
In  what  we  might  style,  truly  poetic  prose,  he  graphically  pic- 
tured his  reflections  inspired  by  these  visits  to  city  and  country 
Lodges.  His  eloquent  portrayal  of  these  scenes,  forcibly  recalls 
to  our  mind  Brother  Greenleafs  poem,  "The  Lodge  room  over 
Simpkins'  Store." 

Due  attention  was,  of  course,  given  in  his  address  to  hi* 
"heart's  desire/'  the  contemplated  Masonic  Home. 

Would  thai  we  could  spare  space  for  Brother  Meyerhardt's 
fine  peroration  as  well  as  other  features  of  this' eloquent  address, 
but  we  must  hasten  on,  merely  stating  that  his  recommendation* 
command  oar  hearty  approval . 

Our  Georgia  Brethren  generously  contributed  $1,368.78  to  the 
sufferers  from  the  disastrous  fire,  at  Jacksonville,  Florida,  May 
8,  1901. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Second  Day,  pursuant  to  a  special 
order  made  for  the  visit  of  the  children  of  the  Industrial  Home, 
"the  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess,  and  the  children,  escorted  by 
Brother  Mumford"  (the  orignator  of  the  I.  H.)  "entered  and  en- 
tertained the  membeis  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with  songs  and  reci- 
tations." At  Grand  Master  Meyerhardt's  request  the  Grand 
Stewards  took  up  a  collection  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home  chil- 
dren, said  collection  amounting  to  $165.00. 

During  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
formed  in  procession  and  marched  to  the  place  where  a  Jewish 
synagogue  is  in  process  of  erection,  and  the  Grand  Officers  laid 
the  corner-stone  of  the  building  in  due  and  ancient  form.  The 
addresses  of  Grand  Master  Meyerhardt,  Brother  J.  S.  White 
and  Brother  Isaac  E.  Marcuson,  on  that  occasion,  were  eminently 
appropriate. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Third  Day,  Brother  Ja  .  es  M.  Mobley, 
Chaiiman  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,   made  repent, 
and  as  amended,  it  was  adopted  by  the  necessary  two-thirds  • 
majority.    It  was  a  very  important  report. 
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The  following  is  the  substance  of  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  same: 

The  Committee  congratulated  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Master  on 
"his  very  excellent  and  scholarly  address.1'  *  *  *  "His 
rulings  and  decisions  have  been  clear  and  to  the  point,  and  he 
has  adhered  strictly  to  the  ancient  land-marks  of  our  time  hon- 
ored institution. " 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master,  the 
Committee  recommended  "that  the  fee  for  dispensations   to 
confer  degrees  out  of  time,  be  fixed  at  $2.60  for  each  degree  so 
conferred." 

The  ommittee  recommended  that,  in  cities  where  there  are 
two  or  more  Lodges,  all  of  said  Lodges  have  authority  to  grant 
a  waiver  of  jurisdiction  upon  application,  but  in  case  any  one  of 
said  Lodges  refuses  such  waiver,  its  Secretary  must  immediately 
notify  the  other  Lodges,  in  such  city,  of  its  refusal  to  grant 
waiver  of  jurisdiction.  Having  received  such  notice  the  other 
Lodge  shall  be,  thereby  divested  of  authority  to  grant  said 
waiver  within  twelve  months  thereafter. 

Again,  the  Committee  recommended  that  a  certain  paragraph 
of  the  organic  law  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"In  case  of  conviction  of  a  brother  for  non  payment  of  dues, 
the  penalty  shall  be  suspension  for  twelve  months,  that  upon 
payment  of  dues  within  said  twelve  months,  the  brother 
be  re-instated  without  further  action  on  the  part  of  the  Lodge, 
except  that  the  Secretary  shall  record  the  payment  of  dues,  and 
that  he  is  reinstated  in  the  minutes,  but  if  the  dues  remain  un- 
paid for  twelve  months  after  said  suspension,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Subordinate  Lodge  to  recommend  such  brother  to  the 
the  Grand  Lodge  for  expulsion,  without  being  re-charged  or  re- 
tried." 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Grand  Master  be  di- 
rected not  to  issue  a  dispensation  for  any  new  Lodge  in  country 
districts,  within  nine  miles  of  any  Lodge  already  established, 
and  re-affirmed  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Char- 
ters, as  adop'ed  in  1804. 

The  Committee  said; 

"We  recommend  that,  hereafter,  no  Lodge  shall  be  authorized 
to  initiate,  pass,  or  raise  any  candidate  who  is  engaged  in  selling, 
maufacturing  or  furnishing  spirituous,  malt,  or  intoxicating 
liquors  and  any  person  who  may  be  a  Mason,  or  who  may  here- 
after become  a  Mason,  shall  not  be  authorized  or  allowed  to  en- 
gage in  such  business,  and  if  they  do  so  engage,  they  shall  be 
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tried,  suspended  and  recommended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  ex- 
pulsion, provided  this  shall  not  apply  to  persons  now  engaged 
in  said  business.  Provided ,  however,  this  shall  not  apply  to 
licensed  druggists  selling  for  medicinal  or  scientific  purposes 
only." 

We  are  impelled  to  say  a  word  or  two  in  regard  to  the  third 
recommendation.  If  some  of  those  suspended  biethren  have 
been  so  overtaken  by  misfortune  as  to  be  unable  to  both  give 
their  hungry  children  bread,  and  also  pay  their  dues  to  the 
Lodge,  it  seems  hard  to  impute  to  them  an  offense  calling  for 
the  severest  penalty  known  to  Masonry. 

We  see  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Griev- 
ances, adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  about  seventy  brethren 
were  expelled  because  they  did  not  (perhaps,  could  not)  pay  their 
dues — the  same  punishment  that  was  inflicted  on  thirty-five  or 
forty  members  convicted  of  gross,  unmasonic  conduct,  fifteen 
of  which  last  named  cases  were  for  drunkenness  or  unlawful 
selling  of  whiskey.  Nevertheless  the  expulsion  of  those  drunk, 
ards  is  good  news — it  shows  that  our  good  and  true  brethren  over 
in  Georgia  are  actively  purifying  their  Lodges,  thus  setting  an 
example  well  worthy  of  imitation  by  other  Jurisdictions. 

The  Committee  on  General  Welfare  warmly  commended  the 
Grand  Master  for  suggesting  greater  cultivation  of  the  Social 
Feature  of  Masonry.  In  our  turn  we  humbly  beg  to  commend 
the  Committee  for  its  endorsement  of  that  wi3e  suggestion. 

We  quote  one  paragraph  from  the  report  of  this  Committee 
because  it  emphasizes  the  recommendation  of  the  Law  Commit- 
tee in  regard  to  the  liquor  question: 

"Your  Committee  desire  to  sound  the  alarm  concerning  drunk- 
enness among  the  Craft.  Even  at  this  Grand  Communication, 
representatives  wearing  the  badges  of  the  Order,  and  standing 
before  the  people  as  the  chosen  leaders,  have  appeared  upon  the 
streets  of  this  city  in  an  intoxicated  condition.  While  the 
number  has,  fortunately,  been  small,  yet  a  few  drunken  repre- 
sentatives at  a  Grand  Communication  are  altogether  too  many. 
A  drunken  Fellow  Craft  would  not  have  been  tolerated  at  the 
building  of  the  Temple,  and  symbolic  Masonry  should  not  tole- 
rate a  drunken  workman  in  that  finer  task  of  building  a  charac- 
ter for  eternity." 

And  the  Committee  recommended  searching  investigation  of 
the  facts  as  to  who  the  guilty  parties  were,  and,  if  they  were 
found,  prosecution  of  them  by  the  Junior  Grand  Warden.  Re- 
port concurred  in. 
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The  Committee  on  Memorials  faithfully  and  diligently  per- 
formed its  duty,    Adopted. 

Committee  on  Charters  recommended  granting  11  new  Char- 
ters.   Adopted. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  to  abolish  the  system  of  promul- 
gating the  work  through  District  Deputies. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  shows  that  the  balance 
on  hand  and  receipts  amounted  to  $43,701.54 — expenditures  were 
$17,104.08,  leaving  balance  on  hand  $26,687.46.  This  sum  in- 
creased by  interest  due  November  1,  1901,  and  Temple  Rent, 
October  1,  1902,  makes  total  assets  $28,407.46. 

The  compliments  of  the  Committee  are  paid  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Treasurer  on  account  of  the  neatness  and 
accuracy  of  their  books,  accounts  and  vouchers. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home  reported  contributions  re- 
ceived, $288.50.  "In  addition  to  this  amount  there  had  been 
previously  subscribed  by  Lodges  and  individuals,  $1,834.25,  mak- 
ing a  Grand  total  of  $2,122  75. 

"This"  (the  $288.50)  "with  the  amount  heretofore  contributed 
and  one-half  of  the  surplus  of  the  Grand  Lodge  makes  availa- 
ble for  the  home  nearly  $5,000.00. 

"The  Trustees,  however,  do  not  feel  authorized  to  begin  the 
erection  of  the  Home  until  fully  $10,000.00  are  in  hand.  With 
one-half  of  the  surplus  next  year  we  will  have  about  $7,500.00." 

"The  Trustees  have,  therefore,  decided  to  make  one  more  ap- 
peal to  the  Lodges  for  at  least  $2,500.00.  We  believe  this  amount 
can  be  easily  obtained  within  the  next  twelve  months." 

"We  ask  every  Lodge  in  Georgia,  which  has  not  yet  contribu- 
ted, to  give  us  its  mite,  and  we  hope  and  believe  that  in  twelve 
months  from  this  date  the  corner-stone  of  the  Masonic  Home 
will  be  laid  amid  the  rejoicing  of  the  Craft." 

Fit  occasion  would  that  be  for  the  Georgia  Fraternity  to  chant 
the  grand  and  solemn  Te  Deuni  Laudamus.  May  those  earnest 
hopes  end  in  full  fruition,  and  may  Brother  Meyerhardt  and  his 
active  associates  in  this  noble  enterprise  have  their  well-merited 
enjoyment  of  glad  exultation  thereat! 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Brother  A. 
Q.  Moody,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  consisted  of  a  re- 
view (119  pp.)  of  the  procedings  of  fifty  Grand  Lodges,  includ- 
ing Alabama — 1900,  the  notice  of  our  jurisdiction  being  in  every 
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respect  courteous  and  fraternal.    Of  Grand  Master  Williams' 
address,  he  says: 

"The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  splendid  address,  replete  with 
beautiful  thoughts  clothed  in  most  impressive  language."  And 
gives  his  readers  a  copy  of  the  opening  lines  of  the  address.  He 
quotes  five  of  the  Grand  Master's  decisions,  approving  of  three 
of  them,— Nos.  20,  22  and  37,  bat  dissenting  from  the  other  two,. 
Nos.  6  and  18.  As  to  No.  37,  which  held  that,  in  the  absence  of 
the  W.  M.v  the  S.  W.  having  called  upon  the  S.  D.  to  preside,  the 
election  of  officers  and  other  business  transacted,  was  illegal, 
Brother  Moody  says: 

"The  necessity  for  this  decision  illustrate*  the  folly  of  placing 
incompetent  brethren  in  responsible  positions.    If  the  Senior 
Warden  had  been  competent,  it  would  have  been  unnecessary  to 
call  upon  the  Senior  Deacon  to  perform,  an  illegal  act." 

While  heartily  agreeing  with  Brother  Moody  that  incompetent 
brethren  should  never  be  placed  in  responsible  positions,  we  beg 
leave  to  dissent  from  the  opinion  expressed  by  himself  and  Grand 
Master  Williams  on  the  point  in  question.  We  deny  the  illegal- 
ity of  the  transactions  referred  to.  In  the  absence  of  the  Wor. 
shipful  Master,  the  Senior  Warden,,  being  present,  was  clothed 
with  all  the  authority  of  his  superior,  and  under  the  authority 
thus,  for  the  time,  inherited,  could  invite  the  Deacon  to  preside; 
further,  being  present,  he  wasresponsible,  accountable  for  what 
prooeedings  soever  transpired:  hence  the  legality  of  those  tran- 
sactions remained  unimpaired. 

Brother  Moody  will  please  accept  assurance  that  his  compli. 
mentary  reference  to  the  Alabama  report  on  Correspondence  is 
gratefully  appreciated. 

Notwithstanding  that  the  present  report  is,  so  far  as  we  know, 
his  first,  still  it  is  manifestly  not  the  work  of  a  mere  beginner. 
The  power  of  condensation,  and, the  capacity  for  taking  the  cream, 
of  Proceedings  and  leaving  the  "blue  John,"  really  excites  our 
envy.    We  heartily  welcome  Brother-  A.  Q.  Moody  as  a  valuable- 
accession  to  the  Guild

On  the  title  page  of  these  Proceedings  we  are  pleased  to  find 
(and  it  would  be  a  good  example  for  our  own  Jurisdiction  to 
follow)  the  following  Regulation: 

''Ordered  that  the  Worshipful  Masters  shall  read  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  read  to  their 
respective  Lodges,  within  three  months  from  the  receipt  thereof, 
which  fact  the  Secretaries  are  required  to  report  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  forthwith  under  the  seal  of  the  Lodge. 

By  order  of  M.\  W.\  Geo.  D.  Golden,  Grand  Master,  a  Special 
Communication  was  convened,  March  19,  1901,  for  the  purpose 
of  dedicating  the  new  Masonic  Temple  at  Weiser,  Idaho.  The 
impressive  ceremonies  peculiar  to  such  occasions  were  fitly  con- 
ducted, and  interesting  addresses  were  made;  then  Grand  Lodge 
was  closed  in  ample  form,  and  a  sumptuous  banquet  ended  the 
day's  exercises. 

On  Sunday,  May  26, 1901,  by  order  of  R.  \  W.  \  David  C.  Chase, 
Senior  Grand  Warden,  Acting  Grand  Master,  an  Emergent  Com- 
munication was  convened  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  last 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  M.  \  W. '.  George  D.  Golden, 
Grand  Master,  who  died  May  17,  1901. 

ANNUAL. 

The  thirty-fourth  Grand  Annual  Communication,  which  con- 
vened on  Tuesday,  Sept.  10, 1901,  with  R.v  W.  \  David  C.  Chase, 
Senior  Grand  Warden,  Acting  Grand  Master,  was  attended  by 
over  86%  of  the  constituent  Lodges,  in  the  persons  of  their  rep- 
resentatives. There  were  also  present— seven  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters and  thirty- three  other  Permanent  Members;  also  there  were 
in  attendance  during  the  session  nineteen  Grand  Representa- 
tives.   Alabama's  was  not  reported  present. 
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The  Grand  Secretary  presented,  and,  by  order  of  the  Acting 
Grand  Master,  read  the  address  of  the  R.  \  W.\  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  Bro.  Albert  W.  Talkington,  who  had  faithfully  dis- 
charged the  responsible  duties  which  the  death,  May  17,  1901,  of 
the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  devolved  upon  him.  Brother  Talk- 
ington was  not  reported  present. 

We  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  that  all  the 
Lodges  had  made  returns,  and  all  dues  had  been  paid. 

The  Grand  Secretary  intimates  that,  judging  by  the  number 
of  reports  received  in  his  office,  only  one  of  the  twenty-nine 
Lodges  had  complied  with  the  edict  which  requires  that  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  read  in  each  constitu- 
ent Lodge  within  three  months  from  the  date  on  which  the  same 
were  received.  No  doubt  it  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  Masonry 
if  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  land  would  enact  and  enforce  a 
similar  edict. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  financial  report  shows  the  affairs  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  be  in  a  healthy  condition. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  we  learn  that  the 
total  amount  in  Orphan  Funds  is  the  handsome  sum  of 
188,631.07. 

The  Trustees  of  Orphan  Fund  had  made  a  total  of  allowances 
for  charitable  purposes,  in  the  sum  of  $925.00,  drawing  the  same 
from  accrued  interest  on  said  Fund. 

On  the  'application  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  for 
recognition,  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  desiring 
further  information  on  the  subject,  asked  for  further  time  to 
make  report  thereon.    Granted. 

A  Brother  offered  a  resolution  the  effect  of  which  was  to  be 
that  the  names  of  the  members  of  investigating  committees 
should  neither  be  announced  in  open  Lodge,  nor  put  on  record, 
nor  be  known  to  any  person  except  the  Master  and  Secretary; 
further,  that  each  member  of  such  committee  shall  make  a  sepa- 
rate report,  which  shall  be  destroyed  after  the  ballot  on  an  ap- 
plication is  taken.  The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Law 
Committee,  which  subsequently  reported  thereon,  recommend- 
ing non-concurrence. — Adopted. 

In  his  report  the  GrandlLecturer  recommended  adoption  of  the 
present  California  work.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence; and  said  recommendation  was  afterwards  concurred 
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in  by  said  committee,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  thereon, 
was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Orator  read  his  address  (it  does  not  appear  in  the 
Proceedings)  and  it  was  referred  to  a  special  committee.  Later 
that  committee  reported  that  the  oration  had  not  been  turned 
over  to  it,  and  therefore  there  was  nothing  to  report.    Accepted. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  salary  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  be  fixed  at  $400.00  per  annum.  In  view  of  the 
onerous  duties  that  officer  must  perform,  little  enough  to  be 
sure. 

The  following  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence: 

"Besolvedy  That  this  Grand  Lodge  recognize  no  degrees  of 
Masonry  except  those  conferred  under  the  regulations  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Governments  throughout  the  world;  and 
whereas,  it  admits  the  following  named  organizations  to  be  reg- 
ular and  duly  constituted  Masonic  bodies,  namely:  The  General 
Grand  Chapter  R.  A.  M.  of  the  United  States,  the  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapters  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  and  other  bodies 
under  their  Jurisdiction;  the  (General)  Grand  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Councils  under  their  Jurisdiction;  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States;  the  Grand  Command  - 
eries  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  Commanderies  under  their  Jurisdiction;  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  lor  the 
Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  and 
the  various  bodies  under  their  Jurisdiction  Now,  therefore,  it 
is  hereby  declared  that  any  Mason  who  is  hereafter  admitted,  in 
this  Jurisdiction,  into  any  other  orders,  as  Masonic,  whether 
called  the  Rite  of  Memphis,  or  by  any  other  name,  is  acting  un- 
Masonically,  and  against  the  advice  and  consent  of  this  Grand 
Lodge." 

And,  on  recommendation  of  said  committee,  the  foregoing 
resolution  was  adopted. 

The  several  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Griev- 
ances were  concurred  in . 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  made  a  careful  report;  and  it  was 
adopted. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  say  that  Past  Grand  Master,  Fred  G.  Mock,  Chairman  of 
the  F.  C.  Committee,  was  the  author  of  the  Report  on  Foreign. 
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Correspondence/.is  equivalent  to  intimating  that  the  preparation 
of  the  report  was  a  first  rate  piece  of  work.  His  review  embraces 
the  Proceedings  of  fifty-five  Grand  Lodges,  and  occupies  seventy- 
four  pages. 

Alabama— 1900  is  treated  with  fraternal  courtesy. 

Referring  to  the  address  of  M.\  W.\  B.  Dudley  Williams,  he 
says: 

'Talk  about  oratory  and  word  painting— well,  none  of  oar 
great  stars  in  that  line  are  'in  it'  with  Brother  Williams.  Read 
his  tribute  to  Masonry:" 

Then  he  cuts  a  good  slice  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  his 
readers. 

He  says  of  our  late,  beloved  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  H.  Clay 
Armstrong: 

"He  was  in  attendance  at  Grand  Lodge  in  his  usual  health, 
but  was  called  home  before  the  Proceedings  were  printed.  He 
was  laid  to  rest  December  19,  1900." 

Alluding  to  our  report  on  Correspondence,  he  gently  chides  us 
for  an  inadvertence  in  placing  the  figures  of  their  Orphan  Fund 
wrong.  Pardon  us,  Brother,  and  we  will  be  more  careful  in 
future. 

He  says: 

"He  liked  our  oration,  and  says  it  was  'short  but  impressive; 
replete  with  wholesome  admonition  and  wise  council.' 

Pardon  us— but  our  ms,  had  it  "wise  counsel." 

Extracting  our  comment,  under  Dislrict  of  Columbia,  on  a 
proposition  for  the  admission  of  O.  E.  S.  ladies  into  the  man- 
agement of  the  Masonic  Home,  Brother  Mock  says: 

"We  give  you  fair  warning,  Bro.  Titcomb,  we  have  no  means 
of  knowing  just  what  the  members  of  the  O.  E.  S.  of  Idaho 
would  do  to  you  were  you  to  cross  the  border  into  the  "Gem  of 
the  Mountains,"  but  are  sure  the  lady  members  would  not  Hob- 
sonizeyou.  They  have  never  asked  to  be  made  a  partner  in 
Free-Masonry,  but  it  is  not  because  they  do  not  feel  they  are  the 
equal  of  its  members." 

Well!  as  to  that  kissing  matter,  we  will  say  that,  not  being  in 
the  kiss-seeking  business  at  this  time,  we  don't  care  a  continental 
cent  whether  those  fair  dames  and  damsels  would  smack  us  or 
not;  nevertheless,  we  no  not  permit  ourselves  to  doubt  that  Idaho 
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can  boast  as  noble  and  devoted  women  as  any  above  whom  floats 
the  American  flag. 

We  have  read  Brother  Mock's  review  with  interest  and  profit. 
There  is  no  donbt  resting  on  one's  mind  as  to  the  authors  mean- 
ing whensoever  he  expresses  his  views  on  any  subject.  Besides 
this,  in  his  reports  one  never  encounters  a  superfluous  word.

No.  of  Lodges  represented  711,  members  residing  in  Illinois 
55,024;  non-resident  members,  4,665;  total,  50,689;  net  gain, 
2,398;  dues  received  for  year  ending  June  30,  1901,  $35,614.20. 
total  contributed  for  charity,  $43,960.00. 

M.\  W.\  Chas.  F.  Hitchcock,  Grand  Master. 

This  volume  is  embellished  with  well  executed  portraits  of  M.  \ 
W.\  Chas.  F.  Hitchcock,  G.  M.  190O-1901;  M.\  W.\  Leni  Lusk, 
elected  G.  M.  1844;  M.\  W.\  Wm.  F.  Walker,  elected  G.  M. 
1845;  M.\  W.\  Nelson  D.  Morse,  elected  G.  M.  1846,  and  W.\ 
Brother  Wm.  McKinley,  President  of  the  United  States,  who  fell 
by  the  cowardly  hand  of  an  assassin,  and  closed  his  eyes  in 
death,  Sept.  14,  1901. 

At  the  opening  of  Grand  Lodge  there  were  present,  besides  the 
Grand  Officers  and  a  constitutional  number  of  delegates  from 
constituent  Lodges,  eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  one  Past  Senior 
Grand  Warden,  and  twenty-eight  D.  D.  G.  M's,  also  Grand  Rep. 
resentatives  of  forty- five  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama 
included. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  manly,  thorough  going 
business  paper,  which  evinces  unhesitating  discharge  of  every 
duty,  whether  that  duty  were  agreeable  or  the  reverse. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Charity  Committee,  he  had  sent  to 
Grand  Secretary  W.  P.  Webster,  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  for 
relief  of  Jacksonville  $110.00. 

Two  Lodges  had  been  constituted,  two  Masonic  Halls  dedicated 
and  five  corner-stones  had  been  laid. 

He  had  issued  four  dispensations  to  ,form  Lodges  U.  D.,  all  of 
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which  were  instituted  by  his  accredited  representatives,  and  all 
were  giving  bright  promises  of  usefulness. 

Anions:  his  recommendations  of  Grand  Representatives  we 
note  that  of  Brother  Chester  E.  Allen  whou)  he  reconi mended. 
to  the  Grand  Master  of  Alabama.  Brother  Allen  was  presented 
and  received  with  the  customary  honors. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  a  list  of  Mo  Deputy  Grand  Lect- 
urers— seventeen  of  these  are  located  at  Chicago 

He  also  submitted  a  statement  of  Special  Dispensations  of 
which  the  charges  aggregated  $224.00,  and  d.spensations  for 
four  Lodges  $400.00,  making  a  total  of  $(524.00. 

"Five  schools  for  instruction  in  the  standard  work  were  held 
daring  the  year.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-nine  Lodgej  were 
represented  with  a  total  attendance  of  1,076.  There  were  forty- 
four  D.  G.  L's  in  attendance." 

The  Grand  Master  bears  testimony  to  the  faithful  and  laborious 
work  of  the  Grand  Examiners  at  these  schools,  also  commends 
the  various  Deputy  Grand  Lecturers  who  assisted  in  the  same. 
He  had  arrested  the  charters  of  two  Lodges.  In  the  case  of 
one  of  these  Lodges,  the  conduct  of  its  members  was  reprehensi- 
ble in  the  extreme,  and  the  Grand  Master  recommends  that  the 
name  and  number  of  said  Lodge  he  erased  from  the  roll  of  con. 
stituent  Lodges.  In  the  other  case,  there  had  been  no  inten- 
tional wrong,  still  there  had  been  plain  violation  of  a  law  with 
which  these  brethern  should  have  been  familiar,  purely  their 
own  fault;  if  they  were  not. 

He  thought  they  had  been  sufficiently  punished  (their  charter 
had  been  arrested  until  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge)  and  he  recom- 
mended that  the  charter  be  restored  to  these  brethern,  "with 
the  admonition  to  go  and  sin  no  more" 

"Return  of  Surplus"— Pursuant  to  the  resolution  adopted  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Grand  Treasurer  invited 
bids  from  four  of  the  principal  banks  and  brokers  of  Chicago  for  a 
certain  number  of  bonds  owned  by  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand 
Treasurer  accepted  the  highest  bid,  viz:  $67,428.7*5  and  interest 
on  the  city  bonds  from  July  1,  until  Nov.  17,  which  netted 
$68,185.30.  The  Grand  Treasurer  had  furnished  him  a  statement 
of  the  cost  of  every  bond  purchased  by  him  from  time  to  time 
between  January  1,  1893,  and  Octcber,  1890,  showing  a  gain  in 
every  instance,  making  in  all  a  net  profit,  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
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of  $2,881.25  and  4%  interest  while  Grand  Lodge  owned  the  bonds. 
The  entire  surplus  distributed  to  the  various  Lodges  was 
$85,344.22  or  $1.49  to  each  member.  This  amount  has  been  paid 
over  to  the  Lodges  as  the  orders  were  presented,  without  an 
error,  mistake  or  loss  of  a  penny.  The  Grand  Master  congrat- 
ulated the  Grand  Body  on  having  so  careful,  painstaking  and 
watchful  a  Grand  Treasurer. 

No  decisions  were  submitted  save  ODe  viz: 

"Objections  coutd  not  be  made  to  a  D.  D.  G.  M's  sitting  in  a 
Lodge  while  making  official  visit." 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year,  as  per  report  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  were  $164,347  10,  total  expenditures  $123,717.37,  leav- 
ing total  credit  balance  in  cash,  $40,029.73.  In  addition  to  this 
cash  balance  Grand  Lodge  owns  securities  to  the  amount  of 
$35,800  00. 

The  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  in  safe  hands. 
Bro.  Egan,  the  Grand  Treasurer,  is,  like  our  own  Grand  Treasurer, 
Bro.   W.  H.   Dingley,     "the  right    man  in  the  right    place." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  a  thoroughly  painstaking  doc 
ument,  presenting  every  detail  which  demanded  attention  at 
his  hands. 

His  orders  drawn  on  the  Grand  Treasurer  during  the  yearv 
made  a  total  of  $116,812.01.  Among  them  we  note  $1,006.00  for 
relief  of  the  flood  sufferers  at  Galveston,  Texas,  and  $100.00  foj 
relief  of  the  fire  sufferers  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.  The  two 
orders  specified  were  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  in  con- 
nection with  the  rest  of  the  orders  drawn,  conformably  with  the 
request  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  but  we  fail  to  find  where  the 
committee  particularized  the  same. 

Charters  were  granted  to  the  four  Lodges  U.  D.  One  of  these 
was  to  be  held  by  the  Grand  Master  until  he  was  satisfied  that 
the  Lodge  had  fully  complied  with  the  law. 

A  special  report,  by  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  on  the 
subject  of  recognition  of  Foreign  Grand  Bodies,  was  received  and 
ordered  published  in  the  Proceedings,  but  consideration  of  the 
s%me  was  postponed  until  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
We  have  read  enough  of  this  lengthy  report  to  satisfy  us  that  it 
is  a  very  able  one,  and  written  by  a  man  who  is  conversant  with 
the  subjects  of  which  he  treats.  Since  it  will  not  come  up  for 
consideration  till  next  Grand  Ladget,  we  lay  it  by  for  future 
reference. 
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The  skeleton  report  of  the  Committe  on  Appeals  and  Grievances 
was  adopted.  Oar  brethern  of  Illinois  do  well  to  omit  the  display 
of  details  of  immorality  on  the  pages  of  the  printed  proceedings. 
We  indulge  the  hope  that  our  own  Jurisdiction  will  *  'f ol  'oir  suit. " 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master,  "That  objections  cannot  be  made  to  a  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  sitting  in  Lodge  dnring  an  official  visit." 

The  Committee  also  approved  his  arrest  of  the  Char  ere  of  the 
two  Lodges  heretofore  mentioned. 

The  Grand  Master's  suggestions  as  to  District  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  had  been  carefully  considered  but,  while  agreeing  with 
him  that  many  Lodges  might  be  benefited  by  more  frequent 
official  visits  on  the  part  of  those  officers,  the  Committee  was  not 
inclined  to  recommend  legislation  requiring  regular  visits  1o  all 
the  Lodges  at  the  expense  of  the  Lodges  or  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
as  the  Grand  Masters  may  order  such  visits  whenever  he  deems 
it  necessary.  These  reports,  as  well  as  the  others  submitted  by 
the  committee,  were  adopted. 

The  Grand  Orator,  R.\  W.\  Bro.  V.  M.  Blanding  delivered  a 
learned  and  schoUry  address.  Among  "the  underlying  troths 
on  which  the  superstructure  of  Masonic  fraternity  is  builded  and 
securely  rests,"  he  instanced, 

"Belief  and  trust  in  God; 

Personal  honor  and  uprightness  of  char  a  *ter; 

Altruistic  respect  for  woman  in  the  duality  of  her  relations 

to  man ;  * 

Childhood's   home,   and    the  proper   care  of   her  helpless 

orphans." 

The  oration  contains  much  food  for  thought. 

The  total  contributions  for  Charity  were  $43,9'<0.0O. 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  made  an  extended  and  excellent 
report,  in  which  true  fraternal  sy  mpathy  for  Alabama  in  her 
grievous  loss,  through  the  death  of  Armstrong,  Pettus,  and 
Brundidge,  is  delicately  expressed;  and  which  closes  with  a 
touching  eulogy  on  the  late  President  of  the  United  States, 
William  McKinley,  an  honored  Free  Mason. 

A  special  Committee  is  in  charge  of  the  consid*  ration  of  a 
beqnest  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  a  tract  of  land,  264  acres,  a 
splendid  piece  of  property  near  the  city  of  Sullivan,  upon  con- 
dition that  said  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  shall  cause  to  be  erected 
and  maintained  thereon  a  suitable  home  for  such  wid  »w*  and 
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orphans  of  Masons  as  said  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to  time 
designate,  reserving  only  a  life  estate  for  his  wife,  (since  dead). 
The  following  timely  resolution,  having  been  offered,  was 
referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  the  before  mentioned 
bequest : 

•'Whereas.  The  organized  MasDnic  Charities  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Illinois  are  now  conducted  wholly  under  private  auspices 
and  independently  of  G  rand  Lodge  control  and  supervision,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  highly  desirable  that  said  Masonic  Charities 
should  be  officially  controlled  and  maintained  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  under  its  immediate  supervision;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge,  A.  F.  <te  A.  M.  of  Illinois, 
upon  a  proper  transfer  to  it  of  all  the  property  and  effects  of  the 
Illinois  Masonic  Orphans'  Home  and  the  Illinois  Masonic  Home 
for  the  Aged,  will  accept  the  trust  of  both  those  institutions  and 
make  suitable  provision  for  their  maintenance." 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  report  of  that  Special  Committee 
will  lead  to  grand  results. 

COKKESPONDENCK. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Joseph  Robbins,  Chairman  of  the  Com 
mittee  on  Correspondence  again  presented  one  of  his  first  class 
reports  in  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of  sister  Grand  Lodges, 
covering  208  pages  closely  printed.      His  work  is  that  of   a 
master. 

In  his  notice  of  Alabama,  li)00,  he  says: 

• 

"The  Grand  Master  reported  no  less  than  sixty  decisions,  a 
number  large  enough  to  reflect  his  knowledge  of  Masonic  law, his 
abundant  common  sense  and  his  Masonic  spirit  as  well  as  some 
of  the  peculiarities  of  Alabama  law.    Some  of  them  we  copy:" 

And  he  does  copy  sixteen  of  them,  and  adds  brief  comments 
on  several  of  the  decisions. 

Decision  5  having  been  elicited  by  the  query  as  to  what  pro- 
ceedure  should  be  followed  in  the  case  of  a  worshipful  Master 
who  in  a  state  of  intoxication  visitei  another  Lodge  and  became 
disorderly  while  in  the  visited  Lodge.  In  decision  5,  the  Grand 
Master  replied  as  follows: 

"Held,  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Lod  »e  visited  to  bring  the  mat- 
ter to  the  attention  of  the  Lodge  of  which  the  offending  brother 
is  Master,  and  if  it  fails  to  take  proper  action,  then  to  prefer 
charges  against  such  derelict  Lodge  before  the  Grand  Master  or 
Grand  Lodge." 
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Whereupon  Brother  Bobbins  comments  as  follows: 

"No.  5,  if  it  reflects  the  local  law,  would  seem  to  indicate  that, 
in  Alabama,  a  Lodge  may  try  its  Master  while  in  office,  a  condi- 
tion of  affairs  which  we  supposed  existed  only  in  Indiana." 

Brother  Robbins'  interpretation  of  decision  5  seems  a  strained 
one:  the  words,  "proper  action"  do  not, of  necessity,  mean  a  trial. 
For  our  Brother's  information,  here  is  the  Alabama  law  upon 
thesubject: 

Ait.  VI,  Sec.  25  of  our  Constitution  is  as  follows: 

"Sec.  2>.  A  subordinate  Lodge  ha*  no  right  to  try  its  Master; 
but  any  five  members  of  his  Lodge  may  impeach  the  Master 
before  the  Grand  Master,  who  shall  order  three  Masters  of 
Lodges  or  Past  Masters  nearest  his  Lodge,  to  investigate  into  the 
nature  of  the  charges  and  report  to  the  Grand  Master,  and  if 
in  his  opnion  they  are  well  founded,  and  of  a  character  to  jus- 
tify the  proceeding,  he  shall  suspend  the  delinquent  and  summon 
him  to  appear,  at  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
for  trial." 

Again  he  thus  comments  on  Nos.  11  and  37  (See  Ala.  proceed 
iogs,  1900,  pp21  and  24): 

"Numbers  1 1  and  37  should  be  read  together  to  give  the  reader  a 
chance  to  guess  why  the  Senior  Warden,  succeeding  to  all  the 
Master's  rights  and  duties,  in  the  latter's  absence,  may  not  do 
what  is  held  lawful  when  done  by  the  Master.     We  give  it  up.'* 

So  do  we. 
He  says: 

"We  observe  among  representatives  appointed  was  one  near 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  which  leads  to  inquire 
whether  it  is  the  usage  in  Alabama  for  the  Grand  Master  to  enter 
into  fraternal,  diplomatic  relations  with  bodies  that  have  not 
been  recognized  by  his  Grand  Lodge?" 

We  can  only  reply  that,  in  our  opinion,  such  is  not  the  usage 
in  this  Jurisdiction.    The  F.  C.    Committee  has  thought  it  ad- 
visable to  defer  any  recommendations  touching  recognition  until 
such  Grand  Bodies  shall  have   "knocked  at  our  door."    (Com 
mil  tee  on  the  address  failed  to  assign  that  topic  to  any  Com 
mittee.) 

Commenting  on  Bro.  H.  S.  D.  Mallory'a  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Susp.  Exp.  and  Appeals,  he  says: 

"The  Committee  on  Appeals,  in  a  case  before  it,  thus  strongly, 
enforces  a  truth  that  cannot  be  too  much  dwelt  upon:"  and  then 
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copies  a  paragraph  of  Chairman  Mallory's  report  which  concludes- 
with  these  words,  "The  paing  and  penalties  of  the  Masonic  Juris- 
prudence are  intended  to  be  applied  to  Masonic  offenses  and  not 
to  be  used  as  a  collecting  agency." 

He  very  kindly  mentions  toe  Alabama  report  on  Correspond, 
ence,  and  does  us  the  honor  of  making  a  few  brief  extracts  there- 
from. Brother  Rob  bins  may  rest  assured  that  his  good  opinion 
is  highly  valued  by  this  writer. 

So  much  valuable  matter  is  found  in  this  Brother's  report, 
that  to  make  extracts  of  reasonable  length  therefrom  would  re- 
require  vastly  more  space  than  our  limits  admit. 

Before  closing  we  may  be  permitted  to  express  our  admiration 
of  the  conspicuous  fairness  manifested  by  Brother  Bobbins  in 
all  his  encounters  with  those  whose  views  clash  with | his  own.

INDIANA. 

Eighty-fifth  year  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
81st  Annual— Indianapolis— May,  1902. 

M.  \  W.  \  Orlando  W.  Brownback,  Grand  Master. 

No.  of  Chartered  Lodges,  503;  No.  represented,  502;  a  first 
class  showing  as  to  attendance;  Members,  35,107;  net  gain,  1,503. 
During  the  year  there  were  Initiated  2,532,  Passed  2,444,  Raised 
2,887,  Reinstated  216,  Affiliated  604,  Died  634,  Dimitted  788,. 
Suspended  N.  P.  D.  427,  Suspended  U.  C.  0,  Expelled  28;  IFrontie" 
piece,  portrait  of  M.\  W.\  James  W.  Dunbar. 

Fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters  manifested  their  Masonic  zeal 
by  their  presence  at  this  meeting. 

Grand  Representatives  of  twenty- four  Sister  Jurisdictions,  in- 
cluding Past  Grand  Master,  Martin  H.  Rice  for  Alabama,  were 
also  in  attendance. 

The  address  of  the  M. '.  W.  \  Grand  Master  demonstrated,  to 
the  Bret  hern,  faithful  discharge  of  his  official  duties  and  watch, 
ful  oversight  of  all  the  interests  of  the  Craft. 

He  tenderly  mentioned  the  loss  by  death  of  two  Past  Grand 
Masters,  M.\  W.\  Mortimer  Nye  and  M.\  W.\  Bellamy  S.  Sutton, 
deplored  the  inhuman  taking  off  of  Brother  Wm.  McKinley, 
President  of  the  United  States,  sympathized  with  Sister  Juris- 
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dictions  in  their  bereavement,  and  mourned  the  departure,  across 
the  dark  river,  of  634  members  of  Subordinate  Lodges  in  Indiana. 

Two  Lodges,  having  fully  complied  with  Section  130,  General 
Regulations,  had  been  consolidated. 

Six  Lodge  Halls  had  been  dedicated,  six  corner-stones  had  been 
laid,  and  seven  newly -chartered  Lodges  had  been  constituted  > 
also  eight  dispensations  had  been  granted  for  formation  of  as 
many  new  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  had  sturdily  refused  permission  to  confer 
degrees  in  less  time  than  that  required  by  law.  Commenting  on 
such  requests  he  well  said: 

"If  the  brethren  would  spend  as  much  time  in  studying  the 
rules  and  regulations  enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  as  they  do  in 
writing  the  Grand  Master  to  evade  those  laws,  they  would  be 
doing  themselves  and  the  Craft  a  vast  amount  of  good  and  save 
the  Grand  Master  a  great  amount  of  letter  writing.  The 
Grand  Master  has  no  authority  except  such  as  is  delegated 
to  him  by  the  Grand  Lodge;  he  cannot  make  the  laws,  neither 
can  he  abrogate  them.  It  is  his  duty  to  obey  the  laws  as  well  as 
to  see  them  duly  executed." 

Only  a  very  few  decisions  were  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Master,  and  all  of  them,  doubtless,  good  law.  The  purport  of 
two  of  said  rulings  was,  that  it  is  not  proper  nor  in  accordance 
with  Masonic  law  in  Indiana  for  a  Lodge  to  serve  wines  and  other 
liquors  at  a  banquet;  secondly  that  Lodges  indulging  in  such 
practice,  should  be  disciplined  by  the  Grand  Master  or  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

He  submitted  the  papers  and  correspondence  in  regard  to  the 
invitation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  (Alpina),  and  the 
request  for  recognition  made  by  Mexican  Grand  Bodies. 

On  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  Home  the  Grand  Master  gave  in 
detail  the  history  of  efforts  made,  to  bring  abDut  the  establish- 
ment of  such  an  institution,  since  1842.    Said  he: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Indiana  has,  at  various  times  during  the 
past  sixty  years,  had  many  propositions  presented  to  it  for  the 
establishment  of  Homes  for  indigent  Masons,  their  widows  and 
orphans.  Many  plans  have  been  proposed,  and  after  being  duly 
considered  were  found  inexpedient  and  abandoned." 

Then  follows  an  account  (covering  more  than  six  pages)of  those 
proceedings 

On  October  14, 1901,  he  issued  a  circular*  letter  to  the  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  "relative  to  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  Craft  for 
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the  construction  and  maintenance  of  such  a  Home,"  thenumber- 
of  indigent  Masons  and  the  number  of  dependent  widows  and 
orphans,  and  as  to  the  sentiment  of  each  Lodge  in  regard  to  the 
building  and  maintaining  such  a  Home,  and  the  amount  of  mon- 
ey each  Loige  would  be  willing  to  cot  tribute  for  the  Home,  &c« 
He  tabulated  a  statement  from  the  Lodge  reports  received  in  re. 
ply  to  said  circular. 

A  summary  of  those  reports  exhibited  the  fact  that  164  Lodges 
favored  building  a  Home.  2*7,  opposed  the  proposition,  15, 
were  non-committed,  and  37,  disregarded  the  request  for  infor- 
mation on  that  subject. 

Concluding  his  presentation  of  this  matter  the  Grand  Master 
said: 

4  'The  time  is  coming,  and  not  far  distant,  when  a  Home  will 
be  erected  where  the  sunshine  of  love  and  loyalty  will,  like  the 
gentle  dew  of  night,  spread  greenness  and  beauty  over  the  Jewels 
of  our  brotherhood,  our  indigent  brothers,  their  widows  and  help- 
less orphans.    But  the  time  is  not  yet  ripe  for  the  undertaking." 

Whatever  betides,  Brother  Brownback  has  well  performed  his 
duty. 

In  order  to  carry  out  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge, 
the  State  had  been  divided  into  thirty  districts  and  D.  D.  G.  M's 
appointed  for  all  of  said  districts,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
thorough  Inspection  of  the  workings  of  the  several  Lodges.  This 
was  a  timely  step,  and  much  benefit  will,  no  daubt,  accrue  from 
its  execution.  From  the  reports  of  the  Districts  Deputies  the 
Grand  Master  had  prepared  a  tabulation  of  conditions  existing 
in  many  Lodges,  which  exhibit  was,  doubtless,  an  eye-opener  to 
many  of  the  brethern.  That  this  Inspection  was  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  is  manifest  by  marked  improvements  which  have 
followed  it.  He  recommended  that  such  Inspection,  tinder  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  the  Grand  Master, be  held  biennially, 

The  Grand  Master  commended  the  example  of  R.\  W.\  Brother 
Wm.  E.  English  in  placing  upon  permanent  record  the  History 
of  Masonry  in  Indianapolis,  and  trusted  his  good  example  would 
be  generally  followed  throughout  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  exhibited  balance  on 
hand  and  total  receipts  for  year  as  $33,281.51,  and  total  disburse- 
ments as  $  19.2fS2.41. 

In  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  it  is  seen  that  eight  Lodges. 
U.  D.  raise  the  toUl  of  active  Lodges,  May  27,  1002,  to  511. 
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The  action  of  the  committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  upon 
the  several  cases  referred  to  it,  was  in  our  opinion,  wise.  Grand 
Lodge  sustained  the  Committee  in  each  case  reported. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  had  a  full  budget. 
All  its  reports  were  concurred  in  and  its  recommendations 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Secretary's  Report  congratulated  the 
Grand  Lodge  on  having  so  efficient  a  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master,  as  well  as  his  refusal  to  grant  dispensations 
for  waiver  of  time  in  acting  on  petitions  for  the  degrees  and 
conferring  degrees. 

The  Committee  most  heartily  concurred  with  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter in  his  sentiments  concerning  Clandestine  Lodges  and  Clandes- 
tine Masons.    The  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  great- 
est care  should  be  exercised  in  the  examination  of  visitors,  and 
^  in  conversing  with  strangers  seeking  recognition  as  Masons. 

All  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  Committee  were 
concurred  in. 

On  Motion,  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Chartere 
£nd  Dispensations  as  substituted  in  the  Records  of  certain  Lodges 
U.  D.  the  words,  "E.  A.,  F.  C.  and  M.  M.  Degrees, "for  the  words, 
"First,  Second  and  Third  Degrees,"  was  reconsidered,  but  the 
Grand  Lodge  approved  the  report  of  the  Committee;  so  the  ex- 
pression, "1st,  2d  and  3d,"  was  "shown"  the  door,' but  "E.  A., 
F.  C.  and  M.  M."  was  "invited  in." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  made  an  impressive  report  on 
the  Fraternal  Dead  of  Indiana. 

Eloquent  Memorials,  one  of  Past  Grand  Master,  Mortimer  Nye- 
the  other  of  Past  Grand  Master,  Bellamy  S.  Sutton,  were  "unani- 
mously adopted  by  a  rising  vote  followed  by  a  moment  of 
silent  meditation." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Distinguished  Dead  of  other 
Jurisdictions,  was  also  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Cor- 
respondence recognition  was  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Costa  Rica. 

The  same  Committee  concluded  an  excellent  report  on  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Island  of  Cuba,  with  a  like  recommendation, 
and  it  wa*  adopted:  also  recommended  recognition  of  the  follow- 
ing Grand  Lodges,  viz:  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexica,   Grand 
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Lodge  of  Porto  Rico,  and  Grand  Lodge  ofJWestern  Australia.  It 
also  favored  approval  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  declin- 
ing to  appoint  delegates  to  an  *  'International  Congress"  as  re- 
quested by  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  ( Alpina).  and  deemed  it 
inexpedient  for  Grand  Lodge  to  take  further  action  in  the  matter 
at  that  time.  The  same  Committee  recommended  1st,  "that,  the 
recommendation  and  appointment  of  Grand  Representatives  be 
entrusted  as  heretofore  to  the  Grand  Master." 

2d,  "That  the  Grand  Representatives  of  other  Jurisdictions 
residing  in  Indiana,  who  have  failed  or  shall  hereafter  fail  to  at- 
tend the  annual  communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  a  per- 
iod of  three  years  as  such  Representative  be  declared  to  have 
forfeited  their  commissions,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  notify 
each  of  said  Grand  Lodges  that  a  vacancy  has  been  created 
and  suggest  that  it  be  filled  in  the  usual  way;  that  the  Grand 
Secetary  also  notify  all  Jurisdictions  immediately  of  all  vao- 
cies  oocurtng  by  death,  removal,  withdrawal,  suspension  o1" 
expulsion." 

3d,  'That  hereafter  the  Grand  Master  recommend  for  appoint* 
ment  as  Grand  Representatives  those  only,  known  to  have  been 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  no  brother  be  recom- 
mended for  more  than  one  appointment  until  the  eligible  list  is 
exhausted." 

And  4th,  "that  the  Grand  Secretary-be  •authorized  to  notify  all ' 
Grand  Representatives,  residing  in  Indiana,  who  have  failed  to 
attend  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  stated,  and 
also  advise  all  Grand  Lodges  with  which  we  are  in  fraternal 
correspondence. " 

Report  of  the  committee  concurred  in. 

With  the  foregoing  recommendations  we  have  n  >  fault  to  find 
save  with  the  second.  It  seems  to  us  that,  instead  of  the  Grand 
Master,  near  whose  Grand  Lodge  the  truant  Representative  re* 
sides,  the  one  who  gave  him  his  commission  should  be  the  person 
to  withdraw  said  commission  when  notified  of  his  Representa- 
tive's neglect  of  duty  under  the  same. 

Past  Grand  Master  Martin  H.  Rice,  chairman  of  committee  on 
Jurisprudence,  submitted  a  report  which  embraced  a  recommen- 
dation that  the  whole  matter  of  consideration  of  the  report  of 
committee  on  "Code  of  Procedure"  in  Trials,  and  codification  of 
all  the  laws  of  the  Jurisdiction,  be  referred  to  next  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence,  to  be  raised  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  that 
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-said  Committee  have  sufficient  time  before  next  Annual,  to  con- 
fer with  the  committee  on  "Code  of  Procedure,  "examine  its  re- 
port, and  be  prepared  to  present  the  whole  subject  properly  be- 
fore next  Grand  Lodge.    Concurred  in. 

The  Special  Committee  on  the  "Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home" 
reported  that,  the  Lodges  having  voted  against  the  proposition, 

no  further  consideration  thereof  was,  at  that  time,  required. 
Concurred  in. 

Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  approved  the  Grand 
Master's  dealing  with  revision  and  approval  of  By-Laws,  and 
consolidation  of  Lodges.    Concurred  in. 

Brother  McDonald  moved  that  the  thanks  of  Grand  Lodge  be 
extended  to  Grand  Master  O.  W.  Brownback  "for  the  intelli- 
gent, painstaking  manner  in  which  he  has  diecharged  the  impor- 
tant duties  of  his  office."    Concurred  in. 

The  customary  presentation  of  a  Jewel  to  the  Retiring  Grand 
Master,  then  took  place. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  Daniel  McDonald,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  submitted  his  report  on  theProceedings 
of  fifty-seven  Grand  Lodges,  in  a  very  able  review  covering  about 
158  pages.  Alabama,  1901,  received  fraternal  notice  a  trifle  over 
three  pages  in  length.  He  alluded  to  the  length  (35pp)  of  Grand 
Master  Cunningham's  address,  and  thought  the  91  decisions  sub- 
mitted, the  most  remarkable  part  thereof.  He  also  mentioned 
the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  special  dispensations  had  been 
granted  for  conferring  degrees  out  of  time.  The  decision  that 
one  who  can  not  read  and  write  is  not  ineligible  for  the  degrees, 
does  not  suit  Brother  McDonald,  who  says: 

"That  may  be  good  universal  law,  but  according  to  our  way  of 
thinking  it  ought  not  to  be." 

Personally  we  would  side  with  Brother  McDonald  on  that 
matter;  but  we  bow  to  the  will  of  our  Grand  Lodge. 

He  remarked  what  Grand  Master  Cunningham  said  about  the 
ballot,  and  observed: 

"The  Grand  Master  very  truly  says  that  the  motives  which 
should  control  a  Mason  in  balloting  for  candidates  should  be  the 
honor,  welfare  and  good  of  the  Fraternity." 

Brother  McDonald   answers  our  question:    Why  may  not  a 
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single  brother  be  permitted  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  entire  Grand 
Lodge?  in  the  following: 

'Because  in  this  State  there  is  a  Constitutional  provision  that 
every  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  entitled  to  one  vote,  and 
this  Constitutional  right  can  not  be  taken  away  from  him  on  any 
pretext  whatever.  In  the  next  place  there  is  no  necessity  for  it, 
and  we  cannot  conceive  of  a  case  in  which  such  necessity  could 
possibly  arise.  The  constitution  has  been  adopted  for  our  guid- 
ance, and  there  is  always  safety  in  following  it  in  letter  as  well  as 
in  spirit.'* 

Satisfied.— All  the  same,  if,  when  it  is  asked  if  there  is  any  ob- 
jection to  this  proceedure,  no  one  objects,  and,  without  doubt, all 
the  brethren  desire  a  certain  brother  to  fill  some  certain  office, 
there  can  be  no  great  harm  in  pursuing  the  course  indicated.  Still 
we  are  not  exercised  over  the  qnettion.  Again.  Brother  McDonald 
disagrees  with  us  as  to  the  trial  of  a  suspended  Mason.  We  had 
said,  suppose  such  a  suspended  Mason  is  charged  with  a  heinous 
crime,  cannot  the  Lodge,  within  whose  Jurisdiction  he  resides, 
try  him  and  if,  he  is  found  guilty,  inflict  upon  him  the  highest 
penalty  known  to  Masonry  ?"  To  which  Brother  McDonald  re- 
plies: "We  think  not.  Our  engagements  are  such  that  we  are 
prohibited  from  conversing  Masonically  with  "a  suspended  or 
expelled  Mason." 

If  the  suspended  brother  is  guilty  of  "a  heinous  crime"  he 
must  be  tried  before  the  Lodge  preferring  the  charges.  Will  our 
good  Brother  tell  us  how  the  members  of  the  Lodge  can  sit  in 
theirLodge-rootn  when  there  is  present  a  "suspended  Mason' and 
one  with  whom  it  would  be  necessary  under  such  circumstances 
to  converse  Masonically  r"  We  fail  to  pee  how.  under  the  circum- 
stances suggested  by  our  inquiry,  it  would  be  "necessary  to  con" 
verse  Maeonically"  with  a  suspended  Mason.  We  trust  it  will 
be  sufficient  to  quote  our  law  on:  ''I'mn  r  to  //•//  //  sus^-iuhd  Mason 
and  hoir  if  f,s  tn  hi  limit 

"A  Lodge  may  try,  and  suspend  or  expel  «  Mas-m  who  is  under 
sentence  of  suspension:  but  such  trial  must  be  for  another  offense 
than  that  for  which  he  stands  suspended  Tpon  the  presentation 
of  charges  against  such  a  one,the  Lodge  should  appoint  a  commit- 
tee, atid  appoint  a  day  for  such  committee  to  take  testimony.  A 
copy  of  the  charges,  and  a  notice  of  the  appointment  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  of  the  day  set  for  thnn  to  take  the  testimony,  must 
be  served  on  the  defendant  a*,  least  ten  days  before  the  day  set. 
The  committee  must  meet  at  tbe  appointed  time,  examine  the 
witnesses  presented  by  both  the  prosecution  and  de  fend  ant,  reduce 
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their  tes  imony  to  writing,  and  report  the  same  back  to  a  Lodge 
called  for  the  (rial.  The  Lodge  to  meet,  have  the  testimony  read, 
and  determine  the  cause  as  i a  other  cases — p.  13,  1845;  p.  13,  1880; 
p.  17,  1881."  Masonic  Code  of  Alabama,  Edicts  and  Decisions, 
Chap.  VI,  p.  62. 

We  had  marked  several  places  in  this  fine  report  for  quo  ation 
or  reference,  but  leave  them  unnoticed  reluctantly.  We  find 
ourselves  in  accord  with  our  brother,  in  many  instances. 

We  must  be  permitted  to  applaud  the  spirit  of  his  conclusion.

IOWA— 1901. 

This  volume  of  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  is  a 
veritable  thing  of  beauty,  artistic  in  all  respects. 

We  offer  no  apology  for  dropping  into  our  customary  groove 
at  the  opening  of  our  reports,  and  proceed  to  state  that — 

M.'.W.'.Willard  Lee  Eaton  presided  as  Grand  Master,  thab.  this 
was  the  58th  Annual,  Davenport,  June.  1901,  that  there  were  480 
working  Lodges  and  30,324  members,  Jan.  1,  1901,  net  gain  818. 
Lodges  making  returns  489,  Lodges  represented  444.  Lodges  or- 
ganized U.  D  12,  chartered  at  this  meeting,  12.  Grand  L  dare 
receipts,  $20,793.02,  appropriations,  1901-02,  {25,320  54.  Trans 
ferred  to  Grand  Charity  Fund  $3,348.12,  additional  payments  to 
Grand  Charity  Fund  $1,000.00  ,  Disbursements  for  mileage  and 
per  diem  $8, 103. 83. 

Very  interesting  Introductory  Exercises  took  place  prior  to  the 
Opening  Ceremonies;  then  all  profaws  having  been  invited  to 
retire,  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Eaton  was  all  thit  coul  I  be 
wished  for,  as  an  official  paper,  from  the  Grand  East. 

During  the  preceding  year  charters  had  been  iss'ied  to  nine 
new  Lodges,  and  these  had  been  duljr  constituted.  He  had 
also  granted  dispensations  for  twelve  new  Lodges.  Tiue 
he  had  alwflvs  thought  that  dispensations  of  this  kind  h*d  been 
issued  too  freely  by  Grand  Masters,  and  yet  he  found  that  his 
own  administration  had  broken  the  record  in  this  regard  He 
deprecated  the  existence  of  weak,  unthrifty  Lodges  of  limited 
territory.  There  are  many  such  in  Iowa,  and,  whenever  possi- 
ble, he  would  recommend  con,wUdatinn. 
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to  the  death  of  Pa?t  Grand  Master  £.  C.  Blackmar  he 
had  filled  the  vacancy  thus  made  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Grand  Charity  Fand  by  appointment  of  P.  G.  M.  Bro  Thomas 
Lambert  for  that  exceedingly  important  position. 

He  tenderly  embalmed  the  names  of  the  late  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter Edwin  Carlton  Black  mar,  and    Past  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
William  Elsom,  who  have  recently  "passed  over  the  river." 

He  recommended  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Library  Fund  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  con  tinning  the  publication  of  the 
"Masonic  Quarterly  Bulletin"  under  their  auspices  the  coming 


We  find  in  his  remark*  concerning  Dispensations  the  following: 

"In  accordance  with  custom. during  the  past  year, I  have  grant- 
ed dispensations  on  all  proper  occasions.  Like  my  predecessors* 
I  nave  been  frequently  asked  1  o  abrogate  the  Constitution  and 
'repeal  Masonic  statutes  I  commend  to  the  Brethren  a  more 
carefn I  examination  of  the  Constitution  and  statutes.  The  pre- 
rogative of  the  Grand  Master  is  limited.  He  has  no  more  power 
to  violate  the  Constitution  or  set  aside  a  Masonic  law  than  has 
any  one  of  the  brethren.  He  has  no  authority  to  grant  a  dispen- 
sation to  ballot  "out  of  time"  or  to  confer  degrees  without  a 
candidate's  having  attained  "proficienc>."  A  more  careful  ex- 
amination of  oar  Masonic  Cede  by  the  officers  of  subordinate 
Lodges  and  the  brethren  would  save  the  Grand  Master  a  vast 
*  mount  of  labor." 

Coming  from  the  Grand  Blast  those  are  brave  words  and  true. 

We  touch  upon  but  a  few  points  in  this  address. 

He  recommended  that  card  playing  in  halls  occupied  and  used 
exclusively  for  Masonic  purposes  be  placed  in  the  same  category 
a«  dancing,  and  be  permitted  only  by  unanimous  consent,  and 
that  cec.  250  of  the  Masonic  Code  be  amended  in  accordance 
h*r***itb. 

He  announced  that  $1, 300. 00 had  been  contributed  by  the  Iowa 
Frat«*nity  to  the  relief  of  the  Gal ve*  ton  sufferers;  also  that  $247.77 
had  been  stnt  to  the  "stricken  city"  of  Jacksonville.  •  He  asked 
G  rand  Lodge's  approval  of  said  action. 

The  Grand  Master  also  recommended  that  the  Communication 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  ("Alpina")  in  reference 
to  the  establishment  of  an  "International  Masonic  Office"  be 
iv  f  rred  to  the  special  Committee,  if  such  be  appointed,  hereto- 
fore recommended  in  relation  to  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia,  and  others,  for  consideration  and  report. 
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On  the  af  sernoon  of  the  first  day,  roll-call  showed  that  !!5  Per- 
manent Members  were  present. 

A  tonching  episode  in  the  proceedings  of  this  day  *s  session  was 
the  presentation  of  a  message  from  that  venerable  and  distin- 
guished Brother,  Grand  Secretary  T.  S.  Parvin,  who,  the  Grand 
Master  feelingly  said,  "  for  the  fir jt  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  was  absent  from  his  post  of  duty."  That 
message  from  Brother  Parvin,  sent  from  the  brink  of  his  gr^ve, 
was  full  of  love  for  his  brethren  and  devotion  to  Masonry. 

Resolutions  of  response  were  speedily  adopted  and  a  Committee 
appointed  to  convey  said  response  to  Grand  Secretary  Parvin 
The  vote  on  this  matter  was  unanimous  and  a  rising  one.    The 
Committee  appointed  "took  the  4:20  train  for  Cedar  Rapids." 

The  Grand  Secretary 's  Report  (57th,  June,  1001,)  is  a  document 
which  reflects  great  credit  upon  its  author. 

His  Memorial  Chapter,  devoted  to  his  late  associates  in  office. 
Bros.  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  W.  R.  Singleton,  J.  W.  Laflin.  an<l  E. 
C.  Parmelee,  of  sister  Jurisdictions,  and  to  Bros.  Black  mar  and 
Bison  of  Iowa,  also  to,  G.  W.  Speth,  Secretary  of  ** Lodge  Qiar- 
tuor  Coronati,"  London,  a  Mason  of  rare  attainments,  evincw  th* 
true  Masonic  Spirit  with  which  he  was  imbued  Portrait;*  of 
Armstrong,  Singleton,  Parmelee,  and  Laflin  adorn  its  page*. 
That  of  Brother  ArmstrjQg  is  a  ver/  good  likeness  of  oar  I  ite 
Grand  Secretary. 

Brother  Parvin 's  report  as  Librarian  (his  52d)  is  a  paper  of 
great  value  to  his  brethren.  Indeed  a  perusal  of  it  would  well 
repay  the  general  reader. 

We  are  greatly  impressed  with  the  value  of  such  bodies  as  this 
report  re'ers  to  when  it  informs  us  of  the  organization  of  the 
"Cedar  Rapids  Society  for  Masonic  Study."  Several  Lod?e* 
have  followed  the  plan  inaugurated  by  Crescent  Lodge  at  Cedar 
Rapids,  with  good  results. 

Such  associations,  established  all  over  our  land,  and  adhering 
to  their  legitimate  purpose,  would  be  great  educators  in  our 
Lodges,  and  strongly  tend  to  the  elevation  of  character. 

So  pertinent  are  the  lines  with  which  the  lamented  Librarian 
introduced  his  report  that,  without  apology  we  copy  them : 

4 'I  would  that  every  Mason's  Lodge  should  have 
A  Library  cf  good  Masonic  Lore. 
The  Arts  and  Sciences  we  phould  explore. 
And  all  that's  calculated  Man  to  raise 
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From  Ignorance  and  Vice.     Mere  Sign  and  Word 
Were  never  Masonry.     Th^y  help  to  gnard 
The  Craft  from  Cowans,  but  the  great  reward 
Is  his  who  fi  ihts  with  Masonry's  keen  sword 
To  Slaughter  Error     Men  have  labored  hard, 
Age  after  age,  to  chronicle  each  thought 
Ti-«y  felt  was  worthy:  aud  all  Masons  ought 
To  cherish  and  to  spread  them,  and  to  guard 
To*-m  from  destruction.     Thus  a  choice  Library, 
\'*y  .i  1  good  Masons  must  well  treasured  be." 

A  v  . I nable  "Supplemental  Catalogue,"  and  list  of  donors  are 
app  >•  led  to  this  report,  to  do  justice  to  which,  would  require 
very  much  more  space  than  can  possibly  be  spared. 

Tii •«  Grand  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand,  and  receipts 
for  the  year,  as  $49,203.34,  and  disbursements  as  $'24.(544.07,  leav- 
ing mi  hand,  June  1.  1001,  $24,559.27. 

The  Grand  Master's  action  in  behalf  of  Galveston  and  Jackson- 
ville was,  on  recommendation  of  Committee  on  Address, endorsed 
bjT  the  Grand  Lodge. 

.As  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  we  only  re- 
maik  that  said  committee  gave  cogent  reasons  for  its  recom- 
men  Unions,  which  were  adopted.  In  one  case  a  grievous  wrong 
was  righted;  in  another,  S    .     .    .    got  what  h e  richly  deserved. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  visit  "Father  Parvin"  having  re- 
turned from  Cedar  Rapids,  made  an  impressive,  touching  report 
of  its  interview  with  the  veteran  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  in  honoring  Theodore  Sutton  Par- 
vin, gi ?atly  honors  itself. 

The  report  of  the  Library  Commi  'tee  is  handsomely  illustrated 
with  vi-ws  of  the  interior  of  that  grand  monument,  which  com- 
memorates the  Masonic  zeal  and  intelligent,  sever  flagging 
efforts  of  Brother  Parvin.  In  the  course  of  its  report  the  Com- 
mittee says: 

"  The  three  great  means  of  education  are  the  schools,  the 
churcnes,  and  the  libraries,  or  the  teacher,  the  preacher,  and 
the  lihrarinu.  and.  if  the  medium  and  higher  grades  of  educa- 
tion h-  considered,  tie  library  in  its  broader  sense  is  by  far 
thf  greatest  How  vast  the  effect  of  the  food  fed  to  the  minors 
b>  »  Mingle  book  oft  times!  When  this  it*  nmltipl  ed  by  hun- 
dreds aud  by  thousands  and  by  thousands  upon  thousand*,  as  the 
many  books  are,  who  can  estimate  or  begin  to  comprehend  the 
vast  and  coble  influence  exerted  by  the  libraries  of  the  world  in 
a  mngle  year?  Wha:  glorious  inheritances  of  the  past  we  have 
in  the  libraries. " 
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The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  made  report  which  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

*\As  Masons  "  said  the  Committee,  "whether  we  believe  in 
the  tenet9  of  the  Christian  religion,  or  cling  to  the  old  dispensa- 
tion and  look  for  a  Messiah  yet  to  come,  or,  at  the  cry  of  the 
Muezzin,  turn  our  face  to  Mecca,  and  bow  to  the  Allah  of 
Mahomet,  we  believe  in  the  immortality  of  the  soul,  and  we 
answer,  as  did  the  Grecian  King  of  old,  "we  shall  meet  again." 
The  drama  of  the  third  degree  teaches  nothing  if  it  does  not 
teach  the  resurrection  from  the  dead,  and  the  immortality  of 
the  soul." 

On  the  matter  of  territorial  Jnrisdiction,  v  under  Sec.  66  of  the 
Code,  which,  so  far  as  relates  to  questions  under  consideration, 
is  as  follows: 

"Provided,  that  where  any  part  of  any  city  or  incorporated 
town  is  equi  distant  from  two  Ledges,  and  such  city  or  incorpo- 
rated town  has  no  Lodge,  such  Lodges  shall  have  concurrent 
Jurisdiction  over  such  city  or  town,"  th-  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence replied  to  certain  interrogatories  as  follows: 

"There  seems  to  be  no  ambiguity  in  this  provision.  It  pro- 
vides that  if  any  part  of  the  city  or  incorporated  town  in  which 
the  applicant  resides  is  equidistant  from  two  Lodges  soch  Lodges 
shall  have  concurrent  Jurisdiction." 

"Therefore  we  answer: 

"First.  The  starting  point  is  from  the  Lodges  and  not  from 
the  center  of  the  town  or  city  where  said  Lodges  are  located." 

"Second.  The  measurement  is  not  to  be  made  to  or  from  the 
centre  of  the  city  or  town  in  dispute  (that  is  the  city  or  town  in 
which  the  applicant  resides),  but  the  provision  is  where  any  part 
of  such  city  or  incorporated  town  is  equidistant  from  the  two 
Lodges,  then  such  Lodges  have  concurrent  Jurisdirtion." 

"Third.  If  it  should  be  ascertained  that  only  one  point  in  the 
disputed  city  or  incorporated  town  is  equi -distant  from  the  two 
Lodges,  both  Lodges  would  have  concurrent  Jurisdiction,  re- 
gardless of  the  fact  that  such  point  may  be  in  the  extreme  cor- 
ner of  such  disputed  territory. " 

The  foregoing  is  the  only  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Law 
Committee,  copied  as  being  of  general  interest.  The  entire  re 
port  was  concurred  in. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted; 

"Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Tyler  be  instructed  to  purchase  a 
United  State*  flag  for  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  an  expense  not  ex- 
ceeding $50.00,   and  that  such  flag  be  carried  at  the  head  of  ihe

lines  in  all  public  processions,  and  displayed  in  the  East  at  all 
sessions  of  Grand  Lodge  " 

"Resolved  further,  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed 
to  report  an  appropriation,  for  the  purchase  of  such  flag,  not  to 
exceed  $50.00." 

Against  such  proceeding  we  respectfully  enter  our  protest. 
We  undertake  to  affirm  that  it  is  inappropriate  and  unbecoming, 
from  a  Masonic  point  of  view.  Yielding  to  none  in  loyalty  to 
the  flag  of  our  [country,  we  nevertheless  maintain  that  it  is  out 
of  place  in  a  Masonic  Lodge. 

Remember,  Brethren,  that  Masonry  lays  claim  to  Universali- 
ty; that  it  is  restricted  to  the  limits  of  no  single  country  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  The  furniture  of  the  Lodge  should  be  ap- 
propriate in  any  land  where  a  Masonic  Lodge  is  found. 

Next  thing — some  brother  whose  zeal  surpasses  his  knowledge 
will  be  proposing  that  brethren  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  rising 
to  speak,  shall  be  required  to  salute  "Old  Glory"  before  address- 
ing the  Grand  Master,  just  ab  soldiers  must  do  when  approach- 
ing or  passing  the  flag  in  Camp.  Or  some  will  endeavor  to  dis- 
play the  American  flag  in  the  Temple  of  God.  Let  us  stick  to 
the  old  way. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Charity 
Fund  reported  balance  on  hand,  and  receipts  of  the  Permanent 
Fund,  11,300.00,  disbursements,  investments,  $1,300.00,  Tempor- 
ary Fund,  total,  balance  and  receipts,  $4,555.47,  disbursements 
for  relief  $8,497.22,  leaving  balance  in  hand  $1,058.25. 

The  total  Investment  of  Permanent  Fund,  $7,500.00. 

Our  Iowa  Brethren,  while  according  merit  to  the  Masonic 
Homes  in  other  Jurisdictions,  think  their  own  plan  of  Charity 
the  best  for  themselves. 

One  page  of  these  proceedings  bears  a  memorial  tablet  bre- 
senting  portraits  of  P.  G.  M.  Edwin  C.  Black  mar  and  P.  J.  G. 
W.  Wm.  Elsom,  another  page  presents  the  features  of  associate 
Grand  Secretaries,  Edwin  Baker  (R.  I  ),  William  R.  Singleton 
(D.  C),  Edward  C.  Parmelee  (Col.)  John  W.  Laflin  (Wis  )  and 
H.  Clay  Armstrong  (Ala.). 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  en  correspondence  is  from  the  cultured  pen,  fertile 
brain  and  true  Masonic  heart  of  Bro.  J.  C.  W.  Coxe,  chairman  of 
the  F.  C.  committee,  it  being  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  fif- 
ty-three Grand  Lodges  and  covering  fifty -four  pages.    Alabama 
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<x>mes  in  for  more  thai  a  page  and  a  half  of  truly  fraternal  notice) 
Of  the  address  of  Grand  Mazier  B.  Dudley  Williams,  he  says  : 

'The  Grand  Master's  address  starts  oat  with  a  flow  of  elo- 
quence qiite  florid  to  oar  colder  Northern  blood,  bat  thoroughly 
in  place  under  the  genial  skies  of  the  Sunny  South " 

"The  address  closes  as  it  opened,  in  a  blaze  of  rhetorical  fire- 
works, brilliant,  beautiful,  appropriate." 

His  reference  to  the  writer's  correspondence  report  for  1900 
gives  us  more  praise  than  is  merited,  but  our  reader  shall  see 
how  beautifully  he  expresses  his  compliments: 

"Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb  is  the  author  of  the  Correspon- 
dence report — one  hundred  and  eighty -five  pages  of  "sweetness 
and  light"  There  is  no  letting  down  of  the  high  standard  of  the 
Jurisdiction,  though  jt  will  tax  the  brother's  muscle  and  wind 
to  keep  up  the  pace  he  has  set.  We  believe  that  he  is  equal  to  it, 
however;  no  signs  flagging  app9ar  as  he  makes  the  goal  .  .  .  .  ' 

"He  thinks  that  more  extensive  benegts  would  accrue  from 
a  succesf ally  maintained -Masonic  Home  than  from  our  Iowa 

Slan  of  dispensing  our  Grand  Charity  Funds.  Possibly;  but  the 
kand  Lodge  of  Iowa  carefully  considered  that  matter  a  few 
year*  ago,  and  had  submitted  to  it  the  most  elaborate  report  on 
Masonic  Homes  probably  ever  presented  to  any  Grand  Body.  To 
found  a  Home  means  a  large  sum  of  money;  to  maintain  a  Home 
once  founded,  means  a  large  annual  income;  meantime,  while 
these  are  wanting,  our  modest  Grand  Charity  Fund  goes  on  doing 
its  beneficent  work  without  sound  of  trumpet  or  vociferous  an- 
nouncement of  either  right  or  left-hand  gifts.  We  criticise  no 
other  Jurisdiction  which  does  maintain  a  Home,  but  honor  all 
such;  we  merely  judge  for  ourselves  that  our  plan  is  best  for 

"Our  report  is  kindly  mentioned,  and  such  gracious  words  as 
would  make  us  blush,  were  we  not  indurate— not  obdurate, please. 
Our  differences  but  emphasize  our  attachments.  Brother  Titcomb 
may  draw  on  us  at  sight  for  anything  that  fraternity  may  re- 
quire, and  his  requisition  will  not  go  to  protest." 

But  we  must  bring  this  rather  prolix  review  of  oars  to  an  im- 
mediate close,  after  saying  that  we  feel  very  highly  honored  by 
the  application  of  Matthew  Arnold's  phrase,  "sweetness  and 
light,"  ti  our  humble  production  ('twas  Arnold,  was  it  not?) 
and  after  thanking  Brother  Coxe  for  his  tender  of  friendship, 
Assuring  himof  a  hearty  reciprocation  on  our  own  part.

Thus  far  we  have  received  leaflets  containing  the  annual  address- 
of  Grand  Master  L.  J.  Baker,  Report  of  the  Board  of  Custodi- 
ans. Grand  Secretary  and  Librarian's  Report,  Report  on  Grand 
Charity  Fund,  and  a  neat  pamphlet  embracing  the  Report  on 
Fraternal  Correspondence  by  Chairman  Joseph  E.  Marcombe; 
all  of  which  we  briefly  notice  without  waiting  for  the  full  Pro- 
ceedings. 

Grand  Master  Baker  certainly  proved  himself  a  faithful  and 
vigilant  guardian  of  the  Craft's  interests. 

Conformable  to  previous  order  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  charters 
had  been  issued  to  twelve  new  Lodges. 

Brother  Newtcn  Ray  Parvin  was,  on  July  1st,  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacant  office  of  Grand  Secretary  and  Librarian.  Bro. 
Parvjn  wears  the  mantle  of  his  lamented  father  with  dignity, 
grace  and  efficiency,  calling  forth  the  highest  encomiums  from 
the  official  head  of  the  Craft. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  a  committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  prepare,  for  the  next  Grand  Lodge,  a  suitable  memo- 
rial volume,  illustrating  the  great  work  done,  for  the  Fraternity, 
by  Theodore  Sutton  Parvin. 

Under  the  Iowa  law  the  Grand  Master  knew  of  no  better  way 
to  put  a  stop  to  unmasonic  black-balling  than  for  the  brethren 
to  guard  more  closely  the  outer  door.  • 

Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  five  new  Lodges. 

He  called  attention  "to  what  appears  to  be  a  slight  conflict" 
between  two  sections  of  the  Code,  and  asked  the  Grand  Lodge 
to  a  nend  so  as  to  make  the  two  sections  harmonize.  Section 
17lc.  positively  refuses  Masonic  burial  to  non- affiliates,  while 
Sec.  %2'J4  gives  Musters  of  Lodges  discretion  in  that  matter  Said 
"conflict"  appears  to  us  a  serious  one. 

One  corner-stone  had  been  laid,  and  one  Lodge  hall  dedicated. 

The  Grand  Master  mildly  roasts  Secretaries  of  constituent 
Lodges  on  account  of  carelessness  in  making  up  Re  urns. 

He  dad  refused  to  the  Masonic  Committee  of  the  McKinley 
National  As»>ociation,  Canton,  Ohio  permission  to  send  circular 
letters  to  the  Lodges,  asking  subscriptions  to  monument  to  be 
erected  in  Canton,  because  he  "had  no  positive  assnrau.-e  that 
the  funds  would  be  used  for  a  Masonic  Memorial." 

We  must  be  permitted  to    applaud   Grand    Master  Baker's 
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uniform  refusal  of  special  dispensations  to  ballot  upon  petitions 
out  of  time,  or  to  receive  and  ballot  on  the  same  at  special  com- 
munications, and  to  receive  petitions  of  persons  who  had  not 
lived  in  the  Jurisdiction  the  required  length  of  time,  &c. 

His  memorial  eulogiums  on  Bros.  T.  R.  Eveanbrack  and  Theo- 
dore S.  Parvin  were  touchingly  impressive. 

At  the  election  of  officers,  Brother  Parvin,  then  lying  on  his 
deathbed,  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Grand  Lodge  had  unanimously  in- 
structed Grand  Master  Eaton  to  cast  the  ballot  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  for  Brother  Parkin's  re  election  as  Grand  Secretary. 
Then  followed  a  ceremony  which  was,  at  least  unique  in  present, 
Masonic  usage — the  installation  of  the  absent,  dying  Brother. 
Says  the  Grand  Master: 

"He  was  in  mystic  ni  inner  installed  in  office,  being  the  first 
instance  of  the  kind  on  record  in  the  history  of  our  Grand 
Lodge,  and  perhaps  in  the  world." 

Appended  to  the  address  is  a  report,  in  detail,  of  the  Board  of 
of  Custodians. 

l.The  Grand  Secretary  heads  his  report,  of  June  2d,  with  that 
expressive  Latin  maxim,  "Super  Omnia  Religio'"  translated 
liDuty  Before  Everything."  That  he  has  done  his  duty,  and 
done  it  well,  none  who  read  his  report  will,  for  a  moment,  ques- 
tion. Careful  attention  to  details  marks  every  page,  both  as  to 
his  duties  as  Grand  Secretary,  and  as  to  those  equally  important 
ones  of  Librarian.  Such  attention  to  each  particular  is  conspicu- 
ous in  these  two  reports;  hence  our  Brother,  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, may  rightly  rejoice  in  the  results  of  his  labors. 

His  schedule  of  Grand  Lodge  Dues  for  1902  shows  total 
amount  paid,  $27,422  50.  Charter,  Dispensation,  and  Certificate 
Fees a^gre gated  $42(5.10. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  total  receipts  as  $55,7 15.95,  and 
total  disbursements,  $2."»,9;>4.01,  leaving  in  his  bands,  June  1st, 
$29, 7Sl.ii  4. 

From  the  report  on  Grand  Charity  Fund,  we  learn  that  the 
Investment  and  Permanent  Fund  ixakes  a  total  of  $8. GOO. 00. 
Also  that  $;>>*♦;  oo  had  been  expended  from  the  Temporary 
Fund  for  the  relief  of  nineteen  Master  Masons,  thirteen  widows 
of  Master  Masons,  and  two  daughters  of  Master  Masons  during 
the  year. 

In  such  acts  as  those  just  recounted.  Free  Masonry  executes 
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its  mission,  as  it  also  does  in  charitable  speech.    Oar  Brethren 
of  Iowa  seem  to  be  fulfilling  the  law  of  Masonic  love. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Joseph  E.  Newcombe,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  makes  his  first  report  on  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  Sister  Jurisdictions,  modestly  disclaiming  fitness  to 
succeed  the  admirable  Coxe;  but,  after  perusing  his  work  from 
beginning  to  end,  we  undertake  to  affirm  that  he  is  a  first  class 
reviewer,  for,  with  excellent  judgment  he  presents  the  salient 
points  of  the  transactions  reviewed,  and  comments  on  the  same 
with  force  and  pertinency— in  a  word,  his  report  is  a  fine  piece 
of  work. 

As  an  humble  member  of  the  Guild,  we  proffer  him  the  '  'Glad 
hard." 

Alabama— 1901  receives  two  pages  of  courteous,  fraternal 
notice.    He  says: 

"The  address  of  Grand  Master  Cunningham  pays  tender  trib- 
ute to  those  of  his  own  Grand  Lodge  who  had  passed  ,to  reward, 
«nd  enumerates  those  prominent  in  Masonic  service  in  other  Ju- 
risdictions whom  the  Master  of  the  Temple  had  called  from 
earthly  labor.  Under  a  separate  heading  of  the  Grand  Master's 
address  ninety- one  decisions  are  given.  Many  of  the  questions 
would  seem  to  have  required  only  the  exercise  of  a  little  com 
non  sense  or  a  rudimentary  knowledge  of  Masonic  law  and 
usages  on  the  part  of  those  who  referred  them  to  the  chief  ex- 
ecutive of  the  fraternity."    .... 

"Grand  Master  Cunningham  is  not  a  stickler  for  physical  per- 
fection ;"  then  he  quotes  our  M.\  W.  \  on  what  "costitute  the 
essential  qualifications  of  speculative  Masonry." 

Brother  Marcombe  may  rest  assured  that  we  highly  value  his 
kind  remarks  concerning  this  scribe. 

We  endorse  what  he  says  about  "prerogative,"  under  Colorado; 
also  his*  condemnation  of  asinine  and  simian  performances  by 
members,  at  the  expense  of  candidates  for  initiation  (Connecti- 
cut). 

Under  Kansas  he  says  the  address  of  the  Grand  Orator,  on 
"The  Idea  of  God  in  Masonry,"  was  "an  excellent  sermon, 
doubtless,  but  not  Masonic  in  confining  the  correct  idea  of  Deity 
to  a  particular  creed." 

On  the  same  subject,  we  have  said  in  our  review  of  Kansas, 
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that  said  oration  '  impaired,  on  one  point,  our  claim  to  univer- 
sality," but  we  like  Brother  Marcombe's  expression  better,  as 
being  more  definite  and  clear. 

He  intimates  that  to  Brother  Todd's  criticism  of  the  Alabama 
rule  exempting  ministers  of  the  Qospel  from  the  requirement  of 
twelve  month's  residence  in  the  State  before  receiving  the  de- 
grees, and  from  the  payment  of  fees  and  dues,  might  be  added 
that  there  is  now  no  excuse  for  this  discrimination;  that  as  a 
rule  they  are  well  paid,  or  at  least  they  get  as  much  pay  as  the 
average  Mason.  *  'Self-respect,*'  he  says,"  "and  tho  dignity  of 
the  profession  should  prevent  ministers  from  taking  advantage 
of  a  regulation  which  admits  'them  to  equal  privileges  in  the 
fraternity  without  assuming  equal  responsibilities  and  burdens.' 

On  this  matter  we  have  heretofore  aired  our  views;  so  will  let 
it  pass  cave  to  remark  that  personally  we  have  never  favored 
exemption  under  the  twelve  months'  rule. 

Alluding  to  Grand  Master  Bilbro's  decision  that  one  unable  to 
read  and  write  is  not  ineligible  for  initiation.  Bro.  Marcombe 
quotes  Brother  Chambers,  of  Quebec,  as  believing  it  "incon- 
gruous to  profess  a  desire  for  Masonic  light  without  illustrating 
the  strength  of  such  desire  at  least  to  the  extent  of  learning  to 
sign  ones  name." 

To  copy  the  touching  verses  with  which  he  closes  his  report, 
would  be  a  pleasure,  but  time  is  up.

Stated  Communication— Dublin— 27th  December,  1901. 

We  -have  received  a  thirty -five-page  pamphlet  containing  the 
proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body,  of  which  five-sevenths  are  taken 
up  by  the  Annual  Address  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and 
two  f  evenths  by  financial  statistics. 

The  major  part  of  that  address  is  devoted  to  topics  which  are 
not  especially  interesting  to  Masons  outside  of  the  Irish  Juris- 
diction.    Nearly  five  pages  of  the  address  are  given  to  the  sub* 
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ject  of  Masonic  Charities — notably,  to  the  "Girls'  School,"  and 
the  "Boys'  School,"  and  to  Annuities  for  aged  and  indigent  Free- 
Masons,  and  Free-Masons'  widows.  The  example  set  by  our 
Brethren  of  the  "Green  Isle,"  in  caring  for  these  wards  of  the 
Craft,  is  well  worthy  of  emulation. 

From  said  address  It  appears  that,  in  response  to  an  appeal 
from  the  Qrand  Lodge  of  Denmark  against  invasion  of  its  Ju- 
risdiction by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg,  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ireland  resolved  that  th»*  Lodge  established  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Hamburg  in  the  city  of  Copenhagen,  should  not  re- 
ceive recognition  while  unauthorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Denmark. 

During  the  year  1901,  grants  made  by  the  "Committee  of 
Charity"  to  needy  brethren,  widows,  and  daughters  of  Masons, 
amounted  to  $1,300.60. 

Balance  to  credit  of  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  Dec.  31, 
1901,  about  $4,389.42. 

Received  on  General  Account  during  the  year,  $17,080  80. 
"  Charity         "  "  "      "  2,934.35. 

Unqualified  loyalty  to  His  Majesty,  King  Edward  VII,  was 
manifested  at  this  Grand  Communication. 

Our  compliments  are  tendered  on  the  handsome  "make-up" 
of  this  pamphlet  of  Proceedings. 

The  list  of  Grand  Representatives  contains  sixty-five  names 
How  many  of  them  were  present  we  are  unable  to  say.

No  Chartered  Lodges,  304 -members  22,38S-net  Kain,  706. 

This  handsome  volume  of  proceedings  is  embellished  with 
some  sixteen  portraits  of  distinguished  Masons  of  Kansas,  and 
of  other  Jurisdictions,  including  a  one  page  group  of  five  Grand 
Secretaries,  all  of  whom  passed  away  between  August  20,  1900, 
and  May  10,  1001,  viz  :  Armstrong— Alabama,  Laflin — Wiscon- 
sin, Parmelee— Colorado,  Singleton— District  of  Columbia,  and 
Baker — Rhode  Island. 
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At  the  forty-sixth  Annual  Grand  Communication  eight  Past 
Grand  Masters,  one  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master,  thirty -four 
Grand  Representatives,  three  Custodians,  five  Assistant  Lectu- 
rers, and  one  hundred  fifty  Past  Masters  answered  to  roll  call. 
Alabama's  Representative  was  not  reported  present. 

The  report  on  credentials  puts  the  number  of  Past  Masters  as 
145,  but  gives  150  names;  so  the  total  of  members  present  was 
474  instead  of  "469."    266  Lodges,  represented. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  reported  dispensations  au- 
thorizing four  Lodges  U.  D. 

Three  Schools  of  Instruction  had  been  appointed,  and  held  by 
the  Custodians. 

Under  the  head  of  Controversies,  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"During  the  year,  many  controversies  of  a  minor  nature  have 
arisen,  between  Lodges  and  among  the  brethren,  which  happily 
have  been  settled  in  all  cases  by  correspondence.  In  connection 
therewith  I  desire  to  commend  the  spirit  of  fraternity  and  tole- 
ration generally  exhibited  by  the  Craft  in  the  consideration  of 
these  cases,  which  has  greatly  lightened  the  labors  of  the  Grand 
Master  in  relation  thereto. " 

We  congratulate  our  Brethren  of  Kansas:  if  we,  all  of  us, 
would  keep  in  mind,  and  heed  the  Golden  Rule,  differences,  hav- 
ing arisen,  would  be  easily  settled;  moreover,  such  differences 
would  not  be  likely  to  arise. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  suitable  legislation  be 
enacted  for  the  puipose  of  securing  attendance  of  the  represen- 
tatives of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Masonic  Home,  at  Annual  Communications. 

Three  dedications  of  Lodges  had  taken  place  with  fitting  cer- 
emonies. Seven  corner-stones  had  been  laid  in  proper  form,  after 
the  manner  of  Masons.  Two  Lodges  had  been  consolidated 
under  very  flattering  auspices. 

The  few  visitations  made  were  exceedingly  interesting  to  all 
present  on  the  several  occasions. 

The  six  decisions  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master  were  all 
approved,  and  were,  undoubtedly,  correct  Masonic  law.  No.  6 
reads  as  follows:  "A  petitioner  for  the  mysteries  must  be 
twenty-one  years  old  before  he  signs  the  petition." 

To  be  sure — otherwise  his  petition  is  a  fraud  on  its  face* 

The  Grand  Master  gave  permission  to  McKinley  Lodge,  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  to  solicit  funds  for  the  Wm.  McKinley  monument,  by 
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means  of  circular  letters  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  This  he 
deemed  an  exceptional  case.  One  other  similar  request  was  re- 
fused under  the.  general  rule, 

He  recommended  an  appropriation  to  cover  a  stated  expendi- 
ture of  Charity  outside  the  Masonic  Home,  and  continuance  of 
the  system  under  needful  regulations. 

While  the  statistics  of  the  Home  show  a  steady  increase  of  the 
number  of  inmates,  a  deficiency  of  $383.30  in  receipts  as  com- 
pared with  expenditures,  is  also  shown,  and  estimate  for  com- 
ing year  indicated  a  shortage  of  more  than  $1,000.00,  for  which 
the  permanent  fund  must  be  depleted  to  that  extent. 

The  Grand  Master  recommends  that  steps  be  taken  for  the 
imposition  of  a  permanent,  annual,  per  capita  tax  of  50  cents 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

From  Grand  Treasurer's  report  it  appears  that  balance  on 
hand,  and  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $35,968  16,  and  dis- 
bursements amounted  to  $14,913.28,  leaving  in  Grand  Treasury 
$21,054.88,  February  20,  1902. 

Charity  Fund— Balance  on  hand  $4,908.15,  transferred  from 
General  Fund  10  percent,  of  $11,351.95,  equal  to  $1,135.19,  mak- 
ing total  of  said  fund,  $6,043.34.  Disbursement  of  said  fund — 
warrant  No.  120— $50.00. 

The  subject  of  the  Grand  oration  which  was  pronounced  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  day,  was,  "The  Idea  of  God  in  Ma- 
sonry. "  The  address  was  impressive  and  scholarly;  it,  however, 
impaired  in  one  point,  our  claim  to  universality.  The  thanks  of 
the  Grand  Lodgj  were  tendered  the  orator  by  a  rising  vote. 

In  the  report  of  the  Masonic  Home  Board  it  is  seen  that  the 
present  number  of  inmates  is  fifty- one. 

Treasurer's  report  shows  balance  on  hand  January  1  1901,  and 
receipts  to  amount  to  $15,836.54— total  disbursements  $13,712.06. 
The  report  of  the  Financial  Committee  states  that  the  amount 
expended  for  all  purposes  during  the  year  was  in  excess  of  the 
receipts.  "In  other  words  the  Home  cannot  be  maintained  with 
the  present  membership  without  gradually  drawing  upon  the 
Permanent  Fund." 

We  would  especially  fcommend  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Chartered  Lodges  to  the  attention  of  those  who  regard  the 
matter  of  giving  full  names  in  the  records  instead  of  initials  for 
the  Christian  names,  as  immaterial.    Says  the  Committee: 
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"Merely  by  way  of  illustration,  we  find  from  consulting  the 
index  that,  using  only  initials,  there  are  three  brothers  to  be  de- 
signated as  A.  Brown,  two  as  A.  A.  Brown,  three  as  A.  B. 
Brown,  six  as  A.  J.  Brown,  three  as  £.  E.  Brown,  fourteen  as  J. 
Brown,  and  three  as  J.  C.  Brown"    *    *    *.     Verbum  sat. 

Charters  were  voted  to  four  Lodges  U.  D . 

M.  \  W.  \  Brother  Wm.  M.  Shaver,  Chairman,  presented  a 
special  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  which 
report  was  adopted.  As  to  "a  Universal  Congress  of  Freema- 
sonry," to  which,  the  Swiss  Grand  Lodge  (Alpina)  had  sent  out 
invitations  to  send  delegates,  the  Committee  having  adduced 
good  reasons  for  its  conclusion,  suggested  '  that  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary courteously  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  invitation, 
and  advise  our  good  brethren  in  Switzerland  that  our  Grand 
Lodge  does  not  deem  it  expedient  to  accredit  delegates  to  such 
a  Convention." 

As  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  the  Committee 
recommend  that  fraternal  recognition  be  extended  to  said  Grand 
Lodge;  it  also  recommended  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Coeta  Rica. 

In  regard  to  the  request  for  recognition  made  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Puerto  Rico,  the  Committee  has  this  to  say: 

4 'Upon  reaching  the  consideration  of  this  subject  the  Chair- 
man of  this  Committee  discovers  that  he  has  naught  before  him 
but  a  fraternal  request,  in  the  Spanish  language,  for  interchange 
of  Grand  Representatives." 

"Our  Grand  Secretary  is  confident  that  full  documentary  in- 
formation has  been  received  from  this  Grand  Lodge  and  placed  in 
charge  of  your  Committee,  but,  if  so  the  same  has  been  mislaid, 
and  your  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  examine  the  question 
of  the  legality  of  organization  or  the  Masonic  character  of  this 
Grand  Body.  *  *  *  ,  and,  much  as  we  dislike  to  do  so,  your 
Committee  is  compelled  to  ask  for  further  time  to  investigate 
and  report  on  the  question  of  recognition  of  the  aforesaid  Grand 
Lodge." 

The  Committee  made  an  able,  comprehensive  report  on  the 
subject  of  Mexican  Masonry,  and  wound  up  with  a  recommend- 
ation of  courteous  refusal  of  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
"Valle  de  Mexico." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  made  report  on  all  the  instances 
of  death,  in  the  various  Jurisdictions,  of  which  official  notifica- 
tion had  been  received.     (The  report  does  not  include  the  death 
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of  P.  G.  M  and  Grand  Secretary  H.  CUy  Armstrong  of  Ala- 
bama, who  died  December  17,  1900.) 

Advocating  the  report,  R.  \  W.\  Brother  Thomas  E.  Dewey 
paid  special  tribute  to  the  names  of  Theodore  S.  Parvin,  snd 
John  L.  Power— one  the  great  founder  and  promoter  of  the 
Iowa  Masonic  Library,  the  other  the  best  known  and  best  beloved 
Mason  in  Mississippi,  and  his  remarks  were  added  to  the  report, 
to  be  published  with  the  portraits  of  those  distinguished  Masons 
in  the  Proceedings. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievancss  and  Appeals, 
which  it  is  unnecessary  to  notice  in  detail,  was  adopted. 

"To  carry  into  effect  the  a?tion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  providing 
for  a  per  capita  tax  of  fifty  cents  for  the  support  and  mainten- 
ance of  the  Masonic  Home,"  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
reported,  as  substitutes  for  By-Laws  "4»r  aud  "93,"  the  follow- 
ing : 

"No.  46.  The  Grand  Treasurer  shall  keep  three  accounts,  one 
to  be  known  as  the  'Kansas  Masonic  Home  Fund;"  one  as  the 
'General  Fund,'  and  one  as  the  'Charity  Fund.'  Que  half  of  the 
revenue  derived  from  the  annual  per  capita  tax  shill  be  placed 
in  and  constitute  'The  Kansas  Masonic  Home  Fund,'  and  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Kansas  Masonic  Home. 
Ninety  per  cant,  of  all  remaining  revenue  shall  be  placed  in  and 
constitute  the  'General  Fund,'  and  the  residue  of  *  aid  remaining 
revenue  shall  constitute  the  'Charity  Fund'.  The  Charity  Fund 
shall  remain  inviolate,  except  for  the  relief  of  destitute  Master 
Masons  in  good  standing,  their  widows  and  orphans,  residing  or 
being  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction." 

"No.  M.  Every  Lodge  working  under  a  warrant  of  Constitu- 
tion shall  pay  annually  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  per  capita  tax  of 
one  dollar  on  its  roll  of  membership,  as  the  sime  appears  on  the 
annual  report  of  the  Lodge  for  the  preceding  year,  and  any  spe- 
cial assessment.  This  per  capita  tax  shall  not  be  assessed  against 
the  members,  but  shall  be  included  in  the  account  for  annual 
dues,  and  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  Lodge." 

Every  petition  for  a  special  dispensation  is  to  be  accompanied 
by  a  fee  of  $*>.00,  but  if  the  dispensation  is  refused,  said  fee  is  to 
be  returned  to  the  petitioner. 

The  City  of  Wichita  will  have  the  next  Grand  Lodge,  Febru- 
ary 18,  1903. 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  with  the 
customary  Honors. 

In  the  list  of  Grand  Representatives  near  other  Grand  Lodges, 
opposite  "Alabama"  still  appears  the  name  of  Brother  John 
DeLoach  who  has  been  dead  twelve  months  and  more.    When  a 
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Grand  Representative  dies,  the  Grand  Lodge  he  represents  should 
be  notified. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  William  M.  Shaver,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  submitted  a  report  on  the  Proceed- 
ings of  fifty-five  domestic  and  ten  foreign  Grand  Lodges  consist- 
ing of  a  review  covering  three- hundred  fourteen  pages.  In 
his  introduction  Brother  Shaver  styles  himself  "an  untried  tailer 
in  the  quarries,"  but  his  work  shows  him  to  be  a  master  builder 
— a  workman  of  whom  his  brethren  "need  not  be  ashamed,"  and 
of  whom  they  may  well  be  proud. 

Alabama — 1900  receives  a  five  and-a-half  page,  courteous  and 
brotherly  notice.  The  reviewer  says  Grand  Master  Williams 
"writes  an  interesting  address." 

"This  was  his  second  year  of  service,  and  whether  our  Ala- 
bama brethren  are  of  a  peculiarly  'enquiring'  turn  of  mind,  or 
this  Grand  Master  was  especially  prolific  in  decisions,  we  know 
not,  but  we  find  sixty  decisions  reported  in  this  address,  and  as 
our  predecessor,  Brother  Postlethwaite,  called  attention  to  sixty  - 
.  one  the  previous  year,  the  name  of  our  distinguished  Brother 
will  be  handed  down  to  posterity  with  121  decisions  to  his 
credit." 

(Wonder  what  Brother  Shaver  will  say  concerning  the  ninety- 
one  decisions  reported  last  year  by  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master  Rus- 
sell M.  Cunningham.) 

He  quote  some  of  those  decisions,  dissenting  from  several  of 
them. 

He  quotes  the  Grand  Master  on  the  subject  of  a  Masonic  Home, 
also  his  concluding  remarks. 

He  feelingly  alludes  to  the  death  of  M.\  W.  •  Brother  H.  Clay 
Armstrong,  our  late  Grand  Secretary,  aid  says. 

"Thus  ends  the  life  record  of  the  best  known  Mason  of  Ala- 
bama, Brother  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  a  true  hearted,  modest,  re- 
tiring Christian  gentleman.  We  met  him  for  the  last  time  at 
Cincinnati  in  October,  1900,  during  the  Triennial  Convocation  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter.  In  the  pleasant  little  chat  we  had 
with  him  he  did  not  complain  of  ill  health,  but  we  felt  impressed 
that  he  would  be  one  of  the  first  of  tb  e  distinguished  Compan- 
ions assembled  there,  to  cross  the  Dark  River.  We  little  thought 
it  would  be  so  soon.  We  would  like  to  add  more  as  to  his  Ma- 
sonic labors  in  Alabama,  but  the  data  are  not  at  hand.  Vale  ! 
Vale !  Armstrong  j 
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Of  our  present  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  George  A.  Beauchamp, 
he  says: 

"We  had  the  pleasure  of  forming  the  acquaintance  of  this 
young  Brother  during  the  Triennial  Encampment  at  Louisville, 
last  August.     We  wish  him  success. " 

We  take  pleasure  in  assuring  our  good  Brother  that  Grand 
Secretary  Geo.  A.  Beauchamp,  "true  as  steel/'  methodical, 
working  always  on  business  principles,  and  possessing  a  wonder- 
ful memory,  is  a  grand  success. 

That  this  scribe  highly  values  the  following  goes  without  say- 
ing: 

"Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb  writes  an  interesting  Corres- 
pondence Report,  arly  reviewing  the  Proceedings  of  fifty  Grand 
Jurisdictions."  *  *  *  *  "Brother  Titcomb  condenses  well, 
comments  with  excellent  judgment,  and  the  reading  of  his  re- 
port in  full  will  repay  the  Masonic  student  who  will  drop  into 
the  Grand  Lodge  Library  and  spend  a  half  hour  with  it." 

Though  better  than  we  deserve,  the  foregoing  will  stimulate 
us  to  work  harder  for  our  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Craft,  and  we 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  kind  compliment . 

Brother  Shaver  presents  in  his  report  a  full  and  carefully  pre- 
pared synopsis  of  the  Procedings  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges  re- 
viewed, with  occasional  terse  comments. 

Quoting  Brother  W.  A.  DeWolf  Smith's  critique  on  the  dis- 
play of  U.  S.  flags  in  Lodges,  he  says: 

"In  Kansas  we  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  devotion  to  the 
flag  of  our  country.  It  floats  from  every  public  building  from 
State  capitol  to  city  hall:  it  flutter*?  in  the  breeze  from  every 
school-house  that  dots  our  broad  prairies.  We  love  it.  Its  red  < 
bands  are  stained  by  the  blood  of  our  fathers  and  brothers 
spilled  on  the  soil  of  bleeding  Kansas.  We  have  mounted  in  its 
empyrean  blue  "Ad  Artra  ptr  Asptra."  We  teach  our  children 
to  love  it.  and  they  swim  the  Bag-bag  or  scale  the  walls  of  Pekin 
to  plant  its  waving  folds  as  the  ensign  of  freedom  and  relief.  It 
stands  as  the  symbol  of  patriotism  and  loyalty,  and  we  see  no 
impropriety  in  displa>ing  it  where  patriotism  and  loyalty  are 
taught  as  virtues." 

Our  Brother  becomes  eloquent  in  his  defense  of  such  display 
of  the  national  ensign,  but  we  trust  he  will  pardon  us  for  inti- 
mating that  in  our  opinion  that  flag  is  inappropriate — out  of 
place  as  a  Lodge  emblem.     If  Masorry  were  confined  within  the 
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limitsof  the  United  States,  it  might  be  all  right;  action  of  the 
kind  indicated,  upsets  the  claim  of  Masonry  to  universality.

Lodges  on  the  roll  467 — representatives  present  445—  member- 
ship, 1901,  20,627— net  gain  over  last  year  757. 

"Received  for  'Home'  assessment"— $20,741.00.  Paid  to  the 
Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home— $21,244.35.* 

Sixteen  Past  Grand-Masters  were  present  to  respond  to  roll  call 
In  his  opening  address  the  Grand  Master  gave  ntterance  to  the 
following  impressive  sentiments: 

"Free- Masonry  needs  no  defense;  it  offers  no  apology;  it  lives 
by  reason  of  the  favorable  opinions  of  those  vwho  have  seen  its 
influence  in  the  effort  to  elevate  mankind,  and  those  who,  in 
times  of  distress  and  misfortune,  have  been  recipients  of  its 
favors.  When  we  contemplate  the  magnificent  development  of 
the  Masonic  fraternity  in  Kentucky,  since  the  organization  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  progress  it  has  made  in  other  States 
of  the  Union  during  that  time,  we  are  deeply  impressed,  and  are 
forced  to  the  conclusion  that  our  organization  is  guided  in  its 
purposes  by  the  invincible  power  of  a  just  aud  all-wise  God,  as 
unerring  as  when  centuries  ago  Hi  *  chosen  people  were  directed 
in  their  course  by  a  "pillar  of  cloud  by  day  and  a  pillar  of  fire 
by  night " 

"To  Him  we  are  profoundly  grateful  for  the  bounteous  bless- 
ings and  privileges  we  have  enjoyed,  and  to  Him  do  we  look  for 
wisdom  and  guidance  in  the  great  work  He  has  decreed  we  shall 
execute." 

On  the  subject  of  condition  of  the  Craft  he  alluded  with 
pleasure  to  the  peace  and  harmony,  and  healthful  activity 
prevailing  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  gave  the  brethren 
wholesome  admonition  in  respect  of  internal  qualifications." 

We  must  not  drift  into  giving  a  synopsis  of  this  excellent  ad- 
dress, bit  merely  take  two  or  three  "snap  shots"  thereat. 

In  his  preface  to  report  of  decisions,  he  thus  hits  "Preroga- 
tive" "right  between  the  eyes": 
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"There  seems  to  be  a  prevailing  opinion  among  the  Craft  that 
during  the  vacation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Grand  Master  has 
the  power  to  suspend  or  annul  by  dispensation  the  laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  To  all  of  such  requests  I  have  answered  that  the 
Grand  Master  is  but  the  creature  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  its 
chief  executive  officer  when  that  body  is  not  in  session,  and  he 
must  obey  the  law  as  enacted  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  require 
all  subordinate  Lodges  and  members  thereof  to  do  likewise;  that 
the  Grand  Master  derives  all  his  authority  from  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  in  not  vested  with  any  prerogative  by  which  he  can 
annul  its  edicts  or  contravene  any  of  its  policies.  I  therefore 
refused  to  comply  with  any  such  requests." 

The  fifteen  decisions  reported  by  him  were  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

For  the  benefit  of  the  curious  reader  we  copy  Nos.  7,  10  and 
13.  Of  the  remainder  we  content  ourselves  with  saying  that 
they  were  sound  beyond  question. 

"7.  A  Lodge  Charter  was  burned  in  August,  1000.  The- 
Grand  Master  granted  authority  for  the  Lodge  to  continue  its 
work  until  the  last  day  of  the  next  Grand  Lodge.  The  charter 
was  lenewed  by  the  next  Grand  Lodge,  but  was  not  delivered  to 
the  Subordinate  Lodge  until  after  the  regular  election  of  officers 
in  December,  1900.  Held:  That  the  election  in  the  absence  of 
the  charter  was  void,  and  that  the  old  officers  held  over." 

We  concur. 

(>10.  A  ballot  cannot  be  taken,  on  the  petition  of  a  candidate 
for  initiation,  at  a  stated  meeting  while  he  is  under  twenty  oae 
years  of  age.  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  degree  at  a  called 
meeting  after  the  candidate  arrives  of  age. " 

As  the  degree  was  not  to  be  conferred  until  after  the  young 
man  had  attained  his  majority,  no  great  harm  could  have  come 
from  such  Lodge  action,  it  might  seem,  still,  doubtless,  it  would 
not  be  the  right  thing  to  do,  to  elect  a  young  man  in  non-age. 

"13.  It  is  not  a  Masonic  offense  for  a  Mason  to  engage  in  sell- 
ing spirituous  liquors,  or  to  vote  in  favor  of  the  sale  of  liquor, 
in  an  election  to  test  the  sense  of  the  people  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  sale  shall  be  prohibited." 

With  due  deference  to  'he  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky  and  his 
law  committee,  we  nevertheless  dissent  from  the  opinion  ex- 
pressed in  decision  No.  13. 

The  Grand  Master's  touching  mention  of  "Our  Dead"  con- 
tained only  a  few  wcrds,  but  much  food  for  thought.    His  refer- 
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ence  to  the  death  of  Brother  William  McKinley,  late  President 
of  the  United  States,  was  brief  yet  eloquent. 

The  M.  *.  W.  *.  gave  an  interesting  account  of  the  efforts  to  es- 
tablish a  Masonic  Temple — a  permanent  home  for  the  Grand 
Lodge,  said  efforts  having  begun  sojn  after  the  yeir  1820,  and 
continuing  at  intervals  down  to  the  present  time. 

The  hopes  of  our  Kentucky  brethren  are  about  to  be  realized, 
for  a  site  for  the  Temple  has  been  purchased  at  a  cost  of  a  little 
over  $25,000.00,  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  building,  provided 
with  all  modern  improvements  and  appliauces,  costing  $200,- 
000.00.  Reliable  contractors  had  proposed  to  complete  said 
building.  The  proposed  building  is  arranged  with  an  audito- 
rium capable  of  seating  2,000  persons,  :*nd  two  storerooms  on  the 
ground  floor;  the  Grand  Secretary's  office,  with  reception  rooms, 
library  and  other  commodious  rooms,  on  th<  secoLd  floor.  On 
the  third,  fourth  and  fifth  floors  are  to  be  thirty  three  offices. 
The  fifth  and  sixth  floors  are  to  be  arranged  for  the  use  of  the 
Lodges,  Chapters  and  Commanderies.  Good  judges  have  esti- 
mated the  annual  income  of  such  a  structure  as  not  less  than 
$20,000,00. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home 
and  Infirmary  had  agreed  to  lend  the  Grand  Lodge  $150,000.00, 
on  first  mortgage  Jr-onds  on  the  building,  payable  in  thirty  years, 
with  the  right  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  retire  the 
bonds  at  any  time  after  three  years,  and  bearing  four  per  cent,  in- 
terest. 

The  Board  of  Directors  already  hold,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Home,  $93,000.00  in  securities,  belonging  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  loan  proposed  by  the  Directors  is  insufficient  to  put  up  the 
building  contemplated.  The  -Grand  Master  asked  them  to  lend 
the  Grand  Lodge,  out  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  of  which  they 
are  Trustees,  and  which  amounts  to  about  $300,000  00,  the  sum 
of  $200,000.00.     This  the  Board  declined  to  do. 

The  Grand  Master  said: 

"We  must  have  a  home  of  our  own,  cost  wh  tit  may,  and  such 
a  one  as  every  Mason  may  well  feel  proud  of.  The  future  suc- 
cess of  our  Order  demands  it;  and  if  our  bi  ethren  who  constitute 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home  will  not  lend  us  the  money  we  must  look  elsewhere  for  it. 
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And  I  recommend  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  on  the 
part  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  petition  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
loan  the  Grand  Loige  the  required  amount  of  money,  and  that 
the  committee  discharge  its  duty  and  report  tot  he  Grand  Lodge 
during  the  present  session. 

So  sanguine  of  success  had  the  Committee  on  the  New  Temple 
been,  that  on  the  24th  of  June  the  corner-stone  of  the  proposed 
edifice  was  laid,  according  to  the  ancient  rites  of  Masonry,  in 
the  presence  of  a  large  concourse  of  people.  The  Grand  Master 
expressed  gratitude  to  the  Knights  Templar  of  Kentucky  who 
"assembled  in  magnificent  array  and  acted  as  a  guard  of  honor 
to  the  Grand  Officers  and  Masons  assembled  during  the  ceremo- 
nies in  laying  the  corner-stone/' 

Oq  the  Friday  immediately  preceding  the  Grand  Communica- 
ti'ii  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  made  a  counter  propo- 
sition to  this  effect,  viz:  that  the  Institution  under  their  direc- 
tion would  furnish  the  lot,  forming  part  of  the  Home  premises, 
and  erect  a  suitable  building  thereon  for  a  permanent  home  for 
the  Grand  Lodge,  to  include  a  grand  hall,  committee  rooms, 
Grand  Secretary's  office,  &c ,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  #60,000.00, 
said  building  to  be  constructed  under  the  direction  of  a  joint 
committer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  of  the  Directors  of  the 
Home.  And  since,  outside  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  the  Direc- 
tors had  no  means  with  which  to  build  such  edifice,  they  pro- 
posed to  utilize  therefor  the  Grand  Lodge  funds  held  in  trust  by 
themselves  for  the  benefit  of  the  Home. 

The  Home  co  give  and  grant  to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  lease  on 
the  building  and  grounds  occupied  by  it  for  a  term  of  ninety- 
nine  years,  renewable  forever,  at  an  annual  rent  of  one  dollar, 
&c,  <&c. 

The  special  committee  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  Home, 
made  a  most  satisfactory  report,  passing  high  eccomiums  on  the 
faithfulness,  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the  Directors,  Superintend- 
ent and  Matron  of  said  Institution. 

The  Finance  Committee,  referring  to  the  proposition  submit- 
ted by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  Craft  would  not  be  inclined  to  accept  the  same.  The 
committee  concurred  in  the  view  expressed  last  year,  viz:  that 
the  home  of  the  Grand  Lodge  should  be  owned  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  not  by  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home;  and  men- 
tioned other  "serious  objections"  to  said  proposition  of  the  Di- 
rectors.   The  committee  offered  the  following  resolution:

"Besolved,  That  the  committee  now  having  in  charge  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Masonic  Temple  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  under  the 
control  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  be  continued,  and  that  said  com- 
mittee is  authorized  to  erect  a  building,  npon  the  lot  already 
purchased,  according  to  the  plans  already  agreed  upon,  or  such 
as  they  mav  select,  and  for  this  purpose  they  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  borrow  not  exceeding  $200,000.00,  upon  the  obli- 
gation of  this  Grand  Lodge,  secured  by  first  mortgage  bonds 
upDn  the  property,  said  bonds  to  run  for  thirty  years,  and  to 
bear  not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum  interest.  The 
Grand  Lodge  to  reserve  the  right  to  redeem  the  bonds  or  any 
part  of  them  at  any  time,  after  three  years  from  their 2 date." 
Adopted. 

The  Special  Committee  to  interview  the  Directors  of  the  Home 
was,  on  motion,  appointed. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  third  day  of  the  Grand  Communica- 
tion, the  Special  Committee  to  ask  the  Home  to  lend  the  Grand 
Lodge  $200,000  00,  submitted  a  report  intimating  that  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Home  refused  to  lend  the  $200,000.00,  but  as  it  had 
been  proposed  by  said  Directors*  to  lend  the  Grand  Lodge  $150,- 
000.00,  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge  accepts  said  loan,  therefore 
the  committee  offered  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  Building 
committee  should  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  additional  $50,- 
000.00  required  for  the  new  Temple,  bearing  4%  interest  and 
secured  by  second  mortgage  on  the  property,  due  and  payable  in 
15  years,  &c. 

Then  the  attorney  and  representative  of  the  said  Directors,  in 
reply  to  the  question,  "Will  the  Board  loan  the  Grand  Lodge 
the  said  $150,000.00,  as  heretofore  assured?"  stated  that  the 
Board  would  lend  the  Grand  Lodge  said  sum  upon  certain  con- 
pitions  which  he  named,  whereupon  the  Special  Committee  re- 
ferred to  retired  to  consult.  On  returning  the  committee  offered 
a  substitute  for  the  preamble  and  resolution  it  had  already  pre- 
sented, and  the  substitute  was  adopted  Under  the  terms  of 
that  substitute  the  said  Board  of  Directors  must  return  to  the 
Grand  Lodge,  surrender  and  deliver  back  the  trust  fund  the 
Grand  Lodge  has  permitted  it  to  hold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Home,  said  fund  amounting  to  $03,000.00,  in  order  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  may  use  the  same  in  its  interests  and  in  the  erec- 
tion of  the  New  Temple  at  Louisville.  The  Grand  Secretary  is 
directed  to  'make  application  for  said  fund,  but  if  the  Trustees 
of  the  Home  fail  or  refuse  to  so  give  up  and  surrender  said  trust 
fund  and  securities  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  then  the  aonual  per 
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capita  assessment  of  $1.00  upon  the  members  of  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  is  to  be  no  longer  paid  to  the  Directors  of  the  Home 
until  the  bonds  and  interest  thereon  for  the  erection  of  said  Ma- 
sonic Temple  have  been  paid;  thereafter  if  any  part  of  said 
fund  remains  unexpended,  said  excess  and  the  per  capita  assess- 
ment before  mentioned  shall  be  paid  and  turned  over  to  said 
Boird  of  Directors  as  here  of  ore. 

The*e  bonds  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  will  afford  a 
safe,  first  class  investment.  Perhaps  we  are  short-sighted,  but 
it  seems  to  us  that  it  would  have  been  wise  on  the  part  of  those 
Directors  of  the  Hone  to  ltnd  the  Grand  Lodge  the  $200,000.00, 
and  retain  the  annual  $1.00  per  capita  assessment,  as  well  as  the 
$1)3  000  00  securities. 

So  much  space  has  been  given  to  the  subject  of  the  New  Tem- 
ple that  other  matters  will  receive  but  scant  notice  *in  our  re- 
view of  this  important  Jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand  and  receipts 
to  be  $24  S4fi.06,  and  cash  on  hand  Sept.  30,  1901,  to  the  amount 
of  $15,912  60.     Total  reeoirces,  Oct.  I,  1901,  $25,512.60. 

The  Grand  Secretary  made  a  thorough  report,  from  which  we 
learn  that  ei?ht  Lodges,  to  which  charters  were  granted  Oct.  17, 
1900,  had  been  set  to  work.  Seven  new  Lodges  had  been  granted 
dispensations,  and  seven  Lodges,  whose  charters  had  been 
burned  were  supplied  with  duplicate  charters. 

The  Committee  on  "Old  Masons'  Home"  submitted  a  report, 
and  it  was  adopted. 

Said  report  shows  that  a  tract  of  123#  acres  of  land  and  im- 
(  provements  thereon,  near  Shelby ville,  Ky..  together  with  farm- 
ing implements,  dairy  appliances,  and  two  Jersey  cows,  had 
been  purchased  for  $12,500.00,  possession  to  be  given  not  later 
than  Nov.  15,  1901.  The  county,  city  and  Lodge  have  agreed  to 
donate  $2,000.00  and  have  manifested  the  deepest  interest  in  the 
Institution. 

If  that  isn't  Masonry,  what  is  it? 

We  have  failed  to  find  any  special  report  on  an  "International 
Masonic  Office."  referred  to  the  F.  C.  Committee.  Doubtless 
Bro.  Staton  thought  the  matter  could  wait— so  think  many 
others. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Again  Past  Grand  Master  Jas.  W.  Staton,  Chairman  of  the 
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Committee  on  Correspondence,  submits  one  of  his  judiciously 
comprehensive,  excellent  reports,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
fifty  one  Jurisdictions  (three  of  them  for  2  years)  within  the 
compass  of  121  pages. 

We  have  marked  several  passages  for  extract,  but  can  only 
here  intimate  that,  be  Bro.  Staton's  views  what  they  may,  on 
any  subject 'of  dif  cussion,  there  is  no  uncertainty  about  them, 
but  an  admirable  directness  worthy  of  emulation. 

He  passes  high  encomiums,  and  well  deserved  ones  too,  on  our 
genial  and  gifted  neighbor,  Grand  Master  Wm.  A.  Davis  of 
Georgia,  and  wishes  that  every  living  Mason  could  read  his 
address,  whose  "truths  and  healthy  admonitions  are  worthy  to 
be  written  in  letters  of  gold." 

He  takes  comfort  from  the  support  which  Bro.  Aldro  Jenks 
of  Wisconsin  giv<-s  to  his  opinion  that  the  "actual  presence  of 
the  charter."  is  not  necessary. 

He  thinks  such  "cheeky"  frauds  as  "one  Justin  Pinney  of 
Ohio"  are  worthy  of  "stripes" — penitentiary  stripes. 

He  fully  concurs  in  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida 
Law  Committee  in  respect  of  the  "saloon  business,"  which  was 
as  follows: 

"That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Mason,  after  becoming  a 
member  of  any  Lodge  owing  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Florida,  to  enter  upon  and  engage  in  the  business  of  liquor- 
selling,  and  any  member  who  violates  this  regulation  shall  be 
subject  to  charges  and  trial  for  unmasonic  conduct,  in  the  par- 
ticular Lodge  in  which  he  holds  membership." 

His  notice  of  Alabama  (2  pp.  nearly)  is  fraternal  and  kind.  He 
cannot  agree  with  Grand  Master  B.  D.  Williams  in  several  of 
his  decisions,  but  he  could  not  take  time  to  review  the  same  at 
present. 

He  pays  an  eloquent  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Grand 
Secretary,  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  "the  Nestor  'of  Alabama  Ma- 
sonry." 

Bro.  Staton  will  please  accept  assurance  that  our  sincere  thanks 
go  out  to  him  for  the  following: 

"The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  prepared  by  Bro.  W.  Y. 
Titcomb,  and  is  a  very  Qne  production,  embracing  one  hundred 
and  twenty -five  pages." 

May  we  not  correct  your  figures,  Brother,  and  state  that  the 
number  of  pages  was  185? 
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He  disagrees  with  us  and  his  own  Committee  on-  Juriaprudence- 
as  to  the  necessity  of  actual  presence  of  the  charter. 

The  "Centennial  History  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky" 
takes  up  112  pages  of  the  Proceedings.  We  have  glanced  over 
this  valuable  record  of  100  years  Masonic  life  in  Kentucky.  Of 
the  nine  portraits  which  grace  these  pages,  we  recognized  one 
instantly— that  of  Past  Grand  Master  Henry  Clay,  whom  we, 
when  a  stripling  in  Washington,  often  saw.  This  historical 
paper  we  lay  aside  for  leisurely  perusal.

LOUISIANA. 

90th  Annual— New  Orleans— February,  1902. 

M.\  W.\  Robert  H.  Cage,  Grand  Master. 

No.  of  Lodges  on  Roll,  144— No.  repiesented,  74 — members, 
6,361— gain,  389. 

Present  at  the  communication  under  review — the  incumbent 
Grand  Officers,  a  quorum  of  Lodge  representatives,  two  Past 
Grand  Masters,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  seven 
Sister  Jurisdictions,  Alabama  not  included.  At  a  fit  juncture 
these  Grand  Representatives  were  received  and  welcomed  in  the 
customary  manner. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Cage,  about  thirteen  pages  in 
length,  was  void  of  any  attempts  at  rhe:  orical  display,  earnest 
and  full  of  encouragement  for  his  brethren.  Under  the  head, 
"State  of  the  Order,"  he  said  : 

"Under  this  head,  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  record  the 
fact  that  Masonry  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  is  in  a 
most  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  returns  up  to  this  time  show 
an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  in  mot  t  of  the  Lodges.  I 
have  issued  dispensations  creating  six  Lodges  U.  D.,  most  of 
which  will  ask  for  charters  at  this  Communication.  No  Lodge 
has  surrendered  its  charter,  and  several  have  erected  new  Lodge 
Halls.  There  is  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  brotherly  love  through- 
out the  jurisdiction,  which  is,  indeed,  gratifying." 

He  recommended  resumption  of  fraternal  intercourse  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington. 
His  several  visitations  were  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  him- 
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self,  and,  it  may  be  safely  asserted,  of  real  profit  to  the  brethren 
visited— an  enthusiasm  kindler. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  only  one  ruling,  and  that  was 
in  answer  to  the  question,  "Is  it  permissible  for  the  brethren  of 
a  Lodge  to  discuss  outside  of  the  Lodge  with  persons  who  are 
not  Masons,  the  results  of  a  Masonic  trial,  where  the  brother 
tried  was  suspended  or  expelled?" 

"I  replied  that,  in  the  case  where  a  brother  was  suspended,  it 
was  the  business  of  the  Lodge,  a  part  of  its  secrets,  and  there- 
fore should  not  be  discussed  with  persons  who  were  not  Masons, 
and  might  prove  of  great  injury  to  the  brother  suspended.  I  a 
case  of  expulsion,  if  the  brother  expelled  failed  to  take  an  appeal 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  within  the  specified  time,  or  ha 3  taken  an 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  is  his  ri<ht,  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  had  sustained  the  sentence  of  expulsion  of  the  Subordi- 
nate Lodge  which  expelled  him,  he  then  became  AfasonicaUy 
dead;  he  was  no  longer  a  Mason,  and  it  was  right  and  proper 
that  the  outside  world  should  know  that  Masonry  had  repudi- 
ated him,  and  that  the  Masonic  fraternity  did  not  countenance 
bad  and  wicked  men." 

As  regards  "joint  occupancy,"  the  Grand  Master  was  satisfied 
that  the  brethren  fully  realized  the  wisdom  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  forbidding  it,  except  in  extreme  cases.  He  "had  granted  sev- 
eral dispensations  for  joint  occupancy,  during  the  year,  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons,  principally  among  which  was  for  four 
Lodges  that  had  lost  their  Lodge  rooms  by  fire,  and  asked  for 
dispensation  until  such  time  as  they  could  rebuild." 

The  complete  report  of  dispensations  appears  in  the  tabulated 
report  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

On  the  subject  of  Finance,  the  Grand  Master  said  : 
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'On  March  the  2d  the  Finance  Committee  met  in  the  office  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  drew,  by  lot,  $10,000.00  worth  of  Grand 
Lodge  bonds,  making  a  total  of  $20,000.00  worth  of  bonds  retired 
in  the  last  two  years,  leaving  a  bonded  debt  of  only  $34,100.00, 
which,  from  present  indications,  will  soon  be  wiped  out  All 
our  currf  nt  obligations,  including  taxes,  etc. ,  have  been  promptly 
met  as  they  fell  due,  and  I  know  that  you  all  rejoice  with  me  in 
the  healthy  financial  condition  that  we  find  ourselves  in  today." 

We  beg  permission  to  tender  our  hearty  congratulations  on 
this  excellent  showing. 

R.\  W.\  Bro.  Richard  Lambert  is  a  model  Grand  Secretary. 
We  cull  a  very  few  items  from  his  complete  report.  In  accord- 
ance with  resolutions  adopted  at  the  last  Annual,  he  had  caused 
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to  be  prepared  and  forwarded  three  charters  for  new  Lodges, — 
six  Lodges  U.  D.  had  been  organized.  Two  petitions  for  new 
Lodges  having  come  in  too  late  for  action  by  the  M.\  W.\ 
Grand  Master,  were  submitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  for  action. 
Eight  dispensations  had  been  granted— none  of  these  waiving 
time  for  conferring  degrees. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  pleased  to  report  that  there  were  no 
cases  before  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances. 

Receipts  from  all  sources,  for  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1901, 
$25,334.72,  transferred  to  Grand  Treasurer,  as  per  vouchers. 

Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  No.  1  made  a  short  but  satisfactory 
report.  This  Relief  Lodge,  organized,  as  its  name  implies,  to 
assist  needy,  suffering  brethren  from  other  jurisdictions,  has 
been  in  existence  nearly  50  years,  and  has  proved  a  Masonic 
benediction. 

During  the  year  it  has  expended,  in  charity,  $1,703  27.  Bal 
ancecash  on  hand,  Jan.  1,  1902,  $403.52. 

Besides  helping  brethren  of  other  States  and  countries,  it  has 
assisted  widows  and  orphans  in  Louisiana,  who  could  look,  for 
help,  to  no  other  quarter.  Those  kind  brethren  have  "laid  np 
treasures  in  Heaven." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  had  visited  and  instructed  forty-seven 
Lodges  during  the  year.  He  reported  a  "general  advance  all 
along  the  line," 

The  Committee  on  Audit  and  Account  put  the  "net  worth  of 
the  Grand  Lodge"  at  $134,703.14.  The  committee,  in  the  budget 
for  the  current  year,  estimated  total  revenues  as  $18,481.00,  and 
total  expenditures  (to  include  (3,500.00  to  be  set  aside  for  reserve 
fund)  as  $17,920.00,  leaving  excess  of  revenue  over  expenditure 
in  the  sum  of  $561.00. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  adversely  on  resolu- 
tions favoring  the  renting  or  loan  of  Lodge-rooms  to  chapters 
of  the  O.  £.  S.,  said  resolutions  having  been  referred  to  it  last 
year.  The  reasons  for  disapproval  of  said  resolutions  urged  by 
the  committee,  are  sound.  Lodge  halls  should  be  used  exclu- 
sively for  Masonic  purposes. 

Action  on  this  report  was  deferred  until  next  day.  A  brother 
gave  notice  of  a  substitute  for  the  report  of  the  committee. 

The  total  receipts  reported  by  the  Special  Committee  on  Ma- 
sonic Cemetery  were  $2,763,98,  and  after  all  expenses  had  been 
met,  there  remained  in  the  committee's  hands  a  cash  balance  of 
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94-04.  The  committee  made  an  earnest  plea  in  behalf  of  the  cem- 
etery, and  was  "at  a  lo3s  to  know  bow  to  express"  its  ''thanks 
for  the  untiring  energy  and  great  zeal  in  this  labor  of  love"  ever 
manifested  by  the  ladies  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 

Consideration  of  the  following  resolutions  offered,  was  de- 
ferred until  the  following  day: 

"let.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  set  aside  a  fund  to  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  the  expenses  of,  at  least,  oce  representative  from 
each  constituent  Lodge  to  the  Communication  of  this  Grand 
Lodflre." 

"2d.  That  this  Grand  Lodge  set  apart  a  fund  to  be  expended 
in  the  education  of  indigent  orphans  of  worthy  deceased  Master 
Masons  in  this  jurisdiction." 

Five  of  the  six  Lodges  U.  D.  were  voted  Charters,  one  was 
continued  under  dispensation  another  year. 

"A  communication  from  the  McEinley  Memorial  Association, 
of  Canton,  Ohio,  with  reference  to  a  proposed  monument  to 
Bro.  William  McKinley,  late  President  of  the  United  States, 
was  read,  received,  and  action  thereon  deferred  until  tomor- 
row. " » 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, the  edict  of  non-intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington  was  withdrawn,  recognition  was  extended  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  action  upon  the  petition  for 
recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Valley  of  Mexico,  was  post- 
poned, and  the  subject  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  and,  la  itly,  the  Grand  Master  was  authorized 
to  courteously  decline  the  invitation  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Switzerland  (Alpina)  to  a  conference  of  Masonic  Powers. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  made  report,  which  was  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote. 

Certain  brethren  in  the  town  of  Zachary,  wishing  to  '  stablish 
a  Masonic  Home,  and  proposing  to  donate  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
valuable  lands  for  that  purpose,  it  was  resolved  "That  a  special 
committee  of  five  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  consulting 
the  brethren  of  Zachary  with  reference  to  the  matter  of  the  pro- 
posed Masonic  Home" 

The  communication  from  the  McEinley  Memorial  Association, 
Canton,  Ohio,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence, f  aid  committee,  in  its  report,  while  recognizing  the 
especial  propriety  of  the  plan  to  erect  a  monument  in  memory 
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of  the  distinguished  services  and  noble  character  of  the  late 
President,  Wm.  McKinley,  did  not  think  it  would  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  well  established  practice  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to- 
permit  the  Lodges  of  the  jurisdiction  to  be  solicited,  by  circular 
letters,  to  aid  in  said  enterprise,  in  view  of  ti  e  fact  that  the  pro- 
posed monument  is  not  intended  to  be  exclusively  of  a  Masonic 
character,  to  be  erected  and  dedicated  by  Free  Masons.  A  res- 
olution conformable  to  the  foregoing,  was  offered  by  the  com- 
mittee and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  communication  from  the  "Worthy  Grand  Matron'*  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  tender- 
ing the  hearty  assistance  and  cordial  co-operation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  that  organization  in  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic 
Home,  was  read,  received,  and  ordered  printed  in  the  proceed- 
ings. 

That  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Law  Committee  relating  to 
the  renting  or  lending  Lodge  Halls  to  the  ladies  of  the  O.  E.  S., 
having  been  put  off  for  consideration  until  the  next  day,  was 
taken  up,  and,  the  report  being  adverse,  a  substitute  therefor, 
which  leaves  the  Lodges  free  to  permit  such  joint  occupancy  of 
Lodge  Halls,  was  adopted. 

The  author  of  said  substitute  paid,  in  his  resolutions,  a  richly 
deserved  tribute  to  the  ladies  of  the  O.  E .  S.  for  their  generous 
aid  so  freely  give  a  the  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  of  the  Masonic 
Cemetery,  and  for  their  noble  endeavors  to  co  operate  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  building  of  a  Home  for  the  widows  and  or- 
phans, as  well  as  the  aged  and  infirm  of  our  fraternity. 

All  honor  to  those  women  for  their  efforts  to  relieve  the  needy 
and  suffering.  Let  us  accord  to  them  the  highest  niche  of 
praise,  and  offer  them  the  incense  of  grateful  hearts—but,  let 
us  hold  fast  to  the  found  doctrine  that  the  Lodge  room  should  be 
used  for  no  other  than  Masonic  purposes. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Within  the  space  of  one  hundred  five  pages,  R.  \  W.  \  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Herman  C.  Duncan,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  has  compressed  such  an  amount  of  in- 
formation and  comment,  as  makes  an  exceedingly  able  and  in- 
structive Masonic  report. 

The  plan  which,  for  the  present  he  has  adopted,  precludes 
much  reference  to  matters  personal ;  hence  most  of  the  corres- 
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<pondence  reports  (Alabama  included)  pass  unmentioned.    Bro. 

Duncan  says : 

"It  is  but  just  to  say  that  we  are  experimenting  in  this,  and 
do  not  promise  to  continue  in  the  same  form.  What  we  wish  to 
do  is  to- so  write  as  to  help  the  Masons  of  Louisiana  to  improve 
themselves  in  Masonry.  Whatever  form  of  report  shall  u  ti- 
mately  seem  best  calculated  to  that  end,  that  form  we  shall 
adopt. " 

As  for  ourselves,  while  conceding  to  our  Brother  excellence 
in  the  form  which  he,  for  the  time,  has  chosen,  we  like  the  old- 
fashioned  way  the  best. 

His  notice  of  Alabama  embraces  quotation  of  "this  beautiful 
tribute  from  the  Grand  Master,  M.\  W.\  B.  Dudley  Williams:" 
beginning  with  the  words,  "This  old  earth  of  ours,"  and  ending 
with  the  words,  "one  vibrating  belt  of  song,"  and  approving 
copv  of  five  of  Grand  Master  Williams'  decisions. 

We  should  take  up  too  much  space  to  notice  extensively  this 
.review,  it  being  largely  made  up  of  extracts,  hence  we  desist.

This  volume,  handsomely  prepared,  is  embellished  with  por- 
traits of  Past  Grand  Master  John  Summerfield  Berry,  Grand 
Master,  Thomas  J.  Shryock,  the  late  President  of  the  United 
States,  Bro.  William  McEinley,  and  the  group  at  the  laying  of 
the  corner-stone  of  the  National  Capitol.  Sept.  18,  1793.  A  rep- 
resentation of  the  magnificent  "Jewel"  presented  to  Bro.  the 
M.\  W.\  Thos.  J.  Shryock,  also,  appears  on  one  of  the  pages  of 
these  Proceedings. 

February  27,  1901,  a  special  Communication  was  held  in  ac- 
cordance with  previous  order,  to  celebrate  the  Grand  Master's 
50th  birthday,  and  his  15  years  of  service  as  head  of  the  Craft, 
also  to  present  to  him  a  suitable  testimonial  of  the  esteem  and 
love  felt  for  him  by  his  brethren  of  the  jurisdiction.  33  Past 
Grand  Officers  were  present,  as  well  as  representatives  of  43 
Grand  Jurisdictions,  including  Alabama.

The  program  for  the  occasion  was  tasteful  in  its  simplicity; 
the  several  addresses  were  pleasing  and  instructive,  and  Grand 
Master  Shryock's  response  was  marked  by  that  modesty .  which 
sits  wf  11  on  eminent  shoulders.  We  take  the  following  descrip- 
tion of  the  badge  presented,  from  the  proceedings: 

"The  collar  is  made  of  gold,  monnted  on  purple  ribbon." 
"The  Square  is  suspended  from  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  Maryland* 

in  colors,  in  center  of  collar. " 
"The  Square  is  three  and  a* half  inche-  long  by  five-eighths  of 

an  inch  wide,  and  is  closely  set  with  diamonds  in  platina." 

The  Semi- Annual  was  held  on  May  14,  1901,  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  Alabama's  faithful  representative  present  as  usual. 
The  business  transacted  at  this  Communication  was  of 
local  interest  merely.  We  note  that  the  Lodge  of  Relief, 
through  its  President,  reported  aid,  given  to  needy  applicants, 
in  the  sum  of  $883.70,  leaving  balance  on  hand  $210.89. 

At  a  Special  Communication,  held  September  19,  1901,  an  im- 
pressive memorial  service  in  memory  of  Brother  Wm.  McKinley, 
took  place. 

All  the  addresses,  on  this  mournful  occasion,  were  most  ap- 
propriate. 

The  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  having  been  invited,  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  to  lay  the  foun- 
dation-stone of  a  monument  in  memory  of  the  soldiers  of  the 
American  Revolution,  on  the  0th  of  September,  convened  the 
Grand  Lodge  for  that  purpose  on  the  day  named.  And  the  cer- 
emony of  laying  said  corner-stone  was  duly  performed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  ancient  custom  of  Free  Masons. 

115th  Annual— Baltimore— November,  1901. 

Present— The  incumbent  Grand  Officers,  tweDty-six  Past 
Grand  Officers,  and  Representatives  of  forty  Sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions, Bro.  Wm.  M.  Isaac,  as  ever,  on  hand  for  Alabama. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  spoke  words  of  cheer  to  the 
Craft,  as  follows : 

"Qur  Fraternity  is  still  marching  onward  and  is  enjoving  a 
great  measure  of  the  prosperity  that  the  Supreme  Grand  Master 
is  dispensing  with  a  liberal  hand  to  the  people  of  this  great  na- 
tion. Peace  and  prosperity  abound  in  our  jurisdiction,  and  we 
are  in  harmonious  accord  with  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  earth. 
The  future  looks  as  bright  for  us  as  we  could  hope,  and  I  con- 
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gratulate  yon  one  and  all  upon  your  ability  to  be  present  with 
us  in  Grand  Lodge." 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  a  lar^e  number  of  dispensa- 
tions— none  of  them,  however,  involving  points  of  Masonic  l*w. 
He  had  been  compelled  repeatedly  to  refuse  applications  for 
permission  to  send  candidates  whizzing,  on  the  limited  express 
through  the  several  degrees. 

Would  that  all  Grand  Masters,  like  those  of  Maryland  and 
New  York,  would  stand  as  firm  as  a  rock  in  refusing  t<»  grant 
dispensations  out  of  time.  In  other  words,  adhere  to  the  doc- 
trine that  the  highest  in  rank  can  no  more  override  the  Consti- 
tution than  the  lowest  can. 

A  communication  embodying  resolutions  of  profound  nympa- 
thy,  on  the  death  of  President  McKinley,  expressed  by  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
was  received  by  Grand  Secretary  J.  H.  Medairy  from  R  \  W.\ 
Edward  Letchworth,  Grand  Secretary  of  the*  Grand  Lodge  of 
England,  and  read  to  the  assembled  brethren. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondp.ice, 
fraternal  recognition  was  accorde  I  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa 
Rica  and  Western  Australia. 

The  committee  to  reply  to  the  communicat'on  of  sympathy 
from  the  Grand  Lod^e  of  England,  made  fitting  re  poase 
thereto 

Resolutions  cf  syinpat>  y  in  their  afflictions,  were  adopted  with 
reference  to  Past  Grand  Master.  Dr.  C.  H.  Ohr,  Pa9t  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  Geo.  S.  McCahan,  and  Past  Grand  Treamier, 
Wm.  H.  Shryock. 

CORRESPONDENCE 

It  is  with  pleasure  unfeigned  that  we  find  Brother  Edwurd  T. 
Schultz  still  in  the  Correspondent's  chair.  Long  may  hf  th^re 
continue,  that  the  Fraternity  may  have  the  benefit  of  his  know  1- 
edge  and  wisdom.  In  this  report  fifty  ei^ht  volumes  of  pro- 
ceedings pass  under  review,  including  Alabama— 1900.  wlii-h 
last  named  receives  courteous  and  fraternal  notice  covering  a 
little  more  than  two  pages. 

Brother  Schultz  says : 

"The  address  of  Grand  Master  B.  Dudley  Williams  i*  q  lite 
voluminous,  occupying  over  t went v  pages  of  the  printpn*  pro- 
ceedings, and  which  he  opens  thus:" 
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Then  he  copies  a  short  paragraph  in  the  exordium. 
He  says : 

'The  Grand  Master  reports  sixty  decisions  It  is  somewhat 
strange  that  in  some  of  onr  larger  jurisdictions  but  few  or  no 
questions  are  submitted  to  the  Grand  Masters,  while  in  others, 
mh  in  the  case  of  Alabama,  Michigan  and  Kentucky,  they  are 
quire  numerous.  Of  course  it  is  impossible  for  a  Reviewer  to 
examine  all  these  questions,  even  if  any  good  could  be  accom- 
plished thereby.    A  few  of  these  we  will  notice:" 

Then  Grand  Master  Williams'  decision,  that  "A  Lodge  that 
initiates  or  advances  one,  known  to  have  been  rejected  by  an- 
other Lodge,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  rejecting 
Lodge,  is  guilty  of  a  gross  violation  of  Masonic  law,  and  should 
have  its  charter  arrested,  One  thus  receiving  the  degrees  is  a 
clandestinely  made  Mason,"  is  commented  on  as  follows: 

"To  this  ruling  we  cannot  wholly  give  our  assent.  We  agree 
that  the  Lodge  so  offending  should  have  its  charter  arrested,  and 
the  brethren  otherwise  disciplined,  but  we  do  not  agree  with  the 
Grand  Master  that  the  brother  made  under  the  circumstances  is 
a  'clandestinely  made  Mason/  A  regularly  chartered  Lodge 
cannot  do  clandestine  work.  If  it  could  be  shown  'hat  the 
brother  made  false  statements,  he  is  liable  to  discipline,  and 
upon  conviction,  should  be  expelled." 

Onr  own  opinion  precisely. 

•'Nor  can  we  give  our  consent  to  the  following: 
'In  the  absence  of  the  W.  M.  the  S.  W.   called  the  S    D    to 
pre.-ide." 

"Held:  That  the  election  of  officers  and  other  business  trans- 
acted was  illegal." 

Upon  this  Bro  Schultz  says: 

"The  Master  being  absent,  all  the  duties  of  the  ofiftc?  devolved 
upon  the  Senior  Warden,  he  had  a  perfect  right  to  call  upon  any 
brother  to  preside,  he,  of  course,  being  responsible  for  the  acts  of 
hi*  proxy,  and  therefore  the  proceedings  were  just  as  legal  as 
though  the  Senior  Warden  had  presided." 

We  concur. 

Brother  Schultz  will  please  accept  thanks  for  his  kind  refer- 
ence to  the  Alabama  Report  on  Correspondence. 
Noticing  the  death  of  Grand  Secretary  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  he 

B8VH: 

*  We  formed  the  acquaintance  of  Brother  Armstrong  at  the 
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Triennial  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  at  Topeka,  Kansas, 
in  1895.  We  rode  in  ihe  same  carriage  with  him  and  in  com- 
pany with  our  venerable  Brother  Theodore  S.  Parvin.  Brother 
Armstrong  then  appeared  to  be  in  the  prime  of  life  and  in  the 
full  vigor  of  manhood,  apparently  with  the  prospect  of  many 
years  of  life  before  him.  Brother  Armstrong  occupied  the  posi- 
tions of  Grand  Master  and  Grand  High  Priest  of  his  jurisdiction, 
and  was  for  many  years  prominently  identified  with  the  inter- 
ests of  those  bodies,  and  his  loss  will  be  greatly  felt  by  the  Breth- 
ren and  Companions  of  Alabama." 

Under  British  Colombia  he  says: 

"We  would  call  attention  to,  and  urge  our  brothers  "wio  de- 
sire to  increase  their  Masonic  knowledge"  to  become  members 
of  the  Correspondence  Circle  of  the  Lodge  Quatuor  Coranati,  of 
London.  The  dues  are  only  ten  shillings  and  six  pence  per  an- 
num, which  entitles  the  members  to  a  copv  of  the  printed  trans- 
actions, included  in  which  are  the  valuable  papers  read  before 
the  Lodge  by  distinguished  Masons  from  all  parts  of  the  world." 

We  were  once  a  member  of  that  Correspondence  Circle,  but 
(They  say  an  honest  confession  is  good  for  the  soul)  straitened 
circumstances  forced  stoppage  of  subscription  for  the  "transac- 
tions;" we,  however,  hope  to  renew,  some  time, 

Those  who  join  the  "Circle"  will  not  regret  it. 

We  are  glad  that  our  opinion  on  Cipher  ritual  coincides  with 
that  of  Bro.  Schultz. 

Under  South  Carolina  he  thus  replies  to  Bro.  Bellinger,  who, 
on  the  question  as  to  Grand  Lodge  being  at  labor  or  at  refresh- 
ment (perhaps  we  should  say  "opeL"  or  "closed")  when  laying  a 
corner  stone,  asked: 

"How  is  it  done  in  Maryland?" 

"Brother  Bellinger,  being  a  new  member  of  the  reportorial 
corps,  has,  perhaps,  not  seen  any  previous  repr  rts,  otherwise  he 
would  have  known  that  we  approve  the  practice  of  his  Grand 
Lodge  in  the  performance  of  ceremonies  in  public  by  an  open 
Grand  Lodge." 

"He  correctly  says:  'If  the  Grand  Lodge  is  not  open  when  the 
corner-stone  is  laid,  but  has  been  closed  before  going  to  the  place 
of  laying  it,  then  it  is  not  laid  by  the  Grand  Lodge  at  all.  and  if 
open,  then  it  is  open  in  ample  form." 

"In  Maryland  all  public  processions  of  the  Grand  or  Subordi- 
nate Loddres  are  held  after  the  same  has  been  opened  in  the  third 
degree,  (although  personally  we  hold  that  the  laying  of  the  cor- 
ner-stone should  be  done  when  opened  in  the  Entered  Appren- 
tice degree).  A  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Ledge  has  no  tangible  nxis- 
ence  unless  it  is  open,  therefore  can  only  peiform  labor  of  any 
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cbaraor  when  in  that  condition  If  a  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodge 
cm)1  off  (from  lab>r  to  refr-  shtnent)  and  then  proceed  to  lay  a 
c  >r  -r  Htone,  uh  do  a  few  of  onr  Grand  Lodges,  then  the  anom- 
aly is  prereuted  of  performing  labor  while  resting." 

There  is  much  profitable  reading  in  this  report,  which  it  would 
be  a  pleasure  to  reproduce,  but  we  must  "pass  on."

January  22,  1001,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  in  the 
City  of  Newbury  port  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  funeral  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Charles  C.  Dame. 

MARCH  QUARTERLY,  1901. 

A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  at  the  Masonic  Temple 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  March  13,  1901,  at  which,  besides  the  in- 
cmiibmt  Grand  Officers  and  a  constitutional  number  of  repre- 
sentative:? of  constituent  Lodges,  there  were  present  28  D.  D. 
(i   M  '*  and  .9  Permanent  Members. 

A  n  excellent  memorial  of  Past  Grand  Master  Charles  Chase 
D* ins  was  presented  and,  by  a  rising  vote,  accepted  and  ordered 
spread  upon  the  Records 

Announcement  was  made  of  the  death  of  R.  \  W.\  David 
White  Cnft*.  (a»fcat.  81)  aud  the  Grand  Master  named  a  com- 
mit tee  to  prepare  a  t  uita'rie  memorial  of  the  deceased  Brother. 

A  novel  case  came  up  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  at  this  Com- 
m  miration,  which  was  in  substance,  as  follows:  A  Junior 
Warden  aud  a  Treasurer  of  a  certain  Lodge  had  joined  them- 
Rflvea  to  a  body  styling  itself  Masonic,  but  proscribed  by  the 
C  >i institution  of  the  Grand  Lodge;  they  had  also  been  elected  to 
thnir  respective  offices  in  said,  certain  Lodge,  but  when  they 
piesented  themselves  for  installation,  at  the  appointed  time,  the

installing  officer  refused  to  install  them,  and  they  appealed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master  sustained  the  installing 
officer  in  his  refusal  to  install  the  said  J.  W.,  and  the  said  Treas- 
urer. Then  those  two  parties  addressed  to  the  Grand  Master  a 
long  document  which  not  only  reflected  on  his  action  but  took 
issue  with  1  he  organic  law.  The  Grand  Master  desirous  of  not 
dealing  harshly  in  this  matter,  merely  forbade  the  installation 
of  those  two  brethren,  if  they  should  be  re-elected,  unless  they 
should,  in  the  meantime,  have  renounced  their  allegiance  to 
Cerneau  cr  other  bodies  not  recognized  by  the  provisions  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  Such  renunciation  the 
brethren  refused  to  make .  The  Grand  Master  laid  the  whole 
matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge,  which  unanimously  approved 
his  action,  and  gave  the  petitioners  leave  to  withdraw. 

In  the  case  recited,  it  seems  that  these  cwo  parties  should  have 
been  expelled  from  all  the  privileges  and  benefitaof  Masonry. 

Grand  Lodge  unanimously  adopted  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution,  which  allows  action  to  be  taken  against  an  accused 
party,  even  if  it  is  not  known  that  the  unknown  residence  of  the 
accused  is  not  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  report  upon  a  proposed  amend- 
ment to  Regulation  12,  which  reads  thus: 

"No  Brother  shall  be  an  active  member  of  more  than  one 
Lodge,  in  this  Commonwealth,  at  the  same  time.",  made  a 
carefully  considered  report.  The  state  of  mind  in  the  commit- 
tee r  )om  might  have  been  inferred  from  the  fact  that  the  Com- 
mittee begs  the  Grand  Lodge  not  to  give  too  much  weight  to  its 
recommendation. 

In  this  report  arguments  pro  and  con  were  submitted.  The 
•Committee— at  least  a  majority— thought  the  weight  of  argument 
favorable  to  the  amendment;  therefore  recommended  its  adop- 
tion, which  would  allow  Brethren  to  be  menbers  of  more  than 
one  Lodge  at  the  same  time. 

Adopted  by  a  vote  of  186  yeas  to  18  nays. 

A  Special  Communication  was  held  at  Westport,  May  23, 1901, 
for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  a  Lodge  Hall. 

QUARTERLY  COMMUNICATION, 

June  12,  1901.  • 

Pursuant  to  appointment,  a  Special  Committee  made  a  very 
impressive  and  interesting  report  on  the  death  of  R.\  W.  \  David 
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White  Crafts.  Report  accepted  by  a  rising  vote  and  ordered 
spread  oi  the  minutes. 

An  interesting  incident  of  the  Proceedings,  was  the  presenta- 
tion to  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  a  full  length  portrait  of  George 
Washington. 

Under  peculiar  and  most  favorable  circumstances  a  Lodge 
was  with  unanimity  permitted  to  change  its  name,  retaining  its 
rank  and  precedence — the  first  time  such  had  been  done  in  the 
history  of  this  ancient  Jurisdiction. 

The  Commissioners  of  Trials  meted  out  even  handed  justice  to 
Edward  P.  Miles,  by  recommending  the  expulsion  of  said  Miles 
from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  And  it  was  accord- 
ingly so  done.  The  accused  had,  at  divers  times,  embezzled  and 
converted  to  his  own  use  certain  suns  of  money  belonging  to  a 
certain  town,  and  well  knowing  that  he  could  not  make  restitu- 
tion thereof,  had  induced  several  Master  Masons  to  become  his 
sureties  on  his  official  bond  as  tax  collector,  and  had  thereafter 
embezzled  and  stolen  other  sums  of  money  belonging  to  said 
town,  of  which  money  he  had  not  made  restitution.  In  short  he 
was  a  consummate  villain. 

Five  hundred  dollars  were  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
Charity  Committee  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors 

At  the  September  Quarterly  another  appropriation  of  $500  was 
made  for  the  Charity  Committee's  use,  to  be  disbursed  under 
like  supervision. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  the  following  "Ex- 
pression of  Sympathy  for  the  President": 

"Shosk^l  by  ths  uaaiturtl  eriunthitthre.it  nsd  the  life  of 
our  beloved  and  esteemed  Brother, 

president  Mckinley, 

as  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  Massachusetts, 
we  unite  with  the  people  of  thU  country  and  the  civilized  world 
in  grateful  thanksgiving  to  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe 
that  his  life  has  been  spared  from  the  hands  of  the  assassin." 

Alas  !  but  a  few  short  days  thereafter,  and  the  people  of  the 
United  States  were  plunged  into  mourning  as  the  light  of  that 
preciou4  life  went  out  forever. 

The  Grand  Lodge  with  one  mind  refused  to  make  Grand 
Treasurers,  Permanent  Members. 
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The  well  prepared  memorial  of  Bro.  R.\  W.\  Walworth  O. 
Barbour  included  a  copy  of  the  "Charge  to  a  Master  Mason," 
beautifully  composed  by  Bro.  Walworth  Barbour  himself.  We 
would  like  to  reproduce  it  but  must  forbear. 

Of  the  eight  Special  Communications  reported  in  these  two 
pamphlets  we  have  already  noticed  two;  the  other  six  were  for 
the  purpose  of  dedicating  Lodge  Halls,  and  of  attending  Lodge 
centennials. 

From  one  of  the  many  good  addresses,  delivered  at  these 
specials,  we  copy  a  paragraph  for  the  benefit  of  snch  of  oar 
readers  as  are  not  familiar  with  some  of  the  incidents  of  the 
Anti-Mason  War  which  began  about  the  year  1825: 

"The  disappearance  of  one  William  Morgan  in  1825, 
near  Niagara,  divided  his  community  into  a  small  polit- 
ical disturbance.  DeWitt  Clinton  was  then  Governor  of 
New  York  and  a  Grand  Master  of  Masons.  Thurlow  Weed  was 
his  pol  tical  enemy,  and  immediately  began  so  bitter  an  attack 
upon  him  and  upon  Masonry  that  it  spread  through  New  York, 
and  finally  become  national.  Morgan  was  known  as  a  dissolute 
and  disreputable  character,  and  was  under  arrest  when  last  seen 
as  he  was  conveyed  across  Niagara  river.  Major  Ben.  Perley 
Poore,  so  many  years  Washington  correspondent  of  the  'Bos- 
ton Journal."  declared  he  saw  him  alive  in  Smyrna,  Turkey,  in 
1839  Gov.  Clinton  did  everything  in  his  power  to  assist  in 
ferreting  out  and  punishing  wrong-doers  charged  with  the  ab- 
duction; there  never  was  any  legal  evidence  to  maintain  the 
prosecution  of  his  abductors,  and  there  was  no  evidence  of 
his  death ;  in  fact  the  body  found  floating  in  the  Niagara  river 
and  claimed  as  Morgan's  was  identified  bv  the  widow  and  son  of 
one  Monroe  as  his  body.  This  latter  event  gave  the  opportunity 
to  Thurlow  Weed  to  make  the  historical  remark:  "It  is  a  good 
enough  Morgan  until  after  election."  Notwithstanding  the 
absurdity  of  the  facts  charged,  the  politic il  controversy  grew  in 
intensity  until  the  an ti  Masonic  party  in  1832  nominated  Wm. 
Wirt  for  President,  against  Andrew  Jackson,  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Tennessee,  and  Henry  Clay,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Ken- 
tucky. Jackson  being  elected,  Wirt  receiving  only  the  electoral 
vote  of  the  State  of  Vermont,  political  anti-Masonry  saw  its 
-death  blow."

This  pamphlet  comes  embellished  with  the  manly  features  of 
the  late  Charles  C.  Dame,  P.  G.  M.,  on  the  initial  page. 

At  the  •  Quarterly  Communication  nnder  review  there  were 
present — all  the  Grand  Officer 3,  thirty-nine  Permanent  Members, 
and  a  very  large  quorum  -of  representatives  from  the  constitu- 
ent Lodges.  • 

The  Grand  Master  said,  in  his  address: 

"Throughout  onr  Commonwealth  Masonic  affairs  are  in  a 
most  prosperous  condition,  and  the  devotion  and  loyalty  exhib- 
ited by  the  Lodges  and  Brethren  have  made  the  duties  of  the 
Grand  Master  so  ag  re  table  that  aside  ficin  the  time  involved, 
the  nature  of  the  duties  performed  can  hardly  be  classed  as 
'labor, '  but  may  more  properly  be  termed  'refreshment.'  " 

He  scored  some  Lodges  for  almost  chronic  delinquency  in  re- 
spect of  not  being  represented  at  Grand  Lodge  for  a  year  or  more* 
He  passed  high  encomiums  on  the  promptness  and  efficiency 
of  the  District  Deputies. 

From  a  statement  of  the  Grand  Master  we  learn  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  is  in  possessi  m  of  a  life-size  oil 
painting  of  George  Washington  in  his  Masonic  clothing. 

He  announced  that  the  Lodge  of  St.  Andrew,  Boston,  had 
added,  by  cheque,  $500.00  to  the  Lodge  cf  St.  Andrew  Fund  now 
held  in  trut«t  by  the  Masonic  Education  and  Charity  Trust,  the 
same  to  be  devoted  to  the  charities  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  he 
declared  that  the  Grand  Lodge  was  deeply  grateful  to  the  Lodge 
of  St.  Andrew  for  thus  recognizing,  during  each  of  several  past 
years,  the  needs  of  the  Charity  Fund,  and  for  responding* so 
nobly  to  assist  in  making  that  Fund  a  permanent  creation. 

"The  Grand  Lodge  has  pending  against  it  two  suits  at  law,  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Suffolk  county:  one  in  behalf  of  the  rep- 
resentatives of  the  m*n  who  died  from  injuries  received  by  the 
dislodging  of  a  piece  of  granite  from  an  upper  window  of  the 
old  Temple,  after  the  fire  and  before  repairs  were  begun." 

"The  other  is  for  injuries  sustained  by  an  employee  in  the  en- 
gineer's department  by  reason  of  an  explosion  of  steam.    In 
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neither  of  these  cases  does  the  Grand  Lodge  feel  it  is  respon- 
sible for  the  injury,  and  the  defense  of  the  suits  is  undertaken 
by  the  Travelers'  Accident  Company,  with  which  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  an  annual  policy  issued  against  these  and  similar  ac- 
cidents." 

One  dispensation  had  b  en  granted  during  the  year  for  a  new 
Lodge  at  Wilmington,  Mass. 

Nine  Special  Communications  had  been  held  for  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  Grand  Master's  address. 

Quite  a  large  number  of  ceremonies  and  visitations  took  place 
during  the  year,  8 11  of  which  were  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 
In  detailing  those  visits  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"The  only  criticism  or  o'  mplaint  that  can  dp  made  by  the  Grand 
Master  in  behalf  of  the  Grand  Officers  is  that  the  hospitalities 
of  the  Brethrea  deprived  the  Grand  Officers  of  too  many  hours 
of  sleep." 

The  Grand  Master  had  issued  thirteen  Special  Warrants — 
twelve  to  hold  exemplifications,  and  one  for"  healing"  a  Brother 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Lecturers — two — were  most  satis" 
tory. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  it  appears  that 
the  assessed  value  of  the  Temple,  land  and  building,  is 
$950,000.  Taxes  paid  were  $14,155.00.  Collected  from  Lodges 
$13,920.00.  Traveling  expenses  of  Deputies $782.56.  Insurance 
of  all  kinds  $584,700.00,  with  boiler  insurance  added  $5,000.00. 

After  all  expenditures  the  Grand  Treasurer  held  a  balance,  in 
cash,  of  $4  193.94. 

The  Trustees,  Masonic  Education  and  Charity  Trust  reported 
total  amount  of  the  Charity  Funds,  $213, 566.73,  and  total  in- 
come for  the  past  year  $8,363.93. 

The  Commissioners  of  Trials  reported  one  cace,  that  of  

Lodge  No. against  Albert  M.  Hunter,  sustaining  said  Lodge. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  finding  of  the  Commissioners 
approved,  and  Albert  M.  Hunter  was  declared  expelled  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Matonry. 

Stated  Communication,  Dec  27th,  and  Feast  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist. 

According  to  custom,  at  this  commnnicattion  the  annual  in- 
stallation of  Officers  took  place  with  all  due  form  and  solemnity. 

In  the  course  of  the  installation  of  tae  Grand  Master,  the  pre- 
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aiding  officer,  the  Junior  P.  Q.  M.,  R.\  W.\  Bro.  Hutchinson, 
said: 

"I  deliver  to  yon  the  emblem  of  power  with  which  yon  are  in- 
vested—the Gavel.  No  Masonic  emblem  can  claim  an  antiquity 
so  remote.  It  is  said  that  its  use  as  a  Masonic  symbol  was  recog- 
nized cleaily  as  early  as  1492.  It  was  also  used  in  the  middle 
ages  as  a  religions  symbol,  to  acquire  proprietary  rights  in  land, 
and  as  a  signal  for  convening  the  courts.  As  an  emblem  of 
authority  it  has  come  down  to  us  throng n  successive  ages. 
When  wielded  by  your  skilled  hand,  every  Brother  within  the 
soandof  its  blow  will  at  once  recognize  its  power  and  might." 

All  the  business  in  hand  having  been  transacted,  "at  six 
o'clock  p.  m.  the  Craft  was  called  from  labor  to  refreshment  and 
proceeded  to  the  Banquet  Hall,  when  the  Feast  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist  was  celebrate!  in  due  and  ancient  form,  after  the 
manner  of  Masons." 

"At  ten  o'clock,  p.  m.,  the  Brethren  were  called  from  refresh- 
ment to  labor  again,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample 
Form." 

Seasonable  hours,  say  we. 

THAT  FEAST. 

And  feast  it  was  a  in  every  sense  of  the  word — socially,  spiritu- 
ally and  intellectually.  Wit,  wisdom  and  good  fellowship 
abounded.  All  who  had  the  privilege  of  attending  that  celebra- 
tion mnst  have  carried  a*  ay  with  them  delightful  recollections 
of  the  same .  Would  that  we  might  give  our  readers  the  many 
good  speeches  there  delivered,  all  fresh  and  sparkling — none  of 
them  "smelling  of  oil." 

We  must  content  ourselves  with  quoting  one  or  two  of  the 
pleasantries  which  fell  from  the  lips  of  some  of  the  speakers. 

The  Grand  Master,  introducing  a  visitor  from  Maine  was  re- 
minded of  the  story  told  of  a  poetically  inclined  young  man,  at 
one  of  the  Maine  shore  resorts,  who,  sitting  beside  a  newly  ar- 
rived young  lady  on  the  beach,  as  the  waves  rolled  in,  said: 

"What  are  the  wild  waves  flaying,  as  they  roll  and  break  so 
continuously  and  tenderly  and  beautifully  on  the  beach?" 

She  answered: 

"I  don't  know,  but  my  young  brother  says  it  sonnds  to  him 
like  'slosh,  begosb,  b'gosh,  slosh.'  " 
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Grand  Master  Gallagher  disavowed  any  application  of  the 
foregoing  to  the  visitor,  whom  he  exculpated  from  any  charge 
of  "sloshing  around." 

The  Brother  from  Maine  thought  that  if  any  one  man  could 
"slosh"  'round  and  make  things  lively  down  in  his  grand  old 
State,  that  man  was  the  Grand  Master  of  Massachusetts.  In 
the  course  of  his  remarks  he  said: 

"All  of  you,  I  have  no  doubt,  have  heard  of  Daniel  Webster. 
Most  men  have,  especially  if  they  came  from  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege. There  was  a  man  in  Pennsylvania,  some  years  ago— they 
called  him  Do  a  Cameron,  I  think,  who  carried  the  politics  of 
Pennsylvania  in  his  vent  pocket  as  Quay  does  now — who  imag- 
ined that  he  very  strongly  resembled  Daniel  Webster.  His  re- 
semblance *o  Mr.  Webster  became  a  great  fad  with  him,  and  his 
friends  used  to  humor  hiui  in  it.  One  day  when  in  Washington, 
he  had  occasion  to  visit  a  barber  shop,  as  most  men  do  when  they 
go  away  from  home  aod  leave  their  razors  behind  them.  He 
seated  himself  in  a  chair,  and  a  lean,  grizzly  old  barber  began  to 
talk  to  him,  as  most  barbers  do,  and  the  old  darkey  said.  'I  was 
heah  long  befoah  de  Civil  Wan.'  He  said,  'I  h*ve  shaved  Cal- 
houn, and  Clay,'  and  mentioned  a  great  many  others,'  and  he  said, 
'  I  have  shaved  Daniel  Webster. '  'Have  you?  How  many  3  ears 
ago?'  *Oh,  so  many  years  ago.'  'Well  they  do  say-thaM  resemble 
Daniel  Webster  a  great  deal.  Had  you  observed  it,'  said  Mr. 
Cameron.  'Yes,  sah;  yes,  sah;  I  noticed  it  as  soon  as  you  came 
into  de  room  and  took  youh  seat  heah;  I  noticed  dat  you  re- 
sembled Daniel  Webster  very  much.'  'Why,  what  peculiarity 
was  there  about  me  which  reminded  you  of  Daniel  Webster?' 
'Oh,  youh  breath,  sah,  youh  breath.'  " 

One  of  the  visitors,  R.\  W.\  John  H.  Barlow,  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  having  come,  assured 
that  he  would  not  be  called  on  for  a  speech,  said: 

"The  circumstances  under  which  I  have  been  called  upon  to 
speak  remind  me  somewhat  of  a  story  told  of  what  occurred 
during  the  yea?s  between  1840  and  1850,  when  there  was  a  sect 
known  as  the  Millerites.  One  zealous  brother,  who  had  imbibfd 
that  doctrine,  came  to  the  conclusion  that,  on  a  certain  day 
the  world  would  come  to  an  end.  and  that  he  would  be  called  to 
ascend  on  high,  in  order  to  be  in  a  conspicuous  place,  he  got  no 
top  of  a  haystack,  and  as  the  night  wore  on,  while  waiting  for 
Gabriel's  horn  to  blow  the  summons,  he  fell  asleep,  and  in  the 
morning,  while  he  slumbered,  some  boys  applied  a  match  to  the 
haystack;  pretty  sooi  the  clouds  of  smoke  and  the  snapping  of 
the  fire  around  him  woke  him  up,  and  he  exclaimed,  'There!  in 
Tophet,  just  as  I  expected.'  " 

The  Feast  of  St.  John  is  a  grand  occasion .    For  five  years  past 
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we  have  enjoyed  reading  its  record,  and  have  felt  like  congratu- 
lating our  Brethren  of  the  Bay  State  on  their  ability  to  keep  it 
np.  Here  in  Alabama,  however,  it  would  be  too  expensive  to 
hold  the  Festival  as  a  Grand  Lodge.

At  this  Communication,  one  past  Grand  Master  (besides  the 
incumbent  Grand  Officers),  five  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and 
twenty  Past  Grand  Wardens  lent  dignity  by  their  presence. 

The  report  of  a  committee  on  "petition  for  repeal  of  Sections 
21  and  22  of  Part  V.  of  the  Grand  Constitutions,"  taking  up 
thirty  eight  pages,  constituted  the  principal  body  of  these  pro- 
ceedings. Long  as  is  this  report,  so  full  of  instruction  is  it,  that 
we  make  no  apology  for  giving  it  to  our  readers  entire.  It  is  too 
lengthy  to  copy;  hence  this  time  we  will  use  the  scissors.  Here 
id  the  report: 

(Abstract  of  Proceedings,  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  page 
14  to  page  50  inclusive.) 

REPORT  ON  PETITION  FOR    REPEAL  OF  SKCTIONS  21  AND  22  OF 
PART  V.  OF  THE  GRAND  CONSTITUTIONS. 

R.  W.  Thomas  W.  Davis,  in  behalf  of  the  committee,  submit- 
ted the  following  report: 

In  Grand  Lodge,  Boston,  March  13,  1902. 
At  the  Qrarterly  Communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  Sept. 
11,  IDOL,  a  petition  was  presented,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy: 

"To  the  Most    Worshipful  Grand    Jjxlyc    of  Ancient  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts: 

"Brethren:  We,  the  undei signed,  Master  Masons  in  gord 
standing  and  Past  Masters  of  Symbolic  Lodges  under  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  believing  that 
Sections  21  and  22  of  Part  Fifth,  'Miscellaneous  Regulations' 
of  the  Constitutions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts,  are 
contrary  to  the  spirit  and  teachings  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry, 
first,  because  they  interfere  with  our  moral  duties  and  deny  us 
the  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  certain  rights  guaranteed  at  the 
altar  of  Freemasonry,  such  as  liberty  of  conscience  and  other 
kindred  rights:  second,  because  they  are  inconsistent  with  the 
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original  plan  of  Masonry,  which  is  clearly  defined  by  the  Con- 
stitutions, and  violate  the  several  Landmarks  embodied  in  the 
Code  of  Laws  to  which  every  Mason  must  solemnly  subscribe 
before  he  can  be  installed  Master  of  a  Lodge;  third,  because 
they  are  at  variance  with  our  solemn  obligation  not  to  counte- 
nance dissenters  from  the  original  plan  of  Masonry;  fourth, 
because  they  destroy  the  sanctity  of  our  Obligations,  sacred  and 
binding  as  they  are,  and  that  a  compliance  with  their  provisions 
compels  the  violation  of  those  immutable  laws  and  encourages- 
a  disregard  of  the  serious  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
a  good  Mason;  and  fifth,  because  it  is  beyond  the  authority  of 
any  Grand  Lodge  to  define  the  status  of  any  organization  or  de- 
grees save  those  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  namely:  Entered 
Apprentice,  Fellow-Craft  and  Master  Mason: 

"Respectfully  Pray  that  said  Section  22  be  repealed,  and 
that  said  Section  21  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  'Section  21.  This  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no  degrees  of 
Masonry  except  those  conferred  by  a  Lodge  working  under  a 
lawful  charter,  or  warrant,  issued  by  a  regular  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  various  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  the 
lawfully  constituted  authorities  throughout  the  world/ 

"Dated  at  Boston  this  fifth  day  of  September,  A.   D.  1901, 

A.  L. 5901.

Sections  21  and  22  of  Part    Fifth,    "Miscellaneous  Regula- 
tions,1' read  as  follows: 

"Section  21.  Whereas,  this  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  no 
degrees  of  Masonry  except  those  conferred  under  the  regulations 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  States  and  Territories  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Governments  throughout  the  world;  and, 
whereas,  it  admits  the  following-named  organizations  to  be 
regular  and  duly  constituted  Masonic  Bodies,  namely:  The 
General  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  United  States;  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  of  the  several  States  and  Terri- 
tories of  the  United  States,  and  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  and 
other  Bodies  under  their.jarisdiction;  the  General  Grand  Council 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  United  States;  the  Grand 
Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  several  States  and 
Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  th«*  Councils  under  their 
jurisdiction;  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States;  the 
Grand  Commanderies  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  Cammanderies  under  their  jurisdic- 
tion; the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Sco:- 
tish  Rite  for  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  various  Bodies  under  their  jurisdiction; 
now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  any  Ma^on  who  is 
hereafter  admitted  in  this  jurisdiction  into  any  other  Order.*,  as 
Masonic,  is  a  ting  un  Masonically,  and  for  such  conduct  shall 
be  liable  to  be  expelled-  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Masonry,  and  shall  be  ineligible  to  membership  or  office  in  tais 
Grand  Lodge. 

"Section  22.  Any  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction  who  shall 
confer,  communicate  or  sell,  or  assist  in  conferring,  communi- 
cating or  selling,  or  solicit  any  one  to  receive,  or  apply  for  any 
so-called  Masonic  degree  or  degrees  limited  to  Freemasons,  not 
hereinbefore  recognized  or  admitted,  may  be  expelled  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry. " 

The  petition  was  referred  to  the  undersigned  as  a  committee. 
On  the  evening  of  the  29th  of  January,  a  hearing  was  given  to 
the  petitioners,  represented  bv  W.  Bro.  William  F.  Butler,  who 
headed  the  list  of  signers,  and  by  Bro.  Lafayette  G.  Blair,  who 
was  also  one  of  the  signers,  but  desired  to  have  it  understood 
that  his  appearance  before  the  committee  was  in  the  capacity  of 
counsel  only.  W.  Bro.  Asa  P.  French,  who  was  %lso  named  as 
of  counsel  for  the  petitioners,  was  present,  but  took  no  part  in 
the  proceedings,  and  remarks  in  favor  of  the  petition  were  made 
by  other  Brethren.    The  committee  have  conferred  with  others 
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who  wished  to  be  heard  in  opposition  to  the  action  proposed  to 
the  Grand  Lodge.  They  have  examined  carefully  the  so-called 
"decisions  of  eminent  Masonic  authorities*'  which  were  read  or 
referred  to  at  the  hearing,  and  which  have  since  been  placed  in 
the  bands  of  the  Masters  and  Wardens  and  other  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Under  the  title,  "The  Square  and  Compasses,  or  the  Double- 
headed  Eagle, — Which?"  other  matter  has  been  included  in  the 
form  of  a  protest  which  was  not  presented  to  the  committee  at 
the  time  of  the  hearing,  although  it  was  stated  that  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Master  in  forbidding  the  installation  of  certain 
officers  of  Saggahew  Lodge  was  among  the  causes  which  led  to 
filing  the  petition.  Upon  this  manifesto  of  certain  Brethren 
styled  "a  committee"  we  take  action  only  in  part.  An  inquiry 
into  the  official  conduct  of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary is  beyond  the  scope  of  the  petition,  and  therefore,  is  not 
before  us  for  consideration.  A  comparison  of  the  contents  of 
the  protest  with  the  printed  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
shows  such  errors  in  statement— to  use  the  mildest  possible 
term— as  tend  to  discredit  other  assertions  made  by  the  authors 
of  the  manifesto,  where  the  facts  in  the  case  cannot  be  a  matter 
of  record.  Even  if  it  were  proper,  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to 
step  aside  from  the  duty  before  us  to  do  justice  to  these  Grand 
Officers,  or  to  "render  to  Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar's." 
This  is  a  matter  which  can  eafely  be  left  to  the  intelligence  of 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  either  as  individuals  or  in  an 
official  capacity.  So  far  as  other  parts  of  the  protest  are  con- 
cerned, the  report  of  the  committee  upon  the  petition  will  be 
sufficient  commentary. 

Having  consulted  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  with 
special  reference  to  its  action  at  the  time  the  Sections  referred 
to  in  the  petition  were  adopted,  together  with  opinions  of  Ma- 
sonic writers  and  the  decisions  of  other  Grand  Lodges,  the  com- 
mittee tubmit  the  following  report: 

At  the  hearing  it  was  stated  Tby  the  counsel  for  the  petitioners 
that  the  main  question  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the 
committee  was  whether  the  Grand  Lodge  had  acted  ultra  vires 
in  the  adoption  of  the  Regulations,  and  it  was  also  stated  by 
the  couneel  that  he  was  not  interested  in  the  Scottish  Rite 
question. 

The  contents  of  the  manifesto  show  that  the  counsel  did  not 
in  the  latter  particular  represent  the  wishes  and  feelings  of 
those  for  whom  he  appeared,  but  that  is  not  of  sufficient  bearing 
upon  the  main  question  to  to  be  noticed  at  present.  The  con- 
tention of  the  petitioners  may  be  briefly  summarized:  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  has  no  power  to  recognize  any  bodies  as  Masonic, 
or  admit  them  to  be  regular  and  duly  constituted,  except  those 
which  confer  the  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  and  those 
only.  Upon  the  answer  to  this  proposition  depends  the  settle- 
ment of  all  the  subsidiaay  issues  brought  to  our  attention  by  the 
petition.    It  may  at  once  be  conceded  that  if  the  Grand  Lodge 
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has  acted  ultra  rives  in  the  adoption  of  Section  21,  its  legislation 
on  this  subject  is  improper  and  needs  to  be  corrected,  and  it 
must  on  the  other  hand  be  admitted  that  if  the  constitutional 

Fowers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  have  not  been  exceeded,  the  particu- 
ir  regulations  embodied  in  both  Sections  21  and  22  are  entitled 
to  full  obedience  from  every  loyal  member  of  the  fraternity,  and 
your  committe  fully  believe  that,  in  either  event,  while  these 
Regulations  are  a  part  of  our  Grand  Constitutions,  they  must  be 
obeyed,  because  they  are  the  declaration  of  the  Supreme  Masonic 
authority  in  this  jurisdiction. 

On  page  29  of  the  pamphlet  which  emanates  from  those  who 
sympathize  with  the  petitioners  is  printed  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Massachusetts  Grand  Lodge  in  1782.  Your  committee 
desire  to  give  this  resolution  in  the  exact  words  of  the  original 
records.  The  wording  of  the  pamphlet  is  undoubtedly  intended 
to  conform  to  that  found  in  Grand  Master  Gardner's  Address 
in  1870,  but  it  is  known  that  he  di«>  not  at  that  time  have  access 
to  the  manuscript  record.  The  punctuation  agrees  neither  with 
the  original  nor  with  that  of  the  Address  as  printed,  and  the 
italics  of  the  quotation  are  supplied  by  the  compiler  of  the 
pamphlet.     The  complete  and  correct  version  reads: 

"Resolved,  That  the  Sovereign  Power  &  Authority  of  the 
said  Grand  Lodge,  be  Construed  to  Extend  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  to  Any  of  the  United 
States  where  none  shall  be  erected  over  such  Lodges  only  as  thin 
Grand  Lodge  shall  there  Constitute."  All  that  the  pamphlet 
gives  in  italics,  "over  such  Lodges,  etc  ,"  evidently  refers  to  the 
Lodges  which  this  Grand  Lodge  has  always  claimed  and  exer- 
cised the  right  to  constitute  outside  of  its  own  geographical 
limits,  in  such  territory  as  has  no  goven  ing  body  of  the  sym- 
bolic degrees,  with  possibly  a  willingness  not  to  interfere  with 
Lodges  inside  the  Commonwealth  which  then  held  allegiance  to 
another  Grand  Lodge,  for  this  was  ten  years  before  the  Union 
of  1792;  but  the  especial  interest  of  the  resolution,  and  the 
reason  why  it  is  now  quoted  by  your  committee  is  because  it 
applies  the  word  "Sovereign"  to  the  "Power  &  Authority  of  the 
said  Grand  Lodge."  that  word  which  signifies  that  the  thing  to 
which  it  is  applied  has  no  earthly  thing  above  it.  It  was  the 
use  of  this  word— Sovereign — which  showed  that  the  Massa- 
chubetts  Grand  Lodge  proposed  to  exercise  in  its  sphere  all  the 
ights  which  its  mother  Grand  Lodge  (which  was  the  Grand 
Lodge  not  of  England,  but  of  Scotland)  exercised  in  hers. 

The  rights  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  regard  to  all  legislation  are 
expressed  in  the  opening  clause  of  Article  XXXIX.  of  the  An- 
cient Constitutions  as  adopted  in  1721,  and  published  by  Ander- 
son in  1728: 

"Every  Annual  Grand-Lodge  has  an  inherent  Power  and 
Authority  to  make  new  Regulations,  or  to  alter  these,  for  the 
real  Benefit  of  this  (indent  Fraternity:  Provided  always  that  the 
old  Land-Marks  be  carefully  preserved" 
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There  is  a  clause  in  this  same  Article  XXXIX.  to  which  your 
committee  will  refer  later.  For  the  present  it  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  in  this  declaration  of  those  who  composed  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England  in  1721,  and  in  the  assumption  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  sovereignty  by  the  M  issachusetts  Grand  Lodge  in 
1782,  rests  the  right  of  our  Grand  Lo  dge  to  make  its  own  par- 
ticular regulations  and  to  govern  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction. 

It  is  specified  in  the  Ancient  Constitutions  that  the  old  Land- 
marks shall  be  carefully  preserved.  As  to  what  the  Landmarks 
are,  probably  no  two  Masonic  writers'  ara  in  exact  accord.  Dr. 
Geo.  Oliver,  a  voluminous  writer  from  1823  to  1867,  says  in  his 
Dictionary  of  Symbolic  Masonry  that  "some  restrict  them  to 
the  O  B,  signs,  tokens  and  words,  others  include  the  ceremonies 
of  initiation,  passing  and  raising;  and  the  form,  dimensions  and 
support;  the  ground,  situation  and  covering;  the  ornaments, 
furniture  and  jewels  of  a  Lodge,  rr  their  characteristic  symbols. 
Some  think  that  the  order  has  no  Landmarks  beyond  its  peculiar 
secrets."  i 

Albert  G.  Mackey,  the  American  lexicographer  of  Masonry, 
says  in  his  Encyclopedia  that  until  the  year  1858  no  attempt  had 
been  made  by  any  Masonic  writer  to  distinctly  enumerate  the 
Landmarks,  and  to  distinctly  give  them  a  comprehensible  form. 
At  that  time  he  prepared  a  list  of  what  he  considered  the  Land- 
marks, twenty -five  in  number.  These  have  b**en  widely  ac- 
cepted, but  are  not  agreed  to  in  full  by  later  writers.  Josiah  H. 
Drummoad,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Maine,  says  in  his  "Juris- 
prudence," first  published  in  1877:  "It  is  safe  to  conclude  that 
no  one  of  the  attempts  [at  enumeration]  is  a  success.  The  very 
definition  of  Landmarks  sho  vs  that  an  enumeration  of  them  is 
scarcely  possible.  A  Landmark  is  a  law  or  custom  of  the  Fra- 
ternity that  has  existed  'from  a  time  whereof  the  memory  of 
man  runneth  not  to  the  contrary.'  If  a  Landmark  was  origin- 
ally enacted  as  a  law,  the  time  when,  as  well  as  the  fact  of  the 
enactment,  are  not  known.  All  we  can  know  is  that  it  is  a  law 
or  a  custom  that  has  existed  from  time  immemorial.  We  may 
be  making  Landmark?  now;  if  any  universal  usage  exists  that 
has  existed  so  long  that  its  origin  is  unknown,  it  is  a  Landmark. 
It  has  been  said  that  the  Landmarks  are  the  unwritten  law  of 
Masonry;  but  this  is  not  correct;  for  landmarks  are  found  in 
the  Ancient  Charges  Indeed,  the  only  evidence  that  some  cus- 
toms are  Landmarks  is  the  fact  that  they  are  mentioned  as  such 
in  the  earliest  publications  in  relation  to  Freemasonry.  The 
Landmarks  cannot  be  repealed  or  changed.  That  they  are  some- 
times infringed  upon  is  doubtless  true.  But  any  enactment  in 
violation  of  a  Landmark  is  void,  by  whatever  authority  it  is 
made.  All  Masons  agree  in  this;  and  the  practical  difficulty  is, 
that  one  denies  that  to  be  a  Landmark  which  another  affirms  is 
one." 

The  Ancient  Charges  are  generally  esteemed  as  Landmarks, 
but  these  are  not  to  be  followed  literally,  for  while  they  "set 
forth  the  obligations  of  a  Mason,  in  respect  to  God  and  Be- 
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ligion,  to  the  Civil  Magistrate,  to  the  Lodge,  to  those  in  official' 
position,  to  the  Craft,  to  the  family  and  to  the  community," 
they  contain  matters  of  regulation  which,  however  apposite 
they  were  to  the  form  of  civil  government  under  which  our 
Brethren  of  the  17th  and  18th  centuries  dwelt,  can  hardly  be 
considered  of  binding  force  to-day.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  Fourth  Charge  relating  to  the  Lod*e,  and  to  the  qualifica- 
tions of  a  Grand  Master,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note,  that  while 
this  Charge  speaks  of  the  Apprentice,  who  may  be  ''made  a 
Brother  and  then  a  Fellow  Craft  in  due  time,  even  after  he  has 
served  such  a  term  of  years  as  the  custom  of  the  country  di- 
rects," there  is  no  mention  of  a  higher  degree,  and  the  word 
Master  when  it  occurs  in  this  Charge  refers  only  to  the  Master 
of  a  Lodge,  who  may  not  become  such  until  he  has  served  as  a 
Warden,  and  "no  Brother  can  be  a  Warden  until  he  has  passed 
the  part  of  a  "Fellow  Craft."  No  one  to-day  knows  with  cer- 
tainty what  the  limitations  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  were. 
From  an  Address  by  Worshipful  C.  James  Todd,  Master  of 
Kingston  Lodge,  Hull,  England,  are  taken  the  following  extracts 
which  bear  upon  this  subject: 

"Prior  to  1717,  when  the  first  Grand  Lodge  of  England  was 
established,  the  form  of  Ritual  in  existence  was  of  a  very  simple 
character  indeed.  ...  So  simple,  it  is  believed,  was  it,  that 
it  is  questionable  whether  there  was  more  than  one  Ceremony, 
viz.:  that  of  Initiation.  The  degree  of  Fellow  Craft  had  at  this 
time,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  no  separate  Ceremony,  but  was  con- 
ferred on  a  Brother  as  a  matter  of  course  after  a  certain  period 
of  probation.  The  degree  of  Master  Mason,  as  we  now  practice 
it,  seems  to  have  been  of  later  creation,  for  although  we  find  it 
stated  in  the  General  Regulations  of  1721  that  Entered  Appren- 
tices had  to  be  admitted  Masters  and  Fellow  Crafts  in  Grand 
Lodge,  and  there  only,  except  by  dispensation— yet,  at  this  time, 
so  far  as  I  can  discover,  the  Master's  Degree  appears  to  have 
been  a  creation  of  the  new  Grand  Lodge,  and  an  honorary  degree 
only.  .  .  .  When  the  present  Master  Mason's  Degree  was 
first  instituted,  I  am  unable  to  say." 

Practically  the  same  statement  is  made  by  Mackey  in  his  En- 
cyclopedia.   Bro.  Todd  goes  on  to  say: 

"Bro.  D.  Murray  Lyon  (the  author  of  the  history  of  the  Mother 
Kilwinning  Lodge),  in  writing  to  the  F.  M.  Magazine  in  1868. 
say 8  there  is  no  mention  of  any  fellow  of  the  Lodge  (the  Kil- 
winning) having  before  1741  been  dignified  with  the  title  of 
Master  Mason." 

The  lectures  of  the  degrees,  it  is  known  have  been  changed 
repeatedly. 

It  cannot  then  be  considered  certain  that  the  division  into  the 
three  degrees  antedated  the  Ancient  Constitutions.  If  the  de- 
grees existed  the  lines  of  divtsion  between  them  were  not  clearly 
marked  and  they  have  since  been  modified.  Mackey,  treating  of 
the  "Revival  of  Masonry,"  says: 
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"That  he  (Buchan)  is  right  in  his  theory  that  the  three  degrees 
of  Master,  Fellow  Craft  and  Apprentice  were  unknown  to  the 
Masons  of  the  1 7th  century,  and  that  these  classes  existed  only 
as  gradations  of  rank  will  be  generally  admitted.  Bat  there  is 
unquestionable  evidence  that  the  modes  of  recognition,  the 
method  of  government,  the  legends  and  much  of  the  ceremo- 
nial of  initiation  were  in  existence  among  the  Operative  Masons 
of  the  Middle  ages,  and  were  transmitted  to  the  Speculative 
Masons  of  the  18th  century.  The  Masonic  system  of  the  pres- 
ent day  has  been  the  result  of  a  slow  but  steady  growth." 

There  is  positive  evidence  that  in  addition  to  what  it  now  in- 
cludes, the  legend  of  the  Royal  Arch  was  once  a  part  of  the 
Third  Degree  and  has  been  dissevered  from  it.  and  the  definition 
of  Ancient  Craft  Ma3onry  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land at  the  Union  of  1813  made  it  consist  of  three  degrees  "in- 
cluding the  Holy  Royal  Arch." 

In  this  country  the  first  three  degrees  only  are  now  conferred 
under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  and  they  are  called 
Symbolic  Degrees,  because  their  prominent  means  of  instruction 
is  by  the  use  of  symbols.  The  degrees  of  the  Chapter  are  styled 
Capitular,  from  the  name  of  the  organization,  and  the  degrees 
of  the  Council  are  the  Cryptic,  so  called  from  the  crypt  or  vault, 
which  plays  an  important  part  in  their  ritual.  How  much  of 
the  degrees  from  the  fourth  tn  the  ninth  inclusive  originally  be- 
longed to  the  first  is  a  matter  of  question. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  by  a  natural  process  of  selection, 
the  explanation  and  application  of  the  uses  of  the  symbols  of 
Operative  Masonry,  as  being  the  simplest  form  of  conveying  in- 
struction, were  retained  in  the  Lodge,  with  enough  of  the  un- 
written legends  of  the  Order  to  bind  the  lectures  upon  these 
symbols  together,  and  that  the  other  degrees  were  formulated 
to  perpetuate  such  other  unwritten  legends  as  might,  with  lapse 
of  time  pass  out  from  human  memory.  All  indicated  their  Ma- 
sonic origin  and  intimate  connection  by  the  employment  of  the 
tools  and  implements  of  Operative  Masonry  in  their  symbolism. 

Most  Worshipful  William  S.  Gardner,  Grand  Master,  said  in 
1871,  after  certain  omments  upon  the  ritual  of  the  first  three 
degrees: 

"It  would  also  have  been  pleasant  to  have  given  some  account 
of  all  the  grades  and  degrees  which  from  time  to  time  have  been 
held  and  governed  by  our  Grand  Lodge.  Moses  Michael  Hays 
was  elevated  to  the  position  of  Grand  Master  (1788),  for  the  ex- 
press purpose  of  consolidating  in  the  Grand  Lodge  all  the  high 
Sades,  powers  and  sovereign  rights  which  this  distinguished 
ason  brought  with  him  from  Europe.  Indeed,  during  his  ad- 
ministration, a  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  chartered.  I  know  of 
no  grade  in  Masonry  known  to  him,  including  those  of  the  Royal 
Arch  and  of  the  Temple,  which  at  some  time  have  not  been 
domiciled  in  the  bosom  of  our  Grand  Lodge." 

Is  it  to  be  said,  after  this,  that  *  'there  are  no  Masonic  Degrees 
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but  those  of   Entered  Apprentice.   Fellow  Craft  and  Master 
Mason  V 

The  petitioners  claim  that  Sections  21  and  22,  Part  V.  of  oar 
Grand  Constitutions,  "are  inconsistent  with  the  original  plan  of 
Masonry,  which  is  clearly  defined  by  the  Constitutions,  and  vio- 
late the  several  Landmarks  embodied  in  the  Code  of  Laws  to 
which  every  Mason  must  solemnly  subscribe  before  he  can  be  in- 
stalled Master  of  a  Lodge."  Three  charges  seem  to  be  specially 
referred  to:  that  which  relates  to  dissenters  from  the  original 
plan  of  Masonry;  that  which  inculcates  conformity  to  every 
edict  of  the  Grand  Lodge  that  is  not  subversive  of  the  principles- 
ind  ground- work  of  Masonry;  and  that  which  relates  to  innova- 
;ion  in  the  body  of  Masonry. 

The  original  plan  of  Masonry,  the  principles  and  groundwork 
of  Masonry,  the  body  of  Masonry,  what  are  they  V 

Your  committee  decline  to  accept  the  dictum  that  they  consist 
merely  of  the  symbols  and  ceremonials  which  have  been  or  may 
be  em  ployed  by  the  Fraternity  to  imprefs  upon  the  memory 
wise  and  serious  truths.  The  truth  itself  is  above  the  vehicle  by 
which  its  lessons  are  brought  home  to  our  consciousness.  John 
Edmund  Cox,  the  editor  of  "The  Constitutions  of  the  Free 
masons,"  says: 

Freemasonry  is  "a  noble  institution,  founded  upon  principles 
of  the  most  profound  loyalty  to  the  Crown  (i.  e..,  government), 
the  inculcation  of  the  most  earnest  adherence  to  the  grand  rules 
of  morality  and  virtue,  and  also  upon  the  firmest  basis   of 
Irrotlierly  love,  relief  and  truth" 

Mackey  defines  Speculative  Masonry  "  as  the  scientific  appli- 
cation and  the  religious  consecration  of  the  rules  and  principles, 
the  language,  the  implements  and  materials  of  Operative  Ma- 
sonry to  the  veneration  of  God,  the  purificationof  the  heart  and 
the  inculcation  of  the  dogmas  of  a  religious  philosophy." 
Better  than  either  of  these  is  the  definition  implied  in  the  teach- 
ings of  the  first  and  second  degrees,  that  we  are  to  maintain 
the  tenets  of  our  profession  as  Masons;— brotherly  love,  relief 
and  truth:  to  observe  the  cardinal  virtues  of  temperance,  forti- 
tude, prudence  and  justice;  to  learn  to  subdue  the  passions,  act 
upon  the  square,  keep  a  tongue  of  good  report,  maintain  secrecy 
and  practise  charity;  and  above  all  to  pay  that  rational  homage 
to  Deicy  which  at  once  constitutes  our  duty  and  our  happiness. 
In  short.  Freemasonry  is  a  perfect  system  of  morality,  employing' 
tools  and  implements  of  architecture  as  symbols. 

Dissenters  from  this  plan  are  to  be  discountenanced,  the  edicts 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  subvert  these  ^principles  do  not  merit 
our  conformity,  and  innovations  upon  them  may  strike  a  fatal 
blow  to  the  whole  Institution.  But  those  who  are  building  upon 
the  foundations  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  are  interested  above 
all  others  in  seeing  that  those  foundations  are  carefully  preserved. 
Upon  the  integrity  of  Masonry  of  the  Symbolic  Lodge  depends 
the  future  of  all  its  allies.    Dissent,  subversion  and  innovation 
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can  never  destroy  the  Masonry  of  the  Lodge  without  involving 
the  whole  edifice  in  a  common  ruin. 

The  wisdom  of  maintaining  any  degrees  except  those  of  the 
Symbolic  Lodge  may  be  questioned,  bat  that  is  not  for  this  com- 
mittee to  discuss  The  proposition  is  succinctly  stated  by  a  com- 
mittee of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  18S2,  of  which  R.  W.  Charles 
Levi  Woodbury  was  chairman. 

"It  is  claimed  by  many  that  this  multiplicity  distracts  the  at- 
tention of  theBrcthr*  1.,  prevent;  tb:  concentration  of  their  zeal 
on  the  practice  of  Blue  Masonry,  and  impairs  the  progress  of 
the  works  of  humanity  and  charity  by  which  Freemasonry  strives 
to  perform  its  social  duties;  that  it  takes  up  too  much  time  to  be 
members  of  many  of  them;  that  often  the  point  sought  to  be 
illustrated  is  not  of  sufficient  consequence  to  justify  an  organi- 
zation for  the  purpose;  that  money  paid  for  such  degrees  is 
wasted  by  the  payer,  and  of  no  practical  benefit  to  Freemasonry 
or  to  himself." 

R.  W.  Bro.  Woodbury's  answer  follows. 

"The  settled  habits  of  our  Fraternity,  derived  from  our  wise 
predecessors,  have  long  encouraged  the  illustration  of  certain  of 
its  mysteries  by  organizations  now  incorporated  into  the  system 
of  Masonry,  each  moving  in  harmony  and  unison  in  its  own  orbit 
around  the  Grand  Lodge,  regularly  as  planets  move  around  a 
central  sun.'' 

It  is  not  the  province  or  the  purpose  of  this  committee,  to  con- 
sider the  history  of  Grand  Lodges,  the  manner  in  which  they 
acquired  the  sovereign  power  and  authority  to  regulate  and 
decide  "all  matters  relative  to  the  Craft  or  to  particular  Lodges 
or  to  individual  Brothers;0  they  do  not  propose  to  fill  this  report 
with  extracts  from  our  own  Constitutions  or  our  own  Proceed- 
ings. The  array  of  disinterested  witnesses  makes  it  unnecessary 
for  the  defendant  to  take  the  stand  and  testify  on  his  own  behalf. 
As  far  as  possible  the  committee  do  not  wish  to  obtrude  their 
own  views  as  a  basis  of  argument,  but  to  present  the  opinions 
of  prominent  Masonic  authorities  and  decisions  of  other  Grand 
Lodges  in  justification  of  the  action  heretofore  taken  by  this 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  first  consists  of  extracts  from  a  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Jurisprudence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  in 
1885,  of  which  R.  W.  Joseph  W.  Fellows  was  Chairman. 

"The  Grand  Lodge  was  created  as  the  sole  governing  b:>dy 
and  power  of  the  Craft  in  all  things  Masonic.  It  was  deemed 
to  have  absolute  control  over  the  Fraternity.  The  Landmarks 
were  a  guaranty  that  it  would  not  trample  upon  their  rights. 
They  were  to  be  observed  as  the  Magna  Charta,  but  all  other 
powers  and  prerogatives  were  ceded  to  and  vested  in  the  G  rand 
Lodge.    No  limit  was  set  upon  its  authority.    No  line  of  sepa- 
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ration  was  drawn  between  Craft  Masons  as  such,  and  as  adhe- 
rents to  the  higher  degrees  then  rapidly  increasing,  but  by 
universal  consent,  in  obedience  to  the  imperative  demand,  fulr 
power  and  authority  was  lodged  in  the  governing  body. 

44 We  hold  that  the  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  full  and  com- 
plete in  all  things  Masonic.  Those  who  differ  from  this  proposi- 
tion do  not  deny  its  authority  so  far  as  it  appertains  to  the  first 
three  degrees,  but  they  claim  it  extends  no  further,  or  in  other 
words  that  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  inquire  into  what  is  done 
beyond  the  Blue  Lodge .  This  is  a  doctrine  which  answers  itself. 
Can  it  be  claimed  that  the  ceremonies  of  symbolic  Masonry  can 
be  used  anywhere,  except  by  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge? 
Would  any  Mason  for  an  instant  say  that  he  could  exhibit  the 
signs  of  Craft  Masonry  in  a  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  or  other  con- 
fraternity, and  if  he  should  do  to,  he  would  not  be  aswerable  to 
the  Grand  Lodge?  And  what  is  the  difference  so  far  as  a  viola- 
tion of  the  regulations  is  concerned  between  exhibiting  them  in 
an  Odd  Fellows  Lodge,  and  some  degree  of  a  so  called  Scotch 
rite  not  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge?  Can  any  body  of  men 
owing  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  practice  any  part  of  the 
ceremonies  of  the  Blue  Lodge  degrees  anywhere  or  under  any 
circumstances  except  by  the  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge?  fs 
it  not  clear  that  everything  symbolic  is  within  the  control  of 
this  Grand  Body?  Are  there  any  within  the  lines  of  the  Frater- 
nity who  construe  their  obligations  in  a  way  to  permit  them  to 
exhibit  the  Master's  sign,  for  instance,  under  any  circumstances, 
except  those  occasions  well  understood  by  the  Craft  ?  If  so,  the 
sooner  such  are  separated  from  us,  the  better  for  the  institution. 
No  system  or  rite  is  Masonic  unless  founded  upon  the  symbolic 
degrees.  All  claim  to  be  built  upon  the  Blue  Lodge  as  a  basis 
and  such  has  always  been  the  understanding.  la  all  the  hun- 
dreds of  degrees,  and  arrangements  into  what  are  termed  rites, 
the  symbolic  degrees  have  been  the  corner  stone. "  "It  follows 
that  no  rite  Masonic  can  be  practiced  without  the  sanction 
either  express  or  implied  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  And  we  hold  it 
to  be  sound  law  that  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  com- 
plete over  the  members  of  its  obedience  in  the  use,  practice  or 
teaching  of  any  rite  or  degree,  containing  any  part,  sign,  word, 
or  symbol  of  any  kind  as  a  Masonic  ceremony,  belonging  to  Craft 
Masonry." 

The  Committee  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

"Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Lodge  declares  its  understanding 
of  the  law  in  relation  to  its  powers  and  authority  over  the  Craft 
within  its  jurisdiction  to  be: 

"First,  That  it  is  the  supreme  authority  in  Masonry. 

"Second,  That  it  has  the  power  to  determine  what  Masonry  is. 

"Third,  That  it  has  the  power  to  decide  what  Masonic  bodiea 
are  regular,  whether  symbolic  Masonry  is  used,  shown,  or  made- 
a  part  or  the  ceremonies. 
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"Fourth,  That  it  has  the  power  and  authority  to  prohibit  the 
Masons  of  its  obedience  from  practising  as  Masonic  any  other 
rites  than  those  which  it  declares  to  be  Masonic;  and  from  using 
any  of  its  esoteric  ceremonies  as  Masonic  ceremonies  in  any 
other  body  than  those  it  shall  hold  to  be  Masonic. 

"Resolv-id,  Thit  thin  Grand  Lodge  affirms  the  well  established 
doctrine  that  it  is  a  violation  of  the  jurisdictional  rights  of  any 
Grand  Lodge  or  other  Grand  Body  for  a  foreign  organization  of 
the  same  grade  or  right  to  establish  subordinates  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  such  Grand  Body,  and  it  is  due  as  well  to  Masonic 
comity  as  to  the  watchful  care  of  our  own  rights  that  all  at- 
empt8  of  such  nature  •should  meet  with  the  stern  disapproval 
of  this  Grand  Lodge." 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  resolved,  February  1, 1844,  that 
it  strictly  prohibits  as  unlawful  all  assemblies  of  Freemasons  in 
Ireland  under  any  title  whatever  purporting  to  be  Masonic  not 
held  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  or  Constitution  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  or  from  other  Masonic  bodies  (Royal  Arch,  Knight  Tem- 
plars and  Anc.  and  Ace  Rite)  recognized  by  and  acting  in  unison 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Georgia,  at  a  Communication  held  October  29,  1889.  presented 
an  exhaustive  report,  concluding  with  the  following  opinion : 

"That  a  Symbolic  Grand  Lodge  is  Sovereign,  within  the  geo- 
graphical bounds  of  its  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  and  that  it  has  the 
right  to  legislate  upon,  and  to  decide  all  questions  pertaining  to* 
the  establishment  of  Lodges,  the  making  of  Masons  and  the 
government  of  the  Craft  within  its  aforesaid  jurisdictional 
bounds. 

4 'That  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  Symbolic  Grand  Lodges  to 
protect  themselves,  their  Subordinates,  memb9rs,  and  individual 
Freemason  within  their  jurisdictions,  as  well  as  Masonic  Bodies 
with  which  they  are  allied. 

"That  it  is  the  business  and  bound  en  duty  of  such  Grand 
Lodges  to  guard  their  subordinates  against  the  introduction  of 
causes  of  contention  and  discord  and  to  protect  the  Fraternity 
against  injury  or  invasion,  importers  or  imposition,  coming  in 
whatever  name  or  whatever  guise. 

'That  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  Grand  Lodges,  in  their  Ma- 
sonic Sovereignty,  to  clearly  designate  and  unmistakably  define 
what  Rites  are  recognized,  and  what  Bodies  are  in  alliance  with 
them  in  the  Great  Fraternal  Commonwealth  of  which  the  Sym- 
bolic Grand  Bodies,  forming  the  base,  constitute  an  important 
and  essential  part." 

The  report  of  this  Committee  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

What  appears  to  be  a  gross  attempt  to  deceive  the  readers  of 
the  pamphlet  we  have  referred  to  is  found  under  the  head 
"Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,"  on  page  29,  closing  with  the  words, 
we  are  unable  to  see  any  ground  upon  which  this  Grand  Lodge 
can  assume  jurisdiction  of  this  subject." 
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It  is  true  that  a  committee  was  appointed,  and  that  the  com- 
mittee reported.  In  fact,  there  were  two  reports,  a  majority 
and  a  minority;  and  the  quotation  is  from  the  majority  report. 
A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  it .  The  motion  was  lost,  and  the 
report  of  the  minority  of  the  committee  was  then  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge.  There  is  and  can  be  no  mistake  as  to  the  act 
committed  by  the  compiler  of  the  pamphlet,  for  the  reports 
appear  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  1890, 
pages  65-67,  with  no  other  matter  intervening,  and  the  record  of 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  follows  immediately  the  minority 
report,  the  larger  portion  of  which  is  subjoined: 

"We  believe  the  edict  of  the  Grand  Master  to  be  in  harmony 
with  the  action  of  many  other  Grand  Lodges  and  all  regularly 
organized  Masonry  in  the  world,  so  far  as  we  have  any  knowledge 
or  information,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  approved  by 
this  Grand  Lodge 

"We  further  find,  upon  information  believed  to  be  reliable, 
that  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  Southern  Jurisdic- 
tion, has  been  recognized  by  nearly,  if  not  all,  the  Supreme 
Councils  of  tbe  world  as  the  legitimate  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Jurisdiction  for  the  territory  which  it  occupies,  which  includes 
the  State  of  Florida,  and  we  do  not  find  that  the  Cerneau  Rite 
has  been  recognized  by  the  other  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world 
as  the  legitimate  body  of  any  Jurisdiction. 
►  "In  many  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdictions,  in  fraternal  in- 
tercourse with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  the  Masons  in  those 
Jurisdictions  who  belong  to  the  Cerneau  Rite  are  not  permitted 
to  visit  a  particular  Lodge. 

"As  bodies  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Bite,  South- 
ern Jurisdiction,  were  actually  located  and  doing  work  in  this 
State  for  many  years  prior  to  the  invasion  of  the  Territory  by 
the  Cerneau  Rite,  and  as  both  of  these  bodies  cannot  continue  to 
work  in  this  Jurisdiction  without  seriously  endangering  the 
peace  and  harmony  of  the  Masonic  Brethren  in  this  State,  we 
believe  that  the  Cerneau  Rite  should  by  this  Grand  Lodge  be 
denied  the  right  to  occupy  the  territory  of  this  Jurisdiction  or  to 
communicate  or  confer  its  degrees  on  Masons  in  Florida." 

The  patience  of  the  Grand  Lodge  would  be  sorely  tried  if 
time  was  taken  to  recapitulate  verbatim  the  words  used  in 
official  proceedings  in  stating  the  position  of  other  Grand 
Lodges. 

In  1875  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ohio  recognized  the  Soottish  Bite 
Bodies  of  1  he  Northern  Jurisdiction  to  be  Masonic  Bodies. 

In  1886, 1887,  1888  it  declared  the  Bodies  of  the  Ancient  Ac- 
cepted Bite  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  the  Territories  and  Dependencies 
[commonly  known  at  that  time  as  the  Cerneau  rite,]  to  be  irreg- 
ular, illegal  and  unmasonic,  and  denied  them  the  use  of  halls. 
It  punished  the  receiving  or  conferring  of  the  degrees  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Bite,  U.  S.  A.,  with  expulsion. 

Ohio  had  previously  recognized  the  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  by 
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Section  183  of  its  Code,  which  declares  "No  one  can  serve  as 
Master,  unless  he  has  received  this  degree  (the  Past  Master's) 
either  from  a  convention  of  Past  Masters  or  a  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons."  This  is  something  more  than  admitting  a  Body 
to  be  regular;  it  is  a  recognition  of  the  act  of  the  Body;  and  that 
act.  the  conferring  of  a  degree. 
The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  resolved  in  1816, 

"That  Chapters  working  under  warrants  No.  1,  No.  4,  No.  5 
be  and  are  permitted  to  establish  a  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter, 
and  that  hereafter  no  Chapter  be  opened  under  a  warrant  with- 
out permission  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  then  only  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter." 

In  1869,  1888,  1889  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  recognized 
the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdic- 
tions, and  in  1888  declared  any  Bodies,  invading  the  territory  of 
the  Supreme  Councils  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge, clandestine 
and  fraudulent.  In  1889  it  provided  expulsion  as  the  penalty  for 
conferring  the  degrees  by  bodies  declared  clandestine,  or  for 
receiving  such  degrees. 

In  1890  the  Grand  Lodge* of  Minnesota  recognized  the  Chap- 
ters. Grand  and  General  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
the  Councils,  Grand  and  General  Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  the  Commanderies.  the  Grand  Commandery  and 
Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templars,  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil of  the  Anc.  Ace.  Rite  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  and  its 
Subordinate  Bodies,  and  authorized  these  Bodies  to  use  the 
symbolic  degrees  as  a  basis  for  their  system.  It  declared  that 
no  other  bodies  than  those  named,  and  its  own  Lodges,  are  Ma- 
sonic, or  are  entitled  to  use  its  esoteric  ceremonies,  or  to  base  a 
system  on  the  three  symbolic  degrees,  and  it  declared  any  body 
not  named  which  attempts  to  exercise  any  of  theee  rights  and 
privileges  irregular. 

In  1889  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa  repeated  its  recognition 
(made  in  1886)  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Juris- 
diction; and  declared  it  entitled  to  exclusive  Jurisdiction  in  the 
State  by  reason  of  twenty  years'  sole  actual  occupancy.  It  also 
refused  to  recognize  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  Ac- 
cepted Rite  of  the  U.  S.  A.,  or  the  bodies  under  it,  and  prohibited 
them  from  occupying  or  doing  work  in  the  State,  and  required 
Masons  to  withdraw  from  said  bodies. 

In  1899  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dakota  declared  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  having  first  occupied  the 
State  and  having  continued  in  occupation  up  to  that  time,  enti- 
tled to  exclusive  Jurisdiction.  It  also  declared  Cerneau  Masonry 
without  legal  status  in  that  jurisdiction. 

In  1888  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Colorado  declared  to  be  regular 
and  duly  constituted  Bodies  the  Chapters,  Grand  Chapters  and 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons;  the  Councils; 
Grand  and  General  Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Matters; 
the  Commanderies,  Grand  Commanderies  and  Grand  Encamp- 
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ment  of  Knights  Templars;  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Ancient 
Accepted  Scottish  b  ite,  for  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jarisdic. 
tion,  and  all  subordinates.     In  1889  it  declared  that  no  bodie8 
other  than  those  recognized  can  be  considered,  in  any  sense 
Masonic  in  the  State.  ' 

In  1889  the  Grand  Master  of  Alabama  issued  a  letter  of  warn- 
ing to  the  Masons  of  that  State,  notifying  them  that  the  Su- 
preme Council  for  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  is  the  only  legitimate 
power  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Alabama,  a  ad  that  the  Cerneau 
bodies  are  illegal  and  un- Masonic. 

In  1885  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana  asserted  its  right  to 
ascertain  and  declare  what  bodies  claiming  to  be  Masonic  are 
really  Masonic,  and  what  bodies  are  fraudulent,  spurious  or 
clandestine.  In  1890  it  declared  the  Cerneau  Supreme  Councils 
and  all  bodies  holding  under  them  ille^i  imate,  and  not  entitled 
to  be  recognized  in  any  manner  whatever. 

In  1883  the  Grand  Lxlge  of  Pennsylvania  prohibited  its 
members  from  holding  membership  in  the  Cerneau  rite,  denied 
to  bodies  of  that  rite  the  use  of  its  halls,  and  declared  them 
clandestine.  In  18S9  it  denied  them  the  right  of  visitation  and 
declared  offenders  subject  to  Masonic  trial  and  punishment. 

In  1889  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  adopted  a  report  of  its 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  declaring  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
sympathy  with  the  action  of  the  Grand  L  xlge  of  Ohio  and  its 
Grand  Master  against  the  unrecognized  bodies. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  took  similar  action. 

In  1889  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  declared  the  first  law- 
fully constituted  body  in  the  State  entitled  to  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion. It  also  declared  all  bodies  of  the  same  grade  or  rite  enter- 
ing later  unlawful . 

It  will  be  seen  that  in  a  number  of  these  cases,  all  of  which 
are  actual  decisions  of  Grand  Lodges,  pre-occupation  has  been 
considered  sufficient  ground  on  which  to  stand  in  declaring  cer- 
tain bodies  regular. 

Passing  from  the  decisions,  your  committee  present  a  few 
opinions.  The  Grand  Lodges  speak  with  authority;  opinions 
derive  their  weight  from  the  reputation  and  ability  of  those  who 
promulgate  them. 

Mackey,  in  his  Encyclopedia  (page  320),  says: 

"A  Grand  Lodge  is  invested  with  power  and  authority  over 
all  the  Craft  within  its  jurisdiction.  It  is  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Appeal  in  all  Masonic  cases,  and  to  its  decrees  implicit  obedi- 
ence must  be  paid  by  every  Lodge  and  every  Mason  situated 
within  its  control.  The  government  of  Grand  Lodges  is  there- 
fore completely  despotic.  While  a  Grand  Lodge  exists,  its  edicts 
must  be  respected  and  obeyed  without  examination  by  its  sub- 
ordinate Lodges.  This  autocratic  power  of  a  Grand  Lodge  is 
based  upon  a  principle  of  expediency  and  derived  from  the  fun- 
damental law  established  at  the  organization  of  Grand  Lodges 
in  the  beginning  of  the  last  century.  In  so  large  a  body  as  the 
Craft,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  there  should  be  a  supreme 
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controlling  body  to  protect  the  Institution  from  anarchy,  and 
none  coald  be  more  conveniently  selected  than  one  which  by  it& 
representative  character  is  or  ought  to  be  composed  of  the  united 
wisdom,  prudence  and  experience  of  all  the  subordinate  Lodges 
under  its  obedience;  so  that  the  voice  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is 
nothing  else  than  the  voice  of  the  Craft  expressed  by  their 
representative*.  Hence  the  twelfth  of  the  General  Regulations 
declarer  that  the  'Grand  Lodsre  consists  of  and  is  formed  by  the 
Masters  and  Wardens  of  all  the  regular  particular  Lodges  upon 
record.'" 

Josiah  H.  Drummond,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Maine,  says  in 
1883:  "We  conclude,  then,  that  under  its  Constitution  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Massachusetts  has  the  power  to  determine  what  is 
Masonry  and  what  is  not  Masonry  in  that  Commonwealth  to 
prohibit  Masons  therein  from  palminar  off  on  the  public  or  the 
Craft  as  Masonry  what  it  decides  is  not  Masonry,  and  to  require 
that  the  members  of  its  obedience  shall  not  connect  themselves 
with  organizations  whose  principles  and  teachings  are  at  vari- 
ance with  those  of  Freemasonrv,  or  are  a  disgrace  to  the  Insti 
tut  ion.  or  whose  existence  tends  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the 
Craft." 

Again  in  the  following  year:  "The  Grand  L->dge  also  finds 
that  it  has  already  in  the  past  recognized  Bodies  other  than 
Grand  Lodges  and  their  subordinates,  as  Bodies  of  a  Masonic 
character.  It  has  leased  them  rooms  in  the  Temple,  it  has  as- 
signed them  places  in  its  processions,  aad  upon  great  Masonic 
occasions  has  invited  their  aid  and  held  them  out  to  the  world 
as  Bodies  of  a  Masonic  character.  It  would  be  the  grossest 
breach  of  faith  and  equal  self-stultification  now  to  turn  around 
and  denounce  these  bodies  as  non-Masonic  and  prohibit  the 
Brethren  of  their  obedience,  under  pain  of  Masonic  discipline, 
from  practising  the  rites  they  had  been  accustomed  to  practise, 
and  for  practising  which  it  had  leased  them  apartments  in  its 
own  Temple.  The  Grand  Lodge  recognized  this  and  therefore 
excepted  from  the  prohibition  the  Bodies  to  which  it  had  already 
given  a  Masonic  character." 

Again  in  the  same  year:  "During  all  the  time  in  which  Ma- 
sonry has  been  taking  form,  the  whole  Craft  have  recognized 
certain  Bodies  as  Masonic  Bodies  and  awarded  to  them  the 
Masonic  character.  Upon  the  faith  of  thaf.  recognition  Breth- 
ren have  united  themselves  with  them  and  sustained  and  built 
them  up;  and  these  Bodies  have  even  assisted  in  defraying  the 
expenses  of  maintaining  the  existence  of  Lodges.  This  may 
have  been  an  error;  but  if  it  was,  Masons  cannot  correct  it  by 
an  act  of  injustice  or  breach  of  plighted  faith." 

Again  in  the  same  year,  "We  fully  believe:  1st,  That  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  the  power  to  determine  what  Masonry  is,  and  to  pro- 
hibit members  of  its  obedience  from  practising  anything  else  as 
Masonry.  2d,  That  the  Grand  ILodge,  having  officially  recog- 
nized for  many  years  certain  Bodies  as  Masonic  Bodies,  it  can 
not  now  recall  that  recognition  without  a  breach  of  faith  entirely

unworthy  of  Masons,  and  mast  except  them  from  its  prohibi- 
bitions.  3d,  That  it  is  time  to  cease  recognizing  bodies  as  Ma- 
sonic, simply  because  they  claim  to  be." 

Past  Grand  High  Priest  W.  M.  Cunningham,  in  writing  the 
History  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Ohio,  from  1816,  says: 

"As  a  matter  of  Masonic  history,  up  to  this  period,  in  nearly 
all  Grand  Jurisdictions  Craft  Masonry  controlled  and  conferred 
under  its  authority  all  other  grades  in  Freemasonry  and  was 
recognized  as  possessing  supreme  authority  in  their  government, 
and  all  subsequent  independent  organizations  of  the  Capitular 
and  Templar  grades  were  by  and  with  its  consent  tacitly  or  offi- 
cially given. 

"All  other  Masonic  degrees  being  built  upon  its  foundations 
and  necessarily  using  its  esotery  and  symbolism  in  their  lesson* 
and  illustrations,  Craft  Masonry,  therefore  dominates  and  ranks 
all  other  grades  and  maintains  its  supremacy  in  the  right  of 
designating  that  which  is  or  is  not  regular  and  Masonic." 

A  convention  meeting  in  Chicago  in  1887,  composed  of  seven 
Grand  Masters  and  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters  from  twelve- 
jurisdictions,  adopted  the  following  resolutions: 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A.F.  and  A.M.  is  the 
supreme  governing  power  in  and  over  Freemasoiry  within  its 
territorial  jurisdiction;  and  that  the  Landmarks  of  Freemasonry, 
together  with  the  laws,  edicts,  regulations  and  statutes  of  such 
Grand  Lodge,  constitute  the  only  law  and  authority  of  Free- 
masonry within  said  jurisdiction;  and  all  constituent  Lodges, 
and  all  members  thereof,  and  all  Masons  within  said  jurisdic- 
tion, must  obey  and  conform  thereto. 

Besolved,  Further,  that  there  is  no  power  or  authority  in  or 
over  Freemasonry  above  the  legitimate  and  duly  recognized 
Grand  Lodge  of  A.F.  &  A.M.,  nor  is  it  within  the  power  of  any 
body,  organization  or  collection  of  Masons  to  assume  to  exer- 
cise such  power  or  authority. 

R.  W.  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  while  criti- 
cising the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  in  ad- 
mitting certain  Bodies  to  be  regular,  says: 

"The  degrees  of  Craft  Masonry  or  any  part  of  the  esoteric 
work  cannot  be  used  without  the  consent  of  the  sovereign  body 
which  governs,  and  any  violation  of  this  law  would  subject  the 
offenders  to  discipline.  So ch  authority  is  recognized  in  many 
ways,  not  alone  concerning  the  ritual,  but  in  the  use  of  its 
symbols,  enacted  by  special  decree  for  the  purposes  of  control, 
essential  to  the  existence  of  Freemasonry  and  the  good  name  of 
the  Fraternity,  as  is  evidenced  by  regulations  to  that  end  in  our 
own  jurisdiction  and  every  Grand  Lodge  in  the  world;"  and 
again,  "It  matters  not  to  us,  as  Master  Masons  in  Grand  Lodge 
assembled,  whether  there  be  thirty-three  degrees,  ninety-six 
degrees,  or  one  thousand  degrees,  but  whether  the  three  degrees 
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of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  under  onr  exclusive  jurisdiction  can 
be  used  by  any  of  our  members  as  the  basis  of  any  rite  or  cere- 
mony unless  sanctioned  by  the  Grand  Lodge  itself." 

Certainly  the  Grand  Lodge  cannot  sanction  the  use  of  its 
ritual  or  ceremonies  except  by  a  regular  Masonic  Body. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  matter  of  control  by  the 
Gr*nd  Lodge  over  its  own  symbols  and  ceremonials  or  parts  of 
ceremonials,  when  used  as  Masonic,  is  very  important.  In  1873 
the  U.  S.  Commissioner  of  Patents  refused  to  a  manufacturer  of 
flour  permission  to  register  the  Square  and  Compass  as  a  trade- 
mark on  the  ground  that  the  mark  was  a  Masonic  symbol. 
"There  can  be  no  doubt,"  he  says,  "that  this  device,  so  com- 
monly worn  and  employed  by  Masons,  has  an  established  mystic 
significance  universally  recognized  as  existing,  whether  com- 
prehended by  all  or  not  is  not  material  to  this  issue.  In  view 
of  the  magnitude  and  extent  of  the  Masonic  organization,  it  is 
impossible  to  divest  its  symbols,  or  at  least  this  particular  sym- 
bol,— perhaps  best  known  of  all* — of  its  ordinary  signification 
wherever  displayed,  either  as  an  arbitrary  character  or  other- 
wh>e.  It  will  be  universally  understood  or  misunderstood  as 
having  a  Masonic  significance." 

Tour  committee  would  suggest  that  if  the  use  of  the  Square 
and  Compass  as  a  symbol  is  to  be  interdicted  by  an  official  of  the 
civil  government,  because  its  use  tends  to  misrepresentation, 
how  much  more  careful  should  the  Grand  Lodge  be  in  allowing 
the  use  of  this  symbol  in  conjunction  with  the  Great  Light  in 
Masonry  in  any  other  than  a  regular  Masonic  Body.  For  we 
must  all  admit  that  the  use,  in  a  ceremonial,  of  the  Great  Lights, 
invests  that  ceremonial  with  a  Masonic  character;  and  your 
committee  are  of  the  opinion  that,  the  issue  once  being  made, 
the  Grand  Lodge  not  only  cannot  sanction,  but  also,  so  far  as  is 
in  its  power,  should  prevent  the  use  of  its  symbols  or  allusions 
to  any  part  of  its  secret  work  by  any  body  which  it  does  not 
admit  to  be  regular. 

Years  before  the  Grand  Lodge  action  of  1882  was  taken,  the 
chairman  of  your  committee  was  satisfied  that  only  the  quati- 
recognition  that  the  so-called  higher  bodies  of  the  York  Rite  had 
received  protected  the  members  of  the  Blue  Lodge  in  assembling 
themselves  together,  and  working  the  ritual  of  any  other  Ma- 
sonic organization;  and  your  whole  committee  agree  in  the  opin- 
ion that  if  recognition  was  not  withdrawn  from,  these  Bodies, 
as  is  asked  for  by  the  petitioners,  every  Royal  £rch  Mason  and 
every  Knight  Templar  in  the  jurisdiction  might  be  held  to  be  in 
contempt  of  the  sovereign  power  and  authority  of  the  Grand 
Lodge 

The  universality  of  Freemasonry  is  often  spoken  of.  Our 
Grand  Lodge  is  "in  union  with  the  Most  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Grand  L  xlges  in  Europe  and  America,  according  to  the  old 
Constitutions."  It  may  not  be  understood,  however,  that  in 
these  countries  in  which  there  is  no  Grand  Lodge  of  the  York 
rite,  our  Masonic  brethn  n  of  the  symbolic  degrees,  are  those 
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who  received  those  degrees  under  the  power  and  authority  of 
the  Scottish  Rite.  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Juris- 
diction is  in  relations  of  amity  with  every  lawful  Supreme  Coun- 
cil in  foreign  countries  throughout  the  world.  The  "Supreme 
Council  U.  S.  A."  is  in  relations  of  amity  with  none  of  them. 
The  propriety  of  admitting  the  Grand  Chapters,  the  Grand 
Councils,  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  and  their 
subordinates,  to  be  regular  Masonic  Bodies  is  apparent  to  all 
who  agree  that  our  Grand  Lodge  has  power  to  declare  what  is 
Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction;  there  is  a  similar  propriety  in  ad- 
mitting to  be  regular  the  Bodies  which  are  in  fellowship  with  so 
large  a  proportion  of  our  Foreign  Brethren.  More  than  this,  it 
is  the  common  law  of  Masonry  that  a  Body  of  any  recognized 
Rite  acquires  exclusive  jurisdiction  by  undisputed  occupation  of 
territory,  and  on  this  ground  alone  the  Ancient  Accepted  Scot- 
tish Rite  of  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  has  been 
recognized  as  holding  rights  to  the  exclusion  of  other  claimants 
in  many  jurisdictions  where  the  question  of  which  is  and  which 
is  not  historically  entitled  to  precedence  has  not  been  consid- 
ered. If,  afcer  such  occupancy  of  territory  as  has  been  the 
privilege  of  any  Body,  a  new  Body  presents  its  claims  to  recog- 
nition, that  recognition  must  be  looked  for  from  those  Bodies 
of  the  same  Rite  wbosp  rights  are  unquestioned,  before  it  can 
invade  the  territory  already  occupied.  Two  rival  Bodies  of  the 
same  Rite  cannot  exist  together  The  Body  legally  in  possession 
must  be  admitted  to  be  regular  until  another  has  been  regularly 
recognized  by  those  of  the  same  Rite  as  entitled  to  displace  it. 

The  principle  of  our  Masonic  Common  Law  has  a  two-fold 
bearing.  On  the  one  hand,  it  protects  our  Brethren  of  the 
Northern  Jurisdiction  in  their  rights  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Masbaciuftettt;  on  the  other,  it  shows  how  futile  must  be  the 
attempts  to  carry  into  effect  the  doctrine  of  W.  Brother  Yarker, 
as  stated  by  the  petitioners,  until  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massa- 
chusetts has  been  tried  by  its  peers,  and  found  guiltj  of  a  de- 
parture from  the  original  plan  of  Masonry.  Whether  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  establishment  of  an  independent  Grand  Lodge, 
with  the  indication  the  suggestion  affords  of  the  disloyalty  of  its 
proposers,  is  not  an  act  of  treason  to  our  Grand  Lodge,  is  com- 
mended to  the  consideration  of  the  Brethren.  Threats  of  ap- 
peals to  the  civil  courts  to  settle  differences  among  Masonic 
Brethren  in  reference  to  Masonic  matters  can  be  placed  in  the 
same  category. 

P.  G.  M.  Richard  Vaux,  of  Pennsj  lvania,  says:  "Can  it  be 
possible,  then,  that  individuals  who  voir  ntarily ,  of  their  own 
free  will  and  accord,  have  sought  association  with  Freemasons 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  imperiously  commanded,  use 
the  character  thus  obtained,  secure  the  rights  and  privileges 
thus  conferred,  and  then  consent  to  be  the  associates  in  foreign 
or  hostile  organizations,  without  rendering  themselves  amen- 
able to  the  spirit  of  the  law  they  have  violated?  Such  a  course 
of  conduct  on  the  part  of  these  Brethren,  in  fact  if  not  in  inten- 
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tion,  denies  the  exclusive  sovereignty  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
violates  the  cardinal  principles  to  which  we  have  referred. 
Surely  this  is  a  Masonic  offence.  Surely  the  Grand  Lodge 
power  is  sufficient  to  reach  it.  It  cannot  be  admitted  for  a  mo- 
ment that  these  Brethren  can  hold  a  divided  duty,  separate  alle- 
giance, inconsistent  relations,  and  while  asserting  on  the  one 
hand  their  allegiance  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  the  other  permit 
themselves  to  deny  the  Supreme  power  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
which  then  would  be  but  an  impotent  assertion  of  its  power." 

Time  is  lacking  to  refer  to  and  challenge  all  the  misleading 
representations  which  have  been  made  to  you,  Brethren,  in  the 
pamphlet  which  has  been  circulated  among  you. 

The  opinion  of  Edward  A.  Raymond  is  given  (01  page  33). 
He  is  sp.  ken  of  as  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Massachusetts,  and  the  inference  is  clearly  sought  that  when  he 
speaks  of  "our  cause"  he  represents  the  proper  course  to  be 
taken  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  extract  is  from  his  Address  in 
the  Supreme  Council  when  he  was  placed  at  the  head  of  that 
Body  in  1851,  and  he  is  speaking  for  the  members  of  the  Ancient 
Accepted  Rite,  not  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  person  who  placed 
this  in  the  pamphlet  kne*  this  fact,  for  volume,  part  and  page 
are  given  correctly,  but  the  fact  that  the  report  was  of  the  do- 
ings of  the  Scottish  Rite  has  been  carefully  concealed.  Re  id 
the  quotation  again  with  this  light  thrown  upon  it;  read  what 
it  is  stated  that  M.  W,  Brother  Bassett  has  said  of  the  claim  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  to  prior  ownership  of  symbolic  Mas  >nry  (p.  35); 
read  the  quotations  from  Mitchell  (p.  27);  and  listen  to  the  words 
of  Art.  49  of  the  Constitutions  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Northern  Jurisdiction: 

"This  Supreme  Council  recognizes  the  exclusive  jurisdiction 
of  the  Symbolic  Grand  Lodges  of  the  States  within  this  Juris- 
diction over  the  three  symbolic  df  grees  of  Freemasonry,  and 
exercises  jurisdiction  over  the  following  degrees  only/'  and 
names  the  degrees  from  the  fourth  to  the  thirty-third  of  che 
Scottish  Rite. 

The  action  of  Louisiana  has  been  spoken  of.  Louisiana  had 
troubles  of  her  own  years  before,  when  the  Foulhouze  body  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  was  endeavoring  to  establish  itself  in  that  Ju- 
risdiction and  to  confer  the  degrees  of  Symbolic  Masonry.  At 
that  time,  Albert  Pike,  head  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  de- 
clared in  an  Address  to  that  Body  (we  refer  to  the  Acta,  1860, 
page  115): 

"The  whole  Masonic  Fraternity  of  the  United  States,  except 
the  followers  of  Mr.  Foulhouze.  and  a  handful  of  schismatics  in 
New  York  and  Connecticut,  hold  it  to  be  settled  beyond  contro- 
versy, settled  so  as  to  need  no  further  discussion,  that  it  is  the 
Masonic  Common  L*w  that  in  the  State  of  Louisiana  there  can 
be  but  one  Constituting  and  Governing  Power  of  Symbolic  Ma- 
sonry, The  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana" 

Theopinions  in  1884  and  1885  of  Theodore  S.  Parvin,Past  Grand 
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Master  of  Iowa,  to  the  effect  that  the  Grand  Lodge  mast  let  the 
matter  alone,  have  been  quoted  by  the  compiler  of  the  pamphlet. 
In  1891  his  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  contains  the  fol- 
lowing statement:  * 

"One  of  the  most  common  charges  preferred  against  us  by  the 
Cernean  faction  in  Iowa  is  that  we  nave  changed  our  opinion 
regarding  the  right  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  legislate  upon  the 
subject  of  Cerneau  Masonry.  We  plead  guilty  to  the  charge 
that  we  have  changed  onr  opinion.  .  .  .  We  once  thought 
that  it  was  not  right  or  proper  for  Grand  Lodges  to  legislate 
upon  this  subject;  reading,  study  and  investigation  led  us  to 
change  our  opinion  entirely;"  and  he  then  proceeds  to  mention 
others  who  have  changed  their  minds,  but  who,  unlike  himself, 
have  changed  irom  loyalty  to  disloyalty,  "violated  their  solemn 
vows  of  fealty  and  allegiance,  and,  like  Judas  of  old,  got  their 
reward." 

Grand  Master  Welch  is  referred  to  on  pages  29,  80.  The  dis- 
tinction between  "authority  over  degrees  and  admitting  Bodies 
to  be  regular  which  do  have  authority,  is  evidently  too  fine  to 
be  drawn  by  the  compiler  or  the  counsel  who  spoke  so  admir- 
ingly of  R.  W.  Brother  Welch  when  before  the  committee.  It 
is  a  pity  that  the  quotation  could  not  have  been  continued  a  line 
or  two  further,  "but  it  seems  to  me  proper  when  I  see  any  impo- 
sition attempted  upon  the  Brethren  to  warn  them  of  it. " 

If  not  a  direct  misrepresentation  of  the  words  of  Grand 
Master  Welch,  the  compiler  cannot  be  held  guiltless  of  endeav- 
oring to  misrepresent  his  attitude  with  regard  to  the  irregular 
bodies,  when  the  Proceedings  of  1882  show  that  after  remarks 
by  the  then  Grand  Master  upon  the  pecuniary  loss  to  the  Craft, 
and  the  disappointment,  mortification  and  jealousy  inspired 
among  Brethren,  all  bringing  injury  to  the  Order,  by  the  sale  of 
worthless  degrees,  it  was  R.  W.  Bro.  Welch  who  submitted  Sec- 
tions 21  and  22  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and 
"forcibly  presented  the  necessity  for  the  proposed  action  and  the 
effect  likely  to  result  from  it." 

Between  three  and  four  pages  are  devoted  to  the  views  of 
R.  W.  Bro.  Joseph  Robbins,  of  Illinois.  A  part  of  the  extracts 
are  credited  to  the  Ohio  Freemason  and  deal  with  the  question 
whether  their  Grand  Lodge  has  any  authority  over  Masonry 
outside  of  the  Symbolic  Lodge,  about  which  your  committee 
have  already  treated  at  length,  and  a  part  are  taken  from  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois.  It  is  intended  to 
show  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois  endorses  the  personal 
views  of  R.  W.  Brother  Robbins,  who  in  1889  was  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  At  the  50th  anni- 
versary of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Oct.  2,  1889,  the  Grand  Master, 
M.  W.  John  Corson  Smith,  spoke  as  follows: 

"The  Grand  Master  does  not  care  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of 
this  subject  [Cerneauism] ,  as  there  are  none  of  these  alleged 
bodies  in  this  State,  but  as  in  duty  bound  he  takes  fraternal 
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notice  of  all  such  important  documents  as  are  sent  him,  and  so 
informs  the  Grand  Lodge. 

"I  cannot;  however,  overlook  the  fact  that  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence  is  discussir  g  this  Cerneanism  in  snch  a  manner 
that  it  may  be  questioned  if  views  of  the  committee  are  not 
being  quoted,  if  not  accepted, as  views  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  It 
is  therefore  proper  that  the  Grand  Master  should  on  your  behalf 
and  in  your  name  put  on  record  the  fact  that  this  subject  is  un- 
known to  this  membership  and  has  in  no  way  been  officially  pre- 
sented to  you. 

"We  desire  to  say  that  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  does 
not  voice  the  sentiment  of  this  Grand  Lodge  upon  all  subjects, 
and  particularly  as  to  this  Scottish  Bite  matter.  Speaking  from 
a  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts,  we  know  his  premises  are 
false  and  have  no  foundation  in  fact." 

Your  committee  would  carry  this  investigation  further,  but 
we  have  not,  as  to  a  majority  of  the  other  opinions,  been  able  to 
ascertain  under  what  circumstances  they  were  expressed,  or 
whether  they  have  been  correctly  quoted. 

Such  truisms  as  are  credited  to  Mackey,  to  Drummond  and 
others  become  almost  doubtful  after  laboring  vainly  to  fix  time, 
place  and  authority  for  other  statement*  no  less  plainly  asserted, 
and  still 'Others  wnich  have  been  torn  from  their  surroundings 
and  are  made  to  do  duty  in  the  way  of  foundation  for  argument 
never  dreamed  of  by  those  who  uttered  them.  Drummond  says, 
in  a  personal  letter,  "Undoubtedly  I  have  many  times  said  just 
what  is  quoted,  and  so  I  cannot  refer  you  to  chapter  and  verse, 
but  I  have  always  added  the  words,  'The  decision  of  a  Grand 
Lodge  as  to  what  are  the  Landmarks  is  binding  upon  every 
member  of  its  obedience  '  "  Macfcey's  views  on  the  recognition 
of  a  Chapter  by  a  Blue  Lodge  were  applied  by  him  to  the  sub- 
ject of  expulsion  as  showing  that  expulsion  from  the  Chapter 
could  not  be  officially  known  to  the  Lodge,  although  expulsion 
from  the  Lodge  affected  the  standing  of  the  delinquent  in  the 
Chapter;  i.  e.,  the  Lodge  does  not  recognize  the  acta  of  the  Chap- 
ter. Lawful  information,  it  is  agreed,  may  be  had  of  the  Body 
itself. 

It  is  contended  that  the  Grand  Lodge  can  take  no  action  affect- 
ing other  degrees  than  the  first  three,  because  its  membership  is 
composed  in  part  of  those  who  have  received  only  those  degrees, 
and  know  nothing  of  any  other.  On  this  point  Drummond  re- 
marks (1884): 

"The  suggestion  that  we,  as  Master  Masons,  cannot  know  any- 
thing about  these  Bodies  seems  to  us  arrant  nonsense.  We  have 
the  vouchers  of  Masons  in  good  standing  that  they  are  members 
of  these  Bodies,  aud  that  they  are  Bodies  of  a  Masonic  charac- 
ter; in  other  words,  we  have  lawful  information  upon  the  sub-, 
ject.  If  we  exclude  from  human  knowledge  every  thing  learned 
by  information,  the  remainder  would  not  be  worthy  of  the  name 
or  knowledge." 
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There  is  a  clause  in  Article  XXXIX.  of  Ancient  Regulations 
which  provides  that  alterations  and  new  regulations  "be  offered 
to  the  perusal  of  all  the  Brethren,  in  writing,  even  of  the  young- 
est Apprentice."  The  Apprentices  at  this  time  took  part  in  the 
deliberations  of  the  Craft,  and  changes  in  the  Regulations  could 
be  made  by  a  majority  vote. 

At  the  head  of  Article  XXXIX.  stands  the  inherent  power  and 
authority  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  what  the  authority  of  the 
individuals  who  composed  it  was  ceded  to  the  Masters  and 
Wardens  of  the  subordinate  Lodge? ,  as  it  is  with  us  to  day,  the 
youngest  Junior  Warden  became  entitled  to  his  voice  and  his 
vote,  and  by  virtue  of  the  confidence  his  Brethren  have  placed 
in  him  is  a  lawgiver  of  the  Craft. 

Your  committee  think  that  they  have  treated  of  all  points 
raised  in  the  petition  except  as  to  the  rights  guaranteed  at  the 
altar  of  Freemasonry. 

We  were  informed  that  any  engagements  we  entered  into 
would  not  improperly  affect  us  in  our  relations  toward  society, 
toward  our  family,  to  ourselves  or  our  God.  What  other  rights 
were  guaranteed  us?    Have  we  been  impeded  in  any  of  these? 

Is  a  man  less  exact  in  the  performance  of  his  religious  duties 
because  of  any  promises  he  has  made  to  our  Fraternity?  Will 
he  deal  less  honorably  by  all  men  because  he  professes  a  pecu- 
liar affection  for  those  who  are  licked  together  by  our  indissolu- 
ble chain  ?  Will  he  be  a  less  devoted  husband,  a  more  unkind 
father,  a  less  helpful  brother  or  a  less  dutiful  son  because  he  has 
been  taught  to  cultivate  the  social  and  the  moral  virtues?  Lib- 
erty of  action  may  be  impeded,  but  liberty  of  conscience  re- 
mains. Is  it  possible  that  any  man  expects  to  associate  himself 
with  others  on  a  common  level  and  say,  "I  will  do  as  I  please?" 
Is  this  the  meaning  of  a  promise  to  obey  the  law  unequivocally, 
as  fully  as  was  agreed  to  when  the  solemn  promises  were  made 
and  repeated  again  and  again  as  the  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
Masonic  neophyte  became  more  binding  upon  him?  Your  com- 
mittee can  conceive  of  no  fit  answer  to  these  questions.  The 
laws  of  Freemasonry  which  a  man  embraces  from  choice,  are 
no  more  onerous  than  the  laws  of  civil  society,  which  a  man 
enters  without  volition  of  his  own  If  this  gentle  rule  is  bur- 
densome, its  penalties  can  be  avoided  by  separation  from  the 
Order,  but  the  moral  duties  common  to  all  men  will  continue  to 
be  binding.  The  power  of  Masonry  is  a  despotism,  but  we  our- 
selves are  the  despots.  There  is  no  tyrant  looking  down  upon 
us  from  the  throne  in  the  person  of  our  Grand  Master;  there 
are  no  Jesuitical  priests  standing  at  his  side  to  encourage  him  or 
us  in  a  career  of  usurpation.  The  honors  and  rewards  of  Ma- 
sonry are  before  us  and  are  within  the  grasp  of  him  who,  being 
worthy,  has  the  cofidecce  and  esteem  of  his  Brethren. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  Regulations  complained  of 
do  not  violate  the  Ancient  Constitutions  and  Landmarks  of  the 
Order,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  has  the  right  to  declare  what  Ma- 
sonry is  and  what  Bodies  it  will  admit  to  be  regular  and  duly 
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•constituted  Masonic  Bodies,  entitled  to  confer  the  degrees  of 
Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  they  recommend  that  the  pe- 
titioners have  leave  to  withdraw.

The  Grand  Lodge  was  then  closed  in  Ample  Form.

At  the  Communication  under  review,  there  were  present 
fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters  and  thirty-two  Grand  Representa- 
tives. "Three  hundred  eighty-two  chartered  Lodges  were  rep- 
resented, and  four  Lodges  U.  D.,  making  386  represented;  not 
represented,  fourteen." 

It  beats  our  arithmetial  skill  to  make  the  foregoing,  last 
statement  at  the  bottom  of  p.  17,  tally  with  the  "389"  (whole 
No.  of  Lodges,  Jan.  1,  1902)  in  "Recapitulation,"  p.  219.  Proba- 
ably  the  printer's  devil  has  not  ceased  his  mal-administration  of 

the  types. 
An  artistic  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Gilbert  adorns  the  initial 
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page  of  this  volume  of  Proceedings.  Portraits  of  Past  Grand 
Masters  John  W.  Champlin  and  William  L.  Webber  appear  on 
memorial  tablets  set  apart  in  honor  of  those  two  worthy 
Brothers. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  entitled  him  to  the  plaudit, 
"well  done,  &c." 

He  had  granted  seven  special  dispensations  to  confer  the 
third  degree  without  waiting  the  usual  time,  but  had,  for  suffi- 
cient reasot  s,  refused  two  others  of  the  same  import. 

He  had  granted  thirty-three  dispensations  to  change  date  of 
holding  annual  communications,  also  three  others  for  purposes 
of  which  none  could  complain,  and  one  for  enabling  a  West  Point 
Cadet. to  take  the  degrees  in  short  time. 

Eleven  dedications  of  Lodge  halls  had  taken  place,  and  six 
corner-stones  had  been  laid. 

Dispensations  for  organizing  three  new  Lodges  had  been  is- 
sued daring  the  year. 

The  Grand  Master  asked  Grand  Lodge  to  approve  his  action  in 
sending  $300.00  to  the  aid  of  sufferers  by  the  Jacksonville,  Fla., 
fire. 

He  submitted  eight  decisions,  which  were,  no  doubt,  con- 
formable to  the  laws  of  his  jurisdiction. 

One  of  his  decisions  was  in  answer  to  the  question,  "Is  dancing 
and  card  playing  in  Masonic  Halls  illegal;  and  are  Lodges  which 
permit  the  same  subject  to  discipline?" 

" Answer — Grand  Mister  Carton  decided  (see  Proceedings, 
1897.  p.  130):  "It  is  improper  to  permit  either  dancing  or  card 
playing  in  a  Masonic  Lodge  room  after  it  has  been  dedicated. 
Card  playing  and  dancing  are  subjects  upon  which  a  gTeat 
manv  good  people,  who  are  members  of  the  Fraternity,  differ; 
and  while  these  differences  exist  we  should  exclude  them  from 
the  Lodge  room,  even  if  ic  would  be  otherwise  proper  to  admit 
them  there/' 

"It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  many  of  the  Lodges  in  the  State 
use  their  temples  for  dancing  purposes.  Some  places  they  are 
fortunate  enough  to  have  a  drill  room,  or  some  other  part  of 
their  temple,  that  can  be  used  for  dancing,  and  thus  avoid  the 
use  of  the  Lodge  room  itself.  As  long  as  the  dancing  is  carried 
on  in  the  temple  it  has  {the  sanction  and  moral  support  of  the 
Masonic  bodies  who  control  that  particular  building,  and  they 
are  just  as  responsible  and  amenable  as  if  they  had  danced  in 
the  Lodge  room  itself." 

'  It  seems  as  if  this  matter  should  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
constituent  Lodges  to  regulate  for  themselves.    I  would  recom- 
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mend  that  the  decision  of  Past  Grand  Master  Carton  be  re- 
pealed." 

This  recommendation  was  the  natural  sequence  of  the  opinion 
expressed  in  the  sentence  immediately  preceding. 

Although  business  cares  prevented  more  general  visitation, 
the  Grand  Master  made  ten  visits,  to  his  own  great  pleasure, 
and  we  may  be  sure,  to  the  decided  profit  of  those  Lodges  so 
fortunate  as  to  have  him  with  them  in  their  own  Lodge  rooms. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  that  a  special  committee  be 
appointed  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the  subject  of  printing 
in  the  Proceedings  the  Reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence;  he 
being  of  the  opinion  that  those  reports  are  "of  great  benefit  and 
interest." 

The  members  of  the  Guild  would  rejoice  to  see  again  the  terse 
productions  of  Bro.  Jefferson  S.  Conover's  versatile  pen. 

"In  obtaining  recommendations  to  form  new  Lodges  this 
Grand  Lodge  requires  the  iecommendation  of  Ihe  three  nearest 
Lodges  to  the  place  where  the  new  Lodge  is  to  be  formed."  In 
respect  of  this  matter  the  Grand  Master  recommended  that 
the  words,  "whose  jurisdiction  is  affected,"  be  added  to  Sec.  30, 
Grand  Lodge  By-Laws,  after  thewords,  "at  least  three  Lodges"  in 
the  10th  line  of  said  section.  In  justification  of  this  recommen- 
dation he  says: 

"In  one  case  this  year  one  of  the  three  nearest  Lodges  was  not 
affected,  in  the  least,  in  territorial  jurisdiction,  while  one  in 
another  direction,  but  farther  away,  was  affected . " 

The  Grand  Master  condemned  the  practice  of  sending  notices 
of  work  and  names  of  candidates,  through  the  mails,  just  as 
newspapers  are  sent — unsealed. 

Also,  he  recommended  that  the  present  plan  of  holding  echools, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  be  continued  for  the 
present,  it  being,  in  his  opinion,  the  best  ever  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  terms  of  the  highest  appreciation  he  alluded  to  the  splendid, 
systematic  work  of  Grand  Secretary  Conover,  and  returned  warm 
thanks  for  valuable  assistance  ever  rendered  him  by  that  effi- 
cient officer. 

The  Grand  Secretary  thus  opens  his  annual  report: 

"To  the  Grand  Lodge: 

"I  herewith  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  your  Grand 
Secretary. 
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"Every  Lodge  has  made  its  return*  and  every  dollar  of  dues 
has  been  paid. 

How  is  tbat  for  a  starter  on  this  report? 

*  'First-class/'  we  exclaim. 

From  the  itemized  statement  of  cash  received  daring  the  year 
we  cull,  "per  capita  dnes  for  1901,  general— $15,690.20."  "Ma- 
sonic Home  dues  for  1901,  $6,531.00."  "Total  receipts  for  the 
year,  $22,995.90."  For  all  of  which  sum  he  holds  the  receipt  of 
the  Grand  Treasurer. 

Passing  several  cases  of  appeal,  reported  by  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, as  not  being  of  mu?h  interest  to  our  readers,  we  find  in  his 
review  of  his  ten  years'  service  in  the  responsible  office  he  holds, 
the  following  interesting  items: 

"Ten  years  ago  we  had  869  Lodges;  now  we  have  390." 
"Then  we  had  33,098  members;  now  we  have  45,209,  a  gain  of 

12,111,  more  than  36  per  cent/1 
"In  the  ten  years  there  have  been,    in  our  Lodges,  raised, 

20,598;    affiliated,   6,150;  restored,   1.161;  dimitted,   6,584;  died, 

5,545;  suspended,  4,134;  expelled,  124." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  that  he  had  made  sixty- two  vis- 
itations during  the  year, 

An  excellent  letter  from  Past  Grand  Master  Hugh  McCurdy, 
sojourning  at  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  was  read  and  ordered  printed 
with  the  Proceedings,  and  a  telegram  of  greeting  sent  to  Brother 
McCurdy. 

The  Board  of  Control,  Masonic  Home,  reported  receipts  from 
all  sources,  during  the  fiscal  year,  to  have  been  $11,490.60,  and 
expenditures,  $11,262.48. 

The  Home  farm  paid  its  expenses  and  yielded  a  profit  of 
$258.00. 

Extraordinary  expense  had  been  incurred  through  the  instal- 
lation of  a  storage  battery  system  to  light  the  premises  by  elec- 
tricity, and  to  operate  a  passenger  elevator  for  the  use  of  the  in- 
mates. These  extraordinary  expenses  being  excluded  from  the 
computation,  the  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance  was  $2.87. 

Dec.  1st  there  were  44  beneficiaries— 32  men,  12  women. 
Average  age  of  the  32  men  was  71  years;  that  of  the  12  women 
was  70  years.    Six  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  ladies  of  the  Eastern  Star  were  untiring  in  their  efforts 
to  assist  in  putting  in  an  elevator — a  necessity  for  the  aged  in- 
mate?.   Those  ladies  raised  $935.00  for  the  purpose. 
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"The  Grand  Secretary  read  a  telegram  from  the  representa- 
tives of  eight  Lodges  of  the  Upper  Peninsula,  who,  on  their  way 
to  this  meeting,  were  "stack  fast"  in  the  ice  on  the  ferry  steamer 
in  the  Straits  of  Mackinaw,  and  were  unable  to  reach  Muskeogn 
before  the  close  of  the  meeting,  and  on  his  motion,  they  were 
allowed  mileage  and  per  diem  the  same  as  though  present," 
Good  I 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Lodges  charters 
were  granted  to  three  Lodges  U.  D.  One  other  Lodge  was  con- 
tinued U.  D.  until  next  Annual,  it  not  having  been  organized 
the  length  of  time  required  by  the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws. 

From  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  it  is  learned 
that  the  Grand  Master's  action  in  sending  $300.00  to  aid  the 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  sufferers  was  approved— That  the  per  capita 
tax  for  Masonic  Home  amounted  to  $6,531.00— That  total  re- 
ceipts, with  balance  on  hand,  as  per  verified  report  and  vouchers 
of  tbe  Grand  Treasurer,  were  $31,660.82.  This  amount  less 
$13,910  22  paid  out  on  warrants,  reads  in  the  committee's  report 
as  follows:  $31,660,82  less  $13,747.16,  leaving  the  sum  of  $17,- 
913.66,  from  which  deduct  $6,640.08,  mileage  and  per  diem  for 
this  session,  leaving  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  $11,- 
273.58. 

By  the  way,  the  mileage  and  per  diem,  paid  members,  ex- 
ceeds, in  this  instance,  the  per  capita  tax  for  the  Home,  $109.08. 
.  On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries,  memo- 
rial pages  were  set  apart  for  the  eminent  dead,  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  Michigan,  and  of  Sister  Jurisdictions. 

The  report  of  the  Wm.  McKinley  Memorial  Committee  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  report  of  Special  Committee  on  charges  made  by  Board 
of  Control  of  Masonic  Home  against  three  Lodges  for  default  in 
payment  of  certain  assessments  on  account  of  beneficiaries  of 
the  Home,  from  jurisdiction  of  said  Lodges,  would  not  interest 
oar  readers,  nor  would  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals 
especially  do  so.,  hence  notice  of  those  reports  is  omitted. 

Only  a  brief  reference  to  the  able  and  voluminous  reports 
(15#  pp)  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  can  be  here  made. 
Says  the  committee: 

"In  decision  4,  with  regard  to  the  question  whether  a  person, 
who  has  had  the  fore-finger  amputated,  is  disqualified"  (for  the 
degrees)  "your  committee  recommends  the  addition,  to  the  lan- 
guage of  the  M.\  W.\   Grand  Master,  of  the  words,    'without 
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mechanical  assistance/  making  such  decision  read:  'A  person 
who  can,  without  mechanical  assistance,  make  all  the  steps, 
give  all  the  signs  and  grips,  and  place  himself  in  all  necessary 
positions  in  a  proper  manner  is  not  disqualified. ' 

"Decision  8,  with  respect  to  dancing  and  card  playing  in  Ma- 
sonic halls,  is  a  perplexing  question,  and  one  on  which  consid- 
erable difference  of  opinion  exists.  At  the  present  time,  under 
the  decision  of  Grand  Master  Carton,  dancing  and  card  playing 
in  Masonic  Lodge  rooms  is  absolutely  prohibited.  A  number  of 
larger  Lodges,  however,  have  temples  which  contain  other 
rooms  besides  the  Lodge  room  which  are  suitable  for  dancing 
and  card  playing,  and  the  right  of  Lodges  to  give  dancing  and 
card  parties  in  these  rooms  is  rarely  questioned." 

After  looking  at  the  matter  from  different  points  of  of  view, 
the  committee  made  the  following  recommendation: 

"Your  committee  therefore  recommends  that  the  decision  of 
Grand  Master  Carton  be  so  modified  as  to  permit  the  giving  of 
dancing  and  card  partif  s  in  Lodge  rooms  where  the  sentiment 
in  favor  of  the  same  is  practically  unanimous,  and  where  no 
discord  or  lack  of  harmony  will  result  from  giving  such  enter- 
tainments. " 

If  playing  cards  and  dancing  constitute  a  part  of  Masonry,  we 
agree,  but  if  not,  we  emphatically  dissent.  We  favor  the  use 
of  Lodge  rooms  for  no  other  than  Masonic  purposes. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  prohibits  the  charging  of  affilia- 
tion fees,  by  Lodges.  The  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that 
this  law  prohibiting  Lodges  from  charging  affiliation  fees,  is 
not  founded  in  justice,  and  ought  to  be  repealed.  The  commit- 
tee believed  the  time  ripe  for  restoring  to  constituent  Lodges 
the  right  to  regulate  that  matter  along  with  other  internal,  do- 
mestic affairs. 

The  committee  wisely  recomir ended  "a  return  to  the  old 
practice  of  printing  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspon- 
dence in  full  in  our"  (their)  "Proceedings." 

It  will  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  here  that  the  committee 
took  occasion  to  hit  some  of  us  reporters  right  under  the  nose, 
in  respect  of  that  "Mutual  Admiration  Society"  business. 

While  admitting  that  we  are  one  of  the  chief  sinners  in  that 
regard,  we  still  think  that,  if  a  horse  or  dog  is  encouraged,  he 
will  do  better  work  for  his  master;  in  like  manner,  words  of 
cheer  and  encouragement  stimulate  the  correspondent  to  greater 
effort  for  improvement  of  his  reports.— But  we  are  not  kicking. 

The  committee  most  properly  recommended  non-  interference 
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with  the  domestic  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  also 
non-action  in  respect  of  communication  from  Grand  Lodge  of 
Switzerland  (Alpina),  proposing  International  Masonic  Con- 
gress.   Entire  report  concurred  in. 

No  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.

MINNESOTA. 

49th  Annual— St.  Paul— January,  1902. 

No.  of  Lodges  (including  7  Lodges  U.  D.)—  288 — Membership, 
January  1,  1902,  17,528— net  gain  on  No.  reported  last  year— 557. 

M.\  W.°.  Gideon  Spragne  Ives,  Grand  Master. 

A.  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Ives  appears  on  the  initial  page  of 
these  Proceedings. 

All  bat  five  of  the  Chartered  Lodges  were  represented  at  this 
meeting;  there  were  also  present — seven  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
eleven  other  Permanent  Members,  as  well  as  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  forty-one  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama's  not 
missing. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  (nine  pages  and  a-half  page) 
openei  with  becoming  modesty,  and  at  the  outset  submitted  his 
five  decisions,  which  we  find  no  fault  with,  conformable,  as  they 
were,  to  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction. 

Decision  3,  declares,  that  a  person  having  club  feet  is  ineligible 
for  the  degrees  of  M  isonry. 

No.  4,  excludes  a  person  who  has  lost  entirely  the  first  and 
second  fingers  of  his  right  hand  and  the  third  and  fourth  fingers 
of  the  same,  at  the  second  joint,  but  who  retains  the  right  thumb 
uninjured. 

No.  5,  affirms  that  under  Sections  73  and  274  of  the  Code,  a 
Lodge  may  make  By-Laws  exempting  the  Secretary,  Chaplain 
and  Tyler  from  Lodge  dues,  but  no  others. 

The  Grand  Master  said : 

"In  connection  with  the  last  answer  I  ascertained  that  the  By- 
Laws  of  several  Lodges  contain  provisions  for  exempting  mem- 
bers after  they  have  paid  dues  a  certain  number  of  years ;  also 
for  exempting  Past  Masters,  and  in  some  cases  authorizing  what 
is  designated  as  honorary  membership.    These  questions  should 
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be  permanently  settled  so  that  these  Lodges  maj  change  their 
By-Laws  in  case  they  are  held  invalid,  and  to  this  end  I  hope  the 
learned  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  will  carefully  examine  all 
these  matters  and  report  fully  upon  them,  and,  if  there  is  any 
such  term  as  honorary  membership  in  a  Masonic  Lodge,  ?ive  us 
a  little  more  light  upon  this  subject." 

The  Grand  Master  made  fitting  mention  of  the  dead  of  his 
own  Jurisdiction  and  Sister  Grand  Bodies.  He  especially  noted 
the  death  of  each  of  the  following  distinguished  Brethren  of 
Minnesota,  viz: 

R. a.  W. \  Grand  Treasurer,  Jos.  Hayes  Thompson;  Past  Grand 
Master,  William  F.  Dickinson;  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden, 
William  Lee,  and  Past  Junior  Grand  Warden,  Edward  P.  Bar- 
num. 

Seven  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been  granted.  One 
corner-stone  had  been  laid  "according  to  the  rules  of  our  ancient 
Craft  " 

The  Grand  Master  called  attention  to  a  communication  re- 
ceived by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  North  Dakota,  reciting  a  By- 
Law  recently  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota,  of 
import  similar  to  that  of  a  reciprocity  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Grand  R.  A.  Chapter  of  Alabama  as  to  the  Grand  R.  A.  Chapter 
of  the  State  of  Florida. 

The  Grand  Master  said  : 

"If  we  believe  in  the  great  principle  of  reciprocity,  here  is 
an  opportunity  for  us  to  put  our  views  into  practical  operation." 

He  stated  that  out  of  the  thirty- four  District  Deputies,  twenty- 
one  had  submitted  reports — that  some  of  these  reports  were 
excellent— a  few  especially  fine.  But,  only  about  one  half  of  the 
Lodges  had  reported.  He  suggested  that  the  Deputies  be  in- 
structed to  report  by  letter  to  the  nearest  Custodian  or  the  Grand 
Master  any  case  of  needed  instruction,  that  the  defect  might  be 
remedied. 

Asevtr,  the  Grand  Secretary  made  an  excellent  report 

Total  cash  to  account  for  by  the  Grand  Treasurer  $11,207.05. 
Balance  in  band  after  all  payments  $10,498.05.  Cash  on  bonds 
in  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund  $25,386.04,  making,  with  both 
funds,  a  total  of  $35,834.09. 

The  Committee  (standing)  "on  Semicentennial  Observances," 
appointed  in  1900,  recommended  that  the  entire  evening  of  the 
first  day  of  Grand  Lodge — 1903,  be  devoted  to  exercises  commem- 
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orating  the  first  fifty  years  of  the  Grand  Lodge's  existence,  sub- 
mitting a  program  for  the  same.    Adopted. 

The  several  reports  '(six)  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and 
Grievances  were  adopted. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  approved  the  decisions  and 
dispensations  reported  by  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master.  Adopted, 

The  Committee  did  not  concur  with  the  Grand  Master  as  to 
reciprocity  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Dakota,  since,  while 
reciprocating  the  spirit  of  fraternal  comity  exhibited  by  said 
Grand  Lodge,  the  Committee  held  that  acquiescence  in  the 
proposition  indicated  to  be  an  infringement  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota,  "which  delegates  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  supreme  and  exclusive  Jurisdiction  within  the 
State,  and  which  inhibits  invasion  of  the  territorial  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Subordinate  Lodge.    Report  adopted." 

The  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  there  was  nothing  in  the 
Constituton  or  General  Regulations  inhibiting  the  election  of 
affiliated  Masons  as  honorary  members.     Adopted. 

The  Committee  reported  that  the  resolution  of  1901,  abolishing 
all  exemption  from  Grand  Lodge  dues,  inoperative  and  invalid 
it  having  been  irregularly  adopted  inasmuch  as  it  had  not  been 
referred  to  the  Committtee  on  Jurisprudence,  as  provided  by  law. 
Adopted. 

The  following  substitute  for  one  of  the  Committee's  reports, 
was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  no  person  who  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  to  be  used  a?  a  beverage,  is  eligi- 
ble to  receive  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  or  for  me  jibership  in  a 
Masonic  Lodge." 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  had  had  under  consideration  the 

petition,  for  restoration,  of  who  died  a  suspended  Mason, 

and  had  recommended  that  if  Masonic  law  and  usage  warranted 
it,  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  granted.  The  same  Commit- 
tee further  recommended  that  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  granting  of  such  restoration  would  be  in  accordance  with 
Masonic  law  and  usage,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence as  a  final  determination  of  the  matter,  which  was 
adopted. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  recommended  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  restoring  paid  brother  be  confirmed. 
Adopted. 
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So,  technically,  the  dead  brother,  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Lodge.  Of  course  the  object  was  to  relieve  the  memory  of  the 
departed  brother  from  the  imputation  of  having  died  nnder  the 
ban  of  suspension.    All  for  the  sake  of  his  surviving  relatives. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Deceased  Brethren  was  con- 
curred in.  The  Committee  on  Landmarks  approved  the  Grand 
Master's  recommendation  as  to  District  Deputies.    Adopted. 

The  Grand  Orator  pronounced  an  Oration  on  the  Lessons  of 
the  First  Degree. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  recommended  that 
action  thereon  be  deferred  until  next  Annual  and  that  a  Special 
Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  make  a  thorough  investiga- 
tion of  the  whole  matter  and  report  next  year,  and  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  notify  the  several  Lodges  that 
the  subject  is  under  consideration  by  said  Committee,  and  to 
ask  the  Lodges  to  give  their  views  on  the  matter,  to  the  com- 
mittee. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Brother  Irving  Todd,  Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Com- 
mittee, sets  the  pace  as  he  sprints  over  the  course  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  fifty-six  Grand  Jurisdictions,  skimming  as  he  goes, 
the  cream  of  each,  and  leaving  all  the  "  blue  John"  uncared  for. 
He  is  conspicuously  gifted  in  the  art  of  separating  the  material 
from  the  immaterial.  He  has  compressed,  within  the  compass  of 
ninety-one  pages,  a  notice  of  all  that  is  important  in  those  pro- 
ceedings, and  has  sandwiched  therein,  brief,  wide-awake,  judi- 
cious comment.  (Oh!  that  we  were  the  possessor  of  a  condenser 
like  his.) 

Alabama— 1900  receives  courteous  and  fraternal  notice  of 
nearly  two  pages,  about  half  of  it  is  devoted  to  this  scribe. 

For  his  kindly  reference  to  our  own  work  we  bow  our  respect- 
ful acknowledgments.    He  says: 

"Under  the  Alabama  rules  an  active  minister  of  the  gcspel  is 
exempt  from  the  Constitutional  provision  requiring  twelve 
months  residence  before  making  application,  he  pays  nothing 
for  the  degrees,  nor  is  he  liable  for  dues  except  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Lodge,  which  presumably  is  rarely  exercised.  This  cre- 
ates a  special  or  privileged  membership  in  a  fraternity  whose 
foundation  is  equality,  and  the  tendency  is  consequently  demor- 
alizing." 

Well!  we  have  had   "our  say,"  and  "here  we  rest."    If  our 
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own  Grand  Lodge  shall,  in  its  wisdom,  rescind  the  action  letting 
ministers  in  free,  we  will  cheerfully  acquiesce.  Meantime,  with 
us  it's  the  law. 

Under  Indiana— 1901  he  quotes  Brother  McDonald's  criticism 
on  the  Alabama  plan,  as  to  preachers. 

We  endorse  what  Bro.  J.  C.  W.  Coxe  says  (Iowa  1901)  con- 
cerning Bro.  Todd : 

"Brother  Irvine:  W.  Todd  keeps  up  his  record  for  brevity  in 
correspondence  report,  Two  lines  of  introduction;  two  words 
of  conclusion,  eighty  five  pages  between  of  writing,  clipping, 
keen  comment,  generous  praise;  this  makes  up  the  round  table 
contribution  of  the  Minnesota  brother.  It  pays  to  sit  down  with 
him;  he  is  chatty,  cheery,  wis9,  helpful,  instructive." 

Under  Pennsylvania  he  quotes  Brother  Lamberton  as  against 
free  ministers  of  the  gospel. 

Under  Texas  we  are  glad  to  note  that  Brother  Todd  concurs 
with  Brother  Matthews  in  the  opinion  that  the  display  of  a 
United  States  fUg  is  "entirely  out  of  place  in  a  Masonic  Lodge." 

Under  Virginia — 1900  Bro.  Todd  says: 

"Laying  upon  the  table  is  a  very  convenient  method  of  dis- 
posing of  an  objectionable  proposition,  and  sometimes  might 
include  the  mover  with  equal  propriety." 

We  appreciate  the  humor  in  the  last  clause  of  the  foregoing; 
but  we  would  ask  if  calls  for  the  previous  question,  motions  to 
postpone  indefinitely,  or  motions  to  lay  on  the  table,  fully  com- 
port with  Masonic  courtesy. 

Again  under  Virginia :  The  conferring  of  the  Past  Master's 
Degree  upon  Warden's  elect  as  a  pre-requisite  to  installation 
seems  to  be  a  custom  peculiar  to  this  Jurisdiction;  if  our  mem- 
ory serves  us  rightly,  and  according  to  their  printed  proceedings 
dates  from  1819.    To  us  it  appears  as  an  absurdity." 

If  Brother  Todd  will  note  the  fact  that,  in  the  absence  of  the 
W.  M.,  it  is  the  duty  of  a  Warden  present,  but  no  one  else,  to 
adjourn  the  Lodge,  the  custom  may  not  seem  "absurd." 

We  can  but  barely  mention  the  10th  Annual  Re-union  of  the 
Masonic  Veteran  Association  which  commenced  in  the  city  of  St. 
Paul,  January  21,  1902. 

It  must  have  been  a  grand  occasion  for  the  old  Masons  assem- 
bled. To  those  brethren  who  are  familiar  with  the  history  of 
Masonry  in  the  Northwest,  it  must  have  been  exceedingly  inter- 
esting.   Portraits  of   two  distinguished  Brethren— R.  C.  Nara- 
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more  and  Daniel  Sickels  embellish  the  record  of  transactions,  as 
also  does  a  representation  of  a  magnificent  solid  silver  Loving 
Cnp  presented  ao  the  Association  as  a  Memorial. 

Minnesota  Lodge  No.  19  is  the  largest  Masonic  Lodge  in  the 
world. 

Fourteen  new  members  were  elected  to  the  Association.

An  Emergent  Grand  Communication  was  held,  in  the  city  of 
Jackson,  Sept.  25,  1901,  "in  consequence  of  an  irreparable  calam- 
ity which  had  come  upon  it  and  all  the  people  of  the  State,  by 
the  death,"  *  *  *  "of  the  best  beloved  Mason  in  the  State,  the 
venerable  Grand  Secretary, 

JOHN  LOGAN  POWER." 

The  presence,  at  the  funeral,  of  His  Excellency,  the  Governor 
of  the  State,  and  the  State  officials,  the  civic  and  military  and 
Fraternal  organizations,  and  an  immense  concourse  of  people, 
standing  with  bowed  heads,  attested  the  truth  of  the  Grand 
Master's  eulogium— "the  beet  beloved  Mason  in  the  State."  One 
of  the  most  touching  evidences  of  that  truth  was  the  interest 
manifested  by  the  entire  population  of  children.  They  loved 
John  L.  Power. 

After  a  most  appropriate  sermon  and  eloquent,  short  addresses, 
the  remains  of  Brother  Power  were  deposited  in  the  grave,  and 
"hidden  beneath  a  blanket  of  flowers,  emblems  of  our  great 
resurrection,  aud  he  was  left  to  sleep  on  until  the  Grand  Lodge 
on  High  shall  assemble  before  the  great  white  throne.'' 

The  body  of  Brother  Power  is  dead,  but  he  lives  in  the  mem- 
ory of  all  the  people  of  Mississippi. 

ANNUAL  GRAND  COMMUNICATION 

was  opened,   in  the  city  cf  Winona,   Thursday,  Feb.  27,  1902 
M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Master  McKay  presiding  in  the  Grand  Eait. 
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Fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present,  and  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives of  thirty- six  sister  Jurisdictions  answered  at  roll-call. 

A  portrait  of  Grand  Master  O.  L.  McKay  greets  the  eye  as  we 
tnrn  to  the  Proceedings  of  the  Annual  Grand,  and  that  picture 
gives  assurance  of  a  good  address. 

The  perusal  of  that  address  has  justified  the  foregoing  aesu  • 
ranee,  for  the  Grand  Master  filled  it  with  earnest  thoughts  and 
wise  counsels,  giving  painstaking  attention  to  every  subject  of 
consideration. 

He  intimated  that  he  bad  learned  of  an  effort  making  to  erect 
a  monument  at  the  grave  of  Brother  Power,  and  he  recom. 
-mended  that  a  substantial  donation  be  made  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
for  that  most  lau  lable  undertaking. 

He  had  set  apart  Thursday  evening,  Feb.  26,  for  Special  Memo- 
rial Services  in  memory  of  departed  brethren. 

The  Grand  Master  had  no  decisions  to  submit,  it  still  being 
the  practice  of  Subordinate  Lodge  to  apply  to  the  Committee  on 
Law  and  Jurisprudence  to  disentangle  their  skeins  of  thought 
on  law  points,  and  to  answer  knotty  questions.  He  doubted  the 
wisdom  of  that  practice.  Here  in  Alabama  the  Grand  Master, 
we  imagine,  would  heave  a  deep  sigh  of  contentment  at  exemp- 
tion from  the  task  of.  answering  some  hundreds  of  questions  on 
law  and  procedure. 

Quite  a  number  of  dispensations  had  been  issued,  the  reasons 
therefor  being  deemed  satisfactory.  Several  of  these  dispensa- 
tions were  for  waiver  of  time  in  conferring  degrees.  But  the 
Grand  Master  was  not  lacking  "in  backbone,"  for  he  refused 
several,  regarding  the  reasons  in  their  favor  as  insufficient. 

The  M.\  W.  .  recommended  that  the  edict  of  non-intercourse 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  be  rescinded,  and  that 
the  Grand  Master  be  authorized  -to  take  necessary  steps  to  re- 
establish fraternal  intercourse  with  said  Grand  Lodge 

He  gave  considerable  attention  to  Clandestine  Masonry.  With 
Grand  Master  McKay,  we  believe  it  to  be  a  matter  of  no  little 
importance,  to  exercise  care  in  the  admission  of  visitors  to  the 
Lodge  room— to  learn  something  of  the  antecedents  of  such 
persons;  to  find  out  whence  they  came,  if  they  are  in  good 
standing,  &c. 

The  Grand  Master  made  an  earnest,  forceful  appeal  on  behalf 
of  a  Masonic  Home;  it  did  not  consist  of  "glittering  generali- 
ties," bat  of  reason,  fact,  and  figures. 
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We  copy  the  opening  remarks  on  this  subject: 

•'Nearly  twenty  centuries  have  passed  since  was  written — 

"Pure  religion  and  unde filed  before  God  and  the  Father,  is 
this:  To  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  afflictions,  and 
to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world." 

"In  1890  this  Grand  Lodge,  inspired  by  that  spirit  and  anima- 
ted by  that  faith,  endeavoring  to  exemplify  those  holy  precepts 
by  deeds  of  helpfulness,  authorized  the  creation  of  a  Jund  to  be 
used  for  the  building  and  operation  of  a  Masonic  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Home,  which  has  steadily  grown  by  the  generous  con- 
tributions of  a  generous  Craft,  until  the  magnificent  sum  ap- 
proximating $35,000.00  has  been  accumulated.  It  has  been  the 
main  ambition  of  my  administration  a?  Grand  Master,  that  leg- 
islation might  be  made  effective  which  would  mark  the  consum- 
mation of  the  Fraternity's  fondest  hopes.  It  is  a  noteworthy 
fact  that  twenty- five  years  ago  there  was  not  a  Masonic  Home  in 
operation  within  the  borders  of  our  country,  while  now  there 
are  nineteen  flourishing  institutions  of  this  character  in  as  many 
Jurisdictions,  being  successfully  operated,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  when  the  Craft  of  this  Jurisdiction  awakens  to  a  full  reali- 
zation of  its  duty  on  this  question,  and  to  the  dependent  ones  of 
deceased  brethren  having  claims  upon  their  benefaction,  the 
Masonic  Home  of  Mississippi  will  be  added  to  that  number,  and 
needs  of  helpless  ones  who  appeal  to  us  would  be  speedily 
met  and  supplied.    God  speed  the  day," 

"With  a  view  of  making  intelligent  recommendation  on  the 
subject,  for  your  consideration,  I  corresponded  with  the 
managers  of  various  orphanages  of  Sister  Jurisdictions,  as  well 
as  those  of  private  control  in  our  own,  with  the  result  that  I  find 
those  under  control  of  the  religious  denominations,  operated  at  a 
far  less  cost  per  capita  than  those  under  control  of  the  Frater- 
nity.   I  invite  your  earnest  attention  to  the  following  facts:" 

Then  he  proceeds  to  supply  these  figures: 

"Palmer  Orphanage,  Columbus,  Miss."  (Presbyterian): 

"Cost  of  building $10,000.00 

Capacity  of    "     60 

No.  of  inmates 33 

Cost  per  orphan  per  year $75.00 

Source  of  revenue,  charity  gifts  of  the  people." 

"Water  Valley  Orphanage,  Miss."  (Methodist): 

"Cost  of  building $9,000.00 

Capacity  of  building 100 

No.  of  inmates 72 

Cost  per  orphan  per  year $00.00 

Same  source  of  revenue  as  above." 
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' 'Jack  son,  Miss.  Orphanage"  (Baptist): 

"Cost  of  building $15,700,00 

Capacity  of  building 100 

No.  of  inmates 50 

Cost  per  orphan  per  year $60 

Same  source  of  revenue  as  above." 

The  Grand  Master,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  three  of  the  larg- 
est protestant  denominations  in  the  State  have  established  and 
successfully  operated  their  own  orphanages  since  the  time  (1890) 
that  it  was  proposed  to  build  a  Masonic  Home,  thought  Grand 
Lodge  should  be  convinced  that  the  Craft  should  now  "rise  up 
and  build  and  no  longer  be  a  reproach  among  "their  fellows  in 
the  land/'    •    *    *    * 

He  recommended  that  the  Grand  Lodge  declare  its  purpose  to 
proceed  to  the  building  and  operation  of  a  Home,  and  to  that 
end*  instruct  the  trustees  to  solicit  bids  -and  specifications  for 
proposed  buildings,  to  report  back  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  the 
next  Annual,  when  the  matter  would  come  up  as  unfinished 
business. 

As  a  means  for  increasing  the  Home  fund,  he  recommended 
that  the  two  Festivals — of  St.  John  the  Baptist  and  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  be  set  apart  as  Masonic  Home  days,  under  proclama- 
tion by  the  Grand  Master,  the  brethren  being  urged  -to  make 
generous  contributions  to  this  most  praiseworthy  object. 

On  receipt  of  the  news  of  the  great  fire  at  Jacksonville,  Fla. , 
the  Grand  Master  had  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  forward 
|100.00  of  the  Charity  Fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  sufferers  by 
said  fire. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  indicate  the  general  con- 
dition of  the  Craft  as  fairly  good.  Some  Lodges  represented 
themselves  as  too  poor  to  pay  a  lecturer. 

M.  \  W.\  Brother  Frederick  Speed  makes  a  model  Grand  Sec- 
retary. His  report  is  replete  with  information  on  all  matters 
which  required  attention. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  the  securities  held  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  Fund 
aggregate  the  sum  of  $31,195  82. 

In  Mississippi,  as  has  been  already  intimated,  all  requests, 
from  the  Lodges,  for  decisions  [on  law  and  usage,  go  to  the 
standing  committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Jurisprudence,  instead 
of  to  the  Grand  Master;  hence  the  report  of  said  committee  is 
sometimes  long.    In  the  present  instance  it  covers  about  ten 
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pages  and  a  half.  This  report,  stamped  with  the  impress  of 
marked  ability,  merits  much  more  than  a  mere  passing  notice; 
still,  such  notice  is  all  for  which  we  have  time  and  space.  We 
note,  without  comment,  the  following  questions  and  answers: 

"Question  27:  Is  a  Mason  subject  to  discipline  who  is  employed 
to  dispense  liquors  to  the  members  of  a  club,  which  has  a  sys 
tern  or  depositing  a  given  sum  of  money  and  receiving  therefor 
a  ticket  entitling  them  to  a  certain  number  of  drinks?" 

"Answer:  It  does  not  make  any  difference  who  employs  him. 
If  a  Mason,  in  any  capacity,  sells  intoxicating  liquor  to  be  used 
as  a  beverage,  he  must  he  expelled. — Rule  33." 

A  part  of  the  committee's  answer  to  a  question  on  Parliamen- 
tary Law  (Q.  34)  was  to  the  effect  that 

"When  a  committee  reports,  its  functions  cease,  and  no  vote 
to  discharge  the  committee  is  necessary,  no  matter  whether  it 
be  a  c  )mmittee  of  investigation  on  a  petition  for  initiation,  or 
on  an  application  for  membership. " 

That  is  logical:  the  business  of  the  committee  being  ended, 
the  committee  ends  with  it.  Of  course  no  reference  is  here 
made  to  standing  committees. 

Question  No.  16,  on  the  subject  of  reinstatement  was  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Question  16:  Is  a  member  who  was  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  ten  or  more  years  ago,  entitled  to  restoration  to 
membership  by  a  payment  of  one  year's  dues,  and  what  is  his 
recourse  if  the  Lodge  refuse  to  reinstate  him." 

"Answer:  No,  he  cannot  pay  one  year's  dues;  it  mist  be 
whatever  had  accrued  at  the  time  of  sxispeyision"  (Italics  ours) 
"and  the  Lodge  may  refuse  to  receive  a  less  amount.  If  he  ten- 
ders in  full  whatever  he  owed  when  he  was  suspended,  that  re- 
instates him." 

Personally  we  endorse  the  foregoing  'decision  most  heartily. 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 

Past  Grand  Master  Savery  presented  a  report  on  the  State  of 
the  Craft,  which  was  adopted.  In  this  report  is  reproduced  a 
part  of  a  very  valuable  historical  report,  made  by  the  late  Grand 
Secretary,  John  L.  Power,  in  1001,  as  a  part  of  his  annual  re- 
port. But  that  document  is  nearly  seven  pages  of  solid  print 
and  fine  type,  and  we  must  pass  it. 

The  memorial  service  in  memory  of  R.\  W.  \  John  Logan 
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Power,  "the  John  Howard  of  Mississippi, "  was  most  impressive 
not  to  be  easily  forgotten  by  those  who  participtaed  in  the  same. 

On  recommendation  of  Past  Grand  Master  Barkley,  Reporter 
on  Correspondence,  fraternal  recognition  was  extended  to  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Puerto  Rica,  Cnba  and  Costa  Rica. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints  and  Appeals  was 
adopted . 

A  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  was  to 
the  following  effect:  1st,  That  it  is  inexpedient  at  present  to  be- 
gin the  building  of  the  Masonic  Home  because  the  income  from 
the  balance  of  the  fund,  after  expenditures  for  the  grounds  and 
buildings,  would  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  expense  of 
maintaining  the  Home. 

2d,  That  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master  to  set 
apart  the  two  Annual  Festivals— that  of  St.  John  the  Baptist, 
and  that  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  as  Masonic  Home  Days — 
suitable  observance  of  the  same  to  be  held,  and  collections  to 
be  taken  up  for  the  Masonic  Orphans'  Home,  be  approved. 

3d,  That  Grand  Lodge  approve  the  recommendation  of  the 
Grand  Master  that  the  annual  contribution  of  $500.00  to  the 
Protestant  Orphans'  Home,  at  Natchez  be  discontinued  and  that 
the  same  amount  be  annually  contributed  to  the  Masonic  Home 
Fund,  and  further  that  said  contribution  begin  at  once.  Report 
adopted. 

Our  Mississippi  Brethren  evidently  mean  business  in  this  chari- 
table enterprise. 

The  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Commandery  having  appro- 
priated $250.00  each  for  a  monument  to  the  memory  of  Brother 
John  Logan  Power,  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  voted  an  appro- 
priation of  $500.00  for  the  same  object. 

Grand  Lodge  adopted  as  its  Masonic  organ  the  "Shibboleth," 
published  at  Memphis,  Tenn. 

Two  Emergent  Communications  for  laying  Foundation  Stones 
were  held— one  at  Natchez,  Dec.  27,  1901;  the  other  at  Starkville, 
Sept,  3,  1901. 

The  total  contributions  for  the  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  sufferers, 
besides  the  $100.00  sent  by  the  Grand  Master,  amounted  to 
$721.46. 

The  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution  proposing  assessment 
for  the  current  year,  of  25c  per  capita  for  each  member  on  the 
roll  December  27,  1901,  to  be  paid  when  the  annual  dues  are 
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paid.  Also,  a  resolution  proposing  assessment  and  collection- 
from  each  Lodge,  from  every  member  on  the  roll  December  27, 
1900,  two  cents  for  the  Charity  fund,  and  eight  cents  for  the 
Relief  fund,  also  to  be  paid  when  the  annual  dues  are  paid. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence,  presented  by  «Bro.  the  Rev. 
Andrew  H.  Barkley,  Reporter  on  Correspondence,  is  a  very  fine 
piece  of  work  and  very  comprehensive,  embracing  everything 
of  general  interest.  # 

His  notice  of  Alabama  1901  is  brotherly.     He  says:  ] 

"The  address  of  Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunningham"  *  *  *  * 
'  'is  a  most  interesting  document  to  those  who  are  fond  of  read- 
ing of  the  progress  of  Masonry." 

"The  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  just  91  in  number,  were 
all  of  them  interesting,  and  full  of  instruction  to  the  Craft  both 
at  home  and  abroad. " 

He  says  that  the  writer 

"Is  still  doing  good  work.  Square  work  to  satis  faction  of  the 
Fraternity-at-large.  He  wields  the  pen  of  the  accomplished 
and  ready  writer." 

While  profoundly  grateful  to  Brother  Barkley  for  his  peculi* 
arly  kind  words,  we  greatly  fear  that  we  do  not  deserve  such 
high  praise. 

We  omitted  to  note,  in  passing,  that  in  Mississippi,  "To  entitle 
a  member  to  exemption  he  must  be  ov*er  70  years  of  age;  he 
must  have  •  been  in  membership  December  27,  1900,  and 
have  been  a  member  of  a  Lodge  for  a  period  aggregating  21 
years.  None  must  be  reported  as  exempt,  to  whom  certificates 
have  not  been  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary."

A  Special  Funeral  Communication  was  held  at  Butte,  April 
18,  1901,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  funeral  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Wm.  T.  Eoardman,  who  died  April  16th. 

Another  Special  Communication  was  held  at  Stevensville, 
July  4, 1901,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the 
New  Training  School.     In  a  P.  S.  Brother  Hedges  says: 

"The  story  would  be  incomplete  without  reference  to  the 
sumptuous  banquet  spread  *  *  *  in  the  ample  grounds 
blooming  with  flowers,  under  the  shade  of  fruit  trees  of  all  kinds. 
The  day  was  lovely  and  the  tables  groaned  with  everything  to 
tempt  the  appetite  of  weary  pilgrims  who  lingered  long  and  lov- 
ingly about  the  board  breathing  benedictions  upon  their  gf  ner- 
ous  hosts."  *  *  *  "The  occasion  will  long  be  cherished  in 
memory  by  those  who  participated  and  even  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary, for  the  occasion,  almost  forgot  the  pains  and  disabilities  of 
his  rheumatism." 

The  feast  must,  indeed,  have  been  an  appetizer,  to  giveourR.\ 
W. \  Brother  even  momentary  immunity  from  those  twinges  of 
rheumatism. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  Preliminary  Report,  at  the  opening  of 
the  Grand  Annual,  was  gratifying  in  the  extreme: 

MTo  the  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  &  A.  M.  of  Montana: 

"Brethren:— Again  it  is  my  privilege  to  report  that  all  Lodges 
in  the  jurisdiction  have  made  returns  and  paid  dues  for  the  Ma- 
sonic year  ending  July  31,  1901,  and  their  representatives  are 
there! ore  entitled  to  seats  and  votes  at  this  Grand  Communica- 
tion, and  a  sufficient  number  have  presented  their  credentials. 

"Cornelius  Hedges,  Gr.  Sec'y." 

According  to  custom,  the  Grand  Lodge  having  been  opened, 
the  M.  \  W. '.  Grand  Master  delivered  his  annual  address.  The 
God-fearing  and  Masonic  spirit  which  pervades  his  exordium, 
his  fearless  denunciation  of  commercialism  acd  greed  for  inor- 
dinate wealth,  and  his  advocacy  of  a  Home  for  our  needy  and 
suffering,  commend  themselves  to  every   right  thinking  man 
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His  arraignment]  of  "anarchism"  naturally  led  to  the  subject: 
of  the  foul  assassination  of  Brother  William  McKinley,  the- 
honored  and  beloved  President  of  the  United  States,  whose  noble 
character  he  eloquently  portrayed.  He  also  commemorated  the 
death  of  Past  Grand  Master  William  T.  Boardman,  and  that  of 
Past  Grand  Treasurer  Henry  Elling. 

His  dispensations  issued  were  all  approved,  as  also  were  his 
six  decisions  submitted.  The  entire  address  furnishes  profitable 
reading. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  receipts  from  dues  as  $6,481.60. 
Masonic  Home  Fund,  Sept.  16, 1901,  $13,466.07.  The  warrants, 
drawn  by  Grand  Secretary  on  Grand  Treasurer,  included  $100.00 
for  Galveston,  Texas,  and  $50. 00  for  Jacksonville,  Fla. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  also  states  the  Masonic  Home  Fund  to 
be  $13,466.97. 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  last  year  to  select  a  site  for 
a  Masonic  Home,  and  to  adopt  plans  for  the  erection  of  such  a 
Home,  made  a  report  giving  reasons  for  not  having  carried  oat 
its  instructions. 

The  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  by  using  funds  now 
available,  and  by  voluntary  subscriptions  from  the  fraternity 
throughout  the  State,  a  suitable  building  could  be  procured  or 
erected,  but  then  comes  up  the  question  of  maintenance  and 
provision  for  the  care,  welfare  and  happiness  of  the  inmates. 

The  committee  was  of  [the  opinion  that  such  an  establishment 
as  would  be  requisite  to  maintain  30  or  35  of  our  fraternity  who, 
according  to  the  information  of  the  committee,  are  now  desir- 
ous of  becoming  inmates,  could  not  be  maintaised  for  less  than 
$6,000.00  a  year.  This  is  not  figuring  on  the  widows  and  orphans 
of  deceased  Masons,  who  must,  also,  be  looked  after.  The  only 
means  known  to  the  committee  to  provide  for  a  Masonic  Home's 
maintenance,  "is  by  the  levy  of  a  per  capita  tax,  and,  with  the 
present  membership  in  the  State,  no  amount  less  than  $2.00  ad- 
ditional would  be  sufficient  to  warrant  your  establishment  of  an 
Institution  of  this  kind,  and  your  attempt  to  maintain  the  same." 
(The  $2.00  additional  would  realize  $6,650.00  if  all  paid  up.)  The 
committee  believed  that  the  funds  set  aside  for  the  building  of 
a  Masonic  Home  could  be  made  to  yield  a  greater  amount  of  inter- 
est than  can  accrue  from  the  present  deposit  in  bank  at  5  per 
cent,  and  the  committtee  suggested  that  the  proper  officers  of 
that  corporation  be  authorized  to  lend  this  money,  on  approved! 
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security,  either  real  or  personal,  at  not  less  than  8  per  cent,  per 
annum.  The  foregoing  reasons  were  deemed  sufficient  to  war- 
rant the  committee  in  sub  nitting  this  report  without  farther 
recommendations. 

And  the  report  was  received  and  the  committee  discharged. 
We  do  not  find  that  any  action,  based  on  the  recommendation 
of  this  committee  as  to  more  profitable  investment  of  the  Ma- 
sonic Home  Funds,  was  subsequently  taken. 

On  recommendation  of  the  F.  C.  Committee  recognition  was 
accorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia  and  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  was 
adopted,  the  action  of  the  subordinate  Lodge  being  sustained. 

A  question  as  to  what  part,  if  any,  other  organizations  could 
take  in  a  Masonic  Funeral  service,  elicited  from  the  Jurispru- 
dence Committee  the  statement  that  "the  only  act  that  should 
be  exclusively  Masonic  was  the  final  depositing  of  the  remains 
in  the  grave,  and  this  shall  not  be  followed  by  services  of  any 
other  society." 

In  reply  to  the  query,  "Can  any  other  than  Masons  act  as  pall- 
bearers?" the  answer  was  "Yes." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  recommended  that  suitable  me- 
morial pages  be  set  apart,  in  the  printed  Proceedings,  in  mem- 
ory of  the  departed  brethren  of  Montana,  and  of  sister  Jurisdic- 
tions. 

A  touching  memorial  on  Past  Grand  Master  Mortimer  Nye 
was  submitted  by  the  committee,  as  were  also  impressive  reso 
lutions  on  the  death  of  Brother  William  McKinley,  late  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  these  resolutions  concluding  with  a 
recommendation  for  instant  adjournment  for  the  purpose  of 
participating  in  public  memorial  services  about  to  take  place; 
and  the  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted;  whereupon  the 
Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  refreshment  until  2  p.  m.,  and  the 
brethren,  200  strong,  formed  in  line  and  marched  to  the  place  of 
meeting,  where  appropriate  services  were  held.  The  large  audi- 
torium was  packed  and  every  heart  seemed  oppressed  by  the 
weight  of  a  great  calamity. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  the  sum  of 
$1,000.00  was  transferred  from  the  General  Fund  to  the  Masonic 
Home  Fund. 
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The  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Lodge  will  be  held  in  the  City 
of  Bntte. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  Cornelias  Hedges,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  submitted  his  thirty-first 
annual  report  (121  pp),  a  paper  which  only  adds  to  his  already 
well-deserved  laurels.  It  affords  us  genuine  satisfaction  to  note 
that  with  his  views,  for  the  most  part,  we  are  in  accord.  We 
disagree  with  him  as  to  relations  with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Bel- 
gium, however.    He  says: 

"We  do  not  feel  like  saying  to  Belgium.  'Dissever  relations 
with  France  or  we  must  part.'  We  must  allow  some  freedom  in 
the  choice  of  associates,  or  in  the  end  we  will  be  herding  by  our- 
selves." 

Better  "herd  by  ourselves,"  Brother,  than  take  to  our  hearts 
the  Godless  Grand  Orient  of  France,  or  any  of  her  bosom 
friends. 

The  reviewer's  notice  of  Alabama — 1900  is  truly  fraternal. 
He  may  rest  assured  that  his  kind  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
writer,  is  highly  appreciated.

There  were  two  hundred  fourteen  Lodges  represented  at 
this  Communication,  also  present  twenty-two  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters, two  Past  Deputy  Grand  Masters,  and  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  thirty-five  sister  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  not  inclnded 

(At  the  late  hour  these  proceedings  are  taken  up  for  review 
our  report  on  the  same  is  necessarily  hurried.) 

The  address  of  the  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master  (17  pp.)  was  a  thor 
ough,  business  like  paper. 
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At  the  close  of  a  touching  paragraph  on  the  death  o!  Presi- 
dent McKinley,  he  quoted  lines  which  we  think  worth  copying: 
"But  many  hearts  echoed  the  thought: 

"Your  logic,  my  friend,  is  perfect, 
Your  morals  most  drearily  true; 
3at  since  the  clods  clashed  on  the  coffin, 

I  keep  hearing  that  and  not  you. 
Console  if  you  will,  I  can  hear  it, 

Tis  the  well  meant  alms  of  breath, 
But  not  all  the  preaching  since  Adam, 
Ever  made  death  other  than  death." 

Of  the  Martinique  calamity  he  well  says: 

"The  disaster  in  the  Islands  of  the  West  Indies  is  still  fre3hin 
the  minds  of  all.  Its  awful  horrors  are  beyond  comprehension. 
Man  overrates  himself.  He  thinks,  he  whistles,  he  whittles,  and 
the  mountain  stream  from  which  he  drank  in  childhood  drives 
his  machine.  He  look 4,  he  claps  his  hands  in  glee  as  a  child. 
He  stops,  he  thinks  again,  and  his  mother's  tea-kettle  is  taking 
him  wish  the  speed  of  th*  wind  over  valley,  hill,  plain,  and  sea, 
and  he  feels  himself  a  ma  a.  He  watches  the  lightning,  he 
reaches  t)the  clouds  ani  holds  the  elements  so  that  by  a  tDuch 
he  can  belt  the  world  with  a  thought,"  and  says  to  himself,  "I 
am  a  giant."  So  he  seems.  But  when  he  stands  in  the  presence 
of  Martinique  and  its  horrors,  when  he  faintly  comprehends  the 
power  displayed,  and  in  its  presence  his  own  utter  helpless- 
ness, he  knows  he  is  but  "A  cipher  wrought  against  Infinity." 

The  Grand  Master  reported  the  condition  of  the  Craft  as  good 
Masonic  ally  and  financially. 

He  had  issued  quite  a  number  of  dispensations  to  elect  and 
install  officers  and  confer  degrees  oat  of  time,  requiring  com- 
pliance with  needful  conditions  in  each  case  of  conferring  de- 
grees in  short  time. 

Two  Lodges  had  been  organized  U.  D.  Two  corner-stones  had 
been  laid  according  to  our  ancient  usages. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  twenty-one  decisions,  all  *of 
them,  no  doubt,  conformable  to  the  laws  of  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Nebraska,  and  all  good  law. 

The  Recapitulation  of  the  Grand-  Treasurer's  report  states  the 

General  Fund  on  hand,  to  be $14,050.70 

Relief  fund  on  hand 1,681.78 

Masonic  Home  fund 3,000.00 

Total $18,732.43 
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The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  evinces  much  care  and 
painstaking. 

The  Grand  Custodian  reported  319  sessions  of  Custodian's 
schools  of  instruction,  held  in  67  different  Lodges  during  the 
year. 

From  Schedule  of  Securities  on  hand,  stated  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  Trustees,  Orphans'  Educational  Fund,  it  is  shown  that 
the  grand  total  is  $35,889.40. 

The  rebates,  credited  to  Lodges  on  account  of  promptness  in 
sending  in  Returns,  as  reported  by  Committee  on  Returns* 
amounted  to  $2,954.47. 

A  special  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  rec- 
ommending fraternal  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Valley  of  Mexico,  was,  on  motion,  laid  over  for  one  year. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Orator,  Brother  Blackledge  deliv- 
ered for  him  an  oration  on  Freemasonry.  It  elicited  the  thanks 
of  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  request  for  its  publication. 

A  special  committee  reported  resolution  of  sympathy  for  the 
French  people  and  especially  the  survivors  of  Martinique,  on 
account  of  the  fearful  destruction  of  life  caused  by  the  eruption 
of  Mount  Pelee.    And  it  was  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  was  received 
and  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  recommended  appropriation* 
aggregating  $15, 148. 80.    Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  all  the  special  dis- 
pensations issued  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  all  his  decisions  ex. 
cept  four,  not,  however,  giving  reasons  for  dissent  from  those 
four,  save  that,  as  to  one  of  them— No.  15,  the  committee  inti 
mated  that  it  was  only  just  to  the  Grand  Master  to  say  that  said 
decision  was  made  in  pursuance  of  action  taken  by  Grand  Lodge 
in  1883.  The  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  said  action  was 
erroneous,  and  should  be  rescinded.  No.  15,  of  the  decisions 
submitted,  was  as  follows: 

"15.  There  are  but  three  ways  in  which  a  Master  Mason  can 
acquire  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  another  is  a  Master  Mason, 
so  as  to  be  qualified  to  avouch  for  him.  First,  by  sitting  in  a 
duly  congregated  and  regularly  opened  Lodge  of  Master  Masons. 
Second,  by  an  avouchment  by  one  known  by  both  to  be  a  Master 
Mason  in  good  standing.    Third,  by  an  examination,  made  by  a 
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committee  appointed  by  a  proper  officer  of  the  Lodge,  of  a  per- 
son seeking  to  visit  the  Lodge. " 

Said  decision  harmonizes  with  the  Alabama  practice.

Bender  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  representatives  of 
the  subordinate  Lodges,  there  were  present  five  Past  Grand 
Masters  and  Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  sister  Grand  Ju- 
risdictions, but  Alabama  was  not  "in  it." 

The  address  of  the  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master  (about  ten  pages) 
shows  him  to  have  been  a  faithful  officer  and  helmsman  of  the 
Masonic  Craft. 

Six  visitations  had  been  made.  A  dispensation  had  been 
granted  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  new  Lodge  at  Butler,  Ne- 
vada.

No  decisions  were  submitted.

The  Grand  Treasurer  held,  June  10,  1902,  as  balance  cash  on 
hand,  $1,466.21. 

On  recommendation  of  Committee  on  Charters,  a  Charter  was 
granted  to  Tonapah  Lodge  U.  D.,  and  a  duplicate  Charter  was 
voted  to  St.  John  Lodge  No.  18,  original  having  been  lost  by 
fire. 

The  Committee  on  Returns  reported  all  returns  in,  and  all 
assessments  and  dues  paid.    Adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
fraternal  recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West- 
ern Australia;  the  same  recognition  was,  however  withheld,  for 
the  present,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico. 

The  same  committee  offered  a  resolution  recognizing  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  and  the  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  committee  on  the  address  approved  the  dispensations  of 
the  Grand  Master,  also  all  his  recommendations  not  otherwise 
specified,  except  the  one  advising  reduction  of  fees  for  dispensa- 
tions and  charters,  but  asked  reference  of  the  one  recommending 
the  levying  certain  assessments,  to  the  Finance  Committee.* 
Adopted. 

The  last  named  committee  declined  to  concur  in  the  foregoing 
recommendation.    Report  of  said  committee  concurred  in. 

A  message  of  sympathy,  on  account  of  the  untimely  death  of 
President  McKinley,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  was  read  and  spread  upon  the  min- 
utes. 

A  communication  from  Grand  Representative  Kruger,  of  Bel- 
gium, defending  the  maintenance  of  fraternal  relations  with  the 
Grand  Orient  of  France,  was  read  and  ordered  placed  on  file.

This  well  printed  volume  of  Proceedings  is  a  credit  to  the 
staid  and  dignified  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick. 

On  the  23d  day  of  June,  1901,  it  being  the  Sunday  immediately 
preceding  St.  John  the  Baptist's  Day,  pursuant  to  a  summons 
issued  by  direction  of  the  Grand  Master,  an  Emergent  Commu- 
nication was  held  at  the  town  of  St.  Stephen  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  Divine  Service  The  exercises  of  the  day  were  con- 
ducted in  due  form  and  with  appropriate  ceremony,  St.  Stephen 
Encampment,  Knights  Templars  kindly  performing  escort  duty 
for  the  procession  and  recession,  and  an  "eloquent  and  admirable 
sermon"  being  preached  before  the  Grand  Lodge.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  these  exercises  the  Grand  Body  was  closed  in  Ample 
Form. 
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The  Annual  Grand  Co  mmuri  cation  was  attended  by  three 
Past  Grand  Masters,  and  by  Representatives  of  thirty  seven 
sister  Grand  Lodges.  Alabama  being  of  the  number  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  said  in  his  address : 

"It  is  with  pleasure  I  have  to  report  continued  growth  within 
our  Jurisdiction  during  the  past  year.  "We  have  peace  within 
our  walls  and  prosperity  within  our  palaces."  Throughout  the 
two  years  I  have  presided  ov*r  this  Grand  Lodze  there  has  not 
been  heard  a  jarring  note  and  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  with 
which  the  woTk  of  the  Order  has  been  conducted  evidence  that 
the  noble  principles  of  our  Institution  have  been  not  only 
preached  but  practiced." 

Loyal  and  devoted  expressions  of  sympathy  with  King  Edward 
VII  in  his  loss  by  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria  had  been  trans- 
mitted to  the  King  through  the  proper  channel,  and  had  been 
duly  acknowledged  by  His  Majesty's  command. 

Tht?  Fraternal  Oead  of  New  Brunswick,  and  of  other  Jurisdic- 
tions were  suitably  commemorated. 

Tne  Grai  d  Master  s  numerous  official  visitations,  embracing 
nearly  all  of  the  Lodges  in  his  Jurisdiction,  seem  to  have  been 
mosr  profitable  to  the  Craft— in  fact  a  real  inspiration  revivifying 
the  Lodges.  His  example  is  well  worthy  of  emulation  on  the 
part  of  other  Grand  Masters. 

During  the  year  twenty  one  dispensations  had  been  issned — 
thirteen  to  confer  degrees  in  short  time,  and  eight  for  various 
other  purposes,  such  as  installing  officers,  &c. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to 
1 1.037  85. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  the  total  assets  of  the  Fund  of 
Benevolence  as  $2,920.61. 

Cash  balance  on  hand  to  credit  of  said  fund  $1.4.10.79. 

The  Board  of  General  Purposes  had  received  applications  for 
Masonic  recognition  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia, and  Costa  Rica;  these  applications  having  been  referred 
to  the  "Committee  on  Relations  with  Foreign  Grand  Bodied" 
were,  on  recommendation  of  the  last  named  Committee,  accorded 
fraternal  recognition. 

Five  newly  appointed  Grand  Representatives  presented  their 
credential**,  and  were  cordially  welcomed,  and  saluted  with  the 
Grand  Honors  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  warrant  issued  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova 
Scotia  to  Zion  Lodge,    No.  21.   and   baaring  date  at   Halifax, 
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August  15, 1792,  was  presented  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  accepted  and 
ordered  to  be  framed  and  hung  upon  the  wall. 

The  "Committee  on  Amalgamation,"  appointed  under  a  reso- 
lution of  Grand  Lodge  in  1899,  in  regard  to  an  amalgamation  of 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Maritime  Provinces,  reported  that  all 
efforts  to  secure  a  meeting  of  the  joint  committees  in  1899-1900 
had  resulted  in  failure,  and,  further  that  in  1900-1901  no  effort 
was  made  to  have  such  meeting.  The  committee  recommended 
that  it  be  discharged  from  further  consideration  of  the  matter- 
And  it  was  accordingly  so  done. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Warrants  a  warrant 
was  granted  to  Petitcodiac  Lodge  U.  D.  This  young  Lodge  is 
said  to  have  bright  prospects. 

Of  the  three  District  Deputies  who  made  reports,  two  reported 
their  visits  as  very  satisfactory,  but  the  business  engagements  of 
the  third  had  precluded  his  doing  anything  for  the  Craft.  If  he 
foresaw  such  conditions  he  should  have  declined  his  appoint- 
ment. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Brunswick  is  a  sound,  conservative, 
healthy  Body,  quietly  pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  its  way,  ever 
sustaining  what  it  believes  to  be  right,  and  always  striving  for 
the  uplifting  of  humanity.

With  these  we 
can  find  no  fault. 

ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION. 

M.\  W. '.  Grand  Master  Qninby  in  the  Chair. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  Masters  and  twenty  nine  Past  D.  D.  G . 
M.'s  made  evident  by  their  presence,  the  interest  felt  in  the  Fra- 
ternity. Besides  these  the  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty- 
seven  Sister  Grand  Lodges  came  up  like  men  and  reported  for 
duty.    No  one  for  Alabama. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  an  able  report  of  his  official 
acta,  as  Acting  Grand  Master  during  the  M.\  W.'.'s  temporary 
absence  from  the  Jurisdiction. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Quinby  is  not  long — a  trifle 
over  ehven  pages — but  comprehensive  and  full  of  the  genuine 
Masonic  spirit.  He  warmly  urges  increased  effort  to  secure  a 
Masonic  Home. 

All  the  decisions  submitted,  were,  so  far  as  it  appears  to  us. 
conformable  to  Masonic  law.  It  might  be  asked,  however,  if 
No.  8  is  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  crusade  conducted  by 
a  majority  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  against  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  beverages.  Decision  8  was  in  answer  to  a 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  a  Lodge  would  be  justified  in  re- 
ceiving an  application,  for  the  degrees,  from  the  proprietor  of  a 
hotel  in  which,  presumably,  liquor  is  sold,  as  is  the  case  in  nearly 
all  summer  hotels.  The  following  was  the  Grand  Master's  an- 
swer: 

<4I  know  of  no  law  proscribing  ho' el  keepers,  and  can  therefore 
see  no  reason  why  the  application  should  not  take  the  regular 
course  of  any  other. " 

Nevertheless  it  would  seem  that  the  investigating  committee 
should,  before  making  a  report  on  such  case,  inform  itself  on  the 
facts  in  regard  to  the  failure  or  success  attending  any  effort  to 
procure  intoxicants  at  said  hotel,  and  report  accordingly,  so  that 
members  of  the  Lodge  could  vote  according  to  the  dictates  of 
their  own  consciences. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies,  taken  as  a  whole,  were 
not  only  encouraging,  but  most  satisfactory.  These  reports  are, 
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in  every  instance,  concise  but  full  of  information.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  Hampshire  has  a  right  to  be  proud  of  its  corps  of 
Deputies. 

Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  an  able  report,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Physical  Qualification*,  said  report  being  based  on  two 
decisions— one  denying  initiation,  the  other  denyin?  advance- 
ment on  account,  in  both  cases,  of  physical  defects.  The  fol- 
lowing is  the  report  of  the  committee:

PHYSICAL   QUALIFICATIONS. 

W.\  Brother  John  Hatch  presented  the  following  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  upon  the  physical  qualifica- 
tions of  a  candidate,  and,  on  motion  of  M.\  \V.\  Brother  John 
F.  Webster,  the  report  was  accepted  and  and  the  resolution 
adopted : 

To  the  Moat  Worshipful  Grand  Lodoe  of  ^etr  Hampshire: 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
decisions  of  t be  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master  and  of  the  R.\  W.\ 
Deputy  Grand  Master  upon  the  inquiry  made  by  the  R.\  W.  . 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  ot  District  No.  2,  and  by  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  Rockingham  Lodge,  No.  76,  of  Candia, 
upon  the  question  of  the  physical  qualifications  of  a  candidate, 
respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

Physical  deformity  that  would  prevent  a  candidate  from  being 
instructed  in  the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry  is  a  bar  to 
his  admission  into  the  Fraternity. — Grand  Const.,  Art.  XtV, 
s.  105. 

By  the  ancient  regulations,  the  physical  deformity  of  an  indi- 
vidual operates  as  a  bar  to  his  admission  into  the  Fraternity. 
But  as  this  regulation  was  adopted  for  the  government  of  the 
Craft,  at  a  period  when  they  united  the  character  of  operative 
with  that  of  speculative  Masons,  this  Grand  Lodge  authorizes 
such  a  construction  of  the  regulation  as  that,  when  the  deformity 
of  the  candidate  is  noc  such  as  to  prevent  him  from  being  in- 
structed in  the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry,  ard  does 
not  amount  to  an  inability  honestly  to  acquire  the  means  of 
subsistence,  the  admission  will  not  be  au  infringement  upon  the 
ancient  landmarks,  but  will  be  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  our 
Institution. 

Ability  to  advance  with  proper  steps  is  a  requirement  of  the 
ritual  A  candidate  is  required  by  the  ritual  to  salute  the  War- 
dens, the  salute  consisting  i  f  the  signs,  etc.,  given  on  the  step  of 
the  degree.  Other  p  >rtions  of  the  ritual  requiring  the  ordinary 
ability  to  use  the  feet  and  legs  will  readily  suggest  themselves. 
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Would  inability  to  thus  use  the  feet  and  legs  be  such  a  physical 
deformity  as  to  prevent  the  candidate  from  being  instructed  in 
the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry? 

The  word  "instruct"  is  derived  from  the  Latin  prefix  'in'1  and 
the  word  "struere,''  to  pile  up,  to  set  in  order.  While  a  common 
acceptation  of  the  meaning  of  the  word  is,  to  teach,  to  impart 
knowledge,  it  has  other  meanings.  Webster  gives  as  a  defini- 
tion. "To  put  in  order  or  readiness  for  a  specific  action  or  end; 
to  make  ready. " 

Withjsuch  a  meaning  the  word  seems  to  have  been  used  in  the 
Grand  Constitution.  It  is  not  enough  that  a  Mason  should  be 
informed  in  the  arts  and  mysteries  of  Freemasonry,  but  he  must 
practice  them. 

Such  a  construction  seems  to  have  been  given  the  section  of 
the  constitution  in  question  in  former  decisioas  of  Grand  Mas- 
ters, approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  viz:  "that  the  loss  of  a 
thumb  and  second  finger  of  the  right  hand,  1877,  pp.  18,  47;  or, 
the  loss  of  the  left  arm  before  the  elbow,  1878,  pp.  20.  56;  or, 
a  stiff  knee  which  cannot  be  bent,  1001,  p.  271,  would  render  a 
candidate  ineligible. 

The  physical  qualifications  of  candidates  are  matters  of  fact 
which  ordinarily  can  be  catily  determined.  There  seems  to  have 
been  much  confusion  in  this  case  in  the  statements  of  fact  sub 
mitted  to  the  Grand  Masters.     The  inquiry  submitted  by  the 
R.\  W.*.  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  showed  an  accidental 
and  perhaps  temporary  injury  to  the  applicant's  leg,  and  included 
a  statement  that  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  had  appointed  three 
Past  Masters  to  examine  into  the  physical  Qualifications  of  the 
candidate,  who  had  reported  that  he  could  conform  tc  the  re- 
quirements in  the  ceremonies  of  initiation,  and  that  thereupon 
he  was  received  and  the  first  degree  conferred  upon  him.    While 
a  short  time  afterwards  the  Master  of  Rockingham  Lodge  in 
submitting  the  same  inquiry  to  the  acting  Grand  Master  stated 
that  the  candidate  on  presenting  himself  to  receive  the  first  de- 
gree was  found  to  have  one  leg  seven  or  eight  inches  shorter 
than  the  other,  a  condition  existing  since  early  childhood,  from 
which  time  it  had  been  useless  and  crutches  were  necessary. 
Such  diversity  of  facts  are  inexplicable  and  show  gross  neglect 
on  the  part  of  the  examining  committee  and  all  connected  with 
the  introduction  of  the  candidate.     It  is  inexcusable  because  the 
true  condition  of  the  applicant  could  so  readily  have  been  ascer- 
tained, and  is  to  be  reprehended  because  it  leads  to  erroneous 
decisions  and  injury  to  the  fraternity.  No  questions  should  ever 
be  referred  to  the  Grand  Master  except  after  a  careful  inquiry 
and  verification  of  the  facts  stated.     In  this  instance  the  District 
Deputy  Grand  Master  wa°  excusable  because  it  was  no  part  of 
his  dnty  to  receive  or  submit  such  inquiries.    His  duties  are  de- 
fined by  the  constitution,   and  consist  of  visiting  the  Lodges 
within  his  district,  to  inspect  their  by-laws,  finances,  records 
and  mode  of  working,  and  to  communicate  all  edicts  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
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Whenever  an  application  for  the  degrees  of  Freemasonry  is 
received  by  a  Lodge,  it  is  usual  that  a  committee  is  appointed  to 
make  the  strict  inquiry  into  his  moral  character  required  by  the 
constitution,  and  naturally  in  making  such  investigation  the 
committee  should  learn  all  the  facts  concerning  him.  They 
should  inquire  not  only  into  the  moral  fitness  of  the  applicant, 
but  into  his  mental  and  physical  qualifiations  as  well;  and  the 
subject  comes  properly  before  the  Lodge  upon  the  presentation 
of  the  committee's  report.  It  follows  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Lodge  before  initiating  a  candidate  to 'consider  all  his  qualifica- 
tions. Should  it  be  ascertained  that  he  was  disqualified  because 
he  was  an  atheist,  or  because  the  Lodge  had  not  jurisdiction,  or 
because  he  was  physically  incapable  of  acting  as  a  Mason,  the 
applicant  should  be  rejected. 

Upon  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  is  also  imposed  the  duty  of  see- 
ing that  the  degrees  of  Freemasonry  are  conferred  in  a  con- 
stitutional manner  and  that  no  disqualified  person  is  admitted 
into  the  Lodge. 

When  presented  in  Rockingham  Lodge,  it  became  apparent  to 
the  Master  tha*  the  candidate  could  not  conform  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  ritual.  Instead  of  proceeding  to  confer  the  degree 
upon  him  and  then  submitting  the  case  to  the  Grand  Master,  he 
should  have  declined  to  proceed  further  Neither  the  accept- 
ance of  the  candidate  by  the  Lodge,  nor  the  favorable  report  of 
his  special  committee  of  Past  Masters,  can  relieve  a  Master  of 
his  duty  in  this  respect .  It  is  incumbent  on  the  Master  and  the 
Lodge  to  act,  and  their  action  should  be  impartial  and  their 
scrutiny  faithful.  However  harth  or  unkind  it  may  seem,  the 
rule  of  physical  fitness  should  be  as  firmly  applied  as  those  in 
relation  to  other  qualifications.  As  has  been  said  before,  many 
evils,  as  we  regard  them,  *xist  in  this  world,  the  reason  for 
which  we  fail  to  understand.  Some  men  suffering  from  natural 
deformity,  or  by  reason  of  accident  or  disease,  are  deprived  of 
the  advantages  and  enjoyments  granted  to  others,  and  this  with- 
out our  fault  and  beyond  our  power  to  remedy.  They  must  bear 
their  own  heavy  burden  alone  until  the  Supreme  Architect  of 
the  Universe  in  His  wisdom  shows  us  the  reason  for  these  things 
and  they  are  made  perfect  in  a  better  world  than  ours. 

In  this  case  the  candidate  was  received  into  the  Lodge  and  was 
made  an  Entered  Apprentice  Mason.  But  the  brother  has  ac- 
quired no  Masonic  rights  save  that  of  advancement  Commit 
tee  on  Jurisprudence,  1901,  p.  313.  The  light  he  has  received 
in  Masonrv  does  not  do  away  with  the  impropriety  of  his  piss- 
ing further.  The  decision  of  the  acting  Grand  Master,  that 
upon  the  facts  stated  the  candidate  was  not  ^nMtled  to  admission 
into  a  New  Hampshire  Lodge  and  that  he  must  not  be  permit- 
ted to  proceed  any  further,  was  correct  and  should  be  approved. 

The  committee  offer  the  following  resolution: 
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Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Master  be  ap- 
proved.

The  Jnrispradence  Committee  has  leave  to  defer  report  on  the 
Grand  Master's  decisions  in  relation  to  Solicitations  of  Funds 
by  Outsiders,  and  Visitations  of  Lodges  to  Foreign  Jurisdic- 
tions. 

According  to  report  of  Committee  on  Finance,  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  on  deposit  cash  balance  of  $3,825.87. 

The  retiring  Grand  Master  was  presented  with  a  Past  Grand 
Master's  Jewel. 

This  review  of  ours  Is  rather  meager,  but  we  have  been  obliged 
to  omit  several  things  of  more  or  less  importance. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  A.  S.  Wait,  Chairman  of 
the  Correspondence  Committee,  furnishes  us  another  of  his  ad- 
mirable reports  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  He  reviews  the 
Proceedings  of  sixty  Grand  Lodges  (seven  of  these  for  2  years), 
occupying  one  hundred-sixty- five  pages  of  this  volume, 

Alabama— 1901  is  most  courteously  noticed.  Indeed,  Brother 
Wait's  courtesy  is  ever  unfailing.    He  says: 

"The  opening  address  of  the  Grand  Master"  (Brother  Cun- 
ningham) "delivered  on  this  occrsion  is  an  appropriate  as  well 
as  able  and  interesting  paper,  in  which  he  gives  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  his  official  acts  together  with  the  Masonic  progress  of 
the  year  within  the  Jurisdiction. 

He  copies  decision  No.  70,  viz:  "A  brother  who  has  been  rein- 
stated by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  "rights  and  privileges  of  Ma- 
SDnry"  is  thereby  restored  to  membership  in  the  suboidinate 
Lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled,"  and  comments 
thereon  as  follows: 

4 'The  committee  requested  until  the  next  annual  communica- 
tion to  consider  this  decision.  According  to  our  observation  it 
is  now  generally  held  that  while  restoration  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  an  expelled  Mason  does  not  restore  him  to  membership  in  the 
Lodge  which  expelled  him.  if  thp  Grand  Lodge  sets  aside  the 
conviction  of  the  brother  because  it  was  illegal  or  erroneous, 
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that  restores  him  to  his  former  membership  in  his  Lodge.  And 
this  distinction  in  the  two  cases  we  can  have  no  donbt  is  logi- 
cally as  well  as  legally  sound  and  just.  But  in  case  of  the  res- 
toration of  a  brother  from  a  suspension  by  his  Lodge,  the  ques- 
tion of  its  effect  upon  his  standing  in  his  Lodge  is  a  different 
and  perhaps  a  more  difficult  one.  We  can  but  confess  to  the 
impression  that  removal  of  the  suspension  must  have  the  effect 
to  restore  the  brother  to  his  full  former  status,  including  mem- 
bership in  his  Lodge.  We  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  ques- 
tion is  free  from  doubt  or  difficulty,  and  we  shall  look  with  in- 
terest for  the  decision  of  the  committee  upon  it  next  year." 

We  know  not  what  the  conclusion  of  our  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee upon  this  question  will  be,  but,  as  for  ourselves,  we  have 
always  adhered  to  the  opinion  that  no  power  on  earth  could  re- 
store an  expelled  or  suspended  brother  to  membership  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Lodge.  As  we  have  heretofore 
observed,  when  the  restored  brother  comes  un welcomed  into  the 
Lodge  door,  Harmony  flies  out  of  the  window.  We  can  but 
think  the  effect  of  such  rule  put  into  force  would  be  disastrous 
to  the  stability  of  Lodges  immediately  affected  by  it 

Brother  Wait  generously  gives  the  writer  over  a  page  in  his 
review  of  Alabama.  Our  Brother  may  be  sure  that  the  hand- 
some compliments  of  so  gifted  a  writer  as  is  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Correspondent  cause  in  our  breast  no  little  elation.  Would 
that  we  could  feel  such  praise  well  merited.  No!  that's  wrong; 
'twould  not  be  healthy  for  one  to  think  so  highly  of  himself. 
Anyway,  we  feel  highly  grateful  to  Brother  Wait. 

Would  (this  time  sure  enough)  that  we  might  have  time  to 
make  several  extracts  from  this  fine  report!

NEW  JERSEY. 

M.\  W.\  Joseph  E.  Moore,  Grand  Master. 

This  volume  of  Proceedings  is  made  up  in  excellent  shape.  It 
is  embellished  with  portraits  of  Grand  Master  Moore  and  the 
late  President,  Wm.  McKinley. 

An  Emergent  Communication  was  held  March  7,  1901.  for  the 
purpose  of  constituting  a  Lodge  and  installing  the  officers,  in 
High  Bridge,  Hunterdon  county. 
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115th  Annual— Trenton— January,  1902. 

No.  of  Lodges,  191;  members,  19,150;  net  gain,  1,050. 

Present — Representatives  of  one-hundred  sixty-four  Lodges, 
nine  Past  Grand  Masters,  two  Past  Grand  Wardens,  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives of  forty-seven  sister  Jurisdictions,  and  twenty-five 
distinguished  visitors  from  other  States — twenty  of  these  being 
from  New  York.  M.\  W.  \  Henry  R.  Cannon,  Alabama's  Am- 
bassador, was  reported  as  answering  roll-call. 

Grand  Master  Joseph  E.  Moore  was  a  faithful  and  vigilant 
watchman  on  the  bat  dements  of  c  ur  Mystic  Temple,  e  ver  scan- 
ning the  horizon  with  eagle  eye,  but  equally  attentive  to  all 
occurrences  within  the  walls  of  our  sacred  edifice.  Where  praise 
was  due  he  bestowed  the  same  with  alacrity:  if  discipline  was 
called  for,  he  administered  it,  how  regretfully  soever,  obedient 
to  the  stern  dictates  of  duty  to  the  Craft. 

In  his  address  he  said: 

"With  feelings  of  pride  and  satisfaction  it  is  my  privilege  to 
announce  that  at  no  time  in  our  history  has  the  condition  of  Ma- 
sonry stood  higher  than  at  present.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
brethren  are  attaining  better  and  truer  conceptions  of  the  privi- 
leges accorded  to  them;  more  fully  realizing  the  possibilities  that 
are  placed  before  them  for  erecting  Masonic  ideals;  more  firmly 
grasping  the  truth  upon  which  the  eternal  foundations  of  the 
Fraternity  are  builded.  Let  us  then,  in  all  our  deliberations, 
endeavor  to  conserve  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Fraternity, 
and,  avoiding  self-interests,  labor  earnestly  and  truly  for  a  com- 
moQ  welfare. " 

"While  thanksgiving  should  ascend  from  every  heart  for  the 
blessiogs  which  a  bounteous  Father  has  bestowed  upon  u*,  our 
thoughts  to  those 

"at  rest 
With  kindred  spirits,  spirits  who  have  blessed 

The  human  brotherhood, 
By  labors,  cares,  and  counsels  for  their  go  3d.", 

and  we  pause  before  entering  the  ordinary  work  before  us  and  pay 
silent  tribute  to  those  who  have  gone  before.  Among  the  many 
who  have  passed  away,  there  stands  a  central  figure  of  whom  it 
cau  be  said,  greater  honor  was  never  paid  to  a  man's  memory. 
When  Brother  William  McKinley's  remains  were  laid  to  rest  the 
world  stood  still,  and  millions  bowed  their  heads  in  silent  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  memory  of  a  departed  hero.  Hearts  were  soft- 
ened by  the  great  calamitv,  and  the  words,  "Nearer,  my  God.  to 
Thee"  seem  to  have  the  divine  power  of  mellowing  the  hearts 
of  the  people  and  bringing  them  nearer  together,  as  well  as 
nearer  to  the  great  Creator  of  the  universe. " 
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As  soon  as  practical  after  the  death  of  the  President  he  issued  a 
touching  memorial  announcement  of  that  sad  event,  in  the  form 
of  a  circular  to  the  Craft. 

We  can  give  here  but  a  glimpse  but  of  this  excellent  address. 

Under  the  head  "Our  Own  Jurisdiction,"  the  Grand  Master 
says: 

"The  incompetence  of  presiding  officers  is  of  too  frequent 
occurrence  and  has  been  practically  impressed  upon  my  mind 
during  my  term  of  office  as  your  Grand  Master. " 

He  attributes  this  deficiency  to  "lack  of  intelligence  or  lack  of 
interest,"  and  wisely  animadverts  upon  the  subject.  He  judi- 
ciously quotes  a  Brother  Grand  Master  on  "Rotation  in  Office." 

"My  observation  has  thoroughly  convinced  me  that  this  senti- 
ment of  rotation*  in  office  is  an  injurious  one,  and,  in  many 
instances  leads  to  dire  calamity  in  the  Lodge.  If  the  Lodge  has 
found  a  master  who  is  proficient  in  the  Ritual  and  otherwise 
well  qualified  to  rule  and  govern  his  Lodge  with  regularity  and 
justice,  it  should  not  make  him  vacate  the  oriental  chair  after 
one  year's  experience,  simply  because  the  Wardens,  or  others  of 
his  Lodge  are  ambitious  to  write  P .  M.  after  their  names  and 
wear  a  Past  Master's  jewel.  A  good  Warden  does  not  always 
make  a  good  Master." 

AndM.'.  W.\  Brother  Moore  adds : 

"To  which  he  might  have  added  in  all  truth,  and  a  poor 
Warden  never  does." 

Here  follows  a  paragraph  which  some  Lodges  and  W.  M.'s  in 
Alabama  might  study  with  profit: 

"A  Master  of  a  Lodge,  in  my  judgment,  should  be  able  to 
confer  t*in  degrees  correctly  and  give  the  lectures  as  adopted  by 
the  Grand  Lodge;  should  be  versed  in  Masonic  law  and  history. 
He  should  be  familiar  with  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  By-Laws  of  hilown  Lodge,  and  should  enforce 
them;  and  wnen  presiding  he  should  insist  that  dignity  and  deco- 
rum be  observed,  and  should  not  permit  hilarity,  heated  discus- 
sion, nor  any  speech  or  debates  which  might  mar  the  peace  and 
harmony  of  his  Lodge.  These  things  are  not  and  cannot  be 
accomplished  in  a  year," 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  thirteen  dispensations,  of 
which  five  were  for  conferring  degrees  in  less  than  the  required 
time. 

Forty-two  cases  had  been  presented  to  him  for  decision  as  to 
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physical  qualifications.    Thirty  of  the  applicants  were  declared 
eligible,  twelve  were  declared  ineligible. 

His  several  visitations  to  Subordinate  Lodges  were  so  agreeable 
that  nothing  in  the  discharge  of  his  various  functions  had  given 
him  more  satisfaction. 

His  single  decision  submitted,  was  in  answer  to  the  question, 
"When  is  a  Brother  twelve  months  in  arrears  of  dues?"    This 
question  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  who 
gave  the  following  answer: 

"Dues  are  not  in  arrears  until  after  they  are  payable,  there- 
fore dues  payable  December  3 1st,  1900,  were  first  in  arrears 
January  1st  1901,  and  twelve  months  in  arrears  January  1st, 
1902." 

The  Grand  Master  paid  tribute  to  the  "faithful  and  diligent 
services  of  the  District  Deputies  " 

He  did  not  fail  to  commend,  in  the  highest  termp,  the  Masonic 
Home." 

He  had  forwarded  $250.00  to  Grand  Secretary  Brother 
Wilbur  T.  We^sler,  Fla.,  for  aid  to  tte  sufferers  by  the  fire  at 
Jacksonville.  He  did  not  think  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington 
had  really  erased  its  hlack  mark  of  189$. 

At  the  close  of  the  Grand  Ledge,  the  balance  cash  in  the  Ex- 
chequer was  the  sum  of  $10,008.30. 

Grand  Secretary  Red  way's  report  shows  careful  attention  to 
details,  and  constitutes  a  scheme  in  which  the  Brethren  may  see 
all  the  important  events  of  the  year. 

There  was  a  feature  of  this  Grand  Communication,  that  was 
quite  unique— the  presence,  in  Grand  East,  of  four  Grand  Mas- 
ters, of  four  Jurisdictions,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania 
and  Delaware. 

From  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  it  appears  that  the 
per  capita  tax  (five  cents)  1901,  Special  Charity  Fund  amounted 
to  $955.40— the  per  capita  tax  (thirty  cents)  1901  Home  Main- 
tenance Fund,  $5,732.40. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  made  an  elaborate  report, 
which  presents  a  good  showing  for  that  great  chaiity. 

At  date  of  previous  report  there  were  thirty-four  inmates; 
since  then  nineteen  have  been  added. 

There  have  been  some  extraordinary  expenses  during  the  year, 
nevertheless  the  cost  of  Home  maintenance  for  the  year,  viz : 
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$10,130.60,  making  cost  per  capita  $246.18,  is  a  decrease  of  $42.22 
per  capita  from  that  of  the  previous  year. 

The  beneficial  results  of  these  "Homes"  are  not  to  be  easily 
estimated— they  are  grand  and  far-reaching. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  reported  approval 
of  the  dispensations  and  permissions  of  the  Grand  Master,  his 
exercise  of  disciplinary  power,  and  his  one  decision  as  to  when 
dues  are  in  arrears,  as  conformable  to  law.  Also,  the  Committee 
reported  that  the  Grand  Lodge  could  rightfully  change  the  date 
of  its  assembling. 

On  the  subject  of  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wash- 
ington, the  Committee  said  that,  "so  long  as  that  Grand  Lodge 
recognizes  the  right  of  its  subordinate  Lodges  to  hold  Masonic 
intercourse  with  alleged  Masons  who  do  not  owe  allegiance  to 
any  body  recognized  by  us  "(Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey)"  (or 
by  the  Craft  generally),  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Jersey  must, 
under  our  obligations,  refuse  to  recognize  it  as  a  Masonic  body 
or  to  hold  any  communication  with  it  as  such." 

"We  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken  by  this 
Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter."    Adopted. 

So  the  edict  of  non -intercourse  still  stands. 

The  Grand  Instructor,  assisted  by  the  District  Deputies,  exem- 
plified the  esoteric  work  of  the  three  degrees,  and  the  opening 
and  closing  ceremonies  of  the  Lodge. 

A  pleasing  episode  was,  the  temporary  closure  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  introduction  of  five  little  children  from  the  Home — 
a  heart  warming  event. 

The  Committee  on  history  made  an  elaborate  and  satisfactory 
report. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence recognition  was  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia. 

The  several  reports  of  the  Committee-on  Petitions  and  Griev- 
ances were  adopted . 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  introduced,  welcomed 
and  received  with  the  usual  honors. 

A  pleasing  incident  was  the  presentation  of  a  "Jewel"  to 
R.\  W. '.  Brother  Jacob  R ingle,  the  Father  of  the  Home. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Charles  Belcher,  Chairman,  again  submits 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  in  a 
review  of  the  Procedings  of  sixty-four  Grand  Lodges  (five  for 
two  years),  covering  171  pages. 

Brother  Belcher  is  a  number- one  reviewer.  Ever  urbane  and 
courteous,  he  fairly  presents  every  case  considered,  gives  "clear- 
cut"  opinions,  renders  full  justice  to  each  one  criticized,  and 
evinces  the  qualities  of  a  sound  thinker. 

Alabama— 1900  is  fraternally  treated.  Grand  Master  Williams' 
introductory  is  pronounced  eloquent.  He  favorably  quotes 
decision  No.  60  which  applies  to  the  qualifications  of  cripples  for 
degrees.  He  gives  a  well  condensed  summary  of  our  proceedings, 
and  adds  a  kind  word  for  the  writer,  for  which  our  grateful 
acknowledgements  are  tendered. 

No  apology  was  necessary,  Brother,  for  the  distortion  of  our 
name. 

Under  California  Brother  Belcher  says : 

"An  amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for  the  ostra- 
cising of  those  engaged  in  the  liquor  business,  failed  of  adop- 
tion on  the  ground  that  if  adopted  it  would  introduce  class  legis- 
lation into  the  Constitution — 'A  thing  that  is  repugnant  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  Free  Masonry.' 

A  wise  conclusion  and  straightforward  and  truthful  expression 
of  opinion." 

In  our  humble  opinion  it  is  better  to  deal  with  the  liquor  ques- 
tion at  the  ballot  box  than  to  legislate  upon  the  subject.  If 
other  Lodges  are  like  our  own,  the  liquor  dealer  and  toper  can't 
"get  in  " 

We  Jully  concur  in  the  following  under  Georgia: 

'The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  reports  the  names 
of  seventy-one  brethren  who  have  been  tried  and  sentenced  by 
their  Lodges  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  were  expelled  by  the 
Grand  Lxlge.  To  this  list  is  added  a  number  of  names  of 
brethren  expelled  for  drunkenness,  debauchery,  adultery, 
assault,  abandonment  of  family,  fraud,  &c." 

"It  seems  like  a  travesty  en  Masonic  Charity  to  place  all  in 
the  same  category,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  scales  may 
fall  from  the  eyes  of  our  Georgia  brethren,  that  they  may  be 
enabled  to  see  themselves  as  others  see  them." 

There  is  much  in  this  fine  report  meriting  particular  notice, 

but,  in  fancy,  we  hear  the  bell  "ringing  us  down."

24th  Annual— Albuquerque— October,  1901. 

No.  of  Lodges  represented,  17;  whole  number,  20.  Two 
Lodges  not  represented,  and  one  had  surrendered  its  charter. 
Total  membership  reported,  1,079 — net  gain,  108.

This  neat  volume  has  on  its  initial  page  a  portrait  of  Grand 
Master  Stover. 

Present  at  this  Grand  Communication — ten  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters, three  Past  Junior  Grand  Wardens,  six  of  the  nine  District 
Deputies,  and  Representatives  of  sixteen  Sister  Grand  Lodges, 
Alabama's  mouthpiece,  Bro.  Robert  C.  Stewart  not  being  re- 
ported as  on  hand. 

The  Grand  Master,  at  an  opportune  moment,  in  the  delivery 
of  his  address,  called  attention  to  the  loss  by  death  of  Brother 
William  McKinley,  late  President  of  the  United  States— an 
event  which,  as  it  were,  covered  the  whole  Republic  with  a  sable 
pall,  casting  over  every  community  a  shadow  of  deepest  gloom. 
The  Grand  Master's  tiibute  to  the  illustrious  dead  statesman 
was  eloquent  and  touching.  He  also  passed  high  encomiums  on 
the  late  Past  Grand  Master  (third  Grand  Master  of  New  Mexico) 
Simon  Bolivar  Newcomb;  nor  did  he  forget  the  other  Fraternal 
Dead  of  his  own,  and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions 

The  three  decisions  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master  shall  speak 
for  themselves: 

"1.  That  under  our  By-Laus  a  Lodge  is  not  prohibited  from 
burying  an  unaffiliated  Master  Mason  in  good  standing,  but  if 
his  dimit  is  more  than  one  year  old,  he  is  in  no  condition,  Ma- 
sonically,  to  claim  it  as  a  right,  but  a  Lodge  can  grant  it  as  a 
favor." 

"A  Master  Mason  can  be  'in  good  standing'  and  not  be  a  mem 
ber  of  aDv  Lodge.     He  is  a  member  of  a  world  wide  fraternity, 
and  if  he  has  not  been  convicted  of  anv  Masonic  offense  by  'some 
regularly  constituted  Masonic  tribunal,'  hei*  'in  good  standing,' 
although  not  entitled  as  a  Masonic  right  to  any  Lodge  priv 
ileges." 

"2.  I  have  held  tiat  Art.  10  of  our  By-Laws  taken  in  connec- 
tion with  Art.  IX.  Sec.  9,  which  provides  that  'A  ballot  for  the 
mysteries  elects  for  the  three  degrees,'  if  an  objection  is  'made 
in  open  Lxlere.  in  writing  signed  by  the  objector,'  or  'in  pecret 
to  the  Worshipful  Master.'  reasons  therefor  must  be  stated,  and 
it  is  the  privilege  and  duty  of  the  Lodge  to  pass  upon  the  suffi- 
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ciency  thereof,  and,  if  sustained  by  a  majority  vote,  the  initiate 
can  not  proceed  nntil  the  Lodge  reverses  its  action,  bnt  when 
the  objection'  is  made  'in  secret  to  the  Worshipful  Master  the 
name  of  the  objector  should  not  be  disclosed.' 

"If  the  Brother  has  committed  a  Masonic  offense,  charges 
should  be  preferred  and  trial  had  as  provided  by  law." 

"3.  No  one  who  was  made  a  Mason  in  a  Lodge  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Gran  Dieta  Simbolica  of  Mexico,  and  dimit- 
ted  therefrom,  can  affiliate  with  or  visit  a  Lodge  of  this  Juris- 
diction; and  no  member  of  a  Lodge  under  that  Jurisdiction  should 
be  permitted  to  visit  a  Lodge  in  this." 

On  the  subject  of  an  Orphans'  Fund  the  Grand  Master  fitly 
said: 

"While  we  are  in  no  condition,  financially,  to  undertake  the 
establishment  of  a  Masonic  Home,  I  am  convinced  that  we  could 
and  should  do  more  towards  assisting  the  destitute  orphans  of 
our  decease!  Brethren.  I  would  not  advise  more  direct  taxation 
for  such  purpose,  but  I  earnestly  recommend  that  each  Lodge 
be  urged  to  raise  a  fund  by  voluntary  donation  to  be  used  exclu- 
sively for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  orphan  children  of 
unfortunate  brethren." 

He  had  issued  a  circular  letter  in  consequence  of  having  been 
notified  that  but  few  of  the  Lodges  were  complying  with  that 
Grand  Lodge  resolution  which  requires  that  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  read  in  all  the  Lodges.  In  that  letter 
he  gave  the  Brethren  some  wholesome  advice,  fraternally  call- 
ing attention  to  said  resolution,  which  is  obligatory,  and  urging 
Lodges  to  have  read  not  only  the  Grand  Master's  report  and  de- 
cisions, but  also,  as  mo3t  important,  the  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  thus  informing  themselves  on 
the  condition  of  Masonry  at  home  and  abroad,  and  ensuring,  by 
reading  and  discussion  in  the  Lodge,  awakened  and  lively  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Fraternity. 

Nine  ditpensations  had  been  granted — only  one  of  those  to 
confer  degrees  out  of  time,  and  that  one  seemed  a  pressing  case, 
involving  a  sixty-five  mile  journey,  each  way,  twenty -five  miles 
1 3  be  by  private  conveyance. 

He  bestowed  well  merited  commendation  on  Brother  Seamon's 
report  on  Mexican  Masonry. 

The  six  District  Deputies  who  made  reports  furnished  highly 
encDuraging  news  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Craft.  The  Grand 
Master  gave  those  faithful  officers  unstinted  praise. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  in  his  recapitulation, 
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balance/ after  all  expenditures  in  hands  of  Grand  Treasurer, 
1763.62,  of  which  $339.00  belong  to  the  Charity,  account,    and 
$424.62  are  available  cash. 

The  very  able  and  efficient  Grand  'Lecturer,  Bro.  W.  H.  Sea 
mon,  who  is  also  the  accomplished  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres 
pondence,  reported  that  in  discharge  of  his  duties  as  Grand 
Lecturer,  he  had  traveled  more  than  two  thousand  miles  and 
had  spent  thirty  days  in  exclusive  attention  to  the  duties  of  his 
position.  This  was  giving  more  time  to  this  work  than  his  busi- 
ness affairs  permitted. 

He  desired  Grand  Lodge  to  appoint  a  Grand  Lecturer  who 
could  practically  give  his  whole  time  to  this  important  work- 
Evidently  the  Grand  Lodge  had  no  idea  of  letting  Brother  Sea- 
mon  off,  for  no  action  was  taken  on  his  suggestion  of  a  new 
Lecturer.  Knowing  Brother  Seamen's  excellent  qualifications, 
Grand  Lodge  does  not  desire  to  make  a  change. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  to  which  had  been  referred  a 
suggestion  from  the  Grand  Secretary  as  to  increasing  Grand 
Lodge's  revenue,  favored  adoption  of  the  Grand  Secretary's 
recommendation,  viz  : 

"For  each  initiation  the  sum  of  five  dollars." 

"For  each  special  dispensation  to  elect  and  install  officers  out 
of  time,  ten  dollars,  such  fee  for  installation  to  accompany  the 
petition  for  dispensation,  which  must  bear  the  seal  of  the  Lodge 
making  the  request." 

On  motion  the  recommendation  was  amended  so  as  to  read: 

"That  a  tax  be  levied  upon  subordinate  Lodges  of  three  dollars 
for  each  initiation,  two  dollars  for  each  passing  of  a  candidate, 
and  one  dollar,  as  heretofore,  for  raising." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  made  an  able  report 
on  the  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  and  the 
Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  for  recognition.  The  Committee 
recommended  that  fraternal  recognition  be  accorded  to  Costa 
Rica,  but  that,  as  to  Belgium,  there  be  ''delay  in  recognition 
until  we  can  be  satisfied  that  Belgium  makes  the  same  require- 
ment of  its  members  as  we  do"  of  ours. 

In  this  report  Brother  Seamon  says: 

"Recently  some  of  the  American  Grand  Lodges  have  with- 
drawn the  recognition  extended,  for  the  reason  that  Belgium 
has  exchanged  Representatives  with  the  Godless  Grand  Orient 
of  France,  and  recognition  has  been  refused  by  others  for  the- 
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flame  reason.     We  do  not  consider  this  to  be  a  legitimate]  reason  for 
refusal  of  recognition.1'    (Italics  ours.) 

On  the  contrary,  dear  Brother,  we  do  most  .'emphatically  so 
consider  it;  moreover  we  regard  fraternal  recognition  of  such  a 
Body  as  the  French  Grand  Orient,  as  a  pusillanimous  comprom- 
ise of  our  foundation  faith  in  God. 

This  report  was  adopted,  on  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Grand  Master's  address;'  which  Committee  also  recom- 
mended, in  regard  to  Mexican  Masonry,  that  no  further  action 
be  taken  until  the  future  of  Mexican  Masonry  is  more  clearly 
assured. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  proposition,  for  estab- 
lishment of  an  International  Masonic  Office,  sent  out  from  Grand 
Lodge  Switzerland — Alpina,  be  not  considered — the  reason 
assigned,  same  as  ours. 

As  to  decision  No.  1,  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master,  in  refer- 
ence to  the  burial  of  non  affiliates,  the  Committee  thought  the 
present  By-Law  of  Grand  Lodge  relating  thereto,  sufficiently 
liberal,  and  should  be  adhered  to. 

Decision  No.  2  met  the  Committee's  approval . 

There  being  no  necessity  for  considering  No.  3,  it  was  not 
reported  on.    Report  adopted. 

Next  Grand  Communication  will  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Santa  Fe. 

CORRESPONENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  covering  about  eighty 
pages,  is,  as  usual,  from  the  able  pen  of  R.  \  W.\  Brother  W. 
H.  Seamon.  Alabama — 1900  received  courteous  and  fraternal 
notice. 

Brother  Seamon  does  not  believe  in  Masonic  legislation 
agaist  the  liquor  traffic.  All  the  same  we  doubt  not  that  any 
saloonist  trying  to  enter  Brother  Seamon 's  Lodge,  would  find  the 
door  hard  to  open. 

This  excellent  writer's  article  on  Mexican  Masonry  is  a  valu- 
able addition  to  Masonic  literature. 

To  those  who  seem  to  take  pleasure  in  airing  the  glaring  de- 
fects of  the  Gran  Dieta,  Brother  Seamon  says: 

"The  thing  is  dead;  there  is  no  use  kicking  its  carcass." 

He  does  not  object  to  "joint  occupancy;"  still  he  contends  that 
the  Blue  Lodge  should  control  the  use  of  the  rooms.

His  reflections  on  Symbolic  Masonry  and  the  ''higher  degrees/' 
are  just.  This  volume  includes  an  interesting  paper  on  "Early 
Masonry,  Trans-Missouri  West." 

Under  Wisconsin  Brother  Seamon  presents  enlightened,  broad 
minded  views  on  the  subject  of  landmarks,  and  qualifications  of 
candidates.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Sydney— June,  1900,  to  June,  1901. 
Lodges  185— Membership  8,186— net  gain  680. 
M.\  W.\  John  Cochrane  Remington,  Grand  Master. 

This  well  printed  volume  of  Proceedings  is  embellished  with 
an  artistic  and  well  favored  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Reming- 
ton, and  with  a  view  of  the  quite  imposing  Masonic  Hall  at 
Sydney. 

During  the  year  two  Special,  and  the  four  Quarterly  Commu- 
nications had  been  held.  The  Special  Communication  of  August  8, 
1900,  was  called,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  General  Pur- 
poses, to  consider  the  advisability  of  granting  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  "Indian  Famine  Relief  Fund."  Over  $500.00  was  voted 
to  said  fund. 

The  other  Special*  Communication,  June  11,  1001,  was  for  the 
selection  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  That  business  having 
been  attended  to  Grand  Lodge  closed  the  said  special  meeting. 

At  the  September  (1900)  Quarterly,  in  accordance  with  the 
Constitution,  the  resolution  of  August  8th,  to  donate  one  hun- 
dred guineas  to  the  Indian  Famine  Relief  Fund,  was  duly  con 
firmed. 

At  this  Communication  the  Grand  Master  delivered  a  brief 
but  excellent  address.  He  declared  that  Peace,  Progress  and 
Prosperity  were  the  distinct  features  of  the  past  quarter  in  the 
history  of  the  Craft  in  New  South  Wales.  He  commended  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes,  the  Board  of  Benevolence,  and  the 
Grand  Lodge  officers  for  their  zeal  and  activity  in  the  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties. 
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On  the  11th  day  of  An  gust  he  had  consecrated  and  dedicated 
one  new  Lodge  in  a  flourishing  suburb  of  the  city  of  Sydney. 

Fifty-eight  dispensations  had  been  issued  since  the  last  report. 
He  cites  the  law  under  the  provisions  of  which  each  dispensa- 
tion had  been  granted — we  note  that  one  of  these  dispensations 
was  for  the  initiation  of  a  Lewis  (eldest  son  of  a  Master  Mason). 

He  manifested  lively  interest  in  works  of  Benevolence  and  Char- 
ity, and  alluding  to  the  grant  of  August  8th  to  the  Famine  Relief 
Fund,  he  intimated  that,  at  least,  $1,200.00  more  had  been  given 
to  relieve  affliction  and  succor  distress."  Routine  business  fol- 
lowed, but,  on  recommendation  of  the  chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  in 
turn,  recommended  that  recognition  be  extended  to  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico.  The  Board  also  recommended 
interchange  of  Representatives  by  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
Wales,  and  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Inspector,'  of  Workings  (correspond- 
ing with  the  office  of  Grand  Lecturer  in  America)  presented  for 
the  most  part,  a  promising  condition  of  the  Craft. 

In  his  •  address  at  the  December  quarterly  the  Grand  Master 
had  the  pleasure  of  reporting  a  healthy  and  harmonious  quar- 
ter's work  "marked  by  inceased  prosperity  for  the  Craft,"  conse- 
quent upon  the  "zealous  work  of  the  Board,  Inspectors  and 
other  officers. 

In  graceful  terms  he  alluded  to  the  early  advent  of  the  Gov. 
ernor  General,  Lord  Hopetown,  and  trusted  1  hat  the  Colony  of 
New  South  Wales  would  maintain  its  high  standing  when  it 
became  one  of  the  component  parts  of  the  new  Commonwealth. 
An  address,  to  His  Excellency  the  Right  Honorable  John  Adrian 
Louis,  Earl  of  Hopetown,  Viscount  Aithrie,  Baron  Hope,  &c, 
&c,  &c,  Governor  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia, 
was  then  proposed  and  adopted. 

At  the  March  Quarterly  the  Grand  Master,  in  opening  his  ad- 
dress, said: 

"The  black  border  of  our  Agenda  Paper,  and  the  tokens  of 
mourning  which  festoon  this  Grand  Lodge  Room  would  be  re- 
minders to  us,  if  such  were  needed,  that  we  meet  in  a  time  of 
national  sorrow. " 

"There  is  no  need  either  for  fulsome  eulogy  of  our  late  Sov- 
ereign, Her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  nor  would  this  be  the  place 
for  it  in  any  event;  but  while  the  whole  world  has  joined  with 
the  British  Empire,  of  which  we  are  >proud  to  form  a  part,  in

lamenting  her  death,  even  at  such  a  good  old  age,  with  a  spon- 
taneous outburst  of  sympathy  such  as  no  departed  monarch  has 
ever  before  evoked,  it  would  ill  become  Freemasons  to  keep 
silence." 

He  tenderly  commemorated  the  names  of  two  beloved  Breth- 
ren of  the  Jurisdiction,  who  had  passed  away.  40  more  dispen- 
sations were  granted — one  of  them  for  initiation  of  another 
Lewis. 

In  one  of  his  suggestions,  the  spirit  of  a  true  Mason  brightly 
shines.  It  means  the  maintaining  of  the  nobility  of  woman, 
and  her  uplifting. 

The  suggestion  referred  to  was  that  the  Masonic  Scholarship 
at  the  University  of  Sydney,  established,  in  1880,  for  the  sons  of 
Freemasons,  should  be  also  made  available  for  girls,  but  after 
consultations  with  the  Chancellor  of  the  University  he  had 
found  that  ;  nothing  short  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  could  vary 
the  conditions  of  the  original  Deed  of  Settlement;  therefore  he 
suggested  ihat  such  a  sum  of  money  should  be  voted  as  might 
be  deemed  sufficient  to  found  a  Scholarship  for  the  daughters  of 
Freemasons,  and  proposed  its  reference  to  a  suitable  committee 
to  report  at  next  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge. 

At  the  June  Quarterly— the  last  of  the  four  for  the  year— the 
Special  Committee,  &c— Masonic  Scholarship  for  Girls,  ap- 
pointed at  the  previous  Quarterly  to  report  on  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter's suggestion,  at  this  Communication,  made  a  report  submit- 
ting nine  recommendations,  the  first  two  of  which  are  all  that 
we  need  copy  at  this  time,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes  for  consideration. 

let  recommendation  was  "That  a  scholarship  be  found  ad  as 
soon  as  1,000  pounds  shall  have  been  raised  for  the  purpose  of 
an  endowment,  and  shall  be  known  as  "The  Freemasons'  Schol- 
arship for  Women." 

The  2d  recommendation  was,  "That  the  sum  of  500  pounds  be 
given  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  an  appeal  be  irade  to  all  affilia- 
ted Lodges,  and  individual  brethren  to  furnish  the  necessary 
balance. 

Among  the  39  dispensations  reported  at  this  Communication, 
were  two  for  the  initiation  of  Lewises. 

That  our  New  South  Wales  Brethren  are  no  drones  in  the 
Masonic  hive,  appears  in  the  following  figures: 

During  the  year,  according  to  the  Balance  Sheet — audited  and 
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found  correct— for  the  year  ending  May  31,1901,  the  receipts  for 
the  Benevolent  Fund  were  $15,215.80,  and  expenditures  in  charity 
for  the  same  period  were  $10,424.68. 

The  assets  of  the  Grand- Lodge- Benevolent  Fund  make  a  total 
of  $36,492.88. 

Upon  his  investiture  as  Grand  Master  for  the  third  year  of 
service  as  such,  the  M.\  W. '.  Brother  made  an  address  of  great 
local  interest. 

Representatives  of  31  sister  Grand  Lodges  were  formally  an- 
nounced and  presented  to  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Master,  who  him- 
self represented  Ireland  and  Denmark. 

We  note  in  the  "Grand  Lodge  Directory "  that  the  space  for 
the  name  of  Alabama's  Representative,  near  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  South  Wales,  is  vacant,  while  our  eminent  Brother 
H.  S.  D.  Mallory's  name  appears  as  Representative  of  N.  S.  W. 
near  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama.  If  the  said  vacancy  has 
not  already  been  filled  such  action  will  no  doubt  be  speedily 
taken. 

In  addition  to  the  "figures"  quoted  on  the  preceding  page  as 
showing  Ausrsalian  Masonic  benevolence,  it  may  be  observed 
that  the  '  'Freemasons'  Orphan  Society"  has  in  hand  a  balance  of 
$112,766.40  (estimating  the  £  at  $4.80),  and  that  the  "Freemason's 
Benevolent  Institution,"  affording  permanent  relief  to  the  aged 
and  distretsed,  their  wives  or  widows,  has  a  balance  of  $26,  • 
299.20. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

At  the  June  Quarterly  R.  \  W.  \  Brother  J.  B.  Trinett,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  presented  a 
brief  report,  in  course  of  which  he  said: 

"It  seems  only  befitting  that  we  should  specially  mention  the 
fact  that  the  action  taken  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  in  respect  of 
"irregular  Lodges,"  has  met  with  a  general  approval  amongst 
American  Grand  Lodges,  which  betokens  the  moral  support 
which  may  be  expected  to  be  forthcoming  from  sister  Grand 
Lodges  whilst  we  adhere  to  the  ancient  landmarks." 

In  concluding  he  intimated  that  the  reviews  prepared  by  the 
members  of  the  committee  would  be  available  in  due  time  for 
publication  in  the  Proceedings. 

Those  reviews,  covering  87  pages,  and  evincing  marked  ability, 

are  before  us.    The  report  is  subscribed  by  Herbert  S.  Thomp- 
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son,  Chairman,  and  W.  H.  Shortland,  H.  Palmer,  Claude  Man- 
ning and  T.  L.  Rawbotham,  Members,  each  of  whom  puts  his  . 
initials  at  the  foot  of  each  report  prepared  by  him.  In  the  dis- 
tribution of  "Proceedings"  to  be  reviewed  Alabama  fell  to  the 
lot  of  Brother  Palmer,  who  accorded  our  Jurisdiction  nearly  two 
pages  of  most  courteous  and  fraternal  notice.  He  characterizes 
Grand  Master  Williams'  address  as  "an  eloquent  tribute  to  the 
worth  and  beneficent  power  of  Freemasonry."  He  tenders  fra- 
ternal condolence  on  the  death  of  our  beloved,  late  Grand  Secre- 
tary, H.  Clay  Armstrong.  Most  highly  do  we  appreciate  the 
following. 

"An  exceedingly  able  Foreign  Correspondence  report  from 
the  pen  of  Bro.  W.  Y.  Titcomb,  who  is  again  appointed  to  that 
arduous  and  responsible  office,  covering  185  pages,  allots  a  good 
review,  of  three  pages,  to  New  South  Wales. " 

We  had  intimated  that'a  few  Lodges  still  refused  allegiance 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales;  whereupon  Brother 
Palmer  says: 

"May  we  set  our  valued  correspondent  right  in  this  connec- 
tion? There  is  only  one  Lodge  in  this  territory  not  yielding 
obedience  to  the  Grand  Lodge." 

Glad  of  the  correction,  Brother;  and  may  that  solitary  Lodge 
soon  come  into  the  fold. 

Brother  Palmer  informs  us  that  all  the  officers  in  his  Grand 
Lodge  except  that  of  Deputy  Grand  Master  are  elective.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

Quarterly  Communication— Sydney— -December,  1901. 

No.  of  Lodges  185 — Membership  not  stated. 
M.\  W.'.  Bro.  J.  C.  Remington,  Grand  Master. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  made  allusion  to  the  death  of 
his  predecessor,  M.  \  W.  *.  Bro.  Sir  Joseph  Palmer  Abbott  on 
Sept.  15,  1001,  also  to  the  death  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  Bro.  Wm.  McEinley.  He  likewise  made  mention  of  the 
demise  of  P.  P.  G.  M.,  Bro.  the  Hon.  George  Thornton,  and  read 
Secretary  of  State  John  Hay's  acknowledgement  of  the  receipt 
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of  his  cablegram  of  sympathy  expressed  by  the  Freemasons  of 
New  South  Wales  in  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the  people  of 
the  United  States.  * 

Of  this  address,  which  covers  eight  and^one-half  pages,  six 
pages  are  taken  up  by  a  statement  of  the  Cambrian  Lodge  mat- 
ter, in  which  a  law-suit  was  involved,  but  is  now  terminated, 
and  which  still  includes  a  complaint  on  the  part  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  that  an  independent^Lodge  in  that 
Jurisdiction  had  received  by  affiliation  brethren  who  had  been 
excluded  from  loyal  lodges  for  non-fulfillment  of  their  Masonic 
obligations.  The  case  had  been  considered,  on  appeal,  by  the 
Board,  of  General  Purposes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
which  condoned  the  unwarranted  action  of  those  brethren,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  unwilling  to  reverse  thef  judgment 
of  its  Board  of  General  Purposes,  had  unanimously  sustained 
the  decision  of  the  board.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  N.  S.  W.  feels 
aggrieved,  but  is  willing  to  let  the  matter  drop,  nevertheless 
maintaining  its  edict  against  visiting  or  receiving  visits  from 
brethren  in  question. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  would  not  in- 
terest our  readers.  Under  clause  181,  B.  of  C,  Bro.  John 
McPeck  Adams  was  expelled  for  the  crime  of  forgery. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  was,  in  the 
main,  very  gratifying. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  his  balances  as  follows:

Number  of  Master  Masons,  111,365.    Gain,  5,130. 
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With  each  an  amount  of  resolution  as  ft  protracted,  hot  spell 
of  weather  admits,  we  proceed  to  tussle  with  this  formidable 
volume  of  Proceedings  (537  pp.),  and,  gently  dropping  into  our 
old  groove,  begin  by  stating  that  .it  is  enriched  by  exquisite  en- 
gravings which  present  the  features  of  Daniel  D.  Tompkins, 
Geo.  W.  White,  and  President  Wm.  McKinley,  also  by  a  fac- 
simile of  the  Bible  page  on  which  George  Washington  took  the 
oath  of  office,  Inauguration  Day,  1789.  Other  embellishments 
also  appear.  The  whole  book  is  a  monument  to  the  energy,  and 
excellent  taste  of  the  Grand  Secretary. 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  officers  and  fifty -five  Grand  Representa- 
tives were  reported  present  at  the  Communication  under  review,. 
Alabama's  ambassador  being  included. 

It  needs  not  that  we  attempt  to  praise  the  address  of  Grand 
Master  Mead:  itself  indicates  its  claim  to  excellence. 

Mentioning  the  Fraternal  Dead,  alluding  to  the  infamous  ancK 
dastardly  taking  off  of  President  McKinley,  he  exclaimed: 

4 'Oh,  the  pity  of  it!"  At  a  time  of  great  tranquillity  and  re- 
joicing, the  husbandman  giving  thanks  for  an  immeasurable 
harvest,  the  merchant,  for  the  new  fields  of  commerce  opened 
up  to  the  industries  of  the  world,  the  artisan  that  his  labor  is 
fully  rewarded,  bringing  comfort  and  happiness  as  the  result  of 
honest  toil,  the  fiendish  blow  fell.  'May  my  right  hand  forget 
her  cunning  and  my  tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  my  mouth,'  if 
my  lips  are  ever  polluted  by  speaking  the  name  of  the  in- 
famous wretch  whose  crime  against  mankind  in  the  ages  past  t 
has  never  been  equalled,  and  whose  name  will  be  accursed  in  all 
generations." 

For  various  purposes  Grand  Master  had  issued  30  dispensations. 

His  report  of  ceremonies,  such  as  laying  corner-stones,  dedi- 
cating Lodge  Halls,  &c,  fills  ten  pages  of  his  address  with  the 
names  of  officers  and  Brethren  participating  therein. 

That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York  is  very  far  from  being 

"poverty-stricken,"  let  the  Grand  Master's  figures  testify: 

"From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  it  will  be  observed 

that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  received  for  the  year 

ending  December  31,  1901,  the  sum  of  $86  937  65,  which  has  been 
transmitted  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  an  increase  over  las :  year's 
receipts  of  $4,0^1.95." 

He  found  from  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  that  balance  on 
hand  and  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $141,790.70,  and  dis- 
bursements to  $82,138.28,  on  hand  in  the  Treasury  $59,652.42. 

During  the  year  the  Permanent  Fund  had  been  increased  by 
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$13,664.23,  making  the  Fund  reach  the  sum  of  $117,365.13. 

In  very  good  shape  we  should  say. 

Several  petitions,  praying  for  dispensations  to  form  new 
Lodges,  had  been  received,  bnt  the  Grand  Master,  taking  into 
consideration  the  good  of  the  Craft  as  a  whole,  denied  all  bat 
two.  All  requirement*  having  been  complied  with  by  these  two, 
and  Grand  Lecturer  having  certified  to  their  skill  and  ability  to 
do  Masonic  work,  he  cordially  recommended  charters  for  them. 

The  last  Grand  Lodge  having  authorized  him  to  appoint  a 
committee  of  five  competent  .brethren,  on  Work  and  Lectures, 
whose  duty  it  should  be  "to  carefully  consider  the  work  with  the 
Grand  Lecturer,"  he  had  appointed  such  committee,  which 
proved  to  be  composed  of  faithful,  painstaking,  indefatigable 
workmen,  and  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  that  friendly  relations  had  been 
restored  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  but  he  had  re- 
referred  the  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Valle  de 
Mexico,  Coahuila,  and  Tamaulipas  for  recognition,  to  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  with  request 
to  report  thereon  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

On  another  subject  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"It  will  be  recalled  that  in  1896  the  Grand  Lodge  abandoned 
the  usage  of  perpetual  penal  jurisdiction  and  fixed  the  limit  at 
one  year.  In  applying  this  change  of  the  Constitution  M. '.  £.'. 
John  Stewart,  then  Grand  Master,  in  a  communication  addressed 
To  all  the  Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction,  bearing  date  October  15, 
1806,  expressed  a  view  that  it  was  'only  fair,  and  in  that  spirit 
of  comity  which  should  exist  between  Grand  Lodges,  to  respect 
the  laws  of  each  other/  and  ruled  that  in  all  cases  of  applicants 
for  initiation  in  the  Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  who  had  been  re- 
jected in  other  Jurisdictions  in  fraternal  relations  with  us,  the 
law  in  such  re  jecting  Jurisdiction  should  be  complied  with  before 
the  candidate  could  be  initiated  in  any  of  our  Lodges.  Some  of  onr 
sister  Jurisdictions  still  adhere  to  the  rule  of  perpetual  Jurisdic- 
tion over  rejected  material,  and  the  assertion  of  that  rule  has  been 
recently  brought  to  my  attention.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that 
the  question  of  the  interpretation  of  our  Constitution  in  respect 
to  applicants  to  our  Lodges  who  have  been  rejected  in  other  Ju- 
risdictions, holding  the  rule  of  perpetual  authority  over  rejected 
material,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  its 
report  and  action  at  this  Annual  Communication. " 

The  Grand  Master  justly  considers  this  matter  one  of  import- 
ance. There  has  already  been  a  near  approach  to  friction  between 
Grand  Lodges  on  the  subject  of  jurisdiction  over  rejected  appli- 
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cants.    It  is  to  be  devoutly  wished  that  all  Grand  Lodges  could 
agree  on  this  subject.   How  much  correspondence  it  would  save! 

The  Grand  Master  passes  high  encomiums  on  R.\  W. '.  Alex- 
ander Clark,  Grand  Librarian,  and  on  Grand  Historian,  R.  \  W. '. 
Peter  Ross,  for  their  zeal,  fidelity  and  efficiency. 

From  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and 
Asylum  Fund  it  is  seen  that  the  balance  on  hand  in  the  Reserve 
Fund  is  the  sum  of  $215,169.88.  It  is  observed  that  "the  balance 
in  Reserve  Fund  equals  that  of  last  year  notwithstanding  a  draft 
upon  it  of  |12,800.00  towards  f>the  construction  of  the  extension 
to  the  Children's  Building.  "J 

The  total  number  of  applications  for  admission  to  the  Home 
since  its  opening  is  709.    Total  inmates,  March  9,  1902,  273. 
Average  number  of  inmates  during  the  year,  261. 

Trie  report  of  the  Superintendent  ;of  the  Masonic  Home  is  a 
very  interesting  paper.  To  give  it  a  place  in  this  review  is  not 
practicable.  In  order  to  form  an  idea  as  to  how  extensive  the 
Institution  is,  one  need  but  observe  that  the  Home  staff  consists 
of  85  persons,  viz:  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendent; 
nurse,  teachers  and  attendants,  8;  cook,  baker  and  kitchen  as- 
sistants, 5;  waitresses  ,and  housemaids,  10;  janitor,  1 ;  laundry- 
man  and  assistant,  2;  engineer,  firemen,  watchman,  and  carpen- 
ter, 7;  total,  35.    Of  this  number  26  reside  in  the  Home. 

The  farm  work  and  care  of  the  grounds  have  required  the 
employment  of  a  farmer,  barn  man,  and  six  farm  hands. 

Under  M.*.  W.'.  Brother  Anthony's  excellent  management,  the 
physical,  intellectual  and  moral  needs  of  the  children  are  care- 
fully attended  to. 

Doubtless  oi  r  New  York  Brethren  would  rejoice  could  Brother 
Anthony  live  so  long  in  possession  of  mental  and  bodily  powers, 
that  he  should  reach  the  age  of  Methuselah.  The  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance  for  the  yew  was  the  sum  of  $180.43.  Receipts, 
(78,066.65.  Expenditures,  $72,212  44.  Cash  balance  on  hand, 
with  supplies  and  credit  account,  $5,854.21. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  in  his  report,  gave  a  pleasing  account  of 
his  work  and  experiences  during  the  year,  and  justified  the  an- 
ticipation of  benefit  to  arise  from  his  labors  in  conjunction  with 
the  Committee  of  Five  on  Work  and  Lectures. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Historian  (77  pp.)  is  a  very  interesting 
document— a  valuable  contribution  to  Masonic  literature. 

The  Grand  Librarian  is  "the  right  man  in  the  right  place." 
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The  "German  Masonic  Temple  Association"  has  for  twenty 
years  been  actively  engaged  in  behalf  of  "those  of  our  people 
who/'  weary  and  heavy  laden,  "have  sought  the  welcome  shel- 
ter of  onr  Home. " 

This  Association  not  only  contributes  to  the  support  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Masonic  Home  at  Utica,  but  also  supports  and 
maintains  a  Home  of  its  own — the  "Masonic  Home  at  Tappan." 

Its  financial  report  from  Jan.  1,  1991  to  Dec.  31,  1901,  shows 
total  receipts,  with  balance  on  hand,  to  have  been  $11,560.54. 
Disbursements  $10,600.04.  Total  assets,  Jan.  1,  1902,  $119,727.50. 

The  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  of  the  City  of  New  York,  Bor- 
oughs of  Manhattan  and  the  Bronx  had  during  the  year  dis- 
pensed charity  to  the  amount  of  $1,020.90,  besides  spending 
$6,091.14  on  its  building,  known  as  the  "Shelter  of  the  Masonic 
Board  of  Relief  of  the  City  of  New  York." 

The  "Committee  of  Five  on  Work  and  Lectures"  made  report, 
and  it  was  received,  and  the  recommendations  therein  contained 
were  adopted.  The  committee  recommended  that  the  work  as 
exemplified  by  the  Grand  Lecturer  be  adopted  as  the  "Standard 
Work  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  in  the  State  of  New  York." 
The  committee  also  recommended  some  minor  changes,  amend- 
ments and  additions  to  the  Standard  Work;  but  declined  to  act 
on  a  proposition  brought  to  its  attention;  deeming  it  wiser  and 
more  courteous  to  submit  the  same,  without  comment  -or  sug- 
gestion, to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  proposition  was  the  following: 

"Shall  the  Prayer  at  the  Raising  of  the  Brother  in  the  Third 
Degree  be  omitted?" 

On  motion,  action  on  said  proposition  was  deferred  until  the 
next  Annual  Communication. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, it  was 

"Resolved,  That  any  action  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  York, 
relative  to  the  recogoition  of  the  several  Grand  Lodges  of 
Mexico — enumerated  in  this  report— be  deferred  pending  farther 
consideration. 

The  Grand  Lodges  mentioned  were,  "Valle  de  Mexico,"  "Coa- 
huila,"  and  "Tamaulipas." 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  fra- 
ternal relations  were  established  with  the  Grand  Lodge  Zur 
Sonne,  at  Bayrenth, 
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The  decision  of  Grand  Master  Stewart,  October  15,  1896,  in 
the  matter  of  perpetual  penal  jurisdiction  in  certain  cases,  was 
sustained,  action  thereon  not  having,  it  seems,  been  taken  by 
Grand  Lodge  heretofore. 

In  the  third  place  the  invitation  to  participate  in  an  Interna- 
tional Masonic  Congress  at  Geneva,  Switzerland,  was  declined. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  take  up  forty-four  pages 
of  the  Proceedings.  Those  Brethren  seem  enthusiastic  in  their 
work.  The  high  praises  they  bestow  upon  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
are  too  numerous  to  copy. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  student  will  find  abundant  food  for  thought  in  the  report 
on  Correbpondence  submitted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  F.  C. 
Committee,  M.\  W.\  M.  Jesse  B.  Anthony.  Within  191  pages 
he  presents  an  admirable  view  of  the  entire  Masonic  world. 

Alabama— 1901  is  accorded  two  and  a  half  pages  of  fraternal 
notice.  Tu-  reviewer  quotes,  without  comment,  Grand  Master 
Russell  M.  Cunningham's  views  as  to  the  essential  qualifications 
of  speculative  Masonry,  and  copies  nine  of  his  ninety-one  decis- 
ion*, intimating  that  he  should  not  agree  with  No.  10,  (as  to  the 
eligibility  of  one  who  can  not  read  and  write). 

Referring  to  No.  54 — which  declares  a  J.  W.,  against  whom 
charges  had  been  preferred,  but  who  has  not  been  found  guilty, 
eligible  to  the  office  of  W.  M.,  Brother  Anthony  says: 

"Probably  eligible  but  not  entirely  suitable  under  the  circum- 
stances." And  as  to  No.  16,  which  decides  that  "a  Lodge  may  for 
sufficient  cause  expunge  any  report  from  its  minutes,"  he  says: 

"It  is  generally  held  that,  after  the  approval  of  the  minutes 
of  a  Lodge,  no  part  thereof  can  be  expunged.  The  Lodge  could 
rescind  or  insert  marginal  corrections." 

Bro.  Anthony  makes  courteous  mention  of  our  report  on  Cor- 
respondence, copying  the  statement  of  a  few  points  of  our  belief. 

It  is  but  due  to  ourselves  and  our  readers  that  a  misprint  in 
the  Alabama  printed  Proceedings,  1901,  should  be  corrected.  In 
print  the  writer  is  made  to  say:  "We  do  not  believe  in  depen- 
dent membership,"  whereas,  it  should  read:  "We  do  believe  in 
dependent  membership."

Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-nine  sister  Jurisdictions, 
Alabama  not  included,  were  present  on  this  occasion. 

All  of  the  proceedings  at  this  Grand  Communication  were 
conducted  in  a  dignified,  business-like  manner. 

The  dispute  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  still  "drags  its 
alow  length  along."  We  cannot  refuse  commendation  of  the 
attitude  assumed  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  in  that 
matter,  and  trust  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  will  soon 
see  the  error  of  its  way,  and  withdraw  its  charter  from  "Mahara 
Lodge*'  established  under  Provincial  Grand  Master  McCullough 
(8.  C.)  after  the  recognition,  by  most  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the 
world,  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  Scotland 
herself  having  accorded  to  said  Grand  Lodge  fraternal  recogni- 
tion, also. 

Two  corner-stones  had  been  laid,  and  four  new  Lodges  had 
been  constituted. 

The  M.\  W. '.  Grand  Master  delivered  a  practical  and  effective 
address,  well  worth  attentive  perusal. 

One  brief  passage  in  the  address  is  so  well  put  that  we  fain 
must  copy  it : 

"It  is  often  said  that  the  institution  of  Free  Masonry  is  too 
ideal  to  be  carried  out.  I  don't  know  whether  or  not  that  is  in- 
tended as  an  excuse  for  those  members  who  do  not  perform  their 
duties  as  Free  Masons.  However,  the  plea  is  raised  very  fre- 
quently. But  if  we  analyze  it  there  is  very  little  in  the  cry. 
What  does  Freemasonry  really  demand  ?  When  a  person  joins 
from  the  outer  world,  if  he  has  been  accustomed  to  profanity  he 
is  required  to  adjure  that  vice;  if  he  has  been  intemperate  he  is 
asked  to  become  temperate.  Indeed,  in  regard  to  the  various  frail- 
ties of  human  nature  it  is  asked  that  there  shall  be  some  attempt 
to  modify  them  or  to  correct  them  entirely.    We  ask  our  Brethren

to  carry  their  Freemasonry  into  the  outer  world,  to  prefer  their 
Brothers  in  business  matters,  without  prejudice;  to > give- the 
hand  of  consolation  to  those  in  affliction  or  distress — not  neces- 
sarily to  pat  one's  hand  in  one's  pocket,  but  to  endeavor  to 
smoothe  the  bed  of  sickness  of  our  Brothers  who  may  be  so 
afflicted.  And  I  would  ask  you  how  far  we  carry  out  these 
duties  as  Free  Masons?  There  is  surely  nothing  ideal  in  all 
this." 

The  address  contains  much  that  would  interest  our  readers, 
but,  at  this  late  hour,  we  must  omit  the  same. 

On  motion  it  was  agreed  that  the  next  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  should  be  held  at  Auckland. 

The  Board  of  Benevolence  reported  grants  of  relief,  for  the 
year  ending  March  81,  1902  to  the  amount  of  $699.75. 

By  vote  of  Grand  Lodge  semi-annual  Communications  were 
abolished.  Hereafter  an  Annual  Communication  will  be  held, 
in  May,  in  each  of  the  four  principal  divisions  of  the  Colony,  in 
rotation. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  (or  D.  D.  G.  M.'s) 
show  the  Craft,  in  very  many  instances,  to  be  in  excellent  condi- 
tion, and,  on  an  average  to  be  in  good  state.

115th  Annual— Raleigh— January,  1902.

No.  of  Lodges,  324— returns  from  288.  Members,  10,949.  Res- 
ident Masons  not  members,  1,309— total  Master  Masons — 12,258. 
(See  p.  144.) 

From  the  initial  page  of  this  volume  a  portrait  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter Royster  sternly  looks  out  beyond  the  beholder,  watchful  for 
the  security  and  interests  of  the  Craft.  • 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  it  appeared  that  there 
were  present— ten  Past  Grand  Officers  and  twenty  Grand  Rep* 
resentatives.  Alabama  is  not  represented  in  Grand  Lodge 
of  N.  C. 

After  the  opening  ceremony  was  concluded,  a  very  interesting, 
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historical  communication,  from  the  Junior  Grand  Warden  r 
locating  the  first  Masonic  Lodge  in  North  Carolina  at  Crown 
Point,  in  Pitt  County,  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  was  ordered 
spread  upon  the  minutes,  the  thanks  of  Grand  Lodge  having 
been  extended  to  the  sender  of  the  "valuable  document.  ' 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Royster  (12  pp)  reports  the  offi- 
cial acts  of  one  who  was  ever  faithful  to  the  requirements  of  his 
high  position,  and  alert  in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

On  the  State  of  tbe  Crait  he  said: 

*'We  bave  increased  in  numbers  and  this  increase  is  made  up 
of  the  bent  type  of  North  Carolina  manhood.  Quality  has  not 
been  sacrificed  in  toe  interest  of  quantity.  Our  brightest  and 
best  youngnien  are  seeking  admission  and  I  am  rejoiced  at  their 
coming.  We  can  help  them  and  they  can  help  this  grand  old 
Fraternity,  which,  for  more  than  a  hundred  years,  has  stood  for 
peace,  prosperity,  charity,  virtue,  liberty,  and  freedcm.  From 
all  aectioua  of  tbe  State  the  ulad  tidings  have  come,  and  my 
heart  is  filled  with  joy  unspeakable." 

Dispensations  bad  been  issued  for  eight  new  Lodges. 

There  were  a  number  of  Lodges  in  the  State  too  poor  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  Lecturer,  and  the  Grand  Master  was  strenu- 
ously of  the  opinion  that,  at  once,  something  should  be  done  to 
place  the  authorized  work  within  jthe  rea.h  of  every  Lodge  in 
the  State 

Having  carefully  considered  their  merits  he  had  refused  a 
number  of  requests  for  dispensations. 

Six  decisions  were  submitted. 

All  of  these  decisions  are  obviously  correct.  Decision  No.  2 
especially  commeuds  itself  to  our  judgment  and  sense  of  right: 

"2  A  member  of  a  Lodge  who  produces  the  Secretary's  re- 
ceipt that  be  has  paid  all  Lodge  dues,  and  against  whom  no 
charges  are  pending,  is  fn titled  to  dimit,  regardless  of  the  fact 
that  he  does  not  intend  to  apply  to  another  Lodge  for  member- 
ship." 

The  Grand  Master  had  been  under  the  painful  necessity  of 
suspending  two  Masters  of  Lodges:  the  parties  had  been  served 
with  cop i es  of  his  letter  of  suspension,  and  had  been  notified  to 
appear,  at  this  Grand  Lodge,  to  answer  the  charges  against 
them. 

He  paid  feeling  tribute  of  praise  to  the  Orphan  Asylum,  where 
"The  boys  and  girls  are  taught  to  do  something,  and  to  do  it 
well."    Said  he: 
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1 'Every  man  in  the  State  who  is  worthy  of  the  honorable  name 
of  Mason  would  be  prouder  that  he  is  such  could  he  occasionally 
visit  the  Asylum,  and  feel  the  inspiring  influences  that  pervade 
the  entire  premises." 

He  recommended  the  employment,  at  a  fixed  salary,  of  one  or 
two  lecturers,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  visit  and  instruct  such 
Lodges  as  the  Grand  Master  a  ad  Grand  Secretary  might  direct. 

He  also  recommended  that  the  laws  and  decisions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  be  carefully  codified  and  published  in  convenient  and  in- 
expensive form. 

The  Grand  Treasurers  balance,  Jan.  14,  1902,  was  the  sum  of 
$5,322.85. 

We  no  e  a  little  discrepancy  between  the  total  of  Master  Ma- 
sons stated  in  Abstract  of  Returns,  p.  144,  and  that  given  in 
the  Grand  Secretary's  Recapitulation,  on  page  35.  The  latter 
puts  the  figures  as  12,012,  while  the  former  gives  them  as 
12,258. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  made 
an  encouraging  report,  and  asked  the  usual  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $3,000.00.     From  this  report  we  cull  the  following: 

"At  the  dite  of  the  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30th, 
the  total  receipts  were  $26,947.40,  including  $7,500.00  from  the 
State.  The  net  cost  of  maintenance  and  education  was  $16,- 
014.51.  Tne  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance  alone  was  $50.86. 
For  maintenance  and  education  the  cost  per  capita  was  $63.18. 
Special  instruction  and  handicrafts,  etc. ,  is  gtven  to  seventy- 
nine  boys  and  fifty-eight  girls. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Asylum,  in  his  annual  report  for  year 
endiog  Nov.  30,  1901,  stated  receipts  to  have  been  $33,406.71,  and 
disbursements,  $28,313.25,  leaving  on  hand,  Nov.  30,  $5,093.46. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Asylum,  Bro.  W.  J. 
Hicks,  is  full  and  complete.  The  services  of  that  officer  must 
be  invaluable.  His  report  is  too  lengthy  to  be  reproduced  in 
this  review,  but  very  satisfactory. 

On  the  subject  of  Permanent  Improvements,  the  Superinten- 
dent observes  : 

"1st.  The  great  need  that  has  been  felt  for  years  for  an  abun- 
dant supply  of  good,  clear,  pure  water,  will,  we  think,  be  folly 
met  now.  We  have  a  well  256  ft.  deep  that  will  furnish  from 
75  to  100  gallons  per  minute,  of  beautiful,  clear,  cold  water  as 
soon  as  machinery  can  be  moved  in  and  pump  set  up."    This  he 
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thinks  will  prove  the  greatest  blessing  that  has  come  to  the  In- 
stitution for  many  years. 

The  Grand  Orator's  address — an  endeaver  to  answer  the  ques- 
tion, "What  is  Masonry?"  was  impressively  eloquent.  (We 
could  wish  that  the  term  "Order"  had  not  been  so  much  em- 
ployed by  the  Brother.) 

A  Special  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
recommending  denial  of  recognition  to  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Isle 
of  Cuba,  was  read  and  adopted.  The  committee's  report  was  a 
strong  challenge  of  the  legitimacy  of  the  Grand  Lod?e  of  Cuba. 

On  recommendation  of  Committees,  No.  1  and  No.  2  on  Char- 
ters and  Dispensations,  Charters  were  granted  to  ten  new 
Lodges. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Orphan  Asylum  was  highly  com- 
mendatory of  the  management  of  the  Institution,  and,  on  the 
committee's  recommendation  the  usual  annual  appropriation  of 
13,000.00  was  made. 

The  Special  Committee  to  which  had  been  referred  the  supen- 
sion  of  Masters  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  recommended  that  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Master,  suspending  two  Masters  of  Lodges, 
be  ratified  and  confirmed,  and  that  said  suspension  be  made 
permanent  during  each  defendant's  term  of  office.    Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  made  fitting  report.  Con- 
curred in. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  on  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master;  on  a  resolution  to  codify  the  laws,  and  prepare  a 
digest  of  decisions,  and  on  a  resolution  in  regard  to  remission  of 
Grand  Lodge  dues  of  aged  and  infirm  brethren,  to  the  following 
effect  viz:  firstly,  approval  of  all  the  decisions;  secondly,  recom- 
mendation that  the  Grand  Master  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  prepare  a  digest  of  the  decisions  and  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge; 
thirdly,  a  disapproval  of  the  resolution  on  remission  of  Grand 
Lodge  dues  of  aged  and  infirm  brethren.  And  the  report  of  the 
committee  was  adopted. 

A  resolution  was  adopted,  adding  a  short  catechism  to  the 
form  of  petition  for  Degrees,  to  be  voluntarily  answered  by  the 
petitioner. 

It  will  be  sufficient,  in  this  review,  to  state  that  the  several 
reports  of  the  Committee  on  appeals,  were  sustained. 

A  pleasing  incident,  expressive  of  the  high  estimate  placed  on 
the  services  of  Grand  Secretary,    John  C.   Drewry,  was  the 
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unanimous  adoption,  by  a  rising  vote,  of  a  motion  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  committee  of  three  "to  select  and  present  to 
Bro.  Drewry  and  his  bride  a  bridal  present  worthy  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  esteem  it  felt  for  him  as  its  Grand  Secretary." 

(Brother  Drewry  had  persistently  refused  any  increase  in  his 
salary,  when  the  Brethren  desired  to  raise  his  wages.) 

The  Commitee  on  the  Grand  Master's  recommendation  as  to 
disseminating  the  work  among  the  Lodges,  made  report  but  it 
was  tabled. 

Eloquent  addresses  attended  the  presentation  of  a  Pait  Grand 
Master's  Jewel  to  the  retiring  Grand  Master,  Brother  B.  S. 
Royster. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence,  his  sixth  annual— it  being  a 
review  of  the  Proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges  (three 
for  2  years),  and  covering  165  pages — was  from  the  pen  of  Brother 
John  A.  Collins,  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Brother  Collins  presents  us  with  an  able  review.  He  does 
not  waste  words,  but  is  a  forcible  and  polished  writer. 

Alabama— 1900  receives  a  little  over  a  page  of  fraternal  no- 
tice. The  reviewer  pays  to  Past  Grand  Master  Williams  the 
following  compliment: 

"Grand  Master  B.  Dudley  Williams,  in  the  exordium  of  his 
address,  is  inspired  with  a  fervid  rhetoric  that  his  successors 
may  patiently  study  if  they  hope  to  approach  him  in  eloquence. 
He  says  in  part:"  and  he  quotes  a  goodly  paragraph  of  the  open- 
ing address. 

Referring  to  the  Alabama  report  on  Correspondence,  he  kindly 
ignores  our  imperfections  and  says: 

■ 

4  'Taking  it  all  in  all,  Brother  Titcomb's  report  is  a  very  food 
one." 

Thanks,  Brother,  even  though  we  strongly  suspect  that  you 
discovered  faults  not  a  few  in  our  work. 

Appendix  No.  2,  in  these  Proceedings,  presents  a  very  inter- 
esting communication  from  Past  Grand  Master  Samuel  D.  Irvin. 
of  Georgia,  accompanied  by  "An  Abstract  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina.  In  the  Tear  A.  L.  5798. 
A.  D.  1798." 
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Brother  Irvin  is  certainly  entitled  to  the  hearty  thanks  of  his 
North  Carolina  Brethren.

NOVA  SCOTIA. 

36th  Annual— Halifax— June  1901. 

Chartered  Lodges,  62.  Lodges  failing  to  make  returns,  0. 
Master  Masons  subscribing  3,574 — Gain  over  last  year,  62. 

M.\  W. .  Theodore  A.  Cossman,  Grand  Master.  This  neat 
volume  of  Proceedings  comes  bearing  on  its  initial  page  the 
manly  features  of  Past  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  William  h  oss. 

When  the  Grind  Lodge  had  duly  asembled  it  was  found  that 
not  only  the  Grand  officers  and  a  constitutional  number  of  rep- 
resentatives of  the  constituent  Lodges  were  present,  but  also 
twenty  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty 
sister  Grand  Jurisdicti 3ns,  but  Brother  the  Rev.  Charles  Bow- 
man, D.  D.,  Alabama's  Representative  was  cot  reported  present. 

From  the  address  it  is  learned  that  of  the  few  Lodges  in  Nova 
Scotia  existing  when  the  last  century  opened  only  four  are  still 
at  work,  viz:  St.  Andrews  No.  1,  established  in  1768,  St.  John's 
No.  2,  established  in  1780,  Virgin  No.  3,  established  in  1782,  and 
St.  George  No.  20,  in  1784.  The  first  three  have  never  ceased 
working  since  the  date  of  their  organization;  the  last  named 
was  dormant  for  twenty  years  or  more,  but  revived  in  1859.  A 
peculiar  circumstance  in  connection  with  St.  George  No.  20,  was 
the  fact  that  the  same  W.  M.  and  Secretary  who  were  in  their 
respective  chairs  when  the  Lodge  ceased  working,  about  the 
year  1839,  held  the  same  offices  wben  the  Lodge  resumed  work 
in  1859. 

The  Grand  Master  announce  I  the  resignation,  December  31, 
1900,  of  the  veteran  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  William  Roes, 
much  to  the  regret  of  himself  and  associates,  also  his  appoint- 
ment of  R.\  W. .  Brother  Thomas  Mowbray  to  fill  the  vacancy 
occasioned  by  Brother  Row  resignation. 

The  thirty-one  official  acts  reported,  include  fourteen  dispen- 
sations permitting  degrees  to  be  conferred  out  of  time. 

On  the  death  of  the  illustrious  and  beloved  Queen  Victoria, 
he  had  cabled,  a  message  of  condolence  with  His  Majesty  Ring 
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Edward  VII,  Grand  Master  of  England,  as  well  as  of  faithful 
loyalty  to  him. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  a  report  from  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  submitting  the  single  official  act  he  had  been  called  upon 
to  perform.    Accepted  and  adopted. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  it  appears  that  only  two 
Lodges -remain  delinquent  in  respect  of  their  per  capita  tax. 

Total  receipts  for  1900,  $8,377.55. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  had,  June  10,  1901,  balance  on  hand 
amounting  to  $1,707.09. 

Committee  on  Finance  and  Audit  stated  receipts  from  all 
sources  to  June  10, 1901,  to  have  been  $4,961.55,  and  expenditures, 
$4,514.85—  that  $500.00  had  been  deposited  in  Royal  Bank  of 
Canada — that  Grand  Treasurer's  accounts  showed  a  cash  balance 
on  hand  of  $1,737.09— that  the  accounts  showed  increase  in 
receipts  of  $211.25  and  increase  in  expenditures  of  $909.19, 
caused  by  extensive  repairs  of  Free  Masons'  Hall.  The  Commit- 
tee congratulated  Grand  Lodge  on  its  good  financial  condition. 
Report  of  the  Committee  received  and  adopted. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  reported  that  they  had 
on  hand  $1,223.41. 

The  report  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M.'s  make,  on  the  whole,  an  excel- 
lent showing  for  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  Nova  Scotia. 
One  of  those  reports— that  for  District  No.  8,  is  very  short — 
about  an  inch  and  a  half  long — but  very  comprehensive,  exem- 
plifying the  old  latin  phrase,  "multum  in  parvo." 

The  acting  Master  of  a  Lodge  was  suspended  for  three  months 
for  initiating  a  petitoner  whose  application  did  not  conform  to 
constitutional  requirements,  and  for  allowing  an  investigating 
committee  to  report  on  the  same  day  said  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed, the  law  prohibiting  a  report  by  such  committee  within 
28  days  after  its  appointment. 

The  case  of  a  certain  Lodge  mentioned  by  the  Grand  Master 
in  his  address  having  been  referred  to  a  special  committee,  under 
the  recommendation  of  said  committee,  the  Master  of  said  Lodge 
was  suspended  for  three  months  and  the  Secretary  for  six  months. 
This  Secretary  was  also  a  Past  Master.  Four  other  Past  Masters, 
who  were  present  at  the  proceedings  complained  of,  were  placed 
under  censure. 

The  matter  alluded  to  was,  in  brief,  as  follows:  A  candidate 
presented  a  petition  for  membership  to  the  Lodge.    The  petition 
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was  read  in  open  Lodge,  in  December  and  referred  to  an  investi- 
gating committee  which  duly  reported.  At  the  January  meeting 
said  candidate  was  balloted  on,  and  the  ballot  not  being  clear,  & 
resolution  was  passed  for  another  ballot,  which  had  like  result, 
and  a  third  and  fourth  ballot  were  taken  with  same  result. 
Some  of  the  Brethren  p reseat  threatened  to  leave  the  Lodge  if 
the  candidate  was  not  elected.  The  candidate  was  declared 
rejected. 

The  Secretary  did  not  record  those  proceedings. 

At  the  February  meeting  the  candidate  was  again  balloted  on, 
elected,  and  received  the  E.  A.  Degree. 

The  committee  was  of  opinion  that  such  a  flagrant  violation 
of  the  Constitution  was  unprecedented,  and  that  it  should  be 
severely  punished;  but  the  committee  was  satisfied  that  the 
Master  acted  partly  through  ignorance  and  partly  through  undue 
influence  used  on  him  by  Past  Masters  present. 

Were  our  opinion  on  this  case  asked  we  should  say  that  indefinite 
suspension  should  have  been  the  lowest  penalty  for  all  the  mem- 
bers offending,  if  not  the  arrest  of  the  Lodge's  charter.  As  to 
that  matter,  we  would  add,  that,  for  the  presiding  officer  of  a 
Lodge,  ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  excuse. 

Recognition  was  granted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia. 

The  question  of  extending  recognition  to  Mexican  Grand 
Lodges  was  put  off  until  next  Annual. 

Information,  in  response  to  inquiry,  was  given,  by  the  Grand 
Master,  concerning  the  position  which  should  be  accorded  to  the 
Masonic  Body  when  attending  a  mixed  funeral,  to  the  following 
effect,  viz:  Presuming  that  the  funeral  is  Masonic,  given  at  the 
request  of  the  family  of  the  deceased  Brother,  then  it  must  be 
under  Masonic  direction,  and  the  only  place  such  Body  can 
occupy  is  immediately  in  front  of  the  hearse;  should  this  chief 
place  be  denied  them  by  any  other  organization,  civil  or  mili- 
tary; then  decline  to  attend  in  Masonic  capacity. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Grand  Secretary  in  his  remarks  at  the  close  of  this  vol- 
ume of  Proceedings,  informs  us  that  the  report  on  correspon- 
dence, a  review  of  sixty  '  'Proceedings, "  consists  of  thirty- two 
papers  by  M.-.  W.'.  Brother  T.  B.  Flint,  thirteen  by  R.'.  W.*. 
Brother  Ross,  two  by  Brother  W.  E.  Thompson,  and  thirteen  by 
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the  Grand  Secretary  (Brother  Thomas  Mowbray).  He  says  the 
delay  in  publishing  the  Proceedings  is  due  to  the  lateness  of  the 
F.  C.  report,  as  Brothers  Flint  and  Boss  have  but  scant  time  for 
preparation  of  their  reports,  being  members  of  Parliament. 

Of  these  several  reports  we  can  only  s*y  that  they  make  good 
reading,  are  courteous  and  fraternal  and  evince  marked  ability. 

Alabama  fell  to  the  lot  of  M.\  W.\  Brother  Flint,  who  gave 
us  a  kindly  notice  of  about  one  page.    He  said: 

"TheGrand  Master,"  (M.\  W.\  Brother  B.  D.  Williams,)  "read 
an  address  of  great  interest,  and  marked  in  parts  by  considerable 
eloquence." 

He  said  the  death  of  Graad  Secretary  Armstrong  was  a  severe 
blow  to  the  Craft. 
Our  grateful  appreciation  is  extended  for  the  following : 

* 'Brother  Titcomb's  remarks  are  always  appropriate  and  dis- 
criminating, and  our  reporters  may  feel  complimented  upon  his 
commendation  of  their  work. " 

In  closing  he  said : 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  occupies  a  strong  position  in 
the  Craft  of  the  Republic."

92d  Annual— Cleveland— Oct.,  1901?. 

M.\  W.\  Fraik  S.  Harmon,  Grand  Master. 

499  Active  Lodges— 48,349  members  in  1901.  Net  gain  2,001— 
a  remarkably  good  showing  in  view  of  the  Joppes  by  d pa  top, 
withdrawals,  suspensions  N.  P.  D.f  suspensions  (J.  C.  and  ex- 
pulsions, said  losses  aggregating  2,705. 

When  Grand  Lodge  convened  twelve  Past  Grand  Masters 
were  present.  We  fail  to  discover  the  presence  of  any  of  the 
Grand  Representatives,  through  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Credentials. 

Eloquent  addresses  of  welcome  and  of  response  preceded  the 
regular  transactions  of  the  Grand  Body. 

The  address  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  evinced  : faithful 
discharge  of  every  duty  devolving  upon  him. 
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He  submitted  but  three  decisions  and  these  it  is  needless  to 
<5opy.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  law  committee  endorsed,  and 
the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  them. 

He  commended,  in  the  main,  the  work  of  the  District  Lec- 
turers. 

He  earnestly  recommended,  that  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence devise  such  legislation  as  they,  in  their  wisdom,  think 
best,  to  relieve  the  Grand  Master  in  the  matter  of  granting  dis- 
pensations to  elect  and  install  officers.  The  number  of  dispen- 
sations issued  by  him  during  the  year  was  1 14. 

Eighteen  proxies  had  been  issued — to  constitute  Lodges,  dedi- 
cate Halls,  lay  corner-stones,  preside  at  trials,  &c.  Nine  Special 
-Communications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  had  been  held.  One  of 
these,  held  at  Canton,  Sept.  19,  1901,  was  for  the  purpose  of  at- 
tending the  funeral  of  President  McEinley.  Had  the  thing 
been  feasible,  all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States  would, 
with  alacrity,  have  participated  in  the  ceremony  of  planting 
the  sprig  of  acacia  at  our  lamented  and  illustrious  Brother's 
grave.     Yes!  and  Foreign  Grand  Bodies  too. 

His  twelve  official  visitations  were  doubtless  attended  with 
much  benefit  to  those  of  the  craft  who  were  the  fortunate  re- 
cipients of  said  visits. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  the  conclusion  of  his  address,  paid  a 
glowing  tribute  to  the  dead  President. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand  at  close  of  last 
year,  and  receipts  for  year  ending  Oct.  15,  1901,  made  total 
amount  $74,499.19,  and,  after  all  disbursements,  balance  in  his 
hands,  Oct  15,  1901,  $37,573.54. 

Grand  Secretary,  J.  H.  Bromwell,  submitted  his  thirteenth 
annual  report.  Brother  Bromwell  is  a  workman  of  whom  the 
Craft  in  Ohio  "need  not  be  ashamed." 

His  report  shows  the  30c  per  capita  tax  for  the  Masonic  Home 
to  be  $14,504.70. 

In  view  of  the  comfortable  balance  in  the  Grand  Treasurer's 
hands,  he  suggested  that  a  further  donation  of  $4,000.00  to  the 
Home— one  half  to  go  to  the  permanent  fund— might  be  made 
wicnout  crippling  the  Grand  Lodge  Treasury. 

The  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  joined  the 
Orand  Master  in  recommending  that  the  matter  of  applications 
for  dispensation  to  elect  and  install  officers,  be  referred  to  the 
Jurisprudence  Committee,  with  a  request  that  it  prepare  a  suit- 
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able  law  to  govern  such  cases,  and  submit  the  same,  at  its  con- 
venience, to  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Under  the  head  *of  "Visitors"  the  committee  offered  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  after  Jan.  1,  1902,  no  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion shall  permit  any  one  to  visit  it  who  does  not,  at  the  time  of 
such  visit,  present  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  his  dues  for  the 
year  last  passed,  or  a  dimit  issued  to  him  within  the  twelve 
months  preceding  such  visitation." 

Report  accepted  and  recommendation  therein  adopted.  On 
the  recommendation  of  the  same  committee  Eagle  Lodge 
No.  431,  at  Canton,  Ohio,  was  allowed  to  change  its  name 
to  Wm.  McKinley  Lodge  No.  431.  In  connection  with  the 
submission  of  this  item  of  the  report,  P.  G.  M.  Bro.  W.  B.  Me- 
lish  eloquently  addressed  Grand  Lodge  in  favor  of  said  change. 
We  copy  a  paragraph  or  two  for  the  information  of  readers  who 
may  not  be  posted  as  to  President  MoKinley's  connection  with 
Freemasonry: 

"William  McKinley 's  entrance  into  the  Oredr,  was  an  inci- 
dent of  the  war  between  the  States.  It  came  near  the  close  of 
the  memorable,  civil  strife,  while  he  was  still  an  officer  in  the 
Federal  army  with  the  rank  of  major." 

"The  young  officer  from  Ohio  was  stationed  at  Winchester, 
Va.,  where  was  located  a  hospital  for  Confederate,  wounded 
prisoners.  In  making  the  rounds  one  afternoon  with  the  regi- 
mental surgeon,  W.  J.  McKinley  noticed  that  the  doctor  was  on 
very  friendly  terms  with  several  of  the  Southerners,  not  infre- 
quently giving  them  money  or  tobacco.  The  interest  of  the 
future  President  was  aroused,  and  when  the  opportunity  pre- 
sented itself' he  asked  the  reason  for  this  rather  unusual  cordi- 
ality. The  surgeon  told  him  that  the  wounded  rebels  were 
Brother  Masons,  and  that  it  was  not  only  a  duty  but  a  pleasure 
to  add  something  to  the  few  pleasures  of  hospital  life.  The 
Major  met  this  information  with  the  wish  to  become  a  member 
of  a  Fraternity  on  which  neither  prison  bars  nor  rank  of  office 
had  the  slightest  effect." 

"The  desire  of  young  McKinley  was  made  known  to  the  offi- 
cers of  Hiram  Lodge  No.  21,  of  Winchester,  his  petition  was 
presented  and  he  was  elected.  On  the  night  of  May  1,  1865,  at 
7:30  o'clock,  he  presented  himself  for  initiation.  J.  B.  T.  Reed, 
a  Confederate  Chaplain,  was  Master  of  the  Lodge,  and  conferred 
the  degree  of  Entered  Apprentice  on  the  candidate.  On  the 
following  morning  he  was  instructed  in  the  work,  and  on  the 
evening  of  the  same  day  received  the  degree  of  Fellow  Craft. 
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Next  day  there  was  more  instruction,  and  on  the  afternoon  of 
May  3d  he  received  the  Master  Mason  Degree.  Bnt  three 
Masons  are  now  living  who  witnessed  the  initiation.'1 

"Soon  after  Bro.  McKinley's  initiation,  the  war  came  to  a  close, 
and  the  Ohio  regiment  was  ordered  home.  Major  McKinlev 
took  his  dimit  from  the  Winchester  Lodge  and  affiliated  with 
Canton  Lodge  No.  60,  at  Canton,  Ohio." 

"In  1867  Eagle  Lodge  at  Canton  was  organized  as  No.  431,  and 
with  Bro,  Mckinley  as  one  of  its  Charter  Members."* 

There  is,  therefore,  a  peculiar  fitness  in  the  change  which  has 
been  made. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommended  that  no  change 
be  made  in  the  provision  of  Sec.  41  of  the  code  which  relates  to 
objection  to  initiation  or  advancement  of  candidates.   Adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence the  invitation  to  participate  in  an  "International  Masonic 
Office"  scheme,  was  respectfully  declined. 

We  all  saw  the  Grand  Orient  of  France— "Cat  in  the  meal 
tub";  consequently,  "Hands  off"  was  the  word. 

On  recommendation  of  the  some  committee  fraternal  recogni- 
tion was  withdrawn  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium. 

It  was  not  to  be  doubted  (for  one  moment,  that  those  Grand 
Lodges  which  had  entered  into  fraternal  correspondence  with 
Belgium,  would  withdraw  from  the  same  the  instant  they  were 
apprized  of  her  real  relations  with  France. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology  was  very  complete 
and  appropriate,  although  it  is  strange  that  the  committee  was 
not  informed  as  to  the  death,  Dec.  17,  1900,  of  our  late  Grand 
Secretary,  H.  Clay  Armstrong,  P.  G.  M. 

The  Committee  on  Charity,  to  which  Grand  Secretary  Brom- 
well'e  suggestion  of  a  $4,000.00  [donation  to  the  Home  was  re- 
ferred, approved  the  same,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Secretary  of  the 
Masonic  Home  make  an  excellent  showing  for  that  grand  Insti- 
tution, which  is  justly  the  pride  of  the  Ohio  Masons. 

The  Masonic  Veterans'  Association  held  its  thirtieth  annual 
meeting,  and  elected  eighteen  new  members. 

CORRESPONDENCE, 

Past  Grand  Master  Wm.  M.  Cunningham,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  again  submitted  one  of 
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his  excellent  reports,  it  being  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  59 
English-speaking  Grand  Lodges  (3  of  them  for  2  years)  includ- 
ing Alabama— 1900,  also  13  non- English  speaking  Grand  Bodies 
— the  entire  report  covering  330  pages. 

Brother  Cunningham's  work  is  the  production  of  a  thorough- 
going Masonic  student,  whose  views  are  eminently  worthy  of 
careful  consideration.  We  especially  thank  him  for  his  intro- 
ductory remarks,  which  we  have  read  with  absorbing  interest. 
As  to  the  body  of  his  report,  we  will  not  do  him  the  injustice  of 
making  a  few  garbled  extracts  of  original  and  quoted  matter, 
not  having  the  space  for  anything  like  an  adequate  presentation 
of  his  able  comments. 

In  his  notice  of  Alabama  he  says: 

"The  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  M.\  W.\  H.  Dudley 
Williams"  (B.  Dudley  Williams)  "is  an  ornate  and  metaphorical 
Masonic  paper,  forcibly  expressing  his  views  and  reporting  in 
detail  his  official  acts." 

Then  he  copies  one  of  the  Grand  Master's  eloquent  flights. 

He  generously  accords  tbis  writer  the  best  part  of  two  pages, 
embracing  extracts  and  comments,  for  which  we  tender  him  our 
grateful  acknowledgements. 

Brother  Cunningham  will,  no  doubt,  pardon  us  for  correcting 
two  little  inaccuracies  in  what  follows;  he  says: 

"R.\  W.\  Bro.  William1  Y.  Titcomb,  tbe  able  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  a  courteous 
and  interesting  review  of  the  published  transactions  of  fifty 
Grand  Lodges,  Ohio  for  1899  among  the  number." 

Strike  off  the  "R."  in  "R.\  W.\"  Brother,  for  we  are  nothing 
more  than  Past  Master. 

Again,  transcribing  our  quotation  of  Cowper's  lines,  "Words 
learned  by  rote  a  parrot  may  rehearse,  &c,"  he  makes  us  render 
it,  "Words  learned  by  note,  &c"  (Italics  ours.)  Trivial,  is  it? 
Well!  we  don't  wish  that  sweet  English  bard  to  send  up  from  his 
"silent  slumber"  any  maledictions  for  misquoting  him.  • 

Noting  the  election  of  M.\  W.\  Russell  M.  Cunningham, 
as  Grand  Master,  and  congratulating  Brother  C.  on  his  prefer? 
ment,  he  intimates  that  the  name  seems  to  have  been  of  com* 
mon  occurrence  in  the  old,  Scottish- Ledge  records,  "showing 
evidently  that,  as  the  name  indicates,  they  'knew  a  good  thing,' 
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and  desired   its   possession."    The    following   foot-note   also 
appears: 

"The  name  is  said  to  signify,  one  who  knows  his  home,  or  a 
lover  of  home — from  ken,  to  know,  and  name  home." 

We  have  copied  the  foregoing  for  the  benefit  of  onr  M.  \  W.  *. 
Grand  Master. 

Our  M.  *.  W.  *.  Brother  is  notfan  advocate  of  extreme  penalties 
for  non-affiliation  and  non-payment  of  dues. 

Brother  Cunningham's  clear  cut  views  favoring  a  return  to  the 
old  practice  of  the  transaction  of  all  business  in  the  first  or  En- 
tered Apprentice  Degree  should  command  the  greatest  respect. 
Quoting  from  that  accomplished  writer,  P.  G.  M.  Jesse  B.  An- 
thony, of  New  York,  that,  "As  a  matter  of  principle  there  is 
much  in  its  favor,  but  we  doubt  whether  any  change  could  well 
be  made  now,"  he  says: 

"Legislation  in  the  light  of  justice  and  restoration  of  a  land- 
mark would  seem  to  be  always  in  order,  and  the  restoration  sug- 
gested would  bring  about  a  uniformity  with  all  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions  outside  of  the  United  States." 

It  strikes  us  that  the  influence  of  such  restoration  would  be 
highly  beneficial. 

Keep  hammering,  Brother  Cunningham;  perhaps,  after  a 
number  of  indefinite  number  of  blows,  Masonic  opinion  may  be 
beaten  into  proper  shape  for  adoption  of  the  change,  nil  desper- 
andum.

On  February  13,  1901,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  at 
Enid,  Oklahoma,  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the  Hall  of  Enid 
Lodge  No.  19. 

May  14,  1901,  another  Special  Communication  was  held  in  the 
oity  of  Pawnee  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a 
Masonic  Temple  in  said  oity.

Sept.  10,  1001,  a  third  Special  Communication  was  held  at  Ok- 
lahoma City  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the 
City  Hall.  An  eloquent,  impressive  address  delivered  by  Bro. 
C.  Porter  Johnson,  added  greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  occasion. 
At  this  meeting  a  committee  was  appointed  to  draft  a  resolution 
of  condolence  with  Brother  Wm.  McEinley,  President  of  the 
United  States,  who  lay  stricken  by  the  foul  hand  of  an  assassin. 
Said  resolution  having  been  offered,  was  spread  upon  the  min- 
utes, and  an  engrossed  copy  thereof  was  signed  by  the  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  forwarded  to  the  dying  President. 

October  23,  1901,  a  fourth  Special  was  held  in  the  city  of  King- 
fisher, to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  Court  House  in  process 
of  erection  in  said  city. 

Dec.  27,  1901,  a  fifth  Special  was  held  in  the  city  of  Pawnee, 
for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  the  Hall  of  Pawnee  Lodge  No.  17. 
The  occasion  will  long  be  remembered  by  all  who  participated 
in  the  same. 

ANNUAL  COMMUNICATION. 
10th  Annual— Guthrie— February,  1902. 

No.  of  Lodges,  78— membership,  3,291— net  gain,  684. 

The  Grand  Master  having  been  informed  that  a  constitutional 
number  of  the  Chartered  Lodges  was  present  by  representation, 
Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form  on  the  Master  Mason 
Degree. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  evinced  faithfulness  and 
diligence  on  his  part  to  properly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  high 
office. 

He  had  granted  twenty  dispensations  for  organization  of  new 
Lodges;  also  thirteen  special  dispensations  for  various  purposes — 
four  of  these  being  for  waiving  time  in  acting  on  petitions  and 
conferring  degrees. 

The  fourteen  decisions  submitted  conform,  no  doubt,  to  the 
laws  of  the  Jurisdiction.  We  should,  however,  demur  to  the 
Grand  Master's  ruling  in  decision  No.  6,  which  was  in  answer 
to  the  following  question:.  "Are  the  ladies  of  the  O.  E.  S.  enti- 
tled to  free  access  to  the  Masonic  Hall  and  property  room,  or 
has  any  one  such  rights  except  a  Master  Mason  in  good  stand- 
ing?" 
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"An8  The  O.  E.  S.  is  a  good  auxiliary  to  Masonry,  and  an 
excellent  panacea  for  friction  arising  from  hosbands  coming 
hon?e  late  from  Lodge.  Yes.  I  would  give  the  O.  E.  S.  free  use 
of  the  Masonic  hall  and  all  its  appurtenances  save  only  Lodge 
records,  the  contents  of  which  should  be  kept  within  the  regu- 
lar Craft. " 

The  Grand  Master  said  that  there  were  reported  seventy-two 
Masonic  orphans  under  16  years  of  age,  in  the  Jurisdiction.  He 
mentioned  this  item  to  show  that  efforts  in  raising  funds  to 
build  a  Masonic  Home  should  not  be  relaxed. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  six  Past  Grand  Offi- 
cers, and  seventeen  Grand  Representatives  present.  Alabama 
is  not  on  the  list  of  Grand  Lodges  exchanging  representatives 
with  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  letter  of  sympathy,  with  American 
Masons  in  the  loss  of  our  well  beloved  Brother  and  President — 
Wm.  McKinley,  received  from  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  Eng- 
land. 

The  Financial  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  stated,  in  his  re- 
capitulation, balance  at  last  report,  and  receipts  for  the  year,  as 
15,425.55;  disbursements,  $2,122.99;  leaving  balance,  available 
for  ensuing  year,  in  the  comfortable  sum  of  $3,302.56. 

Grand  Secretary  had  received,  during  the  year,  for  Masonic 
Home  Fund,  $753.40. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  balance  on  hand  Feb.  10,  1902, 
18,802.54.    The  two  reports  are  2  cents  apart. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  recommended  the 
recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and  Isle  of  Cuba; 
it  also  recommended  that  any  recognition  of  Mexican  Masonry 
be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motion  the  recommendation  as  to  Costa  Rica  and  Isle  of 
Cuba  was  adopted,  but  the  resolution  concerning  Mexican  Ma- 
sonry was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of  three.  Said  com- 
mittee, including  in  its  report  a  correspondence  which  brought 
into  question  the  regularity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of 
Mexico,  recommended  disapproval  of  the  foregoing  resolution, 
urging  "indefinite  postponement,"  and  recommended 

'That  the  application  of  -the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mex- 
ico for  fraternal  recognition  *  *  *  be  respectfully  declined." 
The  committee  also  recommended  that  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Secretary  be  requested  to  collect  and  increase,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, information  as  to  legitimacy  of  the  following  bodies,  viz  : 
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the  Grand  Lodges,  "Santas  de  Gallado,  City  of  Mexico;"  "United 
Mexican,  Vera  Cruz;"  "Cosmos,  Chihuahua;"  "Hidalgo,  To- 
luca,  Mexico  :M  "Benito  Juarez,  Matamoras,  Tampico;''  "Oaxaca, 
Oaxaca;"  "Monterey,  Nuevo  Leon,"  (soon  to  be),  and  to  report 
at  next  Grand  Lodge.  Report  of  Special  Committee  was 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  made  report  on  the  Fraternal 
Dead.    And  it  was  adopted. 

.The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  impressive  address  on  Free- 
masonry, and  it  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  was  adopted 
with  the  exception  of  the  last  clause,  which  was  to  the  following 
effect:  If  objection  to  advancement  be  made  by  any  member  of 
the  Lodge  in  good  standing,  after  initiation,  and  the  Worshipful 
Master  deems  the  objection  sufficient  a  new  ballot  shall  be  taken 
before  advancement. 

A  supplementary  report  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage 
recommended  approval  of  the  first  decision  of  the  M.  \  W.  \ 
Grand  Master.    Adopted. 

Said  decision  ruled  that  Masonic  halls,  after  dedication,  could 
not  be  used  for  purpose  of  dancing. 

We  find  no  action  of  the  committee  upon  the  other  decisions. 

By  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  it  appears 
'that  the  total  Home  Fund,  to  April  1,   1001,   amounted  to  $2,- 
010.51.    The  Grand  Chapter  O.  E.  S.  had  assessed  a  per  capita 
tax  (annual)  of  25  cents.    The  committee  expected  great  assist- 
ance from  the  O.  E.  S. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dis- 
pensations, some  twenty  charters  were  issued. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  found  much  difficulty  in  instructing  new 
Lodges  made  up  of  material  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States, 
there  being  in  consequence  great  diversity  in  the  lessons  previ- 
ously learned.  In  one  Lodge  he  had  found  that  the  nine  princi- 
pal officers  had  come  from  nine  different  States.  Nevertheless 
said  he: 


"The  prospects  for  the  coming  year  are  very  bright,

On  motion  the  Grand  Secretary  was  required  to  prepare  a 
report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  for  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication. 

The  Committee  on  Work  are  to  receive  $75.00  a  year  each. 
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The  discountenancing  of  Masonic  banquets  in  Oklahoma,  it- 
seems,   consists   in  changing  the  name    "banquet"  to  that  of 
"lunch."    No  doubt  the  edibles  at  the  lunch  were  as  toothsome 
as  those  of  the  banquet  had  been.

OREGON. 
51st  Annual— Portland— June,  1901. 

No.  of  Lodges,  100;  members  5,598;  net  gain  290. 

M.\  W. '.  Henry  B.  Thielsen,  Grand  Master. 

Present— Fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters  and  four  other  Past 
Grand  Officers;  also  twenty-nine  American,  and  nine  Foreign 
Grand  Representatives,  Past  Grand  Master  James  R.  Bayley, 
having  recently  died,  no  successor  had  yet  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  made  by  his  demise. 

Expressions  of  profound  gratitude  to  the  Great  Giver  of  all 
good,  were  not  wanting  in  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Theil- 
sen,  whose  portrait,  by  the  way,  adorns  the  initial  page  of  this 
volume. 

A  tribute  of  affection  and  respect  was  paid  by  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Master  J.  R.  Bayley  and  the 
other  Fraternal  Dead. 

Two  Lodges  had  been  constituted,  two  Masonic  Halls  dedi- 
cated, and  four  corner-stones  laid. 

During  the  year  nine  dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of 
time,  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient,  and  twelve,  for  other  pur- 
poses had  been  granted.  One  of  the  twelve  was  permission  to 
install  as  W.  M.  a  member  who  bad  never  served  as  Warden. 

The  five  decisions  submitted  present  nothing  to  which  we 
could  object:  they  are,  no  doubt,  good  law. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  Oregon  being  divided  (for  the  purpose  of 
disseminating  the  work)  into  five  districts  each  of  which  is  in 
charge  of  one  of  the  five  custodians  of  the  work,  it  is  unavoida- 
ble that  differences  occur  to  some  extent,  in  the  absence  of  peri- 
odical conferences  with  each  other  on  the  part  of  the  Cus- 
todians. 

The  Grand  Master  thinks  the  custodians  should,  at  least 
once  a  year,  meet  to  harmonize  differences.  He  thinks  too, 
that  there  should  be  authority  competent  to  decide  in  cases  in 
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which  these  five  "doctors  disagree."     He  leaves   it  to  Grand 
Lodge  to  decide  in  whose  hands  that  authority  shall  be  placed. 

He  pilloried  a  spurious  Oregonian  body  styling  itself,  "Coos 
Bay  Lodge  No.  35/'  and  warned  the  brethren  against  holding 
Masonic  intercourse  with  any  of  its  members. 

It  afforded  him  pleasure  to  submit  for  consideration  the  appli- 
cations of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia  and  Costa 
Rica  for  recognition. 

He  was  gratified  to  be  able  to  announce  that,  in  response  to 
his  appeal,  the  subordinate  Lodges  had  contributed  with  prompti 
tude  and  generosity,  to  the  relief  the  Jacksonville  sufferers. 

The  Grand  Treaurer's  statement  showed  a  cash  balance  on 
hand  June  4,  1901,  amounting  to  $9,162.70. 

The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  a  carefully  prepared,  pains- 
taking, excellent  annual  report. 

From  his  table  of  statistics  we  copy  the  following: 

"No.  of  Lodges  making  gains  during  year 65 

"    •'        ••  "         losses    "  "    26 

"    "        "        neither  gaining  nor  losing 9" 

"Total  contributions  to  Jacksonville  sufferers  $842.50." 

The  Trustee  and  Chairman  of  Educational  Fund  reported 
balance  on  band,  June  12,  1901,  $23,218.34. 

The  Secretary '8  report  to  the  Trusstee  for  Grand  Lodge  puts 
receipts  for  the  year  at  $9,382.00.  "Cash  in  Treasurer's  hands  to 
this  date  $2,129.99,"  To  said  amount  add  bills  receivable  $566.00. 
Total 'resources  of  Masonic  Building  Association  of  Portland 
$79,906.37. 

The  Association  carries  $41,000.00  insurance. 

On  the  five  decisions  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master  the  Com- 
mittee on  Jurisprudence  reported  to  the  following  effect: 

Nos,  1 ,  3,  and  5  are  in  strict  accordance  with  Masonic  law,  and 
the  Committee  recommend  their  approval. 

The  Committee  reported  Nos.  2  and  4  as  correct,  but  without 
remorse  applied  the  pruning  knife  to  both  of  them,  as  will 
presently  appear. 

The  second  decision  reads  as  follows: 

• 

"Second — In  response  to  numerous  requests  for  a  ruling  upon 
a  part  of  Section  2,  Art.  V  of  the  By-Laws,  reading  as  follows: 
'No  member    is  entitled    to  vote,   nor    can  he  be   elected  or

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appointed  to  any  office,  who  is  not  clear  on  (the  books  of 
the  Lodge,'  I  was  compelled  to  declare  so  much  as  is  quoted 
above  to  be  unconstitutional,  in  that  it  provides  a  different 
standing  for  the  member  who  is  in  arrears  for  dues  to  that 
specified  by  the  Constitution,  Art.  XII,  Section  5.  Further 
that  it  is  in  contravention  of  the  Twelfth  Landmark  and  in  vio- 
lation of  what  Mackey  calls  the  Magna  Charta  of  Masonic  Lib- 
erty, 'that  no  Mason  can  be  punisned  or  deprived  of  any  of 
the  privileges  of  Masonry  except  upon  conviction  after  trial. "  ' 

The  Committee  cut  off  all  after  the  words,  "Section  5." 
Decision  No,  4  was  as  follows: 

'  'Fourth— That  an  admixture  of  Indian  blood  is  no  bar  to  be- 
coming a  Mason,  but  that  inasmuch  as  experience  teaches  that 
in  a  cross  between  races,  the  vices  rather  than  the  virtues  of  the 
parents  are  apt  to  be  perpetuated,  it  is  advisable  to  subject  the 
character  of  the  petitioner  to  a  more  than  usually  searching 
scrutiny. " 

And  the  Committee,  at  one  fell  blow,  lopped  off  from  the  de- 
cision all  after  the  word,  "Mason." 

And  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  entire  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  impressive  address  on  what 
may  be  called  the  dual  existence  of  Masonry,  involving  a  con- 
sideration of  its  two  elements — the  internal  and  external,  or 
speculative  and  operative  . 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  made  a  short  but  fitting 
report.  Ninety-two  of  the  brethren  in  Oregon  had  passed  away 
during  the  year.  On  recommendation  of  the  F.  C .  Committee 
recognition  was  extended  to  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia, 
Costa  Rica  waits. 

At  the  Half- Century  celebration  of  the  organization  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  which  occurred  on  June  14,  1901,  Past 
Grand  Master,  J.  M.  Hodson  delivered  an  historical  address  of 
great  value  and  interest  to  the  assembled  brethren. 

The  oldest  living  Past  Grand  Master,  Brother  John  McCracken 
also  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge,  on  that  occasion,  furnishing  in 
a  pleasing  manner  a  train  of  reminiscences  most  entertaining 
and  instructive  in  character. 

Committee  on  Custodians  of  the  Work  recommended  present 
system  with  passes  added.    Adopted. 

Among  standing  resolutions  not  embraced  in  the  Constitution 
or  By-Laws  we  note  for  the  information  of  our  readers  in  respect 
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of  what  other  Grand  Lodges  were  doing  on  a  certain  line,  the 
following: 

"17.  Resolved"  (page  113)— "That  the  keeping- of  what  is  com- 
monly known  as  liquor  saloon,  or  the  attending  to  the  bar  of 
the  same,  shall  be  considered  as  sufficient  ground  for  the  indefi- 
nite suspension  of  Masons  engaged  therein,  and  that  any  candi- 
date for  the  degrees  engaged  in  such  business  shall  be  deemed 
ineligible." 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

It  is  ever  a  pleasure  to  read  Past  Grand  Master  John  M.  Hod- 
son's  reports  on  Correspondence,  excellent  in  matter  and  excel- 
lent in  manner. 

The  one  before  us  embraces  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of 
fifty  four  Grand  Lodges  (136pp)  including  Alabama— 1900.  No  - 
ticing  the  last  named  Grand  Body,  be  says  of  the  Grand  Master's 
ad  tress: 

"B  Dudley  Williams,  M.\  W.\  Grand  Ma9ter,delivered  the  usual 
message  to  the  Craft,  dealing  mostly  in  local  matters,  but  indulg- 
ing in  some  fine  rhetoric,  which  would  be  a  pleasure  to  quote 
if  space  permitted.  He  deals  kindly  with  departed  worth,  and" 
(our  good  brother  facetiously  adds)  "reports  only  sixty  decisions, 

Eresumably  for  Uck  of  time  to  think  up  othfr  combinations,  as 
e  only  had  a  year  in  which  to  get  in  his  work.  We  quote  one 
with  which  we  are  not  in  full  sympathy":  quoting  the  decision 
that  in  the  absence  of  the  W.  M.,  the  election  of  officers  and 
other  business  transacted  was  illegal  because  the  S.  W.  called 
the  S.  D.  to  preside,  and  adding: 

"If  the  Senior  Warden  remained  in  the  Lodge,  and  the  Brother 
presided  by  his  order,  all  work  that  was  done  that  would  have 
been  legal  with  the  Wardea  presiding,  was  legal  when  tran- 
sacted in  his  presence  an  by  his  order. 

Our  individual  opinion  on  the  point  in  question  co-incides 
with  that  of  Brother  Hodson.  At  our  last  Grand  Lodge  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  had  a  lengthy  report  to  make, 
some  few  points  causing  considerable  discussion;  consequently 
the  report,  •  which,  like  Master  Humphrey's  clock,  embraced 
many  item  3,  was  not  finished  before  the  close  of  that  Communi- 
cation, but  will  be  concluded  next  year :  hence  we  are  not  in* 
formed  as  to  its  verdict  in  regard  to  said  decision,  it  not  having, 
we  think,  been  reached. 

Brother  Hodson  thus  calls  attention  to  the  date  of  our  Grand 
Lodge  organization  as  it  appears  on  the  seal : 
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"We  would  suggest  to  some  of  the  Alabama  brethren  who  are 
skilled  in  Rom  in  notation  chit  they  look  to  the  date  on  their 
official  seal,  which  as  it  now  stands,  indicates  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama  was  organized  in  the  year  of  light  810, 
which  is  too  previois  Brother  Tucoinb  will  assume  the 
pressure." 

Assuredly,  Brother  Hodson,  we  will  "assume  the  pressure,'' 
provide  it  be  not  more  than  sixteen  pounds  to  the  square  inch 
of  our  supernces.  But.  Brother,  what  would  have  been  the 
matter  with  that  expression  of  the  date  indicated,  if  somebody 
(we  know  not  who)  had  not  failed  to  put  a  bar  above  the  V?  If 

the  Roman  characters,  VDCCCXXI  do  not  express  the  same 
number  that  the  Arabic,  5,821  express,  what  do  they  mean? 
There  was  hardly  room  on  the  seal's  margin  for  the  letters, 
M.  M.  M.  M.  M.  DCCCXXI. 

Our  thanks  are  heartily  given  to  Brother  Hodson  for  his  com- 
plimentary reference  to  our  own  report  on  Correspondence. 

He  comments  on  our  remark,  under  District  of  Columbia,  that, 
while  according  the  highest  praise  to  the  ladies  for  their  noble 
endeavors  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  destitute  and  suf- 
fering, we  are  deeply  impressed  by  the  wisdom  of  that  Masonic 
usage  which  avoids  "entangling  alliances;"  which  does  not  go 
into  partnership  with  any  other  organization  on  earch  That,  if 
the  O  E  S.  desire  to  donate  contributions  for  a  Masonic  Home, 
well  and  good,  we  will  pay  them  our  tribute  of  admiration  and 
gratitude  in  the  choicest  words  at  our  command— but  the  Home 
must  be  under  exclusive  Masonic  control,  &c,  as  follows: 

"Which,  being  interpreted,  mean 3  simply  taffy;  while  the  old 
adage  that  a  man  and  his  wife  are  one  and  he  is  the  one,  is  the 
principle  he  is  going  to  live  up  to;  and  may  bs  he  is  right,  for 
Masonry  is  ancient  and  evolution  moves  slowly  but  exceedingly 
sure,  and  long  before  this  blooming  20 jh  century  has  closed 
somebody  will  see  the  sisters  in  the  lead  in  matters  of  this  char- 
acter, and  the  brethren  the  incidental  contributors.  It  is  in  the 
horoscope." 

"Taffy"  is  it,  Brother?  Nevertheless  we  undertake  to  affirm 
that  the  idea  af  exclusive  Masonic  control  of  any  Masonic 
Institution  is  a  sold  chunk  of  wholesome  truth. 

Is  it  in  the  hunnjope  than  woiuaq  will  be  admitted,  after 
awhile,  as  members  <>f  the  L  >1g-*?  If  thought  is  drifting  thith- 
erward, we  ar*  tempted  to  cry  on*  in  the  language  of  conserva. 
tive  Captain  Cuttle,  "Stan  by"—'  Steady!'' 
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But  we  must  hasten  on,  just  pausing  to  note  that  Brother 
Hodson  has    to  say  when  commenting  on  our  remark  that 
innocuous  desuetude  would  be  a  good  sink-hole  for  the  preroga- 
tive of  "making  Masons  at  sight"  to  drop  into  and  down  to  the 
the  bottom,  our  views  and  those  of  Brother  Ramsey  of  Georgia, 
agreeing.    Listen:— "We  confess  a  little  surprise  that  brethren 
as  well  po3ted  in  the  ancient  laws  and  usages  of  the  Craft,  and 
each  supporting  the  right  of  a  Grand  Master  to  grant  dispensa- 
sations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  the  regular  time"  (of  which,  by 
the  way,  we  have,  time  and  again,   expressed  our  disapproba- 
tion)," should  embrace  the  modern  fad  which  makes  the  Grand 
Master  simply  a  figure  head,   a  presiding  officer,  a  president 
simply  to  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie.    Brethren  he  is 
not  only  the  executive  head  of  the  Grand  Lodge   but  he  is 
Grand  Master  of  all  the  legal  Masons  within  his  Jurisdiction, 
and,  within  the  landmarks,  is  supreme,  the  Grand  Lodge  even 
having  no  Masonic  right  to  reverse  his  action,  except  upon  its 
judgment  that  he  has  gone  beyond  or  outside  of  the  landmarks 
And  these  are  the  principal  purposes  of  Grand  Lodges:    To 
attend  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Fraternity,  and  see  that  the 
landmarks  which  the  fathers  set  up  are  not  removed.1' 

In  view  of  our  Brother's  attitude  in  regard  to  women  coming 
to  have  the  management  of  Masonic  Charities,  the  question 
intrudes  itself  upon  us:  what  about  that  same  "slow  but  sure 
evolution"  in  connection  with  the  prerogative  of  making  Masons 
at  sight,  and  as  to  riding  rough-shod  over  Constitutional  limi- 
tations? 

It  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  note  that,  in  the  main.  Brother 
Hodson  and  ourselves  are  in  accord  on  current  questions.  Wit- 
ness the  following: 

"Brother  W.  Y.  Titcomb  again  wields  the  report  trial  pen  and 
produces  good  results.  Oregon  for  1900  comes  in  for  fraternal 
treatment,  and  it  seems  we  only  disagree  about  bob-tailed  dimits, 
and  there  the  divergence  is  not  very  serious,  for  we  admit  the 
Scotch  verdict,  "Guilt v  but  not  proven,"  is  just  what  it  means, 
and  that  further  that  those  are  the  facts  in  the  supposed  case." 

If,  by  "bb- tailed  dimits,"  our  Brother  means  dimits  without 
recommendation  and  without  prejudice,  then  we  simply  say  that 
the  practice  of  giving  dimits  with  recommendation  or  with 
prejudice,  or  of  making  dimits  conditional,  should  not  be  merely 
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"bob-tailed"  bat  should  have  its  tail  chopped- off  right  behind  its 
ears. 
On  the  liquor  saloon  question  he  well  says,  under  California: 

*  'The  man  who  lives  off  the  vices  of  his  neighbors,  is  not  the 
"good man  and  true"  that  Masonry  needs." 

We  have  spun  out  the  thread  of  our  report  too  long,  perhaps, 
but  cannot  forbear  quoting  Brother  Hodson,  under  Iowa,  on  the 
subject  of  unfulfilled  intentions  of  Grand  Masters  to  make 
official  visitations,  also  on  the  matter  of  reading  Reports  on 
Correspondence.  He  says,  concerning  those  good  intentions 
unfulfilled  : 

"If  our  memory  serves  us  correctly,  we  have  heard  cf  a  coun- 
try where  all  of  their  asphalt  pavements  are  composed  of  "good 
intentions/'  and  it  is  said  to  be  all  rie^ht — except  a  great  lack  of 
water  and  good  society." 

Then  on  the  matter  of  perusal  of  Report  on  Correspondence, 
he  says: 

"While  we  do  not  think  as  many  rnad  as  should  do  so,  yet  we 
think  they  are  more  numerous  than  some  of  the  cranky  Grand 
Masters  imagine.  It's  just  like  the  local  department  of  a  country 
newspaper — so  long  as  it  is  nice,  smooth,  and  flattering,  you 
never  know  you  have  any  readers,  but  let  a  little  criticism  of 
the  Hon.  Sqeebob,  count v  commissioner,  or  a  mild  sneer  at  the 
crazy  make  up  of  the  made-over,  last  year's  bonnet  of  Mrs. 
McFlimsey,  appear,  and  you'll  find  out  all  of  a  sudden  that  yon 
have  more  readers  than  subscribers  by  a  long  shot.  The  Reports 
are  all  right,  sometimes  a  little  too  long  and  prosy,"  (that  must 
be  meant  for  us)  "containing  too  mach  personal  reference  and 
glorification,  but  they  contain  exactly  what  the  real  Masonic 
student  needs,  and  those  who,  having  the  opportunity,  fail  to 
read  them,  are  the  real  losers." 

Very  well  put;  but— we  must  abruptly  snap  that  before-men. 
tioned,  brittle  thread.

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M.\  W.\  W.  E.  Grace,  Grand  Master. 

A  portrait  of  this  M.\  W.  \  Brother  graces  the  first  page  of 
these  Proceedings. 

Quite  an  array  of  Past  Grand  Officers  (19),  of  whom  sixteen 
were  Past  Grand  Masters,  manifested  their  zeal  by  attending 
the  Communication  now  reviewing.  There  were  present  also 
Representatives  of  thirty-eight  Grand  Bodies.  Brother  Jainee 
R.  Bailey,   Alabama's  functionary,   was  not  reported  as  present. 

All  the  G.  R.'s  on  hand  were  received  and  welcomed  with  the 
customary  honors 

In  his  address,  which  is  a  compact  resume  of  the  year's  work, 
the  Grand  Master  intimates  that  the  conditions  generally  pre- 
vailing among  the  Lodges  are  prosperous,  and  that  there  has 
been  healthy  growth  in  memberf  bip. 

For  the  space  of  two  months  the  M. \  W.  \  was  absent  from 
the  Jurisdiction.  While  away  from  home  he  attended  the  bi- 
ennial sessions  of  the  Masonic  Relief  Association  of  the  U.  S. 
and  Canada,  held  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Sept.  17,  18  and  19,  1901, 
and  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  value  of  said  Association  to 
Masonry.  M.\  W.\  Brother  Grace  was  honored  with  an  elec- 
tion as  member  of  the  Advisory  Board.  He  earnestly  com- 
mended this  Association  to  his  brethren. 

During  his  absence  from  the  Jurisdiction,  the  Deputy  Grand. 
Master,  as  Acting:  Grand  Master  kept  the  interests  of  the  Craft 
in  good  shape;  and,  on  the  return  of  his  Chief,  received  the 
thanks  of  that  Officer  for  his  courtesy,  and  care  of  the  business 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  the  Grand  Master's  absence: 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  thirty-one  special  dispensa- 
tions, sixteen  of  these  being  to  waive  tim*  in  acting  on  petitions 
and  conferring  degrees. 

Dispensations  had  been  issued  for  formation  of  two  new 
Lodges. 

No  decisions  were  submitted  to  Grand  Lodge. 

He  had  authorized  the  Trustee  of  the  Educational  Fund  to 
expend  $270.98  of  said  Fund  to  aid  in  the  education  of  several 
children  of  deceased  brethren. 

In  such  work,  besides  conferring  untold  benefit  on  the  needy, 
the  Fraternity  does  itself  great  honor. 

At  the  suggestion  of  members  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence, endorsed  by  several  of  the  Past  Grand  Masters,  he,  an 
April  26,  1902,  made  Masons,  "at  sight/'  of  two  highly  esteemed 
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citizens  of  Portland,  "conferring  upon  them  the  three  degrees 
of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  with  complete  lectures  and  instruc- 
tion. The  purpose  of  this  action  was  to  exemplify  the  ancient 
law  and  usage,  which  has  been  assailed  in  several  jurisdictions, 
and  to  impress  the  fact  that  the  Masonic  Fraternity  of  Oregon 
adheres  to  one  and  all  of  the  landmarks,  in  which  it  is  declared 
that  no  man  or  body  of  men  can  make  the  least  innovation. 
Considering  these  brethren  simply  as  Master  Masons  in  good 
standing,  I  required  each  of  them  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
a  sum  equal  to  the  fee  charged  by  the  Lodges  whose  material 
they  were,  advising  them  to  affiliate  with  the  Lodge  of  their 
choice,  when  the  fees  paid,  less  the  Grand  Lodge  dues,  would  be 
paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  Lodge  electing  them  to  mem- 
bership." 

Even  though  it  be  conceded  that  such  prerogativ  of  "making 
a  Mason  at  sight"  is  one  of  the  Ancient  Landmarks,  neverthe- 
less it  stands  to  reason  that,  if  it  requires  three  months  to  make 
a  good,  intelligent  Master  Mason  out  of  a  profane,  such  work 
turned  off  in  one  night  must  be  very  imperfect.  Just  as  one  who 
visits  a  great  Exposition  for  a  few  hours  merely,  and  then  takes 
his  departure,  or  as  the  traveler,  who  "does"  Europe  in  one  week, 
returns  home  with  a  confused  idea  of  all  that  has  claimed  his  at- 
tention; so  it  is  with  him  who  journeys  through  the  entire  route 
Masonic,  on  the  lightning  express,  or  more  pertinently  perhaps, 
who,  with  his  kodak,  tries  to  take  an  instantaneous  impression 
of  all  parts  of  a  vast  field  of  observation.    Better  "go  slow." 

One  corner-stone  had  been  laid,  and  two  Lodge  Halls  had  been 
dedicated. 

The  Grand  Master  had  visited  nearly  one-half  of  the  Lodges 
in  the  State,  making  it  his  aim  to  give  attention  for  the  most 
part  to  the  weaker  Lodges — an  excellent  example  for  others  to 
follow. 

In  the  conclusion  of  the  M.  \  W.  \'s  address;  his  modesty  be- 
speaks his  merit.  His  brethren  bestowed  on  him,  no  doubt, 
that  well  known  Scriptural  plaudit,  "Well  done,  &c." 

After  paying  all  warrants,  up  to  June  7,  1902,  the  Grand 
Treasurer  locked  up  the  handsome  balance  of  $11,472.46. 

From  the  report  of  the  painstaking  and  efficient  Grand  Secre- 
tary it  is  learned  that  "the  majority  of  Lodges  report  material 
gains  in  membership,  and  a  healthy  financial  condition." 

He  was  pleased  to  report  that  many  of  the  Lodges  had  adopted 
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his  recommendation  of  the  preceding  year  and  had  procured  a 
regular  eet  of  Lodge  books,  and  the  consequent  improvement  in 
the  Annual  Reports  was  very  marked.  He  recommended  that 
other  Lodges  should  do  likewise. 

"Bro.  DeWolf  Smith,  Foreign  Correspondent  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  was  introduced  by  P.'.  G.\  M.  J.  M. 
Hod8on,  and  received  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  Ledge." 

The  report  of  the  Trustee  of  Educational  Fund  speaks  vol- 
umes in  praise  of  our  Oregon  Brethren.  The  Trustee  reported 
his  balance  on  hand,  June  11,  1902,  as  $27,381.73.  He  reported 
that  the  present  year's  dividend  was  1  per  cent,  more  than  that 
of  the  previous  year. 

Standing  Resolution  22  provides  that  the  Trustee,  Chairman  of 
said  Fund,  be  required  to  make  a  $25,000.00|bond,  but  he  respect- 
fully requested  that  it  be  increased  to  $85,000.00. 

Accompanying  his  report  was  the  statement  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Masonic  Building  Association,  of  which  Trustee  Bro. 
Mayer  is  also  President,  showing  receipts  to  have  been  $11,487.99 
and  disbursements,  $11,173.61.  Balance  in  Treasurer's  hands, 
that  date,  $314  38.    The  total  of  resources  was  $78,258.04. 

The  Association  carries  total  insurance  in  the  sum  of  $41,000  00. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address  highly  compli- 
mented that  M.\  W.\  Brother,  and  approved  his  special  dispen- 
sations, and  the  appropriation  from  Educational  Fund  for  the 
benefit  of  orphan  children  of  deceased  Master  Masons.  The 
committee  further  said: 

Your  Committee  notes  the  exercise  of  the  Ancient  prerogative 
of  the  Grand  Master  in  making  Masons  at  sight,  as  being  the 
first  time  it  has  occurred  in  the  history  of  this  Jurisdiction,  and 
while  we  recommend  th*  approval  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  yet  we 
desire  to  add  a  word  of  caution,  that,  as.  this  action  has  been 
taken  to  establish  the  prerogative,  the  precedent  now  established 
may  not  in  future  be  abused."    Report  adopted. 

Past  Giand  Master  A.  V.  Warr  of  Tennessee  was  introduced 
and  welcomed  with  the  usual  honors, 

A  telegram  signed  "Sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,"  was  ordered 
sent  to  P.  G.  M.  F.  A.  Moore,  Salem,  as  follows:  "You  are  the 
only  living  Past  Grand  Master  of  Oregon,  now  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tion, absent  from  this  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 
Come  down  and  join  your  brethren." 
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The  sequel  does  not  develop  whether  or  not  Bro.  Moore's  c.  t» 
was  long  enough  to  reach  from  Salem  to  Portland. 

The  Committee  on  Report  of  Custodians  recommended  that 
the  Aiticle  of  the  By-Laws  providing  for  Custodians  of  the  Work 
be  repealed  and  that  one  providing  for  a  Grand  Lecturer,  be  sub- 
stituted therefor. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  which  said  recommenda- 
tion was  referred,  reported  that,  at  this  juncture  such  change 
was  inexpedient.     And  so  decided  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  made  short  but  appropriate 
report     Adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  adopted  a  resolution  of  fra 
ternal  greeting,  to  be  conveyed  by  committee  of  three,   to  Bro. 
Joseph  Kellogg — now  90  years  old— the  messenger  who  brought 
the  charter  granted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of   Missouri,  to  estab- 
lish the  first  Masonic  Lodge  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  request  of  the  Trustee  of  the  Educational  Fund,  that  his 
official  bond  be  increased  from  $25,000  00  to  $35,000.00  was 
granted,  and  he  was  directed  to  secure  the  same  by  a  policy  in 
the  American  Surety  Co.,  or  other  reliable  Co.,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Grand  Master,  and  pay  for  the  same  out  of  Grand 
Lodge  funds  in  his  hands. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  impressive  address  on  what  may 
be  styled,  The  Influence  of  Masonry.  On  motion,  he  received 
the  thanks  ( f  the  Grand  Body,  and  his  oratioQ  was  ordered 
printed  with  the  Proceedings. 

The  committee  appointed  to  convey  fraternal  greetings  to  the 
aged  Brother  Kellogg,  reported  discharge  of  that  duty,  also  that 
said  Brother  hoped  to  live  as  long  as  the  hair  remains  on  the 
celebrated  trunk  in  which,  in  1848,  he  carried  over  the  plains 
the  charter  of  Multnomah  Lodge  No.  1. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  made  six  reports. 
And  said  reports  were  severally  adopted. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  made  further  reports  which 
were  of  local  interest  only. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  Second  Day  Grand  Lodge  was  called 
from  labor  to  refreshment  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner- 
stone of  the  Scottish  Bite  Cathedral  in  the  city  of  Portland.  On 
that  occasion  an  eloquent  and  instructive  address  was  delivered 
by  Hon.  W.  D.  Fenton  32°,  K.  C.  C.  H. 

No  15  of  the  Standing  Resolutions  shows  that,  like  Alabama, 
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Oregon  makes  dues  accrue  during  period  of  suspension,  in  cases 
of  suspension  n.  p.  d. 

We  are  hoping  that  said  regulation  will  be  rescinded  at  our 
next  Grand  Communication,  on  the  plea  that  it  lacks  the  qual- 
ity of  justice. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

That  the  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  submitted  by 
Past  Grand  Master,  and  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committee, 
Brother  J.  M.  Hodson,  is,  like  its  predecessors,  of  the  best  qual- 
ity, goes  without  saying.  We  greatly  enjoy  the  clearness,  di- 
rectness and  force  of  our  distinguished  Brother's  utterances. 
His  review  of  Alabama — 1901  is  brotherly  and  courteous.  At 
the  same  time,  if  he  thinks  he  sees  a  chance  to  give  us  "a  punch 
under  the  ribs"  occasionally,  he  does  not  hesitate  to  do  so.  He 
says: 

M.\  W.  *.  Russell  M.  Cunningham  was  presiding  Grand  Master, 
and  delivered  a  very  good  address,  carefully  detailing  all  his  ex- 
ecutive acts,  together  with  many  pertinent  suggestions.' '  D 

After  recounting  several  things  done  during  this  administra- 
tion, Bro.  Hodson  further  says: 

"On  the  question  of  decisions  he  takes  the  whole  bakery  91, 
and  several  of  them  divided  into  from  one  to  four  headings, 
making  considerably  more  than  100  subjects  discussed  and  opin- 
ions handed  down."    ****** 

"There  seems  to  be  a  tendency  more  and  more  not  to  know 
any  law,  except  you  have  it  printed  and  in  book  form;  and  at 
the  rate  they  are  progressing  in  Alabama  their  Code  will  soon 
equal  the  Statutes  of  the  State  for  bulk,  and  some  of  them  would 
be  entitled  to  be  called  'curiosities'  from  the  ruins  instead  of  dis- 
coveries." 

He  is  pleased  to  note  our  Grand  Master's  compliment  to  the  O. 
E.  S.,  and  approvingly  (we  opine)  quotes  his  conclusion. 

Bro.  Hodson  is,  at  any  time  facetious  if  a  chance  to  be  so, 
occurs. 

Our  good  Brother  will  please  accept  our  thanks  for  compli- 
mentary reference  to  the  Alabama  report  on  Correspondence. 
Quoting  our  remark  under  Nevada  as  to  unconstitutional  dimit, 
on  which  we  insisted,  he  says: 

1  'Under  Nevada  he  gives  his  opinion  concerning  dimit  ting 
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brethren  in  forceful  manner:"    Then,   having  copied  said  re- 
mark, continues: 

••This  was  brought  ont  by  a  ruling  that  a  brother  could  not  be 
granted  a  dimit  until  he  had  petitioned  and  been  accepted  by 
another  Lodge.  Oregon  law  recognizes  the  right  of  a  brother  to 
dimit  upon  removal  without  the  Jurisdiction,  but  not  simply  to 
quit.  'Free  Mason*  does  not  by  any  manner  of  means  represent 
the  right  to  dimit  simply.  Nor  does  it  necessarily  include  that 
right  any  more  than  it  does  the  performance  of  any  other  act 
calculated  to  injure  the  fraternity." 

With  all  due  deference,  we  are  still  of  the  opinion  that  our 
position  on  that  subject,  is  the  right  one. 

In  our  own  conclusion,  the  printer  made  us  fay:  "We  do  not 
believe  in  the  doctrine  of  dependent  membership."  Whereas, 
we  do  most  decidely  believe  therein. 

We  read,  under  Pennsylvania,  with  pleas  ire,  the  following: 

•'We  have  no  use  for  ciphers;  never  did  have.  We  have  per- 
sonally obligated  more  than  forty  Masons,  and  there  never  was 
one  of  them  who  got  away  with  permission  to  make  a  mark  even 
that  he  could  himself  read." 

There  is  so  much  of  interest  in  Bro.  Hodsonta  report  that  we 
quit  in  despair  of  doing  it  justice.

Temple,  of  the  out  going  Grand  Master,  Geo.  E.  Wagner,  and  of 
P.  G.  M.  Wm.  Barger  (G.  M.  1844-1845). 

.  Quarterly  Communications  were,  held  as  follows:  March  6, 
1901,  June  5,  1901,  September  4,  1901,  and  December  4,  1901. 
Most  of  the  transactions  of  these  Quarterlies  were  of  routine 
character,  not  requiring  notice  in  detail  at  our  hands.  The  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Temple  and  that  of  Joint  Committee 
on  Improvement  of  Temple,  constituted  the  principal  feature  of 
the  March  Quarterly . 

The  proceedings  of  the  June  Quarterly  show  that  our  Breth- 
ren of  Pennsylvania  were  not  wanting  in  sympathy  for  the 
sufferers  by  the  disastrous  fire  at  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  promptly 
sending  them  the  sum  of  $300.00. 

At  the  December  Quarterly  three  hundred  sixty- eight  Lodges 
were  represented.  As  -prescribed  by  the  Ahiman  Rezon,  the 
annual  election  of  Grand  Officers  now  took  place.  R.  \  W.  \ 
Bro.  Wagner  having  declined  re-election,  Bro.  Edgar  A.  Tennis 
was  chosen  in  his  place.  At  this  Communication  the  Trustees 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  those  of  the  Patton  Memo- 
rial Charity  Fund,  and  those  of  the  Girard  Bequest,  and  those 
of  the  Taylor  Bequest,  made  their  respective  reports,  which,  in 
the  figures  they  exhibit,  ehow  what  a  great  almoner  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  has  become. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  books  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Nov. 
15,  1901,  made  a  fine  exhibit,  at  this  meeting: 

Total  receipts,  $142,793.94 — Balance  on  hand,  first  of  the  year, 
$13,339.55,  making  grand  total  of  $156,133.49.  Balance  on  hand 
after  all  payments,  Nov.  15.  1901,  $28,209.92. 

His  Balance  Sheet,  Nov  15,  1901,  submitted  by  Committee  on 
Finance  at  the  same  meeting,  names  a  sum  which  quite  takes 
our  breath  away— $2,073,887.12. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence 
Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  following: 

"Resolved,  That  fraternal  relations  with  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  be  resumed,  with  congratulations 
upon  the  termination  of  a  most  unhappy  controversy." 

At  this  Communication,  also,  the  Committee  on  the  Temple 
submitted  an  elaborate  report  setting  forth  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures to  date,  and  detailing  improvements  needful  for  artistic 
completion  of  the  grand  structure.    The  committee  had  received 
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199,778.22,  and  had  expended  the  earn  of  $98,863.70,  leaving  on 
hand,  Nov.  15,  1901,  $914.52. 

This  report  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  improve- 
ment of  Temple,  which  committee  reported  favorably,  and  rec- 
ommended appropriation  of  $200,000.00  to  Committee  on  Tem- 
ple, to  be  used  for  said  improvements,  provided  that  no  contract 
should  be  made  which  would  mature  and  require  payment  be- 
fore the  cash  surplus  in  the  Treasury  of  Grand  Lodge  should  be 
large  enough  to  meet  it, 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Committee  on  Library 
had  been— receipts,  $4,179  90;  expenditures,  $3,841.76;  leaving 
balance  on  hand,  Nov.  15,  1901,  $338.14. 

Of  bound  and  unbound  volumes  and  pamphlets  there  were 
now  12,976. 

"The  library  is  steadily  increasing  in  its  collection  of  books 
and  relics,  all  replete  with,  or  emblematic  of,  Masonic  history, 
jurisprudence,  biography,  &c,  valuable  for  reference  or  for 
study.  Its  value  cannot  be  overestimated,  and  we  commend  its 
use  to  all  seeking  'more  light'  in  Masonic  affairs." 

ANNUAL  GRAND  COMMUNICATION. 

December  27th  (St.  John,  the  Evangelist's,  Day),  the  Grand 
Annual  opened  in  the  presence  of  representatives  from  ninety- 
two  Lodges.  M.\  W.\  Joseph  E.  Moore,  Grand  Master  of  New 
Jersey  and  M.*.  W.\  I.  W.\  Ewan,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
same  State,  together  with  M.\  W.\  Geo.  M.  Jones  Grand  Master 
of  Delaware,  were  visitors  of  Grand  Lodge,  received  with  the 
customary  honors. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  made  report  with  recommenda- 
tion, which  was  adopted. 

We  cannot*  withhold  applause  of  the  discreet  action  of  our 
Brethren  of  Pa.  in  refusing  to  publish  details  of  trials,  demor- 
alizing in  their  tendency. 

The  almoners  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund  had  dispensed 
charity  to  the  amount  of  $3,852.00. 

Again  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  was  appropriated  to  the  Masonic 
Home. 

The  Bursars  of  the  Thoe.  B.  Pat  ton  Memorial  Charity  Fund 
had  dispensed  relief  to  the  amount  of  $1,500,00. 

The  Stewards  of  the  Stephen  Girard  Charity  Fund  had  granted 
relief  to  one-hundred-ninety  poor  and  respectable  Brethxen, 
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from  seven  .States  of  the  United  States  and  from  three  foreign 
countries— 176  from  Pennsylvania, — total  amount  being 
$3,395.00. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Wagner  was  a  first  class  paper 
(26  pp. )  covering  his  official  acts  and  presenting  an  excellent 
survey  of  the  doings  of  the  year. 

It  is  learned  from  this  address  that  the  total  Charity  Funds  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  are  $238,139.00;  and  through  a  foot-note  we 
find  that  this  does  not  include  *the  Masonic  Home  which  is  con- 
ducted by  the  Brethren  | through  a  corporation,  [and  now  has 
property  valued  at  about  $146,000.00. 

The  amount  paid  out  to  the  needy  during  the  year  was 
$9,549.00.  This  includes  the  $1,000.00  donated  to  the  Home,  and 
the  $300.00  sent  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.  $15,120.00  were  expended 
at  the  Home  during  the  year. 

The  Grand  Master's  twelve  edicts  and  twenty-six  decisions 
are,  no  doubt,  good  law,  and  entitled  to  the  highest  considera- 
tion. 

Among  his  decisions  we  note  one  which  we  heartily  endorse, 
because  we  hare  been  criticized  for  holding  the  same  view.  It 
is  as  follows: 

"Masonic  Halls  and  Lodge- rooms  cannot  be  used  for  meetings 
of  a  society  named  'Eastern  Star. '  " 

According  to  Ahiman  Rezon;1[52,  Sec.  18,  "A  Lodge  in  an- 
other Jurisdiction  cannot  advance  members  of  Lodges  in  this 
Jurisdiction." 

He  very  properly,  we  think,  decided  that,  '  'in  determining  the 
distance  between  the  residence  of  a  petitioner  for  initiation  and 
membership  and  the  nearest  Lodge,  the  air  line  cannot  be 
adopted  as  an  unbending  rule,  but  the  convenience  of  access  and 
time  required  are  to  be  considered." 

He  had  granted  twenty-six  dispensations,  not  one  of  which 
gave  permission  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time.  Truly  refresh- 
ing! 

The  Grand  Master  found  time  to  make  twenty  official  visits. 
The  value  to  the  Craft  of  these  visits  by  the  official  head  of  the 
fraternity  is  no  little. 

The  address  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Edgar  A. 
Tennie,  was  a  well  written,  interesting  paper  (23  pp.),  including 
historical  references  and  wise  counsel  to  officers  and  brethren. 
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His  remarks  concerning  the  antiquity  of  our  fraternity  (or  of 
its  principles)  were  ingenious.  As  for  ou&elves,  we  do  not  care 
to  wrestle  with  the  question  of  the  "Grand  Mastership  of 
Moses,"  contented  with  the  reflection  that,  whether  or  not  we 
took  a  hand  in  building  the  Tower  of  Babel,  the  Pyramid  of  * 
Cheops,  and  Solomon's  Temple,  we  nevertheless  have,  next  to 
the  Church  of  God,  the  grandest  institution  on  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

Emerging  from  the  mists  of  antiquity  our  M.\  W.\  Brother 
said: 

"While  the  speculative  Grand  Lodge  of  England  w«s  not  es- 
tablished until  1717,  we  have  evidence  of  the  presence  in  our 
own  city  of  Philadelphia  of  Masonic  gatherings  as  early  as 
1715;  the  Masons  thus  meeting  must  have  come  out  of  the  old, 
operative  Lodges  continuing,  in  our  country,  a  custom  which, 
doubtless,  prevailed  in  their  mother  country  under  a  right, 
which  they  termed  "Immemorial  Usage,"  of  meeting  without 
the  f  auction  of  a  warrant.  Our  rightful  existence,  however,  dates 
from  June  5,  (730,  at  which  time  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England, 
by  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  appointed  Daniel  Coxe,  Esq. ,  of  New 
Jersay,  to  be  provincial  Grand  Master  of  New  York,  New  Jersey, 
and  Pennsylvania,  and  this  empowered  him  to  constitute 
Lodges." 

Lack  of  space  precludes  our  following  these  interesting  re- 
searches further. 

What  Brother  Nickerson  of  Massachusetts  will  say  on  this 
point,  we  know  not,  but  can  imagine  his  utterance  to  be  some- 
what as  follows:  "Produce  Provincial  Grand  t Master  Coxe's 
warrant  to  any  Lodge  in  Philadelphia,  of  date  1730  or  1731,  and 
we  (N.)  'throw  up  the  sponge.'  " 

In  the  following,  M.  \  W. '.  Brother  Tennis  proposes  to  atone 
for  Pennsylvania's  refusal  to  participate  in  the  late  centennial 
observances  at  Moant  Vernon: 

"To  keep  green  the  memory  of  such  Brethren,"  (Patriots 
statesmen,  scholars,  men  of  every  rank  and  station  who  were 
Freemasons)  "I  suggest  the  observance  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  on 
Ni  vember  4th  next,  of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  George  Washington's  -entrance  into  FreeMasonry,  and  that 
immediate  steps  be  taken  to  make  the  day  an  occasion  befitting 
the  subject  and  the  dignity  of  our  Jurisdiction. " 

Subsequently  the  Grand  Lodge  unanimously  adopted  pream- 
ble and  resolutions,  offered  by  Bro.  James  M.  Lamberton,  in 
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accordance  with  the  k  foregoing  suggestion  of   Grand  Master 
Tennis. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Two-hundred- fifty  pages  of  choice  ^reading  matter  make  up 
Brother  James  M.  Lamberton's  report  on  Correspondence,  em- 
bracing a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  sixty -two  Jurisdictions 
(three  for  2  years),  Alabama— 1900  included.  We  have  heretofore 
intimated  that  "perfect  courtesy"  characterizes  the  Pennsylva- 
nia reports,  and  we  "stick  to  it"  that  such  is  the  case.  When 
booking  into  these  pages  we  never  dream  of  encountering  any 
harshness  of  expression,  or  sign  of  ill-will.  So  should  it  be 
always  and  everywhere. 

In  his  notice  of  Alabama  Brother  Lamb  9r  ton  says: 

"The  opening  of  the  annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master" 
(B.  Dudley  Williams)  "is  beautiful  and  poetic,  and  we  regret 
that  wo  cannot  quote  his  peroration." 

He  honors  the  memory  of  our  greatly  beloved,  late  Grand 
Secretary,  H.  Clay  Armstrong. 

We  feel  very  highly  honored  by  Brother  Lamberton's  compli- 
mentary notice  of  our  own  report  on  Correspondence;  therefor 
we  make  our  best  bow  to  him. 

He  expresses  pleasure  at  so  often  agreeing  with  us  in  opinion. 
Undeniably  the? pleasure  is  ours  that  he  should  so  agree  with  us. 

He  endorses  our  reply  to  the  strictures  of  Bro.  W.  A.  DeWolf 
Smith,  of  British  Columbia,  on  the  course  Alaoama  and  other 
Grand  Lodges  were  pursuing  in  regard  to  recognition  restored 
with  Grand  Lodge  at  Washington. 

Again  he  says: 

"After  reading  our  Brother's  first  report,  we  knew  he  was  a 
good  Mason,  but  we  bad  no  idea  it  had  taken  so  long  to  make 
him  He  tells  us,  under  Virginia,  that  it  took  almort  two  years; 
at  least  that  seems  to  be  inferable  from  his  statement  that  he 
was  made  in  Surry,  Virginia,  'in  the  year  of  our  Lord  18o3-54.'  " 

As  to  the  "almost- two-years"— "1853-54,"— we  .frtnkly  "own 
up"  that  it  was  a  careless  expression  on  our  part,  the  year  1853 
being  intended,  but  the  same  "diabolical"  work  before  men- 
tioned "bobs  up"  here  also— we  were  not  "made"  in  the  wonder- 
ful cave  of  Luray,  but  in  good  old  Surry,  on  the  south  side  of 
4 'James'  River.'1 
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Again,  it  seems  that,  like  the  Ghost  of  Banquo,  those  p.  d.'s 
"will  not  down": 

"We  have  heard  it  was  right  to  "give  the  devil  his  due."  If 
our  Brother  will  turn  to  page  3  of  his  Report  (1898),  he  will 
find  a  large  4,T"  between  "Wm."and  "Titcomb." 

Had  Brother  Lamberton  turned  to  page  143  of  the  same  report, 
where  we  signed  our  own  name  at  the  conclusion  of  said  re- 
port, he  would  have  discovered  a  Y  as  large  as  life,  instead  of  a 
"T."  We  ourselves  are  not  responsible  for  the  caption  at  the 
beginning  of  that  report. 

Under  Maine  Brother  Lamberton  devotes  nearly  sixteen  pages 
to  a  discussion  of  Brother  Drummond's  criticism  on  the  Penn- 
sylvania petition  as  to  priority  of  Masonry  in  Philadelphia  over 
the  same  in  Boston.  (By  the  way,  that  was  a  rare  bouquet, 
greatly  appreciated,  which  he  threw  at  us  when  he  said: 

"We  are  sure  that  if  the  'merciless  analysis'  of  the 'claims 
set  up  by  McCalla,  then  by  Sachsa,  that  Philadelphia  was  the 
mother  city  of  Free  Masonry  in  America,'  had  been  made  by 
Brother  Titcomb  instead  of  by  Brother  Nickerson,  it  would  not 
have  been  necessary  for  us  to  write  as  we  did  in  our  last  report 
under  Massachusetts)  " 

"Brother  Lamberton 's  paper  on  that  subject  makes  manifest 
careful,  extensive  research,  and  a  masterly  handling  of  the  argu- 
ment in  favor  of  his  side  of  the  question.  On  the  merits  of  said 
question,  we  are  'dumb  as  an  oyster  until  fully  potted.  We 
have  sense  enough  not  to  place  ourselves  between  the  'upp+r  and 
nether  millstone.'  Besides  the  matter  is  quite  unimportant. 
'Barkis  is  willin'for  either  city  to  prove  title." 

Under  Oregon  he  says  of  Brother  Hodson : 

4  He  calls  attention  to  a  mistake  on  the  seal  of  Alabama  (as 
printed  it  reads  VDCCCXXI)  which  our  Brother  interprets  to 
mean  8K>." 

We  hRve  intimated,  already,  that  the  "mistake"  consists  in  the 
omission  of  a  bar  over  the  "V,"  for  which,  indeed,  there  was 
scant  room. 

Our  information  coincides  with  our  Brothers,  that  Sir  Chris- 
topher Wren  died  in  1723,  cetat  91. 

Occasionally  our  courteous  and  dignified  Brother  throws  into 
his  report  a  litle  pinch  of  spice — witness  the  following  in  reply 
to  Brother  Ingersoll,  of  Tennessee: 
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"Our  Brother,  throughout  his  report  seems  a  trifle  sensitive 
about  his  Grand  Master  s  slip  as  to  Admiral  Dewey  being  a 
Mason.  Oar  view4s  that  that  distinguished  sailor,  having  taken 
two  degrees  in  matrimony,  hesitates  to  take  the  three  in 
Masonry." 

With  reluctance  we  turn  from  this  fine  report  to  the  pile 
awaiting  notice.

No.  of  Lodges,  13— members,  574— net  gain— 15. 
M.\  W.  \  John  Muirhead,  Grand  Master. 

Alabama's  Representative,  M.  \  W.  \  Bro.  D.  Darrach,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  as  usual, 
was  at  his  post  of  duty.  Besides  Alabama,  nineteen  other 
Grand  Lodges  were  represented. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  reports  of  the 
Deputy  Grand  Master  and  other  Deputies  commissioned  to  make 
official  visitations,  it  is  learned  that  the  condition  of  the  Craft 
in  Prince  Edward  Island  is  excellent — the  Lodges,  for  the  most 
part,  are  doing  good  work,  while  a  very  few  seem  lethargic;  but 
the  tone  of  all  the  Lodges  is  unexceptionable. 

The  Lodges  visited  were  found  to  be  in  good  shape  financially; 
some  Secretaries,  however,  must  have  been  lax  in  respect  of 
collecting  dues,  for  the  Grand  Master  reads  his  brethren  a  short 
lecture  on  the  subject  of  allowing  dues  to  accumulate,  and  em- 
phasizes the  serious  nature  of  letting  members  get  in  arrears. 
He  well  say  8: 

"We  must  keep  up  our  Finances,  attend  sharply  to  collec- 
tions, or  we  will  lose  members  by  pure  negligence.0 

June  24,  1902,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had,  as  balance  on  hand, 
(310  54. 

We  note  that  in  seme  of  the  Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  the 
annual  dues  are  only  one  dollar,  but  that  one  Lodge  asked,  and 
received  the  approval  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  of  a  change  from 
$1.00  to  $3  00  in  the  amount  of  dues  from  each  member,  "one- 
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third  of  the  Bam  to  be  set  apart  and  devoted  to  the  Fund  of  Be- 
nevolence." 

The  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  reported  the  amount  of  said 
fund  as  $473.00. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence recognition  was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica. 

Some  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nova  Scotia,  in  relation  to 
illegal  action  of  a  Lodge  in  Cape  Breton  Island,  shows  that  the 
best  Masonic  feeling  subsists  between  the  two  Grand  Bodies. 

The  annual  election  of  Officers  resulted  in  the  choice  of

QUEENSLAND. 
Regular  Communication— Brisbane— June  5,  1901. 

Rt.  Wor.  The  Honorable  Augustus  Charles  Gregory,  District 
Grand  Master. 

Two  thin  pamphlets  containing  records,  one  of  the  June  Com- 
munication, the  other  of  the  December  Communication  of  this 
"District  Grand  Lodge  of  Free  Masons  of  England,"  are  before 
us.  The  matters  presented  are  mostly  of  local  interest  only.  It 
is  a  pleasure  to  note,  however,  that  the  brethren  of  Queensland 
do  not  fail  to  carry  a  very  respectable  Benevolent  Fund,  nor  to 
carefully  investigate  claims  upon  their  charity,  and  if  deserving 
to  render  prompt  assistance.  March  1,  1901,  the  D.  G.  Treas- 
urer's books  showed  balance  on  band,  after  expenditures  for 
charity,  of  Benevolent  Fund  to  be  $7,000  00. 

The  grateful  thanks  of  His  Majesty,  King  Edward  VII  for 
messages  of  sympathy  and  loyalty,  were  received  and  spread  on 
the  minutes. 

A  motion  to  prepare  and  forward  an  address  to  the  new  Grand 
Master  of  England,  H.  R.  H.,  the  Duke  of  Connaught,  was  car- 
ried with  acclamation. 

Two  new  Lodges  were  consecrated. 

The  Annual  Festival  went  by  default,  through  evident  lack 
of  interest. 

Of  the  six  dispensations  reported  as  granted  during  the  quar- 
ter, four  were  for  waiving  time  in  conferring  degrees. 
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We  have  no  pamphlet  of  the  September  Communication  on 
our  table;  the  December  record,  however,  contains  the  Grand 
Treasurer's  statement  of  Benevolent  Fund,  Sept  1,1901,  show- 
ing the  balance  of  taat  fund  at  that  date,  in  his  hands  as 
$1,817.58,  This  must  be  a  statement  for  the  quarter  ending  at 
said  date. 

Twelve  more  dispensations  had  been  granted,  only  one  of 
which  was  for  conferring  degrees  out  of  time.  One  of  these 
twelve,  was  "To initiate  a  serving  brother" 

Dignity  and  harmony  characterized  both  Communications 
here  reviewed.

No.  of  Lodges,  37— members,  5,685— gain  214.  Whole  number 
of  Masons,  5,825.    Amount  of  per  capita  tax— 12, 842  50. 

This  pamphlet  of  Proceedings  is  a  model  of  neatness.  The 
Grand  Master's  portrait  adorns  the  first  page. 

The  Semi- Annual  was  held  November  18,  1901.  The  Grand 
Secretary's  semi-annual  report  closes  with  the  pleasing  an- 
nouncement that  the  per  capita  tax  assessed  at  the  Annual  Com- 
munication has  been  paid  by  all  the  Lodges.  At  this  Commu- 
nication, the  Grand  Lodge's  attention  was  mainly  occupied 
with  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Trials,  R.\  W.\  Bro- 
Rugg's  McKinley  Memorial,  a  few  memorials  from  Lodges,  and 
the  exemplification  of  the  Master  Mason  Degree  by  the  Grand 
Lecturer  and  his  assistants,  also  with  the  adoption  of  a  resolu- 
tion establishing  "Old  Glory"  in  Lodges. 

Every  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  was  represented  at  the 

One-Hundred-Twelfth  Annual. 

The  Grand  Master  reported  the  granting  of  twelve  dispensa- 
tions, only  one  of  which  was  for  waiving  time  in  the  conferring 
of  a  degree.  In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
at  the  Semi- Annual,  he  had  ordered  the  dispUy  of  the  United 
States  Flag  in  each  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  at  every  commu- 
nication— the  flag  to  be  placed  in  the  East  of  the  Lodf<e. 

If  Free  Masonry  existed  in  the  United  States  only  this  might 
be  well  enough ;  nevertheless  the  assumption  that  said  flag  is  a 
Masonic  emblem,  is  a  violent  one,  in  our  opinion. 

The  Grand  Master  had  visited  every  Lodge  in  the  Jurisdic- 
tion save  one.  Considering  extent  of  territory,  that  task  did  not 
require  superhuman  effort. 

He  submitted  no  decisions,  but  remarked  upon  the  numerous, 
unnecessary  questions,  which  are  fully  answered  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  General  Regulations  and  which  had  been  asked — 
indeed,  a  multitude  of  them ;  and  he  had  issued  an  order  requir- 
ing the  reading  of  the  law  in  every  Lodge. 

It  had  come  to  his  notice  that  in  one  of  the  Lodges  it  was  the 
custom  to  have  the^members  of  the  choir,  and  the  Chaplain  ap- 
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pear  in  vestments  during  the  work  of  conferring  the  degrees. 
He  very  properly  directed  the  Master  to  cause  its  discontinu- 
ance; he  also  brought  the  matter  up  for  consideration  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

Release,  by  a  Lodge,  of  its  jurisdiction  over  a  profane  who  has 
applied  to  some  other  Lodge  for  the  degrees,  it  has  been  the 
practice,  in  Rhode  Island,  to  give  by  a  two-thirds  ballot.  He 
believed  it  should  be  only  by  a  unanimous  ballot.  And  further, 
in  case  of  the  refusal,  of  a  request  for  a  release,  by  a  Lodge 
abiding  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  other  Lodges,  the  Lodge  so 
refusing  should  hold  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  that  particular 
case  while  the  person,  for  whom  the  request  is  made,  shall  con- 
tinue to  reside  in  the  territory  comprising  eaid  concurrent  juris- 
diction. 

He  recommended  that  these  requirements  be  incorporated  in 
the  laws. 

The  reports  of  the  five  District  Deputies,  and  the  Grand  Lect- 
urer, were  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  total  of  his  receipts,  $3,156.01, 
and  total  expenditures,  $2,834.38,  the  particulars  of  which  he  care- 
fully listed.  We  note  that  one  item  was  for  refreshments, 
$274.65.  That  is  all  right  for  those  who,  like  our  Rhode  Island, 
and  Massachusetts  Brethren,  are  able  to  indulge  therein.  We 
should  like  to  have  something  of  that  sort  in  Alabama,  if  we 
were  out  of  debt,  and  had  a  well  maintained  Masonic  Home  in 
"full  blast:"  but  until  that  happy  consummation  arrives  at  our 
door  every  dollar  that  we  can  spare,  should  go  to  the  support  of 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  deceased  Brethren. 

R.\  W.\  Henry  W.  Rugg,  for  the  Committee  on  Forrign  Cor 
respondence  reported  that  in  accordance  with  former  course  of 
procedure,  and  the  wishes  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as  understood  by 
the  Committee,  no  review  of  the  proceeding*  of  Sister  Grand 
Lodges,  or  of  the  general  workings  of  the  Masonic  Institution 
had  been  attempted.  "Possibly,"  said  the  committee,  "the  time 
has  now  come  when  such  broader  scope  of  facet  ion  a  and  service 
on  the  part  of  the  committee  might  be  sanctioned,  thus  bringing 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island  into  accord,  in  this  particular, 
with  what  is  now  the  almost  universal  practice  of  other  Grand 
Lodges." 

"Voted  that  the  report  be  received,  recorded  and  placed  on 
file." 
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Would  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island  had  taken 
prompt  action  in  accord  with  Brother  Rngg's  suggestion,  and 
thus  given  the  Fraternity  the  benefit  of  his  ripe  scholarship  and 
wise  connsels! 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  committee  fraternal  recogni- 
tion was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

The  Library  Committee  (Bro.  Grand  Secretary  S.  Penrose 
Williams)  made  some  important  suggestions  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
as  to  disposition  of  copies  of  Proceedings  of  Sister  Grand  Lodges. 
Received,  recorded  and  placed  on  file. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Officers'  Reports  recommended  ap- 
proval of  the  Grand  Master's  action  in  regard  to  changes  and 
innovations — costumes  worn  in  Lodge  in  conferring  degrees, 
<fcc— and  recommended  that  a  standing  order  be  adopted  in  rela- 
tion thereto. 

As  to  the  Grand  Master's  recommendation  in  regard  to  requir- 
ing a  unanimous  vote  to  grant  release  of  jurisdiction  over  a  pro- 
fane in  certain  cases,  the  committee  said: 

"This  subject  is  one  of  great  importance,  and  action  should 
not  be  taken  hastily;  the  manner  of  releasing  jurisdiction  over  a 
profane  is  treated  differently  in  different  jurisdictions.  In  our 
ancient  Constitutions  there  was  nothing  that  prevented  a  pro- 
fane from  applying  for  the  degrees  any  where  that  he  desired, 
and  there  was  nothing  to  prevent  any  Lodge  from  receiving  and 
acting  upon  the  petition  of  such  profane  without  regard  to  his 
residence.  Afterward  the  practice  was  adopted  of  requiring 
the  consent,  in  some  cases,  of  the  Lodge  by  a  majority  vote,  in 
others  the  consent  or  recommendation  of  the  Master  and  War- 
dens of  the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  the  applicant  re- 
sided. 

"It  isa  matter  that  should  be  carefully  considered  by  Grand 
Lodge,  and  your  committee  are  not  ready  to  recommend  any 
action  at  the  present  time.  To  nake  the  suggested  change 
would  require  an  amendment  to  the  Grand  Constitution." 

"Ordered,  That  the  report  be  received,  recorded,  and  placed 
on  file." 

The  Commissioners  of  Trials  reported  that  no  cases  had  come 
before  them.    Received,  recorded,  and  placed  on  file. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island  now  has  a  handsome, 
brand-new  Grand  Tyler's  sword,  the  gift  of  the  Grand  Tyler. 

Twenty-nine  Grand  Jurisdictions,  including  Alabama,  were 
represented  at  this  Annual  Communication.

Speedily  after  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  "full  form"  and 
with  solemn  prayer,  the  Grand  Master  expressed  the  deep  sym- 
pathy of  the  Free  Masons  of  Scotland  with  Mrs.  McEinley  and 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  on  account  of  the  death  of 
President  McEinley,  and  moved  the  following  resolution: 

"We,  the  Free  Masons  of  Scotland,  in  Grand  Lodge  assembled 
at  Edinburgh,  desire,  on  behalf  of  ourselves  and  on  behalf  of 
all  Scottish  Free  Masons  at  home,  in  India,  in  the  Colonies,,  and 
in  foreign  parts,  to  place  on  record  our  deep  and  heartfelt  sym- 
pathy with  Mrs.  McKinley,  and  with  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  terrible  domestic  and  national  loss  which  they 
have  sustained  by  the  cold-blooded  murder  of  a  President  so 
illustrious,  and  a  man  so  beloved." 

"Given  under  our  hand  and  seal  in  full  Grand  Lodge  assem- 
bled at  Edinburgh,  this  seventh  day  of  November,  1901."

One  hundred  guineas  were  voted  to  the  Masonic  Relief  Fund 
in  Natal,  South  Africa. 

A  synopsis  of  a  lengthy  report  of  the  Committee  on  "Knocks 
and  Essentials"  was  read  and  laid  over  to  be  read  and  "ventiH 
ated"  in  February,  meantime  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  so  that  all  who  desired  to  do*  so  might  consult  the 
same. 

After  a  little  routine  business,  Grand  Lodge  was  closed. 

The  Grand  Annual,  for  the  election  and  installation  of  office 
bearers,  was  held 

Monday,  December  2,  1901. 

For  the  third  time  (making  three  consecutive  years  of  service) 
the  Hon.  James  Hozier,  M.  P.,  was  unanimously  and  by  accla* 
mation  elected  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  Mason  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland.    The  faithful  and  efficient  Grand  Secretary  i 
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Brother  David  Reid  was  also  continued  in  his  most  important 
office. 

The  Grand  Office  Bearers  elect  having  been  duly  installed 
Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Full  Form. 

Now  came  the  Annual  Festival  of  St.  Andrew. 

This  notable  occasion  reminds  one  of  the  Annual  Feast  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts. 
We  will  oot  attempt  to  reproduce  the  several  eloquent  addresses 
made  in  response  to  the  various  toasts  on  the  occasion  in  ques- 
tion, but  will  confine  ourselves  to  the  statement  which  was  made 
in  the  course  of  the  Grand  Master's  i  em  arks,  on  the  condition 
of  the  Craft : 

"The  Grand  total  of  Scottish  Free  Masons  has  been  increased,, 
during  the  past  year,  by  the  unprecedented  number  of  9320  new 
members"   *    *    *. 

"The  income  of  Grand  Lodge  during  the  same  period, 
amounted  to  $40,502.40,  an  increase  of  $5,150.20."  "During  1901, 
grants  from  the  Benevolent  Fund  amounted  to  $4,027.20;  and 
since  the  formation  of  the  Annuity  Fund  in  1899,  there  had  been 
paid  in  annuities  the  sum  of  $60,960.00."  Charters  had  been 
granted  to  nine  new  Lodges,  some  in  Scotland,  some  in  foreign 
parts. 

"The  total  of  the  three  Funds— General,  Benevolent  and 
Annuity,  amounted  to  $291,388.80." 

We  do  not  blame  Grand  Master  Hozier  for  spreading  this  feast 
of  good  news  before  the  assembled  Brethren. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Grand  Committee  held  December  19, 
*\ 901,  among  other  matters  which  engaged  the  attention  of  the 
Committee  was  the  reading,  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  of  a  letter 
from  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Hamburg  in  relation  to  the  com- 
plaint of  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  against  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Hamburg  that  the  lattter  had  invaded  the  Denmark  Jurisdiction, 
by  establishing  a  Lodge  in  Copenhagen.  From  said  letter  it 
appears  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  is  pursuing  a  policy  of 
procrastination  as  to  giving  a  final  and  direct  answer  to  enquiry 
from  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  concerning  the  Danish  com 
plaint. 

„  If  the  course  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  has  been 
pursuing  is  condoned  or  ignored  by  other  Grand  Lodges,  down 
goes  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  Grand-Lodge-Territorial  Jurisdic- 
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tion.  The  Grand  Committee  seemed  to  be  awaiting  a  final 
answer  from  Hamburg,  due  in  February.  Indeed  the  Grand 
Secretary  had  received  a  promise  of  final  answer  at  that  time. 

The  Committee  had  submitted  to  it  correspondence  which  had 
passed  between  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  England  and  Italy  in 
regard  to  the  erection  of  an  Italian  Lodge  at  Johannesburg. 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  requested  by  Grand  Committee  to 
incorporate  said  correspondence  in  the  record  of  proceedings  for 
the  information  of  the  Lodges  in  South  Africa  and  the  Craft 
generally.  Italy  claims  that  she  erected  said  Lodge  in  unoccu- 
pied territory,  but  England  strenuously  denies  that  such  was  the 
case.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  evidently  takes  the  English 
side  of  the  controversy. 

The  transactions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  were  sys- 
tematic, methodical,  harmonious  at  this  Communication.  A 
highly  interesting  event  was  the  installation  of  P.  G.  M.,  Prov- 
ince of  Forfarshire,  November  15th,  1901.

Annual  Communication  was  held  in  •  Adelaide,  April  16,  1902. 

Most  Worthy  Sir  S.  J.  Way,  Grand  Master,  in  the  Chair. 

At  this  Communication  the  General  Board  reported  the  total 
worth  of  Grand  Lodge  Funds — General  Fund,  Benevolent 
Fund,  Permanent  Benevolent  Fund,  and  Free  Masons1  Hall 
Property,  as  $99,485.98. 

Since  the  last  half-yearly  in  Oct.,  1901,  the  Board  had  dis- 
pensed from  the  Benevolent  Fund  $497.25  for  the  relief  of  indi- 
gent brethren  and  widows. 

The  Rt  Hon.  Sir  Samuel  James  Way  was  duly  elected  Grand 
Master  for  the  ensuing  year. 

At  the  present  juncture  a  more  detailed  review  of  South 
Australia  is  out  of  the  question;  therefore  we  turn  to  a  batch  of 
Proceeding?,  which,  if  they  had  voice,  would  be  clamorous  for 
attention. 
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SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

Two  Special  Communications  were  held  daring  the  year — one 
at  Greenville,  May  25th,  1901,  for  laying  a  corner-stone,  the 
other  at  Lexington,  April  30,  1901,  to  dedicate  a  Lodge  Hall. 

125th  Annual—Charleston— December,  1901. 

Chartered  Lodges  245;  Lodges  U.  D.  2;  Lodges  represented 
171;  Master  Masons  6,532.

Present — Seven  Past  Grand  Masters,  sixteen  D.  D.  G.  M.'s 
and  Representatives  of  thirty-seven  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Ala- 
bama not  left  ont. 

The  Annnal  Address  of  Grand  Master  Sheppard,  covering 
twenty-one  pages  is  clear  and  distinct  in  its  recital  of  his  official 
acts,  and  admirable  in  tone.  Unconscious  eloquence  marks  sev 
eral  passages,  such  as,  e.  g. ,  the  following: 

"In  the  past,  Masonry  has  been  subjected  to  the  assaults  and 
persecutions  of  both  Church  and  State,  and,  yet  to-day,  although 
hoary  with  years,  she  stands  forth  in  all  the  vigor  and  beauty  of 
immortal  youth." 

"Behold  her  as  she  comes  forth  from  the  shadowy  mist  of  the 
ancient  world,  clad  in  the  robes  of  spotless  purity." 

"In  her  right  hand  the  Holy  Bible;  in  her  left,  the  beautiful 
and  expressive  emblems  of  a  royal  Art,  and  upon  her  brow  the 
immortal  name  of  the  everlasting  God;  onward  she  comes  down 
the  ages— moving  in  the  unconquerable  strength  and  majesty  of 
truth,  until  now,  in  the  beginning  of  the  20th  century,  she 
stands  a  queen  in  the  moral  world,  and  a  ruling  factor  in  the 
hearts  of  men." 

And  the  following  in  his  stirring  appeal  on  behalf  of  a  Masonic 
Home: 

"I  earnestly  commend  to  the  Masons  of  this  Grand  Old  State, 
the  great  duty  of  building,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  Masonic  Home 
for  South  Carolina." 

"A  Home  where  the  widows  and  orphans  of  our  unfortunate 
brethren  may  be  properly  cared  for,  and  trained;  a  home  for  the 
old  man— whose  footsteps  are  tottering  on  the  verge  of  the  grave, 
and  who,  in  his  last  days  is  without  a  shelter  from  the  storms  of 
life,  and  without  the  gentle  ministrations  of  friends  and  loved 
ones." 

''Such  a  home  would  be  the  grandest  monument  we  could 
erect  to  the  living  and  eternal  principles  of  our  Grand,  old  Insti- 
tution. " 

"Such  a  home  would  be  a  splendid  fulfillment  of  our  pledges 
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of  loyalty  and  love  for  the  class  that  would  be  benefited,  as  well 
as  to  the  fathers  who  are  quietly  sleeping  in  the  chnrchyard." 

"No  flower  that  we  may  drop  upon  a  brother's  grave;  no  tear 
of  precious  remembrance  that  we  may  shed — as  thoughts  of  the 
manly  virtues  of  onr  departed  brethren  kindle  in  onr  soul;  no 
word  of  loving  endearment  that  may  be  offered  over  his  casket, 
could  be  possibly  as  sweet  and  precious  to  him  as  would  be  one 
kindly  word,  one  fatherly  act,  one  exhibition  of  loving  interest 
in  behalf  of  the  boy  or  girl  whom  he  cherished  with  a  wealth 
of  love— that  only  fathers  and  mothers  can  understand  and 
appreciate." 

The  Grand  Master,  in  person,  laid  the  corner  stone  of  the  new 
Auditorium  of  Chicora  College  at  Greenville,  and  issued  dispen- 
sations for  the  laying  of  three  o*;her  corner-stones.  He  very 
properly  refused  a  dispensation  to  lay  with  Masonic  ceremonies 
the  corner  stone  of  a  purely  commercial  building. 

He  had  granted  twelve  special  dispensations  -  five  of  them  to 
waive  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

He  had,  through  the  Grand  Secretary,  issued  an  appeal  to  the 
Craft  in  South  Carolina  on  behalf  of  the  Jacksonville,  Florida, 
sufferers  from  the  disastrous  fire  of  last  Spring;  as  result, 
1494.15  had  been  duly  forwarded  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
Florida. 

He  paid  well  merited  tribute  to  the  zeal  and  efficiency  of  the 
District  Deputies. 

He  called  attention  to  some  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  duty 
of  subordinate  Lodges  in  reference  to  the  giving  of  the  degrees 
gratuitously  to  clergymen,  and  recommended  that  the  Commit- 
tee on  Jurisprudence  consider  the  question  and  submit  some 
uniform  rule  for  the  government  of  Lodges,  in  this  matter. 

Grand  Master  Sheppard  boldly  defends  the  practice  of  admit- 
ting ministers  free  of  charge,  saying : 

"I  submit  that  ministers  of  the  Gospel  ought  nob  to  be 
charged  annual  dues  nor  fees  for  the  degrees,  because  in  a  large 
majority  of  cases,  in  fact  ninety  nine  out  of  a  hundred  cases,  a 
minister  reflects  the  highest  type  of  character  in  the  community 
in  which  he  lives,  and  it  is  such  material  as  this  which  will  ad- 
vance and  promote  the  interest  of  Masonry  more  than  any  other 
one  factor;  I  therefore  submit  that  it  will  be  wrong  to  require 
the  subordinate  Lodges  to  charge  them  fees  and  dues,  and  I 
indulge  the  hope  that  this  Grand  Body,  at  this  Communication, 
will  give  an  h  expression  of  opinion  upon  this  importanc  matter 
as  will  enable  the  subordinate  Lodges  to  act  uniformly  through- 
out the  State. 
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While,  personally  we  are  "open  to  conviction"  in  regard  to 
the  justice  of  the  rule  (obtaining  in  Alabama)  which  lets  in 
ministers  free,  and  candidly  admit  that  there  is  force  in  the 
argument  of  those  correspondents  who  take  an  opposite  view  of 
this  matter,  still,  while  it  is  the  law,  we  will  loyally  defend  it  as 
best  we  can.  Bat,  M.  \  W.\  Grand  Master,  Brothers  Swain 
and  Hodgson  are  going  to  jump  on  yon  with  all  four  feet  (two 
apiece  of  coarse)  for  espousing  this  cause.    That  is,  we  so  opine. 

The  grand  Master  recommended  recognition  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia Grand  Lodge. 

His  consideration  of  the  subject  of  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction, 
brings  into  view,  quite  palpably,  the  fact  of  divergence  of  views 
held  by  different  Grand  Jurisdictions  on  this  important  question- 
Will  there  ever  be  established  a  uniform  rule  in  respect  of  the 
extent  of  such  Jurisdiction? 

The  Grand  Master  had  made  many  visitations.  Those  visits, 
doubtless,  brought  himself  and  the  Craft  closer  together,  and 
were  productive  of  increased  interest  in  Masonry. 

From  the  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  it  appears  that  bal- 
ance on  hand  and  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  $11,432.78. 
Of  this  amount  that  officer  held  as  a  balance,  December  10, 1901, 
1957.35. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were,  in  the  main,  very 
encouraging. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  had  the  following  subjects, 
to  deal  with,  viz: 

1st.  Life  Membership;  2d,  the  power  of  a  W.  M.  to  suspend 
the  ballot  while  in  progress,  to  declare  it  void,  and  postpone 
repetition  of  the  same  if  it  becomes  evident  that  the  secrecy  of 
the  ballot  would  be  violated  by  continuance  thereof  and  declar- 
ation of  the  result ;  3d,  the  admission  of  ministers  of  God  to 
the  degrees  free  of  charge,  and  exemption  of  them  from  pay- 
ment of  dues;  4th,  perpetual  Jurisdiction;  5th,  the  power  of  a 
Lodge  to  distribute  its  surplus  funds  among  its  member. 

As  to  the  first  section,  the  Committee  sustained  the  ruling  of 
the  Grand  Master  in  construing  Article  135  of  the  Constitution,, 
as*  follows:  "That  a  life-member  cannot  be  made  by  a  Lodge 
without  the  payment  of  some  specific  sum.,"  and  the  Committee 
recommended  that  Article  135  be  so  amended  as  to  require  such, 
specific  sum  to  be  at  least  ten  times  the  amount  of  the  annual 
dues  to  the  Lodge;  and  that  said  Article  be  farther  amended  so . 
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as  to  provide  that  "any  Lodge  may  elect  one  a  life-member,  of' 
its  own  motion,  as  a  reward  for  eminent  Masonic  service." 
Adopted. 

As  to  2d  section— relative  to  the  power  of  a  W.  M.  to  suspend 
a  ballot  while  in  progress,  the  Committee  sustained  the  ruling  of 
the  Grand  Master  that,  under  the  circumstances  detailed,  it  was 
not  only  in  the  power  of  the  W.  M.  to  so  suspend  a  ballot,  but  it 
was  also  his  duty  to  do  so.    Adopted. 

As  to  the  3d  section,  concerning  gratuitous  degrees  to  minis- 
ters, the  Committee  recommend  that  a  resolution  offered  by  P. 
G.  M:,  Brother  Jacob  T.  Barron  to  amend  the  law  so  as  to  provide 
that  no  membership  dues  nor  fees  for  degrees  shall  be  paid  for 
ministers  of  God  when  not  required  of  them  by  the  Lodge.  It 
also  recommended  the  following  proviso  to  be  attached  to  Arti- 
cle 83: 

"Provided,  That  a  Lodge  may  by  its  rules  or  by-laws  provide 
for,  and  confer  the  degrees  upon  ministers  of  God  for  a  less 
sum,"  (than    the   $10.00,    $6.00,    $5.00)  or  without  any  fees." 

Adopted. 
Section  144  of  the  Code  was  so  amended  as  to  read: 

"Section  144.  Ministers  of  God.  The  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion are  not  required  to  pay  to  the  Grand  Lodge  membership, 
dues  or  dues  for  degrees  conferred  on  ministers  of  God,  unless 
the  same  are  required  of  them  by  the  subordinate  Lodge." 

The  4th  section  of  the  report,  in  regard  to  Grand   Lodge  Ju. 
risdiction  was  to  the  following  effect: 
Amend  Section  55  of  the  Code  so  that  it  shall  read: 

"Sec.  55.  Same.  After  a  petition  for  the  degrees  of  Masonry 
has  been  properly  received,  the  candidate  becomes  the  absolute 
Masonic  material  of  the  Lodge  receiving  it,  and  Jurisdiction 
over  such  material  cannot  be  waived  by  the  Lodge  or  by  the 
Grand  Master.  The  candidate  must  be  balloted  for  in  the  Lodge 
so  receiving  his  petition:  Provided,  however,  that  any  Lodge  in 
the  Jurisdiction  may  confer  the  degrees  upon  a  candidate  who 
has  been  elected  by  the  Lodge  whose  material  he  is,  when  re- 
quested by  said  Lodge  as  a  matter  of  courtesy:  but  the  candidate 
must  have  been  elected  to  all  the  degrees  by  the  Lodge  to  which 
he  as  material  belongs,  and  the  fees  belong  to  the  original  Lodge 
unless  waived  thereby.  Provided  further,  that  if  after  a  candi- 
date has  been  elected,  he  shall  remove  from  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion before  receiving  the  degrees,  or  any  of  them,  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Lodge,  over  such  candidate,  may  be  waived  in  favor 
of  a  particular  Lodge  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  which  he  has 
removed."    Adopted. 
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And  the  report  of  the  Committee,  which  was  an  able  one,  was 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  whose  report  was 
adopted,  expressed  grief  and  horror  at  the  assassination  of 
President  McKinley,  and  noted  with  especial  interest  the  fra 
ternal  communications  from  the  Grand  Lodges  of  England  and 
Cuba  tendering  their  sympathy  and  regret  on  ace  nut  of  the 
death  of  our  highly  distinguished  Brother. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken  on  the 
petition,  in  the  form  of  a  Circular  Letter  of  Brother  Samnel 
Jacobs,  praying  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Cirolina  will 
unite  with  other  Grand  Lodges  in  a  remonstrance  against  the 
action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  which  has  passed  certain 
laws  on  the  liquor  traffic.  As  the  Committee  justly  observes. 
South  Carolina  cannot  interfere  with  the  internal  economy  of 
another  Jurisdiction. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  no  action  be  taken,  at  this 
time,  with  reference  to  the  Mexican  Grand  Lodges .  That  the 
proposition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  Alpina,  as  to  an 
International  Masonic  office,  receive  a  negative  answer.  That 
recognition  be  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia: In  conclusion  the  Committee  warmly  congratulated 
Grand  Secretary,  Charles  Inglesby  on  his  restoration  to  health, 
expressing  a  deep  sense  of  his  invaluable  services  to  the  Craft, 
as  "one  of  the  foremost  Masonic  writers  of  the  day,'*  and  as  one 
whom  all  admire  and  love. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  caused  the  "Ram- 
sey Encyclical  Letter"  to  be  neatly  framed  and  hung  upon  the 
wall  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Room,  and  asked,  and  obtained  ap- 
proval of  his  action  in  po  doing. 

We  have  never  seen  a  more  complete  embodiment  of  true 
Masonry  than  said  letter  contains— it  is  worth  printing  in  letters 
of  gold,  and  framing  in  massive  silver.  Would  that  we  had 
space  for  reproduction  of  the  same. 

As  a  token  of  appreciation  and  love,  a  testimonial,  in  the  form 
of  a  Grand  Secretary's  Jewel,  was  voted  to  be  presented  to 
Brother  Charles  Inglesby,  and  committee  appointed  to  procure 
the  same.  A  recognition  of  long  and  distinguished .  services 
Grand  Secretary  and  writer  of  reports  on  Correspondence.

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The  incoming  Grand  Master,  according  to  custom  made  an 
address  which,  though  short,  was  earnest  and  impressive. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  first- class  report  on  Correspondence  by  Grand  Secretary 
Charles  Inglesby,  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committee,  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  all  the  domestic  and  foreign  Grand  Lodges,  ex- 
cept, Rhode  Island,  Missouri,  and  Wyoming,  which  had  not 
come  to  hand.  This  excellent  report  merits  close  attention:  we 
can,  however,  give  it  only  the  most  meagre  notice. 

Alabama  is  generously  accorded  two  and  a  half  pages  treating 
of  onr  proceedings  for  1000,  in  perfect  courtesy  and  with  careful 
consideration. 

Brother  Inglesby  quotes  approvingly  from  Grand  Master  B. 

D.  Williams  address,  and  calls  it  "a  well  considered  and  well 

written  paper,"  but  objects  to  his  ruling,  that  the  loss  of  three 

fingers  by  the  left  hand  does  not  render  a  man  ineligible  for  the 

degrees,  and  that  a  member  of  the  Lodge  has  a  right  to  object 

to  the  advancement  of  an  applicant  after  he  has  been  elected  to 

receive  the  degrees,  and  says,  by  way  of  comment  on  the  latter 

ruling: 

4 'With  us,  if  the  candidate  had  been  elected,  he  cannot  be 
estopped  by  the  naked  objection  of  a  member.  The  objector 
must  show  cause  or  prefer  charges.  The  election  has  conferred 
certain  rights  upon  the  candidate  which  should  not  and  cannot 
be  ignored  on  the  mere  *  'objection"  of  one  brother." 

We  see  force  in  the  foregoing  if  the  election  is  one  ballot  for 
all  three  degrees. 

Of  the  decison,  that,  "if  a  man  has  lost  a  part  of  each  finger 
on  his  right  hand,  his  thumb  remaining  whole;  his  right  hip 
joint  dislocated,  but  walks  without  a  crutch  and  is  able  to  per- 
form any  Masonic  labor,"  he  says: 

''This  is  startling  doctrine  to  us." 

We  thank  Brother  Inglesby  for  his  complimentary  reference 
to  our  own  report  on  Correspondence,  and  assure  him  that  we 
we  think,  coming  from  such  source  it  is,  indeed,  high  praise. 
We  also  thank  him  for  correcting  our  misapprehension  as  to  the 
duties  of  that  committee  in  South  Carolina  to  which  the  report 
on  Correspondence  is  referred.  Without  his  explanation  we  had 
been  under  the  impression  that,  reference  of  the  Report  on  Cor- 
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respocdence  to  another  Committee,  favorable  report  by  said 
Committee,  and  adoption  thereof  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  consti- 
tuted endorsement  (or  approval)  of  the  same.  We  stand  cor- 
rected. 

When  Brother  Icglesby  qnoted  Brother  Cunningham  on  the 
"Emasculation"  of  the  E  A.  Degree,"  we  conld  not  forbear 
wishing  that  he  had  given  ns  the  benefit  of  his  own  views  in  re- 
gard thereto. 

Wa  join  in  the  congratulations  on  our  distinguished  Brother's 
restoration  to  health.

SOUTH  DAKOTA. 

2$th  Annual— Huron— June,  1902. 

M.\  W.\  Charles  Hill,  Grand  Master. 

No.  of  Lodges,  90— membership,  5,126 — net  gain,  207. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  Alabama  was  represented  at  this  commu- 
nication ;  so  were  thirty  other  Grand  Lodges. 

The  portraits  of  Grand  Master  Hill  and  Grand  Secretary  Pet- 
tigrew,  on  the  initial  pages,  seem  to  bid  us  welcome  to  the  sev- 
eral precincts  of  their  Grand  Lodge. 

Nine  Past  Grand  Masters  answered  to  roll-call,  and  a  large 
quoium  of  representatives  appeared  for  their  respective  Lodges. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Bro.  Hill  (24  pp)  is  a  doc- 
ument which  commends  itself  by  its  careful  consideration  of 
every  detail  demanding  attention.  The  interests  of  the  Frater- 
nity were  safe  in  the  Grand  Master's  hands. 

He  reported  his  inability  to  attend,  In  person,  the  funeral  of 
our  late,  distinguished  Brother,  Theodore  S.  Parvin,  and  the 
fact  that  he  had  deputized  Grand  Secretary  Pettigrew  to  repre- 
sent him  at  the  obsequies  on  that  sad  occasion,  presenting  also 
Bro.  Pettigrew's  touching  report  of  his  discharge  of  that  office. 

He  also  submitted  his  circular  sent  to  the  Lodges,  on  the  death 
of  President  McKinley. 

He  had,  by  proxy,  dedicated  the  new  Masonic  Temple  at  Dead- 
wood    One  Lodge,  which  had  been  chartered  at  the  last  Annual 
Communication,  had  been  constituted  in  due  form . 
On  the  subject  of  Dispensations  the  Grand  Master  well  says 
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"The  prerogative  vested  in  the  Grand  Master  to  grant  dispen- 
sations is  one  of  great  responsibility,  and  can  not  be  exercised 
with  too  much  care  There  are  requests  for  so  many  dispensa- 
tions to  be  granted  for  wh<it,  no  doubt,  seems  by  the  brethren  or 
constituent  Lodges  requesting  theui,  to  be  reasonable  and  suffi- 
cient grounds  for  the  Grand  Master  to  grant  the  privilege;  and 
yet,  to  grant  them  would,  without  doubt,  create  an  element  of 
danger  against  which  we  must  guard.  There  is  a  special  temp- 
tation to  accommodate  Lodges.  And  while  it  may  seem  reason- 
able that  the  Grand  Master  should  exercise  his  prerogative,  yet 
no  personal  consideration  should  enter  into  the  matter,  but  only 
the  best  interest  and  greatest  good  to  the  Craft.  A  precedent 
is  set;  let  it  not  be  said  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  that  it  is  an 
open  door  policy,  but,  rather,  one  of  caution  and  discretion." 

He  had  granted  ten  dispensations,  all  of  which  were  above 
criticism,  but  had  refused  eight,  five  of  which  were  requests  for 
permission  to  waive  time  in  conferring  degrees.  A  righteous 
judgment. 

Information  having  been  asked  as  to  the  right  of  a  Grand 
Master  to  appoint  acting  Masters  to  preside  at  trials  when  the 
Master,  for  any  reason,  could  not  preside,  he  made  the  following 
decisions: 

"(1  )  The  affairs  of  a  local  Lodge  can  not  be  infringed  upon 
by  appointment  of  the  Grand  Master.  And  I  added,  to  make  it 
more  plain:" 

••(2.)  Tne  Senior  Warden,  in  the  absence  of  the  Wor.  Master, 
or  if  for  any  reason  he  can  not  preside,  assumes  the  Master's 
station  in  the  east  with  all  the  powers  and  digoity,  that  belong 
to  the  Master,  vested  in  him  for  the  time  being." 

'(3.)  The  Master  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Wardens,  have  au- 
thority to  request  a  brother  to  preside  in  the  east." 

We  say,  "Sound  as  a  dollar,"  but  every  Lodge  officer  ought  to 
know  without  bothering  the  Grand  Master  with  such  unneces- 
sary questions. 

M. .  W.\  Bro,  Hill  announced  that  Alabama's  Representative, 
Bi  o.  Albert  F.  Milligan,  had  received  his  commission. 

He  recommended  that  Grand  Lodge  appropriate  for  the  Mo- 
Kin  ley  monument  at  Canton,  Ohio,  "an  amount  equal  to  not 
less  than  one  dollar  for  each  particular  Lodge  in  this  Grand  Ju- 
risdiction." and  that  the  pi  me  be  sent  forward  without  delay. 

He  also  recommended  that,  as  a  mark  of  esteem  and  apprecia- 
tion, the  Grand  Secretary's  "portrait  be  ordered  printed  in  the 
Proceedings. " 

He  further  announced  that  during  the  year  the  Grand  Loot- 
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nrer  had  held  fifty  five  schools  or  visits  for'  instruction  of  the 
Craft. 

A  Special  Communication  of  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in  Yanc- 
ton,  March  6,  1902,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of 
the  new  Masonic  Temple  there. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  financial  Report  shows  receipts  to  have 
been  $4,703.37. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  cash  balance  of  all  funds,  Jnne 
10,  1902,  was  as  follows: 

"Cash  in  General  Fund $5,558.43 

"Cash  in  Grand  Charity  Fund 765.57 

"Total $6,324.00" 

Mortgages  now  outstanding  ($800.00  at  8%  and  $600.00  at  7%) 
add  $1,400.00  to  the  Charity  Fund  with  interest  accruing. 

Finance  Committee  reported  favorably  on  Grand  Master's 
recomuiendati  »n  for  appropriation  of  one  dollar  for  every  Lodge 
ia  the  Jurisdiction,  to  be  sent  to  the  McKinley  Monument  Fund, 
Canton,  Ohio,  and  Grand  Lodge  approved  the  same. 

Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  offered  resolutions  ex- 
tending fraternal  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica 
and  Valley  of  Mexico.  And  the  resolutions  were  referred  to  the 
Jurisprudence  Committee.  Later  this  committee  reported  that 
it  was  not  in  possession  of  sufficient  data  to  enable  it  to  consider 
the  subject,  and  asked  reference  of  the  same  back  to  the  Commit' 
tee  on  Correspondence.    Approved. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Doings  of  Grand 
Officers,  the  Grand  Master's  other  recommendations  were  ap- 
proved, as  well  as  all  his  other  acts. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  the  Grand  Mas* 
ter's  dispensations  and  decisions.  Report  concurred  in  by  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  made  fitting  report. 

The  Committee  on  Resolutions  expressed  its  high  apprecia- 
tion of  the  services  of  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Master,  the  R.  \  W.\ 
Grand  Secretary,  the  R.  \  W.  \  Grand  Lecturer,  and  the  con- 
spicuously kind  efforts  of  the  O.  E.  S.  in  behalf  of  the  Frater- 
nity, and  reported  a  resolution  of  fraternal  greeting  to  the 
Chapter  of  O.  £.  S.  then  in  session  in  Huron.    Concurred  in. 

Grand  Lodge  unanimously  adopted  the  report  of  the  Special 
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Committee  on  re- codification  of  the  By-Laws  as  amended  by  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  Masonic  Veteran  Association  of  South  Dakota  held  an 
inspiring  session.  Eloquent  addresses  were  delivered  and  a 
well  worded  memorial  of  Bro.  Daniel  Sickles,  the  Founder  of 
M.  V.  A.  was  presented. 

This  volume  is  also  graced  with  elegant  portraits  of  President 
McKialey,  Theodore  Satton  Pirvin,  and  Daniel  Sickles. 

The  venerable  Brother  Youngs  of  Wisconsin  was  elected  an 
honorary  member  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  was  con- 
curred in. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  facile  pen  of 
Brother  Samuel  A.  Brown,  and  it  is  without  the  least  hesitation 
that  we  pronounce  it  a  very  able  one.  To  give  this  report  ex- 
tended notice  would  be  a  real  pleasure,  but  our  time  is  now  so 
short  we  must  desist.  Our  Brother  will  pardon  us  for  correct- 
ing a  slight  Geographical  error,  viz:  Under  Tennessee,  assign- 
ing our  !ate,  beloved  Brother  James  M.  Brundidge  to  the  State 
of  Mississippi;  whereas  our  Grand  Lodge  did  itself  the  honor  of 
making  Brother  Brundidge  an  Honorary  Grand  Master,  he  hav- 
ing given,  to  the  Grand  Body  and  to  the  Lodges  all  over  the 
State,  more  than  a  half  century  of  faithful,  efficient  service. 

Sixty-one  Jurisdictions  pass  under  review  in  this  report  cov- 
ering one-hundred  sixty-nine  pages.  The  reviewer's  notice  of 
Alabama— 1901  is  truly  fraternal. 

He  says  of  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunning- 
ham: 

"The  address  is  without  embellishment  of  an  oratorical  nat- 
ure but  it  is  full  of  business. " 

He  says,  again,  that  Nos.  6  and  31  of  the  Grand  Master's  de- 
cisions are  doubtless  expositions  of  Alabama  law,  and  that  "The 
others  would  pass  muster  in  this  section  except  that  they  still 
charge  dues  up  against  a  suspended  member.  This,  no  doubt, 
will  soon  be  changed. " 

He  styles  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  plea  for  a  Widows'  and 
Orphan i' Home,  "urgent  and  forceful." 

Of  Bro.  Beauchamp  he  says: 
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"The  Secretary  devotes  a  great  deal  of  time  to  what  he  calls 
field  work,  visiting  and  instructing  Lodges,  which  is  certain  to 
have  good  effects." 

To  the  writer  Bro.  Brown  throws  a  great,  big,  fragrant  bou* 
quet,  for  which  he  will  please  accept  onr  grateful  acknowledge 
ments. 

He  says: 

"Among  other  delightful  things  we  think  that  we  see  a  trace 
of  a  family  connection  between  him  and  the  writer,  which, 
however  remote,  is  a  source  of  pride." 

Ah!  Brother,  the  "pride"  is  ours,  and  ve  extend  the  "glad 
hand"  to  you.    The  parties  you  name  were  our  "drst  cousins.' 

Bro.  Brown  quotes  the  articles  of  a  part  of  our  Masonic  creed, 
in  which  there  is  one  missprint,  sufficiently  indicated  by  the  re- 
mark, that  we  do  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  dependent  member- 
ship.

TENNESSEE. 

88th  Annual—Nashville— January,  1902. 

Lodges  on  Roll,  430;  Members,  17,770— net  gain,  427. 
M.  *.  W.\  Isaac  Jones  Thurman,  Grind  Master. 

Six  hundred-ten  delegates  were  enrolled  at  this  grand  gather- 
ing of  Free  Masons,  and  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  by  their 
presence,  lent  dignity  to  the  occasion. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Thurman  presented  a  faithful 
account  of  all  his  official  acts,  and  was  imbued  with  the  true 
spirit  of  Masonry.  He  had  issued  sixty-nine  dispensations — 
fifty-five  of  them  for  election  and  installation  of  officers,  but 
none  of  them  for  conferring  degree*  out  of  time.  On  this  we 
congratulate  the  Grand  Master  and  his  Grand  Lodge. 

He  had  caused  to  be  issued  four  commissions  of  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives near  other  Grand  Lodges,  but  the  foregoing  is  the 
only  reference  to  such  representatives  that  we  find  in  this  vol- 
ume of  Proceedings;  hence  we  cannot,  as  usual,  state  the  num- 
ber of  Grand  Representatives  present. 
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Six  petitions  for*,  dispensations  were,  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  refused. 

The  Grand  Master  suggested  .that  some  plan  be  devised  by- 
Grand  Lodge  for  weak  Lodges  to  be  visited,  inspected,  drilled 
and  filled  with  enthusiasm  by  some  competent  Brother  to  be  se- 
lected for  the  purpose. 

His  official  rulings  seem  to  be  good  law,  conformable,  no 
doubt,  to  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction.  One  of  these  we  note  as, 
possibly,  of  interest  to  one  of  our  own  Lodges  in  Mobile: 

"The  Master  of  Jackson  Lodge,  No.  45,  states  that  about 
twelve  years  ago  a  profane  was  elected  to  take  the  £.  A.  De- 
gree, and  objection  was  made  so  that  the  Degree  was  not  con- 
ferred. Petitioner  shortly  afterwards  removed  to  Mobile,  where 
he  has  ever  since  resided,  and  where,  in  1901,  he  petitioned  an 
Alabama  Lodge  for  initiation.  What  is  the  statue  of  this  peti- 
tioner now?  Ruled,  That  he  is  now  Alabama  material,  and  no 
waiver  of  jurisdiction  by  the  Tennessee  Lodge  is  necessary." 

In  all  of  which  we  concur. 

Twenty-nine  'official  visitations  -had  been  made,  from  which 
the  Grand  Master  himself  derived  great  pleasure,  not  the  least 
part  of  which  was,  having  imparted  a  ^lively  stimulus  to  the 
cause  of  Masonry. 

The  Grand  Master  suggested  'that  applications  *for  admission 
to  the  Home  should  be  referred  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  to  show 
that  the  Subordinate  Lodge  has  made  no  mistake  ae  to  the 
standing  of  husband  or  father  at  time  of  death. 

He  announced  arrangement  made  by  him  with  the  custodians 
for  exemplification  of  the  Degrees. 

He  called  especial  attention  to  the  entertainment  Jto  be  given 
by  the  children  of  the  Home,  at  the  Opera  House  at  2:30  o'clock 
the  same  day.    He  said: 

"Be  on  hand  promptly.  Let  your  heart-strings  loose;  fill  to 
overflowing  with  loving  sympathy  for  this  noble  work,  so  yon 
can  go  home  and  pour  the  oil  of  joy  out  of  your  hearts  on  your 
Brethren." 

His  modest  conclusion  was  short,  but  full  of  the  true  Masonic 
spirit: 

"Brethren,  the  time  for  me  to  surrender  the  emblem  of  au- 
thority is  near  at  hand.  I  am  under  lasting  obligations  to  so 
many  different  Brethren  for  help  and  advice  during  my  term  of 
office,  that  I  will  not  attempt  to  recount  them  here.  ^Suffice  it  to 
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«ay  that  I  have  no  unpleasant  thing  to  say  or  thought  to  harbor 
against  anybody.  It  is  not  hardly  possible  that  we  will  all  ever 
meet  again  in  this  Grand  Lodge  together.  Let  each,  then,  du- 
ring this  session  so  speak  and  act  that  he  may 

'Closer  bind  the  sympathetic  chord 
'Twixt  man  and  man!    The  blessing  of  the  Lord 
Ever  rests  on  such  as  willing  share 
With  those  who  through  affliction  sadly  fare. 
Wait  then  not  the  coffin  lid  to  close 
O'er  those  we  love  when  in  their  last  repose; 
Garlands  bring  of  flowers  while  life  is  warm, 
Twill  help  our  brother  brave  the  fiercest  storm/ 

"My  work  is  now  before  you.  Do  with  it  what  you  think 
best. 

Fraternally  Yours, 

Isaac  J.  Thurman,  Grand  Master." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  states-  balance  on  hand  and  re- 
ceipts for  the  •  year  as  $45,040.94  Total  disbursements  as 
$20,027.05. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  a  model  of  painstaking  and 
exactness.  He  furnishes  a  tabular  statement  of  aggregate  mem- 
bership, losses  and  gains  of  the  Lodges,  for  the  last  sixteen  years, 
an  analysis  of  which  is  interesting,  especially,  to  the  Brethren 
of  Tennessee.  If  Secretaries  of  Lodges  will  give  close  atten- 
tion to  suggestions  made  by  the  Grand  Secretary,  things  will  be 
lovely  in  his  office  when  he  makes  up  his  annual  report.  Let 
them  "put  themselves  in  his  place"  and  see  how,  by  being  care- 
ful, they  may  save  R. '.  W.*.  Bro.  Garrett  much  trouble  and  vexa- 
tion of  spirit. 

His  receipts  of  contributions  for  the  Jacksonville  sufferers 
amounted  to  $537.60.  During  the  year  donations  for  the 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Endowment  Fund  aggregated  $619.00. 

The  commission  on  Masonic  Home  endowment  reported  funds 
received  up  to  Jan.  27,  1902,  $9,203.21. 

Total  disbursements  for  year  $7,514.48.  Deduct  $630.93,  cred- 
its shown,  leaving  net  expenses  for  year  $6,883.55. 

Average  No.  of  inmates  for  the  year  105. 

Average  cost  per  month  $5.46. 

A  touching  memorial  of  Past  Grand  Master  Jefferson  Camp- 
bell Can  wood,  M.  D.,  and  an  excellent  one  on  the  death  of  Past 
Grand  Master  Joseph  Holmes  Bullock  were  read,  and  then 
memorials  were  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 
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The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommended  approval  of 
the  commissions  and  dispensations  issned  by  the  Grand  Master, 
also  all  of  his  official  rulings  except  one — that  one  in  which  he 
ruled  that  no  law  takes  effect  before  its  passage,  but  either  on, 
or  after  its  passage.  For  example,  a  Brother  dropped  lrom  the 
roll  for  non-payment  of  dues  when  that  was  lawful,  must  be 
restored  according  to  the  law  of  restoration  as  it  was  when  he 
was  dropped.  From  that  ruling  the  committee  dissented,  and 
recommended  the  Grand  Lodge  to  adopt  the  contrary  view,  viz: 
"That  BrethreQ  suspended  N.  P.  D.  at  any  time  may,  under  ex- 
isting regulations,  restore  then; selves  by  the  payment  of  the 
amount  of  delinquent  dues."  And  the  report  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

The  Commie  tee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  made  a  strong  re- 
port (special)  on  the  subject  of  '  cipher  rituals".  The  committee 
offered  two  resolutions  which  were  adopted,  but  the  rest  of  said 
report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  of 
which  Bro.  Ingersoll,  chairman  of  the  F.  C  Committee,  is 
also  chairman. 

The  first  of  the  two  resolutions  adopted  denounces  "the  use  of 
cipher  rituals  by  Craft  Masons  as  un masonic,  illegal,  and 
fraught  with  danger  to  the  Fraternity,  and  it  hereby  calls  upon 
all  its  8 inter  Grand  Lodges  to  unite  with  it  (the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Tenn.)  in  an  inflexible  resolution  to  extirpate  the  practice  as 
contrary  r,o  the  esoterics  of  the  Craft  and  violative  of  the  ancient 
landmarks  of  our  noble  institution  " 

The  second  resolution  extends  cordial  and  fraternal  relations 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

Having  the  foregoing  report  of  the  Correspondence  Commit- 
tee under  consideration  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  pre- 
sented the  following,  which  was  adopted: 

"5.  For  the  suppression  of  cipher  rituals  and  keys,  we  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  edict: 

"62  Cipher  Rituals.— The  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee  con- 
demns and  forbids  the  purchase,  sale,  or  use,  within  this  Juris- 
diction, of  all  printed  or  written  ke>s,  ciphers,  notes,  or  charac 
ters  of  any  kind  whatsoever  purporting  to  be  descriptive  of  the 
secret  work,  lectures,  or  ritual  of  the  three  Symbolic  Degrees  of 
Masonry.  The  disregard  of  this  prohibition  shall  be  a  Masonic 
offense;  and  the  use  of  any  such  misleading  ritual  in  any  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge  shall  be  just  cause  for  arrest  of  charter.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Lecturer  to  report  forthwith  to  the 
Grand  Master  any  violation  of  this  Edict." 
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In  our  humble  opinion  the  foregoing  is  a  good,  big  "feather  in' 

the  cap"  of  each  of  those  two  committees — Correspondence  and1 
Jurisprudence. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  offered  a  report  on  two  sub- 
jects—the last  submitted  for  its  consideration: 

1st.    "A  man  who  lives  oviside  the  corporate  limits  of  a  city 
where  two  or  more  Lodges  have  concurrent  jurisdiction,  is- 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  nearest  Lodge— Edict  4. 

2d.  "The  proposed  Edict  61,  requiring  Subordinate  Lodge* 
to  expel  Brethren  engaged  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors  as  a  beverage  after  January  1,  1903,  does  not  have 
the  approval*  of  a  majority  of  your  committee,  and  is  not, 
therefore,  recommended  for  adoption,"  Ron-concurred  in  by  the 
Grand  Lodge)." 

We  omit  some  matters  to  make  room  for  a  few  of  the  '  'E  licts 
of  the  Grand  Lodge,  as  amended,  1902:" 

•  '5.  State  Lines. — This  Grand  Lodge  freely  concedes  to  Lo  lares 
in  State  adjoining  ours  the  privilege  of  receiving  and  initiating 
citizens  of  Tennessee  whose  residences  shall  be  nearer  to  snrh 
Lodges,  than  to  any  Lodge  in  Tennessee;  provided,  such  Lodges 
are  chartered  by  a  Grand  Lodge  with  which  we  are  in  corres- 
pondence; provided,  also,  the  same  privileges  are  extended  to 
the  Lodges  of  this  State  by  said  Jurisdiction." 

The  following  differs  from  the  Alabama  regulation,  which 
allows  none  to  open  the  Lodge  in  the  absence  of  all  three  of  the 
principal  officers: 

"8.  Who  Shall  Preside. — In  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful 
Master  of  a  Lodge  his  duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Qenior 
Warden;  in  his  absence,  upon  the  Junior  Warden;  in  his  ab- 
sence, the  oldest  Past  Master  present.  If  none  of  these  officers 
nor  any  Past  Master  be  present,  the  members,  according  to  seni- 
ority, may  preside,  and  have  all  the  rights  of  a  regular  installed 
Master. " 

'•58.  Widened  and  Orphans'  Day,— The  Festival  of  Si.  John 
will  be  observed  by  Lodges  of  this  Jurisdiction  on  June  24,  and 
in  addition  to  such  celebration,  the  same  day  shall  be  observed 
as  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Day,  on  which  L  dges  and  their  indi- 
vidual members  and  others  will  be  requested  tomibe  donations 
to  the  Masonic  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  of  Tennessee,  as  a 
thank  offering  to  Almighty  God  for  the  health,  prosperity, 
mercy  and  peace  that  have  been  vouchsafed  to  them  during  the 
year." 

The  foregoing  Edict  58  reflects  the  highest  credit  upon  the 
M.\  W.*.  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee. 
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"59.  Intoxicating  Liquors, — No  person  shall  be  initiated, 
passed  or  raised,  in  any  Subordinate  Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
who  is  engaged  in  the  manufacture  for  sale,  or  in  the  sale  of  in  - 
toxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage." 

"61.  Intoxicating  Liquors. — All  Master  Masons  engaged  in  the 
manufacture  or  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage,  after 
January  1,  1903,  shall  be  deemed  unworthy  of  membership  in 
any  Subordinate  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  and  charges  shall  be  pre- 
ferred against  all  to  engaged,  by  the  Junior  Warden  in  whose 
Jurisdiction  said  manufacturer  or  dealer  shall  be  residing." 

"02.  Cipher  Rituals.—  The  Grand  Lodge  cf  Tennessee  con- 
demns and  forbids  the  purchase,  sale,  or  use,  within  this  Juris- 
diction, of  all  printed  or  written  keys,  ciphers,  notes,  or  charac- 
ters of  aty  kind  wt  at  ever,  purporting  to  be  descriptions  of  the 
secret  work,  lectures,  or  ritual  of  the  three  Symbolic  Degrees  of 
Masonry.  The  disregard  of  this  prohibition  shall  be  a  Masonic 
offense;  and  the  use  of  any  such  misleading  ritual  in  any  Subor- 
dinate Lodge  shall  be  just  cause  for  arrest  of  charter.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Lecturer  to  report  forthwith  to  the 
Grand  Master  any  violation  of  this  Edict." 

The  Edict  would  have  been  strengthened  by  the  addition  of 
the  following:  Any  one  convicted  of  this  offense  shall  be  ex- 
pelled from  the  Fraternity. 

A  convocation  of  Past  Masters  was  held  January  31,  1902,  at 
which  forty-five  'Masters  elect  were  introduced  and  duly  in- 
stalled as  Masters  of  their  respective  Lodges. 

Nine  near  members  were  elected  to  membership  in  the  Masonic 
Veteran  Association. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  Henry  H.  Ingersoll,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  in  no  manner,  fails  to  preserve  his 
high  standard  of  excellence  in  preparing  his  report  on  Corres- 
pondence. In  this  report  he  has  compressed  within  the  compass 
of  seventy- four  pages,  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  forty -five 
Grand  Lodges,  embracing  abundant  food  for  thought. 

In  our  notice  of  his  review,  there  must,  perforce,  be  a  lack  of 
connection — continuity;  since  we  can  bat  "dip  in"  (here  and 
there  with  brief  specimens  of  his  forcible  comments. 

Under  Alabama — 1900  he  says: 

"Brother  B.  Dudley  Williams,  M.  D.,  Grand  Master,  has  no 
nauseating  doses  for  his  Brethren  of  Alabama,  but  ministers  to 
their  wants  and  tastes  with  prescriptions  prepared  according  to 
the  most  modern  pharmacy.     Mark  his  euphemistic  exordium!" 
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And  then  gives  his  readers  a  moderate  slice  of  the  same,  and 
adds: 

*  'These  samples  of  Alabama  rhetoric  must  suffice  for  the  pres- 
ent, though  we  would  fain  give  our  readers,  if  we  had  sufficient 
space,  the  entire  feast  with  which  our  Alabama  Brethren  were 
regaled  on  this  occasion."  *  *  *  *  "A  peroration  of  three 
pages  concludes  this  remarkable  address,  from  which  we  clip 
only  a  short  paragraph  for  the  gratification  of  those  who  re- 
joice in  fine  writing?" 

And  then  follows  the  "paragraph"  in  question. 

M.  -.  W.\  Bro.  Williams  may  take  the  foregoing  as  a  high  com- 
pliment, coming  as  it  does  from  one  who  himself  ha*  no  supe- 
rior in  the  art  of  word-painting. 

Decisions  7  and  8  (Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee— 1899),  which 
were  as  follows: 

"7.  A  man  with  his  left  hand  off  between  the  waist  and 
elbow,  if  otherwise  worthy  and  qualified,  is  eligible  to  receive 
the  degrees." 

"8  A  man  with  only  one  lee:  is  not  eligible,"  failed  to  secure 
approval  of  the  Law  Committee. 

Concurring  in  opinion  with  the  committee,  we  had  presumed 
to  ask,  if  two  feet  were  essential,  why  not  two  hands,  •  also? 
Brother  Ingersoll  replies: 

"We  give  it  up." 

Well  answered. 

Under  British  Columbia,  he  says: 

"This  correspondent"  (Brother  W.  A.  De  Wolf  Smith)  "pre- 
sents a  most  excellent  and  learned  report  *  *  under  which  he 
gives  expression  to  the  following  genuine  British  sentiment: 

"Alabama,  i:  may  be  remembered,  refused  to  adopt  legisla- 
tion against  liquor  dealers,  and,  in  this  respect,  did,  we  think, 
the  right  thing  If  this  class  of  persons  is  undesirable  material, 
the  Lodges  always  have  it  in  their  power  to  refuse  them  admis- 
sion." 

Whereupon  Brother  Ingersoll  observes: 

"This  is  a  subject  upon  which  we  presume  Masons  will  con- 
tinue to  disagree  so  long  as  they  have  difference  of  temper,  dis- 
position and  social  conditions.    This  writer,   though  neither  a 
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Rechabite  nor  a  prohibitionist,  is  yet  able  so  fully  to  appreciate 
the  motive?  and:  respect  the  judgment  of  his  Brethren  in  the 
Southern  States  particularly,  who  consider  spirituous  liquors  to 
be  the  commonest  cause  of  social  disorder  and  the  most  frequent 
concomitant  of  bloody  crimes,  as  they  personally  witness  condi- 
tions in  our  mixed  population,  that  he  cannot  dissent  from  their 
conclusions  in  Grand  Lodge  formally  expressed,  that  on  the 
whole  it  is  best  that  no  more  dealers  in  these  stimulants  shall  be 
admitted  to  our  ranks.  In  other  lands,  amongst  other  people, 
with  different  social  conditions,  climate  and  tendencies,  as  for 
example,  in  Ireland,  where  the  greatest  ecclesiastical  and  chari- 
table donors  and  benefactors  are  brewtrs,  srch  general  rules 
might  do  more  harm  than  good;  but  the  record  of  crime  in  the 
Southern  States,  U.  S.  A.,  is  too  full  of  intoxicated  criminals  not 
to  suggest  to  the  moralist  a  social  restraint  upon  the  traffic  in 
spirituous  liquors,  as  one  of  the  potent  agencies  for  reform.  And 
it  has  been  found  fairly  effectual. " 

The  foregoing  are  timely  words  well  spoken. 
In  sundry  places  Brother  Ingersoll  emphasis  (justly  we  think) 
his  condemnation  of  cipher,  key,  &c.    Under  Idaho  he  says: 

"The  regulators  have  commenced  their  work  in  Idaho  and 
persuaded  the  Grand  Lodge  to  pass  a  resolution  declariog  what 
are  regular  and  duly  constituted  Masonic  Bodies,  *  *  *  *" 

"Neither  the  Eastern  Star  nor  the  Shrine  are  included  in  the 
enumeration  of  'regulars,'  and  we  wonder  what  will  become  of 
the  devotees  of  these  quasi  Masonic  Bodies." 

"This  new  light  company,  however,  were  unable  to  delude  the 
Grand  Lodge  into  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  prepare  "one 
cipher  copy  of  the  adopted  work  for  each  Lodge  within  the 
Jurisdiction.  After  full  discussion  this  innovation  in  the  Body 
of  Free  Masonry  was,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  thank  goodness,  laid 
upon  the  table  indefinitely.  There  may  it  lie  until  it  shall  sink 
into  the  table  and  through  the  table  and  through  the  floor  and 
all  the  floors  and  into  the  earth,  and  there  find  a  grave  deep 
enough*  to  bold  it  down  forever!  And  may  all  similar  resolu- 
tions, wheresoever  presented,  meet  with  the  same  fate.    Amen!" 

We  are  with  you,  dear  Brother. 

Under  Iowa  the  introduction  of  the  U.  S.  flag  into  the  Lodge 
does  not  seem  Masonic  to  Brother  Ingersoll. 

Under  Wisconsin  our  Brother  cannot  refrain  from  giviDg  his 
Brethren  of  Georgia  and  Alabama  a  gentle  rap  on  the  knuckles 
after  this  wise: 

"The  exordium  of  the  Grand  Master  to  his  Brethren  of  the 
frozen  Northwest  is  of  a  kind  which  well  might  stir  the  envy  of 
our  euphuistic  Brethren  of  Georgia  and  Alabama  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  following  initial  portions:" 
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Then  he  quotes  the  florid  and  beautiful  opening  of  said  ad- 
dress. 

We  had  not  learned  that  the  Brethren  of  Alabama  and  Georgia 
were  peculiarly  fastidious  in  the  use  of  words.  But  we  are  passing 
the  danger  line  as  to  the  length  of  this  report  of  ours,  and  must 
chop  it  right  off.

TEXAS. 

66th  Annual— Houston— December,  1901 . 

No.  of  Lodges,  665 — membership,  29,680. 

M.-  W.\  N.  M.  Washer,  Grand  Master. 

There  were  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters  present,  also  Repre- 
sentatives of  twenty- four  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  included. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  said  concerning  Jthe  condi- 
tion of  the  Craft: 

"The  condition  of  the  Craft  in  Texas  is  all  that  could  be  de 
aired." 

He  duly  commemorated  the  distinguished  dead  of  his  own, 
and  other  Jurisdictions.  A  memorial  page  informs  us  that  553 
Texas  Masons  died  during  the  year.  He  noted  in  this  connec- 
tion that  five  of  the  oldest  Grand  Secretaries  in  the  United  States 
had  passed  away,  and  that  their  combined  services  in  that  ca- 
pacity "aggregated  the  enormous  period  of  178  years."  Bro. 
Parvin  (Iowa)  "57  years,"  Bro.  Parmelee  (Colorado)  "34  years," 
Bro.  Power  (Mississippi)  "32  years, "  Bro.  Baker  (Rhode  Island) 
"29  years.1'  and  Bro.  Singleton  (District  of  Columbia)  "26 
years. " 

Alluding  to  the  death  of  Qaeen  Victoria,  and  the  death  of 
President  McKinley,  he  paid  a  noble  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
each  of  these  beloved  rulers. 

His  report  thows  that  eleven  Lodges  chartered  last  year  had 
been  duly  constituted.    Seven  Lodges  U.  D  had  been  formed. 

May  22, 1901,  he  had  issued  a  circular  letter  to  the  subordinate 
Lodges  in  Texas,  giving  notice  of  the  demise  of  the  Gran  Dieta 
Simbolica  of  Mexico,  and  "declaring  all  fraternal  intercourse 
with  Masons  hailing  from  Lodges  in  the  Republic  of  Mexico, 
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terminated  until  the  Grand  Lodge  shall,  in  its  wisdom  declare 
its  intent  with  reference  to  farther  recognition." 
As  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  he  said: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  having  given  us  no  official 
notice  of  its  intent  to  recede  from  its  former  position  on  the  sub- 
ject of  N'gro  Masonry,  I  have  to  report  that  the  severance  of 
amicable  relations  between  us  is  still  potent,  and  remains  in 
force." 

He  bad  issued  seven  duplicate  charters  to  as  many  Lodges, 
the  originals  having  been  burned  up. 

The  charters  of  three  Lodges  having  been  arrested,  said 
Lodges  were,  after  proper  investigation  of  each  case,  empowered 
to  resume  labor  until  the  meeting  of  this  Grand  Lodge.  We 
find  that  a  resolution  was  passe  i  to  restore  its  charter  to  one  of 
the  three  Lodges  whose  charters  had  been  arrested,  but  have 
failed  to  find  that  action  was  taken  with  reference  to  the  other 
two. 

The  Grand  Master  stated  that  the  Relief  fund  for  the  benefit 
of  the  storm  sufferers  in,  and  near  Galveston,  amounted  to 
$11,132.30.  He  had  returned  $2  000.00  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  had  drawn  drafts  on  said  fund  to  the  amount  of  $7,311.50, 
leaving  on  hand  $1,810.80.  He  suggested  that  the  io coming 
Gra  d  Master  be  empowered  to  distribute  the  sum,  remaining 
on  hand,  among  the  needy,  in  the  storm  district  who  might 
require  further  aid  to  enable  them  to  tide  over  the  coming 
winter. 

He  had  wired  $1,000.00  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Florida  for  the 
relief  of  Jacksonville  and  hoped  Grand  Lodge  would  approve 
said  action.  This  the  Grand  Lodge  subsequently  did,  on  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Committee  on  Grand  Officers'  Reports. 

Twenty  two  corner  stonep  had  been  laid  during  the  year.  We 
are  glad  to  quote  the  following  paragraph: 

"1  have  declined  to  issue  a  single  dispensation  to  confer  a  de- 
gree out  of  time." 

The  Grand  Master  spoke  earnestly  in  behalf  of  the  Widows 

and  Orphans'  Home  at  Fort  Worth,  incidentally  alluding  to  the 

conspicuous  example  of  the  Kentucky  Masons  in  providing  for 

their  wards, 

He  reported  nine  cases  of  discipline;  which  were  disposed  of 

n  a  truly  Masonic  spirit.     One  of  these  was,  disclosure,  by  a 
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Worshipful  Master,  of  the  name  of  a  Brother  who  had  protested 
against  the  advancement  of  a  candidate, — a  case  not  likely  to 
recur  in  the  Lodge  referred  to. 

It  is  need  less  to  recount  the  dispensations  refused— enough  that 
said  refusals  were  justifiable. 

Iq  the  course  of  his  remarks  concerning  the  District  Deputies, 
he  said: 

"These  faithful  representatives  of  the  Grand  Master  are  of 
invaluable  assistance  to  him  in  controlling  and  directing  the 
Craft,  and  in  correcting  and  modifying  the  evils  that  will,  now 
and  then,  crop  up  in  our  subordinate  Lodges;  and  for  such  ser- 
vices which  they  so  willingly  rendered  to  me,  I  do  thus,  in 
making  acknowledgment,  tender  my  sincere  gratitude." 

He  reported  twenty-seven  decisions,  which  we  have  read  with 
care,  and  which  are,  no  doubt,  conformable  to  the  laws  of  the 
Texas  Jurisdiction.  We  content  ourselves  with  this  general  re- 
mark thereupon  save  that  we  venture  to  add  that  decision  No. 
18  meets  our  hearty  endorsement.  The  decision  is  substantially 
as  follows:  Suicide  is  a  violation  of  municipal  law  involving 
moral  turpitude,  and  therefore  a  Masotic  offense,  but  if  compe- 
tent a  thority  adjudges  the  brother  to  have  been  insan»,  he  was 

not  chargeable  with  the  offense. 

• 

"Secondly,  if  a  brother  Mason  commits  suicide  as  a  result  of 
insanity,  temporary  or  otherwise,  occasioned  by  s  cknessor  other 
unavoidable  cause,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  Masonic  burial,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  inform  him- 
self as  to  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  either  permit  or  decline  such 
Masonic  burial,  as  the  result  of  sue  i  investigation  may  tend  to 
show  the  mental  condition  of  the  brother  at  the  time  the  act 
was  committed." 

Among  the  Grand  Master'j  recommendations  we  note  with 
pleasure  the  following: 

"No.  5 — I  respectfully  submit  to  this  Grand  Loda:  ,  that  being 
deprived  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  Master  Mason 
thereby,  dues  should  not  accrue  against  a  brother  suspended  for 
nonpayment  of  dues,  while  laboring  under  such  suspension  as 
provided  for  under  Art.  3*0.  Masonic  Laws  of  Texas  and  I  there- 
fore recommend  the  repeal  of  said  Article.  Such  a  step  will 
Sennit  of  the  reinstatement  of  a  number  of  brethren  suspended 
T.  P.  D.,  who,  though  willing  to  pay  the  amount  due  at  the 
time  pf  suspension,  are  not  in  fact  able  to  pay  such  amount  to- 
gether with  the  accumulations  accruing  during  suspension.  *  V 

We  are  glad  to  record  the  foregoing,  because,  at  our  last  Com- 
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munication  we  offered  a  resolution  to  the  same  effect,  and  it  was 
Tef erred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  which  will,  doubt- 
less report  thereon  at  next  annual.  As,  on  inquiry,  we  learn 
that  said  committee  took  possession  of  said  resolution  before  the 
Grand  Secretary  had  time  to  put  on  record  the  offering  and  ref- 
erence of  the  same,  we  hence  account  for  its  non-appearance  in 
the  printed  Proceedings— 1901. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence recognition  was  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lod.e  €,Valle  de 
Mexico,"  the  Grand  Lodge  "Benito  Juarez/'  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Western  Australia. 

Against  recognition  of  the  last  named  Grand  Body  we  have 
nothing  to  say;  we  still  think,  however,  that,  in  respect  of  these 
Mexican  Bodies,  it  will  not  hurt  to  maintain,  at  least  for  the 
present,  "a  wise  and  masterly  inactivity." 

We  cull  from  the  report  of  the  Directors  of  the  Widows'  and 
Orphans'  Home  a  few  of  their  statistics: 

"Amount  of  cash  expended  for  all  purposes  of  the  Home  and 
farm,  was  $11,180.80. 

•Total  of  farm  produce $1,858.76 

"Current  expenses  of  farm 1,362. 14 

1  Balance  to  credit  of  f ajm $   496.62 

"Total  for  maintenance $9,680  78 

•'Average  per  capita  expense  fpr  previous  year $   188.00 

"    present      ••     148.98 

"The  total  of  property  and  assets  of  the  Home  may  be  stated 
as  follows: 

"Cash  on  hand  $81,934.42,  and  7,912  acre*  of  land,  valued  at 
$10,000.00,  property  in  city  of  Houston  $3  200.00,  and  value  of 
land  and  permanent  improvements  of  the  Home — G  rand  total, 
1182,042.75." 

In  closing  their  report  the  Directors  say: 

"During  the  psst  year  we  have  had  no  serious  sickcess  at  the 
Home,  and  no  deaths. 

"We  have  now  in  the  Home  3  widows.  42  boys,  and  38  girls. 
*    *    *    Our  home  will  in  a  few  days  have  86  inmates. 

"  »Ve  now  have  a  lady  employed  to  teach  the  girls  dresmaking, 
cutting  and  fitting  boys'  and  men's  clothing,  and  we  are  teach- 
ing them  to  cook,  wash  and  iron,  and  all  the  branches  of  house- 
keeping, bnt  we  are  badly  in  need  of  workshops  and  tools  to 
teach  the  boys  mechanic  arts.     It  would  be  unjust  to  them  sim- 

Ely  to  keep  them  on  the  farm  and  teach  them  farm  work.  We 
ope  the  Grand  Lodge  will  adopt  the  Constitutional  amendment 
now  pending,  which  levies  a  tax,  of  fifty  cents  per  member  for 
the  use  of  the  Home,  in  place  of  all  allowances  made  to  it  now. 
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This  would  give  us  an  ample  income  to  make  all  the  improve- 
ments we  desire,  and  would  enable  the  Grand  Lodge  to  devote 
its  present  income  to  other  purposes,  or  reduce  the  per  capita  as- 
sessment upon  Lodge  members  to  thirty  cents  which  would 
cover  our  necessary  current  expenses. 

"We  again  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  Grand  Lodge  and 
Masons  of  Texas  to  the  fact  that  the  widows  and  orphans  in  the 
Home  are  your  widows  and  your  orphans,  and  that  they  are  in 
a  special  way  dependent  on  you  for  their  maintenance,  support 
and  education.  It  seems  to  us  that  we  are  all  under  obligations 
to  see  that  they  are  fully  equipped  to  become  useful  citizens  and 
an  honor  to  the  craft. "    Adopted. 

And  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  proposed  amendment  of 
the  law,  making  the  per  capita  tax  fifty  cents. 

In  line  with  this,  the  beneficent  legislation,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee,  Article  217  was  repealed,  and 
therefor  was  substituted  the  following: 

"Article  217 — All  monies  belonging  to  the  general  fund  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  remaining  after  the  payment  of  current  ex- 
penses, economically  disbursed,  and  $1,000.00  retained  as  a  Con- 
tingent fund,  shall  be  turaed  over  to  the  permanent  fund  of  the 
Widows'  and  Orphans'  Borne,  to  be  invested  by  the  Board  of 
said  Home,  under  the  edicts  of  this  Grand  Lodge." 

On  the  recommendations  of  the  several  Committees  on  Peti- 
tions, eleven  (according  to  our  count)  charters  were  issued  to  as 
many  Lodges. 

The  several  repori  s  of  the  three  Committees  on  Grievances 
and  Appeals  were  adopted.  Those  three  committees  did  not 
lack  employment. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  all  the  decisions 
of  the  Grand  Master  but  three.  Our  space  will  admit  of  refer- 
ence to  but  one  of  these — decision  20.  In  that  decision  the 
Grand  Master  ruled  that,  under  Article  338,  Masonic  Laws  of 
Texas,  a  subordinate  Lodge  can  not  donate  to  a  member  sus- 
pended for  non-payment  of  dnes  any  portion  of  the  amount  due — 
the  dues  for  which  he  was  suspended  and  those  accruing  during 
suspension  to  be  paid  in  "spot  cash." 

Said  the  committee  in  regard  to  this  decision: 

"This  is  a  matter  exclusively  in  the  power  of  the  subordinate 
Lodges,  and  has  been  often  exercised  by  them  with  the  approval 
of  this  Grand  Body  " 

The  committee  added,  however,  that  "the  Lodges  cannot  re- 
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lieve  themselves  of  payment  of  dues  to  Grand  Lodge  on  account 
of  the  brethren  thus  suspended." 

The  report  of  the  committee,  including  approval  of  four  rec- 
ommendations of  the  Grand  Master,  was  concurred  in. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Third  Day,  the  following  resolution 
was  offered: 

"Resolved  that  Title  11,  Chap.  11,  Article  338  of  Masonic 
Law  of  Texas  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"A  member  suspended  for  non  payment  of  dues  is,  by  such 
suspension,  relieved  from  accumulating  dues,  and  can  be  re- 
instated by  payment  in  full  of  all  dues  owed  by  him  at  the  time 
of  suspension." 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  to  which  the  resolution  was 
referred,  reported  adversely,  and  the  resolution  failed  to  be 
adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituary,  was  most  appro- 
priate. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Removal  of  Grand  Lodge  having 
made  report,  opportunity  arose  for  cities,  desiring  to  secure  lo- 
cation of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  tieir  midst,  to  put  in  their  re- 
spective claims  for  consideration. 

Five  cities  competed  for  the  honor,  viz:  Houston,  Austin, 
Fort  Worth,  Waco  and  Dallas.  A  spirited  contest  resulted  in 
the  choice  of  Waco  as  the  Masonic  Capital. 

We  fear  our  review  of  the  Texas  proceedings  has  been  a  dis- 
jointed affair,  but  such  as  it  is,  it  must  take  its  chances  on  the 
reportorial  tide. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

We  have  used  up  so  much  space  in  reviewing  these  proceed- 
ings that  we  have  but  little  room  left  for  notice  of  the  admir- 
able report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  submitted  by  Past 
Grand  Master,  Bro.  Thos.  M.  Mathews,  Sr.,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee.  It  is  a  review  (1 10  pp)  of  fifty-three  6 rand  Lodges, 
(three  for  two  years)  which  is  "full  of  meat."  Manful  in  assert- 
ing his  own  views,  courteous,  conceding  to  others  that  consider- 
ation which  he  claims  for  himself,  he  at  once  takes  the  reader 
captive  Much  to  our  regret,  we  yet  omit  most  of  the  passages 
we  have  marked  for  reference. 

Under  British  Columbia  he  says: 

"He"  (Bro.  W.  A.  DeWolf  Smith)  "coirpliments  our  report  as 
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'very  able.'  Does  not,  however,  think  with  us  that  a  brother, 
suspended  N.  P.  D.  who  wishes  to  re- instate  himself,  should 
have  to  pay  dues  that  accrued  daring  his  suspension,  as  the  laws 
of  Alabama  and  Texas  require.  Sajs  'there  is  nothing  right  or 
fair*  in  sach  requirement.  We  can  see  nothing  unfair  or  unjust 
in  it.  The  brother  only  pays  for  his  negligence,  carelessnes,  or 
wilfullness.  That  is  all  A  thing  for  which  we  all  do  usually 
pay  even  in  our  ordinary  business  relations.  Of  course,  how- 
ever, the  Lodge  may,  if  it  see  fit,  remit  all  the  back  dues  or  a 
portion  thereof,  and  for  good  cause  shown,  no  doubt  would 
do  so." 

Would  that  Brother  Matthews  could  look  at  this  thing  through 
our  glasses!  Then  he  would  see  that,  by  maintaining  such  a 
law  we  are  taking  something  for  nothing — making  the  suspended 
brother  pay  money  into  the  Lodge  excheqaer  for  deprivation  of 
all  the  rights  a  ad  benefits  of  Masonry — but  we  must  bridle  our 
tongue  (pen  rather). 

The  genial  disposition  of  Brother  Matthews  shines  out  in  the 
following  paragraph, under  Illinois: 

'  'There  was  a  time  some  years  ago  when  Bro.  Bobbins  and' 
ourselves  exchanged  shots  at  long  lange.  harmlessly  albeit. 
Where  we  could  not  agree,  which  was  not  often,  we  just  agreed 
to  disagree,  and  all  the  same  we  are  the  best  of  friends  now. 
Therefore  we  can  take  the  liberty  without  the  fear  of  giving 
offense,  to  say  we  are  sorry  that  he  takes  occasion  to  strike,  over 
the  dead  body  of  the  Gran  Dieta,  at  those  of  us  who  believed  in 
its  legitimacy  as  honestly  as  he  did  in  the  opposite.  It  is  dead 
now,  Bro.  Bobbins,  by  its  own  act.  Committed  suicide.  Don't 
let  us  try  to  resurrect  it.  or  even  say,  "I  told  you  so/

Present  at  the  Communication  under  review — representat  ive» 
of  all  the  Lodges,  thirteen  Past  Grand  Masteis,  four  other  Past 
Grand  Officers,  nineteen  Past  Masters  and  forty -six  Grand  Rep" 
resentatives.  (Brother  Diebl  says  that  Alabama  has  never  re- 
quested an  interchange  of  Grand  Representatives  with  Utah. 
Has  Utah  ever  made  like  request?  For  oar  own  part  we  would 
be  glad  to  see  such  a  consummation.) 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Morse  greatly  pleases  us  by  its 
force,  directness  and  simplicity,  as  well  as  by  its  faultless  dic- 
tion. The  tribute  to  the  late  President  McKinley,  and  the 
righteous  denunciation  of  anarchism,  therein  contained,  are 
truly  Masonic,  patriotic. 

The  following  must  have  been  a  welcome  message  t )  the  assem- 
bled Brethren: 

"The  Grand  Secretary  informs  me  that  our  gain  in  member 
ship  has  been  seventy -five,  but  not  only  have  we  gained  in  that 
direction,  but  also  by  a  general  dissemination  of  Masonic 
light  and  knowledge  among  the  Craft  The  Ritualistic  work  in 
the  Lodges  I  have  visited,  has,  in  my  opinion,  reached  a  high 
standard,  and  I  believe  this  opii  ion  is  shared  by  the  Grand 
Lecturer.  The  sound  financial  condition  of  each  Lodge  speaks 
well  for  the  officers  And  those  Brethren  who  have  the  funds  in 
their  charge.  Charity  has  been  bestowed  on  the  needy  and  worthy 
Brethren:  the  deceased  have  been  sacredly  Uid  to  rest,  and  the 
social  features  of  Free  Masonry,  which  are  eminently  necessary 
to  the  life  and  vitality  of  the  Lodge,  ha?e  been  practiced  in 
different  forms  in  each  Lodge  Is  it  necessary  for  me,  my  Breth- 
ren, to  assure  you  again  that  I  am  highly  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report  these  gratifying  and  encouraging  facts  to  you?" 

"That  under  such  conditions  the  work  of  your  Grand  Master 
was  not  laborious,  goes  without  8%ying.  I  have  not  been  called 
upon  to  render  a  decision,  and  nothing  h%s  arisen  that  needed 
my  official  interference,  for  waich  we  all  have  reason  to  be 
thankful." 

The  few  visits  the  Grand  Master  had  been  able  to  make  were 
highly  gratifying  and  beneficial.  He  pertinently  and  justly 
remarks: 

"Concerning  official  Lodge  visitations;  I  have  followed  acas- 
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torn  of  my  illustrious  predecessors,  which  has  almost  become  a 
law,  of  waiting  for  an  invitation  from  a  Lodge  to  visit  it.  I  am 
now  convinced  tba,t  this  is  entirely  wrong.  An  official  visitation 
of  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Officers  is  in  all  cases  beneficial 
to  a  Lod?e;  it  stimulates  its  officers,  awakens  the  Masonic  spirit  of 
its  members,  giving  new  life  to  them  as  well  as  to  sojourning 
brethren;  in  brief,  is  advantageous  to  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion.   *    *    *    *    V

The  Grand  Master  gave  an  acount  of  all  his  official  acts.  Be- 
fore concluding  he  paid  a  richly  merited  tribute  to  the  faithful- 
ness, zeal  and  efficiency  of  R.  \  W.\  Christopher  Diehl.  Grand 
Secretary,  who,  during  thirty  years,  had  been  aiding  and  assist- 
ing twenty-five  Grand  Masters  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

The  a niual  report  of  the  Gr* id  Treasurer,  rendered  January 
21,  1902,  exhibited  balance  cash  on  hand,   December  31,  1901 
$2,058.84.    Total  available  funds,  December  13,  1901,  amounted 
to  13,127.08. 

It  is  superfluous  to  aver  that  the  annual  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  pains-taking,  first-class.  How  could  it  be  other- 
wise while  R.\  W.\  "Kit"  Diehl  should  be  driving  the  quill? 

Tne  Brethren  of  Utah  were  not  wanting  in  Charity  toward 
our  Brethren  of  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  they  sent  them  $100.00. 

To  the  persistent  efforts  of  Grand  Secretary  Diehl  our  Breth- 
ren of  Utah  are  indebted  lor  a  valuable  library,  which,  already 
containing  1740  bound  volumes,  is  still  growing,  and  will  be  a 
blessing  to  all  who  avail  themselves  of  its  privileges. 

Greatly  to  the  reget  of  his  Brethren,  Brother  Frederick  Clem- 
ent Schramm,  Grand  Lecturer  presented  his  last  report.  Bro. 
Schramm  has  labored,  for  ten  years,  to  instruct  the  Craft:  his 
teaching  will  be  missed  by  the  Lodges. 

The  Committee  on   Annual   Returns    reported  that  all  the 
Lodges  had  made  returns  and  paid  all  of  the  Grand  Lodge  dues 
An  excellent  thermometer,  this,  to  indicate  the  warmth  of  Ma- 
sonic zeal  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Utah, 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  made  a  short,  but  eloquent  and 
impressive  report,  devoted  to  the  memory  of  our  lnte  President, 
and  Brother,  William  McKinley,  also  to  the  ten  Brethren  of 
Utah  who  have  passed  away,  and  the  dead  of  Sister  Jurisdic- 
tions. Before  the  reading  thereof,  the  Grand  Master  called  the 
Brethren  to  their  feet;  at  its  close,  the  Grand  Honors  were  given 
and  the  report  adopted. 
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At  a  fitting  moment  the  Grand  Representatives  present  were 
received  and  welcomed  in  the  customary  manner. 

The  following  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence: 

"Whereas,  at  the  last  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  the  following  decision  of  the  M.  \  W.\  Grand  Master  was 
adopted: 

"In  the  absence  of  the  Worshipful  Master  and  Senior  Warden, 
the  Junior  Warden  must  himself  open  the  Lodge.  He  cannot 
delegate  his  authority." 

"And  whereas,  The  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence reported  adversely  on  said  decision  for  reasons  based  on 
ancient  law  and  usage,  which  reasons  have  since  been  approved 
by  every  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence  whose 
review  of  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Lodge — 1901,  have  been 
received,  and  each  one  has  dissented  from  said  decision,  all 
expressing  similar  views  upon  the  subject  as  the  majority  of  the 
Committee,  be  it  therefore 

"Resolved,  That  the  first  decision  of  Grand  Master  George  V. 
Schramm,  page  14,  Proceedings— 1901,  and  adopted  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  be,  and  is  hereby  repealed." 

"After  an  animated  discussion"  the  resolution  was  adopted, 
and  said  decision  repealed. 

The  Masonic  Board  of  Relief  reported  receipts  for  >  ear,  ending 
December  31,  1901,  as $330.88  and  expenditures  as  $205.05. 

Next  Annual  will  be  held  in  Salt  Lake  City,  January  20, 1903. 

Handsome  portraits  of  six  Past  Grand  Masters,  the  incoming 
Grand  Master  and  the  Grand    Secretary  accompanied    by   bio 
graphical  sketches,  adorn  this  well  executed  volume  of  Proceed- 
ings. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Glad — very  glad  are  we  to  find  that  the  "wings"  of  the  genial 
Grand  Secretary  Brother  Christopher  Diehl,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,  remain  undipped,  so  that  he  may 
soar  and  cycle  in  the  Masonic  firmament  at  his  own  eweet  will, 
marking  matters  of  interest  which  come  within  the  range  of  his 
eagle  vision 

Brother  Diehl  gives,  within  the  space  of  115  pages,  a  choice 
resume  of  the  Proceedings  of  fifty-five  Grand  Lodges  includ- 
ing Alabama — 1900.  Alluding  to  the  address  of  Grand  Master 
B.  Dudley  Williams,  he  says: 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  carefully  prepared  doc- 
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ument,  treating  in  a  fair  and  judicial  spirit  all  matters  of  inter- 
est to  the  Jurisdiction  under  his  care."  *  *  *  He  quotes  two 
or  thiee  decisions,  one  of  which  (d.  24)  was  "A  man  56  years  of 
age,  well  preserved  and  in  good  health,  does  not  come  under  the 
head  of  "an  old  man  in  dotage."    Says  Brother  Diehl. 

"The  Brother  asking  for  decision  24  should  have  consulted, 
Webster's  Dictionary.  Some  men  are  in  their  dotage  at  40,  others 
have  passed  their  seventieth  milestone  and  are  as  fresh  in  body 
and  soul  as  boys  of  twenty,  "one  of  whom  I  am  which." 

"(How  is  that  for  high,  Brother  Titcomb?)" 

W-e-1-1!  dear  Brother,  we  should  pronouce  it  not  only  "High" 
but  also,  Low,  Jack,  and  the  Game." 

Again  the  reviewer  says: 

"Brother  B« Dudley  Williams  made  an  ideal  Grand  Master, 
and  deserved  the  honor  bestowed  upon  him  by  his  Brethren." 

This  writer  does  not  feel  himself  entitled  to  such  high  praise 
as  is  expressed  in  the  following: 

"The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  again  furnished  by  Bro 
William  Y.  Tit  comb,  and  is  worthy  of  his  accomplishments.  He 
paints  a  picture  of  the  general  status  of  the  work  done  in  behalf 
of  the  Craft  in  every  Jurisdiction,  and  he  paints  it  so  splendidly 
that  it  thrills  one's  arteries  like  old  wine." 

All  the  "same,"  we  have  no  end  of  appreciation  of  the  good 
opinion  manifested  by  our  accomplished  Brother  Diehl. 

By  the  way,  when  he  says  of  us: 

"He  approves  the  enactment  of  a  law  which  would  make  the 
life  of  a  dimibonly  two  years,"  he  surely  gets  us  "mixed  up"  with 
some  other  Correspondent,  for  we  have  never  favored  limitation 
of  the  life  of  a  dimit. 

Brother  Diehl  will  please  accept  our  hearty  thanks  for  the 
assurance  that  we  would  be  one  of  the  "thirteen"  guests  at  his 
superstition-haunted  banquet  were  such  an  entertainment  feas- 
ible. 

He  says  of  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  H.  Clay  Armstrong; 

"The  world  is  better  off  because  he  lived.  Mayjiis  last  sleep 
be  sweet." 

This  whole  report  is  delightful  reading,  and  we  would  be  glad 
to  quote  from  it  freely,  but  must  forbear. 

On  saying  a  reluctant  good-bye,  we  must  be  allowed  to  felici- 
tate Brother  Diehl  on  his  Postlethwaite  Acrostic;  to  applaud  his. 
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tribute,  under  Minnesota,  to  frontier  Masons,  and  to  endorse 
what,  under  Nevada,  he  pays  concerning  Brother  Vanderlieth. 

Did  not  oar  pocket-book,  most  of  the  time,  seem  as  though  an 
elephant  had  trodden  on  it,  we  would  some  time  take  a  trip  to 
Salt  Lake  City  for  our  health,  pausing  on  the  way  to  shake  hands 
with  our  147th  cousin,  P.  G.  H.  P.  John  S.  Titcomb  of  Denver,. 
Colo.     Adieu,  for  the  present,  dear  Brother  Diehl.

VERMONT. 

109th  Annual— Burlington— June,  1902. 

No.  of  Lodges,  102 — present  membership,  10,674. 
M.\  W.\  Charles  R.  Montague,  Grand  Master. 

According  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
there  were  present  besides  the  Grand  Officers,  representatives  of 
eighty -four  of  the  Lodges  and  seven  Past  Grand  Masters;  and* 
twenty-six  Grand  Representatives,  including  Alabama's  spokes- 
man, were  on  hand. 

In  his  excellent  address  Grand  Master  Montague  said: 

"Peace  and  tranquility  reign  throughout  our  Jurisdiction,  and 
hardly  a  murmur  of  discord -has  arisen  during  the  year.  This 
may  also  be  said,  without  exception,  regarding  our  association 
with  sister  jurisdictions.  The  Lodges  have  nearly  all  been 
doing  more  or  less  work  and,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  determine, 
and  from  information  received,  the  quality  of  the  material  re- 
ceived is  of  the  best.  Some  Lodges  have  done  a  very  large 
amount  of  work,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Grand 
Secretary." 

He  mourned  the  loss  of  one  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers— R.  \ 
W.  \  Bro.  Chas.  W.  Spalding,  District  Deputy  for  the  First  Dis- 
trict. He  sympathized  with  sister  Jurisdictions  in  their  bereave- 
ments, but  very  properly,  in  our  opinion,  left  it  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Obitua'ry,  to  present  the  Death- Roll;  but  recommended 
that  memorial  pages  be  set  apart  to  the  memory  of  those  who 
have  "gone  up  higher." 

Two  Lodges  had  been  constituted— one  of  these  on  July  9th, 
the  other,  November  26th.  For  good  reasons  the  dedication  of 
a  new  Lodge  Hall  at  Jacksonville  was  postponed  until  Spring. 
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The  brethren  of  a  Lodge  which  had  surrendered  its  charter, 
desired  to  know  if  he  could  not  authorize  the  appropriation  of 
the  cash  which  the  said  Lodge  turned  oyer  to  the  officer  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  charged  with  the  duty  of  receiving  the  same,  to 
the  relief  of  a  needy  member  of  said  Lodge.  The  Grand  Master 
wisely  decided  that  he  had  no  authority  to  make  such  a  dispo- 
sition of  the  property  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  but  recommended 
that  the  cash  received  by  the  District  Deputy  from  the 
Treasurer  of  said  Lodge,  together  with  Che  net  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  the  Lodge's  property,  amounting  in  all  to  $30.56, 

be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Deputy  of District. 

to  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  said  needy  brother 

The  Grand  Master  had  received  a  large  number  of  questions, 
which  he  had,  for  the  most  part,  answered  by  references  to  the 
Digest  of  Decisions,  Standing  Resolutions,  By-Laws,  &c  of  the 
Grand  Lodge:  hence  he  did  not  report  any  decisions. 

He  had  received  a  large  number  of  requests  for  dispensations, 
but  had  granted  those  only,  which  he  was  convinced  would  be 
for  the  good  of  the  Craft. 

Considerable  attention,  in  the  address,  was  given  to  the  matter 
of  Lodges  holding  their  annual  meetings  in  any  other  month 
than  April,  the  date  for  returns  to  be  sent  in. 

If  all  the  Lodges  held  their  elections  near  the  time  for  the  an- 
nual returns  to  go  in,  the  Grand  Secretary  would  be  saved  con- 
siderable trouble,  no  doubt.  In  Alabama  the  elections  take  place 
at  the  Communications  immediately  preceding  the  Festival  of 
St.  John  the  Baptist, 

The  Grand  Master  read  a  wholesome  lesson  to  W.  M.'s  and 
Secretaries  of  Lodges  on  their  respective  duties.  If  bis  wise 
counsels  are  heeded,  much  ajood  must  follow. 

He  emphasized  the  importance  of  conducting  all  buisness  con- 
nected with  Lodges  in  other  States  through  the  medium  of  the 
Grand  Masters  of  the  different  States. 

He  announced  that,  according  to  vote  of  Grand  Lodge  recog- 
nition had  been  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  and 
Western  Australia.  The  arrangement,  as  to  interchange  of 
representatives,  had  been  completed  with  the  former  Grand 
Lodge,  but  the  latter  had  not  yet  been  heard  from. 

Some  other  matters  were  considered,  in  the  address,  which  it 
is  unnecessary  to  notice  here. 
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The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  was  eminently 
satisfactory — * 'No  business,"  reported  the  committee. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  in  his  first-class  report,  stated  that  thir- 
teen Annual  District  Meetings  had  been  held ;  that  he  had  at- 
tended all  but  one  of  these  meetings.     He  said: 

"To  the  Deputies  more  than  to  any  other  officers  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  are  we  indebted  for  the  most  excellent  work  that  is  now 
being  done  throughout  the  State."  *  *  *  *  "I  am  pleased 
and  gratified  that  I  can  bear  witness  that  no  Grand  Lecturer 
has  ever  been  associated  with  a  stronger  and  abler  corps  of  Dep- 
uties ti  an  has  your  Grand  Lodge  Lecturer  of  the  past  year." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  a  partial  report  on 
matters  referred  to  it.  The  committee  heartily  approved  the 
course  of  the  Grand  Master  in  referring  the  brethren,  asking 
questions,  to  existing  laws,  rather  than  attempting  to  record 
case  decisions.    The  committee  said: 

"We  endorse  what  the  Grand  Master  says  upon  the  subject  of 
conducting  what  may  be  termed  Masonic  business  with  Masonic 
Lodges  in  other  States.  All  such  correspondence  should  be 
through  the  medium  of  the  Grand  Masters.  This  is  the  law  of 
this  Jurisdiction  and  should  be  strictly  enforced." 

The  report  was  accepted  and  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  report  it  is  learned  that  during 
the  year  there  were,  Initiated  628,  Passed  598,  Raised  574,  Admit- 
ted 157,  Reinstated  29,  Dimitted  158,  Died  168,  Suspended  54, 
Expelled  4.    His  total  receipts,  $8, 137.50 .

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The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment to  Sec.  Ill  of  the  Constitution: 

"Section  111.  The  Masters  and  Wardens  of  any  subordinate 
Lodge  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  who  cannot 
personally  attend  the  Communications  thereof,  annual  or  spe- 
cial, shall  have  the  right  to  constitute  a  proxy,  which  proxy 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  privileges  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
as  his  principal  would  have  if  personally  present ;  and  such 
proxy  shall  be  a  Master  Mason  and  a  member  of  said  Lodge." 
Adopted. 

A  Brother  desired  information  on  the  following  point: 

"The  ballot  has  been  spread  upon  an  application  for  the  de- 
grees. Has  a  Wor.  Master  the  right  to  defer  the  declaration  of 
the  result  until  after  the  ballot  is  spread  upon  another  applica- 
tion, or  the  transaction  of  any  other  business?" 

''The  subject  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
to  report  next  year." 

No  law  that  we  have  seen  touches  upon  the  question  raised, 
but  it  is  clear  to  our  mind  that  for  the  W .  M .  to  defer  a  declar- 
ation of  the  result  until  after  the  transaction  of  other  business, 
is  a  violation  of  Masonic  usage.  Dr.  Mackey,  in  his  "Masonic 
Jurisprudence"  says  (p  137): 

'When  all  the  officers  and  members  have  voted  the  Senior 
Deacon  takes  the  box  from  the  altar,  and  submits  it  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  Junior  and  Senior  Wardens  and  the  Master, 
when,  if  all  the  ballots  prove  to  he  white,  the  box  is  pronounced 
'clear,'  and  the  candidate  is  declared  elected,"  &c.    (Italics  ours.) 

If  the  law  does  not  restrain  the  Master  in  such  case,  it  does 
not,  at  least  give  him  express  permission  to  delay  declaration  of 
the  result  of  a  ballot. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Marsh  O.  Perkins  presents,  as  always,  an 
exceedingly  able,  and  painstaking  report  on  Correspondence 
(167  pp)  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  fifty- four  Grand  Lodges. 
His  cool,  thoughtful  and  dispassionate  treatment  of  all  methods 
which  excite  his  attention  compels  oar  admiration ;Jat  the  same 
time  we  are  greatly  pleased  to  find  that,  on  so  many  points,  we 
are  in  accord  with  him. 

His  notice  of  Alabama— 1901  is  courteous,  fraternal  and  gen- 
erous in  space  allowed — nearly  four  pages.    He  says: 
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"The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  paper  of  much  interest, 
notwithstanding  no  les*  than  twelve  pages  of  decisions  make  it 
of  inordinate  length.  This  of  itself  would  be  of  little  moment, 
were  the  decisions  interpretations  of  knotty  Masonic  problems 
or  called  for  by  demands  for  the  construction  of  grave  Masonic 
constitutional  questions.  The  bulk  of  them,  as  reported,  how- 
ever, are  but  reiterations  of  time- honored  decisions,  and  repeti- 
tions of  hoary-headed  usages  and  customs,  to  say  nothing  of 
others  giving  instruction  possibly  in  social  and  political  ethics. 
It  is  true  'a  Mason  has  no  right  to  assault  a  Bro .  Mason  because 
he  fail 8  to  get  satisfaction  through  a  Masonic  trial,'  but  what  of 
it?  The  fact  is  not  based  on  Masonic  law,  nor  does  its  enuncia- 
tion by  a  Grand  Master  take  it  from  the  province  of  the  code  of 
«very  day  life." 

Brother  Perkins  says: 

•'We  regret  to  see  that  Alabama  still  holds  that  one  unable  to 
read  and  write  is  eligible  to  the  degrees  in  Freemasonry,  and 
'hope  to  see  her  align  herself  with  other  American  Gtand  Lodges 
on  this  question.  The  opening  of  the  Twentieth  Cento  ry  is  al- 
together too  late  a  day  in  the  history  of  the  Fraternity  to  offer  a 
premiums  for  self  imposed  ignorance,  and  no  fraternal  organiza- 
tion, in  so  progressive  a  State  as  Alabama,  can  afford  to  longer 
encourage  it  by  the  admission  of  such  candidates  to  member- 
ship." 

As  to  that  matter  we  can  only  say,  for  ourselves,  that,  while 
we,  of  courpe.  acquiesce  in  the  decision  of  our  Grand  Lodge, 
nevertheless  we  are  constrained  to  admit  that,  though  techni- 
cally correct  perhaps,  its  repeal  would  be  desirable.  One  who 
can  neither  read  nor  write  is  illy  fitted  to  inform  himself  as  a 
Mason  should  be  informed.  Besides,  gross  ignorance  on  the  part 
of  a  member  of  the  Fraternity,  derogates  from  the  dignity  of  our 
beloved  Institution. 

Scant  space  forces  us  to  confine  ourselves  to  one  or  two  of  Bro. 
Perkins'  strictures,  but  we  are  frank  to  say  that  individually, 
we  are  with  him,  on  the  subject  of  re  instatement  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  "rights  and  privileges  of  •  Masonry,"  believing  it 
should  not  restore  the  reinstated  brother  to  membership  in  the 
Lodge  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Lodge.  The  de- 
cision affirming  that  such  reinstatement,  by  Grand  Lodge,  re- 
stores the  party  suspended  or  expelled,  to  membership,  was 
re-committed  to  the  Law  Committee,  concerning  which  our 
good  Brother  up  in  Vermont  says  he  shall  await  with  interest 
the  final  report  to  be  made  at  the  next  annual. 

Bro.  Perkins,  in  concluding  his  report  on  Alabama,  says: 
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"Bro.  William  G.  Titcomb"  (William  Y.,  if  youpleafe,)  "sub- 
mits his  fourth  annual  Report  on  Correspondence,  a  most  excel- 
lent review  of  58  Grand  Lodges,  including  Vermont  for  1901." 
******  "Noting  our  comment,  last  year,  anent  the 
Alabama  regulation  requiring  'a  majority  of  the  whole  Lodge' 
to  be  present  at  the  hearing  of  all  cases  of  suspension  or  expul- 
sion, Bro.  Titcomb  says:  A  knowledge  of  the  facts  in  regard  to 
such  trials  would  satisfy  us  that  our  impression  as  to  the  same 
is  not  well  founded,  bat  fails  to  explain  further.  Just  out  of 
curiosity,  we  would  like  to  have  him  explain  how  the  following 
decision  of  the  Grand  Master,  affirmed  at  this  annual,  can  be 
enforced:" 

"If  a  majority  of  the  membership  of  a  Lodge  refuse  or  fail 
to  obey  a  summons  to  appear  at  the  trial  of  a  brother,  and  refuse 
to  appear  and  show  cause  why  they  did  not  obey,  charges  may 
be  preferred  against  them,  and  they  may,  if  found  guilty,  be 
suspended  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Lodge.'' 

"Presumably  light  on  the  decision  may  illumine  the  whole 
Question.  We  would  like  to  excerpt  some  of  the  many  good 
things  we  find  in  the  body  of  his  able  report,  but  space  forbids, 
and  we  content  ourselves  with  a  reproduction  of  a  few  points  of 
his  'Credo,1  as  found  in  his  conclusion,  to  much  of  which  we  can 
say,  Amen !  most  heartily." 

Thanks,   Brother,  for  your  words  of  commendation:  they  are- 
greatly  appreciated.    One  point  in  said  "Credo"  is  a  misprint: 
Emphatically  we  do  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  dependent  mem- 
bership. 

Our  expression  concerning  "Knowledge  of  the  facts  in  regard 
to  such  trials,"  was  merely  allusion  to  the  facts  not  easily  ac- 
cessible to  our  good  Brother  of  Vermont — those  facts  are  em- 
bodied in  the  history  of  Masonic  trials  in  Alabama.  We  have 
never  known  an  ultimate  failure  to  secure,  for  a  trial,  the  pres- 
ence of  a  majority  of  the  Lodge. 

"Just  out  of  curiosity,"  our  Bro.  would  like  to  have  us  explain 
the  decision  foregoing.  When  we  are  able  to  satisfy  such  "curi- 
osity" we  will  do  it  with  alacrity;  but  such  is  not  our  ability,  for 
we  cannot  see  how,  under  the  Masonic  Code  of  Alabama,  a  mi- 
nority of  the  Lodge  could  try,  and  pass  sentence  upon  the  ma- 
jority of  said  Lodge.    Therefore,  we  give  it  up,  Brother. 

If  asked  how  such  a  case  as  that  contemplated  in  the  decision 
should  be  disposed  of ,  we  should  reply,  "Certify  the  condition 
of  the  Lodge,  to  the  Grand  Master,  who  would  arrest  the  Lodge 
charter,  or  pursue  what  other  course  soever,  he  might  deem  best 
for  the  Craft. 

Brother  Perkins  styles  Grand  Secretary  Beauchamp's  report,. 
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"an  interesting  paper,  in  which  he  gives  a  graphic  pen-picture 
of  the  'field  work/  drawn  from  hie  observations  and  experiences 
at  Masonic  Conferences." 

We  agree  with  Brother  Matthews  of  Texas  in  regard  to  "Old 
Glory"  being  unfurled  as  a  Masonic  symbol  in  the  Lodge.

Quarterly  Communication— Melbourne— June,  1901. 

Present : 

Rv  W.  \  A.  B.  Templeman,  D.  G.  M.,  as  Grand  Master,  with 
a  full  corps  of  officers,  together  with  a  quorum  of  Lodge  dele- 
gates, and  Grand  Representatives  of  fight  and  thirty  sister 
Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  included. 

Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  due  form  with  solemn  prayer. 

Nothing  of  special  interest  to  foreign  readers  transpired  at 
this  meeting. 

We  note,  however,  that  the  V.\  W.\  Grand  Secretary  for 
Foreign  Correspondence  reported,  among  communications  re- 
ceived from  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions,  notice  of  the  decease  of 
"Bro.  H.  C.  Armstrong,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Alabama." 

As  a  result  of  the  systematic  charity  practiced  by  our  Victoria 
brethren,  we  observe  that,  from  March  13,  1901  to  May  22,  same 
year,  the  amounts  voted  by  the  Board  of  Benevolence  for  relief 
of  the  needy,  aggregated  about  $1,115.28. 

From  21st  of  March,  1901  to  19th  June,  1901,  contributions  to 
the  Benevolent  Fund  were  made  to  the  amount  of  $1,709.04. 

The  V. a.  W. '.  Grand  Treasurer  stated  the  balance,  at  date, 
to  the  credit  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  be  $37,602.48. 

Masonic  Charity  in  Victoria  is  not  merely  theoretical;  it  is  em- 
inently practical. 

All  honor  to  those  brethren  whose  conception  of  the  mission, 
of  Masonry,  so  conspicuously  embraces  the  care  of  the  needy, 
and  suffering. 

A  letter  from  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  expressed  regret  at 
his  inability  to  attend  the  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge,  but  his 
name  does  not  appear  in  these  Proceedings.

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VIRGINIA. 

A  Special  Commenication  of  the  MV.  W.  \  Grand  Lodge  or 
Virginia  was  held  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  March  27th,  1901,. 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  a  propositon  submitted  by  the 
joint  committee  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  with  suggestions  of  the  Grand  Master 
in  regard  to  the  Masonic  Temple,  which  he  considered  of  vital 
importance  to  the  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Masons  of  Virginia. 

It  appears  that  the  Masonic  Temple  Association,  which  built 
the  Temple  at  Richmond,  is  indebted  to  the  Fire  Association  of 
Philadelphia,  in  the  sum  of  $75,000.00,  with  a  considerable 
amount  of  accrued  interest,  The  said  Fire  Association  holds  a 
mortgage  on  the  Temple  for  said  $75,000.00. 

It  had  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Grand  Master  that  the 
Temple  would  be  sold  by  the  mortgage  creditors  unless  some 
arrangement  was  made  with  them. 

Through  the  intelligent  and  praiseworthy  efforts  of  that  joint 
committee,  the  Grand  Lodge  succeeded  in  making  an  arrange- 
ment with  said  creditors,  satisfactory  to  all  parties  in  interest. 
Under  this  arrangement  the  $75,000.00  mortgage  is  extended  ten 
years  from  March  8,  1901,  with  an  ascending  scale  of  the  rate  of 
interest,  every  two  years— for  the  1st  the  rate  is  2#  per  cent ; 
for  the  second  period  and  increase  of  %  per  cent,,  and  for  each 
of  the  three  remaining  periods  increase  of  1  per  cent. 

We  congratulate  our  brethren  in  Virginia  on  this  satisfactory 
adjustment  of  the  affairs  of  the  Temple.  After  the  expiration 
of  those  ten  years,  the  Grand  Lodge  will  realize  a  very  respect- 
able income,  meantime  the  Grand  Lodge  owning  the  Templsv 
will  have  an  excess  of  inoome  over  expenses,  even  with  store 
vacant,  of  $2,237.97 

In  order  to  meet  the  assumed  obligation  to  make  the  several 
specified  payments  of  the  debt  to  the  said  Fire  Association, 
without  levying  a  tax  on  the  Masons  of  Virginia,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  realize  rent  from  the  store  at  an  average  of  $1,881.40 
for  the  period  of  ten  years.    No  doubt  this  will  be  effected. 

A  copy  of  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  (which  we  hare 
merely  glanced  at)  was  ordered  sent  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge 
in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction.

A  portrait  of  M.  \  W.\  J.  Howard  Wayt,  Grand  Master,  1890— 
1891,  graces  the  initial  page  of  this  well  printed  volume  of  Pro- 
ceedings, 

Present  at  this  Grand  Council— three  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-seven  Bister  Jurisdictions,  in- 
cluding Alabama. 

The  admirable  address  of  Grand  Master  Kerns  merits  much 
more  than  a  mere  passing  notice;  therefore  it  were,  doubtless, 
wiser  on  our  part,  to  content  ourselves  with  quoting  the  follow- 
ing motion  which  prevailed  at  the  conclusion  of  the  address: 

"On  motion,  the  appreciation  of  the  earnest  and  masterly  ad- 
dress of  the  Grand  Master  was  expressed  by  a  rising  vote." 

Than  to  cull,  shortly  and  at  random,  from  its  contents. 
However,  we  notice  a  few  points  of  general  interest. 

The  assassination  of  President  McKinley  and  the  passing  away 
of  Wm.  R.  Singleton,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  District  of  Columbia,  were  referred  to  in  eloquent  terms. 

He  had  issued  dispensations  for  formation  of  three  new 
Lodges,  and  had  granted  only  two  special  dispensations — one 
for  conferring  the  F.  C.  and  M.  M.  degrees  on  a  candidate  with- 
out requiring  proficiency  in  the  catechism,  for  reasons  held  suf- 
ficient, the  other  to  initiate,  pass,  and  raise  a  young  man  about 
to  go  to  a  foreign  country,  without  requiring  said  proficiency. 

He  had  suspended  the  operation  of  Sec.  244  in  allowing  a 
Lodge  to  entertain  the  petition  for  advancement  of  a  brother 
who  had  been  rejected  on  moral  grounds,  the  rejecting  brother 
requesting  the  W.  M.  to  ask  such  permission,  as  he  had  been 
mistaken  when  he  cast  the  ballot. 

Several  dispensations  were  refused. 

The  twelve  decisions  submitted  are,  so  far  as  we  can  see, 
"sound  as  a  dollar."  We  quote  one  touching  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  Master  of  a  Lodge: 
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"A  Fellow  Craft  presents  himself  to  a  Lodge  for  advancement 
is  examined  as  to  his  Masonic  proficiency,  and  proves  to  be  very 
ceficient,  knowing  no  part  of  the  obligation.  The  ballot  was 
circulated  on  his  Masonic  proficiency,  and  all  cubes  in  box  voted 
against  him,  bat  not  enough  to  reject." 

"Had  the  Master  the  right  to  refuse  to  advance  him,  notwith- 
standing he  was  elected?  I  decided  that  he  unquestionably  had 
the  right  to  refuse  to  advance  him.  He  could  stop  the  degree 
even  at  the  altar,  while  being  confessed,  if  at  that  late  time  he 
came  into  possession  of  facts  to  justify  him." 

Undoubtedly  correct. 

In  reply  to  a  question   propounded,    he   recommended  the 

adoption  of  a  resolu1ion  to  the  following  effect: 

That  a  Mason  suspended  for  unmasonic  con d act  shall  not  ap- 
ply for  reinstatement  until  after  the  expiration  of  six  months, 
and  that  a  Mason  expelled  for  unmasonic  conduct  shall  not  ap- 
ply for  reinstatement  until  after  the  expiration  of  twelve  months. 
Same  rule  to  apply  to  every  subsequent  rejection.  He  asked  that 
this  be  refeirel  to  the  Committee  on  Propositions. 

Four  corner  stones  had  been  laid. 

After  reciting  what  had  been  done  in  the  disposition  of  the 
Masonic  Temple  indebtedness,  and  paying  just  tribute  to  the 
arduous,  but  unsuccessful  labors  of  the  Joint  Committee,  the 
Grand  Master  8±id: 

"Brethren,  here  is  your  property;  your  store  is  rented  for  an- 
other year,  and  I  think  that  hereafter  you  will  have  no  trouble 
in  renting  it.  I  am  glad  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  has 
a  permanent  home,  for  without  one  we  would  have  been  put  to 
a  great  deal  of  inconvenience.  I  have  labored  as  earnestly  and 
faithfully  for  you  in  this  matter  as  I  know  how,  and  I  am  happy 
to  say  the  Temple  problem  is  satisfactorily  settled.  Certainly  to 
a  majority  of  the  Masons  in  Virginia." 

The  Grand  Master  made  a  very  earnest  and  forcible  appeal  for 
greater  interest  in  the  Ms  sonic  home. 

He  desired  the  views  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  waiver  of  Jurisdiction. 

He  gave  voice  to  his  recognition  of  the  faithful  and  efficient 
services  of  the  fifty  District  Deputies. 

Words  failed  him  to  express  his  'appreciation  of  the  invalua- 
ble aid  given  him  by  Grand  Secretary  Carrington  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  various  duties. 

The  Virginia  Masons  had  sent  $1,250.00  to  the  Jacksonville 
sufferers,  but  Grand  Secretary  Wilber,  ofi  Florida,  notified  them 
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that  immediate  needs  were  supplied;  still  there  remained  of  the 
fund  raised  in  Virginia  for  the  sufferers  $528.40.  The  Grand 
Master  recommended  that  this  money  be  turned  orer  to  the 
Masonic  Home. 

At  the  Annual  Grand  Communication  of  1900,  Bro.  Jas.  W. 
Eggleston,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, was  instructed  to  correspond  with  the  Grand  Orient  of 
Belgium  with  ■  reference  to  the  attitude  of  that  Grand  Body 
toward  the  "Atheistical  Grand  Orient  of  France,"  and  to  report 
at  this  communication. 

From  Brother  Eggleston's  special  report  it  appears  that  "fra- 
ternal relations  of  the  closest  character"  subsist  between  the  two 
Grand  Bodies  of  France  and  Belgium;  that  "Continental  Free 
Masonry  is  an  avowed  political  movement  against  clericalism 
and  the  Church  of  Rome;"  that,  as  set  forth  in  the  able  and  ex- 
haustive report  on  the  same  subject  (but  with  wider  scope)  by 
Bro.  Bobbins,  of  Illinois,  "there  is  no  Masonry  of  the  English 
or  American  sort  on  the  entire  continent;"  that  Bro.  Rollins' 
conclusion  was.  '  'that  English  Symbolic  Masonry  is  the  only 
real  Masonry  and  the  only  sort  that  should  be  recognized." 

"This  report  is  placed  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  such  action 
as  it  may  deem  oecessary,  without  recommendation." 

And  the  report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting 
of  R. '.  W.  *.  Bro.  Eggleston  and  two  other  Brethren. 

Our  only  comment  on  the  subject  matter  is,  "Ephraim  is 
joined  to  his  idols— let  him  alone. " 

At  a  later  hour  said  special  committee  reported  the  following 
resolution,  and  it  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  on  account  of  their  close  affiliation  and  inter- 
course with  the  Grand  Orient  of  France,  the  recognition  here- 
tofore extended  to 

The  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium; 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  The  Netherlands; 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Royal  York  of  Friendship,  Berlin; 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland: 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  The  Three  Globes,  Berlin; 
toe  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded." 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  we  find  the  total 
^assets  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  $96,  081.34,  and  total  liabilities, 
$82,518.08,  making  net  assets  $13,563.26.  This  statement  shows 
the  finances  to  be  in  gbod  shape.

The  report  of  Wor.  Chas.  A.  Neebitt,  representative  to  the 
Masonic  Belief  Association  of  the  United  States  and  Canada 
shows  that  the  Association's  work  has  saved  to  Masons  a  great 
amonnt  of  money,  by  showing  np  imposters  and  Masonic  tramps. 
"Twenty- four  Grand  '.Lodges,  about  eighty  Boards  of  Belief, 
and  more  'than  150  Subordinate  Lodges,  are  subscribers  to  the 
Association.  R,\  W.\  S.  T.  Christian,  of  Virginia,  was  elected 
President  for  the  ensuing  biennial. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  made  an  encouraging  re- 
port on  the  condition  of  the  Home,  but  regretted  having  been 
unable  to  device  a  feasible  plan  for  increasing  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  Home  to  $100,000.00.  The  M."  W.\  Grand  Master 
appointed  a  committee  of  three  to  devise  some  plan  for  increas- 
ing the  endowment  to  $100,000.00. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  two  char- 
ters were  granted,  and  one  was  ordered  to  be  granted  if  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  Grand  Lodge,  certain  requirements 
were  complied  with.  One  Lodge  was  permitted  to  surrender  its 
charter 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  reported  favorably  on  one  appli- 
cation of  expelled  Mason  for  reinstatement.    Adopted.  • 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  on  two  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Methodical  Digest,  and  its  reports  thereon 
were  adopted,  The  committee  asked  time  to  carefully  consider 
the  subject  of  "Waiver  of  Jurisdiction,  and  desired  that  its  re- 
port on  the  same  should  be  the  first  order  of  business  after  the 
reading  of  the  Grand  •  Master's  address  at  next  Annual.  Con- 
curred in. 

Committee  on  Memorials  made  fitting  report  on  the  deaths  of 
M.\  W.\  J.  Howard  Wayt,  President  Wm.  McKinley,  and 
£.*.  W.\  Wm.  R.  Singleton,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  Committee  on  Propositions  reported  favorably  on  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Grand  Master,  that  Masons  suspended  for 
unmasonic  conduct,  applying  for  reinstatement,  must  wait  for 
six  months  after  each  rejection  before  applying  again,  and  that 
expelled  Masons  applying  for  the  same,  must  wait  twelve  months 
after  each  rejection  before  again  making  application.    Adopted. 

All  the  decirions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved,  as  were 
also  his  dispensations. 

From  the  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  it  is  learnt  that 
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some  of  the  Lodges  are  in  excellont  condition,  many  are  in  good 
condition,  seme  in  "fairly  good,"  while  a  few  are  in  a  rather 
low  state  of  Masonic  health.  The  D.  D.  for  District  No.  30 
says  all  the  Lodges  in  his  District  are  "in  a  fine  condition  with 
the  exception  of  Lodge  No.  65." 

We  regret  to  see  that  old  Jefferson  No.  65  forms  an  exception 
to  the  general  rule  of  prosperity,  she  being  oar  "Mother  Lodge/' 
but  we  shall  indulge  the  hope  that  she  will  be  revivified  and  en- 
dowed with  renewed  strength.  Jefferson  Lodge  i*  over  a  hun- 
dred years  old,  having  been  chartered  December,  1801.  (By  the 
way,  we  find,  on  page  204  of  these  Proceedings,  the  following: 
"Jefferson  Lodge  No,  65;  chartered  December  15,  1841,"  whereas 
the  Proceedings  of  1898,  1899,  1900,  give  the  date  of  charter  as 
1801.) 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Bright  and  instructive,  from  first  to  last,  is  the  report  of  Bro. 
Joseph  W.  Eggleston,  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committee.  He 
leviews  the  Proceedings  of  fifty-six  Grand  Bodies  (2  for  2  years), 
in  a  smoothly  flowing  style,  and  with  clear,  forcible  expression 
of  his  opinion  on  matters  which  called  for  it.  Wit  and  wisdom 
are,  by  no  means,  strangers  at  his  reviewer's  table.  Oar  regret 
that  he  missed  the  Alabama  Proceedings— 1900,  is  no  little. 
For  that  absence  we  cannot  account. 

Under  Arizona  Bro.  Eggleston  says: 

"The  Grand  Master  decided  that  a  candidate  whose  right  hand 
was  so  maimed  by  the  loss  of  fingers  as  to  incapacitate  him 
for  conforming  to-the  ritual,  was  ineligible.  He  did  this  in  spite 
of  a  most  plausible  argument  urging  him  todo  otherwise  as  an  im- 
provement in  Masonry,  and  we  are  pleased  to  see  that  th**  Juris- 
prudence Committee  upheld  him.  Ic  is  true  that  we  are  now 
speculative  Masons,  but  if  we  lose  one  by  one  the  links  in  the 
chain  of  our  antiquity,  we  will  ultimately  become  utterly 
emasculated." 

Under  California,  quoting  decision  1,  which  reads  as  follows: 
"No.  1.  No  brother  will  be  permitted  to  resign  from  Masonry 
or  to  renounce  the  Order.  He  may  withdraw  from  the  particu- 
lar Lodge  in  which  he  holds  membership,  but  for  him  to  even 
Attempt  to  renounce  Masonry  is  an  offense,  and  should  be  pun- 
ished. Brother  Eggleston  says: 

"Tnis  was  approved,  and,  personally,  we  wish  it  was  statute 
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law  in  Virginia  at  this  particular  time;  as  it ^wtm Id  apply  nicely 
to  a  Past  D.  D.  G.  M.  who  has  lately  renounced  Masonry  to  joint 
the  Roman  Catholic  Church  after  his  Lodge  had  remitted  large 
arrearages  of  dues. " 

A  case  quite  in  point;  furthermore  it  may  be  taken  as  an  in- 
centime  for  declining  to  receive  Romanists  into  our  Lodges, 
for  there  is  no  telling  when  they  may  "switch  off,"  renounce 
Masonry  and  pour  our  secrets  into  the  willing  ears  of  Romish 
priests.    Better  that  such  remain  outside. 

At  the  same  time,  if  "Continental  Free  Masonry  is  an  avowed 
political  movement  against  clericalism  and  tbe  Church  of  Rome/ 
we  are  not  surprised  at  the  anathemas  hurled,  at  European 
Masons,  by  .papal  bulls. 

Endorsing  another  California  decision,  our  Bro.  says: 

"A  Past  Master  is  one  who  has  served  a  term  as  Master  of  a 
regular  Lodge,  and  how  changing  his  membership,  even  from 
Maine  to  South  Australia,  could  possibly  make  him  anything 
else,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  «ee.  We  have  many  in  Virginia  who 
earned  the  title  elsewhere,  and  they  are  all  so  reported  in  the 
list  of  Past  Masters,  and  are  members  in  the  Grand  Lodge,  as 
they  ought  to  bf." 

Correct  as  to  status  as  Past  Masters,  and  quite  possibly  as  to- 
Grand  Lodge  membership,  although  here  in  Alabama  the  Con- 
stitution does  not  provide  them  with  seats  as  members  of  the 
Grand  Lodge. 

We  would  like  to  give  our  distinguished  Brother's  views  as  to 
charity  bestowed  on  Masons  of  foreign  jurisdictions,  but  have- 
nearly  us  d  up  our  space. 

Under  Colorado,  he  says: 

"Last  year  we  copied  from  Colorado  the  touching  poem,  'The* 
Lodge  Room    Over    Siuipkins'   Store.'    R.\  W. *.   Bro.  James 

O'Keefe,  of  Tazewell  Lodge,  No.  62,  relates  that  once  since  that 
a  very  touching  case  of  need  came  up,  and  funds  were  very' low. 
He  asked  his  Secretary  to  read  the  poem  aloud,  and  the  effect 
was  wonderful.  Each  Brother  wanted  to  contribute  all  he  could 
spare,  and  th^  needs  of  the  widow  of  a  Brother  were  at  once 
provided  for." 

All  honor  to  Brother  Greenleaf  of  Colorado  for  that  exquisite 
poem! 

Skipping  several  passages  we  had  marked  for  reference,  we> 
note  how  well  Brother  Eggleston  defends  (under  New  Jersey)  his. 
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Grand  Lodge  on  the  subject  of  Chapter,  Past  Master's  Degree 
being  recognized  in  Virginia  as  a  qualification  for  Wardens 
elect. 

"He"  (Brother  Belcher)  "says  he  is  at  a  loss  to  reconcile  oar 
statement  that:  "Wardens  elect  often  receive  it  (Past  Master's 
Degree)  in  Chapters  whose  certificate  entitles  them  to  installa- 
tion." 

"We  are  for  nothing  bat  legitimate  symbolic  Masonry  of  the 
York  Bite;  with  anything  outside  of  that  we  as  Masons  have 

nothing  to  do." 

Whereupon  Brother  Eggleston  replies  as  follows: 

"Well,  perhaps  the  two  quotations  do  look  a  trifle  incongru- 
ous, but  like  the  old  darkey,  whose  master  said  he  shot  a  deer 
through  the  hind  feet  and  ear,  we  must  try  and  get  them  to- 
gether. When  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  some  one  hundred 
years  ago  consented  to  relinquish  control  of  the  Mark  and  Royal 
Arch  Degrees  to  the  proposed  Grand  Chapter,  it  reserved  con- 
current jurisdiction  over  what  was  then  known  as  the  Present  or 
Past  Master's  Degree,  with  the  Grand  Chapter.  Once  more  let 
us  take  occasion  to  repeat,  what  a  pity  we  dropped  the  term 
'Present,'  which  describes  the  degree  correctly,  and  retained 
'Past'  which  now  does  not." 

The  reviewer  ably  discusses  "Jurisdiction  over  Profanes"  and 
waiver  of  Jurisdiction. 

He  is  a  stalwart  defender  of  Prerogative;  so  would  we  have 
been  some  hundreds  of  years  since,  but  now  the  highest  as  well 
as  the  lowest  must  be  under  the  law. 

He  cannot  see  any  reason  for  excluding  yea  and  nay  voting  in 
the  Lodge.  To  us  it  seems  to  be  for  greater  security.  We  have 
ever  been  a  strenuous  advocate  of  voting  "by  show  of  hands." 

It  is  with  reluctance  that  we  leave  this  fine  report.    The  excel- 
lent paper  on  the  history  of  "Kilwiming.Crosse  Lodge" 
is  well  worth  reading.

We  have  received  the  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body  for  year 
ending  April  1902.  One  special  and  four  Quarterly  Communi. 
cations  were  held  during  the  year.  Most  of  the  transactions 
were  of  special  interest  to  the  brethren  of  that  Jurisdiction 
alone. 

The  principal  matter  that  interests  outsiders,  was  considera- 
tion of  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  which 
withholds  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia 
-as  a  Supreme  Grand  Lodge,  which  Body  the  Grand  Lodges  of, 
England,  Ireland,  South  Australia,  New  South  Wales,  Victoria, 
New  Zealand,  Tasmania,  and'  many  American  Grand  Lodges 
•have  recognized  as  such. 

The  new-made  Scottish  Pro  Grand  Master,  under  the  Scottish 
-Constitution,  does  not  relish  the  idea  of  being  shorn  of  his 
jplumes,  and  has  persuaded  the  Colonial  Committee  in  Edin- 
burgh not  to  agree  to  terms  of  union  proposed  by  this  Grand 
'Lodge. 

But  the  desired  amalgamation  will  come  sooner  or  later. 

Our  Brothers  in  that  distant  land  are  forging  ahead,  and  illus 
trating  the  cardinal  principles  of  true  Masonry.    They  have  not 
forgotten  the  beneficent  example  of  their  mother  land,  but  keep 
nip  systematic  benevolence. 

For  tne  four  quarters,  relief  was  granted  to  their  beneficia- 
ries, aggregating  $1,408.50. 

We  heartily  bid  our  Brethren  of  Western  Australia  "God 
«peed."

A  portrait  of  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  Brother  Peyton  B. 
Harribon  adorns  the  initial  page  of  this  neatly  executed  volume 
ot  Proceedings. 

Twelve  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present,  likewise  Represen- 
tatives of  twenty  one  Grand  Jurisdictions.  Our  spokesman, 
Bi other  J.  A.  Miller,  was  not  reported  as  on  hand.  It  will  not 
be  amiss  to  state  here  that,  in  the  list  of  Grand  Representatives 
of  Wefet  Virginia,  near  other  Grand  Lodges,  the  space  oppoeite 
the  name,  AUbaina  is  vacant. 

Those  present  were  cordially  welcomed  and  received  with  the 
Grand  Honors 

During  the  year  twelve  special  communications  were  held  for 
the  purpose  of  laying  cc  rner-stonps 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address,  said: 

'Fiom  information  derived  from  various  sources  I  am  led  to 
believe  there  has  been  more  accomplished  by  the  several  Lodges 
throughout  the  State  in  the  way  of  work  than  has  ever  been 
done  in  any  one  year  since  the  formation  of  our  Grand  Lodge, 
and  that  oar  Lodges  and  Brethren  are  practically  dwelling 
together  in  peace.  Let  us  then,  with  hearts  filled  with  gratitude, 
thank  trie  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  that  we  are  per- 
mitted to  assemble  under  such  favorable  auspices,  and  that  every 
Grand  Officer,  elected  or  appointed  at  the  Grand  Annual  Com- 
munication, has  been  spared  and  permitted  to  be  witn  us  at  this 
time,  except  the  Grand  Treasurer."  (Grand  Treasurer,  Stirling's 
illness  prevented  his  attendance.) 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  twenty-eight  special  dispen- 
ea'  ions — five  of  them  for  waiver  of  time  in  conferring  degrees. 
He  had  issued  dispensations  for  forming  three  new  Lodges. 

His  ten  decuions  submitted  are,  in  our  opinion,  good  Masonic 
law.     We  copy  but  one  of  them,  as  follows: 

"10.—  It  is  n't  necessary  that  a  subordinate  Lodge  procure 
the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master  nor  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to 
dispose  of  its  real  estate  The  mode  of  disposing  of  the  real 
estate  of  a  Lodge  is  amply  provided  for  by  the  Code  of  West 
Virginia." 

He  paid  a  tribute  of  respect  and  love  to  the  memory  of  oar 
dead  President,  Brother  William  McKinley. 

On  receiving  intelligence  of  the  Jacksonville,  Fla  ,  disaster 
lie  had  immediately  directed  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  wire  Grand 
Secretary  Webster  of  Florida,  $100.00,  and  trusted  Grand  Lodge 
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would  confirm  his  action  in  the  matter.  He  suggested  thatr  for 
the  future,  Grand  Masters  be  authorized  to  assist,  in  similar, 
cases  without  having  to  do  so  on  their  own  responsibility. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Qrandi 
Lodge  subsequently  confirmed  nib  said  action,  and  authorized, 
the  Grand  Master  to  expend  such  sums,  as  he  should  deem  proper^ 
of  the  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  in  cases  of  charity  and  urgent 
necessity,  the  amount  not  to  exceed  $UK)  in  anyone  case. 

During  the  year  the  Grand  Master  had  received  two  requests 
from  Lodges  to  let  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star  occupy  their 
Lodge  rooms  when  not  ii  nse  for  Lodge  purposes.  He  had  with* 
reluctance  refused  these  requests,  as  Grand  Lodge  had  hereto- 
fore done.  He  recommended  that  a  special  Committee  be  ap» 
pointed  to  report,  at  this  Communication  on  the  advisability 
of  granting  such  permission. 

(We  are  on  record  as  favoring  the  exclufcive  use  of  Lodge- 

roooms  for  Masonic  purposes.) 

Later  said  Special  Committee  reported  that,  while  it  did  not 
recognize  the  O.  E.  S.  as  in  any  way  connected  with  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry,  it  desire  I  to  aid  those  wives,  daughters,  sistera 
and  mothers  of  Masons,  as  well  as  Mason9  themselves  who  had 
joioed  the  organization,  in  their  praiseworthy  efforts  fi  r  the 
betterment  of  humanity,  and  therefore  recommended  that  the 
permission  sought  be  granted,  in  cases  where  the  Lodges  con- 
sented thereto.     Unanimously  adopted. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  an  interes  ing  paper  evincing 
painstaking  endeavor  to  discharge  his  full  duty. 

"A  pleasing  episode,"  was  the  presentation  of  a  Past  Grand 
Master's  Jewel  to  M.\  W.\  H.  R.  Howard,  who  is  gratefully 
remembered  for  his  wisdom  and  skill  devoted  to  the  Craft  for 
many — many  years. 

Twenty-seven  and  one-half  pages  are  given  to  the  reports  of 
the  Grand  Lecturer,  the  D.  D  G.  L's,  and  the  D.  D.  Grand1 
Masters,  showin&r  a  generally  healthy  tone  of  the  Lodges,  and 
earnest  desire  to  master  the  work— evidently  a  steep  grade  for 
some  of  the  Lodges. 

A  resolution  on  the  death  of  President  McKinley  was  unani- 
mously adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

An  invitation  to  visit  one  of  the  State's  most  worthy  and  char- 
itable institutions— the  "Home  of  Incurables,"  at  Huntingdon,, 
was  received,  but  we  find  no  record  of  its  acceptance. 
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On  the  day  preceding  the  meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  the  Com- 
mittee on  Work  carefully  reviewed  the  Ritual.  On  November 
12th,  the  Committee  exemplified  all  the  degrees  and  reviewed 
the  Catechisms.  November  13  th,  it  conferred  the  second  and 
third  degrees  on  actual  candidates,  and,  on  the  14th,  again  exem- 
plified all  the  degrees  in  the  presence  of  a  large  number  of  the 
delegates. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  shows,  after  all 
disbursements,  a  balance,  in  the  treasury  of  $7,446.00. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  the  several  de  - 
cisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  ratified  the 
same  together  with  the  entire  report  of  the  Committee. 

One  decision  of  the  Committee  in  response  to  inquiry,  was, 
that  none  but  Brother  Masons  could  act  as  pall-bearers  at  a 
Masonic  burial,  and,  that,  as  a  Lodge,  Free  Masons  could  not 
share,  in  any  wise,  in  burial  services  conducted  by  any  other 
body.    Eminently  correct,  in  our  view. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  was, 
after  considerable  discussion,  adopted.  One  of  the  three  items 
of  said  report  was  the  case  of  a  party  who  had  been  expelled 
from  a  certain  Lodge,  and  who,  on  petitioning  said  Lodge  to 
recommend  him  for  restoration  to  good  standing  as  a  non- 
affiliate,  had  received  such  recommendation  by  a  majority  of 
two- thirds;  but  the  Grand  Lodge  refused  said  restoration.  The 
Lodge  in  question  did  not  need  Mr.  A.  in  its  business,  but  was 
willing  to  let  some  othei  Lodge  carry  him.  Freemasons  should 
be  careful  to  measure  their  actions  by  the  Golden  Rule. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dis- 
pensations, Charters  were  granted  to  three  Lodges  U.  D.;  the 
grant  to  one  of  them,  however,  was  conditioned  upon  filing 
with  the  Grand  Master  a  certificate  from  the  Grand  Lecturer  or 
or  one  of  the  D.  D.  G.  L.'s,  that  its  officers  were  competent  to 
confer  the  several  degrees.  One  U.  D.  Lodge  was  continued 
under  dispensation. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  recommended 
fraternal  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Western  Australia 
and  Costa  Rica.    And  the  said  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  had  found  a  favorable  sen- 
timent prevalent  among  the  brethren.  Several  Lodges  reported, 
subscribing  small  sums  of  money  toward  securing  such  Home, 
and  the  Committee  was  advised  that  a  number  of  Lodges  were 
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disposed  to  subscribe  reasonably  toward  the  enterprise  if  they 
were  assured  that  it  would  be  consummated.  No  Lodges  had 
reported  disapproval.  Two  liberal  propositions  of  location  had 
been  made  to  the  Committee,  bat  it  was  thought  best  to  defer 
acceptance  of  any  proposition.  The  Committee  recommended, 
continuance  of  the  canvass  for  subscriptions,  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee  of  three  to  report  a  statement  of  the  assets 
and  funds  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  showing  upon  what  securities 
and  when  and  how  the  s*me  are  invested,  as  well  as  the  $2,000  Oa 
heretofore  set  apart  for  the  Masonic  Home. 

In  the  race  between  Charleston  and  Fairmount  for  the  meet- 
ing of  next  Grand  Lodge,  Fairmount  led  Charleston  by  a  head 
and  neck— majority  10. 

A  committee  of  five  will  ascertain  the  amount  of  money  in 
the  exchequer,  and  report,  at  next  annual,  on  the  "availability 
and  advisability  of  purchase  and  ownership"  of  a  Temple  of  ita 
own  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Success  to  you,  Brethren,  both  as  to  Home  and  Temple. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Geo.  W.  Atkinson  presents  us  with  hi8* 
sixteenth  annual  report,  in  which  he  ably  reviews  the  proceed- 
ings of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges  (four  of  them  for  two  years)  in 
the  space  of  one  hundred  and  ninety  nine  pages,  generously 
giving  Alabama  three  and  a  half  pages  of  courteous  notice.  More 
than  one  page  of  Grand  Master  B.  Dudley  Williams'  address 
(1900),  which  he  styles  an  "able  and  interesting  paper"  is  given 
to  his  readers  with  his  own  evident  endorsement. 

He  kindly  com pli meats  tie  writer's  report  on  Correspondence, 
for  which  we  tender  our  respectful  and  hearty  thanks.  But  we 
must  confess  to  a  little  surprise  at  the  following: 

"I  am  glad  that  my  good  Brother  Titcomb  is  somewhat  more 
exp'icit  in  his  views  in  reference  to  the  Gran  Dieta  Symbolica 
this  year  than  he  was  last  year.  When  he  learns,  as  perhaps  he 
has  already,  done,  that  the  Gran  Dieta  has  dissolved,  he  will  be 
more  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  I  have  been  right  all  along  in 
opposing  the  recognition  of  that  Masonic  body  " 

* 

Indeed,  it  had  not  occurred  to  us  that  any  one  was  more  pro- 
nounced in  opposition  to  recognition  of  that  "ignis  fatuus"  than 
ourselves.  Fortunately  its  deceptive  light  will  no  longer  beguile 
any  one  into  the  bogs  of  doubt  and  confusion. 
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On  the  subject  of  Masonic  Home,  Brother  Atkinson  thinks 
that  unless  a  Masonic  Lodge  is  strong  enough  to  maintain  such 
an  institution,  it  is  much  cheaper  to  provide  the  necessary  com- 
forts for  the  helpless  members  by  sending  them  to  private  insti- 
tutions. "  His  views  on  this  matter  are  entitled  to  consideration. 
But  we  can  only  notice  this  entire  report,  which  is  "chock  full" 
of  interesting  matter,  in  a  most  hasty  manner  (positively  unjust 
to  so  excellent  a  compendium  of  Masonic  information.)  Hence 
skipping  many  things  well  worth  mention,  we  confine  ourselves 
to  what  he  forcibly  says,  in  one  place,  concerning  "Ciphers:" 

*  'Naturally  my  good  Brother  Staton  comes  back  at  me  on  the 
subject  of  "ciphers."  He  defends  himself  by  referring  to  the 
fact  that  Brother  Webb,  the  author  of  the  standard  work  used 
in  Kentucky  and  who  prepared  a  monitor  which  is  world-wide 
in  circulation,  used  ciphers  himself  and  allowed  his  pupils  to 
do  so.  In  reply  to  which  I  beg  again  to  say  that  even  if  Brother 
Webb  did  resort  to  ciphers,  it  does  not  excuse  him,  or  any  other 
Mason  who  does  the  same  thing,  from  violating  his  O.  B."

At  this  Communication  fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and 
forty-three  Grand  Representatives  (not  including  Alabama's) 
were  present. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Cotten,  covering  33  pages, 
shows  him  to  have  faithfully  ditcharged  every  duty  incumbent 
upon  him.  There  had  been,  for  Masonic  ceremonies,  five  Spe- 
cial Communications  of  Grand  Lodge  during  the  year.  Four 
dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  had  been  granted.  The  Grand 
Master  submitted  fourteen  decisions, of  which  all  but  two— Nos. 
7  and  13 — were  appiovcl  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 
No.  7  held  that,  at  an  election  of  officers  when  26  ballots  were 
cast  and  one  of  the  26  was  a  blank,  and  a  Brother  received  13  of 
the  votes,  the  presence  of  that  one  blank  did  not  annul  the  re-

•salt,  and  the  Brother  receiving  the  thirteen  votes,  was  duly 
elected. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  prononnced  the  election  void, 
necessitating  a  new  ballot.  And  Grand  Lodge  agreed  with  the 
committee. 

No.  13.  Ruled  that  an  E.  A.  made  snch  before  it  was  discov- 
ered that  he  had  not  lived  in  the  Jurisdiction  one  year,  was  an 
Entered  Apprentice  in  good  standing,  but  could  not  be  advanced 
until  he  had  completed  his  one  year's  residence  in  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Lodge,  and  that  he  must  again  petition  the  Lodge 
for  the  remaining  degrees  and  membership  and  be  balloted 
upon. 

The  Law  Committee  approved  that  portion  of  the  decision 
which  declared  the  brother  an  Entered  Apprentice  in  good 
standing!  but  disapproved  the  remainder  of  the  decision  as  in 
conflict  with  the  Edicts  as  to  Masonic  Status — P  31  of  the  Con- 
stitution. 

The  committee  approved  the  Grand  Master's  two  rulings  on 
•physical  qualifications  of  candidates  for  the  degrees,  viz:  "Peti- 
tioner, with  index  finger  of  right  hand  off  at  second  joint,  not 
eligible;"  and  "Petitioner  with  fingers  and  wrist  of  left  hand 
crippled  to  such  an  extent  that  neither  the  fingers  nor  the  wrist 
can  be  straightened,  not  eligible."    Committees  report  adopted. 

The  Grand  Master  communicated  the  intelligence  that  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  had  suspended  the  Warrant  of  Royal 
•Solomon  Mother  Lodge  at  Jerusalem,  Palestine.  American 
Tourists  will  take  notice. 

He  recommended  that  the  dues  for  the  Charity  Fund  be  in, 
creased  from  five  cents  to  ten  cents. 

He  also  recommended,  having  given  excellent  reasons  there- 
for, that  the  salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  than  whom  no 
better  is  to  be  found,  be  increased  in  the  sum  of  (300.00  per 
year. 

He  earnestly  recommended  that  the  Lodges  of  Wisconsin  no- 
tify each  other  of  all  visits  received. 

In  our  opinion,  Secretaries  of  Lodges  would,  most  likely 
deprecate  the  enactment  of  a  law  to  that  effect. 

The  finacial  condition  of  this  Grand  Lodge  is  first-class— as- 
sets, $22,445.36;  liabilities  (estimated  pay  roll)  $4,000.00. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Expenditure  the 
salary  of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  increased  $300.00  per  annum, 
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also  the  per  capita  assessment  for  "Masonic  Home  or  Charity 
JFund"  was  increased  from  five,  to  ten  cents. 

To  show  that  the  Lodges  were  not  inactive  it  is  only  necessary 
to  recnr  to  the  Grand  Secretary's  statistics,  in  which  it  appears 
that  237  applicants  were  Rejected,  1,195  Initiated,  1,063  Passed, 
and  1,075  Raised,  307  Affiliated,  113  Reinstated,  and  16  other- 
wise gained  daring  the  year. 

In  the  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Instruction  we  find 
the  opinion  expressed  that  it  is  not  advisable,  at  present,  to  dis- 
trict the  State  and  appoint  District  Deputies.  The  committee 
recommended  that  the  venerable  Brother  Youngs  be  retained  as 
Custodian  of  the  Work,  at  such  compensation  as  Grand  Lodge 
shall  see  fit  to  give  him;  and  that  a  Grand  Lecturer  be  appointed, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  instruction  from  the  Custodian 
"when  necessary,  to  hold  schools  of  instruction  where  most 
needed,  and  generally  to  look  after  the  welfare  of  the 
Craft,  &c,  whose  compensation  shall  be  such  as  heretofore 
given  or  such  as  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  see  fit  to  give.  A  fur- 
ther recommendation  provides  that  the  Grand  Master  may 
employ  a  competent  Assistant  Lecturer  at  a  suitable  per  diem 
compensation,  whenever  such  assistant  may  be  needed.  Report 
received  and  laid  over. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  made  a  very  able, 
special  report  on  the  applications  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico,  for  frater- 
nal recognition,  and  recommended  denial  of  such  recognition, 
also,  that  the  Grand  Secretary  be  instr acted  to  inform  the  Swiss 
Grand  Lodge  Alpina  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  does 
not  desire  to  participate  in  the  proposed  Universal  Congress  of 
Free  Masons,  to  be  held  at  Geneva,  in  September  1902. 

A  pleasing  incident  on  the  morning  of  the  Second  Day  in 
Grand  Lodge  was  the  presentation,  to  Past  Grand  Master  C.  C. 
Rogers,  of  a  handsome  P.  G.  M.'s  Jewel.  One  can  almost  in- 
hale the  fragrance  of  the  flowers  of  rhetoric  which  were  clus- 
tered in  the  addresses  on  that  occasion. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensations  char- 
ters were  granted  to  five  Lodges  TJ.  D. 

An  exhaustive,  supplementary  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  on  certain  exceptions  and  legal  points,  arising  in 
«  certain  Case  of  Appeal,  was  eminently  just  to  all  parties— a 
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model  of  fairness  in  its  consideration  of  the  question  at  issue. 
Adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grieranoes  was 
confirmed  and  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Charity  reported  a  number  of  grants  ag- 
gregating $180.00. 

The  touching  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituary  was  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote. 

A  Special  Committee  reported  on  the  case  of  W.  W.  D.,  a 

member  of Lodge  No.  ,  who  had  been  for  some  time 

past,  and  then  was  engaged  in  unlawfully  publishing  and  put- 
ting into  circulation  what  purported  to  be  a  cipher  or  key  of 
symbolic  Masonry.  The  committee  recommended  that  the  Jun- 
ior Grand  Warden  be  authorized  and  directed  to  formulate  and 
prepare  charges  against  the  said  brother  W.  W.  D.,  and  to  take 
other  necessary  steps  in  the  matter,  and  that  the  Grand  Master 
appoint  a  commission  of  five  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to 
try  the  cause,  other  needful  directions  also  being  included.  The 
report  was  adopted. 

In  memory  of  the  275  brethren  who  had  died  during  1001,  a 
Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held,  on  the  evening  of  the  Second  Day. 
Eloquent  and  most  appropriate  addresses  were  delivered,  at  that 
time,  by  Past  Grand  Masters,  Jenks,  Littlejohn,  and  Rogers, 
and  by  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

It  is  not  too  much,  to  say,  of  the  Report  on  Correspondence 
•submitted  by  Past  Grand  Master,  Aldro  Jenks,  Committee,  that 
it  measures  up  to  the  high  standard  set  by  its  predecessors. 
Within  the  compass  of  160  pages  he  gives  us  an  admirable  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  sixty-two  Grand  Lodges. 

Alabama— 1901  receives  three  pages  of  fraternal  notice. 

Of  the  address  of  Grand  Master  R.  M.  Cunningham  he  says: 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  business  document, 
pure  and  simple,  making  no  attempt  at  oratory.  It  covers 
thirty,  four  pages  of  the  printed  proceedings,  but  we  find  nothing 
•that  could  well  have  been  omitted." 

Bro.  Jenks  alludes  to  the  01  decisions  submitted.    Many  of 
these  decisions  would  not,  he  thinks,  have  been  mentioned  in 
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other  Jurisdictions;  but  he  learns  that,  in  Alabama,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Grand  Master  to  report  all  his  decisions. 

Oar  Brother,  tomahawk  in  hand,  places  himself  in  one  of  the 
lines  between  which  Alabama  runs  the  gauntlet,  on  the  matter 
of  admitting  ministers,  free  of  charge,  to  the  degrees.  Well! 
whether  or  not  we  have  erred  on  this  subject,  still  we  can  hon- 
estly say:  "God  speed  the  right." 

He  criticizes  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  asssertion,  that, 
4  'There  are  scores  of  men  who  are  anxious  to  join  Masonry  but 
are  kept  out  by  ancient  landmarks  which  are  not  essential  to 
Masonic  knowledge  or  usefulness;"  and  asks  him  if  he  has  ever 
subscribed  to  the  doctrine  that  "it  is  not  in  the  power  of  any 
man  or  body  of  men  to  make  innovations  in  the  body  of  Ma- 
sonry. " 

Now  we  do  not  purpose  taking  up  the  cudgels  in  behalf  of 
Grand  Master  Cunningham,  for  he  can  defend  himself  much 
better  than  we  could  defend  him ;  this,  however,  we  will  under- 
take to  affirm,  that  if  convinced  that  he  was  in  error,  he  would 
rectify  said  error  so  quickly  that  none  could  be  quicker  in  the 
same  direction. 

Brother  Jenks  may  rest  assured  that  his  generous  commenda- 
tion of  the  writer's  report,  is  grate!  ally  acknowledged.  He  has 
inadvertently  misquoted  one  "article"  of  our  "creed"— that  re- 
ferring to  "actual  presence  of  the  charter."  We  have  ever  main- 
tained that  presence  of  the  charter  is  essential. 

In  his  Conclusion  Brother  Jenks  says: 

"The  only  subject  on  which  we  have  been  criticised  of  late  is 
the  rule  adopted  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  requiring  members  who 
have  been  excluded  for  non-payment  of  dues,  as  a  condition  of 
reinstatement,  to  pay  dues  accruing  during  the  period  of  their 
exclusion  from  Lodaje  membership.  This  regulation  has  been 
generally  condemned  and  has  not  been  commended  by  a  single 
writer  of  Foreign  Correspondence  Reports." 

Dear  Brother,  Alabama  is  in  the  same  boat  that  Wisconsin 
sits  in  seretely,  but  we,  personally,  are  engaged  in  an  eff<  rt  to 
secure  the  repeal  of  that  regulation,  having  become  convinced  of 
its  injustice.

A  Constitutional  quorum  of  representatives  was  present;  also* 
one  Past  Grand  Maste  ,  together  with  fourteen  Past  Masters. 
Our  Brethren  of  Wyoming  seem  not  to  indulge  in  the  luxury  of 
a  set  of  Grand  Representatives. 

This  volume  of  Proceedings,  handsomely  printed   in  clear 
type  and  embellished  with  portraits  of  Grand  Master  Charles 
H.  To  we  send,   Past  Grand  Master  Orlando  North,  and  Grand 
Secretary  William  L.  Kuykendall,  is  good  for  the  eyes. 

The  Grand  Master  was  gratified,  in  his  address,  at  being  able 
to  report  a  general  prosperity  among  the  Subordinate  Lodges, 
not  only  in  growth  but  also  in  financial  and  Masonic  standing. 

He  made  fit  reference  to  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

His  official  visitations,  seven  in  number,  prompted  him  to  say: 

"Wherever  I  have  gone  as  your  representative  I  have  been 
received  with  a  most  hearty  welcome  which  is  characteristic  of 
the  people  of  Wyoming  and  the  Masonic  fraternity. " 

He  had  granted  five  special  dispensations,  two  of  which  were 
permissions  to  confer  Master  Mason  Degree  out  of  time. 

He  had  issued  dispensations  for  organizing  three  new  Lodges. 
For  two  of  these  he  recommended  that  Charters  be  granted,  but 
that  the  dispensation  to  the  third  Lodge  be  continued,   said 
Lodge  having  been  organized  too  late  for  a  report  from  the  same 
to  be  made. 

The  Grand  Master  also  reported  that,  to  his  call  for  aid  of  the 
Jacksonville,  Fla. ,  sufferers  most  of  the  Lodges  responded  with 
a  good  donation;  that  they  also  gave  liberally  to  the  Brethren  at 
Galveston,  Texas. 

His  five  decisions  submitted,  we  can  find  no  fault  with.  They 
are  conformable  to  good  law  and  usage. 

In  the  last  one  of  the  five,  the  Grand  Master  ruled  that  any 
brother  who  applies  for  relief  or  desires  to  visit  a  subordinate 
Lodge  should  be  required  to  produce  documentary  evidence 
unless  properly  vouched  for.    (Italics  ours.) 

He  maie  the  recommendation  that  the  Constitution,  By-Laws^ 
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Bales  of  Order,  Order  of  Business,  Standing  Resolutions,  Ap 
proved  Decisions  and  Ancient  Charges  be  printed  in  Appendix  of 
Proceedings  of  1901.  A  good  recommendation  which,  carried 
out,  enables  the  Brethren  of  the  several  Lodges  to  post  them' 
selves  on  tlje  important  subjects  named. 

He  also  recommended  that  some  action  be  taken  in  regard  to 
recognizing  the  age  of  dimits.  Under  the  present  By-Laws 
non -affiliates  can  enjoy,  for  an  indefinite  period,  nearly  all  the 
privileges  of  active  members,  by  paying  Grand  Lodge  dues.  He 
trusted  that  a  law  would  be  passed  that  would  sting  such  drones 
entirely  out  of  the  hive 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  is  a  thorough,  business-like 
paper.  Brother  Euykendall  fulfills  the  obligations  of  his  re- 
sponsible office. 

September  4,  1901,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  on  hand  the  neat, 
cash  balance  of  (3,213.04. 

No  business,  we  are  pleased  to  record,  claimed  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  all  the  decision! 
of  the  M. '.  W.\  Grand  Master.    Adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  aforesaid  Committee,  requests  of  all 
Grand  Lodges  in  Mexico,  for  recognition,  were  refused  until 
Masonic  conditions  should  change  in  that  country;  the  Grand 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  institute  inquiry,  and  ascertain  the 
true  condition  of  legitimate  Masonry  in  Egypt,  if  any,  and 
report  at  next  annual. 

This  inquiry  was  excited  by  the  receipt  of  a  paper  styled, 
"Manifesto  of  the  National  Grand  Orient  of  Egypt." 

The  applications  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Australia,  and1 
Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica,  and  Puerto  Rico,  were  held  in. 
abeyance,  for  further  information,  satisfactory  in  character. 

The  request  of  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium  for  recognition  was, 
point  blank,  refused,  for  two  reasons,  viz:    that  said   Grand 
Orient  has  not  supreme,  permanent  control  of  the  three  Craft 
degrees,  and  that  said  Grand  Orient  is  "hand  and  glove"  with* 
the  Godless  Grand  Orient  of  France. 

On  like  recommendation,  Grand  Lodge  respectfully  declined 
to  enter  into  the  plan  of  establishing  an  "International  Masonic 
Office,"  under  the  auspices  of  the  "Grand  Lodge  of  Switzer- 
land, Alpina."    Very  properly  so,  in  our  opinion. 
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Charters  were  granted  to  two  of  the  Lodges,  U.  D.,  and  the> 
third  was  continued  under  dispensation  until  next  annual. 

Section  86  of  the  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws  was,  by  the  required 
two- thirds  vote,  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  86.  No  visitor  shall  be  admitted  to  any  Lodge  in  this 
Jurisdiction  unless  he  shall  furnish  satisfactory  documentary 
evidence  that  he  is  at  the  time  in  good  standing  in  some  Lodges 
working  under  a  charter  or  dispensation  issued  by  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Master  recognized  by  this  Grand  Lodge  aa 
having  Jurisdiction  over  the  territory  in  which  such  Lodge  is 
located;  or  unless  such  visitor  shall  be  vouched  for,  as  a  Mason 
in  good  standing,  by  a  brother." 

"Non-affiliated  Masons  shall  have  the  privilege  of  visiting 
Lodges  for  the  period  of  one  year;  but  such  non-affiliates  shall 
petition  some  Lodge  within  thirty  days  thereafter  for  member 
ship,  and,  if  rejected,  shall  contribute,  to  some  regular  Lodge 
in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  in  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides,  ita 
regular  dues,  and  in  case  of  noncompliance  shall  be  debarred 
from  all  Masonic  rights  and  privileges  as  follows: 

First — They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  visit  any  Lodge. 

Second — They  shall  not  be  allowed  to  appear  in  any  Masonic 
procession. 

Third— They  shall  not  be  entitled  to  Masonic  Charity. 

Fourth— They  shall  not  be  entitled  to  Masonic  Burial." 

The  next  annual  will  be  held  at  Rawlins,  Wyoming.

At  length  our  fifth  annual  report  to  the  Most  Worshipful 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  has  come  to  a  close.  To  intimate  that 
this  temporary  (we  humbly  trust)  parting  with  our  genial  and 
accomplished  associates  of  the  Guild,  brings  with  it  a  feeling  of 
real  regret,  is  to  say  neither  more  nor  less  than  the  truth.  None 
will  find  fault  with  us  if,  while  tendering  to  our  companions  of 
thereportorial  corps  our  best  wishes  that  length  of  days  and 
unalloyed  happiness  may  be  theirs,  we  bewail  with  them  the 
great  loss  we  and  the  whole  Fraternity  have  sustained  by  reason* 
of  the  death  of  that  eminent  M* sonic  writer  and  Masonic  Jurist 
Josiah  H.  Drummond  of  Maine — the  Nestor  of  the  Guild,  the 
sage  counsellor  who  freely  gave  his  abundant  stores  of  wisdom 
to  his  less  informed  brethren,  and  frankly  accorded  to  them 
what  credit  soever  he  thought  their  due.  We  all,  doubtless,  feel 
that  his  demise  has  entailed  upon  us  a  personal  loss.  His  like 
will  not  soon  be  found. 

''The  workman  dies;  the  work  goes  on"— an  oft  repeated  sen- 
tence, but  one  which  has  a  meaning  freighted  with  encourage- 
ment. It  may  be  asked,  "what  work?"  Without  doubt  a  great 
part  of  that  work,  as  we  view  it,  consists  in  the  alleviation  of 
human  ills,  and  the  uplifting  of  human  character.    This  finds 
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-expression  in  the  growing  beneficence  of  our  Fraternity.  We 
undertake  to  affirm  that  never  before  was  that  expression  so 
conspicuously  grand  as  it  now  is. 

Look  at  the  Isles  of  the  South  Sea.  Not  many  generations 
ago  the -savage  cannibal  glutted  his  appetite  with  the  quivering 
flesh  of  human  victims  where  now  all  the  embellishments  and 
requirements  of  enlightened  civilization  appear  and  where  the 
establishment  of  splendid  charities  lends  added  lustre  to  that 
civilization. 

Look  at  England  with  her  magnificent  benevolent  institu-

Even 
during  the  sessions  of  the  conference,  I  commend  this  course  to 
the  District  Grand  Lecturers,  if  any  of  them  are  not  already 
practicing  it.

NECROLOGY. 

While  rejoicing  in  a  well-ordered  chain  of  Divine  Providence, 
which  has  brought  so  many  of  ns  together  after  another  year's 
separation,  let  ns  not  forget  that  there  are  some,  who  were  with 
us  a  year  ago,  that  are  absent  this  evening  on  account  of  the 
visitations  of  death.  While  none  of  the  Grand  officers  have 
died  during  the  year,  some  of  its  most  highly  respected  and 
valned  members  have  been  summoned  to  cross  the  dark  river, 
and  many  of  oar  Subordinate  Lodges  have  been  called  to  wear 
the  badge  of  mourning.  Let  us,  therefore,  pause  a  moment 
amid  our  congratulations  and  fraternal  greetings  and  drop  a  tear 
in  memory  of  those  with  whom  we  shall  meet  no  more  in  Grand 
Lodge  this  side  of  eternity. 

On  January  9th,  1903,  Past  Grand  Master  Henry  Hart  Brown 
died  at  his  home  in  East  Lake,  after  a  lingering  illness  of  four 
years.  I  was  not  abje  to  attend  his  funeral  in  person,  and  ap- 
pointed Past  Grand  Master  George  M .  Morrow,  of  Birmingham, 
to  bury  him  with  Masonic  honors.  His  remains  were  taken  to 
Northport,  his  old  home,  where  they  were  laid  to  rest.  It  was  a 
disagreable,  cold,  rainy  day  in  mid- winter  that  he  was  buried, 
but  everything  was  done  that  was  possible,  under  the  conditions, 
to  pay  that  respect  which  was  due  his  memory .  I  was  unable  to 
obtain  sufficient  data  for  the  preparation  of  a  memorial  address 
to  the  Subordidate  Lodges  of  the  State  until  August  31st,  1908, 
when  the  following  address  was  sent  to  all  the  Lodges; 
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Grand  Master  of  Masons 

of  the  State  of  Alabama, 
Sulligent,  Ala.,  August  31, 190S. 

To  the  Worshipful  Masters,  Wardens,  and  Brethren  of  the  Subordi- 
nate Lodges  of  this  Ghrand  Jurisdiction: 

It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  announce  to  yon  the  death  of  our

F.\  and  A. \  M.\ 
of  Alabama,  who  died  at  his  home  in  East  Lake,  Alabama,  Jan- 
uary 9, 1903.  M.\  W.\  Brother  Brown  was  bora  in  Tuscaloosa 
County,  Ala.,  near  the  city  of  Tuscaloosa,  on  August  24,  1837. 
About  seventeen  years  ago  he  moved  to  Birmingham,  Alabama , 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  lived  in  East  Lake  nearthe  city  of 
Birmingham. 

Hie  Masonic  record  is  as  follows:  The  minutes  of  Northport 
Lodge,  No.  252,  A.  \  F.  \  and  A.  \  M.  \  show  that  he  was  entered 
as  an  Apprentice,  February  12,  1859,  passed  as  a  Fellow  Craft, 
March  26,  1859;  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master  Mason, 
April  28,  1859;  and  for  a  number  of  years  served  as  Worshipful 
Master  of  said  Lodge.  He  dimitted  from  Northport  Lodge  on 
September  15, 1888,  and  affiliated  with  East  Lake  Lodge,  No.  480 
A.  *.  F.\  and  A.'.  M.  \  and  was  a  member  of  said  Lodge  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 

He  was  elected  Junior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
A.*.  F. \  and  A.*.  M.\  of  Alabama,  December,  1885;  was 
elected  Senior  Grand  Warden,  December,  1886;  was  elected 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  December,  1887;  was  elected  Grand  Mas- 
ter, December,  1888  ;  and  served  in  this  capacity  until  Decem- 
ber, 1890.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the  Grand  Represen- 
tative of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  near  this  Grand 
Lodge.  Until  Brother  Brown  was  stricken  down  with  the  dis- 
ease which  prostrated  him  upon  a  bed  of  affliction  for  four  years 
before  his  death,  he  was  always  a  prominent,  active  worker  at 
the  annual  sessions  of  our  Grand  Lodge.  He  was  one  of  our 
most  valued  and  highly  respected  members,  and  his  able  counsel 
on  all  questions  pertaining  to  the  good  of  our  Order  has  had 
much  to  do  in  the  upbuilding  of  Masonry  in  Alabama. 

Brother  Brown  was  a  gallant  Confederate  soldier  in  the  Civil 
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War.  He  was  a  successful  lawyer,  and  took  an  acti7e  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  government,  serving  several  terms  in  the  State 
Legislature. 

As  a  tribute  of  respect  to  our  deceased  Past  Grand  Master,  it 
is  my  order  that  this  Memorial  be  read  in  open  Lodge,  at  the  first 
regular  Communication  after  its  reception,  and  that  the  altar 
and  jewels  of  the  Lodge  be  draped  in  mourning  for  sixty  days.

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4  MISCELLANEOUS. 

At  tbe  last  regular  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  Ham- 
ilton Lodge  No.  344  preferred  charges  against  Gain  Lodge  No. 
478,  charging  it  with  violating  its  duty  and  disregarding  the 
Constitution,  in  that  daring  the  year  it  received  the  petitions  of 
John  W.  Robertson  and  John  A  Cantrell,  and  confer*  ed  the  de- 
grees on  said  petitioner*  without  obtaining?  the  information  re- 
quired by  Article  6,  Section  13  of  the  Constitution.    This  com- 
plaint was  filed  too  late  to  give  Gnin  Lodge  proper  notice,  and 
on  a  recommendation  of  the  Co  nmittee  on  Suspensions,  Expul- 
sions and  Appeals,  the  case  was  referred  to  the  Grand  Master 
for  adjudication;    This  case,  I  am  glad  to  report,  was  satisfac- 
torily settled  b/  the  Lodges  in  question,  without  any  interfer- 
ence on  my  p  irt. 

A  case  somewhat  similar  to  this  was  also  submitted  to  the 
Grand  Master  for  the  same  reasons  stated  in  the  preceding  case 
in   which  Bozeman  Lodge  No.  534  pref-  ired  charges  againa 
Deatsville  Lodge  No.  475.    This  matter  escaped  my  notice,  also 
the  notice  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  until  it  was  too  late  to  settle 
it  in  time  for  either  Lodge  to  take  an  appeal  if  not  satisfied. 

I  therefore  instructed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  notify  the  Worship- 
ful Masters  of  these  Lodges  to  appear  at  this  communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  when  the  case  would  be  tried.  The  Grand 
Secretary  informs  me  that  this  was  done. 

On  the  oth  of  last  February,  I  received  a  letter  from  W.  R. 
Canida,  W.  M.  of  Delmar  Lodge  No.  501,  stating  that  hi*  Lodge 
had  conferred  the  Entered  Apprentice  and  Fellow  Craft  degrees 
upon  an  applicant  with  an  artificial  leg.  It  appears  that  the 
members  of  the  Lodge  did  not  know  that  they  were  violating  the 
Constitution,  until  their  a'  tention  was  ailed  to  it  by  a  Brother 
belonging  to  another  Lodge.  The  Worshipiul  Master  wrote  to 
me  at  once,  asking  my  advice  as  to  what  they  should  do  in  regard 
to  advancing  the  applicant  to  the  third  degree. 

I  notified  him  to  proceed  no  further,  but  to  return  the  petition 
and  the  fees  to  the  applicant.  Later,  I  was  asked  to  grant  a 
special  dispensation  permitting  the  Lodge  to  confer  the  Master 
Mason  degree  upon  this  party.  This  I  refused  to  do,  but  prom- 
ised to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Grand  I  odge  at  this  commu- 
nication. I  subsequently  received  quite  a  lengthy  letter  from 
the  party  on  whom  the  degrees  had  been  conferred,  pleading  that 
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I  grant  the  Lodge  the  req aired  dispensation  to  confer  the  re- 
maining degree  upon  him.  His  letter  shows  that  he  is  a  man  of 
superior  intelligence  and  information,  He  is  a  young  profes- 
sional man,  a  man  of  sufficient  income  to  be  worth  something  to 
the  fraternity.  He  seems  to  be  a  man  of  honor  and  integrity, 
and  is  highly  respected  in  his  community.  It  is  my  opinion, 
that  this  Grand  Lodge,  with  all  the  conditions  connected  with 
this  case,  should  grant  permission  for  this  man  to  receive  the 
remaining  degree,  but  with  a  most  distinct  and  emphatic  decla- 
ration that  it  is  not  to  be  a  precedent  to  be  used  in  any  other 
case.  I  have  referred  the  entire  matter  to  the  Committee  on 
Masonic  Jurisprudence,  with  a  request  that  it  report  upon  it  at 
this  communication. 

On  April  the  15th.  I  received  a  leter  from  W.  H.  Junkins,  W. 
M.,  of  Falkville  Lodge  No.  896,  enclosing  a  copy  of  charges  pre- 
ferred by  said  Falkville  Lodge  against  Vinemount  Lodge  N 0.662 
for  a  violation  of  Art.  6,  Sec.  13  of  the  Constitution,  in  that  said 
Vinemount  Lodge  did,  on  or  about  February  14,  1908,  confer  the 
Entered  Apprentice  degree  upon  Harris  Cook,  who  had  been  re- 
jected by  said  Falkville  Lodg*,  without  obtaining  the  consent  of 
said  Lodge  I  appointed:  Oliver  J.  Moore,  W.  M.  of  Cullman 
Fraternal  Lodge  No.  121 ;  Win  C.  Winn.  W.  M.  of  Baileyto* 
Lodge  No.  472;  and  J.  H.  Riddle,  W.  M.  of  Hartselie  Lodge  No. 
898  to  investigate  these  charges. 

These  brethren  met  promptly  and  examined  the  Worshipful 
Masters  and  Secretaries  of  both  Falkville  and  Vinemount  Lodges 
took  their  testimony  in  writing,  and  transmitted  the  same  to  me, 
I  have  referred  the  case  to  the  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Ex* 
pulsions  and  Appeals,  with  instructions  to  the  Grand  Secretary 
to  notify  both  Loiges  that  tie  matter  would  come  up  for  settle- 
ment at  this  communication. 

On  October  the  17th,  I  received  a  letter  from  G  B.  Boman,  W. 
M.  of  Boman  Lodge  No.  49,  at  Esom  Hill,  Ga  ,  stating  that  his 
Lodge  had  initiated,  passed  and  raised  three  candidates,  who 
were  residents  of  this  State,  without  securing  the  consent  of  the 
Alabama  Lodge,  in  when  jurisdiction  they  resided.  He  further 
stated  that  the  Ma*oni3  laws  of  Georgia  gave  his  Lodge  jurisdic* 
ton  over  these  candidates  until  its  annual  communication  in 
1902,  when  the  law  was  changed.  This  they  had  not  learned 
until  this  work  had  been  done.  These  Georgia  made  Masons 
have  been  denied  the  privilege  of  visitation  by  Alabama  Lodges,' 
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which  was  quite  proper  under  the  existing  edicts  of  this  Grand 
Lodge  governing  such  cases.  Brother  Boman  states  that  his 
Lodge  regrets  very  much  having  unintentionally  violated  the 
edicts  of  both  Grand  Lodges,  and  prays  that  onr  Grand  Lodge  at 
this  session,  provide  some  way  by  which  these  brethren  may  be 
recognized  by  the  Masonic  Lodges  of  Alabama.  I  have  referred 
this  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence. 

On  October  17th,  1903,  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  expressing  the 
desire  to  establish  official  relations  between  the  two  Grand  Bod- 
ies. I  have  referred  the  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence. 

REPORTS  OF  GRAND  LECTURERS. 

Brother  W.  W.  McCollum  of  the  Fifth  Disirict  reports  that  he 
visited  seven  Lodges;  spent  thirteen  days  lecturing  upon  the 
ritual  and  conferring  degrees.  Delivered  two  public  addresses, 
and  publicly  installed  the  officers  of  two  Lodges.  He  received 
as  compensation  (27.50  and  expenses. 

Brother  C.  J.  Walker  of  the  Eighth  District,  reports  that  he 
spent  seventy-one  days  in  work,  and  travelled  1,432  miles;  ini- 
tiated 15;  passed  18  and  raised  20.  Compensation  received 
1108.00;  paid  railroad  fare  923.55,  leaving  a  balance  of  |79.45. 

DECISIONS. 

Many  questions  involving  Masonic  law  have  been  submitted  to 
me  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  these  were  so  distinctly 
covered  by  existing  edicts,  that  I  only  directed  the  enquirers  to  the 
particular  edict  covering  the  case  in  question  for  its  solution. 
The  following,  in  my  opinion,  not  being  so  clearly  covered  by 
existing  laws,  I  submit  them  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge: 

No.  1.  A  profane  properly  petitions  for  initiation.  He  is  duly 
elected,  initiated  and  passed.  Before  a  ballot  is  taken  for  the 
third  degree,  the  Worshipful  Master  hears  that  the  candidate 
has  been  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  a  Mason.  He  stops  pro- 
ceedings and  appoints  another  investigating  committee.  The 
committee  learns  that  the  rumors  concerning  the  conduct  of  the 
applicant  are  true,  but  the  offence  was  committed  before  he  pe- 

tioned  the  Lodge  for  initiation.  The  committee  further  learned 
that  the  applicant  had,  six  months  previously,  petitioned  another 
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Lodge,  and  that  no  action  had  ever  been  taken  upon  this  peti- 
tion. 

Queries,  (a)  What  is  the  status  of  this  party?  Is  he  a  Fellow 
Craft  or  a  clandestine?  (b)  Did  the  Worshipful  Master  have  the 
right  to  proceed  as  he  iid  in  this  case?  (c)  Can  the  applicant  be 
tried  for  this  offence?  (d)  How  should  the  Lodge  dispose  of  this 
case? 

Answer,  (a)  He  is  a  Fellow  Craft,  (b)  The  Worshipful  Mas 
ter  had  the  right  to  proceed  as  he  did.  (c)  The  candidate  can 
not  be  tried  unless  the  off  ease  involved  moral  turpitude  (d)  if 
the  offense  involves  moral  turpituie  charges  should  be  preferred 
against  the  applicant,  otherwise  the  Lodge  should  proceed  as  in 
other  cases  of  advancement. 

No  2  The  Worship  *n I  Master  and  Secretary  of  the  Lodge 
have  no  right  to  request  another  Lodge  to  confer  the  degrees  for 
the  Lodge,  wi'h  rat  the  consent  of  the  Lodge  for  which  the  work 
is  to  be  done. 

No.  3.   The  Worshipful  Master  has  no  right  to  grant  a  dispen  • 
eat  ion  to  a  subordinate  Lod^e  which  conflicts  with  one  of  its 
By  Laws,  provided  such  By-Law  is  in  keeping  with  the  Consti 
tution  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

No.  4.  The  Grand  Master  has  no  right  to  grant  a  dispensation 
changing  jurisdiction. 

No.  5.    A  Mason  is  not  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct  because 
he  votes  against  a  minister  of  Gospel  for  initiation  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  Lodge  charged  no  fee  for  the  degree     He  has  no 
right,  however,  to  stat  3  how  he  voted  and  give  his  reason  for  the, 
same- 
No.  6.    A  profane  :>etitions  for  initiation.    It  is  discovered 
that  the  petitioner  has  not  been  a  resident  of  the  State   twelve 
months,  and  his  application  is  continued.      Before  the  year  has 
expired,  he  moves  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Lodge.    Query. 
Can  the  Lodge  return   he  petition  and  fee? 
Held.    It  can. 

No.  7.  Petition  for  initiation  was  presented  by  a  person  who 
had  not  been  a  resident  of  the  State  twelve  months.  I  was  asked 
to  petition  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
his  former  residence  i;o  waive  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Grand 
Lodge  in  favor  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  This  I  refused  to  do, 
holding  that  as  the  petitioner  was  not  a  citizen  of  that  State, 
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the  Grand  Lodge  cf  that  State  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  peti 
tioner 

No.  8  A  Lodge  may  enact  a  By-Law  making  it  a  masonic 
offense  in  that  odge  for  a  member  to  sign  a  petition  to  sell 
whiskey.  A  member,  however,  cannot  be  deprived  of  the  right 
to  sit  in  open  Lodge,  and  participating  in  the  business  of  the 
Lodge,  for  signing  snch  petition,  without  charges  being  pre- 
ferred against  him  and  having  been  tried  and  convicted  in  the 
manner  prescribed  for  trials  of  other  masonic  offenses. 

No.  9.  Before  the  Lodge  can  confer  the  degrees  for  another 
Lodge,  it  must  be  requested  to  do  so  in  an  official  way.  It  can 
not  be  done  at  the  request  of  a  number  of  the  members  of  said 
Lodge. 

No.  10.    No  Lodge  can  levy  a  special   tax  or  assessment 
against  its  members  except  such  as  are  provided  for  by  its  By 
Laws. 

No.  11.  A  Lodge  may  waive  its  jurisdiction  over  a  profane 
in  favor  of  a  Lodge  in  another  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

No.  12.  The  office  of  Worshipful  Master  does  not  become 
vacant  by  the  Worshipful  Master  moving  to  another  town  in  the 
State. 

No.  18.  A  Lodge  cannot  act  upon  the  petition  for  initiation 
of  a  person  residing  in  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  another 
Lodge  without  ascertaining  from  the  Lodge  in  which  Jurisdiction 
the  petitioner  resides,  if  it  knows  of  any  just  and  sufficient  reason 
why  the  petitioner  should  not  be  made  a  Mason.  When  a  petition 
is  presented  by  such  person,  the  Worshipful  Master  should  order 
the  Secretary  to  write,  at  once,  to  the  Lodge  in  whioh  jurisdic- 
tion the  petitioner  resides,  for  the  required  information.  He 
should  at  the  same  time,  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation  as 
required  by  the  Constitution.  If  the  Lodge,  having  jurisdiction, 
answer  that  there  is  just  and  sufficient  reason  why  petitioner 
should  not  be  made  a  mason  then  the  petition  and  fee  must  be 
returned.  If,  however,  the  answer  should  'be  favorable  to  the 
petitioner,  then  the  report  of  the  investigating  committee  may 
be  received  and  action  taken  upon  the  petition  as  in  other  case*. 

No.  14.     When  a  Lodge  receives  the  petition  for  initiation 

from  a  person  residing  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Lodge  and 

complies  fully  with  Article  6,  Section  13  of  the  Constitution, 

and  the  answer  received  being  favorable  to  the  petitioner,  the 

c 
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Lodge  may  confer  the  degrees  upon  the  petitioner  and  is  entitled 
to  the  fees,  although  the  Lodge  having  jurisdiction,  may  state 
in  its  answer  that  it  refuses  to  waive  its  jurisdiction  and  may 
claim  the  fees. 

No.  15.  A  Mason  receives  a  dim  it  and  moves  into  another 
8tate.  After  three  months  he  moves  back  into  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Lodge  from  which  he  dimitted,  and  desires  to  again  affil 
iate  with  the  Lodge.  At  a  regular  communication  afterwards, 
the  Worshipful  Master  orders  the  Secretary  to  cancel  the  dimit 
and  declare  him  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

Held.  That  the  action  of  the  Worshipful  Master  was  illegal, 
and  that  the  brother  was  still  a  dimitted  Mason.  To  becoire  a 
member  of  said  Lodge,  he  must  petition  the  Lodge  as  though 
his  dimit  was  from  another  Lodge,  and  his  petition  must  take 
the  regular  course. 

No.  16.  A  Fellow  Craft  is  rejected  for  advancement.  At  the 
next  regular  communication  another  ballot  is  taken  on  the  same 
petition  and  he  is  elected  and  the  Master  Mason  degree  is  con- 
ferred upon  him. 

Query.    Is  he  a  legal  Mason  ? 

Held.  He  is,  but  the  Lodge  conferring  the  degree  is  subject 
to  discipline.  Before  the  rejected  candidate  was  advanced,  he 
should  have  again  petitioned  the  Lodge,  and  the  petition  should 
have  taken  the  usual  course. 

No.  17.  A  saloon  keeper  holding  a  dimit  and  residing  in  a 
State  where  the  saloon  business  is  a  masonic  offense,  is  not  inel- 
ligible  to  membership  in  a  Lodge  in  this  State,  only  in  such 
Lodges  as  may  have  a  By-Law  making  s  iloon  keepers  ineligible. 

No.  18.  A  person  cannot  be  elected  Tiler  of  a  Lodge  of 
which  he  is  not  a  member. 

No.  19.  A  Mason  who  has  been  suspended  for  six  months  and 
takes  an  appeal,  has  the  right  to  sit  in  Lodge  and  take  part  in 
the  business  of  the  Lodge  pending  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

No.  20.  A  Mason  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  Masonic  of- 
fense, and  appeals  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  may,  before  the  Grand 
Lodge  has  taken  action  upon  his  appeal,  be  tried  for  other 
offenses  than  that  of  which  he  was  convicted 

WIDOWS'  AND  ORPHANS'  HOME. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  the  proposed  amendment  to 
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Art.  6,  Sec.  21,  of  the  Constitution,  raising  the  annual  dues  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  from  50c.  to  $1  50,  that  one  dollar  of  this 
amount  might  be  applied  to  the  raising  of  a  fund  for  the  build- 
ing of  a  Masonic  home  has  again  been  defeated.  While  this 
result  is  calculated  to  discourage  us  in  this  great  work, we  should 
not  be  disheartened  to  the  extent  of  relaxing  our  effort  to  secure 
the  means  necessary  to  carry  this  enterprise  to  a  successful  ter- 
mination. It  should  rather  be  a  reason  for  us  to  double  our  ex- 
ertions if  we  hope  to  succeed. 

We  cannot  afford  to  relinquish  this  project.  We  must  have 
the  Home.  Laying  aside  all  sentimental  considerations,  and 
viewing  the  question  from  a  purely  business  standpoint,  can  we 
afford  to  let  this  project  fail  ?  Other  Grand  Jurisdictions  have 
Homes  which  have  been  in  successful  operation  for  years,  and 
others  are  building.  Other  fraternal  orders  have  Homes  for  their 
indigent  members,  and  their  widows  and  orphans.  The  various 
Christian  organizations  over  the  land  have  their  orphanages  and 
asylums  for  their  poor  and  needy  members.  The  Methodist 
Church  of  North  Alabama,  no  longer  than  a  year  ago,  inaugu- 
rated a  plan  to  provide  homes  for  their  superannuated  preachers, 
and  it  is  succeeding  in  its  great  work.  A  number  of  homes 
have  already  been  secured  for  these  worn-out  preachers  and 
others  are  being  added  from  time  to  time.  These  people  have 
succeeded  and  will  continue  to  succeed,  because  they  have  put 
forth  that  push  and  zeal  in  tbe  work  which  rarely  stops  at  failure. 
Masonry  has  ever  boasted  of  her  charitable  works.  She  is  always 
expected  to  be  found  in  the  foremost  ranks  of  all  charitable  and 
benevolent  movements,  and  in  some  Grand  Jurisdictions  she  is 
found,  if  not  ahead,  at  least  abreast  with  other  fraternal  and 
charitable  institutions  in  providing  for  her  own  helpless  and 
needy. 

Must  Alabama  Masonry  lag  behind?  Again,  I  a9k  the  ques- 
tion, can  she  afford  it? 

A  second  defeat  of  this  proposed  amendment  demonstrates  the 
fact  that  some  other  plan  than  that  which  this  proposed  amend- 
ment provided  for  will  have  to  be  devised  if  we  ever  build  a 
Masonic  Home  in  Alabama.  That  some  plan  can  be  formulated 
by  which  we  can  succeed  I  have  no  doubt.  What  some  have 
done  and  others  are  doing  we  can  do.  I  have  no  plan  to  offer. 
That  some  of  our  wise  heads  will  ultimately  devise  a  scheme 
which  will  lead  to  success  I  firmly  believe.    Whether  this  end, 
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devoutly  hoped  for,  will  be  reached  at  this  communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  remains  to  be  seen. 

In  this  connection,  I  will  state  that  in  compliance  with  a  reso- 
lution offered  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and  adapted  at  the  last 
communication  of  the  Grind  Lodge,  I  appointed  a  committee, 
composed  of  one  member  from  each  county  in  the  State,  to  solid, 
subscriptions  to  the  fund  for  the  Home,  and  incidentally  to  work 
for  the  adoption  of  this  proposed  amendment.

I  desire  to 
express  my  sincerest  thanks  to  the  Grand  Officer**  and  the  mem. 
bers  of  the  committees  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom  I  have 
applied  for  aid  and  counsel,  for  the  uniform  courtesy  and  assist- 
ance extended  to  me,  and  also  to  the  brethren  of  the  order, 
among  whom  I  have  been  thrown  upon  various  occasions,  for 
their  many  kind  words,  generous  hospitality  and  fraternal  wishes 
in  my  behalf.

W.  Brother  Wm.  Y.  Titcomb,  Chairman  of  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  the 
following  report  and  on  motion  it  was  adopted : 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient,  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Masons  in  the  State  of  Alabama: 

M.\  W.\  Robert  J.  Redden,  Grand  Matter  of  Masons  in  Ala- 
bama has  desired  that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
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ence  give  due  attention  to  the  following  communication  and 
report  thereon  at  this  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge: 

Gran  Logia  de  Costa  Rica, 
San  Jose  de  Costa  Rica, 
September  26th,  1003. 

To  the  M  \   W.\  Grand  Master  of  the  Jf.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alabama: 

Dear  Sir  and  M...  W.\  Brother— Believing  that  it  will  be 
for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  Brethren  in  the  Republic  of  Costa 
Rica  and  \n  Alabama  to  enter  into  fraternal  intercourse  and  that 
official  relations  between  the  Grand  Lodges  of  these  two  Juris- 
dictions will  conduce  to  the  unity  and  solidarity  of  our  wide 
spread  Institution,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  hereby  ex- 
presses its  desire  to  enter  into  Official  Relations  with  the  M.  *. 
W.  \  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  and  trusts  that  that  Body  will 
give  this  request  its  prompt  and  earnest  consideration. 
Hoping  that  this  petition  will  have  your  due  regard,  believe  me, 
Dear  Sir  and  M.  \  W.\  Brother,

In  compliance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand 
Master,  this  Committee  respectfully  submits  the  following 
report: 

Frnm  the  records  of  said  Grand  Lodge  we  learn  that  forty-one 
Grand  Jurisdictions  are  in  official  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Costa  Rica.  Among  these  are  the  most  influential  Grand 
Lodges  in  the  world. 

We  candidly  confess  that  we  have  entertained  doubts  as  to  the 
propriety  of  accepting  the  claims  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica  to  recognition,  but,  on  closer  consideration  of  the  matter, 
have  concluded  that  our  doubts  should  yield  acquiescence  in  the 
verdict  of  the  majority  of  our  Grand  Lodges, basing  our  conclu- 
sion upon  what  appear  to  be  the  simple  facts  in  the  case,  viz : 
That  a  large  number  of  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States 
have  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  and  that  no  ques- 
tion that  those  Bodies  are  holding  fraternal  relations  with  an 
irregular  body,  has  been  raised;  further,  that  it  seems  to  be 
only  question  of   the  payment  of  certain  money  claimed  by 
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the  Supreme  Council  of  Central  America  as  due  to  itself  from 
the  Costa  Bican  Lodges  (a  matter  with  which  we  have  nothing 
to  do),  and,  moreover,  that  the  said  Supreme  Council  has  not  de- 
clared said  Lodges  irregular,  and  indeed,  that  the  Supreme 
Body  referred  to,  has  gone  so  far  a  *  to  intimate  a  readiness,  if 
not  desire,  on  its  part,  to  concede  the  independence  claimed, 
just  for  the  asking. 

Brother  W.  J.   Hugan,  himself  very  high  authority  in  Ma- 
sonry, indeed  England's  leading  authority,  says  :  "In  my  opin 
ion  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  should  obtain  the  recognition 
of  all  regular  Grand  Lodges. " 

Brother  Herman  Duncan  of  Louieianf ,,  in  the  course  of  his 
full  and  logical  report  on  the  eubject  said: 

"There  was  a  time  when  there  was  no,Masonry  except  'York 
Masonry,'  but  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  than  which  there  is 
no  higher  or  better  authority  in  the  rite,  has  long  since  extended 
recognition  to  Lodges  of  other  rites." 

To  the  great  concensus  of  opinion  indicated  in  this  paper,  we 
may  doubtless  give  our  adherence. 

If,  as  Brother  Aldro  Jenks  intimates,  a«  a  possibility,  viz:  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  may  remove  from  its  altars  the 
Holy  Bible,  or  admit  females,  why,  in  that  event  all  regular 
Grand  Lodges  would  immediately  sever  recognition  of  the  offend- 
ing Grand  Body.  The  proceedings  of  that  Body  show  that  it  is 
conforming  strictly  to  the  ancient  landmarks. 

This  committee,  therefore  recommends  "hat  fraternal  relations 
be  established  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  and  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  be  instructed  to  convey  this  intelligene  to  said 
Grand  Lodge.

M.\  W.\  Brother  John  G.  Harris  reported  that  he 
paid  a  fraternal  visit  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missis- 
sippi, which  convened  at  Biloxi,  in  that  State,  and 
reported  a  delightful  time,  and  suggested  that  it 
would  be  a  splendid  thing  to  have  the  brethren  pay 
iraternal  visits  to  other  Grand  Lodges. 

REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON     SUSPENSIONS,     EXPULSIONS 

AND   APPEALS. 

W.  Brother  James  T.  Greene,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expuleions  and  Appeals, 
made  the  following  reports  which  were  severally  voted 
on  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

CASE  OF  C.  D.  CAMPBELL  ON  APPEAL    FROM  THE  ACTION  OF 

COFFEE  SPRINGS  LODGE  NO.  597. 

To  the  MosiWorshipfid  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 

A.,*.  Jr.'.  at  A.'.  Jo.. 

Yoor  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals 
beg  leave  to  report  that  Brother  C.  D.  Campbell  was  tried  on  a 
charge  of  nn masonic  conduct  preferred  by  a  committee  of 
Coffee  Springs  Lodge  No.  597,  and  there  were  three  specifica- 
tions charging  intoxication  from  the  use  of  spirituous  liquors 
and  in  two  of  which,  that  he  appeared  in  public  in  that  con- 
dition. 

On  the  trial  on  September  1,  1908,  Brother  Campbell  plead 
not  guilty,  but  after  Brothers  E.  £.  Byrd  and  C.  M.  Hartzog  had 
testified  to  seeing  him  intoxicated  on  two  occasions  Brother 
Campbell  plead  guilty  to  all  the  charges  and  promised  that  he 
41  would  not  be  guilty  of  drinking  too  much  in  Coffee  Springs 
again,"  and  the  Lodge  by  a  vote  fixed  the  punishment  at  suspen- 
sion for  three  months  and  the  W.  M.  declared  him  suspended  in 
accordance  therewith. 

Your  committee  report  that  Brother  Campbell  having  plead 
guilty  it  must  be  presumed  that  his  appeal  is  upon  the  ground^ 
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that  the  punishment  was  excessive  for  the  offense  charged,  and 
in  this  view  we  do  not  concur. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  action  of  Cof- 
fee Springs  Lodge  No.  597  in  suspending  Brother  CD  Camp- 
bell for  the  period  of  three  months  be  sustained,  and  that  the 
Grand  Secretary  notify  the  Secretary  of  said  Coffee  Springs 
Lodge  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the  premises.

CASE  OF  WM.  F.  CLEMENTS  ON  APPEAL  FROM  NEWTON 

LODGE  NO.  224. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 

A.'.  F.\  &  A.\  M. 

Brother  Wm.  F.  Clements  was  charged  by  a  committee  of 
Newton  Lodge  No.  224  with  unmasonic  conduct  in  having  vio- 
lated the  chastity  of  Miss the  daughter 

of  a  Brother  Master  Mason,   and  on  a  trial  on  August  1 ,  1903, 
was  found  guilty  and  punished  by  indefinite  suspension. 

The  evidence  has  been  read  before  this  Grand  Lodge. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  indefinite  suspension 
was  not  adequate  punishment  under  a  conviction  on  a  charge  of 
so  grave  and  serious  a  nature 

Your  committee  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  sustain 
the  conviction  and  now  assess  as  punishment  for  the  c  ffense  of 
which  the  brother  was  convicted,  expulsion  of  the  said  Wm.  F. 
Clements  as  a  member  of  said  Newton  Lodge  No.  224  from  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  and  that  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary notify  said  Lodge  of  the  action  here  taken.

CASE  OF  W.  D.  C.  BENNIFIELD  ON  APPEAL  FROM  ROANOKE 

LODGE  NO.  132. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 

A.\  F.\  dA.\  M. 

Charges  were  preferred  in  Roanoke  Lodge  No  132  by  Brother 
W.  H.;Whitef  charging  Brother  W.  D.  C.  Bennifield  with  un- 
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masonic  conduct,  in  cheating,  wronging  and  defrauding  a 
Brother  Master  Mason,  with  specifications  that  Brother  Benni- 
field  failed  to  comply  with  his  promise  made  on  Saturday  the 
17th  day  of  May,  1902,  as  a  Master  Mason,  to  bring  receipts 
against  the  debts  or  failing  in  this  to  return  to  Brother  White  in 
Texas,  Ga.,  certain  property  levied  on  by  Brother  White  under  a 
writ  of  attachment  in  favor  of  Brother  Kitchens  on  or  before 
the  20th  day  of  May,  1902,  by  reason  of  which  failure  Brother 
White  was  caused  to  pay  a  debt  claimed  to  be  due  by  Brother 
Bennifield  which  amount  so  paid  by  Brother  White,  Brother 
Bennifield  refused  to  reimburse.    On  a  trial  had  at  a  special 

communication  on  the day  of  October,  1903,   Brother  Ben 

field  was  found  guilty,  and  the  punishment  fixed  at  suspension . 
from  the  Lodge  for  a  period  of  ten  months,  from  which  he  pros- 
ecutes this  appeal. 

There  were  fourteen  witnesses  examined  on  the  trial,  the  tes- 
timony of  many  of  whom  was  no  doubt  taken  to  meet  expected 
denials  on  the  one  side  or  the  other,  but  under  the  evidence  of 
Brother  White,  who  preferred  the  charges,  and  Brother  Benni- 
field, the  testimony  of  many  of  these  witnesses  need  not  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

There  is  no  evidence  whatever  in  the  record  of  the  payment 
of  any  money  by  Brother  White,  hence  the  evidence  shows  no 
financial  injury  to  him.  The  testimony  of  both  Brother  White 
and  Bennifield  show  the  Masonic  promise  of  Brother  Bennifield 
to  return  the  property  to  Brother  White  on  or  before  the  20th 
day  of  May,  1902,  and  Brother  White  testifies  that  on  Monday 
the  19th  of  May  Brother  Bennifield  came  to  him  in  the  field 
where  he  was  working,  and  stated  that  the  property  was  there, 
but  did  not  tender  it  to  him — White.  That  Brother  Kitchens 
would  not  accept  a  receipt  which  he  had  brought,  but  that 
he  could  prove  that  the  debt  had  been  paid.  Brother  White 
further  testified  that  Brother  Bennifield  asked  him  to  continue 
the  promise  until  the  following  Saturday,  but  the  W.  M.  ruled 
this  out  as  the  charges  did  not  cover  it. 

Brother  Bennifield  and  his  son  Need  ham,  who  is  also  a  Mason, 
testified  to  carrying  the  property  to  Texas,  Geoigia,  on  Monday, 
the  19th  day  of  May,  and  going  with  the  property  to  thr  field 
where  Brother  White  was  at  work,  and  Brother  W.  D.  C,  Benni- 
field testified  that  he  left  Needham  with  the  property,  some  10  to 
20  steps  from  Brother  White,  [as  near  as  he  could  get  without 
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driving  over  the  crops,  and  went  to  brother  White,  telling  him 

that  he  had  come  back  according  to  promise;  that  he  had  brought 
the  receipt,  bat  that  Bro.  Kitchens  wonld  not  accept  it,  and  that 
they  had  brought  the  property  back,  and  pointed  to  it.  some  10 
or  20  steps  away;  that  he  told  Bro  White  that  the  property  be- 
longed to  his  son  Needham,  who  was  going  to  make  *  claim 
bond  for  it;  that  Bro.  White  said  he  was  not  going  to  take  the 
property,  because  Bro.  Kitchens  had  agreed  to  accept  the  re- 
ceipt, and  if  it  belonged  to  his  son  it  pat  too  mach  responsibility 
on  him— White. 

Evidence  farther  shows  that  Bro.  Needham  Bennifield  had 
arranged  with  Bro.  R.  B.  Mooty  to  go  on  a  claim  bond  with  him 
for  the  property,  if  Brother  White  concluded  not  to  release  it. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  after  careful  consideration 
of  the  .testimony  transmitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  does 
not  sustain  the  charges  against  Bro.  W.  C.  D.  Bennifield,  and 
they  therefore  recommend  that  said  appeal  be  sustained,  and  the 
judgment  of  conviction  be  set  aside,  and  that  Bro.  Bennifield  be 
acquitted  of  the  charge  against  him,  and  that  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary notify  Roanoke  Lodge  No.  132  of  the  action  here  taken.

Your  Committee  on  Suspensions.  Expulsions  and  Appeals, 
have  had  referred  to  it  the  papers  in  the  above  entitled  cause, 
with  the  charges  of  the  seduction  of  the  daughter  of  a  Master 
Mason  and  certain  evidence  taken  in  the  trial  had  on  the  17th 
day  of  October  1903;  bat  no  appeal  accompanies  the  transcript 
showing  by  whom  taken,  nor  is  there  any  notice  of  the  appeal. 

The  sixty  days,  the  time  limit  for  an  appeal  has  not  expired,  it 
is  presumed  that  the  appeal  has  been  taken,  as  the  Secretary  has 
sent  up  the  transcript. 

Your  Committee  recommends,  in  view. of  the  gravity  of  the 
charge  that  the  Grand  Secretary  notify  the  Secretary  of  said 
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Rosehill  Lodge  to  send  up  the  appeal  in  the  case,  and  also  notify 
the  W.  M.  of  said  Lodge  of  the  failure  to  send  np  the  appeal. 

We  further  recommend  that  farther  consideration  of  said  case 
be  continued  until  the  next  communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge.

CASE  OF  JOSIAH  GAMBLE  ON  APPEAL  FROM  DELMAR  LODGE 

NO.  501  A.   F.  &  A.  M. 

In  this  case  Josiah  Gamble,  a  member  of  Delmar  Lodge  No. 
501  was  tried  on  a  charge  of  unmasonic  conduct  preferred  by  T, 
F.  Tittle,  a  member  of  the  Lodge. 

There  is  no  specification  and  the  only  charge  is  unmasonic 
conduct. 

On  the  trial  on  April  25, 1903,  brother  Josiah  Gamble  was  found 
guslty  and  expelled  from  the  Lodge,  and  he  takes  his  appeal  to 
the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  in  due  form. 

It  is  difficult  for  us  to  apply  the  evidence  furnished  on  the 
appeal  in  the  absence  of  some  specific  charge. 

The  evidence  is  substantially  as  follows  : 

For  the  prosecution  Brother  T.  F.  Tittle,  who  preferred  the 
charges,  testifies  that  he  did  not  receive  any  money  from  Josiah 
or  Mary  Gamble;  that  at  the  time  Josiah  got  hold  of  the  note 
he  Tittle  was  drunk  and  did  not  know  of  any  transaction  that 
day  in  December  1899. 

A  S-  Palmer  for  the  prosecution  testifies  that  he  was  with  T . 
F.  Tittle  on  the  day  Joeiah  Gamble  claimed  he  paid  off  a  note, 
and  had  been  with  him  most  all  the  time  for  three  or  four  days 
and  that  T.  F.  Tittle  was  really  drunk  on  the  day  the  note 
should  have  been  destroyed,  and  the  other  note  signed  by  Mrs. 
Gamble  and  the  deeds  signed,  that  he  was  with  Tittle  in  Delmar 
and  that  he  and  Tittle  went  to  Haley  ville  together,  and  that  he 
did  not  hear  any  such  transaction. 

The  other  evidence  is  in  the  form  of  affidavits  taken  outside  of 
the  Lodge,  but  the  transcript  does  not  show  the  appointment  of 
a  committee  to  take  t  estimony. 

The  affidavits  are  for  the  prosecution ;  and  three  of  the  chil- 
dren of  T.  F.  Tittle,  to- wit:  J.  F.  Tittle,  Alonzo  Tittle  and  Wyatt 
Tittle  in  separate  affidavits  in  the  same  words,  swear  that  they 
were  at  their  father's  house  in  January  1902,  when  Josiah  Gam- 
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ble  and  his  son  Will  were  there  and  were  with  them  all  the  time, 
and  that  J.  Gamble  made  no  tender  of  money  to  pay  a  note  their 
1  'father  held  on  them" 

L.  M.  Tittle  another  child  of  Brother  T.  F.  Tittle  swears  the 
same  thing  and  in  addition  that  in  March  1901,  he  heard  J. 
Gamble  say  he  would  have  the  land  if  it  sunk  his  soul  in  h — 11. 

The  affidavit  of  B.  A.  Smith  for  the  prosecution  shows  that 
she  was  at  J.  Gamble's  on  December  11, 1899  when  Gamble  and 
T.  F.  Tittle  were  fixing  the  deed  and  note  for  some  land;  that  she 
knows  that  T.  F.  Tittle  was  drunk;  that  she  heard  Mrs.  Gamble 
tell  her  son  to  do  that  writing,  that  she  had  Tittle  where  she 
wanted  him  and  had  a  deed  to  the  land. 

Mm.  M.  J.  Tittle  wife  of  T.  F.  Tittle  states  in  her  affidavit  for 
the  prosecution  that  in  January,  1902,  J.  Gamble  and  his  son 
came  to  her  home  and  wanted  her  to  sign  1  he  deed  her  husband 
made  to  Mrs.  Gamble,  and  she  refused  to  do  it  unless  Gamble 
would  pay  her  $500  00:  that  she  told  Gamble  she  knewT.  F. 
Tittle  was  drunk  when  they  bought  the  land,  for  he  was  drunk 
when  he  left  home,  and*  that  Gamble  never  named  paying  her 
husband  any  money  as  she  heard  of. 

This  was  substantially  all  the  evidence  for  the  prosecution. 

The  only  evidence  for  the  defendant  was  that  of  Josiah  Gam- 
ble who  testified  as  shown  by  the  transcript  in  these  words :  "I 
do  not  owe  T.  F.  Tittle  one  cent,  but  my  wife  Mary  Gamble  owes 
Tittle"  and  no  more. 

On  this  evidence  the  Lodge  gave  Josiah  Gamble  the  most  se- 
vere punishment  provided  by  Masonic  law— Expulsion. 

Rule  16  of  Trials  and  Appeals  requires  the  Secretary  to  trans- 
mit to  the  Grand  Lodge  a  true  copy  of  the  evidence  in  the  cause, 
together  with  the  appeal  and  your  committee  presume  that  the 
Secretary  of  Delmar  Lodge  did  so. 

There  is  but  one  fact  clearly  proven,  and  that  is:  that  some 
time  in  December,  1899,  Brother  T.  F.  Tittle  was  drunk,  but  he 
is  not  charged  and  was  not  on  trial. 

Some  of  the  witnesses  speak  of  a  tender  or  failure  to  tender 
money  in  January,  1902;  others  of  making  a  deed  and  note  in 
December,  1899  at  J.  Gamble's  house,  still  another  that  he  was 
with  Tittle  at  the  time  referred  to  in  December  1899,  and  that 
there  was  no  such  transaction. 

Brother  Josiah  Gamble  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  other 
evidence  which  from  its  date  was  taken  after  the  trial,  also, 
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papers  bearing  on  the  case,  bnt  these  of  course,  could  not  be  con- 
sidered by  your  committee. 

Your  committee  recommend  after  consideration  of  the  evidence 
submitted  that  the  decision  of  Delmar  Lodge,  No.  501  be  re- 
versed, that  the  appeal  be  sustained,  that  the  appellant,  Josiah 
Gamble  oh  acquitted  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  inform  Del- 
mar  Lodge  No  501  of  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge.

CASE    OF    PERRY  W.    STIDHAM  ON  APPEAL  FROM  HAMILTON 

LODGE  NO.  344  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  AND  APPEAL  OF  CHAS.  P. 

LUNSFORD  IN  MATTER  OF  PUNISHMENT  IN  SAID  CASE. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.&  A.  M.  of  Alabama. 
Your  Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals  beg 
leave  to  report  that  Perry  W .  Stidham,  a  member  of  Hamilton 
Lodge  No.  344,  was  tried  on  charges  preferred  by  Chas.  P.  Luns- 
ford  of  unmdsonic  conduct,  the  specifications  being  substan- 
tially: 

1.  R'  fusal  to  give  a  note  to  Lunsford  for  a  past  due  account. 

2.  Saying  that  he  heard  that  C.  P.  Lunsford  had  been  talking 
about  him  and  watching  his  mules  so  that  another  could  levy  on 
them,  and  refusing  on  request  of  Lunsford  to  give  the  name  of 
his  informant. 

3.  That  in'  the  presence  of  others  he  accused  C.  P.  Lunsford  of 
talking  and  writing  about  his,  Stidham's,  business  and  debts, 
which  was  untrue,  and  that  Stidham  made  it  with  full  knowledge 
of  its  falsity,  with  intent  to  injure  Lunsford. 

4.  That  he  made  a  deed  to  his  wife  conveying  all  of  his  prop- 
erty to  defraud  C.  P.  Lunsford. 

5.  That  he  said,  in  presence  of  Hamilton  Lodge  No.  344,  on 
the  28th  of  February,  1003,  that  he  had  the  money  to  pay  all  his 
debts,  but  would  not  pay  C.  P.  Lunsford  then,  but  that  he  wanted 
to  worry  him,  that  he  his  not  since  paid  Lunsford  and  refused  to 
give  a  note  for  the  debt. 

The  Lodge,  after  hearing  the  evidence,  found  him  not  guilty 
under  the  second  and  third  specifications,  and  your  committee 
recommend  concurrence  in  the  action  of  said  Hamiltra  Lodge. 
No.  344,  but  found  him  guilty  under  specifications  1,  4  and  5 
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fixing  the  punishment  under  1  at  a  reprimand,  and  under  4  and  5 
suspension  for  3  months  each,  making  six  months  in  all. 

Your  committee  has  carefully  examined  and  considered  all  the 
evidence  taken  on  the  trial,  and  report  thit  while  it  shows  a  re 
fusal  to  give  a  note  in  settlement  of  a  past  due  account,  it  also 
shows  that  the  account  was  incorrect,  and  that  Brother  Perry 
W.  Stidham  had  not  been  given  credits  for  payments  made, 
which  were  afterwards  allowed  him  and  admitted  by  Brother 
C.  P.  Lunsford;  hence  your  committee  report  that  Brother  Stid- 
ham should  haver  been  acquitted  on  the  first  specification ;  thut 
the  evidence  fails  to  support  the  charge  contained  in  the  fourth 
specification,  while  it  shows  a  deed  made  by  Brother  Stidham  to 
his  wife  of  certain  "property  therein  described,"  it  does  not  show 
that  he  conveyed  all  of  his  property  as  charged,  nor  that  the 
property  conveyed  wao  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debt,  nor 
that  it  was  without  a  valid  consideration;  and  wholly  fails  to 
show  that  it  was  to  defraud  Brother  Lunsford;  hence  we  report 
that  Brother  Stidham  should  have  been  acquitted  on  the  fourth 
specification;  that  the  evidence  fails  to  support  the  charge  in 
the  fifth  specification;  while  it  shows  that  Brother  Stidham  said, 
in  the  presence  of  Hamilton  Lodge  No.  344,  that  he  had  the 
money  to  pay  Bro.  Lunsford,  it  fails  to  show  that  he  had  the 
money  to  pay  all  his  debts,  nor  does  it  appear  that  he  was  able 
to  do  so,  hence  we  report  that  Brother  Stidham  should  have  beep 
acquitted  on  the  fifth  specification. 

While  the  evidence  was  being  taken,  it  is  shown  that  Brother 
Chas  P.  Lunsford  asked  Brother  Perry  >W.  *  Stidham  "to  pay 
him  the  $50.00  and  stop  the  proceedings,"  which  constrains  your 
committee  to  suggest  that  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge 
should  not  encourage  the  use  of  the  machinery  of  the  Lodge  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  debts. 

We  respectfully  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  Brother  Chas.  P. 
Lunsford  be  dismissed,  and  that  the  appea1  of  Brother  Perry  W . 
Stidham  be  sustained,  and  that  Brother  Stidham  be  acquitted  of 
said  charges  set  out  in  the  first,  fourth  and  fifth  specifications, 
and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  inform  Hamilton  Lodge  No.  344  oj 
the  action  of  this  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge,  that  it  may 
govern  itself  accordingly.

W.    Brother  H.  G.  Earnest   moved  that   a  special 
committee  be  appointed  to  hear  the   excuses  of  the

That  Section  21  of  Article  VI  shall  read:  Every  Lodge  shall, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every  Annual  Communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  make  to  the  Grand  Secretary  a  return  in 
writing,  showing  who  are  its  officers  and  members,  the  dates  of 
admission  to  membership,  initiations,  passings  and  raisings,  the 
names  of  those  persons,  rejected,  suspended,  expelled,  reinstated, 
withdrawn  or  dead,  with  the  dates  annexed,  since  the  last  re- 
turn; and  for  each  and  every  officer  and  member  returned,  ex- 
cepting those  ministers  who  are  actively  engaged  in  preaching 
the  Gospel,  shall  pay  to  the  Grand  Secretary  not  more  than_ojie 
dollar  and  fifty  cents,  one  dollar  of  which  shall  be  set  aside  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Home  for  Indigent 
Masons,  their  Widows  and  Orphans,  for  the  space  of  five  years, 
and  after  the  expiration  of  five  years  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one 
dollar,  of  which  fifty  cents  shall  be  set  aside  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  Home  for  Indigent  Masons, 'their  Widows 
and  Orphans. 

The  number  of  Lodges  voting  in  favor  of  the 
amendment  was  159. 

The  number  of  Lodges  voting  against  the  amend- 
ment was  220. 

The  number  of  Lodges  not  voting  was  9. 

The  number  of  Chartered  Lodges  now  working 4n 
obedience  to  this  Grand  Lodge  is  388.

Every  proposition  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution, 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing  on  or  before  the  second  day  of  the 
Annual  Comunication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  who  shall  report  on  same 
at  that  Communication.  If  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
at  such  communication  vote  in  favor  of  such  proposed  amend- 
ment, then  it  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  Annual  Communica- 
tion and  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  transmit  *  copy  of  such  pro- 
posed amendment  to  each  Subordinate  Lodge,  with  notice  that 
same  will  be  put  on  final  passage  at  the  next  Annual  Communi- 
tion.  On  the  second  day  of  the  next  Annual  Communication 
said  proposed  amendment  shall  be  made  a  special  order  at  an 
hour  to  be  fixed  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  two- thirds  of  the 
members  present  vote  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  such  proposed 
amendment,  it  shall  be  declared  adopted,  and  thereafter  become 
a  part  and  parcel  of  the  Constitution.

M.\  W.\  Brother  Henry  Hart  Brown  was  bora  August  24th 
1837  in  Tuscaloosa  county,  Alabama,  and  died  at  hit*  home  in 
East  Lake  Ala.,  on  January  9ih,  1903,  aged  65  years,  4  months 
and  15  days. 

He  was  initiated  as  an  Entered  Apprentice  in  Northport  L  >dt?e 
No.  252.  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  February  12th,  1859;  passed  to  the  de 
gree  of  Fellow  Craft  March  29th,  1859.  and  raised  to  the,  sublime 
degree  of  Master  Motion  April  28th,  18~>9  He  evinced  great  in- 
terest and  devotion,  and  his  developrne  t  in  Masonic  knowled»j« 
waH  sure  and  ra  id  For  a  number  of  years  he  served  as  Wor 
thipful  Master  of  Northport  Lodpre.     On   his  removal  to  East 
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Lake  he  affiliated  with  East  Lake  Lodge  No.  480  and  continued 
an  honored  member  of  that  Lodge  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  was  for  .many  years  a  regular  attendant  upon  the  Commu- 
nications of  this  Grand  Body,  and  its  members  were  quick  to  re- 
cognize and  reward  his  great  zeal  and  worth.  Be  was  elected 
Junior  Grand  Warden  December,  1885,  Senior  Grand  Warden 
December,  1886,  Deputy  Grand  Master  December,  1887,  and 
Grand  Master  December,  1888,  which  exulted  station  he  filled 
with  signal  ability  until  December,  1890.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
West  Virginia  near  this  Grand  Lodge. 

In  the  midst  of  his  great  usefulness,  our  beloved  brother  was 
stricken  down  by  a  hopeless  malady,  whi'h  held  him  a  helpless 
sufferer  for  four  long  years,  ere  the  "grim  monster  was  wel- 
comed as  a  kind  messenger,"  and  his  noble  spirit  winged  its 
eager  flight  from  this  imperfect,  to  thai'  all  perfect,  gloriou* 
celestial  Lodge  above,  where  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Uni 
verse  presides. 

Henry  Hart  Brown  was  every  inch  a  iaan.  An  honest,  able 
attorney,  a  brave  Confederate  soldier,  a  great  pillar  of  strength 
in  the  church,  in  Masonry,  in  affairs  of  government,  in  society ; 
a  tender,  loving  spirit  in  the  home.  We  ciiss  his  genial,  noble 
face  1  Our  tender  sympathies  go  out  to  his  sorely  bereaved 
family.  His  memory  is  enshrined  in  our  aearts.  His  works  do 
follow  him. 

"Brethren,  a  mighty  craftsman  works  no  more 

With  maul  and  level,  plumb  and  square  and  line; 
His  tools  lie  idle  on  the  checkered  floor — 

The  Workman  gone  upon  the  Master's  sign, 
Yet  true  and  polished  there  his  ashlar  stands, 

The  chiseled  witness  of  his  cunning  skill. 
The  name  of  Henry  Brown  glistens  in  its  sands—

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REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE   DEATH  OF  W.\ 

BROTHER  JAMES  E.   COBB. 

W.\  Brother  James  E.  Cobb,  was  bora  October  5,  1835,  and  died 
Jane  2d,  1903  at  Las  Vegas,  New  Mexico,  in  the  68th  year  of  his 
age.    He  affiliated  with  Tnskegee  Lodge  No.  57,  of  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  in  the  year  1866  and  has  been  a  me  m  ber  of  the 
Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  of  the  M.\  W.  \  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama,  since  189). 

He  graduated  from  Emory  College  at  Oxford,  Ga,  taught 
school  at  Fort  Valley  while  studying  law  and  afterward  was  in 
the  office  of  Hon .  T.  W.  Goode  at  Thomaston,  Ga  ,  admitted  to 
the  bir  in  1857,  emigrated  to  Texas,  locating  at  Quitman,  Hender- 
son, Galveston,  Beaumont  and  Liberty,  where  he  taught  school 
until  Texas  seceded.  He  entered  the  Confederate  army  as  a  pri- 
vate of  Co.  F-,  Fifth  Texas  Volunteers  of  army  of  Northern 
Virginia,  promoted  to  1st  Lieutenant,  was  captured  at  battle  of 
Gettysburg,  taken  to  Fort  McHenry,  Fort  Delaware,  and  thence 
to  Johnston's  Island,  where  he  remained  until  1863,  thence  to 
Point  Lookout,  thence  to  Fort  Pulaski,  returned  to  Fort  Dela- 
ware and  confined  until  Lee's  surrender,  after  the  war  returned 
to  his  old  home  at  Thomaston,  Ga.,  removing  shortly  to  Tnske- 
gee, which  was  his  home  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  where  he 
made  for  himself  a  name  and  fame  as  a  jurist  and  statesman. 
Was  elected  Judge  of  the  Ninth  Judicial  Circuit  in  1874,  serving 
until  1886,  when  he  was  elected  to  the  Fiftieth  Congress,  re- 
elected to  Fifty-first,  Fifty-second,  Fifty-third  and  Fifty-fourth, 
serving  ten  years  in  Congress  with  faithfulness  and  ability  and 
great  usefulness  to  his  district  and  State  After  retiring  from 
Congress  he  resumed  practice  at  Tuskegee.  For  the  past  twenty 
five  years  he  has  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the  public  affairs  of 
Alabama,  and  amidst  it  all  he  kept  his  escutcheon  clear  and  his 
fair  name  untarnished  and  the  future  historian  will  write  of  him 
as  among  the  leading  and  useful  citizens  of  the  State.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  recent  Constitutional  Convention  that  framed 
the  organic  law  of  the  State. 

A  good  man  and  a  noble    Mason  has  been  called  from  his 

earthly  home  to  the  realm  of  life  and  light  eternal .    May  the 

sunlight  of  Heaven  beam  brightly  at  his  awakening.

W.\  Brother  James  T.  Greene,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals, 
made  the  following  reports,  which  were  severally 
voted  on  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge : 
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CASE    OF    P.   L.  ZIMMERMAN,    W.    M.,   ON     APPEAL,     FROM 
FRANKLIN  LODGE  NO.  587,   ON  THE  TRIAL  OF 

JOHN  J.   MUNN. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Stale  of  Alabama, 
A.  F.  &  AM. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  Bro.  John  J.  Munn 
was  tried  and  convicted  by  Franklin  Lodge  on  charges  of  elec- 
tioneering for  office  in  the  Lodge  and  illegal  voting  at  an  elec- 
tion for  officers  of  the  Lodge. 

The  Lodge  fixed  the  punishment  at  suspension  from  the  Lodge 
nntil  January  1st,  1904.  The  W.  M.  deemed  the  punishment  in- 
adequate and  takes  this  appeal. 

The  evidence  tends  to  show  that  Bro.  Munn  told  some  of  the 
Brothers  that  he  would  like  to  be  S.  W.  of  the  Lodge;  that  he 
thought  that  he  was  competent,  &c.  The  evidence  fails  to  make 
out  a  case  of  illegal  voting,  but  Bro.  Munn  does  cot  appeal. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  from  the  evidence,  that 
the  conduct  of  Bro.  Munn,  in  suggesting  himself  for  office, 
was  improper  and  un masonic,  but  in  our  judgment  the  punish- 
ment was  adequate. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  action  of  Franklin  Lodge 
be  sustained,  that  this  appeal  be  dismissed  and  that  Bro.  John  J. 
Munn  be  suspended  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry 
and  as  a  member  of  said  Franklin  Longe  until. the  1st  day  of 
January,  1904.

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  Bro.  John  A.  Jack- 
son was  tried  and  convicted  by  Franklin  Lodge  under  charges  of 
electioneering  for  office,  and  of  leaving  his  place  as  Tyler  during 
the  election  of  officers  without  permission.  The  Lodge  fixed  the 
penalty  at  reprimand.  The  W.  M.  deemed  the  punishment  in- 
adequate, and  refused  to  administer  it  and  takes  this  appeal. 

The  evidence  tends  to  show  that  Bro.  Jackson  suggested  cer- 
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tain  of  the  Brethren  as  suitable  material  for  some  of  the  offices, 
and  that  daring  the  voting  for  offices  he  was  inside  the  Lodge 
hall,  but  there  is  no  evidence  that  his  presence  in  the  Lodge  hall, 
or  his  absence  from  his  place  was  against  the  order  of  the 
W.  M. 

Brother  Jackson  does  not  appeal,  hence  this  Grand  Lodge  is 
not  called  upon  to  act  upon  the  question  of  his  guilt  or  inno- 
cence. It  is  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  the  reprimand 
voted  by  the  Lodge  was  adequate  punishment  for  the  conduct 
shown  by  the  evidence,  and  we  therefore  recommend  that  the 
action  of  the  Lodge  be  sustained,  this  appeal  dismissed  and  the 
W.  M.  of  Franklin  Lodge  No.  587  be  directed  to  administer  the 
reprimand  as  voted  by  the  Lodge.

John  M.  Russel 
was  charged  by  a  committee  of  Wylam  Lodge  with  conduct  ui 
becoming  a  Mason,  with  five  specifications,  the  fourth  and  fifth 
being  withdrawn. 

1.  Making  improper  proposals  to  the  sister  of  a  Brother  Master 
Mason  the  13th  August,  1903. 

2.  That  he  insisted  on  her  spending  the  night  with  him  in  a 
room  in  Birmingham. 

3.  Wrongfully  accusing  her  of  previous  immoral  conduct. 
On  a  trial  on  the  10th  day  of  October,   1903,  he  was  found 

guilty  on  the  first  and  second  specifications,  and  not  guilty  on 
the  third;  and  by  a  vote  of  the  Lodge  was  suspended  for  one  year 
and  he  appeals  to  this  Grand  Lodge. 

The  only  evidence  outside  of  that  of  the  young  lady  and  Bro. 
Russell  is  as  to  the  good  character  of  both  these  parties.  The 
evidence  tends  to  show  that  improper  proposals  were  made  to 
the  young  lady,  but  not  in  so  coarse  and  rough  a  manner  as  to 
merit  the  highest  penalty— expulsion.  Your  Committee,  how- 
ever, are  of  the  opinion  that  suspension  for  one  year  is  not  ade- 
quate, and  therefore  recommend  that  this  Grand  Lodge  sustain 
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the  judgment  of  conviction,  and  now  fix  the  punishment  that 
Bro.  John  M.  Russell  be  indefinitely  suspended  as  a  member  of 
said  Wylam  Lodge  No.  492,  and  that  the  Grand  Secretary  notify 
said  Wylam  Lodge  of  the  action  here  taken.

APPEALS. 

W.\  Brother  Js.mes  T.  Greene,  Chairman  of  .the 
Committee  on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals, 
male  the  following  report.: 

CASE  OF  FALKVILLE  LODGE    NO    396  VS.  VI  NEMO  NT 

LODGE  NO.  502. 

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 

A.\  F.\  <fe  A.\  M.\ 

Falkville  Lodge  preferred  charges  against  Vinemont  Lodge 
for  violation  of  Section  11  of  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  in 
receiving  the  petition  of  Harris  Cook,  a  profane,  who  had  been 
reje  ted  by  Falkville  Lodge,  and  conferring  the  E.  A.  degree  on 
him  on  February  14,  1)03,  without  the  consent  of  the  latter. 

The  charges  were  presented  to  the  M.'.W.'.Gh'.  M  .,who,  after 
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notice  to  Vinemont  Lodge,  ordered  three  Masters  of  Lodges 
nearest  to  Vinemont  to  investigate  into  the  nature  of  the  charges 
?nd  report  to  him,  and  the  papers  in  the  case  have  been  referred 
to  this  committee. 

The  evidence  for  Falkville  Lodge  tends  to  show  that  said  Cook 
was  rejected  by  said  Lodge  in  the  year  1834  and  a<?ain  in  the 
year  1886;  that  in  April,  1900,  while  Cook  still  resided  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  Falkville  Lodge,  a  committee  from  Vinemont 
Lodge  appeared  in  open  Lodge  at  Falkville  and  asked  consent  to 
confer  the  degrees  on  hi  to,  which  was  refused. 

That  in  April,  1902,  Falkville  Lodge  received  a  letter  from 
Vinemont  Lodge,  asking  if  Cook  had  so  reformed  fiat  he  might 
then  be  made  a  Mason,  which  was  answered  in  the  negative  and 
sent  to  Vinemont  Lodge. 

The  said  Falkville  Lodge  had  never  given  its  consent  to  make 
said  Cook  a  Mason. 

The  evidence  for  Vinemont  Lodge  tends  to  show  that  some 
two  or  three  years  ago,  while  Cook  resided  in  the  jurisdiction  c  f 
Falkville  Lodge,  he  made  application  to  Vinemont  Lodge  to  be 
made  a  Mason;  that  a  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  Fa  Ik 
ville  Lodge  reported  he  hai  been  rejected  by  the  latter  Lodge, 
and  that  said  Lodge  did  not  think  him  proper  material  to  be 
made  a  Mason,  and  he  was  rejected  by  Vinemont  Lodge. 

That  in  December,  1902,  Cook  having  removed  about  a  year 
previously  in  the  jurisdiction  of  Vinemont  Lodge,  again  made 
application  to  be  made  a  Mawa,  a  committee  was  appointad,  re- 
ported favorably,  he  was  elected  and  the  E.  A.  degree  conferred 
February  14,  1903;  and  on  his  application  for  the  F.  C.  degree 
he  was  i  ejected  on  account  of  some  rumor  from  Falkville  Lodge 
that  he  was  not  suitable  material,  but  that  no  official  notice  was 
received  from  Falkville  Lodge  as  to  the  unworthiness  of  said 
Cook  since  the  information  conveyed  two  or  three  years  ago. 

From  the  evidence  it  appears  that  the  charges  against  Vine- 
mont Lodge  are  sustained. 

The  penalty  prescribed  for  a  violation  of  Section  11,  Article  VJ, 
of  the  Constitution  is  directed  against  any  Mason  who  may 
knowingly  assist  or  recommend  for  initiation  or  membership, 
but  Past  Grand  Master  Cunningham,  in  construing  this  section, 
decided  that  the  Lodge  offending  "is  liable  to  have  its  charter 
arrested,  &c."    See  Proceedings  1901,  page  56,  decision  60. 

This  decision  was  concurred  in  by  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
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Jurisprudence  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.     See  Proceed- 
ings 1901,  page  118. 

He  also  decided  that  the  offending  Lodge  "is  liable  to  lose  ite 
charter,"  &c.  See  Proceedings  1902, page  60, decision  55,  which  was 
concurred  in  (page  149)  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge 
(page  146). 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  W.  M.  of  Vinemont  Lodge  seems 
quite  repentant,  of  the  fact  of  the  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Lodge  and  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Cook  was  rejected  by  said  Lodge 
on  his- application  to  be  passed  to  the  F.  C.  degree  your  Commit  - 
tee  report  and  recommend  that  the  charter  of  Vinemont  Lodge 
No.  562  be  arrested  or  suspended  for  the  period  of  three  months, 
from  January  1,  1904,  and  that  the  Secretary  and  Tiler  of  said 
Vinemont  Lodge  be  di  rected  to  take  charge  of  and  care  for  the 
property  and  jewels  of  said  Lodge  during  its  suspension.

Section  2,  Article  7,  should  be  changed  to  conform  to  Section

Opp  Lodge  No.  605. 

Section  9,  Article  1,  must  conform  to  decision  Edict  52,  page 
48,  of  the  Code. 

Winfield  Lodge  No.  304. 

Article  6,  Section  1,  recommended  to  read  "Every  candidate 
for  affiliation  shall  present  his  petition  in  writing,  accompanied 
by  hi*  dimit— addresiel  to  the  W.\  M.  .  Wardens  and  Brethren, 
and  in  all  cases  be  accompanied  by  the  fees,  except  that   Minis,

The  dates  of  admission  to  mem- 
bership, initiation,  passing  and  raising,  the  names  of  those  per- 
sons rejected,  suspended,  expelled,  reinstated,  withdrawn  and 
dead,  with  the  dates  annexed  since  the  last  return,  and  for  each 
and  every  officer  and  member  returned,  except  those  ministers 
who  are  actively  engaged  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  shall  pay  to 
th**  Grand  Sncretary  not  more  than  75  cents,  to  be  regulated  by 
the  Grand  Lodge,  of  which  25  cents  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of 
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creating  a  fund  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  in  assisting  the  weaker  Subordinate  Lodges  in  caring  for 
their  poor  widows  and  orphans." 

The  present  Constitution  limits  the  per  capita  tax  to  50  cents. 
The  purpose  of  this  resolution  is  to  increase  this  to  75  cents,  and 
permit  the  Grand  Lodge  to  set  aside  25  cents  to  be  used  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  in  assisting  them  in  caring  for 
the  widows  and  orphans.  We  feel  that  the  method  proposed 
will  not  be  successful  for  the  purpose  intended.

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  has  carefully  con- 
sidered the  petition  and  questions  referred  to  it  and  attached 
herewith  in  the  matter  of  Albertviile  Lodge  No.  430. 

Edict  No.  131  of  the  Code  of  1903  is  as  follows: 

"In  case  the  Master  and  both  Wardens  are  absent  or  incapaci 
tated  to  act,  no  other  officer  can  succeed  to  the  powers,  privi- 
leges, prerogatives  or  duties  of  the  Master;  and  in  such  cases 
there  is  no  power  to  open  the  Lodge  except  by  the  Grand  Master , 
or  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  or  by  sDme  Past  Master,  who  is 
authorized  by  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Master." 

We  earnestly  recommend  that  these  papers  be  referred  to  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  with  request  that  he  visit  Al  - 
bertville  in  person,  and  then  and  there  open  t  he  Lodge,  after 
which  he  may  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as,  to  him,  seems 
best  for  the  interests  of  Masonry.  There  can  be  no  question  but 
that  the  members  of  this  Lodge  are  entitled  to  have  it  opened, 
and  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  Grand  Master,  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  or  some  Past  Master,  authorized  by  dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Master,  can  do  this .

To  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodyr  of  Alabama, 

and  its  Masonic  Jurisdiction : 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred the  decisions  of  the  Most  Worahipf  ul  Grand  Master,  R.  J. 
Redden,  made  during  the  year  1903,  beg  leave  to  report  that 
they  concur  in  the  decisions  numbered  1  2,  3,  4,  5,  6t  7,  8,  9,. 
10,  11,  12,  14,  15,  10,  17,  18  and  20;  separate  reports  will  be 
submitted  as  to  decisions  numbered  13  and  19. 

While  we  concur  in  decision  No.  7,  in  which  the  Grand  Master 
refused  to  petition  the  Grand  vfaster  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
another  State  to  waive  the  Jurisdi  -tion  of  that  Grand  Lodg»  in 
favor  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  in  order  that  a  Subordinate 
Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction  could  initiate  a  persm  who  was  for- 
merly in  the  other  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  had  not  been  a  residen 
of  this  State  twelve  months,  for  the  reason  that  th<*  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  other  Jurisdiction  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  petitioner, 
the  Grand  Master  could  have  assigned  a  further  reason,  equ  Uy 
as  good,  to- wit:  The  petitioner  had  not  bsen  a  resident  of  this 
State  twelve  months. 

While  we  concur  in  decision  No.  14,  rendered  by  the  Moet 
Worshipful  Grand  Master,  we-  think  it  best  t*  give  our  rea*oo 
for  so  doing.    This  decision  is  as  follows: 

"No.  14:  When  one  Lodge  receives  a  petition  for  initia'i" 
from  a  person  residing  in  the  jurisdiction  of  another  L-dge.  <*«id 
complies  fully  with  Article  (5,  Section   13,  of  the  Oon-ntutio-t. 
and  the  answer  received  being  favorable  to  the  petitioner,  ,&o 
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Lodge  may  confer  the  degrees  upon  the  petitioner-  and  is  entitled 
to  the  fees,  although  the  Lodge  having  jurisdiction  may  state  in 
its  answer  that  it  refuses  to  waive  its  jurisdiction  and  may  claim 
the  fees." 

It  is  clear  that  the  Lodge,  in  whose  jurisdiction  the  petitioner 
resides,  would  have  a  right  to  the  fees  if  in  answer  to  the  queries 
provided  by  Article  6,  Section  13,  of  the  Constitution,  it  had  said 
so,  but  it  was  the  duty  of  this  Lodge,  when  answering  these 
queries  to  say  whether  or  not  it  did  claim  the  fees.  In  this  case, 
decided  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  the  lodge  merely 
said  that  it  may  claim  the  fees. 

While  we  concur  in  decision  No.  1,  we  feel  that  the  expression 
used  by  the  Grand  Master,  as  follows: 

"if  the  offense  involved  moral  turpitude,  charges  should  be 
preferred  against  the  applicant;  otherwise  the  Lodge  should 
proceed  as  in  other  cases  of  advancement/'  should  be  qualified 
by  further  adding  that  " Any  member  of  the  Lodge  could  stop 
the  advancement  either  by  an  objection  or  blackball;"  and  fur- 
ther we  add,  Edict  No.  447  in  the  Code  of  1903,  "To  authorize 
the  trial  of  a  brother  for  an  offense  committed  before  he  was 
made  a  Mason,  it  must  be  an  offense  involving  moral  turpitude, 
of  which  the  Lodge  had  no  notice  at  the  time  the  degrees  were 
conferred  and  which  could  not  have  been  ascertained  by  reason- 
able diligence  and  inquiry .

Ta  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama, 

and  its  Masonic  Jurisdiction: 

Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudance  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  it  agrees  in  the  main  with  the  decision  rendered  by  the 
Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  Redden,  No.  13,  but  disagrees  in 
part.    This  decision  is  as  follows: 

"No.  13:  A  Lodge  cannot  act  upon  the  petition  for  initiation 
of  a  person  residing  in  the  Territory  or  jurisdiction  of  another 
Lodge  without  ascertaining  from  the  Lodge,  in  which  jurisdic- 
tion the  prisoner  resides,  if  it  knows  of  any  just  or  sufficient 
reason  why  petitioner  should  not  be  made  a  Mason.  When  a 
petition  is  made  by  such  person,  the  Worshipful  Master  should 
order  the  Secretary  to  write  at  once  to  the  Lodge  in  which  juris- 
diction the  petitioner  resides  for  required  information.  He 
should,  at  the  same  time,  appoint  a  committee  of  investigation, 
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as  required  by  the  Constitution  If  the  Lodge,  having  jurisdic- 
tion, answers  that  there  is  jast  and  sufficient  reason  why  peti- 
tioner should  not  be  made  a  M  ason,  then  the  petition  and  fee 
must  be  returned  If,  however,  the  answer  should  be  favorable 
to  the  petitioner,  then  the  report  of  the  investigation  committee 
may  be  received  and  action  taken  upon  the  petition,  as  in  other 
cases." 

The  only  ruling  involved  in  the  decision  from  which  we  dis- 
sent is  that  part  which  holds  that  the  petition  should  be  imme- 
diately referred  to  a  committee  upon  its  being  received.  This 
Grand  Lodge  has  held,  heretofore,  'in  a  case  of  this  character, 
that  the  petition  should  lie  on  the  table'until  the  Lodge  having 
jurisdiction  answers  the  questions  provided  for  in  Section  13, 
Article  6,  of  the  Constitution ;  and,  while  the  proceedings  will 
cause  delay  and  some  inconvenience,  we  deem  it  the  best  prac- 
tice, and  farther  consider  that  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  law  on 
this  subject  to  be  changed  at  each  Grand  Lodge.  We  would, 
the  refore,  recommend  that  that  part  of  the  decision  be  non- 
concurred  in.

A  suspended  Ma- 
son does  not  have  the  right  to  tit  in  Lodge  and  take  part  in  the 
business  of  the  Lodge  pendii  g  his  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge.

The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  has  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  correspondence  had  by  him 
with  Boman  Lodge  No.  49,  located  at  Esom  Hill,  Georgia;  which 
Lodge  initiated,  passed  and  raised  the  following  persons,  who 
resided  in  the  State  of  Alabama  at  the  time  and  were  under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Mount  Signal  Lodge  No.  508,  of  Alabama,  du- 
ring the  year  1903: 

Geo.  E.  Morris,      John  T.  Collins,       and  Wm.  T.  Price. 

The  action  of  Boman  Lodge  in  initiating,  passing  and  raising 
the  above  named  three  brethren  was  clearly  violative  of  the 
Masonic  law  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  as  well  as  the  Masonic 
law  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  Georgia;  and, 
while  it  is  not  the  province  of  this  committee  to  inquire  into  the 
bona  fides  of  the  Georgia  Lodge,  we  feel  that,  in  the  interest  of 
Masonry  and  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
should  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of 
Georgia  to  this  violation  of  its  laws  and  request  that  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Georgia  should  deal  with  Boman  Lodge  as,  in  its  wis- 
dom and  judgment,  it  may  see  fit,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  report 
be  sent  by  our  Grand  Secretary  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
Georgia. 

We  are  compelled  to  hold  that  the  three  brethren,  named 
above,  were  legally  made  Masons,  for  the  reason  that  they  were 
initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  a  legal  Lodge  of  Masons  and  a 
Lodge  under  a  Grand  Lodge  w^ith  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in 
fraternal  relation ;  but,  before  the  brethren  can  be  entitled  to 
any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  they  must  be 
healed  and  pay  the  fees. 

The  correspondence  which  is  attached  herewith  further  brings 
to  our  attention  the  fact  that  the  Worshipful  Master  of  Mount 
Signal  Lodge  No.  508  was  present  in  the  Georgia  Lodge  and  offi- 
ciated. It  is  not  our  purpose  to  pass  upon  this  proposition,  as 
to  him,  at  this  time,  but  we  recommend  that  so  much  of  this 
communication  as  relates  to  the  presence  in  Georgia  of  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  Mount  Signal  Lodge  No.  608,  be  not  acted 
upon  at  thif>  session,  but  that  it  be  referred  to  your  Committee 
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on  Suspensions,  Expulsions  and  Appeals,  who  will  ascertain  the 
facts  and  report  at  the  next  Grand  Communication.

Dear  Sir  and  Bro. :  We  address  you  this  communication  con- 
cerning some  trouble  we  have  recently  gotten  into  in  Boman 
Lodge  No.  49  located  at  Esom  Hill,  Georgia. 

Our  Lodge  here  is  located  right  on  the  State  line,  and  is 
young,  having  been  organized  under  Dispensation  in  February, 
1902.  We  just  received  a  Charter  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Georgia  at  its  last  session. 
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Since  we  have  been  chartered  we  have  initiated,  passed  and 
raised  three  (3)  candidates  whose  homes  were  in  Alabama, 
without  asking  "Waiver  of  Jurisdiction"  from  Mt.  Signal 
Lodge  No.  508  at  Rockrun,  Alabama. 

When  we  were  first  organized  Mt.  Signal  Lodge  was  located  at 
Bluff  ton,  Alabama,  five  miles  distant  from  us,  but  since  that 
time  that  Lodge  has  been  removed  to  Rock  Run,  Alabama, — 
eight  miles  away. 

Now,  our  law  permitted  us  to  work  material  across  the  State 
line  up  to  the  last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge.    It  was  as  fol- 

* 

lows: 

Edict  3,  page  27.  "A  citizen  of  Alabama  residing  nearer  a 
Masonic  Lodge  located  in  Georgia  than  one  located  in  Alabama, 
can  legally  become  a  Mason  in  Georgia." 

This  decision  was  made  on  an  appeal  submitted  by  an  Alabama 
Lodge,  and  is  based  upon  the  action  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  as  re- 
ported in  Proceedings  of  1885,  page  36. 

This  was  the  law  we  were  under.  At  the  last  communication 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  repealed 
the  above  law  and  is  reported  on  page  83,  proceedings  1002. 

This  change  of  law  failed  to  be  understood  by  us,  and  we  have 
been  guilty  of  a  violation  of  Masonic  law,  though  unintentional 
upon  our  part.  Mt.  Signal  has  refused  to  allow  these  three  new 
made  Masons  to  sit  in  their  Lodge. 

After  thorough  investigation,  we  find  that  we  are  the  trans- 
gressors. 

Now,  in  the  spirit  of  our  noble  order,  we  ask  to  be  allowed  to 
confess  our  wrong,  and  ask  that  your  Grand  Lodge,  at  its 
coming  session,  take  such  action  as  will  relieve  us  and  these 
three  brethren  of  this  embarrassment. 

We  beg  to  say  that  in  the  future  we  will  observe  this  law,  and 
will  greatly  appreciate  any  favors  shown  us  in  this  matter. 

If  this  is  not  our  proper  course  of  procedure,  then  will  you 
kindly  indicate  to  us  the  proper  course?

REPORT    OF   W.\  BROTHER   F.    L.    ZIMMERMANN. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  following  report, 
and  same  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings: 
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Troy,  Ala.,  Nov.  28,  1903. 
George  A.  Beauchamp,  Qrwnd  Secretary : 

Right  Worshipfcl  Sir  and  Brother— Our  M.\  w.\ 
Grand  Master  informed  me  that  my  report  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Widows  and  Orphans  Home  in  Alabama,  from 
Pike  county,  should  go  to  you. 

I  have  visited  six  of  the  seven  Lodges  in  Pike  county,  in  advo- 
cacy of  the  proposed  Home.  While  many  Brethren  favor  it, 
more,  however,  oppose  it  in  this  county,  which  is  greatly  re- 
gretted. 

The  returns  from  the  seven  Lodges  indicate  some  remarkable 
changes  of  sentiment,  several  reversing  their  action  of  last  year. 

Anna  Norton  Lodge  No.  569  has  a  Widows  and  Orphans  Home 
in  practical  operation  nearly  two  years,  but  it  is  not  publicly 
known  as  such.  The  Lodge  owns  the  ground,  and  has  erected  a 
comfortable  home  for  an  aged  widow  and  orphan  daughter  of  a 
deceased  M.  M.,  whose  own  Lodge  fails  to  assist  them.  The 
house  is  paid  for,  and  the  Lodge  allows  the  widow  and  orphan  to 
use  the  home  free  of  rent,  as  well  as  furnishing  them  with  pro" 
visions  free  of  charge,  Such  is  a  practical  exemplification  of 
Free  Masonry.

PROPOSITION   TO   AMEND   ARTICLE  8  OP  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Brother  H.  G.  Earnest  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  not  concurred  in  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  thus  refusing  to  submit  the  propbsition  to  the 
Subordinate  Lodges. 

Besolved,  That  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows: 

Every  proposition  to  revise,  alter  or  amend  the  Constitution 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing  on  one  of  the  first  four  days  at  an 
Annual  Communication  distinctly  read,  and,  if  approved  by  one- 
third  of  the  members  present  it  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Min- 
utes, and  be  thereafter  submitted  to  the  several  subordinate  char- 
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tered  Lodges  for  their  approval  or  rejection;  if  a  majorify  of 
the  members  of  the  Chartered  Lodges  voting  and  reporting  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  thereof  by  certificate  over  their  respective 
seals  to  the  next  succeeding  Grand  Lodge  the  Grand  Master  shall 
so  declare  it,  and  from  thenceforth  it  shall  be  considered  a  part 
and  parcel  of  this  Constitution.

Chartered  Lodges  17;  U.  D.  1;  members  1023;  gain  84. 
M. '.  W.  \  John  Joseph  Sweeney,  Grand  Master. 

A  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Sweeney  adorns  the  first  page. 

Besides  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  representatives, 
there  were  present  nine  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  Grand  Repre- 
resentatives  of  twenty  four  sister  jurisdictions.  On  motion  the 
last  named  were  received  wiih  the  Grand  Honors,  and  welcomed 
by  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Master,  and  an  eloquent  response  was 
made  by  Brother  Charles  D.  Belden,  Representative  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
great  prosperity  in  this  Jurisdiction.  Harmony  has  prevailed 
among  all  the  Lodges.  Our  relations  with  sister  Grand  Juris- 
dictions have  been  of  the  pleasantest. " 

He  had  granted  two  dispensations— one  to  re-ballot  upon  the 
petition  of  a  rejected  candidate  within  the  time  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution,  the  other  to  permit  the  McKinley  Monument 
Association  to  solicit  aid,  from  Arizona  Lodges,  in  erecting  a 
monument  to  President  McKinley.  He  had  laid  the  corner  stone 
of  the  Reform  School  for  Juvenile  Offenders,  had  installed  the 
Officers  of  two  Lodges,  and  had  made  twelve  official  visits,  &\\ 
satisfactory. 

We  find  no  fault  with  his  three  decisions  submitted.  From 
one  of  these  it  is  disclosed  that  the  M.  \  W. '.  Grand  Master 
holds  to  be  unwise  the  incorporation  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  nnder 
the  laws  of  Arizona— instead,  vest  the  legal  title  to  all  Lodge 
property  in  a  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  devoted  considerable  space  to  correspondence  concerning 
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the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of  Mexico,  and  favored  recog- 
nition of  said  Grand  Lodge. 

Among  his  few  recommendations,  he  suggested  for  consider- 
ation, the  following:  that  Lodges  be  not  allowed  to  use  more 
than  five  per  cent,  of  their  income  for  the  purposes  of  entertain- 
ments or  refreshments. 

Doubtless,  well  ordered  Lodges  would  not  spend   more  than 
five  per  cent,  of  income,  thus,  but,  does  not  the  Gr*nd  Master's 
foregoing  suggestion  present  a  bluish  tint?    We  thick  that  mat 
ttr  might  be  safely  left  to  the  Lodge's  discretion. 

November  6,  1902,  the  balance  cash  in  hands  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  was  the  sum  of  $2,225  62.  That  officer  also  held  cer- 
tain bonds  valued  at  about  $2,147  10. 

The  W.\  Grand  Orator,  Bro.  Chas.  D,  Belden,  delivered  an 
impressive  oration  on  the  subject  of  "  Truth." 

While  a  portion  of  this  address  would  seem  to  be  intended  for 
the  ears  of  a  part  of  the  body  of  Masons,  oaly,  who  are  Christ- 
ians, excluding  Jewish  and  Arabic,  Turkish  and  Chinese  breth- 
ren of  the  Mystic  Tie,  as  well  as  all  other  non-Christians,  still 
there  is  much  which  is  of  universal  applicability.  We  briefly 
extract,  on  the  subject  of  the  Bible,  as  follows  : 

44  This  Book  is  the  Mirror  of  the  D  tvinity,  the  rightful  regent 
of  the  world.  Other  books  are  planets  shining  with  reflected 
lustre ;  this  Book,  like  the  sun,  shines  with  ancient  and  unbor- 
rowed rays.  Other  books  have,  to  their  loftiest  altitude,  sprung 
from  the  earth  ;  this  Book  looks  down  from  Heaven  high. 
Other  books  appeal  to  understanding  or  fancy,  this  Book  to  con- 
science and  faith.  Other  books  solicit  our  attention;  this  de- 
mands it, — it  speaks  with  authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes. 
Other  books  may  be  forgotten  in  the  universe  where  suns  go 
down  and  disappear  like  bubbles  in  the  stream;  this  Book  trans- 
ferred to  a  higher  clime,  shall  shine  as  the  brightnes  of  that 
eternal  firmanent,  and  as  those  higher  stars,  which  are  for  ever 
and  ever." 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  made  a  report 
favoring  recognition  of  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico.  Con- 
sideration of  said  report,  made  special  order,  1 1-30  o'clock,  A. 
M.  next  day. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona  is  a  "strict  constructionist"  on 
the  subject  cf  physical  qualifications  of  candidates, 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence — 
special  order — having  come  up  for  consideration,  was  adopted, 
they  extending  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge  Valle  de  Mexico. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  very  able  ai  d  interesting  report  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence is  again  the  product  of  Brother  Charles  D.  Belden 's  ver- 
satile pen.  As  Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee 
Brother  Belden  is  wielding  an  influence  widely  felt. 

His  Introduction  is  a  valuable  contribution  to  Masonic  liter- 
ature, under  the  following  topics  : 
Clandestine  Free  Masonry  ; 
International  Fraternal  Relations; 
Mexican  Free  Masonry; 
Antiquity  of  Free  Masonry  : 

The  Proceedings  of  sixty  Grand  Lodges  pass  in  review  before 
his  critical  but  brotherly  eye. 

In  his  notice  of  Alabama-— 1001,  marked  by  un  failing  courtesy, 
he  copies  several  of  the  decisions  of  Grand  Master  Cunning- 
ham, but  does  not  give  his  assent  to  every  one  or  them. 
"  Brother  Belden  will  please  accept  the  writer's  grateful  ac- 
knowledgment of  pleasant  words  said  about  the  Alabama  report 
on  Correspondence. 

As  to  the  necessity  for  actual  presence  of  the  warrant. 
Brother  Belden  says: 

"  I  feel  about  that  as  I  did  when  certain  members  of  my  Lodge 
objected  to  my  presiding  without  I  wore  my  hat  The  ther- 
mometer was  about  117  that  evening  in  our  Lodge  room,  and 
there  was  very  little  outward  apparel  oq  any  of  the  members. 
Either  the  warrant  or  the  hat  may  be  constructively  in  its 
proper  place  if  '  at  hand'.  " 

We  had  marked  several  passages  in  this  excellent  report,  for 
reference:  nevertheless,  most  of  them  must  remain  unnoticed 
for  lack  of  space.    The  following  is  exceedingly  well  put : 

"  A  Correspondence  should  be  much  more  than  a  formal 
report,  or  than  a  business  letter,  descriptive  merely  of  detail. 
It  should  be  gossipy,  fraternal,  instructive,  but,  above  all,  in- 
teresting. A  table  of  statistics  may  be  valuable,  but  it  will  be 
unnoticed  until  comment  is  made,  and,  if  the  comment  is 
bright  it  may  make  even  a  table  of  figure*  interesting  matter. 
Our  Correspondence,  if  prosy,  is  not  readable,  and.  consequent- 
ly, of  little  value.  But.  if  it  is  sprightly  of  tone,  it  will  be  sought 
after.  How  t>  make  it  sought  after  is  the  problem  which  each 
of  us  writers  is  anxious  to  solve  Aye,  there's  the  rub.  And  it 
can't  be  done  under  a  gag.  Either  give  the  Correspondent  a 
free  head  or  suppress  him  entirely." 
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On  the  subject  of  physical  qualifications,  he  says,  tinder 
Kansas: 

"  And  this  also  is  too  good  to  escape : 

"  We  really  believe  that  we  would  sooner  mingle  on  the  level 
of  the  checkered  pavement,  with  a  Mason  stumping  around  on 
a  wooden  leg  than  with  one  possessing  a  wooden  head  or  a  stony 
heart.  We  are  also  quite  sure  that  we  would  much  prefer  to 
sit  in  a  Lodge  with  a  brother  with  a  crooked  spine  than  one 
with  the  figure  of  an  Adonis,  but  with  a  character  that  will 
not  stand  the  test  of  the  straight  line  of  virtue." 

This  whole  report  is  a  mine  of  information  in  which  the 
seeker  after  knowledge  will  find  many  a  rich  nugget,  This 
Volume  of  Proceedings  is  a  handsome  one.

Nov.,  1902. 

Chartered  Lodges,  441;  Lodges  U.  D.,  18;  members,  12,416. 
Number  of  Lodges  paying  dues,  437;  net  gain  in  members,  216. 
M.\  W.  \  Harry  H.  Myers,  Grand  Master. 

The  first  page  of  this  volume  is  graced  with  a  portrait  of  Past 
Grand  Master  R.  J.  Laughlin,  late  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Correspondence.  Two  Emergent  Communications  had  been 
held— one  at  Little  Rock,  Nov.  28, 1901,  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
the  corner-stone  of  Albert  Pike  Consistory  Building,  the  other 
at  Benton,  June  24,  1902,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner- 
stone of  a  church. 

At  the  Sixty-First  Annual,  Nov.  18,  1902,  nine  Past  Grand 
Masters,  seven  District  Deputies,  and  Grand  Representatives  of 
thirty-eight  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama  included,  were  re- 
ported present. 

Immediately  after  roll-call  a  touching  incident  occurred.  It 
was  the  entrance  of  the  venerable  Past  Grand  Master,  George 
A.  Dannelly,  into  the  Grand  Lodge  room.  For  the  past  five 
years  Brother  Dannelly  has  been  confined  to  his  room  by  paraly- 
sis.   He  was  wheeled  into  the  hall  in  an  invalid's  chair. 

"When  his  chair  was  halted  before  the  altar  and  he  made  the 
customary  salute,  the  Grand  Master  led  the  Craft  in  giving  the 
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Grand  Honors,  and  spontaneously  the  voices  of  that  great  con- 
course broke  into  tbe  long  meter  doxology:  'Praise  God  from 
Whom  all  blessings  flow. ' 

"Brother,  Dannelly's  chair  was  then  wheeled  to  the  Grand 
East  and  lifted  to  the  platform,  whither  there  was  a  rush  of  the 
Brethren  to  grasp  once  more  the  hand  of  this  grand  old  Brother, 
the  Nestor  of  Masonry  in  Arkansas,  and  than  whom  none  holds 
a  warmer  place  in  the  affections  of  his  Brethren." 

Quiet  being  restored,  the  Grand  Master  proceeded  with  the 
opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  This  done,  he  delivered  his  ad- 
dress—a well  prepared  paper,  occupying  21  page*,  and  presenting 
an  account  of  his  two  years'  administration.  His  exordium  is 
thoughtful  and  eloquent.  Our  M  .  W.  \  Brother  is  an  optimist 
of  the  first  water.  How  enjoyable  would  be  an  evening  with 
Bro.  Myers  and  Bro.  Conelius  Hedges  of  Montana — unless  one 
desired  to  go  to  bed  at  a  seasonable  hour  in  search  of  refreshing 
sleep. 

The  Grand  Master  had  issued  a  total  of  129  special  dispensa 
tions,  some  of  which  were  for  waiving  time  in  conferring  de- 
grees.    He  had,  however,  carefully  scrutinized  each  case,  and 
satisfied  himself  of  its  genuine  emergency. 

His  36  official  visitations  revealed  the  fact  that  the  Lodges — 
near  and  remote — were  doing  a  great  amount  of  work  and  receiv- 
ing the  best  of  material.  He  passed  the  highest  encomiums  on 
his  ten  District  Deputies. 

Under  "Fraternal  Dead,"  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Master 
Reuben  Johnson  Laughlin,  and  that  of  President  McKinley, 
are  fitly  commemorated 

Fifteen  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been  granted,  nine 
corner-stones  had  b*en  laid,  and  two  charters  had  been  restored. 

The  Grand  Mister  favored  such  modification  of  the  law  as  to 
physical  qualifications  as  would  empower  the  Grand  Master  "by 
dispensation  to  decide  and  permit  the  making  of  men  Masons  on 
a  mental  and  moral  standard." 

The  six  decisions  submitted  evince  firmness  of  purpose  to  be 
just  to  all  parries  concerned  and  to  uphold  the  latv.  In  his 
opinion  the  edict  of  1900,  requiring  Masters  of  Lodges  to  drop 
from  the  rolls,  without  a  hearing,  members  engaged  in  liquor 
dealing,  is  radically  wrong. 

The  Grand  Master,  referring  to  the  Temple  Debt,  stated  that, 
as  a  result  of  the  adoption  of  biennial  instead  of  annual  sessions 
of  Grand  Lodge,  said  debt  had,  in  the  last  two  years,  been  re- 
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duced  from  $35,000  00  and  more  to  $25,000.00,  saving  in  interest 
alone  |700.00  per  year  He  wa*  of  the  opinbn  that  Grand  Lodge 
would  be  oat  of  debt,  or  nearly  so.  by  January,  1904. 

We  tender  to  our  Arkansas  Brethren  hearty  congratulations 
on  their  bright  prospects  This  state  of  affairs  is  no  doubt, 
largely  due  to  the  vigilance,  zeal  aud  wise  management  on  the 
part  of  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Fay  Hempsteid,  of  whose  com- 
plete report  the  Brethren  may  be  justly  prond. 

A  foot  note  to  said  report— addendum  of  date  Jan.  2,  1903— 
signed  "Grand  Secretary,"  conveys  the  cheering  intelligence 
that.  "On  the  1st  January,  1903,  the  sum  of  $10,000  was  paid  on 
theddbt,  taking  up  ten  of  the  bonis  and  reducing  the  debt  to 
$15  000.  As  this  debt  has  nearly  nine  years  more  to  run,  this 
payment  amounted  to  a  saving  of  $4,950  in  stopping  off  that 
much  interest. " 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  in  impressive  address  ou  **Truth 
and  Citizenship,"  for  which  the  Grand  Lodge  thanked  him,  and 
ordered  its  publication  with  the  proceedings. 

The  Commitee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Usage  approved  nearly  all 
the  decisions  and  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master — and 
the  report  o(  the  committee  wa*  adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dis- 
pensations, charters  were  granted  to  sixteen  Lodges  U.  D.,  and 
two  dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges  were  issued. 

From  a  second  report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and 
Usage  we  extract  the  following  as  of  general  interest: 

"In  regard  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  and 
in  response  to  several  communications  as  to  conferring  the  de 
grees  upon  material  not  physically  perfect,  your  committee  re- 
spectfully report  that  this  subject  has  been  before  many  of  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  other  jurisdictions  There  is  an  evident  senti- 
ment, which  year  by  year  gains  strength,  that  there  should  be 
less  stringencey  as  to  perfect  physical  manhood,  and  more 
concern  given  to  moral  fitness.  The  internal  more  than  the  ex- 
ternal mm  should  be  looked  to.  Many  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
have  taken  quite  extreme  grounds  against  physical  perfection. 
While  we  are  not  willing  to  open  our  doors  to  the  indiscriminate 
reception  of  the  maimed  and  the  halt,  yet  we  believe  the  time 
has  come  for  a  more  liberal  and  enlightened  rule  upon  the  sub- 
ject.   We  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

When  a  Lodge  is  petitioned  to  confer  the  E  A.  degree  on  a 
man  who  is  physically  defective,  the  Grand  Master  may  be  re- 
quested by  the  Lodge  to  grant  a  special  dispensation  empower- 
ing the  Lodge  to  act  upon  the  petition.  In  which  case  the  Grand 
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Master  shall  carefully  investigate  and  inquire  into  the  extent  of 
sach  physical  disability,  and  if  he  shall  find  that  the  candidate's 
imperfections  wonld  not  render  him  nnable  to  intelligently  give 
and  receive  the  necessary  signs  of  recognition,  he  may,  if  such 
candid  >te  be  otherwise  well  qualified,  grant  special  dispensation 
to  make  him  a  Mason." 

And  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  made  fitting  report,  which  was 
adopted. 

We  are  glad  to  find,  through  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence'  that  the  cessation  of  its  annual  review 
is  only  temporary. 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  committee,  the  claims  to 
recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  were 
cordially  admitted  with  kindly  expressions  of  good  will. 

The  applications  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  and  National 
Grind  Orient  of  Egypt  for  recognition  were  postponed,  in  hope 
that  the  future  would  shed  more  light  upon  said  claims. 

A  well  deserved  increase  in  his  salary  was  voted  to  Grand 
Secretary,  Bro.  Fay  Hempstead.  Hereafter  he  will  receive 
$1,200  per  annum. 

M.\  W. \  Bro  Jame^W  Taylor,  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodg*  of  Georgia,  and  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  St  .tes  visited  Grand 
Lodge,  and  was  received  with  every  mark  of  respect.  His  visit 
to  Little  Rock  had  reference  to  the  next  Convocation  of  the 
G.  G   C.  at  Little  Rock.

A  Special  Communication  was  held  Oct.  1,  1902,  in  the  City 
of  New  Westminster,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone 
of  the  new  Carnegie  Public  Library  building  Distinguished 
citizens  and  visitors  graced  the  occasion  with  their  presence, 
eloquent  addresses  were  delivered,  and  the  exercises  passed  off 
with  great  eclat. 

Chartered  Lodges,  32;  Lodges  U.  D.,  4;  members,  2  473. 

When  roll  had  been  called  at  the  opening  of  the  Annnal  Com- 
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munication  it  was  revealed  th%t  the  Grand  Officers,  a  quorum  of 
representatives  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  six  Past  Grand 
Masters,  fi?e  District  Deputies,  and  eighteen  Grand  Representa- 
tives were  present,  Alabama's  not  included. 

The  addiess  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  was  worthy  of  rhe 
highest  consideration.  His  utterances  gave  forth  no  unceitain 
sound. 

Under  the  necessity  of  being  brief,  we  do  not  undertake  to 
present  even  a  summary  of  that  paper,  but  note  two  or  three 
points  therein 

Under  the  heading  of  Foreign  Relations,  he  gives  a  salutary 
hint  to  new-comers  from  the  East,  not  to  allow  themselves  a 
license  in  deportment  which  was  not  to  be  tolerated  in  their 
former  home?.    The  Grand  Master  says: 

'Morality  and  virtue  are  as  highly  esteemed,  as  mnch  appre 
ciated,  and  jn-t  as  requisite  qualifications  by  which  to  determine 
a  man's  fitness  to  be  a  Mason,. in  a  new  country,  as  they  are  in 
an  older  community.  But  in  the  new  country  the  daily  walk  is 
not  generally  so  closely  criticised,  and  men  are  more  apt  to  live 
their  natures  than  they  are  in  the  old.  In  a  Ion?  residence  in 
Western  ani  new  communities,  I  have  obsen  ed  that  men  who 
come  here  from  the  East,  where  perhaps  they  have  lived  under 
the  tongue  of  good  report  until  they  have  become  old  in  years, 
often,  very  often,  form  a  mistaken  id*  a  of  conditions.  License 
appears  to  th^m  to  b*  greater,  and  restraint  less.  A.nd  their 
characters,  once  admirable,  become  detestable  to  those  who  be- 
lieve in  and  act  up  to  the  principles  of  our  Fraternity  And  I 
would  say  to  our  Eastern  Brethren,  and  to  the  Brethren  through- 
out the  world,  that,  while  the  characters  of  some  men  improve 
by  age  and  experience,  others  deteriorate  and  an  early  and 
youthful  reputation  is  not  a  sufficient  gaaranty  of  good  morals. 
And  especially  to  after  a  term  of  years  in  a  community  where  a 
man's  reputation  is  not  closely  questioned,  if  he  keep*  his  busi- 
ness engagements." 

Words  fitly  spoken. 

All  of  the  Grand  Master's  five  decisions  submitted  met  the 
approval  of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Address  and  the  Ju 
risprudence  Committee,  except  the  first,  which  declares  that  a 
candidate  who  has  1(  st  a  part  of  his  forefinger,  it  having  h**en 
taken  off  at  the  second  joint,  is  eligible  for  the  degrees  of  Free- 
masonry. 

This  decision  seems  to  sustain  position  taken  by  the  writer 
some  time  since,  viz:  that  a  higher  estimate  should  be  placed  on 
brains  and  heart  than  on  fingers  and  toes. 


12  APPENDIX. 

His  dispensations  were  all  approved.  He  gives  voice  to  our 
sentiments  on  the  subject  of  prerogative  when,  under  the  head 
of  refusal  to  grant  dispensation  to  waive  time,  he  says: 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  Grand  Master,  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion, can  only  grant  dispitisati'  ns  which  are  specifically  provided 
lor  by  the  Constitution." 

Perhaps  our  view  of  prerogative  of  the  Grand  Master  is  erro- 
neous, but  it  does  seem  to  us  that,  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest 
in  the  Masonic  Fraternity,  every  member  should  be  amenable  to 
and  governed  by  the  organic  law.  Autocratic  power  was  possi- 
bly well  enough  in  "the  long  ago,"  but  is,  as  ought  to  be.  out  of 
date  now. 

Under  Condition  of  the  Craft,  the  Grand  Matter  intimated 
that  he  had  everywhere  found  the  prevalence  of  enthusiism  and 
the  utmost  harmony,  not  only  a  nong  members  of  individual 
Lodges,  but  also  among  the  different  groups  of  Lodges  in  a 
widely  extended  territory. 

His  recommendations  were  li.cil  in  character. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master's  address  was  a  resume  of  his  visi 
tations  coupled  with  valuable  suggestions. 

Trie  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  evince  faithful  attention 
to  the  duties  incumbent  upon  them.  While  details  of  the  same 
are  interesting,  we  cannot  yield  sp  ice  enough  to  present  them. 

Grand  Secretary  Brett  made  a  very  complete,  painstaking 
report. 

From  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  it's  learned  that 
the  receipts  of  the  Charity  Fund  were  $2,415.74  After  disburse  . 
ments,  of  this  earn  there  remained  $3,141.63.  The  investments 
of  Charity  Fund  foot  up  $10,410.80. 

The  report  of  the  "Committee  on  the  Reports  of  the  District 
Deputies"  reflects  greit  credit  upon  those  officers. 

The  report  of  the  Gran i  Historian  showd  that  the  Historian, 
our  accomplished  Brother,  De  Wolf  Smith,  has  done  for  the 
Crafc,  and  is  still  doing,  a  great  amount  of  valuable  work.  The 
importance  of  his  labors  will  not  be  lightly  appreciated. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\  W.\  Bro.  W.  A.  De  Wolf  Smith,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  presents  us  with  another 
admirable  report  (his  seventh)  on  Correspondence,  in  whioh  he 
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reviews  the  proceedings  of  sixty- four  Grand  Bodies.  Alabama- 
1902  is  courteously  noticed  within  the  compass  of  two  and  a  half 
pages. 

The  reviewer  says  that  Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunning- 
ham's "address  is  a  document  of  great  merit."  He  extracts  an 
even  dozen  of  the  Grand  Master's  decisions,  with  ni~st  of  which 
we  infer  that  he  is  pleased,  although  he  cannot  agree  with  Nos.  4 
and  5,  the  purport  of  which  is  that  an  Alabama  Subordinate 
Lodge  cannot  recognize  a  dim  it  from  a  similar  Lodge  in  a  Juris- 
diction with  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  does  not  hold 
fraternal  relation* — and  that  the  holder  of  such  dimit  is,  to  all 
intents  and  purpose *,  a  profane,  and  may  apply  for  the  degrees, 
provided  he  p  ssesses  the  constitutional  qualifications.  Brother 
Smith  says: 

'A  Brother  is  not  a  profane  because  he  hails  from  a  Grand 
Lodge  not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama." 

We  think  the  Grand  Master's  words  mean  th  it  the  holder  of 
such  dimit  is  in  the  condition  of  a  profane.  Our  esteemed  Brother 
thinks  that  the  necessity  of  having  a  majority  of  the  whole 
Lodge  present  at  Lodge  triaR  "might  be  very  inconvenient,  and 
work  a  hardship  on  all  parties."  Perhaps  so;  still  it  would  ap- 
pear that  the  cause  is  safer  in  the  hands  of  the  many  than  in 
those  of  the  few.  To  quote  an  old  saying:  "In  a  multitude  of 
counsellors  there  is  wisdom."  (Is  it  counsels  instead  of  coun- 
sellors?") 

Brother  Smith's  complimentary  reference  to  the  writer  is 
gratefully  appreciated. 

Under  Arizona,  Brother  Belden  having  intimated  thac  display 
of  Masonic  emblems  on  a  business  sign  or  advertisement  should 
be  punished,  the  reviewer  pertinently  asks:  "If  the  Brother 
who  does  any  of  these  things  is  worthy  of  punishment,  how 
much  more  so  is  he  who  sanctions,  or  perhaps  assists  in  the  pre- 
paration of  a  cipher  ritual?" 

Brother  Smith  is  opposed  to  expulsion  for  nonpayment  of 
dues.  The  unfortunate  Brethren  thus  dealt  with  "receive  the 
same  punishment  as  those  guilty  of  all  sorts  of  heinous  crimes, 
from  refusing  to  obey  a  summons  to  perjury,  adultery  and  seduc- 
tion." 

Under  Indiana,  Brother  Smith  quotes  Brother  McDonald's 
reply  to  our  question,  "Suppose  such  a  suspended  Mason  is 
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charged  with  a  heinous  crime,  cannot  the  Lodge,  within  whose 
Jurisdiction  he  resides,  try  him,  and,  if  he  is  found  guilty,  expel 
him?  '    Brother  McDonald's  reply  being  as  follows: 

"We  think  not.  Our  engagements  are  such  that  we  are  oro- 
hibited  from  convtr ruing  Manouically  with  a  tu*pended  or  expelled 
Mason.  If  the  suspended  Brother  is  guilty  of  a  heinous  crime, 
he  must  be  tried  before  the  Lodge  preferring  the  charges.  Will 
our  good  Brother  tell  us  how  the  members  of  the  Lodge  can  sit 
in  their  Lodge  room  when  there  i*  present  a  "suspended  Mason" 
and  one  with  whom,  under  such  circumstances,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  converse  Masonically?,' 

We  think  we  have  elsewhere  sufficiently  answered  Brother 
McDonald,  but  Brother  De  Wolf  Smith  thus  fortifies  our  own 
position: 

''If  a  suspended  Mason,  charged  with  a  'heinons  crime,'  is  to 
be  tried,  who  is  going  to  do  it  if  not  the  Lodge  within  whose 
Jurisdiction  he  lives?  We  should  say  that  if  a  suspended  Mason 
should  further  transgress  it  would  be  the  duty  of  the  Lodge 
within  whose  Jurisdiction  he  lives,  to  prefer  charges  and  bring 
him  to  trial." 

"Brother  McDonald  says  he  should  be  tried  in  the  Lodge  pre- 
ferring the  charges.  Just  so,  bat  is  not  the  Lodge  in  the  place 
where  he  lives  the  one  to  prefer  charges,  and  how  is  he  to  be 
tried  unless  he  can  be  allowed  to  be  present  at  the  trial?" 

But  we  must  stop  this  paper,  much  as  we  would  like  to  tarry 
with  our  distinguished  Brother  of  British  Columbia,  and  only 
remark  that  we  personally  agree  with  him  that  that  restoration 
by  Grand  Lodge  cannot,  by  itself,  restore  to  membership 
Brother  Inglesby,  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  decision  of  our  own 
Grand  Master  (not  yet  reported  upon  by  our  Law  Committee)  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.

No.  of  Lodges,  278;  members  24,735;  net  gain  1,959. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  Officers,  including  twelve  Past  Grand 
Masters,  attended  the  Communication  under  review,  as  well  a  $ 
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Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-nine  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama 
not  included. 

Two-hundred-thirty-four  chartered  Lodges,  and  seven  Lodges 
U.  D.  were  represented  at  said  October  meeting. 

We  congratulate  the  Grand  Lod<e  of  California  on  the  fact 
that  all  of  its  Subordinate  Lodges  had  made  returns  and  paid 
their  dues  up  to  date. 

No  one  who  reads  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Wells  will  fail 
to  perceive  that  he  has  been  vigilant  and  efficient  in  discharging 
the  duties  of  his  high  office.  He  had  very  much  to  do,  and  what 
he  did  was  well  done. 

His  observations  in  regard  to  dispensations  to  form  new  Lodges 
are  worthy  of  close  attention.    He  says: 

"Great  care  should  always  be  exercised  in  the  granting  of 
these  dispensations,  for  no  permission  should  be  piven  to  form  a 
new  Lodge  except  in  these  localities  and  under  conditions  that 
will  ensure  a  successful  and  prosperous  Lodge.  The  reommen 
dation  of  'the  nearest  or  most  convenient  Lodge'  is  required  be- 
fore such  dispensation  can  be  granted,  and  I  have  foun  1  this  to 
be,  to  a  degree,  unsatisfactory,  and,  in  some  cases,  not  conducive 
to  the  best  interests  of  the  Fraternity,  for  some  of  our  Lodges 
are  governed  in  their  action  by  either  personal  friendship  or  an- 
tagonism, and  do  not  weigh  the  question,  as  they  should,  from 
a  Masonic  standpoint.  As  to  whether  'it  is  of  manifest  propri- 
ety and  will  conduce  to  the  good  of  the  Order,  is  hardly,  if  at  all, 
considered,  and,  if  so,  is  but  secondary  to  the  question  of  tbe 
effect  on  the  old  Lodge,  and  where  its  jurisdiction  will  be  re- 
duced and  diminished,  or  some  prospective  material  will  be 
removed  to  the  new  Jurisdiction,  the  Lodge  refuses  to  recom- 
mend, thus  preventing  the  institution  of  new  Lodged  in  cases 
where  it  is  eminently  proper,  and  making  it  a  question  of  what 
will  conduce  to  the  good  of  one  Lodge,  instead  of  our  Order;  all 
of  which  our  Lodges  should  carefully  avoid.  Again,  to  be  of 
any  value,  all  members  of  a  recommending  Lodge  should  have 
knowledge  of  the  application,  and  the  resolution  should  lie  over 
and  notice  thereof  be  given." 

"I  would  therefore  recommend  that  Sec.  2  of  Art.  1,  Part  III 
of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  words, 
"and  that  a  safe  and  suitable  Lodge-room  has  been  provided 
therefor,'  the  following:  no  such  recommendation  shall  be  given, 
unless  the  resolution  for  the  same  be  offered  at  a  stated  meet 
ing,  laid  over  until  the  next  succeeding  meeting,  and  of  which 
all  the  brethren  shall  have  notice." 

•'The  report  of  our  Grand  Secretary  will  show  ihe  number 
of,  and  the  purposes  for  which  special  dispensations  have  been 
granted.    In  all  cases  the  applications  therefor  have  been  care 
fully  considered  and  none  issued,  except  upon  a  satisfactory 
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showing  that  it  was  for  the  best  interests  of  Masonry  and  the 
Lodge.  The  greater  number  by  far  have  been  to  reb&llot  npon 
the  applications  of  rejected  candidates,  and  the  improper  and 
unmasonic  use  of  the  black  ball  has  again  disturbed  the  peace 
and  harm  my  of  many  of  onr  Lodges,  and  in  some  cafes  even 
threatened  their  very  existence,  and  from  all  over  onr  Jurisdic- 
tion complaint  has  come  that  personal  spites  and  dislikes  polit- 
ical an  agonising,  religious  differences,  petty  business  disairree- 
ments  and  rivalries,  and  the  most  trivial  objections,  have  all  op- 
erated to  the  rejection  of  good,  worthy  material,  and  the  conse- 
quent unrest,  di- satisfaction  and  discontent  in  the  Lodge.'* 

The  Grand  Master  had  used  his  utmost  endeavors  to  correct 
this  evil.  If  all  would  strictly  observe  the  "Golden  Rule,"  what 
improvement  would  ensue! 

The  eleven  decisions  submitted  were,  manifestly  made  with 
an  eye  single  to  the  truth  and  the  best  interests  of  Masonry.  Un- 
der decision  10,  he  recommended  that  Sec,  2,  Art.  1,  Part  V,  of 
the  Constitution  he  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  2.  A  man  elected  to  receive  the  three  degrees  in  one 
Lodge  .nay,  upon  request  of  such  Lodge,  receive  the  degrees,  or 
any  of  them,  in  another  Lodge,  and  if  he  shall,  at  the  request  of 
such  Lodge,  and  on  its  behalf,  receive  the  degrees  or  degree  in 
another  Lod^e,  no  petition,  reference  or  ballot  shall  be  necessary 
in  the  last  named  Lodge,  as  the  work  will  be  done  for  the  first, 
of  which  he  will  be  deemed  a  member." 

Grand  Secretary  R.\  W.\  Geo.  Johnson  fills  every  require- 
ment of  his  responsible  office. 

Tbe  Grand  Treasurer's  statement  shows  total  balance  and  re- 
ceipts, for  the  year  ending  July  31,  1902,  $34,436.65;  disburse- 
ments for  same  period,  $31,477,12.  In  addition  to  the  cash  bal- 
ance of  $3,019.53,  he  had  in  his  keeping  stocks  bearing  present 
value  of  $72,342.00.  aleo  first  mortgage  6  per  cent,  bonds,  worth 
$7,000.00.  besides  $1,199.66,  cash  belonging  to  "Reserve  Fund," 

As  Treasurer  of  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  he  had  cash 
balance,  Oct.  8.  1903,  $25,865.71. 

In  his  report  the  Grand  Lecturer  named  the  47  Inspectors  who 
had  reported  from  their  respective  Districts.     He  says: 

"From  the  above  very  able  and  complete  reports  we  are 
brought  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  never  before  in  the 
history  of  Freemasonry  in  California  was  it  in  so  harmonious 
and  prosperous  a  condition,  nor  was  there  ever  before  a  time 
when  the  rendition  of  the  Ritual  was  so  uniformly  excellent." 
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Daring  the  year  he  had  held  33  Lodges  of  Instruction. 

On  recommendation  of  Past  Grand  Master  Wm.  A.  Davies, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  fraternal  rec- 
ognition was  extended  to  the  following  Grand  Lodges,  viz: 
Western  Australia,  Costa  Rica,  "Valle  de  Mexico, "  and  "Benito 
Juarez"  at  Coahnila. 

Brother  Davies  included  in  his  report  a  valuable  review  of  Mex- 
ican Masonry,  as  well  as  that  of  Costa  Rica.  He  does  not  sym- 
pathize with  the  disinclination  to  hold  fraternal  relations  with 
those  Grand  Bodies,  manifested  by  some  Grand  Lodges  (Onr 
own  Grand  Lodge  is  one  of  those  which  are  not  yet  satisfied 
with  the  condition  of  Mexican  Masonry.) 

The  disbursements,  in  charity,  of  the  various  Boards  of  Re- 
lief, in  the  several  cities  reported,  reached  the  aggregate  figures 
of  $22,780.75. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  "interesting  and  eloquent  ad- 
dress." Ordered  to  be  requested  for  publication  with  the  Proceed- 
ings, and  1000  copies  to  be  printed  for  special  distribution, 
Though  not  long  (about  7  pp)  it  was  quite  elaborate. 

The  orator  likened  the  Institution  of  Freemasonry  to  those 
big  trees  of  California— the  "giant  sequia."  Yet  in  one  respect 
it  is  unlike  those  monarchs  of  the  mountain  slopes;  while  they 
seem  to  be  gradually  disappearing,  Masonry  is  ever  widening 
and  increasing  its  influence  on  mankind. 

We  read  this  address  with  interest  till  we  reached  the  orator's 
apotheosis  of  John  Brown  of  Ossowatomie.  Then  our  interest 
ceased  on  account  of  the  patent  partizanship  displayed  in  that 
paragraph.    All  the  same,  we  read  it  all. 

The  reports  of  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent  of  the  Masonic 
Home  demonstrate  the  great  value  and  efficiency  of  that  splen- 
did Institution. 

The  total  number  of  inmates  is  now  106.  The  expense  per 
capita  of  maintaing  the  Home,  hao  been  $17.18  per  month. 

The  several  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  were 
adopted  with  their  respective  recommendations. 

The  Committeeon  Jurisprudence  endorsed  the  decisions  and 
recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master.    Report  adopted. 

On  the  matter  of  granting  dispensations  to  re-ballot  on  reject- 
ed material,  the  Jurisprudence  Committee,  while  conceding  that 
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the  Grand  Master  had  acted  in  strict  accord  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  usages  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  granting  his  49  dispensa- 
tions tore-ballot,  nrged  that  "the  promiscuous  granting  of  dis- 
pensations tore-ballot,"  was  "a  dangerous  practice  and  should 
be  discouraged . ' '    Repot  t  adopted. 

A  Spanish  Bible,  published  in  1769,  was  presented  to  Grand 
Lodge  by  Bro.  Edwin  A.  Sherman. 

The  presentation  of  a  P.  G.  M.  's  Jewel  to  retiring  Grand  Mas- 
ter, Wm.  S.  Wells  was  made  in  eloquent  terms,  and  fitly  re- 
sponded to  by  M.\  W.\  Brother  Wells,  whom  the  Grand  Lodge, 
by  unanimous  vote,  thanked  for  his  eminent  services  to  the 
Craft. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  furnish  a  most  excellent,  thorough  review  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  Grand  Lodges  other  than  his  own,  there  doesn't  exist  a 
better  qualified  reporter  than  Past  Grand  Master  Wm.  A.  Davies, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  Grand  Lodge 
of  California.  His  review  is  an  invaluable  mass  of  information 
for  the  students  of  our  Noble  Craft. 

Alabama — 1901  isgivenja  kind,  fraternal  notice,  covering  over 
two  pages.  Brother  Davies  dissents  from  decision  10  relating  to 
illiteracy  as  not  disqualifying  for  initiation,  and  from  No.  69, 
which  would  allow  a  wife  whipping  brother  to  testify  on  his 
own  case, and  says: 

"We  don't  like  the  tenor  of  these  decisions,  and  were  we  in 
authority  would  not  aid  in  their  publication."  He  says  Grand 
Master  Cunningham  urged  with  much  spirit  the  necessity  of 
providing  for  the  establishment  of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans' 
Home.  He  quotes  from  Brother  Beauchamp's  "full  and  com- 
plete report,"  and  says: 

"The  Finance  Committee  at  the  close  of  their  report  certified 
that  the  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  Geo,  A  Beau  champs  system  of 
conducting  his  office  was  worthy  of  highest  praise  and  commen- 
dation." 

He  is  pleased  to  style  the  Alabama  Report  on  Correspondence 
"A  most  interesting  and  very  full  report."  He  has  our  gratefnl 
thanks  for  his  kind  words. 

We  cordially  join  Brother  Davies  in  hailing  "the  white  ban- 
ner of  peace."

Striking  portraits  of  Past  Grand  Masters,  Bros.  E.  T.  Malone 
and  the  late  B.  B.  Hnngerford  (Grand  Master  1900-1901)  grace 
the  initial  pages  of  this  well  printed  volume  of  proceedings. 

An  "Especial  Communication"  of  Grand  Lodge  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Toronto,  Juno  21,  1902,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the 
foundation-stone  of  the  monument  to  the  memory  of  Robert 
Burns  ''the  poet  laureate  of  the  Masons  of  Scotland,  and  poet 
of  humanity." 

The  adlress  of  M.  \  W.\  Bro.  Hugh  Murray,  on  the  occasion 
was  scholarly,  eloquent  and  heart-spoken. 

The  47th  Annual  Communication  was  opened  and  held  in 
Windsor  July  16, 1902. 

Besides  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  representatives  of 
Subordinate  Lodges,  there  were  present — four  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ters, a  large  number  of  other  Past  Grand  Officers  and  Grand  Re- 
presentatives of  twenty-one  sister  jurisdictions,  Alabama  in- 
cluded. 

Windsor  being  just  across  the  river  from  Detroit,  a  goodly  de- 
legation consisting  of  the  Grand  Master  and  associate  Grand 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  appeared,  were  wel- 
comed and  received  with  the  Grand  Honors. 

In  the  opening  of  his  address  the  Acting  Grand  Master  feel- 
ingly announced  the  death  of  Grand  Master  R.  B.  Hnngerford, 
who,  having  been  unanimously  re-elected  Grand  {Master  July 
18,  1901,  passed  away  September  9,  same  year.  Also  the  names 
and  titles  of  twenty-six  other  distinguised  brethren  of  the  Juris- 
diction were  placed  on  record,  as  were  those  of  eminent  Free- 
masons of  other  Jurisdictions,  particular  reference  being  made 
to  the  sad  taking  off  of  President  Wm.  McEinley,  who,  in  the 
sympathetic  words  of  the  address  "  was  cut  down  in  the  splen- 
dor of  his  distinguished  career,  a  victim  of  one  of  the  most 
wanton  and  unprovoked  assassinations  of  which  history  gives 
any  account/' 

The  acting  Grand  Master  earnestly  recommended  that  Grand 
Lodge,  without  further  delay,  recall  the  warrant  of  Royal  Solo- 
mon Mother  Lodge  of  J  era  sal  en?,  Palestine,  on  account  of  grave 
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irregularities  and  persistent  violation  of  the  Constitution,  and 
disregard  of  the  suspension  of  said  Lodge,  it  continuing  to  hold 
meetings  and  exacting  money  from  Masons.  We  have  hereto- 
fore noticed  the  edict  of  suspension  referred  to. 

He  had,  in  person  dedicated  four  Lodge  Halls,  and  one  by 
proxy. 

He  had  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  issue  a  circular  to  the 
several  D.  D.  G.  M.'s  instructing  them  to  hold  at  least  one 
Lodge  of  Instruction  during  the  year.  He  had  attended  10  of 
these  Lodges  of  Instruction.     He  says: 

"Everywhere  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry  prevails  and  the  dig- 
nity and  character  of  the  order  is  maintained." 

Five  dispensations  for  forming  new  Lodges  had  been  granted. 
No  decisions  were  submitted. 

Several  applications  for  ruling  as  to  physical  qualifications, 
were  answered  by  reference  to  the  rule  of  1880,  as  follows: 

"Unless  a  candidate  be  in  a  condition  to  receive,  perform  and 
communicate  all  parts  of  the  ceremonies  and  duties  of  the  Order 
he  is  not  eligible.  He  must  be  capable  of  making  himself  known 
in  the  dark  as  well  as  in  the  light.  The  capacity  referred  to  is 
natural  without  artificial  assistance/' 

The  following  deserves  to  be  capitalized  a)  a  conspicuous  il- 
lustration of  Canadian  Masonic  Charity: 

"During  my  term  the  Grand  Lodge  expended  the  large  sum 
of  $12,348.00  in  benevolence,  besides  the  sums  expended  by  priv- 
ate Lodges." 

The  Grand  Master  highly  commends  the  D.  D.  G.  M.'s  as  well 
as  the  efficient  Grand  Secretary.  He  closes  his  address  with  ex- 
pressions of  joy  at  the  restoration  to  health  of  his  Majesty  King 
Edward  VII,  and  with  prayer  for  his  long  life  and  happiness. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  cash  balance  to  credit  of  Grand 
Lodge,  June  2,  1902,  as  $17,912  94. 

His  balance  sheet  shows  in  addition  thereto  Debentures  (all 
but  one,  4  per  cent,  bonds — that  one  0  per  cent.),  in  the  sum  of 
185,000.00. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  take  up  254  pages  in  this 
volume  of  proceedings.  A  cursory  inspection  of  these  reports 
unfolds  the  fact  that  the  Craft  in  Canada  is  in  good  condition. 

While  we  may  think  these  reports  might,  not  without  profit, 
be  greatly  condensed,  nevertheless  they  are,  no  doubt,  import- 
ant factors  in  cementing  the  Fraternity— bringing  the   various

Lodges  into  closer  acquaintance  with  each  other,  and  deepen- 
ing the  common  interest. 

M. ' .  W. \  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone  presented  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  Foreign.  Received  and  ordered 
printed  with  the  Proceedings. 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  committee  recognition  was 
extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

R. *.  W.\  Bro.  G.  J.  Bennett  made  report  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  at  the  installation  of  H.  R. 
H.  The  Duke  of  Connanght  as  M. ' .  W.  \  Grand  Master  of  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  and  Wales,  recounting  his 
cordial  reception  and  the  honor  done  him  as  snch  representa- 
tive. 

The  Grand  Master's  recommendation  of  withdrawal  or  can- 
cellation of  the  warrant  held  by  Royal  Solomon  Mother  Lodge 
No.  293  was,  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Acting 
Grand  Master's  address,  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Next  Annual  Communication  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Tor- 
onto. 

M.\  W.\  Bro.  E.  T.  Malone  presented  a  report  on  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Master,  Bro  R.  B.  Hungerford,  and  it  was  adopted. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  M.\ 
W.\  Bro.  Henry  Robertson  in  his  usual  first-class  style.  Asa 
writer  Bro.  Robertson  is  without  a  superior.  We  could  wish, 
however,  that  he  had  given  himself  "freer  vim"  in  making  com- 
ments. All  the  same,  his  selections  of  others'  thoughts  are 
choice. 

Alabama  1901,  is  accorded  fraternal  notice.  The  reviewer 
does  us  the  honor  to  reproduce  bodily  the  conclusion  of  our  last 
report. 

He  will  please  understand  that  bis  copying  of  those  remarks 
is  esteemed  a  high  compliment,  for  which  we  make  our  pro- 
foundest  bow.

The  initial  page  of  this  volume  is  graced  with  a  portrait  of 
Grand  Master  Elect,  Marshall  H.  Dean.  The  typographical 
execution  of  the  book  is  excellent. 

Eighteen  Past  Grand  Masters  attended  this  grand  Annual 
Communication.  Past  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Lecturer, 
Bro.  Ernest  LeNeve  Foster,  our  own  Representative,  and  the 
Representatives  of  forty  other  Grand  Jurisdiction  were  on  hand 
to  answer  roll  call. 

The  Grand  Master's  Annual  Address  proves  that  he  was  a 
faithful  watchman  on  the  walls  of  our  Mystic  Temple. 

He  had  laid  one  corner-stone,  made  ten  official  visitations, 
granted  dispensation  for  forming  one  new  Lodge,  constituted 
two  Lodges,  and  issued  quite  a  number  of  special  dispensations 
—only  three  of  which,  we  note  with  pleasure,  were  for  waiving 
time  in  conferring  degrees.  He  had  refused  several  dispensa- 
tions, among  which  we  note  are  to  sanction  an  appeal  to  the 
Constituent  Lodges  for  the  benefit  of  the  McEinley  Memorial 
Fund,  and  one  for  the  benefit  of  the  Masonic  Temple  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C. 

He  had  directed  the  Grand  Secretary  to  issue  a  warrant  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  for  ten  per  cent,  of  the  annual 
receipts  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  "went  for"  the  hilarious 
shrine?  in  a  manner  beautiful  to  behold. 

The  transformation  of  a  Masonic  temple  into  a  combination 
of  vaudeville  and  beer  garden,  amounts  to  gros3  soiling  of  the 
spotless  robes  of  Masonry,  and  should  be  denounced  in  un- 
measured terms.  But  let  Grand  Master  Kennedy  speak  for  him- 
self: 

"About  the  middle  of  February,  1902,  I  received  communica- 
tions from  brethren  in  the  city  of  Denver,  informing  me  that  on 
or  about  February  10,  1902,  a  so-called  "Lobster  Smoker"  had 
been  given  in  tbe  Masonic  Temple  at  Denver,  by  El  Jebel  Tem- 
ple, A.  A  O.  M.  S  ,  at  which  a  feature  of  entertainment  was 
the  dancing  of  women  in  short  skirts,  and  a  method  pursued  for 
raising  money  was  the  selling  of  beer  by  the  glass.  My  infor- 
mants farther  stated  that  the  reputation  and  good  name  of  our 
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Institution  had  suffered  by  reason  of  this  entertainment,  and 
enclosed  clippings  from  newspapers,  one  of  which  referred  to  it 
as  a  disgrace  to  Masonry." 

"Believing  that  a  silent  acquiescence  in  snch  acts  as  were 
alleged  to  have  been  committed  at  this  entertainment,  would 
canse great  injury  to  the  Craft,  and  that  strong  and  decisive 
action  should  be  taken  to  prevent  their  recurrence  in  the  future, 
I  did,  on  Feb.  il,  1902,  appoint  Past  Grand  Masters,  Roger  W. 
Woodbury,  Alphonse  A.  JBurnard  and  Ernest  LeNeve  Foster,  a 
commiesion  to  make  a  searching  investigation  into  this  so-called 
"Lobster  Smoker"  and  other  matters  touching  the  custom  of 
Shrine  meetings,  and  their  influence  upon  the  reputation  and 
good  name  of  Free  Masonry,  and  requested  the  Commsison  to 
report  to  me  its  findings  of  facts,  together  with  its  recommenda- 
tion of  remedial  action  should  such  be  found  necessary."  March 
31,  1902,  the  Commission  made  to  the  Grand  Master  a  some- 
what lengthly,  but  strong,  business  like  and  full  report,  at  the 
conclusion  of  which  the  Commission  recommended: 

"That  the  M.*.  W.*.  Grand  Lodge,  at  its  next  Annual  Grand 
Communication,  formally  and  publicly  announce  that  the 
Shrine  is  not  a  Masonic  body,  and  consider  the  advisability  of 
prohibiting  any  Master  Mason,  member  of  any  Subordinate 
Lodge  in  this  Jurisdiction,  from  thereafter  becoming  a  member 
of  the  Mystic  Shrine  until  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Lodge  shall  re- 
move the  ban  thus  placed  upon  it.  Such  enactment  will  be  un- 
derstood as  placing  the  Shrine  on  its  good  behavior  and  giving  it 
an  opportunity  to  redeem  itself,  which,  if  not  accepted  in  the 
spirit  in  which  offered;  will  then  be  subject  to  the  issuance  of 
an  order  requiring  all  Master  Masons  to  withdraw  forthwith 
therefrom." 

"The  Commission  further  recommends  that  the  M.\  W.'. 
Grand  Master  issue  a  letter  to  be  read  in  all  the  Lodges  of  this 
Jurisdiction,  such  a  letter  to  cite  each  part  of  this  report  as  he 
deems  desirable,  advising  all  Masons  not  members  of  the  Shrine, 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  commission  will  be  presented 
by  him  to  the  M.\  W. '.  Grand  Lodge  for  action,  and  advising 
them  to  withhold  all  applications  for  initiation  into  the  Shrine 
until  the  will  and  pleasure  of  the  M.\  W.a.  Grand  Lodge  shall 
be  promulgated." 

The  Grand  Master  did  issue  such  circular  letter,  fully  ac- 
quainting the  Lodges  with  the  results  of  the  search-light  inves- 
tigations of  said  Commission. 

The  Grand  Master's  five  decisions  reported  were  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  Jurisdiction.  We  pass  them  without  fur- 
ther comment,  save  to  say  that  No.  3,  "The  Masonic  Burial  Ser- 
vice should  be  rendered  over  the  remains  of  a  brother,*  only  at 
the  grave  or  receiving  vault,"  is  like  the  Alabama  rule,  except 
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that,  with  us,  it  is  mandatory  that  the  service,  if  performed  at 
all,  mast  be  performed  at  the  time  of  the  interment  of  the  de- 
ceased brother 

The  Grand  Master's  recommendations  were  of  local  interest, 
for  the  most  part.  We  note  that  he  recommends  "that  the 
number  who  can  receive  degrees  at  one  Communication,  or  in 
one  day,  be  limited  to  five." 

That  part  of  the  Address  which  related  to  the  Mystic  Shrine 
was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  for  consideration. 

Sept.  15,  1902,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  balance  on  hand — 
$15,771.11,  also  an  eight  per  cent,  interest  bearing  note  for  $2,- 
500.00. 

Grand  Secretary,  W.  D.  Todd,  is  a  painstaking,  efficient  of- 
ficer. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  instructive  address  from  the 

text, 

"Honor  and  fame  from  no  condition  rise 
Act  well  thy  part,  there  all  the  honor  lies." 

The  excellent  report  of  the  committee  on  Necrology,  in  parti- 
cular, embalmed  the  memory  of  the  late  R.  \  W.  .  Past  Grand 
Chaplain,  Bishop  John  F.  Spaulding  of  the  P.  E.  Church.  The 
committee  did  not  fail  to  commemorate  the  other  Fraternal 
Dead. 

From  report  of  the  Trustees  Benevolent  Fund  it  is  learned 
that  receipts,  Oct.  5,  1901  to  June  13,  1902,  were  in  the  earn  of 
$2,528.75.  $2,300.00  of  said  fund  put  out  in  loans,  had  yielded 
interest,  up  to  May  26, 1902,  in  the  sum  of  $45.25.  This  amount, 
less  expense  of  books  and  safe  deposit  box  1  year,  held  balance 
of  $37.75  to  credit  of  the  fund. 

Grand  Lecturer,  E.  Le  N.  Foster,  is  by  no  means  committed 
to  "flounces  and  furbelows"  in  conferring  degrees. — Listen! : 

"The  Grand  Lecturer  of  New  Mexico  so  well  expresses  my 
own  views  on  this  subject  that  I  will  quote  his  words: 

"It  is  my  belief  that  the  beauty  of  the  three  York  Rite  de- 
grees lies  in  their  simplicity.  I  believe  that  these  degrees  are 
conferred,  not  for  the  purpose  of  entertaining  those  who  have 
taken  them,  but  for  the  purpose  of  impressing  upon  the  mind  of 
the  candidate  certain  wise,  serious  and  solemn  truths.  In  order 
to  accomplish  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  that  those  conferring 
the  degrees  phould  be  inspired  with  the  true  idea  of  what  they 
are  doing;  this  inspiration  can  only  proceed  from  the  heart,  and 
if  the  inspiration  is  there,  robes  will  add  nothing  to  the  impres- 
siveness. "    We  concur. 
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On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  re- 
cognition was  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western  Austra- 
lia and  the  National  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt,  bat  recognition  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  was  deferred  under  donbt  as  to 
the  legitimacy  of  said  Grand  Body.  As  to  the  German  Grand 
Lodges,  the  Committee  was  not  sufficiently  informed  regarding 
their  status  and  conformity  to  the  regulations  of  our  Ancient 
Craft  to  make  recommendation.    Report  adopted 

The  Special  Committee  regarding  the  Mystic  Shrine,  recom- 
mended approval  of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  upon  receiv- 
ing complaints  about  the  Shrines,  but,  believing  that  the  circu- 
lar letters  of  the  Grand  Master  had  -had  the  desired  effect,  re- 
commended "that  no  further  action  regarding  the  matter  be 
taken  at  this  time."    Adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  was  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that  summons 
to  attend  trial,  may  be  served  by  mailing  in  unregistered  letters. 
The  Law  Committee  had  reported  favorably  thereon. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  approved  the  Grand  Master's 
five  decisions  also  his  dispensations.  In  furtherance  of  his  re- 
commendation that  a  limit  be  imposed  on  the  number  of  candi- 
dates to  take  degrees  in  one  day,  the  Committee  presented  the 
following  by-law : 

"No  Lodge  shall  confer  degrees  on  more  than  five  candidates 
in  any  one  day.  "—Entire  report  adopted. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Br o.  Lawrence  N.  Greenleaf  submitted 
the  report  on  Correspondence  in  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of 
fifty-five  Grand  Lodges,  covering  162  pages 

That  Brother  Greenleaf 's  review  is  truly  first-class,  goes  with- 
out saying.  There  is  so  much  in  it  which  we  would  like  to  re- 
produce, that  it's  hard  to  make  a  selection.  'And,  too,  space  to 
spare  is  scant  indeed. 

^Alabama,    1901,  is   generously  given   a  little  over  four  pages. 
Brother  Greenleaf  says: 

"The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunningham  pre- 
sents a  concise  record  of  his  official  acts,  with  comments  upon 
the  state  of  the  Craft  and  recommendations  which  in  his  opin- 
ion should  receive  careful  consideration. " 

He  refers  to  the  Grand'  Master's  "eloquent  memorial  tributes 
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to  our  beloved,  deceased  Brethred — Armstrong,  Pettus  and 
Brundridge — adopted  by  the  Committee  on  Memorials  as  the 
expression  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Alluding   to  the   Grand  Master's  views  respecting   physical 
qualifications,  he  says: 

'His  views  on  physical  qualifications  are  those  of  the  liberal 
school,  where  sentiment  is  allowed  to  sway  the  judgment. 
There  is  still  a  pretty  lar*  e  contingent  of  able-bodied  material 
available  in  this  fair  land  without  going  into  the  highways  and 
by-ways  for  those  who,  from  a  symbolic  view,  are  undesirable 
however,  worthy  they  may  be  in  other  respects. " 

His  complimentary  remarks  concerning  the  Alabama  report 
on  Correspondence  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  writer,  who 
sincerely  thanks  him  therefor. 

By  the  way,  in  our  Masonic  Creed,  as  to  "dependent  member- 
ship," the  p.  d.  put  in  an  a  "not"  whereas  he  should  not  have 
done  so. 

Brother  Greenleaf  fully  concides  with  the  following  under 
California: 

"8.  A  candidate  is  not  disqualified  to  receive  second  and 
third  degrees  by  reason  of  an  accident  occurring  subsequent  to 
his  initiation  whereby  his  fingers  are  stiffened  and  the  thumb  of 
his  right  hand  is  destroyed." — We  concur, 

He  puts  his  side  of  the  question  as  to  p.  q.  strongly  under 
Manitoba.  We  fail  to  concur.  He  is  in  accord  with  Brother 
Cunningham  of  Ohio  and  Brother  Hughan  of  England,  on  the 
subject  of  "the  unjust  and  unwarranted  emasculation  of  the  E. 
A.  Degree  in  the  United  States  through  the  action  of  the  Balti- 
more Convention  about  half  a  century  since" 

His  conclusion  is  worthy  of  attentive  consideration.  It  is  onr 
purpose  to  borrow  his  poem  entitled 

"Jerry  Jackson  Jascn, 
Only  a  Master  Mason." 

For  onr  own  conclusion.     Its  lesson  is  worth  more  than  a  whole 
volume  of  discussions  of  disputed  questions.

Several  portraits  adorn  this  handsome  volume  of  Proceedings. 

When  Grand  Lodge  was  opened,  fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters 
were  found  to  be  present,  as  well  as  Representatives  of  thirty- 
two  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

The  address  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  showed  that  his 
administration  of  the  affairs  of  Grand  Lodge  had  been  zealous, 
vigilant,  enlightened.  His  twenty-eight  visitations,  pleasant  to 
remember,  were  no  doubt  productive  of  good  results.  If  Grand 
Masters  everywhere  will  thus  place  themselves  in  close  touch 
with  the  SubDrninate  Lodges,  great  good  must  accrue  therefrom. 

He  said: 

"I  am  in  receipt  of  very  complete  returns  from  all  of  the  Dis- 
trict Deputies,  and  these  reports  show  earnest  work  and  great 
enthusiasm  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.0 

He  thinks  much  of  the  prevailing  prosperity  and  harmony  due 
to  the  efforts  of  those  faithful  officers.  And  he  makes  short  ex- 
tracts from  their  several  reports,' evincing  a  healthy  condition  of 
the  Craft  in  Connecticut. 

Thirty-two  special  dispensations  had  been  granted — nine  of 
these  to  waive  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

The  Grand  Master  carried  home  from  Philadelphia  very  pleas- 
ant recollections  of  the  Sesqui  Centennial  Anniversary  of  the 
Initiation  of  Bro.  George  Washington. 

He  spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  the  Masonic  Home,  and  urged 
the  creation  of  a  permanent  fund  of  $250,000,  the  interest  of 
which  should  be  devoted  ro  the  maintenance  of  the  Home.  For 
the  furtherance  of  the  same  he  recommended  that  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  by  the  incoming  Grand  Master,  to  provide 
ways  and  means  for  its  start,  and  he  further  recommended  to 
the  Master  or  each  Lodge  that  he  make  special  effort  to  aid  said 
committee. 
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The  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  a  detailed  report  of  his  visi- 
tations. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  had,  January  21,  1903,  a  balance  in  the 
sum  of  $6,276.47. 

The  report  of  th9  Grand  Secretary  is,  as  ever,  careful,  pains- 
taking. We  note  therein  that  the  Lodge  having  the  largest 
membership  is  No.  1.  744  members,  and  the  Lodge  having  the 
smallest  number  is  No.  74,  with  30  members.  Average  mem- 
bership of  the  110  Lodges  168. 

On  recommendation  of  Committee  on  Finance  it  was  resolved 
to  require  a  per  capita  assessment  of  $1.  Exempts  members  in 
good  standing  for  30  years  past.  And  it  was  further  resolved 
that  twe:  ty-five  per  cent,  of  amount  received  beused  to  defray 
expenses  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  seventy-five  per  cent,  thereof  be 
appropriated  to  the  Masonic  Charity  Foundation  Fund  of  Con  • 
necticut. 

Committee  on  Grievances  reported,  "No  business."  Accepted. 

The  appeal  of  the  "World's  Fraternal  Building  Association,'* 
at  St.  Louis,  was  laid  on  the  table. 

Fitting  report  was  made  by  Committee  on  Memorials. 

The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Masonic  Charity 
Foundation  of  Connecticut,  and  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
pome,  including  Treasurer's  report,  are  very  interesting.  We 
note  that  for  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  72  in  number,  the  per 
capita  cost  of  maintenance,  per  diem,  was  about  42  cents. 

The  Home  is  well  conducted  on  business  principles,  and  is  a 
source  of  just  pride  to  the  Masons  of  Connecticut. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.\  W.\  John  H.  Barlow,  Grand  Secretary  and  Chairman  of 
the  Correspondence  Committee,  again  presents  us  with  one  of 
his  admirable,  reports,  reviewing  the  Proceedings  of  47  domestic 
and  18  foreign  Grand  Lodges.  Calm,  dispassionate,  he  treats 
everybody  and  everything  with  absolute  fairness. 

His  review  of  Alabama  is  of  the  administration  (2d  year)  of 
Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunningham,  of  whose  address  he 
says : 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  a  plain  business  paper, 
without  any  frills." 

He  quotes  M.  \  W.\  Brother  Cunningham  largely  on  the  sab- 
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ject  of  a  Masonic  Home,  also  copies  what  our  Grand  Master  said 
in  regard  to  the  O.  E.  S.,  and  concerning  physical  qualifications 
of  candidates. 

He  kindly  refers  to  the  writer,  giving,  very  generously,  to  our 
report- 1902  about  two  pages  of  his  valuable  space.  He  says 
of  us: 

"He  very  justly  contends  that  dues  should  not  accrue  during 
suspension." 

He  thus  answers  our  question,  "When  will  this  question  of 
jurisdiction  over  rejected  material  be  settled?    Ever?"  : 

"We  answer,  *  hen  Grand  Lodges  respect  the  regulations  of 
Sister  Jurisdictions  in  this  respect . " 

He  is  "in  full  agreement  with  him"  (us). 

He  disagrees  with  us  as  to  exclusive  Masonic  use  of  Masonic 
Halls — says  it  is  all  right  in  theory,  but  not  practicable  in  small 
and  sparsely  populated  districts — too  expensive. 

He  agrees  with  us  that  representatives  of  Lodges  should  at- 
tend strictly  to  the  business  of  Grand  Lodge,  instead  of  plesure 
seeking  during  the  session. 

Copying  our  remark,  under  Missouri,  that  the  Grand  Lodge, 
having  reversed  the  decision  of  a  Lodge  expelling  a  brother,  and 
having  set  the  penalty  at  three  years'  suspension  in  his  case,  de- 
clared him  restored  to  full  membership  in  said  Lodge  at  the  expi- 
ration of  said  period,  said  Grand  Lodge  decision  was,  by  our 
judgment,  in  error,  Bro.  Barlow  says: 

"We  think  Brother  Titcomb  fails  to  notice  that  this  is  an  ap- 
peal from  the  sentence  of  the  Lodge,  not  a  petition  for  restora- 
tion. In  the  latter  case  the  Grand  Lodge  could  only  restore  him 
to  the  right 8  and  privileges  of  Masonry.  But  in  the  case  of  an 
appeal  it  is  the  same  as  if  the  Lodge  had  made  that  penalty.  We 
think  the  decision  was  correct." 

Not  at  all,  dear  Brother,  but  in  our  opinion  it  is  not  in  the 
power  of  Grand  Lodge  to  restore  the  offender  to  membership  in 
spite  of  the  opposition  of  the  Lodge  to  said  restoration .  And 
we  think  the  correct  position  is  expressed  in  Rule  19,  Art.  VII, 
Constitution  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala.: 

"Rule  19.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  reverse  the  decision  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  whereby  a  brother  is  suspended  or  expelled, 
but  such  reversal  shall  in  no  case  restore  the  accused  to  member- 
ship in  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled, 
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without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present  at  a 
regular  communication." 

A  Masonic  Lodge  being  a  voluntary  association,  compulsory 
acceptance  of  a  member  will,  in  all  probability,  disintegrate  the 
Lodge. 

Brother  Barlow,  again,  says: 

"There  are  two  points  in  which  we  disagree  with  Brother 
Titcomb.  We  believe  in  dependent  membership  and  in  per- 
petual jurisdiction.    Upon  the  other  points  we  are  with  him." 

Our  Brother  will  please  notice  that  in  our  statement  of  belief 
as  to  dependent  membership,  the  word  "not"  should  not  have  ap- 
peared in  the  Alabama  Proceedings — a  misprint.  Hence  we  are 
glad  to  know  that  there  is  only  one  point  of  divergence  between 
our  expressed  beliefs  and  those  of  so  competent  a  judge  of  Masonic 
law  and  usage  as  is  our  distinguished  Brother  of  Connecticut. 

Under  Illinois  he  says  of  Bro.  Robbins: 

"He  does  not  approve  of  the  actions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Alabama  in  its  endorsement  of  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star. 
We  see  nothing  objectionable  about  it,  While  it  does  not  claim 
to  be  Masonic,  it  is  a  helpful  auxiliary  in  the  Masonic  work,  es- 
pecially its  benevolent  features." 

Under  Indiana  he  quotes  Brother  Daniel  McDonald,  who  had 
commented  on  us  as  follows: 

"In  reviewing  our  report  Brother  Titcomb  farther  says:  'Under 
Nebraska,  we  feel  constrained  to  disagree  with  him  as  to  trial  of 
a  susp  nded  Mason.  Suppose  such  a  suspended  Mason  is  charged 
with  a  he inous  crime,  cannot  the  Lodge,  within  whose  jurisdic- 
tion he  resides,  try  him.  and  if  he  is  found  guilty,  inflict  upon 
him  the  highest  penalty  known  to  Masonry?'  Then  Bro.  Mc- 
Donald added: 

"We  think  not.  Our  arrangements  are  such  that  we  are  pro- 
hibited from  conversing  masonically  with  a  'suspended  or  ex- 
pelled Mason.'  If  the  suspended  brother  is  guilty  of  a  'heinous 
crime,  he  must  be  tried  before  the  Lodge  preferring  the  charges. 
Will  our  good  brother  tell  us  how  the  members  of  the  Lodge 
can  sit  in  their  lodge-room  when  there  is  present  a  "suspended 
Mason"  and  one  with  whom  it  would  be  necessary,  under  such 
circumstances,  to  converse  masonically?" 

(We  think  we  have  elsewhere  answered  Brother  McDonald.) 
Whereupon  Brother  Barlow  subjoins: 

"We  beg  leave  to  differ  especially  as  to  the  reasons  given.  Con- 
versing niasonically  means  upon  the  secrets  of  Masonry,  which 
would  in  such  case  be  wholly  unnecessary,  and  the  Lodge  where 
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he  resides  has  jurisdiction  over  him  in  case  of  un masonic  con- 
duct. " 

Brother  Barlow's  support  is  greatly  appreciated. 
Under  Ohio  he  quotes  Brother  Cunningham's  agreement  with 
ns  as  to  the  apron,  but  adds: 

"We  are  inclined  to  think  that  it  would  be  in  accordance  with 
the  custom  of  most  Jurisdictions  if  the  F.  C.  and  M.  M.  were 
transposed,  we  mean  the  instructions  on  that  point. 

We  leave  Brother  Barlow's  report  with  reluctance.

The  initial  page  of  this  volume  (which  by  the  way  is  a  first- 
class  piece  of  typographical  execution)  is  embellished  with  a 
portrait  of  Grand  Master,  G.  M.  Jones. 

Alabama's  Foreign  Minister  did  not  put  in  an  appearance 
among  the  twenty-eight  Grand  Representatives  reported  pres- 
ent. Eight  Past  Grand  Masters  were  on  hand  to  lend  dignity  to 
the  assemblage. 

Some  eight  or  ten  (to  be  exact — nine)  distinguished  visitors 
from  other  jurisdictions  were  formally  received  and  cordially 
welcomed  by  Grand  Master  Jones  and  the  Grand  Lodge. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  informed  the  Grand  Body 
that  not  a  single  lodge  had  ceased  to  work  during  the  last  ten 
years,  and  while  no  new  lodges  had  been  initiated,  a  net  increase 
in  membership  to  the  extent  of  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent, 
had  been  made. 

In  his  visitations  he  had  found  all  the  treasuries  in  excellent 
condition. 

From  his  concluding  remarks  we  extract  the  following  as  of 
general  interest: 

"In  examining  into  the  financial  condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
and  its  resources  I  note  with  great  pleasure  the  present  condit- 
ion of  the  Grand  Reserve  and  Grand  Charity  Funds,  the  former 
of  which,  on  January  1,  1902,  containing  over  $2,100.00,  and  the 
latter  over  $1,700.00,  both  of  which  have  increased  materially  in 
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the  last  ten  years.    These  "Rainy  Day"  savings  are  a   credit    to 
frugality  and  a  guarantee  against    some    unexpected    demand. 
When  we  hear  of  the  magnificent  sums  set  aside  or  donated    for 
charity  and  Masonic  work  by  sister  jurisdictions,  or  some  mem- 
ber thereof,  it  makes  ns  proud  of  the  good  oar  noble   order    is 
doing  in  the  large  and  populous  places  of  our  land,   and    might 
cause  us  to  be  envions  of  their  ability  and  generosity,  bat  when 
we  realize  that  we,  out  of  our  small  receipts,  have  succeeded   in 
accumulating  such  a  nucleus  to  what  I  hope  may,  in  the  not  dis- 
tant future,  develop  into  something  of  which  all  Masons  in    the 
Jurisdiction  can  be  proud,  we  are  satisfied  to  go  on  in  our  small 
way.     Let  us  continue  this  good  beginning,  and  year  by  year  add 
to  these  funds,  so  that  they  may  the  sooner  be  large  enough  to 
materially  help  in  accomplishing  some  large  undertaking,  which 
will,  at  the  proper  time  suggest  itself." 

We  especially  commend  the  genial  and  capable  Grand  Secre- 
tary for  valuable  assistance  received  at  his  hands. — But  one  de- 
cision was  reported.  It  was  adverse  to  a  petition  for  the  degrees 
by  an  applicant  minus  parts  of  the  1st  and  2nd  right  hand  fing- 
ers. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  held,  Oct.  2,  1902,  a  balance  in  the  earn 
of  $1,553.89. 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  Brother, 
the  Rev.  Lewis  M.  Jackson,  P.  D.  G.  M.,  Chairman,  was  accept- 
ed and  ordered  printed  in  the  proceedings. 

Committee  on  Grand  Charity  Fond  reported  balance  on  hand, 
$1,702.72,— Adopted, 

Committee  on  Reserve  Fund  reported  total  fund  Dec.  SI, •  1901, 
as  $2,118.16.— Adopted. 

Jurisprudence  Committee  approved  the  Grand  Master's  decis- 
ion that  applicant,  who  had  lost  parts  of  the  first  and  second 
fingers  of  his  right  hand,  was  ineligible  for  the  degrees.  Report 
adopted. 

This  review  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Dela- 
ware is  rather  meager,  but  it  may  be  confidently  relied  on  that 
our  Delaware  Brothers  will  always  conduct  themselves  wit  h 
propriety,  dignity  and  a  true  Masonic  spirit. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  correspondence  from  the  facile  pen  of  R.  \  W.\ 
Brother,  the  Rev.  Leiws  M.  Jackson  is  the  work  of  a  master  in 
Masonry.  Within  the  compass  of  117  pages  he  presents  a  com- 
pendium of  all  important  transactions  in  the   several    Jurisdio- 
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tions  reviewed,  together  with  occasional  terse  comments  there- 
on. As  has  been  before  intimated,  Bro.  Jackson  possesses  the 
desirable  faculty  of  employing  just  words  enough  to  carry  his 
meaning— no  more,  no  less—.  Without  breaking  the  Tenth 
Commandment,  we  would  wish  that  we  were  endowed  with  that 
same  faculty. 

Alabama — 1901  is  accorded  about  three  pages  of  fraternal  and 
most  courteous  notice.  Of  Grand  Master  R.  M.  Cunningham's 
address  the  reviewer  says: 

"  The  Grand  Master's  address  gives  an  interesting  account  of 
the  transactions  of  the  year." 

Extracting  our  Grand  Master's  remarks  on  the  subject  of 
1  *  physical  qualifications  for  Masons",  Brother  Jackson  com- 
ments upon  the  same  as  follows : 

"We  can  appreciate  the  sentiments  expressed  by  our  brother, 
but  must  still  insist  that  the  integrity  of  Masonry  even  as  a 
speculative  institution,  demands  adhesion  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  its  first  formation  if  we  are  to  transmit  unimpaired 
its  sublime  symbolism  which  includes  the  entire  man.  We  are 
not  an  absolute  perfectionist,  but  we  cannot  regard  with  appro- 
val departures  from  the  rule  requiring  conformity  to  the  time- 
honored  rites  and  ceremonies,  and  ability  to  receive  and  impart 
physically  to  others  the  means  of  recognition  as  Masons." 

*■  There  is  great  diversity  of  opinion  and  practice,  from  the 
perfection  doctrine  to  the  most  glaring  defects  of  physical  qual- 
ification, even  to  the  permission  of  artificial  limbs.  The  opinion 
and  practice  in  Delaware  is  in  accord  with  the  following  regul- 
ation. " 

"  That  men  made  Masons  must  be  free  born,  of  mature  age, 
and  of  good  report,  hale  and  sound,  not  deformed  at  the  time  of 
their  making,  and  having  full  and  proper  use  of  their  limbs,  so 
that  they  may  be  capable  of  receiving  and  communicating  the 
art  of  Masonry." 

He  quotes,  without  comment,  however,  several  of  our  Grand 
Master's  decisions. 
Our  good  Brother  also  says  : 

"We  are  so  well  pleased  with  the  conclusion  of  Bro.  Cunning- 
ham's interesting  address  that  we  venture  to  transcribe  it  for 
the  benefit  of  our  readers,  even  at  the  risk  of  lengthening  our 
review. " 

Then  he  reproduces  said  "conclusion". 

Brother  Jackson  throws  to  the  writer  a  bouquet  so  handsome 
that  we  fain  must  let  our  Alabama  readers  see  it: 
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"  Bro.  Wm.  Y.  Titcomb,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, presented  for  the  fourth  time  the  results  of  his 
labors,  a  most  complete  and  unexcelled  review  of  fifty-eight 
Grand  Lodges, — Delaware  for  1900  am  on?  the  number."  *  * 
"Of  our  Correspondence  report,  covering  seventy-two  pages* 
reviewing  t  ixty  Grand  Lodges,  he  does  us  the  honor  to  say:  •  In 
this  summary  there  is  more  food  for  thought  than  is  sometimes 
found  in  a  volume  thrice  as  bulky'." 

"In  closing  his  review  he  beautifully  says:  'The  light  of 
true  Free  Masonry  illumined  the  dark  recesses  of  sin  and  misery 
with  its  healthful  rays,  and  returns  without  spot  or  blemish'." 

Unconscious  of  deserving  such  praise  from  so  high  a  source, 
we,  nevertheless  gratefully  appreciate  this  commendation  from 
our  Brother  of  Delaware,  and  trust  it  will  spur  us  on  to  greater 
efforts  to  merit  the  same.

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA— 92nd  Annual— Washington— 

December  1902, 

M.\  W. '.  Malcolm  Seaton,  Grand  Master. 

No.  of  Lodges  26 Members  6,711— net  gain  454. 

On  its  initial  page  this  handsome  volume  of  proceedings  bears 
a  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Seaton. 

March  31,  1902,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  exemplifying  the  work.  This  was  done  in  a  prompt, 
intelligent,  and  efficient  manner. 

The  Semi-Annual  was  held  May  14,  1902.  The  Grand  Master 
was  absent  on  account  of  sickness. 

A  letter  of  regret  at  his  enforced  absence  was  received  from 
Grand  Master  Seaton.  That  letter  breathed  the  true  Masonic 
spirit,  also  expressed  its  writer's  unbounded  confidence  in  the 
fidelity,  zeal,  and  capability  of  R.\  W.  \  George  H.  Walker,  D. 
G.  M.,  who  as  Acting  Grand  Master,  presided  over  the  deliber- 
ations of  this  Semi-Annual  Communication.  At  this  meeting 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
following: 

"Resolved,  That  theR.\  W.v  Grand  Secretary  notify  all 
Grand  Lodges  with  which  this  Grand  Lodge  is  in  fraternal  re- 
lations  that  there  are  in  the  District  of  Columbia  several  Lodges 
composed  of  persons  of  African  descent  claiming  to  be  Masonio 
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and  that  these  several  Lodges  have  formed  a  Grand  Lodge;  that 
these  Lodges  are  all  clandestine  and  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
formed  by  them  is  also  clandestine;  and,  further,  that  there  are 
no  persons  of  Afiican  descent  members,  at  this  time,  of  any  of 
the  constituent  Lodges  of  oar  Grand  Lodge."  And  the  resolu- 
tion was  adopted. 

Contributions  to  the  fund  for  the  Singleton  Monument  had 
reached  the  sum  of  $1,447.00,  leaving  a  small  amount  to  be  rais- 
ed to  make  up  the  contract  price — $1,500.00;  so  Grand  Lodge  ap- 
propriated $100.00  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  necessary  to 
complete  said  sum,  and  meet  a  few  incidental  expenses  connect- 
ed with  the  Committee's  work 

The  "Card  Registration  System"  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Revision  of  the  Constitution  asked  and  receiv- 
ed further  time,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Committee  re- 
port at  a  Special  Communication  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  said  report,  and  that  proofs  of  the  proposed  revision 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  prior  to 
consideration  of  the  report.  The  committee  was  empowered 
and  authorized  to  meet  necessary  expense  under  these  direc- 
tions. 

Grand  Master  Malcolm  Sea  ton,  we  are  glad  to  see,  was  in  his 
seat,  to  preside  over  the  Annual  Communication,  on  Dec.  3, 
1902.  There  were  eleven  Past  Grand  Masters  present,  as  well 
as  thirty-seven  Grand  Representatives,  Bro.  Frances  J.  Wood- 
man, for  Alabama,  included. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  evinces,  on  his  part,  'close 
watchfulness  of  the  Grand  Lodge's  interests,  and  firmness  of 
purpose  in  carrying  out  the  law,  at  the  same  time,  thoughtful 
consideration  of  the  claims  of  all  parties  interested  in  his  official 
acts.  Coupled  with  a  determination  to  require  strict  conform- 
ity to  the  Constitution,  is  a  dignified  forbearance  as  well  as  nev- 
er failing  courtesy  of  bearing.  This  is  conspicuous  in  all  his 
utterances  and  all  his  correspondence,  whether  jjran ting  or  de- 
nying requests. 

We  cannot  criticise  his  decisions,  as  they  seem  to  be  good 
law.  It  should  be  stated,  however,  that  the  Committee  on 
Jurisprudence  approved  all  these  decisions  save  one,  which  was 
doubtless,  founded  upon  a  misapprehension  as  to  the  existence 
of  a  reciprocity  resolution  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Virginia.  The  Grand  Master  unaware  that  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Virginia  had  adopted  such  resolution,  decided  that  the  recep- 
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tion  of  two  petitions,  from  the  Virginia  border  by  a  certain 
Lod)ge,  was  irregular,  and  that  said  petitions  mast  be  returned 
tc  the  petitioners;  that  they  could  not  be  acted  upon  until  waiv- 
er of  Jurisdiction  had  been  asked,  and  granted. 

The  Committee's  report  was  adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  Committee  all  his  dispensa- 
tions and  those  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  while  Acting 
Grand  Master,  were  approved. 

Among  those  dispensations  we  note  that  fourteen  were  for 
waiving  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

Referring  to  the  Masonic  Fair  and  Exposition  the  Grand 
Master  said: 

"The  fair  was  a  success  bsth  artistically  and  financially,  and 
reflected  the  greatest  credit  upon  the  brethren  who  had  the  mat- 
ter in  charge,  and  who  so  ably  and  conscientiously  conducted  it 
to  a  final  and  successful  termination." 

"The  following  statement  of  salient  statistics,  furnished  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  will  prove  interesting:  " 

"Attendance,  111,076;  number  of  Lodges  participating,  16; 
amount  earned  by  the  several  bodies,  $36,022.00;  earned  by  the 
executive  committee,  $19,426.00;  total  earnings,  $55,518.00. 

"The  profits  realized  by  the  executive  committee  which  will 
be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  bodies  participating,  will  augment 
the  stock  to  be  issued  to  their  credit  bv  54  per  cent.  The  exe- 
cutive committee  has  paid  over  to  the  Masonic  Temple  Associa- 
tion trfie  sum  of  $45,000.00,  thus  enabling  the  Association  to  pay 
for  the  site  of  the  proposed  temple  in  full,  and  have  $10,000.00  at 
interest  pending  final  settlement  of  their  accounts." 

Our  Brethren  of  "The  District"  are  to  be  heartily  congratu- 
lated on  their  bright  prospects. 

The  Singleton  Monument  has  been  completed,  and  erected  in 
Oakhill  Cemetery,  and  only  awaits  unveiling  with  suitable  ob- 
servances. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master's  report  was  full  and  complete. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  had  made  104  visits  to  the  Lodges,  and 
had  held  20  schools  of  Instruction. 

The  Library  Committee,  at  the    Installation  Communication, 
reported  the  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  library  as  8,569. 
The  Librarian  had   given  out,  during   the  year,  4,438   volumes. 
Many  books  were  becoming  very  much    worn,  and  many  were 
in  such  bad  condition  that  the  Committee  had  found  it  neoi 
ary  to  bave  them  rebound. 
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So  the  library  is  more  for  use  than  for  mere  ornament.  All 
the  same,  good  books  are  too  valuable  to  be  misused,  and  read- 
ers should  handle  them  with  greater  care. 

A  communication  received  from  the  O.  E.  S.  requesting  Grand 
Lodge  tcttake  an  active  part  in  a  Fair  to  be  held  next  October, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  building  fund  of  the  "Eastern  Star  Home", 
having  been  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  was  reported  upon 
adversely.  The  Committee,  while  applauding  the  noble  efforts 
of  the  O.  E.  S.  women,  and  hoping  the  fair  would  be  a  grand 
success,  said: 

"Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  Grand  Lodge, 
owing  to  its  position  as  the  ruling  Masonic  body  in  the  District, 
cannot  consistently  take  an  active  part  in  this  enterprise,  or  be 
participants  officially  in  any  matter  of  like  nature,  unless  the 
same  be  under  its  immediate  control  and  direction." 

A  wise  conclusion,  it  appears  to  us.  The  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  concurred  in. 

Retiring  Grand  Master,  Malcolm  Sea  ton,  was  presented  with 
a  Past  Grand  Master's  Jewel. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  of  Foreign  Correspondence  is  the  first-class  work 
of  Past  Grand  Master  G.  W.  Baird,  who  reviews  in  excellent 
style  all  the  volumes  of  proceedings  which  have  come  to  hand. 
This  report  is  worthy  of  extended  notice;  however,  we  can  only 
refer  to  his  paper  on  Alabama- 1901.    He  says, 

"The  report  from  the  Grand  Lodsre  of  Alabama  for  1901  is  a 
handsomely  gotten  up  volume  of  487  pages,  enriched  by  a  por- 
trait of  that  Masonic  giant.  Henry  Clay  Armstrong;  a  handsome 
and  striking  face;  one  which  Angelo  would  have  gloried  in,  for 
though  it  resembles  his  greatest  sculpture,  it  surpasses  it  in 
beauty,  expression,  grandeur  and  intelligence.  When  the  great 
sculptor  bad  completed  this,  his  greatest  statue,  he  struck  the 
marble,  upon  the  knee  with  his  gavel  and  demanded  that  it 
speak." 

Referring  to  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  of  the  Jewish 
Temple  in  Montgomery,  Brother  Baird  says: 

"We  wish,  for  cogent  reasons,  that  the  record  of  what  went 
into  the  stone  were  printed." 

If  asking  it  is  not  presumption  on  our  part,  will  you,  Brother 
please  give  us  one  or  two  of  those  "cogent  reasons*  ? 
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Of  Grand  Master  R.  M.  Cunningham's  address,  he  says: 

"The  Grand  Master's  address  covers  his  year's  work  admira- 
bly, in  good  English  and  in  good,  sound  sense." 

For  his  exceedingly  complimentary  notice  of  the  writer's   re- 
port on  Correspondence,  he  will  please  accept  our  hearty  thanks. 
Again  he  says: 

"We  thank  Brother  T.  for  his  (free  ad?)  pun  on  our  'conden- 
ser    It  is  still  manufactured." 

To  Brother  Baird's  parenthetical  interrogatory  we  with  alacri- 
ty answer:    No  charge.

ENGLAND— Annual   Grand    Festival— London,    April 

30,  1902. 

M.\  W.\  The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  Amherst,  Pro  Grand  Master 
on  the  throne. 

The  record  of  proceedings  on  the  occasion  in  question,  merely 
discloses  the  fact  that  the  Graud  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
were  proclaimed  as  such,  and  duly  invested  in  office,  and  salut- 
ed according  to  ancient  form.  An  "excellent  entertainment"  at 
Free  Mason's  Tavern,  closed  the  exercises  of  the  day. 

Accompanying  the  foregoing  are  proceedings  of  the  June  and 
September  Quarterlies,  1902. 

At  the  June  Quarterly,  the  action  of  the  M.  \  W.\  Grand 
Master  in  declaring  the  Italian  Lodge,  La  Sella  del  Sud,  recently 
established  at  Johannesburg,  South  Africa,  an  invader  of  juris- 
diction, was  unanimously  approved .  It  may  be  stated  that  the 
Grand  Lodges  of  Scotland,  Ireland  and  the  Netherlands,  also 
having  representatives  in  South  Africa,  concurred  in  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  as  to  that  matter. 

The  sum  of  $1,200.00  was  vc  ted  for  relief  of  sufferers  by  the 
"Disaster  in  the  West  Indies." 

The  Board  of  Benevolence  reported  relief  extended,  and  rec- 
ommendations of  relief  to  be  granted,  all  amounting  to  $14,- 
925.00.     The  same  was  confirmed  by  Grand  Lodge. 

A  resolution  designed  to  clearly  define  the  qualifications  of  a 
member  of  Lodge,  as  a  prerequisite  to  election  as  Worshipful 
Master,   elicited  some  discussion,    but  without  determination! 
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the  matter  being  left  in  the  hand  a  of  the  Bd.  of  Gen.  Purposes 
for  future  report  thereon. 

Two  cases  of  appeal  were  disposed  of.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
mention  them  with  particularity . 

For  the  first  three  months  of  1902  the  contributions  for  Benev- 
olence were  $28,606.31.  By  the  Grand  Treasurer's  statement, 
the  total  fund  of  Benevolence  for  the  quarter  was  $34y451.27. 

The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Warwick,  D .  G .  M.  presided  as 
Grand  Master  at  the  September  Quarterly. 

At  this  Communication  a  dutiful  and  loyal  address  to  His 
Majesty,  King  Edward  VII,  on  occasion  of  his  recovery  from 
sickness,  and  of  his  coronation,  was  unanimously  adopted,  all  the 
brethren  standing. 

At  the  request  of  His  Majesty,  a  contribution  was  made  to  the 
King's  Coronation  Gift  in  aid  of  the  London  hospitals.  This 
contribution  amounted  to  £2,600  and  more.  It  was  not  a  small 
one  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Grand  Lodge  had  previously  made 
two  contributions,  for  the  hospitals,  aggregating  $25,000.00.  The 
vote  for  this  gift  was  unanimous- 

During  this  Quarter,  as  per  report  of  the  Board  of  Benevo- 
lence, relief  had  been  extended,  and  recommendations  of  relief 
had  been  made  to  the  amount  of  $12,400.00,  all  of  which  was 
sanctioned  and  confirmed  by  Grand  Lodge, 

On  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes,  a  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  Board  in  1875,  to  the  effect  that  "hymns 
form  no  part  of  the  Masonic  Ritual,  and  the  singing  of  hymns  in 
a  Lodge  is  an  innovation  to  which  the  Board  of  General  Purposes 
strongly  objects,"  was  re- affirmed,  the  Board  expressing  the 
"opinion  that  certain  selections  respecting  which  complaint  had 
been  made  ought  not  to  be  used,  as  being  identified  with  an  ex- 
clusive form  of  religious  worship,  as  well  as  an  innovation  in  the 
Body  of  Masonry.11 

The  Board  announced  that  at  a  meeting  in  the  Library  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  presided  over  by  the  R.  \  W.\  Deputy  Grand  Mas- 
ter, "His  Excellency,  the  American  Ambassador,"  on  invitation 
of  the  presiding  officer,  "unveiled  a  portrait  of  General  Wash- 
ington, presented  to  Grand  Lodge  by  Brother  Henry  S.  Well- 
come, many  Present  and  Past  Grand  Officers,  as  well  as  Ameri- 
can Brethren  residing  in  England,  being  present." 

A  recognition  most  highly  appreciated  by  us  on  this  side  of  fee 
Atlantic. 
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A  vote  of  thanks  to  Brother  Wellcome  for  "his  very  beautiful 
and  handsome  present"  was  unanimously  carried. 

There  was  considerable  discussion,  pro  and  con,  of  the  an- 
nouncement, by  the  Bd.  of  Gen.  Purp.,  that  singing  of  hymns  in 
the  Ritualistic  Ceremonial  should  be  omitted.  The  matter  goes 
over,  in  the  shape  of  notice  of  motion,  to  next  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Registrar,  in  quite  a  lengthy  explanation  of  the  sit  - 
nation,  submitted  a  resolution  embodying  in  the  requirement, 
as  to  qualifications  for  election  to  office  of  W.  M.,  that  a  War- 
den's year  of  service  shall  begin  at  the  time  of  his  investiture 
as  Warden  and  end  at  the  succeeding  installation  meeting:  also 
that  the  Constitutions  provide  the  Grand  Master  with  opportu- 
nity for  granting  a  dispensation  in  such  case  as  that  of  a  brother 
elected  as  Warden,  but  unavoidably  absent  from  the  regular  in- 
stallation meeting.  After  quite  a  debate  on  the  question,  said 
resolution  was  adopted. 

Sept.  3, 1902,  the  Fund  of  Benevolence,  reported  by  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  footed  up  $30,324.00.  . ' 

Our  English  Brethren  furnish  a  shining  example  of  what 
regular,  systematic  contributions  for  charity,   may  accomplish. 

ENGLAND— Annual  Grand  Festival. 

On  Wednesday,  April  29,  1903,  this  Grand  Function  was  held 
in  Freemasons'  Hall,  London. 

Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  Amherst,  Pro  Grand  Master  on  the  Throne. 

One-hundred  forty-seven  Present  and  Past  Grand  Officers, 
with  the  addition  of  the  Grand  Stewards  for  the  year,  were 
present  on  this  occasion,  the  object  of  which  was  the  reading, 
confirming  and  proclaiming  the  election  of  Grand  Master,  and 
Grand  Treasurer,  and  the  announcement  of  the  names  of  the 
prrsons  placed  in  the  several  appointive  offices. 

After  the  close  of  Grand  Lodge,  "an  excellent  entertainment 
provided  by  the  Grand  Stewards"  was  partaken  of  in  '  Tree  Ma- 
son's Tavern."  The  unanimous  thanks  of  the  Grand  Lodge  were 
tendered  the  Board  of  Grand  Ste  *  arris  for  their  liberality. 

We  infer  that  said  Stewards  have  to  go  down  into  their  pock- 
ets to  furnish  this  feast  for  the  assembled  Brethren.  So  the 
collar  of  Grand  Steward  is  a  somewhat  expensive  ornamental 
badge., 
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ENGLAND— Quarterly  Communication— London— Junk, 

1908. 

M.\  W.\  The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  Amherst,  Pro  Grand  Master 
on  the  throne. 

According  to  previous  request  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  Pro 
Grand  Master  announced  that  he  had  addressed  a  letter  to  each 
of  the  editors  of  the  three  Masonic  papers  (in  regard  to  unau- 
thorized publication  of  Lodge  proceedings)  and  that  he  had  re- 
ceived a  satisfactory  reply  from  each  of  them,  promising 
hearty  co-operation  with  the  objects  the  Grand  Lodge  had  in 
view. 

The  Board  of  Benevolence  reported  for  the  mont  hs  of  March, 
April  and  May,  1903,  petitions  relieved,  to  the  amount  of  $3,475.00. 

Also  the  Board  recommended  grants  to  the  amount  of  $1,- 
375.00.    These  were  confirmed  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  contributions  of  Lodges,  to  the  Fund  of  Benevolence,  for 
the  first  qnarter  of  1903  amounted  to  the  large  sum  of  $31,834.25- 
The  long  list  of  contributors— giving  Lodge  name,  No.,  and 
amount  contributed,  covers  many  closely  printed  pages.  This 
list  is  not  spasmodic,  but  as  regular  as  the  recurrence  of  each 
Quarterly.  It  constitutes  an  imperishable  monument  to  British 
Masonry. 

At  the  communication  under  review,  stringent  rules  were 
adopted  for  the  stoppage  of  unauthorized  publication  of  Lodge 
proceedings. 

After  all  disbursements  the  Fund  of  General  Purposes  exhib- 
ited a  balance  of  $9,709.20. 

ENGLAND— Quarterly— London— March,   1903. 

M.\  W.\  The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  Amherst,  Pro.  Grand  Master. 

At  this  communication,  H.  R.  M.  the  Duke  of  Connaught  and 
Strathearn  by  acclamation  was  reelected  M.\  W.  \  Grand  Master 
for  the  ensuing  year;  also  Bro.  W.  Pen  ley  was  elected  Grand 
Treasurer  by  acclamation. 

The  Board  of  Benevolence  reported,  for  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber—1902,  January  and  February,  1903,  grants  of  charity  and 
recommendations  of  grants,  amounting  to  $17,250.00. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  embraced  several 
items  very  interesting  to  oor  English  brethren,  but  not  specially 
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bo  to  cur  readers  in  Alabama;  hence  we  do  not  transcribe  the 
same. 

After  all  grants  made,  the  balance  remaining  to  the  Fund  of 
Benevolence,  Dec.  31,  1902,  was  the  gum  of  $1,900.20.  Balance  to 
the  Fund  of  General  Parposes,  at  same  date,  was  the  nun  of 
$5,054  87.

M.\  W.\  James  Carnell.  Grand  Master. 

Portrait  as  fron  ^apiece,  M.\  W.  \  Bro.  Enos  Wasgate,  Grand 
Master  1876  1877. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  delegates  being  present, 
Grand  Lodge  was  duly  opened.    Ten  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
the  Representatives  of  forty-four  Grand  Lodges  graced  the  oc- 
casion by  means  of  their  attendance,    Past  Grand  Master,  Nor 
velle  R.  Carter  responding  for  Alabama. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"brethren,  you  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  general  pros-* 
pency  of  the  members  of  oar  Lodges,  but  above  all  for  the 
peace  and  harmony  which  prevails  throughout  the  Jurisdiction 
*  *  *  For  these  things,  let  us  be  truly  thankful,  let  us  not  be 
unmindful  of  the  watchful  care  and  loving  kindness  of  our  Su- 
preme Grand  Master  above.  May  we  all  fully  appreciate  the 
many  blessiogs  and  Divine  favors  vouchsafed  to  us  as  a  Craft, 
and  as  individuals  by  'Him  who  is  too  wise  to  err  and  too  mer- 
ciful to  be  unkind.'  May  the  glorious  achievements  of  the  past, 
the  many  opportunities  of  the  present,  and  the  grand  possibili- 
ties of  the  future  inspire  us  all  to  renewed  zeal  and  action." 

He  tenderly  remembered  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

He  had  issued  dispensations  for  the  formation  of  two  new 
Lodges.  A  third  petition  for  like  permission,  had  been  receiv- 
ed, but  the  Grand  Master  was  too  wise  and  cautious  to  grant  the 
same,  since  it  must  impair  the  usefulness  and  likely  tend  tow- 
ard the  dissolution  of  a  near-by,  existing  Lodge. 

Among  his  Special  dispensations  we  note  that  eighteen  of 
these  were  for  waiving  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

Grand  Master  Carnell  strongly  condemns  the  practice  of  solic- 
iting applications  for  initiation  into  our  Mysteries.  He  inti- 
mates that  "reductions  for  blocks  often",  and  rewards  for  secur- 
ing candidates,  have  no  place  in  Masonry— that  the  strength  of 
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our  fraternity,  its  present  standing,  and  promise  for  the  future, 
depend,  more  than  on  numbers,  upon  the  persoral  integrity  of 
its  members,  their  steady  attachment  to,  and  daily  practice  of 
these  "cardinal  virtues"  and  fundamental  principles"  upon 
which  it  is  founded. 

He  fully  recognizes  the  importance  of  preserving  the  secrecy 
of  the  ballot  sacred  and  inviolable;  at  the  same  time  "cannot  re- 
frain from  denouncing  in  most  vigorous  terms,  the  use  of  the 
black  ball  for  the  sole  purpose  of  venting  spleen  and  .carrying 
out  individual  revenge." 

To  the  subject  of  non-payment  of  dues  the  Grand  Master  de- 
votes aboat  nine  pages  of  his  address,  in  course  of  the  discussion 
citing  the  action,  thereon,  of  nine  sister  Jurisdictions.  He  re- 
gards •  the  suspension,  or  dropping  of  a  member,  without  a 
trial,  as  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  Masonry,  and  says  that  all 
authorities  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  agree  that  a  brother  can- 
not be  deprived  of  his  Masonic  rights  and  privileges  until  after 
regularly  preferred  charges,  timely  notice  and  due  trial.  He 
recommends  the  following  regulation  for  adoption: 

MIt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify  all  members 
who  are  in  arrears  for  one  years  dues,  at  the  beginning  of  any 
Masonic  year,  of  the  amount  due;  which  notice  can  be  served  at 
any  time  prior  to  July  1st  next  following,  Notice  may  be  per- 
sonal or  to  last  known  post  office  address.  Three  (3)  months  af- 
ter such  notice,  but  not  later  than  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
November,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Junior  Warden  to  prefer 
charges  against  all  Mich  delinquents  who  have  not  paid  the 
amount  due.  The  Secretary's  account  shall  be  sufficient  charge. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Worshipful  Master  to  designate  some 
subsequent  regular  meeting,  prior  to  December  27th  next  fol- 
lowing, for  the  hearing,  ten  (10)  days'  notice  of  which  shall  be 
given  to  all  delinquents.  The  investigation  to  be  a  simplified 
form  of  trial;  the  questions  to  be  determined  being,  does  the 
brother  owe  for  annual  dues?  And,  is  he  able  to  pay?  The 
Lodge  shall  decide  each  question  separately  and  by  a  majority 
vote." 

The  Grand*  Master  made  specific  reference  to  the  reports  of 
the  19  District  Deputies,  showing  for  the  most  part,  a  good  con- 
dition of  the  Craft. 

It  was  very  unfortunate  for  the  7th  District  that  its  Deputy 
was  unable  to  make  more  than  one  visit  outside  his  own  Lodge, 
for  he  ''reports  a  majority  of  the  members  in  his  district,  care- 
less, unconcerned,  and  appear  to  have  no  desire  to  improve 
themselves  in  Masonry." 
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Stir  up  those  dry  bones,  Brethren,  'till  they  fairly  rattle. — Our 
namesake  (surname)  in  the  12th  District  appears  not  to  let  the 
"grass  grow  under  his  feet.M    Enthusiasm  works  wonders. 

The  Grand  Master  paid  a  well  merited  tribute  to  the  worth  of 
Past  Grand  Master,  S.  B.  Wright,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

M.\  W.  *.  Brother  Carnell  warmly  espouses  the  cause  of   the 

Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  Brethren  and  of  our  aged  and 

infirm  Brethren. 

R.\  W.\  Brother  Webster  'fills  the  bill"  as  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  total   receipts,  from  all  source*,  were 

$11,954.19. 

After  all  expenditures  the  net  indebtedness  of  Grand  Lodge 
remains  nt  the  amount  of  $3,525.38. 

A  communication,  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  con- 
veying the  Tennessee  resolution  on  the  use  of  cipher  rituals  in 
Craft  Masonry  (elsewhere  recited  in  our  reports)  was  received 
and  the  Grand  Secretary  was  directed  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
the  same,  and  to  assure  said  Grand  Lodge  that  the  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Florida,  '  'has  ever  been  most  positive  and  em- 
phatic in  denouncing  and  prohibiting  the  use  of  any  cipher  rit- 
ual in  this  (its)   M Grand  Jurisdiction." 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence further  time  was  allowed  for  investigation  of  the  claim  to 
recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Argentina;  also 
recognition,  previously  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa 
Rica,  was  reaffirmed,  and  congratulations  tendered  to  said 
Grand  Lodge  on  its  success  during  the  past  two  years. 

On  the  morning  of  the  Third  Day,  the  consideration  of  the  re- 
port of  tho  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  and  Orphanage,  was 
the  speciul  order.  The  Report  was  a  carefully  prepared  and  ju- 
dicious one.  We  can  but  glance  at  one  point  therein,  which  in- 
timated that,  while  it  was  believed  that  the  time  was  fast  ap- 
proaching when  it  would  be  necessary  to  care  for  the  widows 
and  orphans,  the  committee  did  not  think  the  best  way  for  dis- 
pensing this  Masonic  Charity,  was  through  the  medium  of  a 
Home,  or  that  the  opportune  time  for  building  a  Home  had  ar- 
rived ;  nevertheless  in  furtherance  of  the  resolution  under  which 
the  Committee  was  appointed,  it  recommended  an  annual  assess- 
ment on  the  subordinate  Lodges,  of  50c  per  capita,  for  the  estab 
lishment  of  a  permanent  fund,  this  to  be  period icailv  increased 
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by  a  percentage  of  any  surplus  in  the  treasury,  and  to  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  Trustees,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  provide  for 
its  suitable  investment,  the  interest  accruing  therefrom  to 
be  put  in  a  Charity  fund,  from  which  necessary  appropriations 
for  the  needy  widows  and  orphans  or  aged  and  infirm  Masons 
could  be  made. 

After  a  full  discussion  of  the  subject  and  consideration  of  sev- 
eral resolutions  offered,  Grand  Lodge  adopted certa  n  resolutions 
olfered  by  one  of  the  Committee.  One  of  the  resolutions  adopt- 
ed—indeed, the  main  point  of  all,  was  that  inaugurating  an  an- 
nual per  capita  assessment  of  fifty  cents.  A  percentage  of  any 
surplus  funds  in  the  treasury,  as  well  as  of  receipts  through 
rentals  of  Temple  apartments  is  to  be  added  at  stated  periods. 

When  this  fund  has  sufficiently  grown  to  warrant  the  build- 
ing of  a  Home,  its  corner-stone  will  be  laid.  We  congratulate 
our  Florida  Brethren  on  this  important  move  they  have  made. 
They  are  wise  in  making  haste  slowly,  but  surely, 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  recommended  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Uniform  Code  of  By-Laws,  which  substantially 
agrees  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Grand  Master  in  re- 
spect of  treatment  of  members  delinquent  as  to  payment  of 
dues. 

The  able  report  of  this  Committee  was  adopted  in  its  entirety. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

No  better  guaranty  of  a  first  rate  report  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence is  needed  than  to  find  M.\  W.\  Brother  Silas  SB. 
Wright  the  author  thereof. 

We  do  not  blame  the  Florida  Brethren  for  devoutly  wishing 
that  he  may  prepare  these  reviews  just  as  long  as  he  will  con- 
sent so  to  do. 

Alabama — 1901  receives  two  and  one-half  pages  of  courteous, 
fraternal  notice.  Commenting  on  decision  No.  6  made  by 
Grand  Master  R.  M.  Cunningham  which  decision  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "6.  Any  member  of  a  Lodge,  including  the  Mister,  has 
the  right  to  demand  a  new  ballot  without  giving  any  reason 
therefor."    Brother  Wright  says: 

"We  conclude  that  "new  ballot"  must  be  in  lieu  of  "objection 
after  ballot,"  as  used  in  this  and  other  States." 

As  to  No.  26  which  reads  thus:    "26.    A  Lodge*working   un- 
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der  dispensation  may  change  its  by-laws  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Grand  Lodge.",  he  asks,  "How  So?" 

Dispensations  expire  with  the  session  of  the  Or  and  Lodge, 
and  the  U  D.  Ledge  is  only  a  creature  of  the  Grand  Master, 
and  is  not  entitled  to  make  by-laws." — Again,  he  says  that  No. 
70,— "70.  A  brother  who  has  been  reinstated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  "rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry"  is  hereby  re- 
stored to  membership  in  the  subordinate  Lodge  from  which  he 
was  suspended  or  expelled,  "—is  "Contrary  to  the  practice  in 
most  of  the  Jurisdictions." 

Decision  No.  70  has  not  yet  been  reported  on  by  our  Commit- 
tee on  Jurisprudence;  further,  all  we  have  to  say  about  his  de- 
cision is,  that  it  is  in  conflict  with  Rule  19,— Art.  VII  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ala.,  which  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Rule  19.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  reverse  the  decision  of  a 
Subordinate  Lodge,  whereby  a  brother  is  suspended  or  expelled 
but  such  reversal  shall  in  no  case  restore  the  accused  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled, 
without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present  at  a 
regular  Communication." 

Of  the  writer's  report,  Brother  Wright  speaks  very  kindly ;  he 
may  feel  sure  that  his  commendation  is  highly  valued. — Brother 
Wright's  reports  always  merit  attentive  persual. 

Four  Special  Communications  were  held  during  the  year,  to 
lay  corner  stones.

GEORGIA— 116th  Annual— Macon— October,  1902.

No.  of  Lodges,  447— membership,  21,138. 

433  Lodges  represented  at  the  Communication  we  are  now  re- 
viewing. 

The  pleasing  features  of  Grand  Master  Max  Meyerhardt  and 
of  Grand  Secretary  W.  A.  Wolihin  greet  the  observer  from  the 
initial  pages  of  the  well  executed  volume  of  Proceedings. 

The  several  Grand  Officers  were  present  at  the  opening  of  Grand 
Lodge,  as  were  also  443  delegates  from  the  Subordinate  Lodges, 
six  Permanent  Members  and  Grand    Representatives   of  fifty 
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Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama  being  represented  by  Past  Grand 
Master,  James  W.  Taylor  (General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the 
General  Grand  Chapter,  R.\  A.\  M.\,  of  the  U.  S.) 

We  trust  that  we  shall  be  pardoned  for  transcribing  the  open- 
ing passages  of  Grand  Master  Max  Meyerhardt's  annual  address: 

"My  Brethren: — A  great  artist  has  given  to  the  world  a  picture 
that  will  live  for  centuries.  The  scene  is  laid  in  Egypt,  the  land 
of  the  Pharaohs  and  the  Pyramids,  the  land  that  witnessed  the 
trials  and  the  triumphs  of  the  world's  greatest  lawgiver,  the  land 
where  a  mighty  miracle  was  wrought  that  Israel  might  be  free. 

"This  picture  represents  Napoleon  Bonaparte  standing,  with 
bared  head,  before  a  royal  mummy.  The  future  conqueror, 
whose  name  was  already  resounding  through  Europe,  was  thus 
evincing  his  homage  and  respect  for  the  remains  of  what  had 
once  been  the  great  ruler  of  a  proud  and  mighty  people. 

"Napoleon,  standing  thus  with  bared  head  before  the  royal 
mummuy,  represented  the  tribute  of  the  modern  to  the  ancient, 
of  the  civilization  of  the  present  to  the  civilization  of  the  past,  of 
the  nineteenth  century  to  the  very  beginning  of  recorded  uis- 
tory.  Truly  it  was  a  striking  scene,  wonderfully  portrayed  by 
the  genius  of  an  artist. 

"My  Brethren,  we  are  standing  today,  not  before  a  royal 
mummy,  not  before  an  emblem  of  departed  glory,  not  before  the 
ossified  remains  of  a  civilization  long  since  dead.  But  we  are 
standing  before  an  altar,  upon  which  rests  an  open  Book,  con- 
taining the  message  of  an  Omnipotent  God  to  His  lowly  creat- 
ures, the  story  of  His  tender  love  for  man.  the  sweet  promises 
of  eternal  life  and  glory. 

"It  is  a  wonderful  picture,  stretching  through  three  thousand 
years  of  history.  Behold  its  splendid  beginning!  We  see  with 
vision  clear  the  Sacred  City,  the  temple  erected  by  the  wisdom 
of  the  great  King,  the  assembled  multitude  of  prophets,  priests 
and  people,  while  in  the  Holy  of  Holies  rested  the  very 
presence  of  the  living  God!  Onward  and  forward  through  the 
ages  the  serried  ranks  are  marching,  till  in  this  wondrous  twen- 
tieth century  we  still  behold  the  banner  of  Masonry  undimmed 
by  age,  unstained  by  crime,  unharmed  by  wars  and  revolutions, 
waiving  proudly  above  a  countless  host  of  faithful  craftsmen! 

"Well  may  we  stand  with  bared  heads,  with  reverent  mien,  * 
with  shining  eyes,  with  glowiag  faces,  with  fast  beating  hearts, 
with  boundless  love  and  enthusiam  before  this  wonderful  pic- 
ture, this  splendid  scene,  worthy  the  brush  of  the  greatest  painter 
the  world  has  ever  produced!  Well  may  we  exclaim,  "vVe,  too, 
are  Masons;  we,  too,  are  heirs  of  three  thousand  years  of  glori- 
ous history;  we,  too,  wear  upon  our  breasts  the  compass  and  the 
square;  we,  too,  worship  the  God  whom  our  fathers  revered;  we. 
too,  are  warriors  in  the  great  cause  of  truth,  righteousness  and 
humanity." 

But  we  must  forbear  further  copy  of  this  eloquent  address. 
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Our  congratulations,  M.\  W.'.  Brother,  on  the  splendid  con- 
dition of  y  our  Grand  Lodge  finances.  A  surplus  of  between 
$16,000.00  and  $17,000  00   in  your  Treasury  is  very  satisfactory. 

We  must  further  felicitate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  upon 
having  at  the  helm  one  who  so  wisely  and  earnestly  guides  the 
Craft  in  the  grand  enterprise  of  establishing  a  Home  for  the 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased  brethren,  and  for  aged  and  in- 
firm brethren,  as  does  M.\  W.  .  Brother  Meyerhardt,  who  has 
devoted  all  the  powers  he  possesses  to  the  carrying  out  of  that 
work  of  benevolence,  and  whose  zealous  efforts  therefor  never 
flag.  No  regal  diadem  could  impart  a  moiety  of  the  glory  thus 
earned. 

With  the  Grand  Master's  31  decisions  we  can  find  no  fault, 
since  they  doubtless  conform  to  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction.  A 
few  of  these  are  noted  for  the  information  of  any  who  may  be 
interested  therein. 

No.  1  is  as  follows: 

"1.  One  who  cannot  read  or  write  cannot  legally  be  made  a 
Mason  in  this  Jurisdiction." 

If  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  had  decided  otherwise  than 
it  did  we,  personally,  should  ej  ecu  late,  "Amen!"  to  the  forego, 
ing  decision. 

"9.  Any  Master  Mason  in  good  standing  may  be  elected 
Master  of  a  Lodge  under  dispensation.  He  need  not  be  a  Past 
Master." 

Such  a  rule  is  not  confined  to  Georgia.  It  prevails,  we  think, 
in  other  Jurisdictions. 

"12.  One  who  is  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  a  Brewing  Com- 
pany would  not,  under  our  law.  be  eligible  to  receive  the  de- 
grees in  Masonry,  he  being  a  member  of  a  corporation  which 
manufactures  beer." 

'  '20.  In  the  absence  of  the  Master,  Senior  and  Junior  Wardens, 
a  Lodge  cannot  be  opened  unless  there  is  present  a  Past  Master 
of  that  particular  Lodge. 

With  us  of  Alabama,  the  rule  is  as  follows: 
In  the  absence  of  all  three  of  the  Principal  Officers,  the  Lodge 
cannot  be  opened. 

"21.    One  who  resides  in  another  State,  but  lives  nearer  to  a 
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Lodge  in  Georgia  than  to  a  Lodge  in  the  other  State,  can  apply 
to  the  Lodge  in  Georgia  without  regard  to  State  lines.  This 
has  been  decided  by  previous  Grand  Masters. " 

Without  express  agreement  on  the  subject,  between  the  two 
Grand  Lodges  concerned,  that  should  not  be  done,  since  it  is 
violative  of  the  doctrine  of  exclusive  Grand  Lodge  Territorial 
Jurisdiction.  Would  it  not,  however,  be  advisable  to  have  an 
edict  passed  by  both  Grand  Lodges,  in  the  nature  of  reciprocity 
in  this  regard? 

M.\  W.  \  Brother  Meyerhardt  says : 

"Grand  Master  Cunningham,  of  Alabama,  requests  me  to 
bring  this  matter  before  the  Grand  Lodge  for  final  decision.  He 
insists  that  a  Georgia  Lodge  has  no  right;  to  work  material  re- 
siding in  Alabama,  even  if  such  material  resides  nearer  to  a 
Georgia  Lodge  than  to  an  Alabama  Lodge,  I  now  bring  this 
matter  before  this  Grand  Lodge  for  such  final  disposition  as  it 
may  see  proper  to  make. " 

"25.  Masonry,  as  such,  does  not  recognize  the  Eastern  Star, 
or  any  side  degrees."— Good. 

"27.  A  Masonic  Lodge  can  not  rent  its  hall  for  other  than 
Masonic  purposes./ 

Had  the  writer  been  consulted,  he  would  have  suggested  inser- 
tion of  the  words,  or  lend,  immediately  after  the  word,  "rent" 
in  said  decision. 

Space  is  lacking  for  further  reference  to  the  Grand  Master's 
interesting  decisions. 

The  Grand  Master  had  arrested  the  charter  of  one  Lodge,  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Committee  on  Returns 
last  year. 

He  had  laid  one  corner-stone,  in  person,  and  had  granted  nine 
dispensations  for  similar  ceremonial. 

He  had  granted  five  dispensations  for  new  Lodges,  and  nine, 
for  constituting  Lodges. 

He  had  broken  the  record  by  granting  fifty-nine  dispensations 
to  confer  degrees  out  of  time,  last  year;  this  year  fifty  have 
been  granted. 

The  conclusion  of  Grand  Master  Meyerhardt's  address  is  a 
gem. 

On  recommendation  of  a  Special  Committee — Brother  Julius 
4 
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L.  Brown  Chairman— recognition  was  accorded  to  the  following 
Mexican  Grand  Lodges,  viz:  Valle  de  Mexico,  Coahuila,  and 
Tamaulipa8. 

By  special  order  the  Grand  Lodge  t  x)k  a  recess  for  the  par- 
pose  of  receiving  a  visit  of  children  from  the  Industrial  Home, 
under  escort  of  that  true  big-hearted  Mason,  Brother  Mum- 
ford. — Result,  donation  of  $500.00  to  said  Home. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Masonic    Home  reported,  among  other 
things,  that  as  much  as  $10,000.00,  in  money,  had  been  raised 
from  the  surplus  appropriated  by  Grand  Loege,  and  from  volun- 
tary contributions.     They  also  reported  several  offers  of  lands 
for  the  site  of  the  Home,  but  did  not  feel  prepared  to  recommend 
what  particular  site  shall  be  selected.     They  made  several  rec- 
ommendations for  the  organiza  ion  of  the  Institution,  and  far- 
ther recommend  "that  it  shall  be  the  declared  policy  of  this  in- 
stitution, as  well  as  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  that    the  Masonic 
virtue  of  industry  shall  be  maintained  in  the  Home  according  to 
the  true  Masonic  spirit,    and  while  labor  shall  not  be  com- 
pulsory upon  its  inmates,  all  the  hours  of  the  day  shall  not  be 
consumed  in  idleness. " 

A  wise  recommendation,  surely . 

The  report  was  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the  mode  of  con- 
stituting the  Board  of  Trustees;  also  to  provide  for  location  of 
the  Home  in  the  county  of  Bibb,  on  a  site  to  be  selected  by  the 
Trustees,  and  further  to  provide  that  the  presiding  officer  annu- 
ally elected  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  Grand  Council,  and  Grand 
Commandery  be  ex  officio  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees. 

Committee  on  Memorials  made  fitting  report  on  the  Frater- 
nal Dead. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudencf  approved  all  the 
Grand  Master's  31  decisions  save  three,  viz:  16,  21  and  27.  No. 
16  declares  that  when  several  petitions  for  initiation  are  read, 
and  a  brother  says  that  if  a  certain  one  of  the  applicants  is  not 
elected,  the  others  shall  not  be  elected,  it  is  unmaeonic  conduct 
on  the  part  of  the  brother  making  the  declaration.  He  had  no 
right  to  declare  how  he  would  vote.  The  secrecy  of  the  ballot 
is  inviolable.  The  Committee  amended  by  inserting,  after  the 
words,  "he  would  vote,"  the  following:  "and  charges  should  be 
preferred." 

We  are  glad  to  see  that  the  committee  takes  the  same  view  in 
regard  to  decision  "21,"  that  we  do  :    that  it  apply  only  to  ad- 
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joining  States  where  Grand  Lodges  consent  to  concurrent  juris- 
diction over  material  residing  nearer  to  a  Lodge  in  the  neigh- 
boring State  than  to  a  Lodge  in  his  own  State. 

The  committee  amended  "27"  so  as  to  make  it  read,  "A  Ma- 
sonic Lodge  cannot  rent  or  permit  its  hall  to  be  used  for  other 
than  Masonic  purposes,  except  to  benevolent,  charitable  or  secret 
organizations." 

Were  we  asked  our  opinion  on  the  matter,  we  would  amend 
the  committee's  amendment  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word, 
"purposes." 

From  f he  report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  it  appears  that, 
October  31,  1902,  balance  cash  on  hand,  after  all  disbursements, 
stood  $33,216.59. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Brother  A. 
Q.  Moody,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence. He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  fifty -five  Grand  Lodges 
with  conciseness,  a  discrimination,  and  power  of  condensation, 
which  we  would  envy,  were  not  the  10th  Commandment  in  our 
way.    In  a  word,  his  review  is  first-class. 

He  includes  a  fraternal,  courteous  notice  of  Alabama— 1901. 
We  tender  him  grateful  thanks  for  his  kind  allusion  to  the  Ala- 
bama report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.*

IDAHO— 35th  Annual— Boise— September,  1902. 

Chartered  Lodges,  29;  Lodges  U.  D.,3;  Members— in  Idaho, 
1,359;  out  of  Idaho,  173.  Twenty-five  Chartered  Lodges  and 
two  Lodges  U.  D.  were  represented  at  the  Communication  under 
review.  Six  Past  Grand  Masters  attested  their  interest  in  Craft 
Masonry  by  their  presence  in  Grand  Lodge. 

Alabama's  spokesman,  Bro.  ("has.  P.  Bilderback,  was  ore  of 
the  sixteen  Grand  Representatives  present. 

M.\  W\  David  C.  Chase,  Grand  Master. 
In  his  address  said: 

"The  distinction  which  our  Order  has  earned  is,  however,  the 
least  of  its  honors,    In  the  words  of  another*  'by  its  potential 
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but  unseen  force  it  is  changing  barbarism  into  civilization,  and, 
prophet-like,  it  is  heralding  the  advent  of  the  Kingdom  of  G-od, 
to  obtain  a  more  victorious  rule  in  the  spiritual  life,  and  aiding 
in  that  distant  promise  of  a  time  when  the  knowledge  of  God 
shall  cover  the  earth  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea?  The  breath  of 
Masonic  life  is  felt  in  every  part  of  Christendom,  and  its  mag- 
netic existence  proves  a  gentle  but  all-constraining  hand,  which 
causes  us  to  forget  all  else  for  the  present  and  to  think  only  of 
the  good  we  may  do  each  other,  in  making  the  weak  strong  and 
the  strong  just,  to  encourage  the  intellectual  culture,  and  to 
promote  moral  growth,  which  enriches  the  individual  man." 

In  connection  with  his  investigation  of  certain  charges  filed 
against  a  certain  Lodge,  the  Grand  Master  gives  the  brethren 
some  wholesome  admonition  as  follows: 

"I  -cannot  too  strongly  empasize  the  importance  of  regular 
attendance,  For  a  member  to  purposely  absent  himself  from 
his  Lodge  because  of  its  action  on  certain  questions  is  an  injus- 
tice to  his  brethren  and  an  undignified  and  unmasonic  action  on 
his  part.  The  Lodge  is  his  Lodge  and  if  matters  do  not  go  to 
suit  him  he  should  be  there,  and  in  a  kind  and  brotherly  manner 
tell  them  his  views  on  the  subject  under  discussion,  and  if  they 
will  not  heed,  or  otherwise  act,  he  has  done  his  part.  He  should 
not  knowingly  let  them  do  wrong  without  an  earnest  endeavor 
to  prevent  it."  • 

The  Grand  Master  reported  twenty  official  visitations.  These 
were,  no  doubt,  very  profitable  to  the  brethren  visited. 

With  the  Grand  Mrster's  several  decisions  we  find  no  fault. 
In  his  rulings  he  invariably  goes  "to  the  law  and  to  the  testi- 
mony/' leaving  no  texcuse  for  misunderstanding  or  misappre- 
hension. 

His  few  recommendations  it  is  useless  to  copy,  as  pertaining 
solely  to  local  affairs. 

He  does  not  omit  reference  to  ' 'invaluable  assistance  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  rendered  by  the  efficient  and  exceedingly 
kind  Grand  Secretary." 

The  last  named  officer,  by  his  painstaking  care  in  discharging 
his  various  duties,  and  by  his  close  attention  to  details,  has 
merited  unstinted  praise  at  the  hands  of  his  brethren. 

Under  the  Grand  Treasurer's  "Statement  of  Orphan  Fund" 
we  find  that  cash  on  hand  amounted  to  $555.12,  and  securities  in 
the  sum  of  $23,500. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  approved  the  decisions  and  dis- 
pensations of  the  Grand  Master,  and  so  did  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Under  a  recommendation  by  the  Grand  Master,  also  by  the 
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Grand  Secretary,  and  Report  of  Committee  on  Returns,  Lodges 
delinquent  as  to  sending  in  their  retains  will  be  fined  $10  in 
each  instance. 

Charters  were  granted  to  these  Lodges  U.  D.  The  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  was  concurred  in. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Finances  reported  that,  after 
paying  the  expenses  of  Representatives  this  year  (1902),  there 
would  remain  a  balance  of  $497  99,  and  the  committee  recom- 
mended a  levy  of  only  30c.  per  capita,  which  would  meet  the 
expenses  of  Representatives  for  1903. 

Since  the  "Interest  Orphan  Fund"  was  steadily  increasing, 
the  committee  recommended  that  not  less  than  $50  nor  more 
than  $100  per  annum  be  allowed  to  each  indigent  Mason  or 
orphan,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Trustees  of  the  I.  O.  F.  Report 
adopted  and  recommendations  concurred  in. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Necrology  was 
adopted. 

The  Grand  Master  elect  was,  with  fitting  words,  presented 
with  a  beautiful  signet  ring. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Master .  Bro.  George  E.  Knepper,  Chairman,  presents  his 
first  report  on  Correspondence,  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of 
fifty-three  Grand  Lodges,  covering  about  eighty  pages  of  the 
"Proceedings. "  Having  looked  through  this  report,  we  are  im- 
pressed by  its  concise  yet  comprehensive  character,  as  well  as  by 
its  scholarly  tone.  We  extend  to  Brother  Knepper  a  hearty 
welcome  to  the  Guild. 

Alabama- 1901  receives  a  page  of  fraternal  notice.  We  return 
thanks  for  the  kind  allusion  to  the  Alabama  report  on  Corres- 
pondence.

Portraits  of  thiee  Past  Grand  Masters  grace  this  volume, 
which  is  a  credit  to  the  Grand  Secretary  and — the  printer. 

At  the  Communication  under  review  there  were  present,  nine 
Past  Grand  Masters  and  two  other  Permanent  Members,  thirty 
District  Deputies,  also  Grand  Representatives  of  forty -five 
Grand  Lodges,  Alabama  heading  the  list. 

The  address  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  (43  pages)  is  a  most 
valuable  presentation  of  all  subjects  which  claimed  his  atten- 
tion, embracing  a  clear  account  of  his  official  acts  during  the 
term  of  his  administration. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Obituary  "  fitting  tribute  was  paid  to  the 
lives  and  characters  of  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

Seven  Lodge  Halls  had  been  dedicated  during  the  year,  and 
seven  corner  stones  had  been  laid. 

The  Grand  Master  had  had  an  unpleasant  duty  to  perform  in 
arresting  the  Charter  of  a  certain  Lodge,  because  of  ascertained, 
numerous  and  serious  variations  from  established  customs  and 
useful  regulations,  and  grave  irregularities  permitted,  even 
sanctioned  by  the  officers  and  a  large  proportion  of  its  members, 
after  repeated  warnings  :  also,  because  of  the  fact  that  no  mem- 
ber of  said  Lodge  was  competent  to  do  the  work,  cr  inclined  to 
become  so.  Furthermore  harmony  in  i  aid  Lodge  was  conspicu- 
ous by  its  absence. 

In  view  of  an  effort  making  to  have  that  Charter  restored. .he 
recommended  that  said  Charter  be  declared  vacated  and  erased 
from  the  register. — Approved. 

Sixty  special  dispensations  had  been  granted,  of  which  only 
three  were  for  waiving  time  in  conferring  degrees,  we  are  glad 
to  see.  —  Approved. 

Among  the  Grand  Master's  decisions  we  note  that  he  recom- 
mends that  one  shall  read  as  follows: 

"  TheT>  ler  of  a  Lodge,  if  a  member  thereof,  has  the  right  to 
vote  therein,  but  the  exercise  of  that  right  is  neither  compul- 
sory nor  necessary. " 

We  cannot  give  space  for  even  a  synopsis  of  this  excellent  ad- 
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dress,  but  take,  for  oar  readers,  a  "  snap  shot "  at  two  or  three 
points  in  the  same. 

On  the  subject  of  Waiver  by  Lodges  holding  Concurrent  Ju- 
risdiction, the  Grand  Master  held  as  follows  : 

"Lodges  holding  Concurrent  Jurisdiction  may  well  be  con- 
sidered as  partners,  and  it  would  seem  just  and  right  to  apply 
the  civil  law  regarding  partnership,  which  is  that  any  partner 
in  the  firm  may  bind  the  others,  and  dispose  of  the  common 
property  legitimately,  without  the  express  consent  given  by  all." 

"  In  order  to  give  a  wise  latitude  and  at  the  same  time  safe- 
guard the  rights  of  all,  I  would  recommend  the  following  as 
the  future  practice  in  this  jurisdiction." 

"  Waiver  of  Jurisdiction  over  material  residing  in  territory 
possessed  in  common  by  two  or  more  Lodges  may  only  be 
granted  by  the  Lodge  located  nearest  the  home  or  residence  of 
the  petitioner." 

*  The  request  for  such  waiver  shall  be  referred  to  an  investi- 
gating committee,  atd  vote  taken  at  the  next,  or  some  subse- 
quent Stated  Communication." 

Committee  on  Jurisprudence  did  not  concur  in  foregoing  rec- 
ommendation. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Foreign  Relations  and  Correspondence/' 
an  interesting  question  arose  between  himself  and  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania.     He  says  : 

"  For  the  information  of  our  Brethren  I  would  state  that  the 
M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  prohibits  any  corres- 
pondence with  the  Lodges  of  its  obedience  except  through  the 
respective  Grand  Masters  of  each  Jurisdiction.  No  reasonable 
objection  may  be  advanced  against  such  regulation  so  far  as  it 
affects  questions  of  a  general  nature,  relating  to  Jurisdiction, 
Jurisprudence,  grievance,  inquiry,  or  report  upon  the  status 
of  members  of  the  Fraternity,  or  upon  any  subject  in  which 
prompt  action  is  not  essentially  necessary.  There  are  however 
certain  Masonic  privileges  and  acts  which,  from  our  point  of 
view,  should  not  be  subject  to  the  detail  and  delay  of  circumlo- 
cution merely  to  observe  formality.  A  Brother,  in  good  stand- 
ing, of  this  Jurisdiction  died  while  sojourning  in  Lancaster,  Pa. 
It  was  the  wish  of  the  family  that  he  be  buried  with  the  funeral 
honors  of  our  Fraternity.  His  Lodge  requested  the  Lodge  at 
Lancaster  to  accord  this  fraternal  courtesy,  to  which  reply  was 
received  that  the  request  must  come  through  the  Grand  Masters 
of  the  respective  Jurisdictions.  Naturally,  before  this  could  be 
accomplished,  the  Brother's  remains  were  disposed  of  without 
being  accorded  the  funeral  rites  which,  as  a  member  of  what  is 
claimed  to  be  a  universal  brotherhood,  he  departed  this  life  be- 
lieving he  was  possessed  of." 

Then  appears  the  Grand  Master's  strong  yet  courteous  letter 
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to  Grand  Master  Tennis  of  Pa.,  on  the  subject.    The  length  of 
said  letter  precludes  its  reproduction  in  this  report. 

In  our  humble  opinion  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
should  so  modify  that  regulation  as  to  except  from  its  applica- 
tion such  instances  as  the  one  just  referred  to,  as  well  as  cases 
of  critical  illness.  Such  is  the  impression  on  our  mind  as  the 
matter  presents  itself. 

On  the  subject  of  "Fraternal  Assistance"  the  Grand  Master's 
observations  are  eminently  judicious.  He  regards  with  disfavor 
unlimited  general  appeals  for  aid.  He  intimates  that  ,,invidi- 
ous  distinctions  may  not  properly  be  made.  No  line  can  be 
drawn,  where  it  would  be  just  to  say  that  one  worthy  cise  should 
be  relieved,  and  another  denied.  Attention  is  directed  to  the 
fact  that  a  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction,  with  only  33  members, 
received  *  *  *  *  in  less  than  two  years  $746  17,  contributed  by 
the  Fraternity  of  the  State,  for  the  distress  of  one  very  small 
community.  Such  inequity  would  of  itself  condemn  the  prac- 
tice of  making  general  appeals. " 

We  have  given  but  a  fragment  of  this  forcible  intimation,  for 
lack  of  space  to  do  it  justice. 

The  Illinois  Lodges  had  contributed  $1,325.50  to  theMcKinley 
National  Memorial  Fund. 

Under  the  caption,  "Masonic  Homes, "  he  says  : 

"Masonic  Homes  for  one  or  both  of  the  indicated  purposes 
combined,"  (Widows' and  Orphans'  Home,  and  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  Indigent,)  "have  been  established  and  are  in  practical   op- 
eration by  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Lodge*  of  the  following  named 
Jurisdictions:      California,    Connecticut,     Kansas,    Kentucky, 
(Kentucky  was  the  Pioneer.)  Michigan,   Missouri,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  North   Carolina,    Ohio.    Pennsylvania,    Tennessee. 
Texas  and   Virginia.     Large  permanent   Charity    Funds  *  *  * 
have  been  created  in   Massachusetts,  Iowa.  Idaho  and  Oregon. 
There  is  a  growing  influence  rapidly  developing  in  favor  of  Ma- 
sonic Homes  in  Alabama,    Colorado,    Idaho,  Indian  Territory, 
Georgia,  Mississippi,  Montana,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire,  fTew 
Mexico,  Nevada,  Oklahoma,   Vermont,  Washington,  West  Vir- 
ginia and  Wisconsin." 

He  recommended  that  the  Finance  Committee  consider  the 
communication  from  the  '• World's  Fair  Fraternal  Building 
Assn."  and  report  at  this  Communication. 

His  63  official  visitations  had  been  with  pleasure  to  himself, 
and— it  goes  without  saying— with  profit  to  the  Illinois  Craft. 

Nineteen    "Occasional    Grand  Lodges"  had    been  convened

during  the  year,  for  dedicating,  and  constituting  Lodges,  laying 
corner-stones,  &c. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  are  on  the  whole,  quite 
satisfactory.  One  of  the  Deputies  tears  the  mask  from  a  nefa- 
rious scheme  working  to  fleece  the  uninitiated  in  the  northern 
part  of  Chicago.  Another  throws  the  search-light  of  Masonic 
investigation  upon  efforts  to  "turn  an  honest  penny"  (?)  by  ex- 
ploiting the  "Royal  Knights  of  Podunk." 

The  Board  of  Grand  Examiners  made  report  on  the  five  Schools 
of  Instruction  (Masonic)  held  during  the  year. 

Tbe  total  number  of  names  registered  at  the  five  schools  was 
1,290.  The  number  of  Illinois  Lodges  represented,  177,  and  of 
Foreign  Jurisdictions,  10. 

October  4,  1002,  Grand  Treasurer  held  cash  balance  of  $44,- 
800.91.  In  addition  thereto  he  held  securities  amounting  to 
$11,800.00. 

M.\  W.\  Brother  Joseph  Robbins,  from  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence presented  his  report  and  asked  that  it  be  printed  in 
the  proceedings.     So  ordered. 

Past  Grand  Master  of  Missouri,  Bro.  Noah  M.  Givan,  was  in- 
troduced and  received  with  the  Grand  Honors.  In  responding 
to  the  welcoming  words  of  the  Grand  Master,  Brother  Givan 
spoke  with  enthusiasm  of  the  Masonic  Home,  and  cordially  in- 
vited the  Brethren  of  Illinois  to  participate  in  the  enterprise  of 
building  a  Fraternal  Headquarters  at  the  approaching  World's 
Fair. 

From  the  report  of  a  Special  Committee  on  "Miller  Bequest" 
we  single  out  one  of  several  paragraphs  illustrating  the  subject 
of  Masonic  Homes : 

"About  fifteen  years  ago  Texas  began  the  accumulation  of  an 
endowment  fund  of  $100,000  00.  It  was  accomplished  three  years 
ago,  when  their  Masonic  or  Industrial  Home  had  its  beginning. 
They  have  erected  buildings  for  children,  with  cottages  for  aged 
Masons  and  aged  widows.  The  institute  was  opened  two  and 
a-half  years  ago  and  now  h  is  ninety  pupils  and  many  applica- 
tions from  others.  They  have  four  aged  widows,  but  are  not 
prepared  a  3  yet  to  receive  aged  Masons.  At  the  ltst  session  of 
their  Grand  Lodge  it  turned  over  to  the  Home  $12,000  00,  and 
voted  a  per  capita  annual  tax  of  fifty  cents,  *  hi  h  will  provide 
an  annual  and  permanent  maintenance  fund  of  $17,000.00,  or 
more,  in  addition  to  the  interest  of  8  per  c°nt.  on  the  $100,000.00 
permanent  fund.  They  are  in  debt  to  nobody  and  pay  as  they 
go.    The  Superintendent  states,  'The  whole  Texan  world  has 
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been  suddenly  aroused  to  the  fact  that  Freemasonry  means 
something,  though  it  moves  slowly  its  wonders  to  perform  :  it 
h  is  given  Freemasonry  an  impetus  in  this  State  which  is  truly 
gratifying.1 " 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Lodges  (7.  D., 
charters  were  voted  to  six  Lodges  under  dispensation — one  of 
said  charters  to  be  held  back  by  the  Grand  Master  until  he  is 
satisfied  that  the  work  of  the  Lodge  in  question  is  legal  and 
correct. 

Oration : 

"Brother  Richard  Yates,  R.\  W.  \  Grand  Orator,  then  deliv- 
ered an  able  and  scholarly  oration,  receiving  at  its  conclusion 
enthusiastic  and  well-merited  applause. 

"Upon  motion  a  vote  of  thanks  was  unanimously  extended  by 
a  rising  vote,  and  the  R.  \  W.  \  Grand  Orator  requested  to  fur- 
nish a  copy  of  his  oration  to  be  printed  with  the  proceedings." 

In  a  note  the  Grand  Secretary  informs  us  that  before  the  man- 
uscript could  be  secured  Brother  Yates  was  stricken  with  typhoid 
fever,  and  was  still  prostrate  when  the  Proceedings  went  to 
press.  Under  instruction  of  the  Grand  Master,  the  oration  will 
appear  as  a  supplement  to  Proceedings— 1903. 

In  his  Encyclical,  in  decision  No.  2,  the  Grand  Master  had 
ruled  that  a  Lodge  might  by  vote  hold  public  installation  cere- 
monial at  the  time  fixed  by  the  By-Laws  for  holding  Stated 
Communications,  in  which  event  that  Stated  Communication 
may  be  dispensed  with,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the 
Worshipful  Master.  The  Co  limit  tee  on  Jurisprudence  disap- 
proved said  decision,  as  it  might  be  construed  as  empowering  a 
Lodge  to  set  aside  its  own  and  the  Grand  Lodge's  By-Laws. 
Committee  sustained. 

Decision  No.  4 — ruled  ae  follows: 

"A  Lodge  shall  not  transact  any  business  involving  final  ac- 
tion by  vote  of  the  Lodge  at  any  communication  after  the  work 
of  conferring  degrees  has  begun." 

As  to  No.  4,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  suggested,  in 
place  thereof,  the  following  : 

"A  Lodge  shall  do  no  balloting  on  candidates,  or  take  any  ac- 
tion affecting  the  standing  of  a  brother,  after  the  work  of  con- 
ferring a  degree  has  begun." 

The  Grand  Master's  decision  was  sustained  by  Grand  Lodge. 
Decision  6  was  as  follows: 
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MA  Lodge  may  only  be  called  from  labor  to  refreshment  for  a 
specified  time  during  any  one  day;  provided,  however,  that 
during  the  entire  period  of  refreshment,  at  least  seven  Master 
Masons,  including  an  officer  authorized  to  preside,  shall  remain 
in  and  about  the  several  apartments  of  the  Lodge." 

The  committee  amended  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word, 
"Day"  in  the  second  line. 

Committee  sustained. 

The  decision  No  8,  declares  that  the  only  proper  form  of  address 
when  speaking  to,  or  of  an  individual  Mason,  is  Brother,  titles 
being  confined  to  Officers  or  Past  Officers. 

In  this  decision  the  committee  did  not  concur.  Decision  8  was 
sustained. 

The  Grand  Master  had  recommended  that  an  approved  decision 
which  reads  as  follows: 

"The  Tyler  of  a  Lodge  has  the  right  to  vote."  be  amended  to 
read:  The  Tyler  of  a  Lodge,  if  a  member  thereof,  has  the  right 
to  vote  therein,  but  the  exercise  of  that  right  is  neither  compul- 
sory or  necessary.  *' 

The  committee  approved  the  foregoing  decision  (recommenda- 
tion) with  this  change:  The  Tiler  has  the  right  to  vote,  but  the 
exercise  of  that  right  is  not  compulsory,  "but  is  optional  with 
him." 

The  decision,  with  substitution  of  *  "desirable"  for  "necessary," 
was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Master,  calling  the  D.  G.  M.  to  the  chair,  took  the 
floor  in  defense  of  those  decisions  not  approved  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Jurisprudence,  with  the  result  as  stated  in  the  foregoing 
paragraphs. 

Honors  were  easy,  "or  nearly  so,  in  that  tilt  between  the  Execu- 
tive and  Judiciary  departments.  The  entire  report  of  the  Juris- 
prudence Committee,  as  amended,  was  adopted.  A  special  report 
of  Committee  on  Correspondence  takes  up  about  8  pages  of 
these  proceedings:  it  treat  i  of  the  question  of  recognition  of  the 
National  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt.  The  absolute  fairness  evinced 
by  Brother  Bobbins,  Chairman  of  the  F.  C.  Committee,  is  con- 
spicuous in  his  presentation,  in  full, of  views  conflicting  with  his 
own  opinions,  as  well  as  in  his  reasons  for  taking  the  position 
held  by  himself  as  to  the  matter  in  question. 

This  special  report  is  very  interesting,  furnishing  the  corres- 
pondence of  Bro.  Bobbins  with  such  eminent  Masonic  authorities 
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as  Bros  William  Jones  Hnghan,  England,  Robert  Freke  Gould, 
Eng  ,  Geo.  W.  Speth,  Eng.,  H.  E.  Flavelle,  Ireland,  and  other*. 
The  consensus  of  opinion  thus  brought  oat  is  favorable  to  the 
Egyptian  Grand  Lodge,  save  that  in  the  opinion  of  Bro.  Flav- 
elle, tome  years  since,  the  "Rite  of  Memphis"  had  something  to 
do  with  Lodges  which  organized  siid  Grand  Lodge. 

Oar  distinguished  Brother,  of  Illinois,   gives  fall  credit  to 
every  fact  whether  pro  or  con. 

In  diagnosing  a  case  he  probes  a  matter  to  the  bottom.  He 
thinks,  in  the  present  instance,  nothing  will  be  lost  by  waiting. 
When  satisfied  as  to  the  "genesis"  of  the  Lodges  forming  said 
Grand  Lodge,  and  as  to  its  independence,  he  is  ready  to  act. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Scant  space  is  left  for  notice  of  the  very  able  report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  (32G  pp,)  submitted  by  Past  Grand  Master 
Joseph  Robbins,  Chairman. 

Alabaina-1901  is  generously  given  about  nine  pages  of  fraternal 
review. 

Tha  reviewer  alludes  to  Grand  Master  R.  M.  Cunningham's 
announcement  of  the  deaths  of  Grand  Secret iry  H.  Clay  Arm- 
strong (P.  G.  M.),  Past  Grand  Master  Francis  L.  Pet t us,  and 
Honorary  Grind  Master  James  M.  Brundidge,  quoting  from 
M.\  W.\  Brother  Cunningham's  eloquent  tribute  to  the  de- 
parted.   He  says: 

"Fine,  half-tone  portraits  of  these  lamented  brothers  appear 
in  the  Proceedings.  The  strong  face  of  brother  Armstrong 
strikingly  recalls  the  portraits  of  Michael  Angelo." 

Brother  Robbins  dissents  from  some  of  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master.  We  instance  only  one  of  those  criticised — No.  10, 
which  declares  that  a  candidate  for  degreee  of  Masonry,  who 
cannot  read  and  write,  is  not  ineligible  for  that  reason.  He 
says: 

"No.  10— would  not  be  law  in  Illinois,  our  regulations  requir- 
ing the  candidate  to  be  capable  of  reading  and  writing." 

Personally  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  candidate  who  cannot 
read  his  petition  for  initiation  is  un suited  for  becoming  an  intel- 
ligent Mason.  Again,  personally,  we  of  course  acquiesce  in  the 
decision  of  oar  own  Grand  Lodge  to  allow  the  O.  E.  S.  to  use 
the  Grand  Lodge  Hall,  but  we  are,  with   Brother  Robbins, 
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opposed  to  the  use  of  Grand  or  Subordinate  Lodge  rooms  for 
any  other  than  Masonic  purposes. 

We  thank  Brother  Robbins  for  correction  of  our  "mistake, 
which  the  language  of  the  report  made  it  easy  to  make."  (The 
report  of  Jurisprudence  Committee  on  Construction,  of  Sec.  1, 
Art.  5,  By-Laws  Grand  Lodge  of  Illinois). 

Brother,  you  need  not  apologize  to  us  about  that  "special  re- 
port" which  did  not  appear  in  our  proceedings.  We  had  laid 
nothing  up  against  you.  True,  we  cannot  answer  for  Brother 
Kuykendall. 

We  feel  very  grateful  to  Brother  Robbins  for  his  very  kind 
commendation  of  our  own  report.  Compliments  from  such  a 
quarter  are  well  worth  receiving. 

Sensible  that  this  paper  has  been  "spun  out"  rather  too  long* 
we  cannot  refrain  from  coppying  the  following,  because  it  is  so 
well  said  re  perpetual  jurisdiction: 

"Meanwhile  we  are  profoundly  impressed  with  the  conviction 
that  any  settlement  of  this  and  cognate  questions  that  will  in. 
sure  the  peace  of  the  Masonic  world,  must  rest  on  an  antecedent 
concensus  that  the  Masonic  acts  of  a  Lodge  conforming  to  the 
regulations  of  a  recognized  Grand  Lodge  having  jurisdiction 
over  it,  are  entitled  to  full  faith  and  credit  at  the  hands  of  every 
Masonic  body  according  such  recognition.  The  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  York  contributed  powerfully  toward  such  a  consensus 
when  it  recently  formally  assumed  the  ground  of  requiring  its 
Lodges,  when  dealing  with  rejected  material,  to  respect  the  regu- 
lations of  the  Jurisdiction  where  the  rejection  occurred,  although 
those  regulations  might  differ  radically  from  their  own;  and 
Illinois  has  contributed  to  it  for  many  years  by  repeatedly  deny- 
ing, explicitly,  her  right  to  declare  clandestine  those  who,  while 
residents  of  her  territory  had,  in  contravention  of  her  regula- 
tions, received  the  degrees  elsewhere  in  lawful  Lodges  working 
in  conformity  with  the  regulations  of  their  own  Grand  Lodges." 

Now,  positively  we  must  close,  though  with  reluctance.

The  portrait  of  incoming  Grand  Master  English  graces  the 
first  page  of  this  neat  volume  of  proceedings. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  Masters  manifested  their  interest  in  Ma- 
sonry, by  their  presence  on  this  occasion,  as  did  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives of  thirty -sex  en  Grand  Lodges,  also,  Alabama  being  of 
the  nnmber. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  dealt  with  everything  that  de- 
manded his  attention  in  a  business- like  way.  Eight  Lodges  had 
been  constituted,  seven  dispensations  for  new  Lodges  had  been 
issued,  nil  e  corner-stones  had  been  laid,  seven  Masonic  Halls, 
dedicated. 

Eight  complaints  from  Lodges  (showing  a  bad  state  of  feeling 
in  said  Lodges,  officers  being  accused  of  violating  the  law.  and 
factions  being  apparently  quite  stubborn)  were  reported. 

A  perusal  of  these  complaints  calls  to  mind  the  Golden  Rule — 
If  all  our  brethren  would  strive  to  conform  to  that  rule,  strifes 
and  dissensions  would  vanish  into  thin  air,. 

Twenty-three  dispensations  had  been  issued  to  elect  officers  at 
time  other  than  that  prescribed  by  the  Code. 

Through  seven  and  a-half  pages  the  Grand  Master  wrestled 
with  the  question  of  Ritual.    Concluding,  he  said: 

"The  Grand  Lodcre  at  its  session  last  year  refused  to  adopt  an 
official  Ritual  containing  the  Work  as  exemplified,  so  that  to- 
day it  is  a  fact  that  we  have  no  Ritual  in  the  Archives  available 
for  reference.  There  is  no  way  in  which  a  dispute  as  to  the 
manner  of  conferring  of  degrees  can  be  lawfully  settled,  and  the 
truth  arrived  at.  unless  reference  is  made  to  a  Ritual,  which  the 
Edicts  or  this  Grand  Lodge  prohibit  our  having  in  our  pos- 
session." 

And  he  made  the  following  recommendation: 

"I,  therefore,  recommend,  in  order  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
may  occupy  a  consistent  position,  when  disputes  arise  they  may 
be  honorably  settled,  and  that  when  it  is  attempted  to  dissemi- 
nate knowledge  as  to  to  the  proper  conferring  of  degrees,  that, 
we  adopt  as  the  authorized  Ritual  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  the  one 
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presented  by  the  Committee  on  Ritnals  to  the  1902  meeting  and 
that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  preserved  in  the  archives  of  this 
Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  edicts  prohibiting  Cipher  Codes  be 
amended  so  as  not  to  include  the  Official  Ritual." 

If  onr  advice  were  asked  we  would  say:  Stick  to  yonr  £. 
A.  'e  ob. 

All  the  decisions  submitted  have  onr  unqualified  approval  save 
the  last,  which  is  as  follows: 

"A  person  can  petition  for  membership  twenty-eight  days 
previous  to  his  twenty-first  birthday." 

In  Alabama  the  petitioner  declares  himself  of  age  whea  he 
makes  his  application;  hence  under  the  decision  quoted,  he 
would  falsify  his  own  declaration. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  held  balance  in  the  treasury,  May  15, 
1903,  $19,495.18. 

In  concluding  his  annual  report,  the  Grand  Secretary  felici- 
tates the  Grand  Lodge  on  the  large  increase  of  members,  and 
says: 

"We  have  every  reason  to  believe  the  material  being  received 
in  our  Lodges  is  the  very  best  I  very  greatly  appreciate  the 
prompt  responses  to  all  communications  by  the  Worshipful 
Masters  and  Secretaries  of  the  Lodges  of  Indiana,  Their  cheer- 
ful compliance  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Rules  and  Reg- . 
ulations,  has  made  it  possible  for  your  Grand  Secretary  to  pre- 
sent to  you  a  clean  sheet  with  not  a  single  delinquency,  either 
in  annual  returns  or  dues." 

Which  certainly  speaks  well  for  our  Indiana  brethren. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees  shows  net  proceeds  from  Grand 
Lodge  property  to  have  amounted  to  $2,551.06. 

The  several  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Ap 
were  concurred  in. 

Charters  were,  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Char- 
ters and  Dispensations,  vothed  to  six  Lodges  U.  D. 

As  advised  by  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Mean?,  Grand 
Lodge  declined  the  invitation  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  a  Frater- 
nal building  on  Exposition  grounds  at  St.  Louis. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  the 
Official  acts  and  decisions  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  were 
concurred  in. 

The  same  committee  having  offered  a  resolution  requiring 
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non-affiliates  to  pay  a  fee  for  the  privilege  of  depositing   their 
dimits  in  any  Lodge,  Grand  Lodge  refused  to  adqp't  the  same. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, Grand  Lodge  confirmed  its  own  action  taken  last  year, 
extending  recognition  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica. 

Inspection  of  Subordinate  Lodges  will  not  take  place  this 
year,  but  a  committee  to  formulate  a  plan  of  inspection  is  to 
report  at  next  annual. 

A  Jewel  was  presented  Grand  Master  Dunbar,  in  recognition 
of  his  eminent  services  to  the  Craft. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Simeon  S.  Johnson,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  his  report 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  58  Grand  Lodges,  ably  presenting 
in  concise  form  the  salient  points  of  each. 

Alabama — 1902  is  given  a  little  more  than  a  page  notice. 
Brother  Johnson  denies  the  Grand  Master's  right  to  issue  any 
dispensation  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time,  said  denial  being  a 
trifle  caustic. 

Quoting  decision  No.  6,  the  purport  of  which  was,  that  the 
trial  of  a  brother  and  the  finding  him  guilty,  under  a  waiver  of 
the  Constitutional  provision  which  requires  presence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Lodge,  was  null  and  void  and  should  be  set  aside, 
Brother  Johnson  comments  thus: 

'Suppose  a  majority  of  the  membership  could  not  be  obtained, 
then  the  accused  would  never  be  tried.  Such  a  ruling  is 
'faulty,'  to  say  the  least;  not  sound  in  reason." 

How  Brother  Johnson  arrives  at  the  conclusion  that  said  rul- 
ing is  •  'faulty0 — "not  sound  in  reason,"  is  a  mystery — well !  we 
give  it  up. 

A  constitutional  provision  in  the  Code  of  Alabama  requires  the 
presence  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  Lodge  in  all  cases  of  suspen- 
sion or  expulsion;  hence  the  Grand  Master's  ruling  was  xcithoui 
fault — sound  in  reason. 

Our  Brother  makes  brief  reference  to  the  Alabama  report  on 
Correspondence,  due  acknowledgment  of  which  is  hereby  made.

This  very  handsome,  artistic  volume  of  Proceedings  comes 
embellished  with  portraits,  and  with  views  of  the  exterior  and 
interior  of  that  grand  monnment  to  the  memory  of  Theodore 
Sntton  Parvin,  the  Masonic  Library  at  Cedar  Rapids, 
which,  with  several  sketches  of  Brethren,  make  the  book  very 
attractive. 

In  this  Jurisdiction  there  are  at  present,  508  Active  Lodges — 
all  making  returns — and  33, 18 1  members.  The  net  gain  for  the 
past  year  has  been  1,372  The  Grand  Lwge  receipts  for  the  year 
were  $28,709.20.  Transferred  to  Grand  Charity  Fund  $3,588.65, 
and  addition  to  said  Fund  was  the  sum  of  $1,000.00. 

Very  interesting  public  exercises  preceded  the  opening  of 
Grand  Lodge.  At  these  exercises,  the  business,  and  professional 
community  were  gathered,  as  well  as  the  ''beauty  and  chivalry 
of  Waterloo,  which  city,  in  its  reception  and  entertainment  of 
the  Fraternity,  covered  itself  with  glory." 

At  the  opening,  twenty-eight  Permanent  Members,  including 
eight  Past  Grand  Masters,  by  their  presence,  honored  the  Grand 
Body,  and  no  less  honored  themselves. 

The  address  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  (16  pp)  is  strictly 
business  like.  He  had  granted  dispensations  for  the  formation 
of  two  Lodges.  He  had,  by  special  deputies,  constituted  five  new 
Lodges  for  which  charters  had  been  ordered.  He  had  convened 
the  Grand  Lodge  in  Emergent  Communication  on  four  occa- 
sions, for  the  purpose  of  laying  corner-stones,  and  had,  by  special 
deputies,  laid  two  corner  stones  more. 

Owing  to  business  engagements  his  visits  had  not  been  so  nu- 
merous as  he  had  desired  them  to  be.  Referring  to  one  of  those 
made  he  said : 

"An  unusual  and  very  pleasant  incident  of  the  past  year  was 
the  visit  of  your  Grand  Master  made  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  cf  Iowa.  The  visit  was  made 
on  October  23d,  1902,  in  response  to  an  invitation  extended  in 
recognition  of  courtesies  from  the  Masonic  Lodges  of  Clinton  to 
that  body,  then  holding  its  session  at  that  place.  In  the  Grand 
Lodge  Proceedings  of  that  body  appears  the  following  : 

"  'The  hour  determined  upon  having  arrived,  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  declared  at  ease  for  the  reception  of  Grand  Master  Gardner 
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of  the  Masonic  Lodge  of  Iowa.  Mr.  Gardner  and  brothers  of 
the  Masonic  Order  who  accompanied  him  were  introduced  by 
Brother  J.  S.  Bellamy  and  the  committee  appointed. 

"  'Grand  Master  Newman  delegated  Deputy  Grand  Master 
Chnrch  to  speak  the  words  of  welcome,  which  he  did  in  fitting 
expression,  in  his  usual  happy  and  entertaining  manner. 

"  'Grand  Master  Gardner's  eloquent  response  was  equally 
happy  and  appropriate. 

"  The  visit  of  Grand  Master  Gardner  and  the  brothers  who 
accompanied  him,  and  the  short  lovee  which  followed  his  ad- 
dress, was  indeed  a  pleasant  occasion,  all  present  feeling  it  good 
for  fraternities  to  fraternize.'  " 

Grand  Master  Gardner  adds  : 

"I  sincerely  hope  that  the  time  may  come  when  similar  occa- 
sions and  conditions  may  permit  this  Grand  Lodge  to  extend  a 
like  courtesy  to  the  Grand  Master  of  Odd  Fellows  or  any  other 
kindred  organization.  I  fully  concur  in  the  closing  sentence 
quoted  above." 


As  Iowa  is  a  part  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  and  her  people 
are  much  interested  in  the  success  of  the  World's  Fair  to  be 
held  in  St.  Louis  in  1904,  he  thought  it  might  be  fitting  for 
Grand  Lodge  to  take  some  action  upon  the  communication  of 
President  Noah  M .  Givan,  and  he  recommended  that  the  entire 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  be  reported  upon 
at  this  session. 

He  strove  to  awaken  interest  in  the  Schools  of  Instruction,  on 
the  part  of  Lodge  officers,  and  believed  that  the  Custodian  or 
District  Lecturer  should  be  required  to  devote  some  time  to  expo- 
sition and  discussion  of  Code  provisions. 

He  paid  his  respects  to  Clandestine  Lodges  and  Masonic  Im- 
postors. 

His  reflections  upon  the  proper,  and  improper  use  of  the  black 
ball  should  be  heeded  by  the  brethren. 

He  dilated  somewhat  on  that  treasure-house  of  information, 
the  Masonic  Library,  demonstrating  its  untold  value  to  the 
craft ;  also  called  attention  to  the  memorial  volume  in  course  of 
preparation  under  the  cultured  and  skilful  pen  of  Brother  Jas. 
£.  Marcombe.  When  completed  that  book  must  be  a  very  val- 
uable contribution  to  Masonic  literature. 

It  would  seem  that  the  work  of  the  Custodians  and  District 
Lecturers,  as  indicated  in  their  report,  must  be  prod  active  of 
grand  results  if  responded  to  by  the  Lodges. 

Brother  Newton  R.  Parvin,  the  Grand  Secretary,  in  the  dia- 
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charge  of  his  many  duties,  manifests  the  practiced  hand,  and 
brings  to  his  work  that  rare  quality — enthusiasm.  His  vener- 
ated father's  mantle  has  fallen  on  wot  thy  shoulders.  As  libra- 
rian he  is  achieving  remarkable  success,  and  evinces  possession 
of  a  genius  for  details,  which  is  a  very  important  requisite. 
Your  true  librarian  is  indeed  a  benefactor.         • 

June  1,  1903,  the  Grand  Tleasurer  had  cash  on  hand,  $26,- 
598.78. 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  Address  found  '  'much  to 
commend  and  nothing  to  criticize  ;  and  to  the  clear,  business- 
like review  of  the  workings  of  Masonry  in  Iowa  during  the  Ma- 
sonic year,  very  little  to  add,  except  to  extend,  on  behalf  of  the 
brethren,  our  congratulations  to  the  Grand  Master  for  his  suc- 
cessful administration  of  the  duties  of  his  high  office." 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Fraternal  Dead,  was  a 
well-written  and  eloquent  paper,  which  was  received  and 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

For  the  purpose  of  showing  that  true  Masonry  is  not  domi- 
nated by  sectional  lines,  we  make  a  brief  extract  from  said  re- 
port.   It  is  as  follows  : 

"Here  another  honored  name,  one  from  the  great  Southland, 
the  land  of  sunshine  and  bloom,  he,  too,  a  Grand  Master  of  his 
Jurisdiction.  To  Tennessee  Ben  F.  Price  owed  allegiance  as  a 
citizen  and  a  Mason.  To  Tennessee  he  gave  allegiance  as  a  citi- 
zen, a  soldier,  and  a  member  of  the  craft.  As  a  soldier  who  wore 
the  blue,  the  writer  is  indeed  fortunate  in  being  permitted  to 
pay  a  slight  tribute  to  a  conscientious  brother  who  wore  the 
gray,  who  in  his  own  way  saw  his  duty  and  hesitated  not  in  the 
performance  thereof." 

True  these  words  are  only  just,  but  they  spring,  all  the  same, 
from  a  manly,  noble  Masonic  heart. 

A  word  more  in  regard  to  the  Masonic  Library  at  Cedar  Rap- 
ids, may  not  be  out  of  place.  That  institution  is  claimed,  justly 
no  doubt,  to  be  "the  largest  and  most  valuable  strictly  Masonic 
Library  in  the  world."  It  has  become  "noted  the  civilized 
world  over  as  one  of  its  great  libraries,  unique  in  its  conception, 
wonderful  in  its  collection,  and  carrying  at  a  bound  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Iowa,  A.,  F.,  &  A.  M.,  to  a  most  eminent  position 
among  the  similar  Grand  Lodges  and  bodies  with  which  we  are 
affiliated."  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library  is, 
throughout,  an  exceedingly  instructive  document. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  having  under  consideration   a 
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proposed  amendment  to  the  Code,  the  effect  of  which  would  be 
to  make  it  nn Masonic  to  use  the  word,  "Masonic"  as  the  name 
or  part  of  the  name  of  any  corporation  or  institution  not  under 
direct  control  of  the  Grand  Lodge  (not  to  apply  to  corporations 
for  building  or  owning  Lodge  property),  evidently  thought  that 
with  less  haste  more  speed  would  be  accomplished,  and  recom- 
mended reference  of  the  matter  to  the  incoming  committee  with 
instruction  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  annual. 

The  final  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  related  to 
proper  provisions  for  dissemination  of  the  work,  laying  down 
the  law  for  the  government  of  Custodians  and  District  Lec- 
turers. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  Brother  Jos.  E.  Mar  com  be,  notwithstanding  it  is 
but  his  second,  is  a  strong,  scholarly  production  full  of  interest 
"from  start  to  finish."  We  felicitate  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa 
upon  the  good  fortune  in  securing  the  services  of  so  accom- 
plished a  successor  to  the  admirable  reviewer,  Brother  J.  S. 
Coxe. 

Alabama — 1902  is  accorded  two  pages  and  one  full  half  page  of 
courteous  notice.     The  reviewer  says  : 

'The  annual  address  of  Grand  Master  Cunningham  is  a  docu- 
ment of  more  than  ordinary  interest."  *  *  "We  cannot  re 
frain  from  quoting  the  following  as  pertinent  to  a  condition  of 
affairs  which  unfortunately  exists  in  all  Jurisdictions  :"  Then 
quotes  our  Grand  Master's  admonition,  that  the  secrecy  of  the 
ballot  must  be  maintained.    Then  Brother  Marcombe  adds  : 

"But  after  all  too  much  sympathy  is  wasted  over  the  black- 
balled material,  It  is  true  that  excellent  men  are  sometimes 
excluded  from  the  fraternity,  such  rejection  being  the  result  of 
mean  and  unworthy  motives.  But  this  can  be  stated  only  as  a 
general  proposition,  and  as  such  deplored.  To  condemn  or 
harshly  criticise  in  the*  individual  case  is  to  introduce  into  the 
Lodge  an  element  of  discord.  Heart  burnings  and  revenges  may 
and  do  persist  for  years  as  the  result  of  hints  and  inuendos  di- 
rected against  brothers  for  supposed  use  of  the  black-ball.  Bet- 
ter by  far  accept  the  result  of  that  secret  vote  in  silent  loyalty, 
whatever  your  regret,  than  to  wound  the  feelings  or  offend  even 
the  prejudices  of  a  brother  There  is  too  much  tenderness  for 
the  profane  when  it  is  exhibited  in  a  manner  obnoxious  to  one 
with  whom  we  hoi  a  fraternal  relations.  In  some  cases,  also, 
there  is  too  little  rather  than  too  much  use  of  the  black-ball,  and 
the  ambition  of  some  Lodges  seems  to  be  for  numbers  rather 
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than  a  high  standard  of  membership.  The  black-ball  is  prefer- 
able to  the  boon?  method  of  lengthening  the  roster,  and  if  an  wise 
enthusiasm  is  checked  by  an  occasional  rejection  it  is  whole- 
some discipline." 

We  realize  the  justness  of  oar  brother's  remarks,  nevertheless 
we  deplore  the  ase  of  the  blackball  as  a  vehicle  of  personal 
spite;  all  the  same,  "the  secrecy  of  the  ballot  must  be  main- 
tained."   (Italics  oars.) 

The  writer  sensible  of  his  own  defects,  feels  undeserving  of 
such  high  commendation  as  the  following  : 

"Brother  Titcomb  needs  no  introduction  to  attract  readers  to 
his  report  on  correspondence.  He  is  a  skillful  caterer  of  good 
things,  and  there  is  sufficient  zest  in  his  dressing  to  keep  an  ex- 
cellent appetite  throughout  the  feast,  with  subsequent  good  di- 
gestion assured." 

Brother  Maroombe  has  our  grateful  thanks  for  his  good  opin- 
ion, all  the  same. 

He  defends  display  of  the  American  flag  in  Lodges.  With  due 
deference,  we  still  think  our  conclusion  that  "Old  Glory"  is  out 
of  place  in  the  Lodge,  is  just  and  logical.  Wasn't  it  Guizot 
who  said  that  logic  was  the  torture  of  history?)

No.  of  Lodges  working  under  charter,  1903,  364;  No.  of  mem- 
bers, Dec.  31,  1902,  23,567;  net  gain,  1,179. 

During  the  year  1,764  candidates  received  the  Master  Mason 
Degree. 

M.\  W.\  Thomas  E.  Dewey,  Grand  Master. 

This  fine  volume  is  embellished  with  several  portraits  of  Past 
Grand  Officers,  and  with  plates  representing  the  Grand  Lodge 
Jewels  and  consecrated  vessels. 

According  to  the  report  on  Credentials,  there  were  present 
eight  Past  Grand  Masters  and  three  other  Past  Grand  Officers, 
as  well  as  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
Alabama  not  represented. 

The  annual  address  of  the  M. \  W.\  Grand  Master  is  quite 
ldngthy  (52  pp.),  recounting  his  official  acts,  and  presenting  all 
matters  incident  under  his  administration.    He  has  fairly  earned 
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the  applause  of  his  brethren  by  faithfulness  and  vigilance  in  the 
discharge  of  his  responsibilities. 

When  treating  of  the  Condition  of  the  Craft,  the  Grand  Master 
took  real  pleasure  in  bearing  witness  to  the  universal  (with  a 
single  exception)  courtesy  and  respect  shown  him  by  the  Craft 
everywhere,  in  his  many  visitations  over  the  State,  and  in  his 
correspondence.  Notwithstanding  his  genial  behavior  towards 
the  brethren,  when  that  single  instance  of  failure,  on  the  part 
of  a  Lodge  Officer,  to  show  proper  respect  to  the  "Grand  East." 
he  was  equal  to  the  occasion,  immediately  declaring  said  officer's 
position  vacant,  and  issuing  a  dispensation  for  the  election  of  an 
officer  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

M.\  W.  \  Brother  Dewey  gives  considerable  space  in  his  address 
to  the  subject  of  Intoxicants,  and  to  that  of  "Reimbursement 
in  Charity."  He  presents  the  painstaking  digests  of  actions  on 
these  two  subjects  in  many  of  the  Jurisdictions,  said  digests 
being  prepared  by  Bro.  Theodore  H.  Morrison  (who  is  indexing 
the  Library). 

From  a  rather  hasty  inspection  of  these  digests,  it  appears  that 
twenty- three  Grand  Lodges  declare  liquor  selling  a  Masonio 
offense.  One  (Indiana)  makes  the  use  of  intoxicating  beverages 
a  masonic  offense.  From  the  other  of  these  two  digests  it  ap- 
pears that,  while  ten  Jurisdictions  favored  the  M Wisconsin 
Plan,"  forty-five  did  not  give  it  their  support. 

On  the  subject  of  charity,  the  Grand  Master  pertinently 
quoted  Shelley.  Ruskin,  the  Earl  of  Saaftesbury,  Charles  Lamb, 
and  Massillon,  illustrating  the  proper  spirit  of  charity. 

Having  carefully  and  frequently  observed  the  workings  of  the 
Masonic  Home,  he  had  "nothing  but  good  words  for  its  manage- 
ment and  conduct." 

The  Grand  Master  called  the  attention  of  the  brethren  to  sev- 
eral matters  of  "needed  legislation,"  and  recommended  that 
these  needful  laws  be  framed  and  adopted,  viz: 

Ml.  A  standing  regulation  formulating  the  intent  of  this 
Body  in  relation  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  bev- 
erage." 

"2.  A  standing  regulation  requiring  Lodges  to  issue  certifi- 
cates of  dismission  when  there  are  no  charges  pending  against 
an  applicant  and  his  dues  are  paid." 

"3.  An  amendment  to  By-Law  No.  48,  requiring  all  warrants 
on  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  be  countersigned  by  the  Grand 
Ma9ter." 
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"4.  Amendments  of  the  By-Laws  fixing  the  fees  and  salaries 
of  officers  and  chairmen  of  committees. 

"5.  A  standing  regulation  authorizing  Lodges  to  send  a  rep- 
resentative to  a  school  of  instruction  each  year  at  the  expense 
of  the  Lodge." 

"6.  An  amendment  to  Standing  Regulation,  No.  18,  adopted 
last  year,  providing  for  remission  of  fees  for  special  dispensa- 
tions in  certain  cases." 

"7.  A  By-Law  specifying  the  particular  manner  in  which  our 
funds  shall  be  appropriated  and  disbursed." 

The  Grand  Master  had  made  more  than  forty  formal  visita- 
tions. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  and  Senior  Grand  Warden  made 
detailed  reports  of  their  respective  visitations. 

January  30.  1903,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  balance  on  hand 
(General  Fund)  $26,848.61,  and  of  the  Charity  Fund,  balance 
amounting  to  $5,733.34. 

The  Grand  Secretary's  and  Grand  Librarian's  Reports  show 
careful,  painstaking  discharge  of  their  several  duties.  The  in' 
dexing  of  the  contents  of  the  Library  must  be  an  immense  piece 
of  work,  which,  however,  is  progressing  very  satisfactorily  in 
the  able  hands  of  the  Brother  who  has  that  matter  in  charge. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  a  Lodge  of  Sorrow  was  held, 
at  which  the  Grand  Master  presented  the  memorial  portion  of 
his  address,  after  which  the  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  'impress- 
ive thanatopsis  "  and  the  Committee  on  Necrology  reported. 

In  the  evening  of  the  Second  Day,  the  Grand  Master,  with  the 
assistance  of  a  selected  corps  of  workers,  conferred  the  Master 
Mason  Degree  on  an  actual  candidate,  in  exemplifying  the 
work. 

At  the  proper  juncture,  the  Grand  Orator  entertained  the 
Grand  Lodge  with  a  "Masterly  Oration"  on  the  following  theme: 
'The  More  Noble  and  Glorious  Use."  The  thanks  of  Grand 
Lodge  were  tendered  to  the  eminent  Brother,  and  the  Oration 
ordered  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

On  Thursday  morning  the  Grand  Lodge  was  delightfully  en- 
tertained by  the  children  of  the  Masonic  Home,  who,  by  their 
deportment  and  performances,  justified  the  sacrifice  made  to 
establish  the  Home.  A  most  generous  contribution  to  the 
Masonic  Home  "Mite  Box"  then  supervened. 

The  Masonic  Home  Board  made  an  interesting  and  satisfactory 
report.    We  cull  the  following  items: 
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Total  membership  of  the  Home,  Dec.  31 ,  1902,  forty-seven. 

Dec.  31.  1902,  the  Treasurer  had  on  hand  $11,830.27.  Of  said 
amount  he  has  disbursed $9,307.28,  leaving  in  his  hands  $2,522.99. 

Funds  in  his  pot  session  (General  and  Endowment)  amount  to 
$18,200.00. 

Insurance— Fire  and  Tornado— $48,250.00. 

The  report  of  the  Home  Physician  was  encouraging,  as  fol- 
lows: 

"With  a  few  exceptions,  the  general  health  of  the  Home  i« 
good.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Home  surroundings  are 
superb.  That  he  has  neither  suggestions  nor  recommendations 
to  offer." 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  made  reports  on 
four  cases  of  appeal,  and  these  several  reports  were  adopted. 
As  an  old  Appeals  Committeeman,  we  beg  to  compliment  the 
above-named  Committee  on  its  able  and  impartial  disposition  of 
the  cases  referred  to  in  the  foregoing.) 

M.\  W.\  William  M.  Shaver,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Correspondence,  presented  his  annual  report.  Received  and  or- 
dered printed  with  the  Proceedings. 

In  a  supplemental  report  he  presented  the  claims  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  and  the  counter  claims  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors  General 
for  Central  America  (Scottish  Rite).  In  brief,  Brother  Shaver 
does  not  recognize  the  claim  of  said  Supreme  Council  to  author- 
ity over  said  Grand  Lodge,  and  adheres  to  his  last  year's  recom- 
mendation that  recognition  he  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Costa  Rica.  Adopted.  He  recommended  that  recognition  of 
the  Mexican  Grand  Lodges  be  declined,  and  that  further  time  be 
given  for  investigation  of  the  claims  of  the  following  Grand 
Lodges,  viz:  Puerto  Rico,  Argentine  Grand  Orient  of  the  Blue 
Rite,  and  National  G.  L.  of  Egypt.  Also  adopted.  His  reoom" 
mendation  that  the  Grand  Librarian  ba  placed  upon  the  Corres- 
pondence Circle  of  Lodge  Quatuor  Coronati  at  London  was  also 
adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  an  excellent  re- 
port, approving  the  Grand  Master's  recommendations,  which 
report  was  adopted.  Some  of  these  recommendations  affecting 
Standing  Regulations  and  By-Laws  required  for  their  passage  a 
two  thirds  majority.  Tbe  chaage*  rec  )umenied  were  made  by 
a  more  than  two-thirds  vote. 
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We  can  give  space  to  bat  one  of  the  present  Standing  Regula- 
tions reported  by  the  committees.  It  is  Standing  Regulation 
No.  20,  as  follows: 

'This  Grand  Lodge,  by  its  approval  of  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Masters  and  the  adoption  of  standing-  regulations 
relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  gives  no  uncer- 
tain sound  on  the  subject,  and  hereby  reaffirms  its  previ- 
ous declarations,  and  declares  that  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  as  a  beverage,  or  the  aiding  and  abetting  the  sale  of  the 
same,  dirrectly  or  indirectly,  by  the  renting  of  buildings,  or  fur- 
nishing means  for  the  conduct  of  such  business,  with  or  without 
license,  shall  be  deemed  an  offense  against  the  Body  of  Masonry, 
and  all  persons  violating  this  regulation  are  ineligible  to  receive 
the  degrees  of  Masonry,  or  to  membership  in  any  Lodge  within 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction." 

The  committee  also  reported  a  strenuous  regulation  against  the 
sale,  gift,  printing  or  use  of  the  so-called  cipher  ritual,  or  secret 
work. 

Board  of  Custodians  reported  24  Schools  of  Instructor,  with 
results  as  follows:  six,  fair;  one,  fair  to  good;  seventeen,  good. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.\  W.\  Brother  Wm.  M.  Shaver  (P.  G.  M.)  again  presents 
his  «annual  report  on  Correspondence,  which,  in  no  respect, 
lowers  the  standard  of  his  former  excellent  productions  in  this 
department  of  labor. 

His  notice  of  Alabama-1901  is  of  the  administration  of  Grand 
Master  RusEell  M.  Cunningham,  whose  address  "occupied  thirty- 
five  pages.  None  of  this  space  was  covered  with  the  'flowers  of 
oratory,'  but,  with  the  exception  of  the  incorporation  of  three 
'memorial  addresses'  issued  for  their  distinguished  dead,  it  was 
a  plain,  practical  report  of  official  acts.''  He  quotes  the  Grand 
Master  on  a  "Home." 

He  notes  a  few  of  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master— some 
favorably,  others  adversely. 

Of  Brother  Beauchamp,  he  says: 

"The  new  Grand  Secretary  presented  a  detailed  report,  indi- 
cating the  careful,  painstaking  official." 

He  is  pleased  with  our  Grand  Lodge's  action  in  regard  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington. 

In  his  highly  appreciated  reference  to  the  writer's  report  on 
Correspondence,  he  says: 
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"We  thoroughly  enjoyed  reading  it  although  we  do  not 
always  agree  with  his  conclusions.  In  fact,  after  reading  his 
brief  "credo"  in  his  conclusion  we  found  that  we  had  to  get  on 
the  other  side  of  tho  fence  for  just  half  of  them."    (Italics  ours,  a 

There  now!— but  hold!  See  if  we  don't  bring  you  just  a  little 
over  on  our  side,  dear  Brother. 

A  misprint  in  the  Alabama  Proceedings  made  us  say  that  we 
do  not  believe  in  the  doctrine  of  dependent  membership,  where* 
we  do  emphatically  so  believe.    There,  now!  again. 

Quoting  our  criticism  on  dramatics  in  the  work,  he  says: 

"Personally,  we  prefer  the  'plain  old  work'  in  the  first  three 
degrees  of  Masonry,  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  endorse  the  criti- 
cism of  our  Brother.  It  is  possible  to  heighten  the  effect  of  the 
lessons  of  the  degrees  to  many  minds  through  proper  dramati- 
zation, although  we  admit  there  is  the  danger  indicated."  (Our  own 
italics.) 

So  we  are  not  so  far  apart,  after  all. 

As  to  "Old  Glory"  in  the  Lodge,  we  had  intimated  that  it  did 
not  comport  with  the  universality  of  Masonry:  whereupon  Brother 
Shaver  wonders  why  we  do  not  object  to  the  English  Bible  upon 
our  altars  because  of  its  lack  of  universality. 

Well!  let's  see  about  that;  all  sentient  beings,  of  whatever 
"nation  or  tongue,"  recognize  the  existence  of  a  "Higher  Power." 
That  recognition  is  expressed  in  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Bible 
upon  our  altars.    But  "all  nations  and  tongues"  do  not  owe  alle- 
giance to  the  United  States  flag. 

Brother  Shaver's  report  merits  close  reading.  In  Kansas,  a 
man's  Masonic  residence  is  the  place  where  he  votes.

KENTUCKY— 102d  Annual— Louisville— October,    1902. 

Lodges  on  the  roll,  475;  members,  21,819;  gain,  1,192. 
M.\  W.\  Harry  Bailey,  Grand  Master. 

Four  Past  Grand  Masters  attended  the  communication  here 
reviewed.  (Kentucky  dispenses  with  the  luxury  of  interchang- 
ing Grand  Representatives  with  her  sisters,) 

Grand  Master  Bailey  gives,  in  his  address,  a  clear  and  full 
account  of  his  administration,  during  the  past  year.  He  con- 
gratulates his  Brethren  on  the  prevailing  peace  and  harmony, 
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as  well  as  prosperity  of  the  Jurisdiction,  but  adds,  that  the  year 
"has  been  filled  with  anxiety  and  much  care  to  the  Grand 
Officers  and  the  Building  Committee  of  "The  Masonic/'  (the 
new  Temple  nearly  completed  in  Louisville).  The  Grand  Offi- 
cers and  the  Building  Committee  had  experienced  no  end  of 
worry  and  trouble,  and  numerous  meetings  for  grave  consulta- 
tion.   The  Grand  Master  says: 

"It  is  needless  to  remind  the  brethren  present  that  there  was 
an  open  rupture  between  the  Grand  Lodge,  last  fall,  and  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  the  Masonic  Home.  Thi6*  breach  has, 
I  am  happy  to  say,  been  entirely  healed,  and  all  differences  have 
been  amicably  adjusted.  The  trouble  arose  over  the  desire  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  borrow  from  the  Home  Board  the  sum  of 
$20u,000  00  with  which  to  build  the  new  temple.  This  amount  the 
Home  Board  refused  to  lend  us."  A  Committee  of  Conference, 
composed  of  a  representative  of  the  Board,  on  the  one  hand,  and 
of  two  representatives  of  the  Building  Committee,  on  the  other, 
succeeded  in  adjusting  the  differences  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  both  sides.  When  the  Board  made  the  refusal  of  said  loan, 
October,  1901,  Grand  Lodge  adopted  a  resolution,  to  the  effect 
that  if  the  Home  Board  failed  or  refused  to  pay  back,  on  de- 
mand of  the  Grand  Secretary,  $90,000.00  belonging  to  th*  Grand 
Lodge,  and  which  the  Board  had  held  in  trust  since  1890,  then, 
and  in  that  event,  the  Annual  per  capita  assessment  of  one  dollar 
was  to  be  withheld  from  the  Home  Board.  This  fund  was,  ac- 
cordingly withheld  from  said  Home  Board,  by  Grand  Secretary." 

After  the  adjustment  of  all  differences,  at  said  conference, 
the  said  per  capita  assessment  of  $1.00  was  once  more  turned 
over  to  the  Home  Board. 

"The  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  has  issued  $300,000.00  worth 
of  bonds,  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent. ,  payable 
semi-annually,  May  1.  and  November  1,  each  year,  with  which 
to  build  this  temple-  and  the  Home  Board  has  subscribed  for, 
and  taken  up  $150,000.00  worth  of  these  bonds  at  par.  The  re- 
mainder of  $50,000.00  worth  of  these  lands  are  to  sold  by  the 
Grand  Lodare.  Of  the  $150,000.00  worth  of  these  bonds,  $90,- 
000,00,  which  belonged  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  which  was  given 
in  trust  to  the  Home  Board  in  1890,  are  to  be  held  in  trust  by 
the  Home  Board  and  to  bear  interest  and  to  be  non-negotiable, 
and  it  is  so  endorsed  on  each  of  the  ninety  bonds  of  $1,000.00 
each  sold  to  the  Board. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  further  pursue  the  details  of  this 
transaction.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  our  brethren  in  Kentucky, 
now  have  an  "open  sea"  before  them,  and  ' 'favoring  gales,"  and 
we  congratulate  them  that  this  magnificent  structure,  "The 
Masonic,"  will  so  soon  fix  the  gaze  of  the  beholder  as  he  wends 
his  way  along  J  the  thoroughfares  of  Louisville.    The  Grand 
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Master  notified  all  the  Lodges  of  this  transaction,  by  circular 
letter. 

He  submitted  three  decisions,  which  were  approved  by  the 
Law  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. — And  we  find 
no  fault  therewith. 

He  suggested  some  wholesome  regulations  to  govern  collec- 
tions by  begging  circulars. 

He  had  no  tears  to  shed  over  the  failure  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Switzerland  (Alpina)  to  secure  participation  by  Grand  Lodge 
of  Kentucky  in  the  "universal  Congress  of  Free  Masons/' 

Several  dispensations  had  been  granted — some  of  them  to  in- 
stall officers  in  public,  but  none  to  waive  time  in  conferring  de- 
grees. 

The  Grand  Master  discountenanced  the  practice  of  some 
brethren  in  absenting  themselves  from  Grand  Lodge  on  "flimsy 
excuses"  before  the  close  of  the  Grand  Body. 

Ten  Charters  had  been  arrested  for  non  payment  of  dues  and 
fines,  but  within  two  weeks  thereafter  all  but  two  had  been  re- 
stored, full  payment  having  been  made. 

Twelve  visitations  had  been  made,  and  all  of  them  left  pleas- 
ant impressions. 

The  M.\  W.\  animadverted  upon  the  fact  that  Masons  who 
had  remained  suspended  "from  twenty  to  thirty  five  years,  were, 
since  the  inception  of  the  Old  Mason's  Home,  seeking  to  regain 
membership  in  their  Lodges,  manifestly  from  mercenary  mo- 
tives." For  such,  the  Home  was  not  designed.  He  knew,  even 
of  Lodges' recommendation,  for  dimits,  of  men  once  members 
of  Lodges  now  defunct,  whose  sole  object  is  to  gain  admittance 
to  the  Home  at  Shelbyville,  Ky.  "This  thing,'1  said  he  "should 
be  stopped,  and  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Lodges  to  put  a  stop  to 
this  practice."    Well  said. 

The  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home,  and  Infirmary  were  refer- 
red to  in  terms  of  the  highest  commendation. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  exhibits  balance  on  hand  and 
receipts  for  the  year,  as  $40,762,09,  and  cash  on  hand,  October  1, 
1902,  as  $14,132.76. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  "The  Masonic"  presented 
a  detailed  and  satisfactory  report,  from  which  we  learn  that  the 
committee  have  "rent*  d  the  auditorium,"  of  the  new  building 
to  a  Chicago  firm  "for  a  term  of  five  years,  at  $9,000,000  a  year, 
payable  $750.00  a  montn  in  advance,  and  other  valuable  oonoee- 
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sions."  *  *  *  "The  Lodge,  Chapter,  and  Commandery 
rooms  have  been  rented  to  different  Lodges,  Chapters 
and  Commanderies  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  the  offices,  all  of  which  will,  we  have  no  donbt,  be 
rented  by  the  time  they  are  ready  for  occupancy,  and  from 
which  rentals  the  Grand  Lodge  will  receive  a  handsome  income, 
which  we  hope  will  go  far  towards  paying  the  cost  of  constr ac- 
tion." 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that'  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge"  of 
Ken  tacky  are  in  good  condition,  and  her  sister  Jurisdictions 
will  heartily  congratulate  her  on  present  bright- prospects. 

We  had   omitted  to  note    the  fact   that  the  lot  the    sike  from 
which  that  magnificent  temple/  "The  Masonic"  is  rising  heaven 
ward,  has  been  fully  paid  for  in  the    sum  of  $26,250.00,    and  the 
Grand  Lodge  has  a  perfect  title  to  the  same. 

The  Committee  on  Old  Masons'  Home  made  a  report  which 
appealed  to  the  hearts  as  well  as  minds  of  the  brethren.  Refer- 
red to  Special  Committee  on  said  Home. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  submitted  a  brief  report  which 
was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  the  position  taken 
by  the  Grand  Master  in  reference  to  the  proposition  emanating 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  (Alpina)  looking  to  an 
International  Masonic  Congress.  We  are  glad  to  see  (but  no 
less  was  to  be  expected  of  Kentuckians)  that  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Ky.  looks  with  no  favor  upon  any  such  movement.  That 
Grand  Body  is  all  right  on  Grand  Lodge  Sovereignty. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  a  certain  resolution,  to 
amend  the  Constitution  by  requiring  2  negative  ballots  to  rejec 
a  petition,  which  had  been  referred  to  it.  be  not  considered. 

The  committee  recommended  that  a  memorial  from 

Lodge,  No.  —  "asking  that  this  Grand  Body  place  a  ban,  or  set 
its  seal  of  disapproval  upon  the  practice  of  accepting  as  mem- 
bers of  subordinate  Lodges  those  persons  engaged  in  the  saloon 
business."  The  committee  recommended  "that  it,  be  referred 
to  the  Grand  Master  elect  and  through  him  to  this  Grand  Body 
at  its  next  annual  communication  for  more  elaborate  discussion 
and  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  necessary." 

The  entire  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

In  the  opinion  of  many  the  question  resolves  itself  into  this: 
Whether  or  not  the   Fraternity  shall  by  its   action  uphold   the 
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whisky  shops:  hence  it    would  seem    that  the  matter  of    policy 
was  all  that  would  call  for  its  postponement. 

A  preamble  and  certain  resolutions  condemning  the  "brutal 
and  degrading  sport"  of  prize-fighting,  and  commending  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Governor  and  Attorney  General  of  Ky.,  in  testing  the 
legality  of  such  fights,  and  calling  upon  all  good  citizens,  as 
well  as  the  authorities  to  aid  in  enforcing  the  law  against  any 
future  attempts  to  exhibit  such  fistic  encounters,  were  offered 
by  a  brother.  A  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone,  was  lost.  All 
the  same,  the  preamble  and  resolutions  were  rejected. 

Committee  on  Necrology  made  a  short  report  which  was 
adopted. 

On  recommend ition  of  Committee  on  Lodges  U.  D.,  Charters 
were  granted  to  six  such  Lodges,  and  dispensations  to  three 
new  Lodges.  Some  other  grants  to  Lodges  were  made,  bat 
space  to  note  them  particularly,  is  lacking.  Several  other  re- 
ports were  made,  which  are  passed  unnoticed  for  the  same 
reason. 

The  reports  of  Committee  on  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home, 
Old  Masons'  Home,  and  of  Building  Committee  of  "The  Mason- 
ic, "  were  approved. 

A  very  interesting  historical  paper  is  printed  in  the  appendix 
to  these  proceedings.  It  is  a  transcript  of  proceedings  of  Grand 
Lodge  from  1825  to  1853,  embellished  with  the  portraits  of  the 
several  Grand  Masters  during  said  period  (The  paper  opens 
with  a  detached  fragment  of  Proceedings— 1824—  the  preceding 
portion,  possibly  being  not  legible).  This  paper  is  invaluable  to 
Kentucky  Masons. 

The  two  "Hiram  Basset t"  Medals  form  a  neat  frontispiece  for 
this  volume  of  Proceedings. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

"M.'.  R.\"  Bro.  James  W.  Staton,  Chairman  of  the  Commit 
tee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  presented   his  fourth  annual  re- 
port on  Correspondence,  it  being  a  review  of  the  proceedings  of 
all  the  Grand  Lodges  in  the  United  States,  and  several  foreign 
English-speaking  Grand  Bodies. 

Brother  Staton  is  an  excellent  reviewer,  giving  his  readers  a 
judicious  and  discriminating  survey  of  the  transactions  of  each 
Grand  Body,  that  are  of  general  interest. 

Alabama— 1901  receives  a  fraternal  notice  of  about  a  page  in 
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length.    Referring  to  Grand  Master  Russell  M.    Cunningham's 
decisions,  91  in  number,  Brother  Staton  says: 

"We  have  been  reviewing  proceedings  of  Grand  Lodges  since 
1882,  but  this  lot  of  decisions  takes  anything  we  have  run  upon 
in  all  that  time.    We  simply  have  not  the  time  to  review  them. " 

He  says  of  our  Grand  Master: 

"He  does  not  favor  "ptrict  construction"  on  the  "physical 
qualification"  of  candidates.  We  fully  agree  with  his  utter- 
ances on  the  subject." 

Brother  Staton  will  please  accept  our  thanks  for  his  kind  re- 
ference  to  the  Alabama  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.

1908. 

Chartered  Lodges,  151;  U.  D.  2;  members  6,964;  gain  560. 
M.\  W.'.  Robert  R.  Reid,  Grand  Master. 

Besides  the  Grand  Officers  and  representatives  of  88  Lodges — a 
quorum — there  were  present  five  Past  Grand  Masters  and  twen- 
ty eight  Grand  Representatives. 

Alabama's  ambassador  not  being  reported  as  "on  hand." 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  said: 

"The  condition  of  the  Craft  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  highly  gra- 
tifying.   May  it  so  continue! " 

The  invitation  to  be  represented  at  the  International  Masonic 
Conference,  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  (Alpina)  had  been 
courteously  declined. 

Featernal  relations  had  been  resumed  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Washington. 

Several  profitable  visitations  had  been  made  and  five  corner- 
stones had  been  laid. 

Only  one  decision  was  submitted.  It  was  in  answer  to  a  ques- 
tion substantially  as  follows: 

At  the  annual  election  in  a  certain  Lodge,  X.  was  elected  J. 
W.  and  accepted.  Installation  was  set  for  Dec.  2d.  On  that 
day  X.  failed  to  attend.     The  Lodge  then   elected  T.  as   J.  W. 
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and  he  was   installed   accordingly.    At  the   stated    meeting  in 
January  X  presented  himself  and  claimed  the  office  of  J.  W. 

"Who  is  Junior  Warden  of  the  Lodge? " 

The  Grand  Master,  rightly  we  think,  declared  the  second 
election  a  nullity,  instructed  the  Lodge  to  install  X,  and  issued  a 
dispensation  therefor. 

Several  dispensations  had  been  granted — all  of  them  strictly 
within  his  prerogative.  In  a  number  of  cases  dispensations  were 
sought  for  the  purpose  of  initiating  persons  who  had  lost  foot  or 
leg  or  hand  or  arm. 

The  Grand  Master's  uniform  refusal  of  such  shows  that  the 
most  artistic,  adjustable,  artificial  limb  cannot  cross  the  thresh  - 
hold  of  a  Louisiana  Lodge. 

On  financial  considerations  he  did  not  advise  any  appropria- 
tion to  assist  in  erecting  World's  Fair  Fraternal  Building  at  St. 
Louis.    The  matter  would  be  in  the  hands  of  a  committee. 

So  far  as  the  Grand  Master  had  been  able  to  learn,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Work  had  not  held  a  meeting  for  six  years.  There 
was  great  need  of  uniformity.  This  condition  of  things  was 
doubtly  due  in  part,  to  the  mental  and  physical  infirmity  of  the 
Chairman  of  said  Committee.  Learning,  in  Dec.,  of  his  state  of 
health  the  Grand  Master  had  appointed  a  successor  to  his  place, 
but,  at  that  writing,  the  Committee  had  not  succeeded  in  ac- 
complishing anything. 

He  earnestly  recommended  that  the  Committee  consider  and 
adopt  a  complete  system  of  work  for  the  several  degrees,  and 
submit  it  to  Grand  Lodge  for  approval,  and  when  approved,  in- 
struct the  Grand  Lecturer  fully  in  the  same,  and  have  that  of- 
ficer uniformly  instruct  the  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  held,  Dec.  31,  1902,  a  balance  in  bank, 
$1,566  06. 

R.  * .  W. '.  Bro.  Richard  Lambert   is  a  model  Grand  Secretary. 

He  had  sent  dispensations  for  eight  new  Lodges.  Seven 
Lodges,  U.  D.,  having  fulfilled  all  requirements,  were  applying 
for  charters. 

According  to  previous  order  seven  Charters  had  been  for- 
warded to  the  Lodges  entitled  thereto. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Masonic  Temple  made  a  very 
satisfactory  report.  Retiring  $15,100.00  of  the  Temple  bonds, 
leaves  outstanding  only  $19,000.00. 
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The  President  of  Louisiana  Relief  Lodge  No.  1  made  a  short 
but  excellent  report.  The  Lodge  had  relieved  the  necessities  of 
4 'destitute,  worthy  brethren  hailing  from  all  parts  of  the  globe.'' 

Among  the  amounts  disbursed  by  the  Relief  Lodge  during 
1902,  we  note  that  $23.00  were  given  to  applicants  from  Ala 
bama. 

In  connection  with  his  report,  the  President  of  Relief  Lodge, 
submitted  resolutions  of  thanks  to  Grand  Secretary  Lambert 
for  his  valuable  services  as  Secretary  of  the  Relief  Lodge  for 
more  than  thirty  years,  also  providing  that  these  resolutions  be 
spread  upon  the  Records  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  a  copy  thereof  be 
furnished  Brother  Lambert  as  a  slight  token  of  love  and  esteem. 

Unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Committee  on  Law  and  Jurisprudence  made  report,  approving 
the  Grand  Master's  decision.     Adopted. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  had  visited  and  instructed  sixty  three 
Lodges.  He  took  pleasure  in  reporting  a  "general  advance  all 
along  the  line"  in  the  different  bodies  of  the  Craft.     He  says: 

"The  increased  interest  in  recent  years  has  resulted  in  the 
addition  of  fifty  Lodges  to  our  roster,  while  the  membership 
has  nearly  doubled." 

A  communication  from  Robt.  Morris  Chapter  O.  E.  S.,  ten- 
dering its  aid  in  building  a  Masonic  Home,  was  received  and 
courteously  acknowledged,  with  an  assurance  that  Grand  Lodge 
would  avail  itself  of  the  assistance  of  those  noble  women,  when 
it  concluded  to  erect  a  Home. 

A  series  of  ten  resolutions,  under  which  the  Subordinate 
Lodges  were  required  to  take  a  vote,  at  the  first  meeting  after 
April  1,  1903,  upon  the  question  whether  or  not  an  annual  per 
capita  tax  of  $1.00  shall  be  levied,  was  referred  to  Committee  on 
State  of  the  Order,  and,  favorably  reported  by  said  Committee, 
was  adopted.  These  resolutions,  in  their  details  provide  for  ef- 
fectively carrying  out  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  offered. 

The  Committee  on  Work  was  instructed  to  prepare  and  sub- 
mit fox  adoption  by  the  Grand  Lodge  before  the  close  of  the 
current  Communication,  a  work  to  be  used  by  all  Lodges  of  the 
"York  Rite,"  in  "obedience  with  this  Grand  Lodge.*'  On  the 
Third  Day  the  Committee  announced  its  inability  to  finish  the 
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work  before   ending  of  this    Communication,    and    was    given 
more  time. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Necrology,  of  which  R.\  W.  \  Bro. 
the  Rev.  Herman  Cape  Duncan  was  Chairman,  made  a  touch - 
ingly  eloquent  report.  We  are  particularly  gratified  by  a  per- 
sual  of  Bro.  Duncan's  noble  tribute  to  the  memory  of  that  emin- 
ent Masonic  writer  and  jurist,  Josiah  Hayden  Drummond.  We 
say,  "particularly  gr-itified,"  having  in  mind  the  Drummond — 
Duncan  controversy  of  year  before  last,  which  was  tinctured 
with  some  acerbity  of  feeling.  But  Brother  Duncan,  super* 
ior  to  the  impulse  which  might  move  a  mind  and  heart  of 
smaller  calibre,  has  the  magnanimity  to  bestow  full  meed  of 
praise  upon  the  great  writer  departed,  with  whom  he  erstwhile 
contended.  Such  deportment  on  the  part  of  our  Louisiana 
Brother  reflects  great  honor  upon  himself. 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  and  wel- 
comed, the  ''Private  Grand  Honors"  being  given. 

Resolutions  of  sympathy  with  P.  G.  M.  Bro.  Samuel  M.  Todd, 
absent  on  account  of  illness,  were  unanimously  adopted  by  a 
rising  vote.  Brother  Todd  is  Grand  Representative  of  Ala- 
bama. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  by  R.\  W.\  The  Rev. 
Herman  C.  Duncan,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  is,  indeed  the 
work  of  a  Master,  very  able  and  instructive.  Those  brethren 
who  fail  to  read  it,  miss  thereby  much  valuable  information. 
Brother  Duncan  discusses  every  question  he  touches  with  con- 
spicuous directness  and  penetration.  His  review  must  be  read 
through  to  be  appreciated. 

His  introduction  commends  itself  to  the  thoughtful  reader. 

Alabama— 1901  is  treated  fraternally. 

Quoting  five  of  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  decisions,  he 
concurs  in  four  of  them,  but  ''cannot  concur"  in  the  fifth — 
ruling,  that  a  person  who  cannot  read  and  write  is  not  thereby 
ineligible  to  receive  the  degrees." 

He  quotes  our  Grand  Master's  observations  on  the  condition 
of  the  Craft,  and  says: 

"We  quote  these  words  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  on  the 
condition  of  the  Craft,  and  commend  them  for  thoughtful  con- 
sideration, for  we  believe  that  they  are  applicable  elsewhere 
well  as  in  Alabama." 
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We  had,  without  much  thought  we  confess,  raised  the  ques- 
tion with  Brother  Duncan  as  to  whether  or  not  a  petitioner  is 
the  "material'  of  the  Lodge  before  his  initiation.  In  reply  our 
good  Brother  "comes  down"  upon  us  "like  2,000  of  bricks/'  in 
part,  as  follows: 

"It  seems  to  us  that  this  is  simply  a  matter  of  definition.  We 
define  material  as  that  upon  which  the  Lodge  is  to  work.  It  is 
raw  material  of  the  Lodge  before  any  work  is  done  upon  it, 
that  is,  from  the  time  it  is  proposed,  and  duiing  the  process  of 
examination  as  to  its  acceptance.  It  is  partly  worked  in  the 
process  of  initiation,  and  it  is  manufactured  goods  when  the 
third  process  is  completed." 

Well  put,  Brother,  and  we  frankly  admit  that  you  hare, 
doubtless,  made  out  your  case,  that  you  are  right,  and  we  were 
wrong. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification,  that  we  find  ourselves  in  accord 
with  Brother  Duncan  on  many  points.

Chartered  Lodges  197,  U.  D.  1,  members  23,224,  gain  584. 

The  Committee  on  Returns  reported  returns  received  from  all 
the  Lodges.  From  the  Abstract  of  Returns  it  appears  that  Blaz- 
ing Star  Lodge  (30)  is  the  banner  lodge  in  respect  of  the  number 
of  candidates  raised  during  the  year— 31  R. 

The  records  show  the  presence  of  eleven  Past  Grand  Masters, 
and  twenty-eight  other  Past  Grand  Officers  at  the  Communica- 
tion under  review,  as  well  as  that  of  forty-seven  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tions in  the  persons  of  their  representatives — Alabama's  minister 
duly  on  hand. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master,  Alfred  S.  Kimball  was  dignified, 
conservative  and  always  to  the  point,  evincing  faithful  and 
highly  intelligent  supervision  of  the  Craft. 

He  had  granted  six  dispensations  to  receive  applications  from 
candidates  resident  in  the  State  less  than  one  year— also  several 
for  other  purposes,  all  being  strictly  within  the  limits  of  his  pre- 
rogative. 
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His  four  decisions  submitted  were  those  of  a  clear  headed  man 
who  knows  the  law  and  conforms  to  it. 

Two  new  Lodges  had  been  constituted,  one  corner  stone  had 
been  laid,  and  two  new  Halls  dedicated. 

The  Grand  Master  had  attended  one  of  the  fonr  conventions 
held,  during  the  year,  by  the  Grand  Lecturer.  He  warmly  com- 
mended these  meetings,  as  of  great  benefit  to  the  Craft. 

He  also  passed  high  encomiums  on  the  District  Deputies.  He 
suggested  the  publication  of  the  portraits  of  the  distinguished 
brethren  of  by-gone  years  in  the  Proceedings  as  those  might  be 
obtained.     His  decisions  were  affirmed. 

R.  .  W.\  Frank  E.  Sleeper,  Grand  Lecturer ,  in  his  report  said: 

"The  work  of  the  Lodges  in  Maine  was  never  so  accurate  and 
uniform  as  it  is  at  the  present  time,  attesting  the  value  and  im- 
portance of  our  system  of  conventions,"    *****     'This 
is  the  best  record  of  any  year  since  our  present  system  has  been 
n  operation." 

At  the  close  of  his  report  the  Grand  Treasurer  stated  that 
cash  to  new  account  was  $8, 160.36. 

R.\  W.\  Grand  Secretary,  Stephen  Berry,  in  his  report,  made 
a  suggestion  whish  was  referred  to  Jurisprudence  Committee, 
approved  by  it,  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

The  suggestion  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  several  of  the 
old  Charters  are  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  not  to  be  handled 
without  injury,  was,  in  shape,  the  form  submitted  as  follows:

of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  for  the  State  of  Maine 

Send  Greeting: 

Know  Ye,  That Lodge,  No in  the of , 

County  of  ,  and  State  of  Maine,  is  a  regularly  and 

duly  constituted  Lodge,  and  is  in  possession  of  a  regular  Char- 
ter, which  charter,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  to  as  pre- 
sented, said  Lodge  is  permitted  to  deposit  in  a  place  of  safety, 
and  in  its  absence,  this  certificate  shall  be  sufficient  authority  for 
it  to  do  and  perform  all  acts  authorized  under  said  Charter.

The  Grand  Secretary  adds,  that  this  certificate  would  carry 
all  the  powers  of  the  original,  and  the  old  Charter  would  remain 
the  working  Charter. 
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On  page  51  of  these  proceedings  it  would  appear  that  refresh- 
ment and  labor  are  synonymous  terms,  Brother  Berry. 

Four  Lodges  presented  requests  for  Certificates  of  Charter. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Dispensations  and  Charters. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  Second  Day  the  Third  Degree  was 

exemplified,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  by 

Lodge,  No and,  after  the  Grand  Master  had  resumed  the 

East,  thanks  of  Grand  Lodge  were  extended  to  said  Lodge  for 
its  excellent  work 

Four  more  requests  for  certificates  were  received  and  disposed 
of  as  the  four  preceding  ones  had  been. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that,  in  approving  the  suggestion  of  the 
Grand  Secretary  as  to  said  certificates,  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee recommended  certain  requisite  provisions;  all  of  which 
were  adopted. 

Maine  dropped  the  subject  of  "International  Masonry"  "like 
a  hot  potato." 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensations  and 
Charters,  a  Charter  was  granted  to  the  Lodge  U  D.  before  men- 
tioned, and  Charter  Certificates  were  granted  to  eight  Lodges 
named. 

A  lengthy  but  very  able  report  on  the  subject  of  fraternal  re- 
lations with  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  wound  up  with  a  no- 
tice, couched  in  courteous  and  brotherly  phrase,  to  said  Grand 
Orient,  that  if  she  would  hold  fraternal  rela'ions  with  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Maine,  she  must  sever  those  ties  which  bind  her  to  the 
atheistical  Grand  Orient  of  France.  Report  accepted  and  recom- 
mendation adopted. 

According  to  "Abstract  of  Proceedings  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Charity  Fund,"  the  amount  of  said  fund  is  $38,957.23,  yielding 
an  income  of  $1,652.31. 

A  fraternal  letter  was  received  from  Past  Grand  Master  Win- 
field  S.  Choate,  who  was  convalescing  from  serious  illness,  and 
a  fitting  reply,  unanimously  voted. 

Among  "Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  adopted  since  Edi- 
tion of  1893,"  we  note  the  following: 

M A  brother,  suspended  from  membership  for  non  payment  of 
dues,  will  be  restored  by  the  payment  or  remission  of  the  amount 
due  at  the  time  of  his  suspension,  at  any  time  within  five  years 
thereafter:  but  after  that  time  he  can  be  restored,  onlv  upon  his 
application  and  a  two  thirds  vote  of  the  Lodge,  after  payment  or 
remission  of  the  amount  in  arrears."  [1900  p.  46.]    Italics  ours. 
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Standing  Regulation  No.  32  is  a  very  good  one.    It  reads  as 
follows: 

Resolved,  That,  when  the   hour  arrives  for  the  election  of 
Grand  Officers,  as  provided  in  the  Constitution,  the  Grand  Lodge 
shall  go  into  an  executive  session  for  that  purpose,  and  none  but 
members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  present  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  in  each  case.     [1898. 
p.  *58,  amended  1900,  p.  49."] 

The  foregoing  would,  we  think,  be  made  still  better,  by  strik- 
ing out  all  after  the  word,  "present,"  for,  visitors,  though  they 
cannot  vote,  can,  nevertheless,  exert  more  or  less  influence. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 


With  feelings  of  sadness  we  approach  the  subject  of  fraternal 
Correspondence,  for  at  this  writing,  M.  \  W.\  Josiah  H.  Drum- 
mond,  the  genial  correspondent,  the  great  Masonic  writer  and 
Masonic  Jurist,  is  dead. 

No  more  shall  we  see  his  considerate  criticisms  of  opinion,  his 
intelligent  interpretation  of  law,  his  wise  counsels  for  the  guid- 
ance of  less  informed  brethren.  His  demise  entails  a  grievous 
loss,  not  only  on  the  Fraternity  in  Maine,  but  also  upon  the  Ma- 
sonic world. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  for  1902,  is  a  master-piece  of 
reportorial  work,  which  we  shall  not  now  notice  in  detail,  re- 
serving it  for  future  reference.  Suffice  it  now  to  say  that  his 
review  of  Alabama,  1901,  like  all  its  predecessors,  is  written  in 
unfailing  kindness  and  courtesy.

Members, 
March  1,  1903.  23,940;  net  gain,  716.

There  were  present  at  this  communication— ten  Past  Grand 
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Masters,  twenty-seven  other  Permanent  members,  and  forty -six 
Grand  Representatives,  including  Alabama's. 

The  Address  of  Grand  Master  Kimball  shows  him  to  have 
been  a  vigilant  watchman,  and  most  efficient  administrator  of 
Masonic  affairs. 

He  paid  touching  tribute  to  the  distinguished  dead —notably, 
Past  Grand  Masters,  Edward  P.  Burn  ham,  and  Josiah  H.  Drum- 
mond,  and  Past  Senior  Grand  Wardens,  Sumner  J.  Chadbourne 
and  Thadeus  R.  Simonton. 

He  intimated,  giving  some  facts  and  figures,  that  the  condi- 
tion of  the  Craft  was  gratifying. 

A  number  of  dispensations  had  been  granted,  among  which 
were  six  for  waiving  time  in  balloting  on  applications. 

All  of  the  Grand  Master's  four  decisions  submitted  were,  to 
our  mind,  sound  Masonic  law. 

One  new  Lodge  had  been  constituted,  and  its  officers  installed 
by  the  Grand  Master  with  the  aid  of  a  corps  of  acting  Grand 
Officers.  Five  dedications  had  been  held,  and  a  number  of  visi- 
tations with  happy  results. 

We  note  that  R.\  W.\  Bro.  Gustavus  H.  Cargill  had  been 
recommended  as  Representative  near  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Maine,  for  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 

The  Grand  Master  intimated  that  the  "Drummond  Monu- 
.  ment "  would  be  dedicated  before  the  close  of  this  Grand  Lodge. 

He  called  attention  to  the  "  Tennessee  resolution"  against  Ci- 
pher ritual. 

In  concluding  his  address  the  Grand  Master  gave  utterance 
to  the  following  pertinent  observations  : 

"  As  one  looks  over  the  field  of  contemporary  events,  and 
surveys  the  fierce  industrial  conflicts  that  are  being  waged,  the 
question  may  well  be  asked — what  forces  may  be  utilized  to  stay 
the  tide  of  discontent  and  harmonize  the  immense  number  of 
individualities  which  constitute  the  impelling  power  in  this 
great  nation?  A  partial  answer  may  be  found  in  the  quiet  in- 
fluence of  organizations  of  a  fraternal  nature,  embracing  with- 
in their  membership  men  of  all  grades  of  wealth  and  station  in 
life,  meeting  upon  the  level  in  the  circle  of  a  great  brotherhood 
where  interchange  of  thought  and  the  expression  of  divergent 
conclusions  arrived  at  by  different  modes  of  reasoning  are  pre- 
sented for  comparison,  under  the  obligations  imposed  by  vows 
of  good  citizenship;  rep  pec  t  for  law  and  order,  and  due  regard 
for  the  opinions  of  all,  when  honestly  expressed.  Thus  may  we 
co-operate  one  with  another,  irrespective  of  religious  or  politi- 
cal belief,  in  the  elevation  of  humanity  in  that  spirit  of  tolera- 
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tion  which  Masonry  ever  regards,  thereby  ameliorating  the 
prejudices  of  education  and  habit,  and  thus  benefit  the  institu- 
tions under  which  we  live,  and  deepen  the  respect  for  this  an- 
cient Craft  in  the  hearts  of  the  fraternity  and  of  all  mankind." 

The  application  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  for  recogni- 
tion, had  been  referred  to  the  Correspondence  Committee,  and 
the  request  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium,  that  action  in  re- 
gard to  said  Grand  Body  be  deferred  until  its  Grand  Committee 
could  be  heard  from,  wa?  recommended  for  acquiescence. 

From  a  Special  Committee  of  investigation  as  to  alleged  use 
of  so  called  printed  ritual  or  ciphers,  M.\  W.  \  AlbroE.  Chase 
reported  the  following  to  be  adopted  as  "  Standing  Regulation, 
No.  25": 

"25.  R<  solved,  That  the  buying,  offering  for  sale,  selling,  and  the 
circulating  any  printed  document  purporting  to  be  a  ritual  or  a 
key  to  a  ritual  of  any  part  of  Symbolic  Masonry,  is  contrary  to 
the  tenets  of  Free  Masonry,  and  all  Masons  are  strictly  enjoined 
to  abstain  therefrom." 

"That  the  Grand  Master  is  instructed,  upon  evidence fur- 
nit  hed   to  him  of  the  violation  of  this  regulation,  to  suspend 
from  the  rights  of  Masonry  the  offending  brother  or  brethren 
pending  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  " 

We  regret  to  see  that  the  foregoing  recommendation  was 
41  rejected." 

The  Grand  Treasurei  s  report  showed  a  balance  on  hand,  after 
all  disbursements,  of  $9,004.90.  That  officer's  report  from  Com- 
mittee on  Drummond  Memorial,  attests  the  universal  venera- 
tion for  the  character  of  that  great  writer  and  jurist,  Josiah 
Hay  den  Drummond. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  not  feeling  war- 
ranted in  recommending  recognition  of  the  "  Argentine  Grand 
Orient  of  the  Blue  Rite,"  asked  that  the  application  of  said 
Grand  Orient  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Comraictee  until  next 
Annual.     Report  accepted  and  further  time  granted. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Joseph  A.  Locke,  presented  an  eloquent 
and  instructive  Memorial  of  the  late  M.\  W.\  Brother,  Edward 
P.  Bnrnham,  which  was  accepted. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  Second  Day,  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
called  from  refreshment  to  labor. 

A  procession  was  formed  and,  escorted  by  the  Commanderies 
K  T.,  proceoded  to  the  burial  place,  where  lie  the  remains  of 
Josiah  Hayden  Drummond,  and  there  the  Monument,    erected 
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in  memory  of  that  profound  Masonic  scholar  and  jurist,  was 
nnveiled  and  consecrated  with  appropriate  ceremonial.  The 
eulogy  by  the  Grand  Master,  and  the  Memorial  Address  by  P. 
G.  M.  Bro  Marqnis  F.  King,  were  worthy  of  their  great  subject. 

The  monument  is  a  rectangular  monolith,  on  a  pedestal  con- 
sisting of  three  massive  steps  On  the  face  of  the  stone  is 
embossed  a  portrait  of  the  distinguished  Brother,  subscribed  is 
his  name  with  the  years  of  his  birth  and  death.  The  lowest 
step  bears,  in  Hebrew  characters,  the  words,  "Oheb  Eloah"— 
Love  to  God;  the  next  higher  step,  the  words,  "Amal-sagghi" — 
Great  Labor,  while  the  third  or  highest  step  bears  the  inscrip- 
tion, "Oheb  Karabo"— Love  to  Our  Neighbor. 

Plates  representing  the  unveiling,  and  the  monument  embel- 
lish these  pages, 

The  Committee  on  Condition  of  the  Craft  gleaned  from  the 
reports  of  the  twenty-five  District  Deputies,  the  following: 

"Increased  interest  in  Masonry,  uniformity  of  work,  and  the 
advantages  derived  from  the  Grand  Lecturers  and  District  Con- 
ventions." 

"Four  Lodges  have  suffered  from  fire,  two  having  lost  their 
halls,  and  all  have  lost  paiaphernalia  or  other  property.  We 
recommend  that  all  Lodges  have  their  property  properly  in- 
sured. " 

"The  past  year  has  been  one  of  surpassing  prosperity  and 
harmony  with  the  fraternity  in  Maine." 

Report  accepted  and  recommendation  adopted.  The  Commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Corespondence  was  allowed  further  time  to  in- 
vestigate the  claims  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  to  recogni- 
tion. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Law  Committee  the  rulings  of  the 
Grand  Master  were  approved  and  confirmed. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  made  report  on 
six  cases,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

From  the  abstract  of  Proceedings  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Charity  Fund  it  is  learned  that  $1,327.00  had  been  dispensed  in 
benevolence  during  the  year. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  Albro  E.  Chase,  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  submitted  a?  his  report  a  review  of  the  Proceed- 
ings of  sixty-one  Grand  Lodges.  This  report,  alth  >ugh  his  first, 
evinces  a  familiarity  with  the  duties  of  reviewer,  which  ensures 
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success  in  that  line  of  work.  It  needs  not  that  Brother  Chase 
disparage  his  reports.  They  commend  themselves  to  the  think- 
ing reader. 

Alabama- 1002  is  accorded  the  generous  space  of  nearly  four 
pages. 

In  regard  to  onr  way  of  amending  the  Constitution,  Brother 
Chase  sa^s: 

"If  there  ever  was  a  more  elaborate  and  non  effective  way  of 
amending  a  Constitution  than  that  practice  in  this  Jurisdiction 
we  never  read  about  it  The  Grand  Master  recommended  cer- 
tain changes,  which,  if  adopted,  would  bring  their  practice  very 
close  to  our  practice. " 

Some  time  since  we  discussed  that  matter  with  Brother  Drum- 
mood;  so  deem  it  unnecessary  to  report  the  discussions  now. 

With  many  of  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  decisions  Brother 
Chase,  we  conclude,  agrees,  but  expresses  his  dissent  from  a  few 
of  them. 

In  connection  with  one  of  those  decisions,  our  Brother  asks: 
"Do  the  Lodges  iD  this  Jurisdiction,  as  a  rule,  require  4a  majority 
of  the  whole  Lodge'  to  transact  business?" 

For  answer,  we  would  say  that,  for  the  trial  of  a  Brother,  the 
presence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is  necessary.  Ordinary 
business  may  be  transacted  by  %  quorum. 

Brother  Chase  kindly  gives  the  writer  nearly  a  page  of  notice, 
for  which  grateful  acknowledgments  are  hereby  tendered. 

The  modest  tone  of  our  Brother's  conclusions  bespeaks  his 
merit.

Present— Three  Past  Grand  Masters,  eight  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Masters,  two  others  P.  G.  O.  's,  sixty-three  Past  Masters,  and 
fourteen  Grand  Representatives. 

Chartered  Lodges  71  ;  members  3,486  ;  gain  348. 

During  the  year  four  special  communications  were  held — 
three  for  the  purpose  of  laying  corner-stones,  and  one  to  attend 
the  funeral  of  Past  Grand  Master,  The  Very  Rev.  Dean  James 
Dallas  O'Meara. 
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Grand  Master  Thornton's  annual  address  was  very  short—  a 
trifle  over  two  pages,  but  well  pointed. 

He  announced  the  deposing  of  a  W. '.  M. '/s  for  intoxication 
at  sundry  times  and  places;  also  the  suspension  for  three  months 
of  two  members  of  Lodge,  who  had  refused  to  obey  summons 
In  this  connection  he  justty  said: 

"A  refusal  to  obey  a  summons  of  this  kind,  is  to  be  regarded 
as  a  serious  offence,  which,  when  deliberate,  should  never  be 
overlooked .  No  one  should  be  permitted  to  evade  his  plain  duty 
to  the  craft  of  which  he  is  a  member.  Freemasonry  possesses 
great  and  invaluable  privileges,  but  it  should  ever  be  remem- 
bered that  privileges  and  responsibilities  go  hand  in  hand,  and 
we  should  never  forget,  while  enjoying  its  benefits  and  apprecia- 
ting its  value,  the  duties  we  owe  to  the  Order." 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  evince  careful,  faithful 
work  on  their  part,  as  well  as  a  generally  good  condition  of  the 
craft.  One  of  these  Deputies  makes  a  suggestion  worthy  of  con- 
sideration; viz,  that  qualifications  for  the  position  of  W.  M. 
should,  perhaps,  embrace  not  only  service  as  Warden,  but  also 
service  as  Secretary. 

Such  service  would  equip  the  presiding  officer  with  such 
knowledge  of  the  business  affairs  of  the  Lodge  as  he  might  not 
otherwise  attain. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  Grand  Treasurer  had  a  balance  of  $2,- 
356.80. 

The  Benevolent  Account  was  credited  with  $118.13.  Total  as- 
sets over  liabilities  $7,557.04. 

Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  and  Correspondence  recom- 
mended recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Costa  Rica  and 
Egypt.    Adopted. 

In  the  "list  of  Past  Grand  Master's"  (shoild  it  be  Masters?) 
1  'decisions  presented  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  among 
a  large  number  of  other  rulings,  we  note  the  following: 

"Cannot  confer  the  £.  A.  Degree  on  more  than  one  at  the  same 
time." 

On  Physical  Qualifications— "Two  fingers  in  right  hand  below 
knuckle  gone  not  disqualified/'  "Loss  of  left  hand,  not  dis- 
qualified." "Second,  third  and  fourth  fingers  of  right  hand  off, 
not  disqualified."  "Loss  of  left  leg,  not  disqualified."  "Loss  of 
left  arm,  not  disqualified."  "Loss  of  foot,  disqualified."  'Am- 
putated foot,  not  disqualified."  "Loss  of  right  arm,  disquali- 
fied . "    '  'Worshipful  Master  cannot  delegate  authority. " 

The  M.  *.  W.\  Grand  Master  delivered  his  very  interesting  and 
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instructive  address  on  the  "Evolution  of  the  Craft."  It  was  re- 
solved that  said  address  be  printed  in  pamphlet  form,  with  his 
other  addresses— subject  to  his  approval. 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  and  wel- 
comed in  the  customary  manner. 

The  general  business  of  Grand  Lodge  was,  at  one  point,  sus- 
pendel,  and  a  Lodge  of  Instruction  held  for  exemplification  of 
the  E.  A.,  and  F.  C.  Degrees.  The  reports  of  several  commit - 
teeF,  which  we  cannot  pause  to  notice,  were  received  and 
adopted.

Chartered  Lodges  70,  U.  D.  6;  Members  3,811;  gain  326. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  unmistakably  shows  that 
his  administration  of  the  affairs  of  Grand  Lodge  had  been  faith- 
ful and  vigilant. 

Nine  new  Lodges  had  been  recently  instituted. 

The  Grand  Master  said: 

"Our  numerical  and  material  increase  this  year  has  beaten 
all  previous  records." 

He  gave  expression  to  his  heart -felt  gratitude  to  the  District 
Deputies  for  their  devotion  and  successful   labors  for  the  Craft. 

The  Grand  Master's  reflections  in  concluding  his  address 
merited  the  close  attention  of  his  Brethren. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  evinces  great  care  and 
painstaking.    He  well  deserves  the  confidence  of  his  Brethren. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1903,  were  $3,- 
959.80,  while  expenditures  for  the  same  period  were  $3,638.02. 

Mar  jh  31,  1903,  the  assets  of  Grand  Lodge  stood  at  the  follow- 
ing figures,  viz:    $9,119.28. 

The  Librarian  (Grand  Secretary  Ovas)  in  concluding  his  re- 
port said: 
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"I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  interest  in  the  reading-room 
continues,  and  that  the  room  is  mnch  appreciated  and  enjoyed 
by  brethren  from  sister  Jurisdictions  who  are  coming  in  large 
numbers  to  make  their  home  in  the  Golden  West." 

Our  Brethren  in  Manitoba  are  to  be  highly  commended  for 
adding  to  their  Grand  Lodge  so  valuable  an  adjunct  as  a  read- 
ing room.  Its  value  to  the  Fratenity  in  the  province,  is  no 
little. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals,  with  truly  Ma- 
sonic impulse  reported  that  the  British-Columbia  complaint 
against  a  Lodge  in  Manitoba  for  invasion  of  Jurisdiction,  was 
just,  and  recommended  that  said  Lodge  be  directed  to  make  ac- 
ceptable apology  for  said  invasion,  that,  within  three  months  it 
should  pay  the  British-Columbia  Lodge  injured,  a  sura  equal  to 
the  initiation  fee  it  had  received,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  report 
and  of  said  apology  be  forwarded  without  delay,  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

Good  Square  Work.  That  Committee  did  its  duty  well.  The 
other  duties  of  the  committee  were  equally  well  discharged. 
Report  adopted. 

The  Finance  Committee  noted  "with  pleasure  the  gratifying 
increase  in  the  finances  during  the  past  year,  the  net  gain  being 
the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge." 

The  Committee  further  reported  that  it  "had  been  enabled  to 
transfer  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  from  the  current,  to  the  special 
account,  making  a  total  of  $3,000.00  now  to  the  credit  of  this 
account,  drawing  interest. " 

The  Committee  on  Benevolence  intimated  that  it  had  not  been 
obliged  to  draw  on  the  fund  at  the  credit  of  the  Benevolent  ac- 
count, to  meet  the  demands  of  charity.  The  same  Committee 
reported  a  total,  to  the  credit  of  the  "Aged  and  Indigent  Ma- 
sons' Fund,  of  $1,704.40.  The  Committee  recommended  that 
$200.00  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  said  fund. 

Report  received  and  adopted. 

Our  Brethren  in  Manitoba  are  wrestling  with  the  question  of 
non -affiliation,  and  seem  likely  to  "come  out  on  top." 

The  Masonry  of  this  Province  is  all  right. 

No  report  on  Correspondence.

No  of  Lodges  106;  members,  November  1,  1902,  9,122. 
M. '.  W.  \  Thomas  J.  Shryock,  Grand  Master. 

Its  wonted  high  standard  is  fully  sustained  by  the  record  of 
proceedings,    now   under  review.     Portraits  of  Senior   Grand 
Warden  Lewis  R.  Keizer,  Past  Grand  Treasurer  Wm.  Henry 
Shryock,  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  George  L.  McCahan, 
(all  lately  deceased)  embellish  this  volume. 

Twenty  Past  Grand  Officers  graced  the  Annual  Communica- 
tion by  their  presence.  There  were  also  present  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives of  forty  Sister  Jurisdictions,  R.  \  W .  \  Brother  Wm. 
M.  Isaac,  as  usual,  being  "on  hand"  for  Alabama. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  says : 

"Our  financial  condition  is  in  every  way  satisfactory  and 
healthy,  and  our  subordinate  Lodges  are  all  enjoying  a  season  of 
great  activity  and  financial  prosperity. " 

He  paid  a  loving  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Past  Deputy 
Grand  Master,  George  L.  McCahan,  who  died  July  30, 1902.  He 
also  alluded  to  the  death,  October  25,  1902,  of  M.\  W.\  Joeiah 
H.  Drummond,  and  said: 

"He  was  a  Mason  known  and  beloved  in  every  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  world.  He  was  a  man  of  commanding  presence  and  a 
prince  and  law-giver  among  us." 

The  Grand  Master  reported  forty-seven  dispensations,  of 
which  twelve  were  to  waive  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

No  rulings  were  submitted. 

The  Grand  Sscretary  had  received  and  paid  over  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  $22,793.70.  The  last  named  officer  had 
November  7, 1902,  a  balance  in  bank  amounting  to  $506.86. 

The  following  paragraphs  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Grand  Inspectors  : 

"We  also  found  everything  pertaining  to  the  advancement  of 
the  craft  in  excellent  shape. 

"We  found  a  most  encouraging  spirit,  due  to  increase  of  work, 
membership  and  visiting  brethren. 

"All  Lodges  show  a  pleasing  growth  of  finance*,  and  each 
Lodge  shows  a  favorable  balance  to  its  credit. 

"The  Records  are  well  kept,  payment  of  dues  more  regular, 
delinquents  decreasing,  and  a  manifest  zeal  shown  to  keep  oar 
Institution  to  the  front." 
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■  * 
Such  conditions  are  undoubtedly  favorable,  if  no  nn  worthy 

material  is  admitted,  throagh  haste  to  swell  membership,  and 

surely  our  Maryland  brethren  guard  well  the  outer  door. 

The  • 'Lodge  of  Relief"  had  disbursed  $443.60,  and  had  $247.20 
balance  on  hand. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  was  accepted, 
and  the  usual  appropriation  made  for  expenses  of  the  same. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address,  had  expressed  regret  at  the 
absence  of  that  distinguished  Brother  Edward  T .  Schultz,  who 
was  celebrating  his  "golden  wedding." 

In  pursuance  of  the  Grand  Master's  suggestion,  the  Commit- 
tee on  the  Address  reported  congratulatory  resolution  to  be  sent 
to  Brother  Schultz,  on  this,  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  mar- 
riage. 

The  committee  concluding  it 3  report,  said: 

*  Impressed  deeply  and  profoundly  by  the  contents  of  our 
Grand  Master's  report,  we  find  nothing  to  criticise  and  every- 
thing to  commend  to  your  sovereign  appioval."  Report  ac- 
cepted and  resolution  adopted. 

Under  Election  of  GrandlOfficers,  we  find  the  following ; 

"[When  the  nominations  for  Grand  Secretary  were  called  for » 
the  Grand  Lodge  rose  en  masse  and  named  Brother  Jacob  H . 
Medairy  for  the  fortieth  time.  Wm.  M.  Isaac  Deputy  Grand 
Secretary.]" 

A  handsome  recognition  of  long,  faithful,  efficient  service. 

At  the  Semi-Annual,  May  13,  1902,  nothing  of  special  interest 
to  the  outside  Masonic  world  transpired,  save  the  touching  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries,  but  which  we  lack  space 
to  quote. 

August  2,  1902,  Past  Grand  Master  John  M.  Carter  presented 
an  impressive  sketch  of  the  life  and  character  of  Brother  George 
L.  McCahan,  deceased,  founder  of  the  Masonic  Veteran  Associa- 
tion, also  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M . ,  of  the  United  States. 

Four  Special  Communications  were  held  during  the  year — one 
for  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  Buildings  at 
Annapolis,  and  three  for  the  funerals  of  Past  Senior  Grand  War- 
den, Brother  Lewis  J.  Keizer,  Past  Grand  Treasurer,  Brother 
Wm.  Henry  Shryock,  and  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master.  Brother 
George  L.  McCahan  Eloquent  eulogies  were  pronounced  over 
the  departed. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

It  is  with  pleasure  unfeigned  that  we  find  Brother  Edward  T. 
Schultz  still  the  active  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Maryland.  May  the  day 
be  far  distant  when  he  shall  cease  to  edify  and  enlighten  his 
brethren  both  at  home  and  abroad  ! 

As  we  look  over  the  various  passages  in  his  report  which  we 
have  marked  for  notice,  there  comes  an  appalling  sense  of  pov- 
erty of  space  in  which  to  give  these  numerous  passages  even 
meagre  attention. 

We  note  under  Connecticut  that  Brother  Barlow  agrees  with 
Brother  Schultz  "that  a  Lodge  cannot  be  opened  in  the  absence 
of  the  Master  and  Wardens;  alto  that  an  installed  officer  cannot 
be  permitted  to  resign."  Our  own  view  as  to  the  Master  and 
Wardens. 

Under  District  of  Columbia,  whose  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence had  reported  upon  the  question,  "Has  the  Master  of  a 
Lodge  the  right  to  require  one  of  its  members  to  leave  the  Lodge 
room  ?"  as  follows : 

"1.  When  balloting  for  a  candidate  it  is  the  duty  of  each 
member  to  cast  his  ballot. 

"2.  Should  he  persist  in  declining  to  vote,  the  Worshipful 
Master  should,  then  and  there,  suspend  the  further  taking  of 
the  ballot,  and  direct  that  charges  be  formulated  against  the 
offending  brother,  and  that  he  be  tried,  and,  if  found  guilty,  he 
be  disciplined/' 

"3.  That  in  balloting  for  a  candidate  for  the  degrees  or  for 
affiliation,  when  the  Worshipful  Master  has  once  announced  the 
result  of  the  ballot  box,  as  disclosed  by  a  correct  inspection  of 
the  ballot,  it  is  not  within  his  power  to  order  the  ballot  to  be  re- 
taken; the  petition  must  take  the  course  prescribed  by  the 
Grand  Lodge  Constitution."  (The  Grand  Lodge  of  D.  C,  had 
adopted  No.  1,  disapproved  No.  a\  and  adopted  as  substitute 
for  No.  3,  the  following:  'That  in  balloting  for  a  candi- 
date for  the  degress  or  for  affiliation,  when  it  has  been  defi- 
nitely determined  that  an  irregularity  has  occurred  in  the  ballot, 
the  ballot  shall  be  immediately  re- taken,  even  if  the  result  of 
said  ballot  has  been  announced.")  Brother  Schultz  comments  as 
follows: 

"We  think  the  propositions  should  have  been  adopted  as  re- 
ported by  the  committee.  The  authority  of  the  Master  having 
been  defied,  all  proceedings  should  have  been  immediately  sus- 
pended, and  steps  taken  right  tber«  and  then  to  discipline  the 
offending  brother,  a  ad  the  result  of  the  incomplete  ballot  should 
not  have  been  announced,  and  we  hold  that  the  second  ballot 
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wa9  illegal,  for  it  is  a  well  settled  law,  as  well  as  usage,  that 
when  a  ballot  is  spread,  no  one  present  can  leave  the  room  until 
the  result  is  ascertained  and  announced,  and  that  there  is  no 
legal  election  unless  there  are  as  many  white  balls  as  there  were 
members  of  the  Lodge  present  at  the  commencement  of  the  bal- 
loting— this,  of  course,  is  impossible  if  one  or  more  brethren 
have  left  the  room."  (The  facts  occasioning  said  discussion  we 
have  left  to  be  inferred. ) 

Brother  Schultz  further  suggests  that  the  Grand  Master 
should  have  been  applied  to  for  a  dispensation  to  re-ballot  on  the 
petition  at  a  subsequent  meeting.     He  further  says  : 

"Suppose  a  brother  refuses  to  leave  when  ordered  by  the  Mas- 
ter, or  to  be  led  out,  what  then,  would  they  recommend  that 
force  be  used? 

"Two  cases  have  occurred  under  our  personal  observation 
where  the  brethren  peremptorily  refused  to  obey  the  gavel;  one 
was  in  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge,  the  other  in  a  body  of  a  higher 
degree;  in  both  cases  the  presiding  officers  promptly  closed  their 
respective  bodies.  We  regarded  this  at  the  time,  and  have  ever 
since,  as  a  wise  and  proper  procedure,  although  a  number  of 
brethren  held  otherwise;  they  contended  that  the  presiding  offi- 
cer should  have  ordered  the  Deacons  to  put  them  out,  and,  if 
necessary,  by  force.  We  are  satisfied  that,  had  this  been  at- 
tempted, resistance  would  have  been  made,  for  both  of  the 
brethren  were  greatly  excited,  and  serious  consequences  might 
have  resulted.  We  are  clearly  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that 
physical  force  should  not  be  resorted  to  in  such  cases."  He  in- 
timates that  if  a  refractory  brother  becomes  violent  in  the 
Lodge,  he  should,  of  course,  be  suppressed.  In  the  foregoing 
suggestions  of  our  eminent  Brother  we  emphatically  concur. 

We  also  concur,  under  Indiana,  as  to  Test  Oath  before  exam- 
ination instead  of  after  the  same. 

But  we  must  "hold  up,"  after  quoting  what  he  says  under 
North  Carolina,  as  to  the  necessary  presence  of  one  of  the  three 
principal  officers  in  order  to  open  a  Lodge.  Brother  Schultz 
says : 

"Brother  Collins  takes  issue  with  the  Grand  Master  of  Ala- 
bama: 'That  in  the  absence  of  the  Master  and  both  Warders  a 
Lodge  cannot  be  opened  by  any  person  except  the  Grand  Master 
or  his  deputy/  and  says,  "this  doctrine  seems  to  be  confined  to 
Alabama,  and  it  may  be  that,  when  the  matter  is  brought  before 
the  Grand  Lodge,  the  ruling  may  be  reversed,  and  probably  will 
be. "    Whereupon  Brother  Schultz  says: 

"Our  good  brother  errs  greatly  when  he  says,  'this  doctrine 
seems  to  be  confined  to  Alabama.' "

The  pamphlet  before  us  contains  a  record  of  the  proceeding  at 
two  Quarterly,  and  four  Special  Communications,  to  wit  :  Quar- 
terly, June  11,1902:  Special,  June  18,1902;  Special,  June  24, 
1902;  Special,  July  30.  1902;  Special,  September  2,  1902;  Quarter- 
ly, September  10,  1902;  Special,  November  1,  1902. 

At  the  June  Quarterly,  recognition  was  accorded  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  also  a  memorial  of  R.*.  W.\  Bro. 
George  H.  Taber  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  By-Laws  and  Charters  was  ac- 
cepted, after  which  the  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form. 

The  Special  of  June  18th,  was  held  in  the  city  of  Haverhill  to 
celebrate  the  centennial  of  Merrimack  Lodge.     The  exercises  of 
this  occasion  and   the  addresses    were  full  of    interest.     Grand 
Master  Gallagher  is  a  host  within    himself,  while  Grand  Chap- 
lain Horton's  observations  are  ever  replete  with  wit  and    wis- 
dom. 

At  the  Special  of  June  24th,  held  at  the  town  of  Duxbury,  an- 
other Centennial  was  celebrated. — the  centennial  of  Corner- 
S.one  Lodge.  On  this  occasion  the  Grand  Master  fully  sustain- 
ed his  reputation  for  readiness  to  meet  the  opportunity.  Onr 
readers  will  pardon  us  for  copying  a  passage,  in  Grand  Master 
Gallagher's  address,  which,  its  justness  admitted,  strips  the 
glamour  from  a  part  of  Longfellow's  beautiful  poem  of  "Evan- 
geline."   Said  theM.*.  W.*.  Brother: 

"Although  many  of  the  men  of  Duxbury  have  become  famous 
in  the  history  of  the  old  Commonwealth  and  of  our  country,  I  will 
stop  to  notice  su^h  characters  as  Col.  Benj.  Church,  known  in 
the  wars  with  King  Philip,  and  of  Lieut.  Col.  John  Winslow 
who  directed  the  parcelling  out  of  the  Acadians  from  the  Grand 
Pre  valley  and  Basin  of  Minas  in  Nova  Scotia.      He  was  a  kind- 
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ly  and  humane  but  positive  man  of  duty,    and  history  has  been 
misconceived  by* the  readers  of  the  poem  of   "Evangeline."    Of 
the  whole. six  thousand    or  more   deported,  these  two  thousand 
persons  were  settlpd  in  the  Grand  Pre  Valley— ceded  by  France 
to  England  in  1713— with  a  right  to  their  language  and  religion. 
They  had  been -kindly  treated  by  the  English,  with  more  consid- 
eration, in  fact,   as  to    taxation  than    the    provincial    subjects 
otherwise.     For  forty  years  or  more  these  French,  joining  with 
the  Indians,    had  conducted  a  continuous  marauding  and  pil- 
laging among  the  peaceful  English  settlers  of  New  England  and 
Nova  Scotia.     The  Colonial  records  of  France  and  the  archives 
of  the  English  abundantly  testify  to  the  settled  policy  of  the 
church,  through    the  priests,  to    foment     trouble   against   the 
English  rule.     Finally,  driven  to  desperation,    rather  than   put 
the  offenders  to  the  svord,  as    was  the  natural    custom  of  the 
times  for  the  dealing  with  such  cases  (the  Acadians  absolutely 
refused  to  take  any  oath  to  become  loyal  subjects  of  the    Eng- 
lish and  kept  up  a  warfare  till  it  could  not  longer  be  borne),  the 
Ne  v  Englander  simply  deported  the  nest  and  all  its  brood  from 
their  villagf  s  in  the  Basin  of  Minas,  as  was  done  with  others  in 
other  parts  of  Acadia,  and  distributed    them  along    the  coast 
where  they  could  no   longer  unite    to  do    damage— certainly  a 
kind  and   merciful  treatment  considering  that  the    aggressors 
were  like  the  soldier  who  has  violated  a  flag  of  truce  and  it 
would   not    have    been     unnatured     to     treat     with     more 
vigorous    punishment         With        the       greatest      deference 
to        the      respected       port        who        immortalized      <4The 
Courtship  of    Miles  Standish,"     I    must    disagree     with    the 
sentiment  and  statements  of  fact  that  have  misled  the  civilized 
world,  in  his  ftory  of  "Evangeline"  and  the  Acadian  valley.    It 
is  poetical  and  of  beautiful  sentiment,  but  Parkman's  historical 
account  must  be  depended  on  for  facts." 

If  we  had  space  to  spare  it  would  be  a  great  pleasure  to  tran- 
scribe the  historical  address  by  Bro.  The  Rev.  E.  T.  Maglathlin; 
it  must  be  read  to  be  appreciated.  An  eloquent  oration  by  Bro. 
Willard  Howland  concluded  the  literary  exercises  of  this  not- 
soon -to-be- forgotten  celebration. 

At  the  July  Special  which  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  laying 
the  corner-stone  of  a  new  Masonic  Temple  at  Roxbury,  the  ad- 
dress of  Grand  Master  Gallagher  was  peculiarly  happy  and  full 
of  historic  interest. 

The  September  Special  was  held  at  Needham,  for  the  purpose 
of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  Town  Hall. 

At  the  September  Quarterly  some  routine  business  was  trans- 
acted, announcement  of  the  death  of  R.\  W. '.  Chas.  H.  Norris, 
was  made,  and,  on  recommendation   of  Special  Committee   on 
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Spurious  Lodges,  two  members  of  the  Fraternity  were   expell- 
ed for  flagrant  violation  of  Masonic  Law. 

The  November  Special  was  held  in  the  city  of  Everett  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  a  new  Armory. 

MASSACHUSETTS.

169th  Anniversary— Boston— December,  1902. 

Number  of  Lodges,  231,  besides  4  in  foreign  parts;  member- 
ship 43,415;  gain  1,322. 

A  Quarterly  Communication  was  held  on  Dec.  10,  1902,  a 
Special,  on  Dec.  11th,  and  a  Stated  Communication — Feast  of 
St.  John  the  Evangelist,  Dec.  30,  1902. 

At  the  Quarterly,  Dec.  10th,  there  were,  besides  the  Grand 
Officers,  forty- two  Permanent  Members  present,  and  represen- 
tatives of  two-hundred  five  Subordinate  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  able,  Annual  Address,  took  occasion 
to  pay  a  well  merited  tribute  to  the  zeal  and  conspicuous  effici- 
ency of  the  Recording  Grand  Secretary.  M.\  W.\  Bro.  Sereno 
D.  Nickerson. 

He  paid  considerable  attention  to  the  subject  of  spurious 
Lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction. 

Five  Special  Communications  had  been  held  for  the  purpose 
of  celebrating  Ce ntennial  Anniversaries,  laying  corner-stones, 
&c. 

His  numerous  visitations  were  made  with  pleasure  to  himself 
and  profit  to  the  Lodges  visited. 

Eleven  special  warrants  had  been  issued  three  for  installing 
officers,  seven  for  holding  Exemplifications,  and  one  for  healing 
a  brother. 

The  Grand  Master  included  in  his  address  an  interesting  fin- 
ancial statement,  from  which  we  cull  the  following  items:

Touching  memorials  of  R.  .  W.  *.  Richard  M.  Field,  P.  D.  G. 
M.,  and  R,\  W.\  Charles  H.  N  orris,  P.  S.  G.  W.,  were  "unani- 
mously accepted  by  a  rising  vote  and  ordered  to  be  spread  upon 
the  Record*.  " 

The  Special  of  Dec.  11th,  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  dedicat- 
ing the  new  Masonic  Apartments  at  Dorchester.  The  Grand 
Master's  address,  on  that  occasion,  was  full  of  historic  interest. 

The  Special  of  Dec.  23d,  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  constitut- 
ing a  Lodge  in  the  town  of  Wilmington. 

At  the  Stated  Communication,  Dec.  30,  1902,  the  Grand  Offi- 
cers elected  were  duly  installed  in  conformity  with  ancient  cus- 
tom, and  the  Annual  Feast  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  was  fitly 
celebrated.  Th  it  is  a  great  event,  joyously  anticipated  by  all 
who  have  attended  previous  celebrations  of  said  Anniversary. 
Indeed  it  might  be  considered  a  land-mark  in  Massachusetts 
Masonry. 

The  various  addresses,  at  the  Feast,  were  rich  in  thought, 
sparkling  with  gems  of  wit,  but  pervaded  by  sentiments  of  true 
Masonic  Brotherhood.

Whole  number  of  Lodges,  January  1, 1903,  391.  Total  mem- 
bership January  1, 1902,  47,638;  net  gain  2,343. 

The  initial  page  of  this  ornate  volume  of  Proceedings  is 
adorned  with  the  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Neal  McMillan.  At 
the  Communication  reviewed,  all  the  Grand  Officers  were  pres- 
ent, as  well  as  sixteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  representatives  of 
three  hundred  eighty-eight  subordinate  Lodges,  and  thirty 
Grand  Representatives,  including  Brother  Arthur  M.  Clark, 
Alabama's  mouthpiece. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  McMillan  is  a  most  satisfactory 
exhibit  of  his  administration  during  the  past  year. 

After  returning  devout  thanks  to  the  Great  Giver  of  all  good* 
for  mercies  enjoyed,  and  bestowing  suitable  tribute  to  the  Fra- 
ternal Dead,  the  M.\  W.  \  recommended  that  memorial  pages  be 
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set  apwtin  the  "Proceedings,"  to  commemorate  those  distin- 
guished brethren.  He  then  proceeded' to  detail  his  official  acts. 
He  had  appointed  forty-one  Grand  Representatives  near  other 
Grand  Lodges.  He  had  dedicated  in  person  or  by  proxy,  ten 
Lodge  Halls.  He  had  granted  fifteen  special  dispensations  to 
waive  time  in  conferring  degrees,  in  every  instance,  however, 
'  'exacting  proficiency  in  the  preceding  degrees."  He  had  refused 
several  such  dispensations,  and  thought  that,  were  he  again 
Grand  Master,  possibly  all  such  permissions  would  be  absolutely 
refused.  Fourteen  other  dispensations  were  reported.  Seven 
corner-stones  had  been  laid. 

Under  the  heading,  "Internal  Dissensions,"  the  Grand  Master 
administered  salutary  admonition  respecting  the  proper  use  of 

the  black  ball.    In  reference  to  the  cases  of Lodges 

Nos. he  recites  four  complaints  laid  against  the  officers  of 

said  Lodges,  viz  : 

"1 .  Officers  of  the  Lodge  setting  their  watches  ahead  one  half 
hour,  that  the  ballot  might  be  taken  before  some  members  ar- 
rived. 

"2.  That  black  balls  were  not  counted,  and  the  ballot  was  de- 
clared fair,  when  box  contained  black  balls. 

"3.  Removing  black  balls  from  the  box  before  passing  the 
ballot. 

"4.  Determined  effort,  by  some,  to  keep  any  and  all  applicants 
out  of  the  Lodge  through  spite." 

He  called  attention  to  charges   lodged  with  him  in  July, 

against  the  W.  \  M.  *.  and  Wardens  of Lodge  No. 

for  "having  wilfully  passed  a  foul  ballot  as  clear."  Having,  in 
person,  investigated  this  case  he  promptly  suspended  said  offi- 
cers, and  ordered  charges  preferred  against  the  W.\  M.  \  in  the 
Grand  Lodge;  against  the  said  Wardens  in  their  own  Lodge. 

Evidently  those  three  men  were  unfit  material  to  be  put  into 
our  mystic  edifice. 

The  Grand  Matter  said  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Masonic 
Home  that  they  were  "doing  excellent  work.  Right  men  for 
the  place—  heads,  hearts  and  pocket  books  in  the  work." 

Dispensations  had  been  issued  to  establish  three  new  Lodges. 

The  ten  decisions  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master  were,  no 
doubt,  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction,  and  they 
were  approved  as,  also,  were  his  several  official  acts. 

The  excellent  work  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  was  justly  praised, 
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and  the  M.\  W.\  recommended  the  continuance  of  the  present 
method. 

He  deeply  sympathized  with  Grand  Secretary  Jefferson  S. 
Conover  in  his  loss  of  his  life-partner.  To  this  it  will  not  be  in- 
trusive to  add,  that  wa  all  tender  hearty  sympathy  and  kind 
wishes  to  our  R.\  W.\  Brother  Conover. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  report,  as  an  ex- 
pression of  sympathy,  "the  entire  Grand  Lodge  rose  to  its  feet, 
the  members  standing  for  a  moment  with  bowed  heads  and  in 
perfect  silence."  The  lines  with  which  Brother  Conover's  re- 
port closed  were  touchingly  eloquent. 

On  January  28,  1903,  the  Grand  Treasurer  held  a  balance  of 
$18,098.88. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  a  substantial 
increase  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  salary  was  considered,  and, 
involving  an  amendment  of  the  By  Laws,  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  which  favored  said  increase,  (from 
$1,500.00  to  $1,800.00  per  annum)  and  it  was  adopted  by  more 
than  the  necessary  two-thirds  vote. 

That  certainly  was  the  right  thing  to  do. 

The  report  of  Grand  Lecturer  Winsor  evinces  the  faithful, 
earnest  worker  in  his  important  field  of  labor. 

The  Proceedings,  and  reports  of  officers  at  the  sixth  annual 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Masonic  Home  show 
that  Institution  to  be  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition.  The 
President  of  the  Board,  in  his  address  said: 

"The  year  just  closed  has  been  the  most  satisfactory  of  any  in 
the  history  of  the  home.  In  fact  so  much  so,  that  instead  of 
the  worry  and  care  of  the  past  years,  it  is  now  quite  a  pleasure 
to  be  associated  with  the  institution,  and  a  member  of  this 
Board." 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  and  Superintendent  shows  the 
number  of  inmates  December  1,  1902,  to  have  been*  forty-nine. 
The  average  weekly  cost  of  maintenance,  per  capita,  was  $3.23 
The  ordinary  expense  account  footed  up  $8,598.28.  The  farm 
products — consumed  at  the  Home,  $477.90;  on  hand  $271.50  —had 
a  total  value  of  $749.40.  After  some  extraordinary  expenses, 
there  remained  for  the  farm  a  net  profit  of  $380.33. 

The  management  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Home 
seems  to  have  been  very  judicious. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
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fraternal  recognition  was  acsorded  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West- 
ern Australia. 

The  Grand  Secretary  read  a  commnnication  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Tennessee  embracing  its  resolution  (referred  to  else- 
where by  as)  denouncing  the  use  of  cipher  rituals  by  Craft  Ma- 
sons, and  calling  upon  Sister  Jurisdictions  to  unite  in  an  effort 
to  extirpate  all  such.  "No  action  whatever  was  taken  on  the 
communication."  , 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  intimating  that  there  would  have 
been  no  discourtesy  in,  at  least,  acknowledging  receipt  of  said 
missive,  even  though  concurrence  therein  were  fraternally  de- 
clined. 

The  Obituary  Committee  recommended  that  memorial  pages 
be  set  apart  in  the  printed  proceedings  for  the  Fraternal  Dead 
Accepted  and  so  ordered. 

One  of  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  was  on  a 
complaint,  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  by  the  M.\ 
\V.\  Grand  Master,  that  the  W.  M.  and  Wardens  of  a  certain 
subordinate  Lodge  had  been  guilty  of  nn  Masonic  conduct  in  the 
followiug  particular,  viz:  That  they  had  declared  a  ballot  fair, 
when  in  fact,  it  was  foul. 

On  this  case  the  committee  sav: 

"In  this  case  the  three  principal  officers  of  the  Lod<e  are 
charged  with  conspiracy,  inasmuch  as  they  declared  the  ballot 
clear  when  it  was  foul.  The  Grand  Master  promptly  suspended 
said  officers  and  ordered  caarges  preferred  against  the  W.\  M.~. 
and  the  Seator  and  Jcnior  Wardens,  the  latter  being  tried  in 
their  Lodge,  the  Grand  l.cdce  being  represented  by  Past  Grand 

Master .     The  commission  who  took  the  testimony 

in  thee* cases  and  P.*.  G.\  M.\ .  certainly  save  the 

defendants  all  the  opportunity  in  tfce  world  to  clear  the  'iselvea. 
Four  witness**  were  put  upon  the  stand,  who  testified  that  they 
had  cast  a  black  ball  on  the  night  of  the  alleged  offence 

%*vVhile  it  is  true  that  defendants  deny  that  there  were  black 
balls  in  the  box.  y*t  ir  the  testimony  of  the  Worshipful  Master 
he  practically  admits  tha:  his  axtmti^n  was  called  somewhere 
else  when  the  Km.  was  presented  to  him.  and  frankly  admits  that 
at  a  prior  meeunc  when  the  same  candidate  s  pv^;:c*i  was  being 
w*ed  upon,  tha:  there  w*re  av^  Mack  Nails  :n  the  fc»x  the  first 
time  it  was  presented  to  h:m.  and  that  h-*  ordered  the  bUlot 
sprettd  a  sewed  nuse.  isi  that  there  wer*  :  r.re*  Mack  halls 
:t  wa*  pres*eted  rohr  the  secord  t:s:e.  »£-i  he  dosen* 
aeciS^r  wheiier  tiere  w*rt  arv  Mack  ':.ill>  ;r  re*  rhe 
u=se  Yet,  :-  >*::*  .^f  :hr  :e*5r^i."zy  azi  :~c  :*~  that  as  far 
tie  ttwCcaooy  $^^v&  th*  crarac^r  jf  tie  w:;-^s*«*  was  mot  xi

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"A  novel  question  in  Masonic  Jurisprudence  is  brought  ontin 
this  case.  Tne  regulations  provide  penalties  for  the  revealing  of 
the  color  of  the  ballot,  and  while  yonr  committee  would  deplore 
any  action  that  would  disturb  the  sacredness  and  inviolability  of 
the  ballot,  yet  your  committee  is  convinced  that  these  practices 
of  attempting  to  railroad  material  through  Lodges,  is  so  serious 
an  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  craft,  that  it  would  be  well 
for  this  Grand  Lodge  to  place  itself  on  record  as  believing  that 
in  cises  of  this  kind  it  should  be  permissible  to  reveal  the  color 
of  one's  ballo*,  and  that  a  memb?r  so  doing  should  be  held  im- 
mune from  prosecution  for  the  infraction  of  the  regulations  ' 

The  committee  was  thoroughly  convinced  of  the  guilt  of  the 
defendants  but  believed  that  greater  guilt  attached  to  the  War- 
dens than  to  the  W.  M.,  and  recommended  that  said  Wardens  be 
suspended  for  twelve  months  from  date,  but  that  the  Worshipful 
Master  of  said  Lodge  be  reprimanded  by  the  M.\  \\.\  Grand 
Master. 

If  the  Master's  offense  was  mainly  due  to  carelessness,  never~ 
thelessthat  carelessness  under  euch  circumstances,  was,  in  our 
opinion,  undoubtedly  criminal,  and  merited  higher  punishment. 

A  letter  from  the  Grand  Orient  of  Italy  disavowing  participa- 
tion in  proceedings  of  an  International  Masonic  Congress,  held 
at  Geneva,  Switzerland,  was  read  by  the  Grand  Secretary  for 
information  of  the  brethren.

presented  by  R.\  W.\  Brother  J.  S.  Conover,  Grand  Secretary 
and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  we  have 
not  space  to  say  more  than  this,  that  it  will  repay  attentive  pe- 
rusal. He  will  please  accept  our  sincere  thanks  for  his  cour- 
teous notice  of  Alabama,  1901.

Number  of  Lodges  239;  members  18,542;  net  gain  1,007. 

Nine  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present,  as  were  also  the  Rep- 
resentatives of  thirty-six  Grand  Lodges,  including  Alabama. 
Frontispiece,  portrait  of  the  H.\  W.\  A.  D.  Countryman. 
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The  Grand  Master  gave  in  his  address,  a  faithful  account  of 
his  stewardship,  in  a  manner  at  once  direct  and  lucid. 

Seven  Lodges  bad  been  constituted — eleven  dispensations  for 
new  Lodges  had  been  granted— two  corner-stones  had  been  laid, 
and  four  Lodge  Halls  had  been  dedicated.  Dispensations  had 
been  granted,  in  several  instances,  to  confer  the  degrees  on  more 
than  five  candidates  in  one  evening,  reasons  therefor  being  con- 
sidered good  and  sufficient.  He  had  allowed  subletting  a  Masonic 
Hall  to  non- masonic  parties,  in  two  instances.  He  had  most 
properly  in  several  instances,  refused  permission  to  waive  time 
in  balloting  on  petitions  for  the  degrees.  He  had.  in  all  cases, 
refuse!  permission  to  receive  petitions  of  persons  physically  dis- 
qualified. 

His  five  decisions  submitted  have  the  ring  of  good  metal — that 
is  to  say  of  good  law. 

Under  the  head  of  visitations,  the  M.\  W.\  stated  that  he  had 
1  'traveled  11,200  miles,  and  made  eighty  five  visits  to  Lodges." 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  recapitulation  shows  on  hand,  General 
Fund  $13,381.45,  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Fund  $26,070.82,  or  total 
Fund  139,452.27. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  returns  had  been  received 
from  all  the  Lodges. 

The  Committee  on  a  Masonic  Home  made  recommendation 
"that  the  whole  matter  be  postponed  until  the  next  Annual  Com- 
munication, and  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate and  consider  she  question  in  all  its  bearings  during  the 
interval  by  correspondence  with  other  Jurisdictions  and  other- 
wise and  to  prepare  a  circular  letter  to  the  Lodges,  calling  atten- 
tion to  the  matter  and  asking  for  definite  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions of  the  needs  of  each  locality  for  the  benefits  of  such  Home, 
whether  for  aged  Masons,  their  wives  or  orphans,  whether  the 
Lodge  would  feel  able  to  pay  an  increased  annual  per  capita  tax 
of  not  less  than  twenty  five  cents  for  the  maintenance  of  such 
Home,  and  for  other  information  desired.  That  such  circular 
be  sent  to  the  Lodges  over  the  signature  of  the  M.\  W.  \  Grand 
Master,  who  shall  officially  require  each  Lodge  to  hold  a  Com- 
munication, with  notice  to  each  member,  on  or  before  December 
27,  1003,  for  consideration  of  the  matter,  and  that  answers  to  all 
questions  be  officially  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary  not  later 
than  January  1,  1904.     Some  further  provisions  were  included 
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to  insure  the  success  of  this  effoit.  The  recommendation  of  the 
committee  was  adopted. ., 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  the 
decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Lodges  recommended  that  a  Charter  he 
granted  to  each  of  the  eleven  Lodges  U.  D.,  and  it  was  so 
orlered. 

The  reports  of  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Committee  on  De- 
ceased Brethren  were  concurred  in. 

The  Grand  Orator  having  delivered  an  impressive  address  was 
thanked  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  requested  to  furnish  the  same 
for  publication  with  the  Proceedings. 

The  Golden  Jubilee,  A  Chronicle  of  the  Semi-Centennial  Ob- 
servance of  the  Founding  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Minnesota, 
was  a  grand  occasion.  The  record  of  this  event  is  embellished 
with  a  portrait  of  Brother  D.  W.  C.  Dunnell,  the  last  survivor 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  Founders,  a  flash  light  picture  of  the  Assem- 
blage at  the  Golden  Jubilee,  and  portraits  of  all  the  twenty- 
three  Past  Grand  Masters. 

Brother  Metcalf  'a  history  of  the  establishment  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  his  biograpical  sketches  of  the  several  Grand  Mas- 
ters, make  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  literature  of  the  Ju- 
risdiction.

Alabama— 1901 
received  courteous  notice  covering  nearly  three  pages,  for  which 
we  return  hearty  thanks.

Chartered  Lodges,  291;  Lodges  U.  D.,  5;  Memberhip,  10,966; 
Last  year  it  was  10,540.

With  the  breath  in  its  nostrils  invigorated  by  Gulf  breezes, 
Grand  Lodge  opened,  February  19th,  at  Biloxi,  having  among 
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the  Brethren  in  attendance  iwelve  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  Rep- 
resentatives of  thirty-four  Grand  Jurisdictions,  including  Ala- 
bama. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  acquainted  ns  with  the  fol- 
lowing official  acts  performed  by  himself,  and,  in  some  instances, 
by  his  Deputy:  Sixteen  special  dispensations  were  issued,  the 
reasons  therefor  being  deemed  good  and  sufficient — four  dispen- 
sations were  granted  for  formation  of  new  Lodges — twenty -five 
dispensations  to  ballot  out  of  time  were  refused — a  large  num- 
ber of  visitations  were  made  with  good  results — nine  corner- 
stones were  laid,  and  two  Masonic  Halls  were  dedicated. 

In  midsummer,  owing  to  the  absence  from  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  Grand  and  Deputy  Grand  Master,  it  devolved  upon  the 
Senior  Grand  Warded  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of 
Grand  Master,  and  his  report  as  Acting  Grand  Master  is  incor- 
poiated  in  the  address,  and  presents  five  decisions  for  the  con- 
sideration of  Grand  Lodga.  These  rulings  have  the  ring  of  good 
law. 

Any  report,  upon  these  decisions,  by  the  Committee  on  Law 
and  Jurisprudence  has  escaped  our  careful  search. 

The  Acting  Grand  Master  reported  one  matter  which  was 
novel,  if  not  (unique.  He  had  granted  a  dispensation  to  a  cer- 
tain Lodge  to  ballot  out  of  time,  nunc  pro  tunc,  for  Brother , 

for  the  Master's  degree. 

"The  facts  in  this  case  are  singular.  It  seems  that,  at  the 
regular  August  Communication  of  said  Lodge,  there  were  quite 
a  number  of  candidates  to  b*  balloted  for,  and  that  the  Lodge 
had  arranged  to  do  the  work  that  night  after  the  regular  busi- 
ness of  the  Lodge  had  been  disposed  of.  That,  through  an  inno- 
cent,   unintentional    mistake,  the  ballot    was    not  spread    for 

Brother ,  but  that  he  was  raised.     On  the  next  day,  after 

the  Lodge  had  been  closed,  this  mistake  was  discovered.    Brother 

is  a  son  of  the  Senior  Warden  of  this  Lodge,  and  there 

was  absolutely  no  objection  to  him.  I  saw  no  other  way  to  help 
the  Lodge  out  of  the  difficulty,  and  on  proper  application  I 
granted  the  dispensation." 

"I  herewith  submit  the  application," 

Before  concluding  his  addre3s,  the  Grand  Master  spoke  earn- 
estly and  forcibly  on  the  subject  of  drunkenness.  His  remarks 
thereupon  are  worth  copying.    His  utterance  was  as  follows: 

"Masonry  is  designed  to  help  men.  and  aid  us  to  walk  up- 
rightly. When  we  cannot  aid  the  fallen  brother  because  he  per- 
sists in  drinking  in  spite  of  all  warning,  he  should  be  expelled 
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at  once.  In  onr  State,  where  that  noble  band  of  women,  the 
Temperance  Union,  ifl  striving  to  overcome  drunkenness  it  d  *a* 
seem  to  me  that  Masonry  should  join  them  openly:  Let  us  do 
our  duty  fearlessly,  and  purge  our  Lodge  rooms  of  the  sta-reer 
ing,  degraded  human  being,  who  dishonors  Masonry,  and  vio- 
lates his  most  sacred  obligations.  And  in  this  connection  I 
would  warn  our  brethren,  who  are  Shriner-j,  that  the  reputation 
of  our  institution  has  suffered  at  their  hands.  When  they  ho  d 
a  meeting  whisky  and  beer  flow  freely.  The  outside  world  think 
the  Shrine  a  part  of  Masonry;  but  they  should  be  told  the  trur-i. 
and  that  the  Shrine  only  uses  the  Masonic  bodies  to  draw  upon 
for  novices.  As  it  is  at  preent,  the  Masons  bear  all  the  respou 
sibility.  Yet,  by  Masonic  law  we  cannot  engage  in  the  liquor 
business  without  being  justly  expelled.  Let  the  officers  of  the 
Shrine  remember  that  a  great  conflagration  may  be  caused  by  a 
lighted  match,  and  that  the  Masonic  body  is  disgraced  by  their 
carelessness." 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were  very  brief. 

Subsequent  to  the  reception  and  welcoming  of  several  distin- 
guished visitors,  we  note  that  M.\  W.\  P.  G.  M.  Frederick 
Speed,  Grand  Secretary,  introduced  to  the  Grand  Lodge  M.'. 
W.  \  John  G.  Harris,  Past  Grand  Master  of  Alabama,  who  was 
welcomed  by  the  Grand  Master,  given  the  private  Grand  Honors, 
and  invited  to  a  seat  in  the  East.  Brother  Harris  happily  re- 
sponded, and  presented  bis  commission  as  bearer  of  fraternal 
greetings  from  M.\  W.\  R.  J.  Redden,  Grand  Master  of  Ala- 
bama, to  the  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi. 

Past  Grand  Master  A.  M.  Barkley,  one  of  tbe  Trustees  of  the 
Orphans'  Home  Fund,  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  being  absent  oa  account  of  sickness, 
resolutions  of  sympathy  with  himself  and  family  were  unani- 
mously adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and  were  wired  to  Brother 
Barkley. 

Past  Grand  Master  Frederic  Speed  is  not  only  a  distinguished 
orator  and  Masonic  jurist,  but  he  is  a  model  Grand  Secretary, 
endowed  with  great  capacity  for  details.  Witness  his  annual 
report. 

February  1, 1903,  the  balance  cash  on  hand  under  key  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer  amounted  to  SI  1,548  04 

"Brother  Henry  C.  Aiken,  the  Imperial  Potentate  of  the  An- 
nual Arabic  Order  of  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine"  was  a  visitor 
to  Grand  Lodge.  The  distinguished  visitor  having  been  received 
and  welcomed  and  invited  to  the  Grand  East,  responded  in  felic- 
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itous  terms.    It  is  needless  to  explain  why  we  copy  a  few  of 
Brother  Aiken's  utterances.    In  part  he  said; 

"Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  I  was  p reseat  in  the  Grand 
Bo1y  yesterday  when  your  address  was  read,  and  I  was  some- 
what pained  by  yonr  rather  severe  strictures  on  the  Shrine  and 
Sbriners.    As  the  head  of  that  great  Order  of  noble  men,  it  may 
not  be  out  of  place  for  me  to  speak  in  their  defense  in  the  hope 
that  I  may  thereby,   to  some  extent,  soften  the  judgment  yon 
pronounce   upon  them.    The  Order  of  Nobles  of  the  Mystic 
Shrine,  as  you  know  is  composed  of  Masons  who  have  attained 
the  degree  of  Knight  Templar  in  the  York  Rite  or  that  of  a  33d 
degree  Mason  in  the  Scottish  Rite.     To  have  reached  either  of 
these  elevated  stations  in  Masonry,  a  brother  must  have  been 
subjected  to  the  ordeal  of  the  ballot  on  several   different  occa- 
sions, and  it  is  fair  to  suppose  that  no  better  or  more  select  body 
of  men  can  be  found.     The  Shrine  makes  no  claim  to  be  a  Ma- 
sonic Body,  although  the  world  at  large  looks  upon  it  as  such, 
even  after  they    have    been    t:>ld    better.     It  i  <  a  Social  Order 
wherein  no  one  can  be  admitted  who  is  not  either  a  Knight  Tem- 
plar or  a  thirty-second  degree  Mason  in  erood  standing.     Bodies 
of  the  Order  are  called  Temples.     It  is  not  to  be  denied  M.  \  W.  \ 
Sir,  that  at  the  meetings  of  pome  of  the  Temples  excesses  have 
been  committed  in  the  past.     Sime  of  our  brethren,  overcome 
by  the  pleasures,   and  excitement  incident  to  our  ceremonial 
sessions,  have  partaken  too  freely,  rnsde  fools  of  themselves, 
disgraced  the  Order,  and  reflected  on  Masonry.    Nothing  in  the 
ritual,  teachings,  or  proper  conduct  of  the  Shrine,  gives  coun- 
tenance to  such  action  on  the  part  of  some  of  our  foolish  mem- 
bers, and  Shrine  law  and  literature  distinctly  forbid  it." 

But  we  cannot  spare  more  space  to  this  well  delivered  address 
All  the  same,  Grand  Master  Howard's  strictures  were  warranted 
by  facts  in  the  case.  It  would  seem  to  us  that  the  Shriners 
would  best  relieve  themselves  of  the  imputation  in  question,  by 
enacting  and  enforcing  a  drastic  rule  against  the  use  of  intoxi- 
cating beverages  in  their  Temples. 

The  Grand  Representative  for  Arkansas  read  a  feeling  tribute 
to  the  late  R.  J.  Laughlin,  P.  G.  M.  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ar- 
kansas.    Ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

The  Grand  Lodge  visited  in  a  body,  the  grave  of  P.  G.  M.  John 
McCovmick,  in  the  Biloxi  cemetery. 

An  elegant  memorial  of  the  late  Josiah  H.  Druirmondof 
Maine  was  presented  by  Past  Grand  Master  Frederick  Speed. 

The  Trustees  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  Fund  reported, 
through  their  Treasurer,  securities  held  in  the  sum  of  $26,000.00, 
also,  cash  on  hand,  February  1,  1903,  amounting  to  $6,321  40. 

Committee  on  Relief  recommended  grants  to  about  twenty 
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widows,  two  daughters,  and  four  Brother  Masons,  in  the  sum  of 
$465.00.    Adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Cipher  Rit- 
ual, stringent  resolutions  against  the  use  of  such  ritual  or  expose 
in  or  out  of  the  work  of  the  Lodge,  were  adopted. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Law  and  Ju- 
risprudence ably  answers  the  various  ques'ions  submitted  to  it. 
No  new  question  seems  involved.  We  note  that  the  Committee 
is  of  the  opinion  that,  in  the  case  of  a  brother  under  indictment, 
in  the  courts,  for  a  criminal  offense,  the  Lodge  should  await  the 
action  of  the  courts  in  said  case,  and  then  proceed,  if  it  so  elects, 
regardless  of  the  decision  of  the  court. 

We  have  ever  been  under  the  impressiov  that  the  Lodge 
should  not  wait  to  see  what  the  court  may  do  i«i  the  premises, 
but  proceed  independently.     "Masonry  is  a  law  unto  itself." 

The  Committee  was  not  of  one  mind  as  to  a  Committee,  on  a 
petition  for  the  degrees,  making  report  on  St.  John's  Day,  and 
the  Lodge  taking  action  thereon.  But  the  report  after  being 
modified  was  at  length  adopted.  This  volume  is  embellished 
with  a  few  portraits. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  A.  H.  Barkley's  reports  on  Correspondence 
have  always  been  first-class,  and  the  present  one  is  no  exception 
to  the  rule.  We  regret  that  our  last  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings 
did  not  reach  him  in  time  for  review. 

We  had  to  pass  without  notice  P.  G.  M.  Brother  P.  M.  Sav- 
ery's  valuable  report  on  the  etate  of  the  Craft,  as  well  as  other 
important  matters.  -

Total  number  of  Lodges  shown,  564;  number  reported,  555; 
total  membership  reported,  35,903;  not  reported,  235;  (approx) 
Actual  gain  as  shown  by  returns  is  1,353.     No.  raised  2,303. 

All  the  Lodges  had  paid  up  dues,  save  one,  No.  — ,  but  64 
Lodges  had  sent  in  returns   incorrect  in  some   particular.    The 
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R.  *.  W.  \  G/ and  Secretary  styles  the  number  of  errors,  enormous. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shows  that,  be- 
sides the  incumbent  Grand  Officers,  there  were  present  16  Past 
Grand  Masters,  one  Past  D.  G.  M.,  and  34  Grand  Representa- 
tives, including  Alabama's  Ambassador,  and  representatives  of 
364  Lodges.  The  Committee's  summary  puts  the  number  of 
Grand  Representatives  as  26,  but  actual  count  of  the  list 
gives  34  as  the  number. 

Although  the  Grand  Master  was  necesarily  absent  from  the 
Jurisdiction  several  months,  thus  devolving  his  duties  and  fane  - 
tions,  for  the  time,  upon  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  yet  his  ad- 
dress bespeaks  the  faithful  and  watchful  administrator  of  the 
Craft's  affairs  while  he  stood  at  the  helm. 

Pursuant  to  action  taken  at  the  preceding  communication  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  he  had  caused  to  be  issued  seven  Charters.  In 
accordance  with  the  law  several  duplicate  Charters  had  been 
issued. 

The  indefatigable  G rand  Secretary  reinforced  by  the  Grand 
Master,  had  brought  to  pass  the  settlement  of  quite  a  earn  of 
unpaid  duep,  by  twelve  Lodges. 

Dispensations  for  the  formation  of  four  new  Lodges  had  also 
been  issued,  also  several  for  various  purposes,  all  strictly  within 
bounds  set  by  law. 

Dispensations  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time,  were  refused  in 
every  instance.  Missouri  and  New  York  are  solid  as  a  rock  in 
refusing  to  override  the  organic  law. 

Dispensations  for  re  balloting  on  petitions  for  the  degrees 
were  granted  in  some  instances,  but  only  after  careful  investi- 
gation of  each  case. 

The  Grand  Master  expatiated,  at  some  length,  on  the  evils 
growing  out  of  improper  use  of  the  ballot,  also  on  the  wisdom 
of  the  secret  ballot  properly,  used. 

As  to  the  circular  on  behalf  of  the  McKinley  National  Mem- 
orial Association  in  Ohio,  the  Grand  Master  was  not  yet  advis- 
ed as  to  what  success  attended  as  a  result  of  this  circular. 

TLe  M.  •.  W.  \  had  a  good  word  to  say  for  the  State  Lodges  of 
Instruction.  A  novel  feature  at  one  of  these  meetings,  was  the 
announcement  by  Lodge  No.  —  before  the  meeting  began,  that 
a  prize  would  be  offered  for  the  Lodge  doing  the  best  work  in 
conferring  the  degrees  with  its  own  team.  Happy  results  fol- 
lowed.

Only  one  decision  was  submitted,  based  on  the  following: 

"A  Brother  was  made  a  Mason  in Lodge  of  this  Jurisdic- 
tion and  rece»  tly  moved  a  short  distance  away,  locating  in  Kan- 
sas near  the  State  line  between  Missouri  and  Kansas.  The  near- 
est Lodge  .to  his  home  is  another  Lodge  in  Missouri." 

4  Question.— Can  the  Brother  transfer  his  membership  from 
his  former  Lodge  to  the  other  Lodge  in  Missouri  near  his  pres- 
ent residence  ?  " 

"Answer — Yes,  provided  he  transfers  his«nembership  without 
taking  a  dimit." 

No  doubt,  from  the  Missouri  point  of  view,  that  is  all  right. 
Here  in  Alabama  one  can  sever  his  connection  with  a  Lodge  on- 
ly in  one  of  the  four  ways  following:  Dimit,  suspension,  ex- 
pulsion, dying. 

On  the  condition  of  the  Craft,  the  Grand  Master  is  greatly 
pleased  to  report  that  during  his  term  no  charters  have  been 
arrested  or  suspended,  and  not  a  single  W.\  M.\  has  been  sus- 
pended. 

The  Grand  Master's  several  visits  to  the  Masonic  Home,  of 
Missouri,  had  greatly  impressed  hi  in  with  the  excellent  manage- 
ment of  that  Institution. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master's  report,  as  Acting  Grand  Master 
in  the  M.\  W.'.'s  absence,  is  a  faithful  account  of  his  official  acts 
during  that  period. 

Among  his  few  decisions,  we  note  his  ruling,  that  a  Brother 
employed  in  a  saloon  as  a  bar- tender  can  not  at  the  same  time 
retain  his  position  in  the  Lodge  as  a  member  in  good  standing. 

It  is  learned  from  the  first-class  repcrt  of  Grand  Secretary, 
John  D.  Vincil,  that  the  law  restricts  the  Grand  Master  by  de- 
claring that  he  shall  have  no  power  to  suspend  any  By-Law  of 
the  Grand  Lodge: — hence  all  applications  for  permission  to  con- 
fer degrees  out  of  time,  came  to  grief. 

The  following  from  Brother  Vincil  is  most  cheering:  "The 
dues  from  Lodges,  for  1902,  amount  to  $34,294. 00M— one-half 
goes  to  Masonic  Home  Board,  viz:  $17,147.00,  $475.50  more 
than  for  previous  year. 

Receipts  and  dues,  $71,323.23;  Disbursements,  $32,649.99,  leav- 
ing balance  Oct.  11, 1902,  $38,673.24. 

The  Grand  Treasuser  reports  the  same  cash  balance,  $38,673,- 
24  due  Grand  Lodge  Oct.  11,  1902.

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The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  thirty-six  Lodges  of  Instruction, 
which,  with  the  assistance  of  the  District  Lecturers,  he  had  held 
during  the  year.    He  says: 

"The  District  Lecturers  have  performed  their  duties  nobly  and 
well." 

From  a  report  on  Lodge  Votes  on  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution it  appears  that  "Of  the  560  chartered  Lodges  on  the  roll, 
841  did  not  report  having  acted  on  the  subject. " 

What's  the  matter,  Brother  Vincil  ? 

You  will  have  to  stimulate  these  "341"  to  a  quicker  pace  in 
complying  with  Grand  Lodge  requirements,  by  means  of  that 
sharp  spur  of  yours — your  pen. 

But,  indeed,  we  must  not  open  our  mouth  too  wide,  for  about 
one-sixth  of  our  own  Lodges  have  just  failed  to  act  on  a 
proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  Their  W.  \  M.-.'s 
are,  however  summoned  to  show  cause  at  the  next  Annual  why 
they  should  not  be  disciplined  for  said  dereliction. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  address,  which  was  pronounc- 
ed "very  instructive,  on  "Corner-stones  of  Character."  It  was 
"entirely  extemporaneous,"  and  could  not  be  obtained  for  pub- 
lication. 

Pursuant  to  previous  order,  the  Grand  Lecturer,  assisted  by 
the  Grand  Officers,  exemplified  the  work  in  the  presence  of 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  President  of  the  Masonic  Home  Board,  in  his  report,  an- 
nounced the  "munificent  gift  of  Brother  Jas.  L.  Kuykendall  to 
the  Masonic  Home  of  Missouri,  amounting  to  over  $13,000.00. 
Bro.  Kuykendall,  invited  to  visit  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  being 
present,  was  called  upon  to  address  the  Body,  which  he  did 
modestly  and  very  appropriately,  wherenpon  suitable  resolu- 
tions on  his  gift,  were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Committee  on  Obituary  made  fitting  report .  It  is  not  deem  - 
ed  necessary  to  furnish  our  readers  with  even  a  synopsis  of  the 
twelve- page  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Griev- 
ances; enough  to  say  thereon,  is,  that  Grand  Lodge  concurred  in 
the  report. 

The  D.  D.  G.  M.'s  had  discharged  the  duties  assigned  them, 
and  were  using  their  best  endeavors  to  advance  the  interests  of 
the  Craft  in  their  respective  Districts. 

For  the  year,  the  aggregate  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
several  Boards  of  Relief  were  as  follows: 
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Total  receipts $5,517.06 

"    disbursements 2,890.06 

Balance  cash  on  hand  and  securities 2,621.00 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  whose  report  was  adopted, 
approved  the  rulings  of  the  Grand  Master  and  of  the  D.  G.  M., 
acting  as  Grand  Master. 

We  are  glad  the  May  case  has  closed,  but  do  not  presume  to 
pronounce  upon  the  merits  of  the  same. 

A  supplemental  report  (page  99)  shows  total  balance  of  Grand 
Lodge  funds  on  hand,  Oct.  11, 1902,  as  $38,967.24,  less  amount 
due  Masonic  Home,  $17,147.00,  leaving  balance  for  use  of  Grand 
Lodge  $21,820.24.  The  report  on  the  Masonic  Home  was  most 
satisfactory. 

Impelled  by  the  purpose  of  retrenching  in  our  expenditure  of 
words  in  these  reports,  we  have  passed  over  several  matters  of 
interest  in  these  Proceedings,  however,  our  Missouri  Brethren 
will,  no  doubt,  pardon  our  omissions. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Missouri  Masons  are  possessed  of  a  host  in  the  person  of  M.\ 
W.\  John  D.  Vincil,  Grand  Secretary  and  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence. 

In  his  review  (177-pp)  of  52  Grand  Lodges  Brother  Vincil  has 
presented  us  with  a  very  able  survey  of  the  Masonic  field,  re- 
plete with  that  invaluable  commodity — common  sense. 

Six  pages  of  his  report  are  generously  accorded  to  Alabama — 
1901.  Again  alluding  to  our  great  loss  by  the  departure— ex- 
tinction of  those  great  lights, — Armstrong,  Pettus  and  Brun- 
didge,  he  styles  M.\  W.'  Bro.  Pettus,  cne  of  the  best  and  most 
truest  counsellors  of  our  Grand  Lodge" — Bro.  Brundidge,  "the 
Gamaliel  of  Masonry  in  Alabama,"  and  of  Bro.  Armstrong  he 
says  that  "no  Mason  in  his  Grand  Jurisdiction  commanded  more 
fully  the  warm  admiration  and  deep  regard  of  the  Fraternity." 
Of  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  address  he  says: 

"While  of  great  length,  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Cun- 
ningham was  of  equal  merit.  It  was  business  from  start  to 
finish." 

Brother  Vincil  is  so  kind  as  to  say  of  the  writer's  work  that 
the  report  of  1901  "is  largely  in  advance  of  the  previous  produc- 
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tion.  The  work  of  *  *  *  throughout  is  solid,  practical 
and  of  high  order.  This  is  enough.  I  am  still  grateful  that  he 
is  continued  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Correspondence  in 
Alabama.'1

Three  Special  Communications  were  held  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  corner  stones— one  at  Helena,  one  at  Butte,  and  one  at 
Great  Falls.  The  "elevation"  of  the  handsome  Masonic  Temple 
at  Butte,  of  which  the  corner-stone  was  laid,  October  29,  1901, 
shows  up  finely,  opposite  page  60  of  these  proceedings.  Many 
generations  of  the  Brotherhood  will  meet  within  its  sacred 
precincts. 

The  addresses  on  these  occasions  were  ingenious  and  instruc- 
tive. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Thirty-Eighth  Annual  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary made  a  preliminary  report  of  a  very  pleasing  nature, — it 
was,  "that  every  Lodge  had  made  returns  and  paid  dues,  and 
that  from  the  Credentials  handel  in,  he  was  sure  that  the 
Lodges  wnre  quite  fully  represented." 

Credentials  Committee  reported  the  presence  of  ten  Past 
Grand  Masters,  twenty  Grand  Representatives,  and  representa- 
tives of  forty  eight  Subordinate  Lodges. 

In  opening  his  address  the  Grand  Master  well  said : 

"Masonry  so  different  from  other  societies,  in  that  it  makes 
no  effort  to  acquire  membership  or  advance  itself  numerically, 
is  steadily  progressing  in  this  as  well  as  well  as  all  other  juris- 
dictions. Peace  and  harmony  prevail,  and  in  its  own  peculiar 
way  this  grand  and  noble  institution  is  continuing  the  work  of 
centuries,  and  mankind  is  the  more  enlightened  and  benefitted 
by  it." 
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"No  change  in  its  fundamental  principles,  no  act,  resolution, 
or  law  can  improve  them." 

He  very  correctly,  in  onr  opinion,  and  saccessfnly  stated  the 
lessons  of  the  degrees. 

Three  corner-stones  had  been  laid,  and  seven  special  dispen- 
sations granted.  The  application  of  the  McKinley  Memorial 
Association  for  permission  to  solicit  subscriptions  by  the  Lodges 
to  the  Monument  fund,  was  refused  on  the  ground  of  belief  that 
no  device  or  design  of  any  secret  organization  would  be  allowed 
on  or  about  the  structure,  and  that  contributions  should  come 
from  the  people  as  '"citizens"  of  the  Nation,  and  not  as  mem- 
bers of  any  sect  or  society. 

As  to  that  matter,  in  our  judgment,  the  Grand  Master's  head 
was  ' 'level." 

He  had  granted  a  dispensation  to  form  one  new  Lodge. 

All  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved,  except 
one,  which  was  to  the  following  effect : 

"An  objection  to  the  institution  of  an  applicant  for  the  de- 
grees has  the  effect  of  a  black-ball,  if  not  removed  in  sixty  days, 
i.e.,  the  applicant  can  not  again  petition  until  the  lapse  of 
twelve  months,  and  upon  three  rejections  he  cannot  petition  for 
three  years." 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee,  to  which  the  Grand  Master's 
decisions  were  referred,  reported  its  approval  of  "all  except  the 
one  pertaining  to  the  effect  of  the  written  report  and  objection 
of  a  member  of  a  committee  appointed  to  investigate  a  candi- 
date for  initiation.  The  report  of  such  a  committee  or  any' 
member  thereof  should  be  made  orally  to  the  Lodge.  An  objec- 
tion to  be  available,  must  be  made  after  ballot  and  before  ini- 
tiation and  to  the  Master  instead  of  to  the  Lodge,  in  which  case 
only,  if  not  removed  within  sixty  days,  it  has  the  effect  of  a 
black-ball." 

In  regard  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Master,  that 
"such  changes  in  the  By  Laws  as  are  necessary,  be  adopted  that 
will  permit  Lodges  at  their  pleasure  to  attend  Divine  Service.", 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee's  recommendation,  that  no  change 
be  made  in  the  law  as  it  stands,  was  adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  Committee  the  Grand  Lodge 
refused  to  reduce  the  minimum  of  fees  for  the  degrees  to  |85  00 

As  to  a  motion,  which  prevailed,  providing  for  the    arrange- 
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merit  of  certain  Lights,  it  would  seem  that  no  necessity  existed 
for  publishing  the  same  in  its  details. 

The  presentation  of  the  Signet-Ring  to  the  Grand  Master  elect 
was  attended  by  appropriate  and  eloquent  remarks  by  the  pre- 
senter and  the  recipient. 

Next  Annual  Grand  Communication  will  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Hf  lena.

This  handsomely  executed  volume  of  Proceedings  is  embel- 
lished with  portraits  of  Grand  Master  A.  O.  Percy,  Grand  Sec- 
retary C.  N.  Noteware,  and  the  late  Past  Grand  Masters,  Al- 
bert Lackey  and  Henry  S.  Fish. 

39th  Annual— Virginia  City,  June,  1903. 

Active  Lodges  21;  Master  Masons  944;  net  gain  40. 

Besides  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  representatives  of 
the  constituent  Lodges  there  were  nine  Past  Grand  Masters  and 
one  Past  Deputy  Grand  Master  present. 
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The  address  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  was  eminently 
practical  and  business-like,  and  did  not  waste  words. 

Two  dispensations  had  been  granted  to  re-ballot  on  the  peti- 
tions of  rejected  candidates.     The  Grand  Master  said: 

"It  is  my  conviction  that  such  dispensations  should  issne  only 
in  exceptional  cases.  In  those  named,  peculiar  circumstances 
were  apparent,  and  the  dispensations  were  asked  for  by  the 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Lodges  named,  hence  I  had  no  hesitancy 
in  granting  them." 

No  decisions  were  submitted.  The  few  recommendations 
made  were  of  purely  local  interest.  Great  pleasure  was  taken 
in  the  ability  to  state  that  the  constituent  Lodges  were  in  a 
fairly  prosperous  condition. 

It  might  well  go  without  saying  that  the  Grand  Master's  high 
commendation  of  R.\  W.\  Grand  Secretary  C.  N.  Noteware  was 
conspicuously  deserved. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  balance  June  8,  1908,  was  the  sum  of 
$1,712.26. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported  in  favor  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  consolidation  of 
Lodges,  which,  though  supported  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
voting  upon  it,  yet,  lacking  unanimous  voice  in  its  favor,  was 
postponed  one  year  for  consideration,  under  Sec.  144,  Const. 

The  announcement  that  the  Lodges  had  all  made  returns  and 
paid  up  their  dues  must  have  been  very  gratifying.  Equally  sat- 
isfactory was  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances,  that 
no  business  had  come  before  it  for  consideration. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  re- 
cognition was  extended  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Valley  of 
Mexico  and  to  Grand  Lodges  Ignacio  Raminez,  at  Tampico,  in 
Tamaulipas. 

The  Correspondence  Committee  will  report  at  the  next  annual 
on  the  application,  for  recognition,  of  Grand  Orient  Argentino 
Del  Rito  Azul. 

All  the  official  acts  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

To  say  that  Brother  E.  D.  Vanderleith,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  a  fine  report  there- 
on, is  to  put  the  case  very  mildly.  Had  the  limitation  on  the 
size  of  his  report  been,  ere  this,  removed,  the  Guild  and  the  Fra- 
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ternity  would  have  had  causs  for  congratulating  each  other. 
Happily,  as  these  Proceeding*  show,  sach  limitation  will  no  lon- 
ger restrict  his  utterances.  The  Brethren  of  Nevada  have  oar 
thanks  for  giving  Brother  Vanderlieth  free  rein. 

His  notice  of  Alabama— 1902— -is  courteous  and  kind.  He 
says : 

"If  ever  there  was  a  bnsy  Jurisdiction.  Alabama  had  one  last 
year,  and  Grand  Master  Cunningham  was  kept  hustling. 
Praise  enongh  to  say  he  was  equal  to  the  occasion.  His  portrait 
tells  n  3  no  murmur  arose  to  his  lips,  and  from  his  subordinate 
Lodges  we  hear  nothing  but  'well  done,  thou  good  and  f  tithful 
servant/  " 

For  very  kind  mention  of  the  Alabama  report  on  correspond- 
ence, the  writer  makes  his  profoundest  bow  with  the  accompa- 
niment of  grateful  appreciation. 

All  the  same,  he  presently  swoops  down  upon  us,  under  Con- 
necticut, like  a  hawk  upon  a  chicken,  in  the  following  fashion: 

1  Grand  Secretary  Barlow,  of  course,  presents  the  report  on 
correspondence,  and,  equally  of  course,  he  presents  a  good  one. 
Under  Alabama  we  find  that  Brother  Titcomb  thinks  that  rep 
reeentative*  at  Grand  Lodges  should  give  their  entire  time  to 
business  We  are  surprised  at  this.  Have  thought  Brother  Tit- 
comb  a  hale  fellow  well  met;  one  with  a  cordial  grasp  of  the 
hand  and  a  sunny  smile.  Don't  make  us  think  you  are  not! 
Then  has  our  Brother  forgotten  how  Masonry  divides  the  twen- 
ty-fou»-  houfs  of  the  day  V 

Well !  Now  we  feel  safe  in  presuming  that,  for  the  foregoing 
bit  of  pleasantry  Brother  Vanderlieth  makes  no  charge. 

Under  Missouri,  the  reviewer  pays  a  well  merited  tribute  to 
Brother  Vincil,  praying  that  "our  good  Brother  Vincil  may  be 
spired  us,  for  his  wide  research  and  broad  acquirements  are 
needed  at  the  Round  Table." 

Brother  Vincil  had  asked  "why  charge  with  dues  a  man  who 
is  not  connected  with  the  Lodge  and  can  receive  no  benefits 
therefrom?" 

Brother  Vanderlieth's  reply  is  that  it  is  "for  the  good  that  he 
can  get  if  he  wants  to." 

"For  the  same  reason  that  a  bov  who  plays  hookey  all  the 
time,  is  charged  for  tuition  at  a  private  school.  The  boy  is  still 
a  pupil  of  the  scho  >1  though  absent  And  so  our  Brother  nnder 
suspension  is  not  wholly  disconnected  from  the  Lodge.    Simple 

Eayment  of  dues  restores  him.  and  in  the  meantime  we  charge 
im  not  to  forget  us.    If  we  didn't  so  charge  him  he  wouldn't 
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think  he  belonged  to  us,  and  wouldn't  care  abont  coming  back. 
Knowing  that  we  still  love  him,  like  the  boy  playing  hookey,  it 
isn't  very  long  before  the  hookey  grows  tiresome,  and  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  be  back  in  harness  again." 

With  all  due  deference,  we  are  constrained  to  question  the 
correctness  of  this  reasoning  ;  the  two  cases  are  not  exactly  par 
allel.  The  truant  boy  is  entitled  to  a  sf  at  in  school,  while  the 
Mason  so  spend  ed  n.  p.  d.  is  not  entitled  to  a  feat  in  the  Lodge. 
True,  the  boy  may  get  a  flogging  when  he  gets  back,  or  he  may 
not;  all  the  same  he  has  the  right  to  return. 

We  have  tried  to  convince  our  own  Grand  Lodge  that  dues 
should  not  accrue  during  the  period  of  suspension.  In  this  we 
have  not  yet  succeeded. 

Brother  Vanderlieth  is  all  right  on  the  subject  of  political 
methods  in  Masonry— canvassing  for  office,  &c. 

Under  Ohio,  discussing  the  subject  of  Masonry,  a  progressive 
science,  he  says  : 

"The  truths  of  a  science,  and  of  science  itself,  remain  un- 
changeable, but  there  is  a  progress  which  both  mist  undergo. 
And  so  with  Masonry.  Masons  are  called  upon  to  know  more 
{save  in  Alabama)  and  to  know  more  of  the  origin,  history  and 
purposes  of  their  order.  T  his  denotes  progress  DMike  not  the 
term  'progressive  Masonry/  but  rather  dislike  the  misuse  and 
abuse  of  the  term." 

We  have  italicised  the  foregoing  parenthetical  expression,  as- 
suring our  Brother  that,  if  the  fling  therein  contained  affords 
him  any  satisfaction,  he  is  welcome  t)  the  same;  Alabama  can 
"stand  it." 

Under  Washington.  Alabama  and  Nevada  are  coupled  to- 
gether in  refusal  to  adopt  a  resolution  of  prohibition  against 
liquor  dealers 

Brother  Vanderlieth  voices  our  personal  opinion  when  he  in- 
timates that  the  proper  recourse  is  in  the  ballot  box. 

He  is  pronounced  against  the  exclusion  of  Roman  Catholics 
from  the  Lodge. 

Personally  we  are  with  Brother  Vanderlieth  as  to  initiation  of 
persons  who  cannot  write  and  read.

Alabama's  ambassador.  Bro.  Thomas  Finlay,  was  not  reported 
as  one  of  the  twenty-six  Grand  Representatives  present  at  the 
Communication  under  review. 

From  the  address  of  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master,  breathing 
as  it  does  the  genuine  spirit  of  Masonry,  we  transcribe  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"Harm  my  anl  fraternity  prevail  throughout  our  Jurisdiction, 
and  t&e  fraternal   relations  with  other  Grand  Lodges  have  not 
been  di«tu»bed.     Nothing  whatever  has  occurred  to   impair  in 
the  slightest  degree  that  perfeet  accord  tfhich  should  ever  exist 
among  Masons;  on  the  contrary,  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  oar 
statistics  will  sdow  a  steady  and  marked  growth  in  Freemason*? 
in  this  Province.     This  peace  and  prosperity  is  not  entirely  due 
to  the  efforts  and  labors  of  any  one  year.     The  seed  wa9  sown  in 
the  past,  and  the  harvest  is  now  being  reaped.     As  a  flower 
grows,  ripens  luto  blossom  and  scatters  its  fragrance  around,  so 
our  Ordei,  lounded  to  promote  the  morality  and  happiness  of 
mankind,  grows  aiid  ripens  in  the  hearts  of  its  members  till  the 
lustre  an«i  beauty  of  their  lives  are  beheld  by  the  world,  and  is 
is  taught  to  search  for  the  hidden  truths  that  lie  concealed  from 
all  who  have  not  passed  within  our  portals.     Let  our  bodies  be 
chaste,  our  thoughts  pure,  our  words  gentle,  and  our  lives  useful, 
to  the  honor  and  commendation  of  Free-Masonry." 

More  wholesome  lessen  than  that  contained  in  this  last  sen- 
tence was  never  taught  by  mortal. 

Under  Necrology,  his  allusion  to  the  death  of  President  Mc- 
Kinley  is  so  well  expressed  and  touching  that  we  shall  be  par- 
doned for  copying  it.     The  following  is  the  passage: 

"The  citizens  of  that  nation  mourned,  and  the  world  mourned 
with  them.  We  extecd  to  our  American  Brethren  our  heartfelt 
sympathy  in  their  sorrow,  and  desire  to  record  our  utter  abhor- 
rence of  tnat  brutal  crime  which  so  suddenly  cue  off  a  beloved 
friend,  husband,  ruler  and  Mason,  whose  name  will  ever  be  re- 
vered i?  the  memory  of  the  world,  It  was  truthfully  said  of 
him:  'He  was  a  typical  representative  of  Masonic  manhood. 
His  charity  was  as  boundless  as  his  thoughtf  nines < i  was  tender; 
his  sympathy  was  touching  in  the  extreme,  and  his  siavity  of 
manner  and  courtesy  were  the  outcome  of  tin  gentleness  of  his 
life.  His  domestic  life  and  devotion  to  \ he  home  circle  was  as 
beautiful  as  the  clear  sunshine,  as  pure  as  the  atmosphere  of  a 
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perfect  day;  his  cheerfulness  w*s  conUxims;  its  wealth  of  sym- 
pathy appealed  to  the  hearts  of  all  with  whom  »  e  came  in  con- 
tact, and  his  perfect  resignation  when  the  dark  shadow  hovered 
over  and  sarronnded  him  at  the  crncial  moment,  was  a  beautiful 
exemplification  of  'death  being  swallowed  np  in  victory.'  " 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  a  number  of  dispensation?, 
which  it  was  unnecessary  to  report,  as  none  of  taese  involved 
any  question  of  importance.  His  several  visitations  were  both 
pleasant  and  profitable. 

He  rejoiced  at  the  closing  of  the  So  nth  African  war  and  at  the 
coronation  of  King  Edward  VII. 

He  has  no  patience  with  cipher  rltu  lis 

Augmst  22,  1902,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  a  balance  of  $63  32. 

The  New  Brunswick  Grand  Ledge  does  not  favor  the  naming 
of  Lodges  after  living  persons. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  show  the  Crafr,  to  be  in 
good  condition. 

The  Grand  Masters  official  acts  were  all  approved.

During  the  year  three  Emergent  Communications  were  held— 
two  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  Lodges  and  installing  offi- 
cers, one  for  the  purpose  of  laying  the  cornerstone  of  a  Masonic 
Hall. 

At  the  Annual  Grand  Communication,  besides  the  Grand  Of- 
ficers, 12  District  Deputies,  and  the  constitutional  number  of 
Lodge  representatives  there  were  pref  ent  eight  Past  Grand 
Masters,  two  Past  Grand  Wardens,  and  thirty-nine  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives. M.  *.  W.\  Henry  R.  Cannon,  Alabama's  Repre- 
sentative was  not  reported  present,  but  later,  the  cause  of  his 
absence  was  found  to  be  sickness  and  old  age. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  well  said  : 
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'  'I  would  not  for  a  moment   forget  the  duties  we  owe  to  each 
other  as  Masons,  but  I  want,  if  possible,   all  to  know  that    Ma- 
sonry is   big  enough    and  broad  enough,    and  spre  ids    itself  so 
widely,  that  even    though  all  men  cannot  be  numbered   among 
iff*  members  or  devotees,  yet  the  honest,  the  true  and  the  good 
of  the  world  owe  something  to  it    and  its  -benign  influences    be- 
cause of  what  Masons  are.    And,  Brothers,  this  influence  among 
ourselves  or  upon  others  who  are  not  Masons  can  only    be  exert- 
ed by  living   such   lives  as    make  each    man   pure,  gentle    and 
sweet,  and  thus  one  upon    whom  the  world  may  look  and    say, 
surely  he  has  something  concerning  which  we  know  not.     Your 
li  e  and  mine,  if   we  are  true    Masons,  must  be  better    than  it 
otherwise  would  have  been  if  we  had  not  been  entered,  passed 
and  raised  and  if  this  "beauti'ul  system  of  morality,  veiled  in 
alienor* .  in  which  we  are  enmeshed    has  not  implanted    its  in- 
signia deeply  in  our  "thoughts,  words  and  deeds,"  even  uncon- 
sciously, then  indeed  have  Masonic  Ritual    and  lecture  failed  in 
their  essentials." 

"Howe'er  it  be,  it  seems  to  me, 

'  Tis  only  noble  to  be  good; 

Kind  hearts  are  more  than  coronets. 

And  simple  faith  than  Norman  blood." 

For  the  purpose  of  economizing  time,  ou  behalf  of  the  Dis'rict 
Deputies,  the  Grand  Master  recommended  that  three  new  Dis- 
trict *  be  created  in  the  State. 

His  several  visitations  had  been  very  gratifying.  Everywhere 
he  had  been  received  with  warm,  fraternal  cordiality.  His  visit 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  where  Past  Grand  Master 
Luke  A  Lock  wood  conferred  upon  him  the  * 'Order  of  the 
Wooden  Nutmeg,"  found  no  exception  to  the  rule  of  cordial  re 
ceptions. 

He  had  received  80  requests  for  decisions  as  to  physical  quali- 
fications, 51  of  these  were  granted,  26  refused,  and  3  were  pend- 
ing. 

Among  his  disciplinary  proceedings  we  note  the  following: 
A  certain  Lodge  had  held,  on  a  specified  date,  a  communication 
"without  the  warrant  of  the  Lodge  being  in  posses  ion  of  the 
Master  or  Wardens,  and  not  in  the  Lodge-rcom.  The  ballot  had 
been  spread  on  two  petitions— one  petitioner  having  been  elect- 
ed, but  the  other  rejected.  He  had  declared  all  business  trans- 
acted at  such  Communication  irregular  and  hence  null  and  void 
and  had  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  correct  the  error.  (Grand 
Master  Apgar  is  all  right  as  to  the  necessity  for  the  actual  pres- 
ence of  the  Charter.) 
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Among  his  fow  decisions  submitted  we  note  the  following: 

"If  an  alarm  be  given  by  a  member  of  the  Lodge  daring  the 
spreading  of  a  ballot  upon  a  candidate,  the  Worshipful  Master 
may  in  his  discretion  admit  him  and  permit  him  to  vote.  Dur- 
ing the  interim  between  the  closing  of  the  ballot  upon  the  pe- 
tition of  one  candidate  and  the  spreading  of  the  billot  up  in  the 
petition  of  another  candidate  the  Worshipful  Master  must  ad- 
mit all  members  of  the  Lodge  who  have  given  alarm." 

The  query  "Can  less  tban  seven  Masons  open  and  close  a 
Lodge  and  do  Masonic  work?"  he  had  referred  tothe  Law  Com- 
mittee to  be  reported  upon  at  this  session. 

In  Alabama  the  Lodge  can  not  be  opened  with  less  than  seven 
for  transaction  of  any  business. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  had  on  hand,  March  11,  19  »3,  $15,248.65 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  shows  painstaking  care  in 
the  discharge  of  his  many  duties— in  a    word,  it  "fills  the  bill. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  made  report  on 
matters  referred  to  it,  and  the  report  was  received  and  adopted. 
The  committee  approved  the  Grand  Master's  decision,  and  upon 
the  question,  "can  less  than  seven  Masons  open  a  Lod^e  and  do 
Masonic  work  ? "  the  committee  reported  that,  as  heretofore  de- 
cided, "the  number  of  Masons  required  to  open  and  close  a 
Lodge  and  do  Masonic  work  therein  is  the  number  prescribed 
by  the  Ritual ;  but  for  the  transaction  of  Lodge  business,  the 
presence  of  seven  members,  thereby  constituting  a  quorum,  is 
required. " 

Committee  on  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund  reported  donations 
to  one  Brother  as  $150  00,  and  money  in  bank  to  credit  of  Per- 
manent Fund,  in  the  sum  of  $1,018.70. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Home  made  an  elaborate  report. 
From  said  report  it  is  learned  that,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  the 
number  of  inmates  was  55 — that  the  net  cost  of  maintenance 
during  the  year  was,  $12, 232, 97— per  capita  cost,  $250.02, 

The  Grand  Master  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming,  as  visitors 
to  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  M.\  W.\  Grand  Masters  of  New  York, 
Pennsylvania  and  Delaware,  also  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  Con- 
necticut, representing  his  Grand  Master. 

In  pursuance  of  action  taken  at  the  last  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Commit*  ee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  made  report  on  the  ques- 
tion, "What  are  the  Ancient  Landmarks  ?  " 

After  a  learned  and  elaborate  discussion  of  the  subject  the 
Committee  reported  as  follows : 
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"We  therefore  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge  the  following  ten 
"Landmarks,"  which  are  all  jour  Committee  has  been  able  to 
discover  fulfilling  all  the  requirements  of  "Landmarks"  : 

"God— 

1.  Belief  in  God  as  the  Great  Architect  and  Supreme  Ruler 
of  the  Universe." 

"The  Great  Light  in  Masonry. — 

2  The  acceptance  of  the  revealed  Word  of  God  as  the  rale 
and  guide  for  our  faith  and  practice,  and  its  visible  presence  in 
every  Lodge." 

"The,  Grand  Master.— 

3  The  Grand  Master  is  elected  by  the  Craft,  and  holds  office 
until  his  successor  is  duly  installed.  He  is  the  ruler  of  the  Craft 
and  is,  of  right,  the  presiding  officer  of  every  assemblage  of  Ma- 
sons as  such.  He  may,  within  his  jurisdiction,  convene  a  Lodge 
at  any  time  or  place  aud  do  Masonic  work  therein;  may  create 
Lodges  by  his  warrant,  and  arrest  the  warrant  of  any  Lodge. 
He  may  buspend,  during  his  pleasure,  theopention  of  any  rule 
or  regulation  of  Masonry  not  a  ''Landmark."  He  may  suspend 
the  installed  officers  of  any  Lodge  and  re- instate  them  at  pleas- 
and  is  not  answerable  for  his  acts  as  Grand  Master.  He  may 
deputize  any  Brother  to  do  any  act  in  his  absence  which  he  him- 
self might  do  if  present." 

"The  IxKlge.— 

4.  A  Masonic  Lodge  must  have  a  Master  and  two  Wardens, 
and,  when  convened  for  Masonic  work,  must  be  duly  tyled." 

"The  Candidate— 

5.  No  person  can  be  made  a  Mason  unless  he  be  a  man,  free- 
born,  of  mature  and  discreet  age,  of  good  character  and  reputa- 
tion and  having  no  maim  or  defect  in  his  body  that  may  render 
him  incapable  of  learning  the  art  or  of  being  advanced  to  the 
several  degrees,  nor  unless  he  apply  for  admission  without  soli- 
ciratioa  and  take  upon  himself  the  Masonic  obligations.  Nor 
can  he  be  admitted  to  membership  in  a  Masonic  Lodge  except 
upon  a  secret  ballot  by  the  brethren  of  that  Lodge." 

"The  Brethren.— 

6.  Masons  as  such  are  equal ;  possess  the  right  to  visit  every 
Lodge  or  Assembly  of  Masons  where  their  presence  will  not  dis- 
turb the  peace  and  harmony  of  the  same,  and  to  appeal  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  Masons  or  its  substitute,  the  Grand  Lodge 
whenever  aggrieved  by  any  act  of  a  Lodge." 

"if cutters  and  Wardens.— 

7.  The  Master  of  a  Lodge,  before  his  election  as  such,  must 
have  served  as  a  Warden. He  and  the  Wardens  are  elected  by  the 
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members  of  the  LocUe,  but  hold  their  offices  by  virtue  of  the 
warrant  of  the  Gr  *nd  Master,  until  their  successors  have  quali- 
fied. They  are  his  representatives  in  the  Lodge,  and  are  not, 
therefore,  responsible  to  the  Lodge  for  their  official  aces,  nor 
can  they  be  tried  or  disciplined  by  the  Lodge  during  their  term 
of  office." 

• ' Jurisdiction.  — 

8.  Every  Mason,  for  Masonic  purposes,  is  subject  to  the  jur- 
isdiction of  the  Lodge  within  whose  jurisdiction  he  resides." 

"Secrecy. — 

9.  The  legend  of  the  third  degree;  the  means  of  recognition; 
the  methods  of  conferring  desrrees;  the  obligations  of  those  de- 
grees and  the  ballot  of  every  Brother,  are,  and  must  continue  co 
be  inviolably  secret." 

'•Degree*  — 

10.  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  includes  only  the  Entered  Ap- 
prentice, Fellow  Craft,  and  Master  Mason  degrees." 

The  leport  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  with  extension  of 
Grand  Lodge's  thanks  to  the  committee  for  its  research,  and 
time  and  trouble  expended  in  preparing  this  report.  We  have 
felt  obliged  to  omit  the  valuable  observations  of  the  committee 
submitted  in  the  foregoing  report,  for  obvious  reasons. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Only  space  is  left  to  say  that  the  admirable  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Brother  Charles 
Belcher,  is  almost  entirely  original  matter.  The  proceedings 
of  56  Grand  Lodges  pass  under  review. 

Alabama— 1901  receives  courteous  attention. 

He  quotes  decision  No.  10,  made  by  Grand  Master,  R.  M. 
Cunningham  (inabiltty  to  read  and  write,  not  a  bar  to  initiation) 
and  says: 

tfIn  this  twentieth  century,  this  seems  worse  than  physical 
dismemberment." 

He  says  that  our  Grand  Master  speaks  in  no  uncertain  manner 
on  the  subject  of  a  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home.  Brother  Bel 
cher  seems  to  doubt  that  the  $12,000.00  income  which  the  Grand 
Master  thought  could  be  raised  by  per  capita  tax  and  other  in- 
vestments would  keep  200  widows  and  orphans  and  helpless 
brethren,  in  comfort. 
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The  writer  b  hearty  acknowledgements  are  tendered  for  kind- 
ly  reference  to  the  Alabama  report  on  correspondence.  Com- 
mendation from  each  sonrce  is  greatly  appreciated. 

We  had  asked  when  this  question  of  Jurisdiction  over  reject- 
ed material  would  be  settled— ever  ? 

Brother  Belcher  says,  "Possibly  in  the  "sweet-bye-and-bye 
time."  But  such  happy  cone  animation  in  the  near  future  is 
not  discernible  through  his  glasses.

Not  12 — Failure  to  mention  some  things  in  the  N.  J.  proceed- 
ings was  unavoidable,  in  the  limited  space  we  had  given  oar- 
selves  for  this  review. 

NEW  MEXICO— 25th  Annual— Santa  Fe— October,  1902. 

Number  of  Lodges,  20;  Total  Enrollment,  1,146;  Gain,  67. 

The  Grand  Secretary  took  pleasure  in  stating  that  all  the 
Lodges  had  made  returns  and  paid  their  dues.  A  good  showipg 
for  their  interest  in  Free- Masonry. 

A  constitutional  number  of  Lodges  being  represented,  Grand 
Lodge  was  opened  in  ample  Form.  Eleven  Past  Grand  Officers 
manifested  their  interest  in  the  Fraternity  by  their  presence  on 
this  occasion,  as  also  did  fifteen  Grand  Representatives.  Brother 
Robert  C.  Stewart.  Alabama's  envoy,  was  not  reported  as  "on 
hand." 

A  perusal  of  the  address  of  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  Arthur  H. 
Harllee,  assures  one  of  Brother  Harllee's  eminent  fitness  for  the 
exalted  office  filled  by  him. 

Rejoicing  with  his  brethren  at  the  general  prevalence  of  peace 
and  prosperity,  he  thus  cootinued: 

"I  feel  warranted  also  in  stating,  from  my  personal  contact 
with  our  various  Lodges  and  individual  members,  together  with 
information  received,  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  great 
prosperity.  The  increase  of  membership  is  gratifying.  The 
material  accepted  is  of  excellent  quality.  A  high  standard  pre- 
vails. The  ballot  has  been  exercised  with  firmness  and  in  a 
manner  calling  for  no  comments  from  me.  The  financial  condi- 
tion of  all  our  Lodges  is  excellent.  Numerous  substantial  homes 
and  halls  have  heen  constructed  or  acquired,  fitted  up  and  fur- 
nished in  a  most  creditable  manner. " 
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In  this  address  the  Fraternal  Dead  are  duly  commemorated, 
and  the  District  Deputies  are  highly  commended,  though  some 
of  them  are  more  deserving  of  praise  than  others.  They  get  no 
pay  from  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Eleven  dispensations  had  been  granted,  for  reasons  deemed 
sufficient.  One  dispensatian  had  been  issued  for  formation  of  a 
new  Lodge;  and  two  Lodge  halls  had  been  dedicated. 

The  Grand  Master's  seven  decisions  submitted  were  conforma- 
ble to  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction. 

He  referred  in  terms  of  the  highest  consideration  to  the  im- 
portant services  of  Grand  Lecturer  W.  H.  Seamon. 

Alluding  to  the  subject  of  Mexican  Masonry,  he  recommended 
that  Grand  Lodge  take  no  further  steps  towards  recognition  of 
any  of  the  various  Masonic  bodies  in  Mexico,  believing  that  such 
steps  would  tend  merely  to  complication,  and  put  off  solution  of 
the  difficulties  existing. 

The  Grand  Master  had  made  several  official  visitations  during 
the  year,  with  pleasure  to  himself  and,  no  doubt,  profit  to  the 
Brethrt  n 

He  made  several  wholesome  recommendations — one  in  particu- 
lar which,  *if  the  Brethren  will  heed  it,  will  not  be  without  great 
profit  to  them.    It  is  as  follows: 

''And,  'lastly,  I  would  recommend  that  we  become  more  gen- 
erally reading  Masons.  I  would  recommend  that  each  Lodge 
set  aside  a  fund  every  year,  even  though  small,  in  the  purchase 
of  standard  books  on  Masonry,  including  a  number  of  Masonic 
Journals  devoted  to  the  cause  of  Masonry.  It  is  largely  through 
such  contact  with  enlightened  minds,  directed  to  subjects  ex- 
panse ve  and  elevating,  that  we  are  enabled  to  fully  realize  the 
vital  force  of  Masonry  and  appreciate  its  blessings  to  our  race. 
By  drinking  from  fountains  of  thought  so  pure  and  ennobling 
we  will  not  only  greatly  benefit  ourselves  but  thereby  be  enabled 
more  effectually  to  guide  and  support  our  less  informed  brethren.' 

Words  fitly  spoken,  Brother. 

October  20,  1902,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  on  hand,  Charity 
Fund,  cash  in  bank  bearing  interest  $359.64,  and  balance  of 
General  Fund  $1.865.94— Total,  $1,725.58. 

Beyond  perad venture,  Grand  Secretary  Keen  is  the  right  man 
for  the  important  position  he  fills. 

R.\  W. '.  W.  H.  Seamon,  Grand  Lecturer,  had  been  prevented 
by  pressure  of  business  engagements  from  discharging  the  duties 
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of  his  position,  bat  right  efficiently  was  his  place  supplied  by 
D.  G.  L.  Robert  White. 

R.  *.  W.'.  Brother  Seamon  introduced  a  resolution  the  effect 
of  which  would  be,  to  do  away  with  the  system  of  Grand  Rep- 
resentatives, intimating  that  '-the  practical  workings  of  the 
system  for  23  years  have  shown  it  to  be  of  no  value  and  of  doubt- 
ful honorary  rank/'  but  the  resolution,  on  being  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Address,  was  decently  buried,  the  committee 
holding  that  "while  the  practical  workings  of  the  system  show 
little  utility,  yet  the  fraternal  and  sentimental  aspects  of  the 
system  commend  it  to  the  Fraternity."  It  seems  that  Brother 
Seamon  concurred  in  the  adverse  report  of  the  com  cnittee  for 
his  signature  is  at  the  bottom  of  said  report,  in  c  >_upany  with 
those  of  the  other  members  of  the  committee. 

On  recommendation  of  the  same  committee,  all  the  decisions 
of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved;  Grand  Lodge  declined  to 
withdraw  recognition  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica,  an 
less  further  information  should  warrant  such  withdrawal;  and  a 
Mason  holding  a  dimit  more  than  one  year  old  was  declared  to 
be  not  entitled  to  any  Masonic  rights  and  privileges  except  that 
of  applying  for  membership  in  a  Lodge.  (How  about  visitation?) 

The  By-Laws  of  the  single  Lodge  U  D.  were  not  approved, 
but  it  was  ordered  that  a  charter  for  said  Lodge  be  executed, 
and  so  soon  as  that  Lodge  has  correct  by-laws,  be  delivered  to  it. 

As  R.  \  W.  \  Brother  Seamon  will  not  receive  any  compensa- 
tion for  his  invaluable  services,  Grand  Lodge  presents  him  with 
a  handsome  Past  Master's  Jewel. 

The  reports  of  the  several  committees  were  adopted. 

Tennessee  was  assured  of  New  Mexico's  concurrence  as  to 
cipher  ritual.  It  is  strictly  prohibited  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Mexico. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Corespondence,  submitted  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  committee,  R. '.  W. '.  Brother  W.  H.  Seamon,  is  the 
production  of  a  Master  Workman. 

Alabama- 1901  receives  brotherly  treatment  in  a  notice  of  about 
two  and  one-half  pages. 

Referring  to  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  address,  the  re- 
viewer says: 

"The  O.  E.  S.  was  given  the  glad  hand" 
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"We  do  not  understand  how  any  Mason,  particularly  the 
Grand  Master,  who  has  assumed  an  obligation  to  resist  innova- 
tions, can  afford  to  endorse  the  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  and 
recommend  its  encouragement  by  the  Gr*~id  Lodge." 

Our  Grand  Lodge  having  accorded  the  O.  E.  S.  the  nee  of  our 
Temple  in  which  to  hold  their  meetings,  we  can  only  say  that, 
while  acquiescing  in  the  decision  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  person- 
ally we  are  of  the  firm  opinion  that  the  Lodge  room,  dedicated 
to  Masonic  purposes,  should  be  used  for  such  purposes  exclu- 
sively. 

Brother  Seamon  quotes  without  comment  the  Grand  Master's 
remarks  on  physical  qualifications. 

For  the  generous  space  he  gives  the  writer's  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, and  for  commendatory  expression  concerning  the 
same,  he  has  our  grateful  thanks. 

Brother  Seamon 's  concluding  tract  on  Mexican  Masonry  is  a 
valuable  source  of  information  concerning  the  various  Mexican 
bodies.  His  suggestions  deserve  earnest  consideration;  but, 
after  all,  perusal  of  his  paper  confirms  one  in  the  opinion  that 
the  let-t  hem  alone  policy  is  best  for  the  present.

NEW  SOUTH  WALES. 

June,  1901,  to  June,  1902. 

Number  of  Lodges  235;  members  8,812. 

The  Regular  Quarterly  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
was  held  in  Sydney,  Sept.  11,  1901,  with 

M.\  W.  Brother  J.  C.  Remington,  Grand  Master  in  the 
chair.  As  an  example  of  true  fraternal  feeling,  we  quote  from 
the  Grand  Master's  address  the  following  : 

(Having  suggested  a  note  ot  sympathy  with  M.\  W".  Brother 
Sir  Joseph  Abbott,  and  R.\  W.\  Brother  Whitely  King,)  he 
said: 

"But  I  must  ask  you  to  join  with  me  in  expressing  sympathy 
with  that  great  man  and  good  Mason,  in  the  sister  territory 
across  the  Pacific,  who  now  lies  stricken,  it  may  be  to  death,  by 
the  hand  of  an  assassin." 

"We  are  not  only  taught  as  Free  Masons  but  sworn  as  Past 
Masters,  'not  to  be  concerned  in  plots  or  conspiracies  against 
Government,'  and  we  utterly  detest  the  vile  tactics  of  the  ene- 
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mies  of  all  that  makes  for  the  peace  and  good  order  of  Society, 
by  whatever  title  they  may  style  themselves. 

"Animated  by  such  feelings,  I  ask  yon  to  authorize  me  to 
transmit,  in  the  name  of  his  brother  Free  Masons  in  New  South 
Wales,  the  assurance  of  our  heartfelt  grief  at  the  sufferings  of 
President  McKinley  of  the  United  States  of  America,  coupled 
with  a  hope  that  the  Great  A-chitect  of  the  Universe  may  spare 
his  life,  and  prolong  it  for  many  years  among  the  people  to 
whose  service  it  has  been  devoted." 

The  proceedings  state  that  "the  proposals  of  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter were  unanimously  approved,  all  the  brethren  standing  in 
order. "' 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  deprecated  the  practice  of 
crowding  too  much  degree  work  into  the  period  of  one  evening 
—intimating  the  presence  of  hurry  and  absence  of  solemnity 
occasioned  thereby. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  nearly  $40,000.00  to  the  credit 
of  the  Benevolent  Fund. 

At  the  December  Quarterly  the  M.  \  W.\  Grand  Master  made 
fitting  allusion  to  the  deaths  of  M.\  W.\  Sir  Joseph  Palmer  Ab- 
bott, and  R.  \  W.  \  George  Thornton  M.  L.  C,  also  to  his  cable- 
gram of  sympathy,  sent  to  Washington  after  the  death  of  Presi- 
dent McKinley. 

At  this  Quarterly  he  also  presented  a  succinct,  dignified  and 
temperate  view  of  the  matter  of  Cambrian  Lodge  No.  10.  That 
presentation  embraced  the  report  of  "Grand  Master's  Council" 
(Grand  Lodge  of  England)  "on  memorandum  submitted  by 
Lords*  Jersey  and  Carrington  to  H.  R.  H.,  the  Grand  Master. 
The  substance  of  said  Report  is,  in  our  humble  opinion,  a  clear 
admission  of  the  Justice  of  the  claim  set  up  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  New  South  Wales.  As  the  incident  appears  to  be 
now  closed,  further  reference  to  the  same  is  unnecessary. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  saying,  in  this  connection,  that  a 
report  from  the  English  Committee  of  General  Purposes  ought 
to  be  subject,  like  all  other  reports,  to  revision  by  Grand  Lodge. 
Otherwise  that  Grand  Body  is  not  Supreme. 

The  Boird  of  Benevolence  reported  total  relief  for  the  quarter 
as  some  $1,100.00. 

According  to  custom,  at  a  special  communication  held  June 
June  10,  1902,  (The  March  Quarterly  is  passed  by  as  not  of  in- 
terest to  outsiders)  nominations  were  made  for  Grand  Lodge 
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officers.  The  election  of  said  officers  took  place  at  the  Jane, 
1902,  Quarterly. 

At  this  meeting,  the  Grand  Master  in  his  address,  asked  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  affirm  the  principle  of  Recognition  of  Rank  con- 
ferred in  other  Grand  Lodges  upon  distinguished  brethren  who 
subsequently  give  their  allegiance  to  Grand  Lodge  of  N.  S.  W . 
His  recommendation  upon  that  matter  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  various  Boards  made  painstaking  reports:  also  the  Grand 
Inspector  of  Workings  made  report  in  detail,  full  and  complete. 
All  met  the  approval  of  Grand  Lodge. 

Assets  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  amount  to  over  $40,000.00. 

A  supplement  to  these  proceedings  narrates  what  took  place 
on  the  occasion  of  a  visit  of  the  Grand  Master  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Victoria,  whose  officers  he  was  invited  to  install. 
Enough  to  say  that  the  work  was  well  done.  Grand  Master 
Remington's  remarks  at  the  banquet  which  followed,  were  ex- 
ceedingly happy. 

We  cannot  pause  to  refer  particularly  to  the  report — 11th  an- 
nual— of  the  Free  Mason's  Benevolent  Institution,  further  than 
to  say  that  it  is  a  grand  enterprise  for  the  benefit  of  aged  and 
infi  m  brethren,  their  wives  and  widows. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  a 
committee  of  five,  with  R.  \  W.  * .  Brother  Herbert  S .  Thompson 
as  chairman.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  report  is  exceptionally 
good.  Alabama  fell  to  the  lot  of  Brother  "C.  M."  (close  search 
has  failed  to  reveal  anything  more  than  the  initials  of  Brother 
Thompson's  four  committee  men.)  Brother  "C.  M."  gives  Ala- 
bama a  little  over  two  pages  of  truly  fraternal  notice.  He  dis- 
sents from  two  of  Grind  Master  Cunningham's  decisions— one 
as  to  initiation  of  a  candidate  unable  to  read  and  write;  the 
other  on  the  right  of  a  member  to  demand  a  re-ballot  after  the 
billot  has  been  declared  clear,  said  member  having  intended  to 
cast  an  adverse  ballot.  Personally  we  take  a  similar  view  on 
these  two  subjects.  When  the  ballot  has  been  declared  clear, 
a  demand  for  a  re-ballot  discloses  the  fact  that  the  brother  who 
makes  the  demand  thus  publishes  his  vote,  which  he  has  no 
right  to  do.  After  the  injunction  to  be  careful,  &c,  the  mem- 
ber should  be  sure  to  vote  in  accordance  with  his  own  purpose. 
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As  to  the  other  ruling — the  initiation  of  one  unable  to  read  and 
write,  it  seems  to  as  like  patting  on  guard  those  who  may  be  too 
easily  imposed  upon  by  false  messages  detrimental  to  the  craft. 

Oar  Grand  Master  is  liberally  and  approvingly  quoted  on  the 
subject  of  providing  for  oar  widows  and  orphans. 

The  reviewer  flatteringly  styles  the  writer's  report  on  coires- 
pondence,  "an  exceedingly  clever  review."    Thanks!

This  is  a  remarkably  good  showing. 

Number  of  Master  Masons  reported,  118,185,  being  a  net  grain 
of  6,820.  During  the  year  there  were  initiated  9,726,  passed 
9,516,  raised  9,445. 

As  we  do  not  propose  to  be  very  methodical  in  our  reviews,  it 
is  adinissable  for  u-  to  state  here  that  Grand  Secretary  Ehlers 
acknowledged  receipt  of  $2,151.00  subscriptions  towards  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  Masonic  Sanatorium  for  consumptives,  and  re- 
quested that  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund 
be  instructed  to  become  the  custodians  of  this  money.  The 
Grand  Secretary  also  acknowledged  receipt  of  $2,020.00,  sub- 
scriptions to  the  Peter  Ross  Monument. 

When  the  sound  of  the  Grand  Master's  gavel  summoned  the 
officers  and  brethren  to  their  respective  places,  and  Grand 
Lodge  was  opened,  it  was  found  that  ten  Past  Grand  Masters 
responded  to  roll  call,  and  that  of  Grand  Representatives  there 
were  present  the  large  number  of  seventy  save  one.  Alabama 
was  not  left  out. 

M.\  W.\  Elbert  Crandall,  Grand  Master,  delivered  an  excep- 
tionally fine  address,  in  which  his  official  acts  were  recounted, 
and  wise  sng  gestions  were  made. 

According  to  prevalent  custom,  he  devoted  several  pages  of 
his  address  to  commemoration  of  the  Fraternal  Dead. 

Conspicuous  among  the  names  of  departed  Brothers,  were 
those  of  M.\  W.\  Clinton  F.  Paige,    Senior  Past  Grand  Master; 
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R.  .  W.*.  Peter  Ross,  Grand  Historian;  and  R.\  W.\  James  D. 
Pollard,  P.  D.  D.  G.  M. 

About  forty  special  dispensations  had  been  granted — every  one 
strictly  within  the  Grand  Master's  prerogative.  New  York 
never  over-rides  the  law  by  waiving  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

We  note  that,  Aug.  4,  1902,  R.\  W. .  Louis  W.  Duesing  was 
accredited  as  Representative  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama. 
Nearly  eighteen  pages  of  the  address  are  taken  up  by  the  names 
of  those  who  assisted  the  M.  \  W.  \  Grand  Master  at  some  thir- 
teen ceremonies  performed  daring  the  year. 

The  condition  of  the  Craft;  in  his  jurisdiction  the  M.\  W.\ 
considers  excellent.    He  says: 

"From  the  reports  of  the  several  officers  to  be  presented  at 
this  annual  session  it  will  be  observed  that  the  year  now  closed 
has  been  one  of  exceeding  prosperity  to  the  Lodges  throughout 
our  jurisdiction.  Not  only  have  our  Lodges  added  to  their 
membership  many  new  brethren,  both  by  initiation  and  affilia- 
tion, but  the  Lodge  meetings  everywhere  have  been  character- 
ized by  a  splendid  spirit  of  fraternity,  to  which,  doubtless,  the 
present  most  excellent  condition  of  Freemasonry  is  indebted. " 

He  warmly  commends  the  District  Deputies  for  their  faithful 
efficient  work. 

Six  dispensations  had  been  issued  for  the  establishment  of 
new  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  called  attention  to  the  effort  now  making 
to  raise  a  fund  for  the  establishment  of  a  Sanatorium  for  Con- 
sumptives. What  he  says  on  this  matter,  is  so  well  said  that 
we  fain  must  copy  it,  at  least,  in  part.    Thus  he  proceeds : 

"We  have  our  splendidly  equipped  Home,  at  Utica,  for  the 
aged  and  orphan;  our  German  brethren  are  conducting  a  Home 
for  the  aged  at  Tappan;  we  have  a  number  of  beds  in  perpetuity 
in  three  of  the  largest  hospitals  in  this  city,  and  yet  the  doors 
of  all  are  closed  to  the  consumptive  brother.  Surely  "the  field 
is  ripe  for  the  garner." 

"A  Sanatorium  for  consumptives  not  only  serves  to  cure  the 
curable  cases,  to  improve  and  prolong  the  lives  of  those  who 
cannot  be  entirely  cured,  and  make  comfortable  those  who  are 
hopelessly  ill,  but  it  serves  also  as  an  educator." 

"The  unfortunate  brother  who  has  contracted  the  disease, 
whether  cured  or  only  improved  by  a  sojourn  of  three  to  six 
months  in  a  sanatorium  will  return  to  the  home  of  his  family, 
and  there  be  a  hygienic  factor  in  the  prevention  of  the  disease. 
In  the  sanatorium  he  will  have  learned  how  to  take  care  of  him- 
self, so  that  he  may  not  become  a  source  of  infection.    He   will 
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have  learned  how  to  live  a  regular  life,  what  to  do  and   what 
not  to  do  in  order  to  improve  his  general  condition." 

"Pulmnary  tuberculois  is  treated  today  most  successfully 
by  the  judicious  use  of  fresh  air,  sunshine,  good  food  and  con- 
stant medical  supervision.  The  treatment  can  be  carried  out  at 
home  when  there  is  ample  comfort  and  wealth;  for  the  majority 
of  sufferers  however,  this  treatment  can  only  be  carefully  carri- 
ed out  in  a  specially  equipped  institution— a  Sanatorium  for  the 
exclusive  treatment  of  pulmonary  invalids.'* 

"The  majority  of  consumptive  sufferers  are  workers  in  mod- 
erate circumstances,  and  they  should  as  far  as  possible  be  treat- 
ed and  cured  in  the  climate  to  which  they  desire  to  return  after 
their  restoration  to  health  " 

"Climate  is  no  longei  '  onsidered  a  specific,  nor  even  essential 
in  the  care  of  consumption.  The  experience  of  recent  years  in 
Europe  as  well  as  in  the  United  Stotes  has  shown  that  properly 
conducted  sanatoria,  erected  in  regions  with  no  claims  for  speci- 
al climatic  advantages,  obtain  just  as  good  results  in  the  end  as 
institutions  situated  in  typical  climatic  resorts  Another  inter- 
esting fact  observed,  is  the  following:  Cures  obtained  with  pa- 
tients in  our  own  home  climate  have  usually  proved  more  last- 
ing and  more  certain  than  those  obtained  in  more  congenial 
climes." 

"All  that  is  essential  for  the  establishment  of  a  modern  sana- 
torium for  the  treatment  of  consumptives  is  a  locality  with 
moderate  elevation,  sheltered  against  the  coldest  winds  and  as* 
free  from  dust  and  traffic  as  possible.  It  is  also  desirable  to 
have  this  sanatorium  removed  from  habitation  as  far  as  possi- 
ble." k 

"I  submit  this  subject  for  the  favorable  action  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  suggest  that,  when  subscriptions  warrant,  a  sanato- 
sium  be  established  for  the  treatment  of  oui  unfortunate  breth- 
ren and  their  families  who  are  afflicted  with  this  dreadful 
scourge. " 

The  Grand   Master   expressed   the   highest  appreciation  of 
Grand  Secretary,  M.\  W.\  Edw.   M.  L.  Ehlers,  the  District  De 
puties,  and  other  Grand  Officers. 

Appended  to  the  address  we  find  two  eloquent  orations,  de- 
livered by  M.\  W.\  Grand  Master  Crandall—  one  at  the  laying 
of  the  corner-stone  of  the  County  Court  House  at  Poughkeepsie, 
the  other  at  dedication  of  the  John  L.  Lewis  Monument  in  Pen 
Yan. 

Had  we  space  it  would  be  a  pleasure  to  notice  at  some  length 
those  scholarly  effusions. 

Alluding  to  matters  financial,  we  note  that  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer held  a  balance  of  $70,724.27. 

Under  the  law,  he  had  transferred  to  the  Trastees  of  the  Per- 
manent Fund,  $10,000.00  for  investment. 
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The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Permanent  Fund  shows  a 
total  of  loans  and  deposits,  amounting  to  $131,477.78. 

A  very  interesting  report  was  made  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Masonic  Hall  and  Asylum  Fund.  From  the  financial  part  of 
said  report  it  is  learned  that  the  net  earnings  of  the  Hall,  appli- 
cable to  the  maintenance  of  the  Masonic  Home  were  $36,031.20, 
which  is  "but  2  17  per  cent  on  the  investment." 

In  the  Treasurer's  report  to  the  Trustees,  M.  H.  and  A.  Fund, 
the  total  receipts  for  the  year  ending  April  I,  1903,  are  in  the 
sum  of  $101,035.41,—  disbursements,  to  same  date,  $94,221.56. 

March  31,  1903,  the  balance  of  Reserve  Fund  stood  at  the  fol- 
lowing :  $224,782,65. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  is  full  of  in- 
terest. It  can  receive  here  the  merest  glance.  The  total  of  in- 
mates, March  1,  1903,  291.  Tae  average  age  of  aduits  was  72.54, 
while  that  of  the  children  was  10  68  years.  The  per  capita  cost 
of  maintenance  was  $189.00. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Historian,  covering  42  pages  of  these 
proceedings,  with  its  records,  chronicles,  facsimiles,  and  con- 
trast of  Masonic  Edifice— 1825  and  Masonic  Edifice— 1896,  must 
be  of  rare  value  to  the  Brethren  in  New  York. 

The  Grand  Librarian  is.  entitled  to  the  highest  praise  for  his 
unremitting  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Masonic  education. 

The  Masonic  Board  of  Relief,  of  New  York,  Boroughs  of 
Manhatten  and  the  Bronx,  had  disbursed  in  charity,  during  the 
year,  $2,070.03,  and  held  balance,  in  Treasurer's  hands,  $11,427.- 
64. 

The  Masonic  Relief  Association  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  had  saved  the  Board  many  thousand  dollars,  having 
furnished  the  Board  with  the  names  and  descriptions  of  over 
3,100  unworthy  pereons  who  were  traveling  over  the  United 
States  soliciting  aid  from  Lodges  and  Boards  of  Relief. 

The  report  of  the  German  Masonic  Temple  Association  shows 
that  our  German  Brethren  in  New  York  are  keenly  alive  to 
their  duty  to  alleviate  distress.  This  association  is  composed, 
of  27  Lodges  of  the  Ninth  Masonic  District,  and  represents  4,000 
Master  Masons.  It  has  been  dispensing  charity  and  caring  for 
the  needy  for  25  years.  The  total  receipts  for  the  year  were 
$11,474.84— expenditures  for  same  period  were  $10,393.54. 
Grand  total  of  its  assets,  f  122,4u0.03. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Deceased  Brethren  is  an  able 
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document.  It  varies  somewhat  from  the  usual  obit  nary  in  that 
its  introduction  appeals  to  the  sense  of  Masonic  obligation.  Its 
key  note  appears  in  the  sentence,  "God.  Immortality  and  Duty 
are  the  three  inspiring  calls  to  men  and  Masons." 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence recognition  was  extended  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Western 
Australia,  ani  the  invitation  of  the  Graid  Lodge  of  Switzer- 
land (Alpna)  was  "fraternally  declined." 

Id  respect  of  Western  Australia,  the  committee  demurs  to  the 
Scotland  theory,  which  claims  hs  a  M  wonic  rule  of  universal 
recognition,  that  no  Grand  Lodge  can  be  created  in  any  country 
unless  by  act  of  a  majority  of  the  Lodges  of  each  Constitution 
therein,  the  committee  understanding  that  a  majority  of  the 
Lodges  (not  less  than  three)  in  any  unoccupied  territory  may 
lawfully  organize  a  Grand  Lodge  therein. 

The  opinion  of  the  committee  will,  we  apprehend,  meet  with 
general  acceptance. 

On  pages  231-234  inclusive  appears  the  Constitution  of  a  So- 
ciety to  be  known  as  "The  Masonic  Sanatorium  League  of  the 
State  of  New  York."  The  plan  is  surely  feasible  in  the  great 
and  opulent  state  of  New  York,  and,  no  doubt,  the  requisite  en- 
dowment will  speedily  materialize. 

Brooklyn  Masonic  Guild  held  on  deposit  $27,580.44. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  sustained  the  Grand  Master 
in  his  opinions.     Adopted 

The  reports  of  the  other  committees  were  severally  adopted. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were  eminently  satisfac- 
tory. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Nothing  less  than  the  very  best,  as  a  report  on  Correspond- 
ence, was  to  be  expected  from  M.\  W.\  Jesse  B.  Anthony, 
Chairman  of  the  committee,  and  our  expectations  are  fully  rea- 
lized. The  present  report  is  his  Fifteenth  Annual,  and  takes 
in  the  entire  Masonic  world. 

His  notice  of  Alabama — 1902,  is  of  the  administration  of  M.\ 
W.\  Russell  M.  Cunningham,  whose  annual  address,  he  says, 
"may  be  divided  into  two  parts,  that  appertaining  to  official 
duties,  and  an  elaborate  essay  upon  "the  purposes  of  Masonry." 
He  quotes  without  comment  six  of  the  Grand  Master's  decisions 
save,  as  to  one,  he  indulges  in  the  following: 
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"Undoubtedly  the  Grand  Master  was  governed  in  his  action 
by  the  general  custom  of  tne  Craft,  but  we  infer  there  is  a  con- 
stitutional provision  of  law  in  this  jurisdiction  requiring  a  ma- 
jority of  the  whole  Lodge  to  be  present.  Ic  such  is  the  fact  it 
would  appear  to  us  that  there  might  be  difficulty  at  times  in 
proceeding  with  a  trial." 

Brother  Anthony's  inference  is  well  founded.  Art.  VII,  Rule 
12,  Constitution,  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama,  is  as  follows : 

"Rule  12.  In  all  cases  of  suspension  or  expulsion  of  any 
member  from  the  privileges  of  Miusonr} ,  two  thirds  of  the  votes 
of  all  the  members  present  shall  be  required  : 

Provided,  in  all  cases  of  suspension  or  expulsion,  a  majority 
of  the  whole  Lodge  be  present." 

It  may  have  occurred  occasionally  that  a  trial  has  been  post- 
poned for  lack  of  a  majority  present,  but  we  have  not  been  ap- 
prised of  any  ve.y  serious  embarrassment  on  that  score.  When 
a  member  is  on  trial  for  his  Masonic  life,  it  seems  best  that  he 
should  have  the  benefit  of  the  judgment  of  a  large  number  of 
his  brethren  instead  of  that  of  a  small  number  thereof.

Present  besides  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  qnorum  of  represent- 
atives of  Subordinate  Lodges,  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  a  num- 
ber of  other  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  Grand  Representatives  of 
twenty-four  Grand  Lodges.    Alabama  was  not  "in  it." 

There  were  from  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  I.  C,  five  visitors, 
from  Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  E.  C,  thirteen  visitors,  and  from 
Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  S.  C,  one  vieitor.  A  token  of  amity, 
without  doubt. 

In  the  course  of  his  address,  the  Grand  Master  said:

"One  matter  that  would  arise  oat  of  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  General  Purposes  was  the  question  of  rulings.  In  this  re 
spect  it  was  unfortunate  that  our  procedure  had  not  been  more 
closely  assimilated  to  that  of  America.  There  it  was  customary 
for  the  Grand  Master  to  review  the  whole  position  of  the  craft 
in  the  territory.  To  trim  applications  were  made  for  rulings  on 
various  questions  of  Masonic  law  or  custom.  These  rulinps 
were  embodied  in  his  address,  and  Grand  Lodge  was  asked 
ei  her  to  accept  them  or  to  disagree  with  them  The  value  of 
such  a  system  would  at  once  be  seen.  There  were  in  Grand 
Lodge  many  men  of  eminr nee  and  of  professional  ability,  and 
the  rulings  were  discussed  with  the  utmost  freedom,  so  that 
when  decisions  were  finally  given  they  formed  an  important 
portion  of  the  Masonic  Jurisprudence  of  the  State  to  which  they 
related.  In  New  Zealand  this  had  not  been  the  practice,  and 
the  consequence  was  that  if  any  one  were  asked  to  compile  a 
digest  of  our  laws,  he  would  have  a  very  difficult  task." 

He  favored  the  adoption  of  so  nothing  like  the  American  sys- 
tem. 

The  Board  of  Benevolence  reported  grants  of  charity,  during 
the  year  ending  March  81,  1903,  to  the  amount  of  #698.25. 

A  table  showing  the  total  cash  balinces  at  the  end  of  each 
financial  year  since  establishment;  of  Grand  Lodge  (13  years) 
gives  for  first  year  $300.00,  and  for  the  last,  March  31,  1903, 
$31,915.00. 

Happily,  the  dispute  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland,  mel- 
lowed by  age,  seems  now  to  be  practically  settled.  New  Zea- 
land was  right. 

Costa  Rica  has  not  yet  received  recognition  at  Auckland. 
The  paternity  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  was  called  into 
question. 

Seven  new  Lodges  were  opened  during  the  year. 

After  considerable  debate,  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution 
was  adopted  whereby  Trustees  of  Masonic  Property  were 
created,  this  Board  of  Trustees  taking  the  place  of  the  Board  of 
General  Purposes  in  the  management  of  the  financial  affairs  of 
Grand  Lodge. 

The  Aged  and  Indigent  Mason V  Fund  and  the  Widows  and 
Orphans*  Fund  were  amalgamated,  and  with  the  transfer  there- 
to of  $7,500.00  from  the  Benevolent  Fund,  thus  consolidated  and 
added  to,  reached  the  sum  of  $18,500  00,  the  interest  of  which 
formed  a  f ource  of  charity  to  be  dispensed  as  needed. 

The  question  of  the  right  of  initiates  to  vote  came  up  for  con- 
sideration.    Reference    was   made   to   the   usage  in  England, 
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where  Entered  Appenticcs  possess  the  right  to  vote  on  all  ques- 
tions, and  to  that  which  obtains  in  Ireland  and  Scotland,  where 
Entered  Apprentices  have  no  voice.  As  a  result  of  the  debate, 
Master  Masons  alone  are  entitled,  in  New  Zealand,  "to  exercise 
a  vote  in  Lodges  " 

Possibly,  giving  Initiates  the  voting  privilege,  might  tend  to 
dampen  their  desire  for  advancement,  but  we  incline  to  the  opin- 
ion of  Brother  Cunningham  of  Ohio,  that  the  right  to  vote 
should  be  restored  to  Entered  Apprentices.  No  more  need  be 
said  because  this  is  not  a  live  question  in  the  United  States, 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superinten  tents  sho*  lively  interest 
in  the  Fraternity  all  over  the  Island.  In  N.  Z.  Masonry  means 
much*

Number  of  Lodges  329;  made  returns  293;  Master  Masons  Oc- 
tober 31,  1902, 12,662;  net  gain  over  last  year  650. 
M.\  W.\  H.  I.  Clark,  Grand  Master. 

Eight  Past  Grand  Masters  were  present  at  this  meeting,  as 
also  were  Representatives  of  nineteen  Grand  Lodges. 

Why  do  not  North  Carolina  and  Alabama  interchange  Repre- 
sentatives? The  initiative  should,  no  doubt,  come  from  the 
older  Jurisdiction. 

The  first  page  of  this  beautifully  printed  volume  of  proceed- 
ings bears  a  portrait  of  the  late  R.  \  W. .  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Mar- 
shall, D.  D.,  Grand  Chaplain,  wbo  died  August  17, 1902. 

The  Grand  Master  said  in  bis  address  that  it  gave  him  un 
bounded  pleasure  to  announce  that  morally  and  numerically  the 
Craft  in  North  Carolina  was  never  so  strong  as  now.  "The 
Grand  Lecturer  and  bis  assistants  have  been  earnest  in  their 
efforts  to  spread  the  authorized  work;  not  only  that,  but  they 
have  so  endeavored  to  put  before  the  Lodges  and  through  them 
the  high  moral  and  intellectual  aims  of  Masonry  tbat  the  bright- 
test  and  best  of  our  land  are  knocking  at  our  doors — old  Lodges, 
building  up,  and  new  Lodges  formed." 
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He  had  granted  dispensations  bo  form  four  new  L->d<?d3.  H-* 
had  received  many  calls  for  special  dispensations:  some  after 
carefnl  scrutiny  he  had  granted,  bat  many  he  had  refused.  His 
refusals  were  made  in  so  kindly  a  spirit  that  the  brethren,  de- 
nied their  requests,  must  have  bem  drawn  toward  him  even  ia 
these  refusals. 

His  twelve  decisions  strictly  conform,  doubtless  to  the  law  of 
his  Jurisdiction,  and  ail  but  two  of  them  commend  themselves 
as  good  law  everywhere. 

The  two  we  have  the  presumption  to  except,  as  manifesting 
incoapistency,  are  the  following: 

"A  candidate  who  has  a  wooden  leg  i*  not  eligible. 
"A  candidate  who  has  but  one  eye  is  eligible." 

We  will  not  attempt  a  re-hash  of  the  perfect  youth  theory.bat 
merely  ask  how  much  nearer  perfection,  physically,  for  Masonic 
purposes,  if  a  man  who  has  only  one  eye.  than  a  man  with  the 
latest  improved  wooden  leg,  with  which  he  can  conform  to  all 
the  requirements  of  onr  ceremonial,  hf*  being  otherwise  "sonod 
as  a  foliar,"  bodily?    The  latter  has  no  blind  side. 

Five  Sp-cial  Communications  had  been  held— three  to  lay 
corner-stones— one  to  meet  at  Oxfcrd  Orphan  Asylum,  and  one 
to  attend  the  funeral  of  the  Grand  Chaplain,  R  \  W.\  Bro:her 
Marshall. 

He  asked  for  a  careful  consideration  of  a  report  to  be  made  by 
the  committee  appointed  to  select  a  site  and  present  plans  f  *>r 
erecting  a  Masonic  Temple.  Said  he:  "The  Temple  mn^  be  a 
fact." 

For  obvious  reasons  he  recommended  that  all  Subordinate 
Lodges  hold  their  election  during  their  June  meeting,  changing 
their  By-Laws  to  conform  thereto. 

January  10.  1903,  the  Grand  Treasurer  held  a  balance  of 
♦3,536  87. 

R.  *.  W.  ■.  Grand  Secretary  John  C.  Orewry's  Seventh  Annual 
Report  evinces  care  and  painstaking  in  his  discharge  of  the  da 
ties  of  his  important  office. 

We  note  his  encouraging  comparison  of  the  total  receipts  in 
1895— his  first  year  as  Grand  Secretary — with  those  of  the  year 
1902.  The  increase  of  the  latter  over  the  former  wan  72  per  cent- 
The  increase  of  membership  for  the  same  period  was  33  percent. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum  made  an 
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nteresting  report  on  that  Institution  which  maintains  240  little 
boys  and  girls.  The  Boird  ask  el  for  the  usaal  appropria- 
tion of  18,000.00. 

The  Governor  of  North  Carolina  had  appointed  a  committee 
to  examine  into  the  condition  and  workings  of  the  State  Institu- 
tions and  such  private  on**s  as  receive  State  aid.  Said  commit- 
tee made  a  full  report  on  the  Oxford  Orphan  Asylum.  We  give 
in  part,  what  the  Board  of  Direct  ors  quote  from  the  report  of 
that  committee: 

"For  this,  the  most  beautiful  of  her  charitable  institutions, 
North  Carolina  is  indebted  to  the  Masonic  Fraternity;  the  con- 
ception was  theirs,  the  first  steps  were  taken  by  them;  the  prop- 
erty, so  beautiful  in  every  feature,  is  provided  b/  them;  a  large 
part  of  its  cost  of  maintenance  is  annually  given  by  them,  and 
very  properly  its  chief  management  is  left  in  th^ir  hands.  The 
State  has,  for  83ine  years  pa*t,  contribnted  $10,000  0 )  towards  its 
support,  which  gave  us  the  right  and  pleasure  to  visit  it. 

"Having  gone  through  its  every  department,  we  report  that 
the  Institution  is  thoroughly  satisfactory,  and  its  perfect  neat- 
ness, its  quiet  order,  its  manifestation  of  tne  stric  est  ecoaomy, 
cannot  fail  to  delight  any  taxp  iver  that  h  ^  has  the  privilege   of 
investing  his  unney  in  an  enterprise  so  well  cond  icte  J  " 

Much  more  that  well  merits  quotation,  appears  in  this  report, 
but  we  must  forbear. 

November  30,  1902,  Treasurer  O.  O.  A.,  held  a  balance  of 
$6,157.88. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  O.  O.  A  ,  manifests  the 
fitness  of  that  officer  for  the  position  he  so  earnestly  and  faith- 
fully fills      The  details  are  interesting. 

Special  Committee  on  Memorial  of  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  A. 
A.  Marshall  made  report  which  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was 
adopted  and  ordered  printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Proceedings. 

The  usual  appropriation  of  $8,000.00  to  the  Oxford  Orphan 
Asylum  was  made. 

On  recommendation  of  Committee  on  the  Address,  the  Grand 
Master's  recommendations  were  adopted,  and  on  favorable  )  e- 
port  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  his  decisions  were  ap- 
proved. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  address  on  Masonry,  for  which 
he  was  thanked  by  a  unanimous,  rising  vote,  and  a  copy  of  the 
same  was  requested  for  publication  in  the  Proceedings. 

#  

The  Committee  on  Proposed  Masonic  Temple  made  report 
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which  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  in  accordance  therewith  m 
committee  of  nine,  including  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secre- 
tary, was  appointed  to  devi-e  ways  and  means  for  the  erection 
of  such  Temple  and  to  have  fall  power  to  do  all  things  neces- 
siry  in  the  premises,  including  the  making  of  a  sufficient  sub 
script  ion  to  stock  or  bond-.  . 

The  committee  appointed  was  possessed  of  grit,  determination 
and  good  judgment.  It  went  to  work.  When  such  a  body  goes 
to  work,  something  is  going  to  happen.  What  happened  was  to 
the  following  effect,  viz:  Arrangements  are  made  and  plans  set 
on  foot  for  the  erection  of  a  Masonic  Temple  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh  at  a  cos:  of  $30,000.00  for  the  site  of  the  same,  and  of 
$80,000.0u  for  the  building  completed. 

We  congratulate  our  brethren  in  North  Carolina  that  the 
building  of  the  magnificent  Masonic  Temple  is  practically  assured 

The  success  of  this  enterprise  is  indicated  by  the  following 
extract  from  a  special  committee's  report  on  a  Masonic  Bazaar 
to  be  held  in  Raleigh  next  October: 

"The  Masons  and  citizens  of  Raleigh  have  already  pledged 
gtl7,CK)0  00  in  se  ond  mortgage  bonds  towards  the  building  ^f  the 
Te  tiple.  and  the  first  mortgage  bonds  amounting  to  $50,000  00 
have  been  subscribed  for  in  Raleigh,  and  we  believe  we  can  in- 
crease our  subscriptions  to  the  second  mortgage  bonds  to  $25,- 
000.00  With  this  object  in  view  Hiram  Lodge  (40),  William  G. 
Hill  Lodge  (-JH),  and  Raleigh  Lodge  (500)  of  this  city,  have 
appointed  a  joint  committee  to  hold  a  Bazaar  here  in  Raleizh 
the  last  two  weeks  in  October.  *  *  *  *  Every  dollar  ch  ared 
will  go  into  this  Temple.  The  committee  has  great  confidence 
in  the  success  of  this  move." 

We  have  parsed  by  much  of  interest  and  importance  in  this 
volume  of  Proceedings,  for  the  want  of  room.

Chartered  Lodges,  65;  one  Lodge  U.  D. ;  members,  3,998. 
M.  *.  W. '.  Thomas  L.  Foulks,  Grand  Master. 

Present,  besides  Grand  Officers  and  representatives  of  a  Con- 
stitutional number  of  Subordinate  Lodges,  five  Past  Grand 
Masters,  two  Past  Grand  Treasurers,  and  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  twenty -five  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama's  minister 
not  reported  present.  Brother  Flint,  please  be  on  hand  next 
time. 

This  volume  of  Proceedings  is  embellished  with  portraits  of 
Grand  Master  Foulks,  Past  Grand  Secretary  Dodds,  the  late  M.  *. 
W. '.  Melvin  Lincoln  Youngs,  of  Wisconsin,  and  the  late  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Iowa,  Theodore  Sutton  Parivn. 

The  Annual  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  short— a  little 
more  than  six  pages— but  carried  through  its  lines,  the  right 
spirit  of  Masonry,  good  judgment,  and  unbending  devotion  to 
duty. 

Hie  three  decisions  submitted  seem  good  law:  his  dispensa- 
tions issued  conformed  to  the  gf  neral  usage.  We  note  that  he 
had  granted  eleven  of  these,  to  waive  time  in  conferring  de- 
grees, he  deeming  the  reasons  therefor  good  and  sufficient. 

We  are  not  in  a  position  to  find  fault  with  the  practice  of 
"railroading"  candidates  for  the  degrees,  because  we  live  in  a 
*  'glass  house";  all  the  same,  our  personal  opinion  is  strongly 
adverse  to  that  practice. 

One  Masonic  Hall  had  been  dedicated,  and  three  Lodges  U. 
D.,  had  received  charters,  and  had  been  duly  constituted.  But 
one  dispensation  had  been  issued  for  the  formation  of  a  new 
Lodge. 

In  North  Dakota  it*  now  requires  twenty  Charter  members  to 
secure  a  Lodge  establishment,  but  the  Gra*»d  Masetr,  on  reflec- 
tion, favors  reducing  the  requirement  to  fifteen. 

Grand  Master  Foulks  has  proved  himself  a  wise  and  faithful 
administrator  of  affairs. 

June  23,  1902.  the  Grai  d  Treasurer  had  on  hand  a  balance 
amounting  to  $5,744.32. 

M.  W.  Bro.  Frank  J.  Thompson  we  have  heretofore  styled 
a  M    )  i  (4?  m«1  S  c»*tHr>    and    have  i.nt    changed  our    opinion. 

to    • 
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He  says  that  the  annual  returns  of  the  Chartered  Lodges  and 
the  Lodges  U.  D.  have  all  been  received,  but  he  intimates  that  he 
has  had  no  end  of  worry  to  get  the  returns  of  Lodges  and  money 
on  time,  and  trusts  that  this  state  of  things  has  not  been  due  to 
neglect  of  official  duties. 

It  is  a  "blooming"  shame  for  the  Grand  Secretaries  to  be  an- 
nually subjected  to  these  annoyances  and  vexations. 

The  Grand  Secretary  is  deserving  of  all  praise  for  his  efficient 
and  persistent  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Masonic  Library. 

Past  Grand  Master.  Bro.  Robert  M.  Carothers,  presented  his 
Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which  was  adopted,  and  the 
reviews  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  proceedings.  Bro.  Caro- 
thers modestly  depreciates  his  own  abilities  as  a  reviewer,  but 
his  modesty  bespeaks  his  merit.  We  welcome  him  to  a  seat  at 
the  "round  table." 

A  touching  incident,  just  as  Grand  Lodge  was  called  to  labor, 
on  the  morning  of  the  Second  Day,  was  the  presentation  of  a 
Past  Grand  Master's  apron  to  the  family  of  Past  Grand  Master, 
Wm.  H.  Best,  deceased. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituary  was  not  long,  still 
it  was  impressive .     Adopted. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  on  the  decisions  of  the 
Grand  Master,  approving  all  but  one— the  fir«t— Decision  No.  1 
was  in  answer  to  the  following : 

"Something  over  a  year  ago,  we  received  a  petition  for  initia- 
tion. The  petition  was  acted  on  favorably,  but  the  candidate 
did  not  present  himself  for  initiation,  having  left  the  State.  Af- 
ter the  lapse  of  a  year,  he  again  petitioned  for  initiation,  ex 
peering  to  return.  His  petition  was  again  acted  upon  favora- 
bly. We  now  receive  a  communication  from  Kalispell  Lodge 
No .  42,  Montana,  stating  that  our  candidate  is  now  a  resident 
of  that  jurisdiction,  and  desires  to  petition  that  Lodge  for  the 
degrees,  and  requesting  us  to  return  the  deposit  paid  our  Lodge, 
and  waive  jurisdiction.     What  are  our  duties  in  the  premises?" 

•'Answer. — Your  Lodge  can  use  its  own  discretion  in  the  mat- 
ter. You  have  jurisdiction.  You  can  hold  it  or  waive  He 
has  forfeited  his  fee.    You  can  return  it  if  the  Lodge  so  votes." 

In  said  decision  the  Committee  did  not  concur,  for  the  reason 
that  the  petitioner  had  removed  from  the  State  before  receiving 
any  of  the  degrees,  and  had  remained  away  until  after  the  stat- 
utory time  within  which  he  could  receive  the  degrees  here  with 
out  a  new  ballot,  he  being  a  resident  of  Montana  at  the  time  of 
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bis  second  petition  to  onr  Lodge.    Report  of  the  Committee 
adopted. 

A  "Juvenile  Ritual"  consisting  of  two  degrees  for  an  order  to 
be  confined  to  tbe  sons  and  brothers  of  Master  Masons  between 
the  ages  of  fourteen  and  twenty-one,  has  been  prepared  by  the 
Grand  Secretary,  and  a  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
same  and  report  thereon  at  the  next  Grand  Lodge.

No.  of  Lodges,  63;  Members,  8,720;  Gain,  146. 
M.  *.  W. '.  Bro.  Thomas  Trenaman,  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Master's  portrait  graces  the  initial  page  of  this 
well  printed  volume  of  Proceedings. 

When  Grand  Lodge  was  open  it  was  fonnd  that  twenty  Past 
Grand  Officers  were  present,  and  that  the  Grand  Representa- 
tives of  twenty-nine  Sister  Jurisdictions  answered  roll-call,  Ala- 
bama not  inclnded. 

According  to  custom  in  the  Jurisdiction,  before  Grand  Lodge 
was  formally  opened,  a  procession  was  formed  and,  with  the 
band  of  the  78th  Regiment  at  the  head,  marched  to  church 
(Presbyterian)  and  listened  to  "an  eloquent  and  instructive  ser- 
mon," preached  by  the  Grand  Chaplain.  The  custom  is  a  beau- 
tiful one,  differ  brethren  as  they  may  as  to  its  fitness,  where 
there  may  be  great  diversity  of  beliefs  save  and  except  in  re- 
spect of  belief  in  God— no  diversity  there. 

In  the  statistical  and  financial  part  of  his  address,  an  able  and 
faithful  resume  of  his  year's  work,  the  Grand  Master  states  that 
the  year's  receipts  amounted  to  $6,455.12— an  increase  over  those 
of  the  year  preceding  of  nearly  $500.00  (lacking  only  38c.  of 
that  sum).  He  also  informs  us  that,  after  all  disbursements,  the 
Grand  Treasurer  held  a  balance  af  $1,778.05. 

Grand  Master  Trenaman  also  furnished  the  satisfactory  infor- 
mation that  during  the  year  ''the  amount  of  mortgage  on  Free- 
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mason's  Hall  had  been  reduced  $1,500.00,  making  the  indebted- 
ness still  upon  the  building  $10,000.00."  He  thought  that,  with 
interest  lessening  every  year,  and  the  growing  income,  ere  long 
the  burden  which  has  weighed  down  the  Grand  Lodge  so  long 
and  hampered  its  charities,  would  be  entirely  removed. 

We  desire  to  congratulate  our  Brethren  of  Nova  Scotia  on  this 
pleasing  prospect  before  them. 

Under  the  head,  Accredits,  he  says: 

"Chap.  1,  Sec.  28,  of  Constitution  provides  that  'representatives 
of  other  Grand  Lodges  near  this  Grand  Lodge,  failing  to  attend 
the  annual  communication  of  this  Grand  Lodge  three  years  in 
succession,  shall  forfeit  their  appointment . '  In  accordance  with 
this  provision,  I  have  been  reluctantly  compelled  to  declare  such 
Grand  Representative  appointments  cancelled,  and  have  recom- 
mended to  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  interested  the  names 
of  the  below  mentioned  brethren  to  fill  the  vacancies." 

Then  follows  a  list  of  nine  Jurisdictions  whose  Representa- 
tives' heads  were  chopped  off  under  the  foregoing  Constitutional 
provision.    Alabama  is  one  of  the  unfortunate  nine. 

The  Grand  Master  recommended  a  new  name  in  each  case. 

He  could  not,  under  the  organic  law,  do  otherwise  than  he 
did  do.  Furthermore,  we  have  no  objection  to  raise  against  the 
decapitation  of  such  delinquents— it  is  a  punishment  the/  richly 
deserve,  but  let  it  be  inflicted  by  the  proper  authority.  The 
Grand  Master  of  Nova  Scotia  did  not  issue  to  our  Grand  Repre- 
sentative his  commission;  on  the  contrary,  it  was  issued  by  the 
Grand  Master  of  Alabama,  who,  on  request,  would,  no  doubt, 
have  put  the  offending  brother  out  of  office  so  quick  as  to 
"make  his  head  swim." 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  twents-six  dispensations— 12  of 
these  to  confer  degrees  out  of  time. 

He  had  refused  permission  to  C.  F.  Ward  (colored)  to  solicit 
subscriptions. 

He  had  made  some  fourteen  official  visitations.     Decisions: 

He  had  ruled  that  an  elected  candidate  in Lodge,  No.  — , 

was  physically  disqualified  for  the  degrees,  he  being  minus  the 
first  joint  of  his  right  thumb.  In  another  instance  the  M. '.  W.\ 
ruled  that  an  applicant  who  had  "lost  the  greater  part,  if  not 
the  whole,  of  the  fingers  of  the  right  hand,"  thumb  remaining, 
was  ineligible.     It  is  needless  to  quote  his  other  decisions. 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  reported  verbally. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  Free  •  Masonry  in  a  very  proa- 
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parous  condition  in  almost  every  section  of  the  Jurisdiction.  He 
was  glad  to  say  that  all  but  four  of  the  Lodges  had  paid  up.  He 
complimented  Lodge  Secretaries  all  over  the  Jurisdiction,  on 
unvarying  courtesy  in  their  correspondence  with  him. 

Grand  Treasurer  reported  total  cash  on  hand,  June  9,  1902,  as 
11,778.05, 

Trustees  of  Benevolent  Fund  reported  balance  on  hand,  May 
39,  1902,  $1,301.73. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were  very  encouraging. 
After  looking  over  these  reports,  we  are  impressed  with  the  faith- 
fulness and  efficiency  of  the  D.  D.s,  as  well  as  of  the  Lodge  Sec- 
retaries. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  was 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  the  Grand  Secretary  recognition  was  extended 
to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Egypt. 

The  Committee  on  the  Address  approved  the  Grand  Master's 
dispensations  and  refusals  of  same,  as  well  ai  his  decisions,  also 
endorsed  his  action  as  to  Grand  Representatives. 

A  truly  loyal  address  of  congratulation  on  the  Coronation  of 
King  Edward  VII,  was  adopted  by  acclamation,  which  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem. 

Admonished  by  the  reflection  that  our  reports  are  getting  to 
be  too  lengthy,  we  must  try  to  give  less  attention  to  each  grand 
Jurisdiction.  Therefore,  Brethren  of  N.  S.,  pardon  us  for  omit- 
ting some  things  of  interest. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

M.\  W.\  Bro.  T.  B.  Flint,  R.\  W.\  Bro.  Wm.  Ross,  M.  P.,  and 
R.\  W.\  Bro.  Thomas  Mowbray,  Grand  Secretary,  composed 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  Fifty  eight  volumes 
of  Proceedings  were  ably  reviewed.  Alabama  fell  to  the  lot  of 
M.\  W.\  Bro.  Flint,  who  accorded  this  Jurisdiction  two  full 
pages,  in  which  he  says : 

"Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cunningham  presided*  and  deliv- 
ered an  address  which  very  fully  recapitulated  the  business  of 
the  past  year." 

"His  reference  to  the  late  able  and  regretted  Grand  Secretary, 
Henry  Clay  Armstrong,  from  which  we  quote,  forms  a  touching 
and  worthy  eulogy  of  a  noble  specimen  of  Masonic  manhood. "( 

"Words  of  praise  equally  strong  and  well  deserved  were  be- 
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stowed  upon  the  names  and  characters"  of  the  late  Past  Grand 
Master  F.  L.  Pettus  and  Hon.  Grand  Master  James  M.  Brun- 
didge. 
Bro.  Flint  says,  in  reference  to  oar  Masonic  Home  project: 

"The  principle  of  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution 
having  been  accepted,  the  more  difficult  task  of  providing  funds 
for  the  support  of  the  Home  remains  for  solution." 

The  following  is  pungent,  but,  it  seems  to  us,  deserved  : 

1  'Owing  to  the  extra  labors  now  thrown  upon  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary, and  the  importance  of  the  office  as  well  as  the  industry, 
care  and  devotion  which  that  official  had  brought  to  bear  upon 
the  exacting  duties  of  his  office— his  salary  was  substantially  in- 
creased.   No!  we  were  in  error,  his  salary  was  decreased.'* 

Bro.  Flint  is  pleased  to  term  the  Alabama  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, "An  admirable  and  most  thorough  review."  Coming 
from  so  competent  an  authority,  this  is  high  praise.  We  bow 
oar  thanks.

Portraits  of  Grand  Master,  Brother  Ike  Robinson,  and  the 
late  Past  Grand  Secretary,  John  Day  Caldwell,  grace  this  fine 
volume  of  Proceedings. 

"A  remarkable  fact  is  that  for  nine  consecutive  years — from 
1862  to  1871— Brother  Caldwell  was  Grand  Secretary  of  six 
Masonic  Bodies  at  the  same  time — a  record  without  a  parallel  in 
the  history  of  Masonry." 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  two  Past  Deputy  Grand 
Masters  were  present  at  this  communication. 

In  the  Grand  Master's  address,  which  was  complete  and 
luminous,  appears  the  following  pertinent  expression  : 

"To  the  selfish  man  Masonry  is  a  dreary  road,  strewn  with 
unmeaning  ceremonies  and  the  dry  husks  of  the  past.  God  is 
love,  and  warms  the  hearts  of  His  children  with  mutual  love, 
and  charity  is  the  fruit.  Charity  is  the  work  of  principle  and 
sympathy.  The  heart  and  the  head  must  join  in  the  act.  Our 
affections  are  beet  protected  by  an  enlightened  understanding. 
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Without  it,  the  work  of  the  heart  may  be  used  to  pervert  order, 
and  what  we  intended  as  a  good  may  become  the  greatest  evil. " 

He  had  granted  quite  a  number  of  special  dispensations — most 
of  them  permitting  Lodges  to  elect  and  install  officers  at  other 
time  than  that  prescribed,  none,  however,  to  waive  time  in  con- 
ferring degrees . 

During  the  year  eight  corner-e  tones  had  been  laid,  and  four 
Masonic  Halls  dedicated. 

The  Grand  Masters  visitations  had  been  mostly  made  to 
country  Lodges,  as,  in  his  -judgment  those,  generally  speaking, 
needed  such  visits  more  than  did  the  city  Lodges. 

No  decisions  were  submitted  to  Grand  Lodge.  The  M.\  W.\ 
Brother  referred,  without  recommendation,  to  the  Grand  Body, 
a  communication  from  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee,  containing 
the  following  resolution  : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Fraternity  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Tennessee 
hereby  denounce  the  use  of  cipher  rituals  by  Craft  Masons  as 
unmasonic,  illegal,  and  fraught  with  danger  to  the  Fraternity; 
and  it  hereby  calls  upon  all  sister  Grand  Lodges  to  unite  with  it 
in  an  inflexible  resolution  to  extirpate  the  practice  as  contrary 
to  the  exoterics  of  the  craft,  and  violative  of  tbe  ancient  land- 
marks of  our  noble  institutions."  (On  that  line  our  own  sympa- 
thies are  strongly  with  Grand  Lodge  of  Tennessee.) 

TheR.  \  W.\  Deputy  Grand  Master  reported  several  visita- 
tions by  him  made  under  orders  from  his  M.  \  W.\  Superior. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  cash  on  hand,  and  cash  re- 
ceived, amounting  to  $78,621.13.     Paid  out  $40,893.66. 

Brother  J.  H.  Bromwell,  the  accomplished  Grand  Secretary 
says: 

"The  annual  returns  for  this  year,  and  all  Grand  Dues  have 
been  received,  all  returns  corrected,  and  the  Grand  Dues  paid 
over  to  the  Grand  Treasurer.  The  year  just  closed  has  been  a 
record-breaker,  both  in  increase  of  membership  and  in  the  reve- 
nue derived  from  the  various  Lodges." 

Before  concluding  his  report  he  says: 

"As  the  cash  balance  in  the  hands  of  Grand  Treasurer  is  $37,- 
727.47, there  would  be  left  in  his  hands  after  paying  all  the  above 
estimated  expenses"  ($26,157.20)  "$11,570,27.  I  therefore  suggest 
that  a  further  donation  of  $10,000.00  be  made  to  the  Ohio  Ma- 
sonic Home,  of  which  $5  000.00  should  go  to  the  Permanent 
Fund."  Referred  to  Committee  on  Accounts.  Later,  on  rec- 
ommendation of  last  named  Committee,  $10,000  00  were  donated 
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to  the  H  ine  in  accordance  with  Grand  S sectary  Bro m  well's  sug- 
gestion.    Adopted. 

The  same  committee  made  some  recommendations  of    local 
application,  which  we  pass  without  copying. 

The  able  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  a  somewhat 
elaborate  report  upon  "the  force  and  effect  of  a  resolution  re- 
commended by  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  at 
the  last  Annual  Communication  and  embodied  in  the  general  re- 
port of  said  Committee,  found  on  pa<?e  59,  proceedings  of  1901. '» 
"The  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dispensations  made  report  on 
the  several  matters  properly  before  it  for  consideration,  and  in 
the  midst  of  this  report  recited  than  the  committee  offered  for 
adoption  a  certain  preamble  and  resolution.  The  resolution  was 
to  the  effect  that  after  January  1,  1902,  no  Lodge  in  Ohio  should 
permit  any  one  to  visit  it  without  showing  his  receipt  for  last 
year's  dues,  or  a  dimit  issued  to  him  less  than  twelve  months 
since. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  says: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  having  ado  o ted  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee, the  question  arises,  Has  thia  resolution  so  offered  by  tho 
committee  for  adopt  ion, Nand  without  any  further  action  of  the 
Grand  Lodge,  the  force  and  effect  >t  a  law  of  the  Grand  Lodge?" 

The  Committee  goes  on,  ably  discussing  the  question,  hxxr  we 
have  not  space  for  its  argument,  and  merely  gives  its  opinion, 
"that  the  mere  adop'ion  of  the  report  of  a  Standing  Committee 
containing,  among  other  things,  a  resolution  offered  by  such 
committee  for  adoption,  does  n  t  have  the  effect  to  adopt  the 
resolution  in  itself  when  such  action  would  result  in  the  en  tct 
ment  of  ageneral  law  for  the  government  of  the  Gr  »nd  Lodgn  or 
the  subordinate  Lodges  under  its  Jurisdiction." 

Perhaps  it  is  short  sight  edness  o  i  our  part,  but  we  fail  to  se* 
the  correctness  of  the  foregoing  opinion,  whicn,  nevertheless  the 
Grand  Lodg i  sustained. 

When  the  Grand  Body  adopts  any  report  a  pa  wh<  le  without 
specifically  excepting  any  particular  thereof,  it  makes  every- 
thing, therein  contained  its  own  dictum— it  assumes  the  respon- 
sibility of  every  declaration  made  in  the  name.  The  Grand 
Lodge  nnst  keep  its  ey«-s  open  and   <now  what  it  is  voting  for. 

When  we  find  out  that  our  view  of  the  matter  is  in  error,  we 
will  "own  up  like  a  little  man  " 
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The  eloquent  report  of  the  Committee  on  Necrology  was 
adopted  and  ordered  spread  on  the  minutes. 

Possibly  "to  make  assnrance  doubly  sure"  the  Committee  on 
Charity  recommended  approval  of  the  Grand  Secretary's  sugges- 
tion of  a  donation  in  the  sum  of  $10,000.00  for  the  Home,  and 
Grand  Lodge  adopted  the  same,  the  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  on  Accounts  for  the  same  object  having  been  already 
adopted. 

M.  *.  W.\  Brother  W.-M.  Cunningham  stated  that  the  Report 
on  Foreign  C  >rrespondence  had  been  placed  in  Grand  Secretary's 
hands,  and  moved  that  it  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings.  Car- 
ried. 

The  Committee  on  Grievance  made  report  on  one  matter  only 
— that  of  the  petition  of  a  brother  for  restoration  to  good  stand- 
ing.   The  report  was  favorable,  and  was  adopted. 

We  have  necessarily  omitted  reference  to  several  things,  de- 
serving to  be  mentioned. 

Next  Grand  Lodge  will  be  held  at  Dayton,  Ohio. 

We  have  failed  to  find  any  action  by  the  Jurisprudence  Com- 
mittee in  regard  to  the  communication  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Tennessee,  proposing  a  crusade  against  ciphers.  The  matter 
had  been  referred  to  said  committee. 

CORRFSPONDENCE. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  submitted  by  M.\ 
W.\  Brother  Wm.  M.  Cunningham.  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee, embraces  within  the  limits  of  304  pages  a  review  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  sixty -two  English  speaking,  and  fifteen  non-English 
speaking  Grand  Bodies,  Alabama— 1901  included. 

We  have  read  Brother  Cunningham's  instructive  introduction 
on  the  subject  of  landmarks,  with  much  interest. 

In  this  connection  the  question  obtrudes  itself  on  our  minds: 
Is  it  within  the  range  of  possibilities,  that  there  shall  be  univer- 
sal recognition  of  wt  at,  and  what  alone  shall  be  held  to  be  the 
Landmarks  of  our  Fraternity? 

Alabama  is  given  three  pages  of  courteous  notice  Brother 
C  mningham  says: 

"The  annual  address  of  theGinud  Muster.  M.\  W.\  Brother 
Ru-*Hell  M  Cunni  gha?a.  is  a  thorough  busings  paper  of  thirty - 
fiv^  pige  ,  reporting  in  detail  hit*  official  ac's  and  decision*. 
Again  : 
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•'The  Grand  Secretary,  R.\  W.\  Brother  George  A.  Beau- 
champ,  submitted  a  very  complete  report  of  all  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  secretariate,  and  also^of  *hat  he  terms  his  'Field 
Work,'  in  which  Lodge  initiations,  addresses,  and  the  discharge* 
of  other  Masonic  functions  would  indicate  that  this  very  efficient 
officer  was  a  very  busy  man/' 

Brother  Cunningham  does  the  writer  the  honor  of  quoting 
him  on  several  topics,  approvingly. 

We  had  told  how  we  had  been  taught  to  wear  the  apron — 1st, 
up;  2d,  down;  3d,  1.  c.  tucked  up;  whereupon  our  good  Brother 
says: 

"Among  the  early  Masonic  teachers  of  note,  the  writer  has 
never  found  one  that  has  advocated  any  other  method.*' 

True  the  matter  is  not  one  of  great  moment— still,  that  so  high 
an  authority  on  Masonic  usage  as  is  Brother  Cunningham  sus- 
tains our  view,  delights  us. 

We  have  marked  for  reference  so  many  places  in  this  admir- 
able review,  that  dismay  seizes  us  at  thought  of  the  limited 
space  which  may  be  devoted  to  the  making  of  extracts  there- 
from.    Hence  the  meager  allusions  which  follow. 

As  heretofore.  Brother  Cunningham  continues  to  favor  ex- 
change of  Grand  Representatives  by  the  Grand  Bodies. 

He  "fully  concurs"  in  the  opinion  that,  in  the  absence  of  the 
W.  M.  and  S.  W.,  the  Junior  Warden  may  call  upon  a  compe- 
tent brother  to  preside  in  the  Lodge,  the  J.  W.  being  present  and 
bearing  the  responsibility. 

Commenting  on  Brother  Schultz's  review  of  Alabama,  and  of 
West  Virginia,  he  concurs  with  the  distinguished  Maryland  cor- 
respondent who  says,  "that  a  regularly  warranted  and  duly  con- 
stituted Lodge  can  not  do  clandestine  work. " 

We  think  that  in  the  Alabama  decision  referred  to,  the  term 
"Clandestine"  was  inadvertently  used  instead  of  Irregular. 

He  denounces  "Impressive  hurry  work"  in  conferring  degrees. 

In  his  tilt  with  Brother  Rollins  of  Illinois  in  re  Cemeaunism 
and  clandestinism,  whatever  may  be  the  merits  of  the  case,  we 
are  impressed  by  the  uniform  dignity  and  courtesy  which  char- 
acterize the  discussion  on  both  sides. 

Whenever  opportunity  offers  Brother  Cunningham  does  not 
fail  to  remind  the  Brethren  of  the  unwise  "  emasculation  of  the 
E.  A.  Dpgree."  We  admired  his  vindication,  a  year  or  two  since, 
of  the  E.  A.'s  right  to  a  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  Lodge. 
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Should  that  right  be  restored,  the  craft  would  thereby  doubt- 
less receive  a  healthy  impetus.  But,  as  thinks  Brother  Vincil  of 
Missouri, i't would  be  difficult  to  change  back  to  the  old  rule, 
long  use  of  the  present  method  having  as  it  were  crystallized. 

Brother  Cunningham  evidently  does  not  believe  in  "commer 
cializing  Free  Masomy  and  measuring  standing  therein  by  a 
money  standard  as  is  the  result  of  extreme  penalties*  for  non- 
payment of  dues  and  for  non-affiliation. ''  He  hopes  for  more 
liberal  enactments  in  tne  future,  (alluding  to  Ohio  and  Nevada 
legislation)  "in  which  the  brotherhood  principle  will  entirely 
dominate  the  mercenary  feature." 

In  the  disagreement  between  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zea- 
land and  that  of  Scotland  we  infer  that  he  sides  witL  the  New 
Zealand  brethren;  as  indeed  do  we. 

Under  Sweden  he  says: 

"There  are  now  three  generations  of  the  Royal  Family  repre- 
sented in  our  Fraternity . "  *  *  *  *  4  It  may  not  be  gener- 
ally known  that  the  Swedish  Masons  are  supporting  twelve  so- 
called  'workshops/  for  poor  children,  at  present  frequented  by 
about  1,500.  The  aldermen  of  Stockholm  donate  anuually  -0 - 
000  kronors."    (The  kronor  is  about  25c.)    That  is  real  Masonry. 

The  Ohio  Masonic  Horn  a  is  doing'spleadid  wjrk     Th*  rep  jrts 

of  the  Officers  of  the  Home  are  full  of  interest. 

The  Masonic  Veteran  Association  had  its  usual  meeting.

OKLAHOMA— 11th  Annual— Guthrie— February,  1903. 

Chartered  Lodges,  80;  Lodges  U.  D.,  12;  membership,  4,148; 
net  gain  over 3,291  last  year  857  instead  of  "957." 

M.\  W.\  Mortimer  F.  Stil well,  Grand  Master,  whose  por- 
trait graces  the  first  page  of  this  neat  volume  of  proceedings. 

There  were  present— six  Past  Grand  Masters,  one  Past  Senior 
Grand  Warden,  one  Past  Grand  Orator,  and  twenty-six  Grand 
Representatives,  besides  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  re 
presentatives  from  Subordinate  Lodgee.  Ok  lahoma  and  Ala- 
bama have  not  yet  interchanged  Representatives.  (We  think  of 
asking  our  own  Grand  Lodge  to  take  the  initiative  on  this  line 
if  agreeable  to  Oklahoma. ) 

So  our  Oklahoma  Brethren  have  adopted  the  Mai  y land  style 
of  receiving  the  Grand  Master  preparatory  to  opening  the  Grand 
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Lodge.  Well !  we've  no  objection  thereto,  if  brethren  desire  a 
little  more  ceremony  at  the  outset.  Perhaps  it  adds  a  little  to 
i  he  dignity  of  him  who  occupies  the  Grand  East.  The  Grand 
Master's  address  was  a  good  one. 

Four  Special  Commnnications  had    been  held  for  the   purpose 
of  laying  cornerstones. 

In  accordance  with  previous  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  twen- 
ty Lodges  had  been  constituted. 

Dispensations  had  been  granted   for  formation  of  twelve  new* 
Lodges. 

Nine   Special   dispensations   had  been    granted  for    reasons 
deemed  good  and  sufficient. 

The  Grand  Master  says  : 

*  'In  the  last  three  years  the  membership  in  the  North  Ameri- 
can Subordinate  Lodges  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  has  increas- 
ed 68,000,  the  total  membership,  1902,  being  901,968,  with  57 
Grand,  and  12,516  Subordinate  Lodges.  It  is  something  to 
know  that  Oklahoma  stands  at  the  head  of  all  these  Grand 
Lodges  io  the  percentage  of  new  work.  ♦****»* 
*  *****  in  the  last  six  years  our  membership  has 
nearly  trebled." 

Eighteen  decisions  were  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master,  and 
after  somewhat  extended  consideration  thereof,  under  report 
upon  the  same  by  the  Committee  on  Laws  and  Usage,  all  but 
two  (Nos.  14  and  15)  were  adopted.  The  two  excepted  were 
adopted  as  amended. 

On  decision  No.  5  which  was  approved,  and  which  was  to  the 
effect  that  a  traveling  salesman  for  a  wholesale  liquor  house  or 
a  malt  liquor  house,  was  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  of  Anci- 
ent Craft  Masonry,  "as  the  law  only  provides  that  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors  as  A  BEVERAGE  is  a  bar  to  initiating 
passing  and  raising  in  a  Subordinate  Lodge,"  we  have  merely 
this  inquiry  to  make,  viz:  Why  is  dealing  out  a  smaller  quan- 
tity of  "liquid  damnation"  more  objectionable  than  dealing  out 
a  greater  quantity  of  the  same?  Is  not  the  destination  of  those 
kegs  and  barrels  of  the  stuff,  use  as  a  beveragel 

The  M.  \  W.  *.  submitted  the  proposition  of  tbe  Swiss  Grand 
Lodge  "Alpina"  for  an  International  Masonic  Office,  without  re- 
commendation. 

He  presented,  without  comment,  the  Tennessee  resolution  de- 
nouncing cipher  ritual. 

He  devoted  considerable  attention  to  the  subjects  of  "uniform 
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dimits,"  non-payment  of  dues,  card  registry* system,  and  Clan- 
destine Lodges.  He  wisely  suggested  the  inauguration  of  a 
Grand  Lodge  Library.  He  warmly  commended  "Correspond- 
ence Reports."  and  recommended  the  adoption  of  a  resolution 
giving  the  effect  to  his  suggestion  of  the  publicaticn  of  a  volume 
embodying  important  selections  from  the  various  r<  ports  on 
Correspondence,  so  as  to  place  much  valuable  information  with- 
in reach  of  the  "rank  and  file  of  the  Fraternity."  , 

Finally,  he  takes  great  interest  in  the  growth  of  the  Masonic 
Home  Fund. 

From  the  carefully  prepared  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary  we 
learn  that  the  total  receipts  for  the  Home  Fund,  during  the 
year,  reach  the  figures,  $1,650.82. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Treasurer  was  the  sum  of  $3,315.20. 

Committee  on  Necrology  submitted  a  brief  report  which  was 
adopted. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  Dis- 
pensations, charters  were  granted  to  eleven  of  the  twelve  Lodges 
U.  D.,  and  the  twelfth  was  continued  under  dispensation. 

On  favorable  report  from  the  Finance  Committee  the  salary 
of  the  Grand  Secretary  was  increased  to  $100.00  per  month  for 
the  ensuing  year.  Good  !  The  salary  of  the  Grand  Lecturer, 
also,  was  raised  to  $50.00  per  month.    Good  !  again. 

A  supplemental  report  of  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  fav- 
ored the  Grand  Master's  recommendation  on  the  subject  of  uni- 
form dimits,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  Grand  Lodge  By-Laws  were  amended  so  as  to  provide 
that  annual  dues  should  be  seventy -five  cents  per  capita,  of 
whtch  twenty-five  cents  should  be  set  aside  for  the  Masonic 
Home  Fund. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Home  Fund  report  the  total  of  said  Fund 
to  be  $3,878  33. 

On  favorable  report  of  the  Committee  on  Law  and  Usage  the 
following  Constitutional  Amendment  was  adopted  : 

"Resolved  :  That  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  be  amend- 
ed as  follows : 

1st.     That  Section  33  be  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
Any  kind  of  gambling,  profane  swearing,    or  the  intemperate 
use  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  hereby   declared  to  be  a  Masonic 
offense  and  a  bar  to  initiation,  passing,  raising,  and  affiliation  in 
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a  subordinate  Lodge,  and  the  practice  thereof  shall  subject  of- 
fenders, who  are  Masons,  either  to  admonition,  reprimand,  sus- 
pension or  expulsion. 

2d.  That  Sectio*  85  shall  be  added,  and  read  as  follows  : 
Section  35.  The  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  at  wholesale  or 
retail  is  hereby  declared  a  Masonic  offense  and  shall  subject  the 
offender,  who  is  a  Mason,  to  suspension  or  expulsion  and  shall 
be  a  bar  to  initiation,  passing,  raising,  and  affiliation  in  a  sub 
ordinate  Lodge  (Compare  this  section  with  decision  No.  5 
which  was  adopted ) 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  order  charges  preferred 
against  all  offenders  in  his  jurisdiction  who  shall  violate  this 
section  and  a  trial  shall  be  had  as  in  other  cases. 

3rd.    That  Section  36  be  added  and  read  as  follows: 
Section  36    If  any  Lod<e  shall  fail  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
Section  35,  the  Grand    Ma9ter  shall  arrest  the  'charter  of    such 
Lodge,  and  report  his  action  at  the  next  Grand  Annual,  to  the 
Grand  Lodge." 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  "instructed  to  have  printed  in  ar- 
tistic style,  suitable  for  fr  lining,"  the  encyclical  letter  of  Grand 
Master  D  tvid  Ramsey,  of  South  Carolina,  1862,  and  furnish 
same  to  all  Lodges  thai  will  frame  and  hang  it  in  their  Lodge 
rooms,  or  pay  therefor. 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  and    wel- 
comed in  the  usual  manner. 

Next  Annual  will  be  in  the  City  of  Guthrie, 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R.\  W.\  Bro.  J.  S.  Hunt,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  For 
eign  Correspondence,   presents  a  very  fine  report   in  which  the 
Proceedings  of  fifty -five  Grand  Lodges  are  reviewed. 

Brother  Hunt's  style  is  lucid,  vigorous  and  polished.  On  oc- 
casion, he  is  quite  facetious. 

Hi*  review  of  Alabama— 1901  covers  nearly  four  pages,  mark- 
ed by  fraternal  courtesy  and  intelligent  discrimination.  When 
he  states  that  "ninety  two  Lodges  were  represented  at  said  An- 
nual", he  inadvertently  puts  the  figures  wrong:  they  should 
read  two'hundred-eighty  eight.  Oar  Brother  will  pardon  us  for 
making  this  correction. 

He  pronounces  the  address  of  Grand  Master,  ft.  M.  Cunning- 
ham "an  able  survey  of  the  conditions  of  the  order"  in  Alabama 

He  generously  accords  the  writer  i. early  two  pages  of  compli- 
mentary notice.     By-the-way,  he  says: 
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"Bat  Bro.  Titcomb  must  be  more  chary  in  hi*  commendations 
of  our  all  too  feeble  literary  efforts  or  we  shall  become  vain  in 
our  old  age." 

Set  as  the  good  example,  Brother.  Space  is  lacking  to  refer 
to  several  matters  in  his  notice  of  oar  report.    He  ?ays : 

"A  "punny"  altercation  is  had.  with  Bro  Hedges  of  Montana. 
over  one  Mr.  Gunn.  These  Ounn  plays  between  our  brother  re- 
viewers are  much  to  be  deplored,  and  an  unloaded  Ounn  (Italics 
ours)  is  the  most  dangeroas  of  all."  "Physician  heal  thyself/' 
we  reply. " 

His  clobing  remark  is  better  than  we  deserve;  still  we  are  very 
grateful  for  those  kind  words.     We  will  try  to  merit  them.

No.  of  Lodges,    Dec.  27,  1901,   439;    Membe  ship,   same  date, 
59,820;  net  increase,  2,560. 
The  volume  of  Proceedings  before  us  is  a  model  piece  of  typoRra 

phy  and  is  embellished  with  a  portrait  of  of  George  Wash- 
ington—E.  A.  Nov.  4,  1752,  F.  C.  March  3,  1753,  and  M.  M- 
Aag.  4,  1753 — also  with  portrait  of  R.\  W.\  Bro.  Cornelius  Ste- 
venson, Grand  Master  in  1843. 

The  stereotyped  portrait  assigned  to  the"Fatherof  his  country," 
a  picture  with  which  we  have  all  Inen  familiar  from  childhood, 
is  very  different  from  the  portrait  of  him  which  appeared  in  the 
Proceedings- 1900,  of  Virginia,  an  I  which  was  an  exact  likeuess 
of  the  General,  as  W.  M.  of  Alexandria  Lodge— a  sturdier  face, 
it  strikes  us,  than  the  one  currently  received. 

These  Proceedings  contain    records  of  the  transactions  of  the 
March,  June,  September  and  December  Quarterlies,  the  Novem 
her  Special   (sesquicentennial  of   Geo.  Wat-hir gton's  initiation 
into  our  mysteries),  and  of  the  Annual  Communication,  Decem- 
ber 27,  1902. 

At  the  March  Quarterly  routine  business  and  the  considera- 
tion of  a  report  by  the  Committee  on  Appeals  took  up  most  of 
the  time,  but  on  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  the 
Grand  Master  was  authorized  and  empowered  to  draw  on  the 
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Grand  Treasurer  for  not  more  than  $5,000.00  to  defray  the  ex- 
pense of  celebrating  the  Anniversary  of  the  Initiation  of  George 
Washington  into  the  mysteries  of  Masonry. 

At  the  Quarterly  in  June  the  major  portion  of  time  was  oc  co- 
pied by  consideration  of  a  lengthy  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Appeals.  • 

In  this  case  the  appellant  wae  not  allowed  to  use  the  testimony 
of  witnesses  examined,  under  oath  in  the  civil  court,  to  prove 
that  his  domestic  happiness  had  been  wrecked  by  a  brother 
member  of  his  Lodge.  That  testimony  had  convicted  said 
brother  member  s  partner  in  guilt,  but  said  member  was  not  on 
trial  in  the  civil  court;  and  further,  the  evidence  referred  to  was 
not  to  be  accepted  in  a  Masonic  trial. 

In  its  report  on  thU  case  the  Committee  on  Appeals  said: 

i4The  Committee  on  Appeals  sympathizes  with  Brother  G." 
(the  appellant).  "He  has  suffered  a  great  wrong,  and  we  fully 
appreciate  the  difficulties  with  which  he  is  contending  in  his 
efforts  to  exclude  from  the  Fraternity  the  man  whom  he  believes 
to  be  guilty,  but  the  fact  that  he  does  not  feel  able  to  bear  the 
expense  ol'a  proper  Masonic  trial  of  the  charge  which  he  has 
brought  against  brother  B  .  would  not  justify  us  in  disregarding 
the  rights  of  the  latter  and  setting  aside  the  laws  of  the  Fra 
temitjr." 

On  recommendation  of  the  committee,  the  Appeal  was  dis- 
missed. 

At  the  instance  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  frater- 
nal recognition  was  accorded  to  the  Grand  Lrdgeof  Costa  Rica. 

A  most  interesting  incident  during  the  September  Quarterly 
was  the  presentation  of  securities  in  the  sum  of  $42,624  4$  to 
Gtand  Lodge,  by  the  Grand  Treasurer,  Bro  Thomas  R.  Patton, 
the  purpose  of  which  was  to  bring  the  "Thomas  R.  Patton 
Memorial  Charity  Fund"  (already  $57,375  52.  through  his  own 
munificence,)  up  to  the  amount  of  $100,000  00  par  value  One- 
fourth  of  the  income  of  said  fund  is  to  be  added,  each  year,  to 
the  principal,  so  that  the  Fund  will  be  ever  growing,  to  meet  the 
increasing  demands  upon  it 

Eloquent  a<  dresses  were  mad>«  on  the  occasion.  Avon's  Bard 
spoke  of  "Sermons  in  Stones,"  but  there  are  most  impressive  and 
far  reaching  sermons  in  snch  noble  deeds  as  those  done  by 
Brother  Patton. 

Resolution  of  thanks  to  the  R.  .  W  Grand  Trea-urer  were 
unanimously  ad  pted  by  a  rising  vote 
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A  feeling  and  impressive  eulogy  on  the  late  John  Jay  Gilroy, 
a  Trustee  of  the  Thos.  B.  Patton  Memorial  Charity  Fund,  was 
pronounced  at  this  meeting. 

Novembers,  1902,  a  Special  Communication  was  held  for  the 
purpose  of  celebrating  the  150th  anniversary  of  the  initiation  of 
George  Washington  into  a  Masonic  Lodge.  Preparations  com- 
mensurate with  the  occasion  has  been  made,  and  invitations  had 
been  sent  to  all  the  Grand  Masters,  Deputy  Grand  Mastsra, 
Grand  Secretaries  and  Chairmen  of  Committees  on  Correspond- 
ence, with  whose  Grand  Lodges  fraternal  relations  are  held.  In  the 
conclusion  of  his  report  en  Correspondenc,  Brother  Lamberton, 
Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee,  regrets  that  he  did 
not  have  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  more  of  his  Brethren  of  the 
Beportorial  Corps.  No  replies  to  said  invitations  were  received 
from  19  Grand  Masters,  28  Deputy  Grand  Masters;  21  Grand 
Secretaries  and  20  Chairmen  of  Correspondence.  Our  Brother 
charitably  attributes  this  failure  to  miscarriage  of  the  mails. 
For  our  own  part,  we  promptly  sent  our  regrets  to  Grand  Master 
E.  A.  Tennis. 

On  that  occasion  Brother  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  several  other  distinguished  Brethren,  deliv- 
ered appropriate  addresses.    The  occasion  was  inspiring. 

Much  business  was  transacted  at  the  December  Quarterly — 
Reports  of  the  Trustees  of  the  several  Bcqut  sts,  B  eport  of  Com- 
mittee on  Appeals,  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  (involving 
amounts  of  t»uch  proportions  as  to  fairly  stagger  those  of  us  who 
are  unaccustomed  to  dealing  in  such  high  class  figures),  Report 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Thos.  R.  Patton  Memorial  Charity  Fund, 
Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Grand  Lodge  Charity  Fund,  Reports 
of  the  Temple  Committee,  &c. 

The  address  of  the  R.  \  W-\  Grand  Master  was  the  principal 
feature  of  the  Annnal  Grand  Communication  held  on  the  27th 
December,  1902.  That  address  is  an  admirable  exhibit  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  is  replete  with  wise  suggestion 
as  well  as  good  Masonic  counsel. 

Under  the  heading  "Intoxication  and  Profanity,"  the  Grand 
Master  says: 

"While  not  expecting  or  seeking  to  summarize  the  virtues  or 
the  lack  of  them  in  our  Brethren,  I  feel  called  upon  to  refer  to 
two  evils,  and  to  denounce  them  before  this  Altar  and  from  this

exalted  station.  One  is  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  drinks, 
as  hurtful  to  health,  vicious  in  morals,  and  degrading  in  charac- 
ter. I  do  not  advise  that  we  form  or  join  temperance  societies, 
secret  or  otherwise;  I  have  greater  faith  in  that  abstinence 
which  is  observed  as  a  private  individual  determination  and  as 
an  agreement  with  the  conscience  in  its  secret  council -chambers 
than  that  of  ficticious  aids  or  by  public  oaths  and  pledges.  The 
other  evil  I  would  have  3  on  shun  is  more  an  indecency  than  a 
vice — profanity;  it  is  an  offence  against  the  instincts  of  a  pare 
mind  and  revolting  to  good  taste;  it  lowers  a  man  in  respect  to 
those  around  him.  Even  the  infidel  and  tie  iej  robate  respect 
those  whose  speech  is  cleanly  and  upright  more  than  they  re- 
spect their  obscene  companions. " 

"To  aid  in  the  reform  just  suggested,  the  abolition  of  intoxi- 
cating drinks  from  our  banquets  has  been  suggested,  but  I  am 
not  yet  of  the  opinion  that  the  wishes  and  pleasures  of  many 
who  can  and  do  control  their  appetites  need  be  abridged  because 
of  the  misdoings  of  their  weaker  Brethren.  (Still,  it  would  seem 
that  in  such  case  St.  Paul's  declaration,  "Wherefore,  if  meat 
make  my  brother  to  offend,  1  will  eat  no  flesh  while  the  world 
standeth,  lest  I  make  my  brother  to  offend,' would  fit  very  well.) 

"I  refer  to  these  evils  first  as  a  warning  to  the  Brethren 
themselves,  and  second,  as  a  warning  to  Masters  of  Lodges 
and  all  in  authority  over  our  Brethren  that  it  is  a  duty  we  owe 
each  other,  most  delicate,  often  unpleasant,  yet  imperative  if  ws 
desire  to  conscientiously  fulfill  our  obligations,  and  particularly 
should  we  never  allow  an  immoral  or  unfit  person  to  be  put  in 
such  an  official  station  that  he  will  be  recognized  either  in  or  out 
of  the  body  of  Masonry  as  a  representative  man." 

With  an  edict  on  the  subject  of  Masonic  burials,  the  Grand 
Master  so  stirred  up  the  Brotherhood  that  thereafter  attention 
to  "the  last  sad  rites,"  and  attendance  upon  the  same,  increased" 
several  hundred  per  cent 

Some  thirty  edicts  had  been  issued  for  the  correction  of  errors, 
direction  of  Lodges  in  accordance  with  the  laws.  &c.  Wh  note 
that  one  edict  directs  that  "all  Lodge  meetings  and  banquets 
shall  close  before  the  midnight  hour,  without  a  dispensation 
first  having  been  procured/'  That  was  a  most  salutary  decree. 
Seasonable  hours  conduce  materially  to  the  welfare  of  the  Craft. 
The  Grand  Master's  utterances  on  this  subject  are  pertinent  and 
forcible. 

The  decisions  submitted  were  more  than  40  in  number.  To 
these  we  take  no  exceptions,  save  that  the  following  would  not 
hold  in  Alabama: 

"A  candidate  can  be  balloted  for  and  receive  his  first  Degree 
on  the  night  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age."  * 
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With  us  such  action  would,  in  effect,  declare  the  petitioner's 
application  a  fraud  on  its  face,  for  therein  he  affirms  that  he  is 
of  age  when  he  makes  the  application. 

Under  the  fourteenth  ruling  the  fair  sex  are  excluded  from 
Lodge  banquets  or  functions  of  any  character,  when  such  ban- 
quets or  functions  are  held  at  the  expense  of  the  Lodge  or  under 
its  direction. 

The  Grand  Master  justly  condemned  political  methods  in  the 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Lodges. 

A  large  number  of  dispensations  had  been  issued  during  the 
year— eighteen  of  these  to  waive  time  in  conferring  degrees. 

From  this  address  we  learn  that  the  aggregate  of  the  Charity 
Funds  amounts  to  $283,777.39.  and  that  the  total  distribution  of 
aid  to  applicants,  by  the  several  charity  committees  was 
$7,565.00. 

The  Grand  Master  warmly  commended  the  present  Masonic 
Home,  but  earnestly  suggested  its  enlargement  and  improve, 
ment. 

In  the  Pennsylvania  Jurisdiction  there  are  twelve  Lodges 
without  names. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

When  we  take  up  the  Pennsylvania  Report  on  Correspond- 
ence we  always  expect  to  be  pleased  and  edified,  and  we  are 
never  disappointed.  Brother  Lamberton  never  fails  to  give  us  a 
first  class  report.  Sixty -four  Proceedings  are  most  intelligently 
and  compactly  reviewed,  Alabama- 1901  ircl  tided,  in  his  notice 
of  the  last-mentioned  Jurisdiction,  he  intimates  that  Grand 
Master  B.  M.  Cunningham's  address  "is  vigorous,  though  some- 
what lengthy,  owing  to  the  number  of  his  decisions,  all  of 
which  he  is  required  to  report." 

He  says  that  an  "excellent  successor  has  been  found  to  Grand 
Secretary  Armstrong  in  Brother  George  A.  Beauchamp,  who 
presents  a  very  practical  report,  showing  a  capable  official." 

Brother  Lamberton 's  courteous  and  very  kind  reference  to  the 
writer  is  greatly  valued. 

Referring  to  the  engraving  of  the  Temple  in  Philadelphia,  we 
had  said  that  the  symbols  surmounting  the  tower  were,  in  that 
position,  new  to  us,  but  most  appropriate.

The  pro- 
position was  adopted.

On  Saturday,  Aug.  9,  1902,  an  Emergent  Communication  of 
this  Grand  Lodge  was  held  to  attend  the  funeral  of  Past  Grand 
Master,  Milton  Linsey. 

The  Semi- Annual  was  held,  November  17, 1902.  The  Grand 
Secretary's  report  showed  that  all  the  Lodges  had  paid  up  their 
per  capita  tax  assessed  May  19,  1902. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reported  applica- 
tions for  recognition  of  the  following  Grand  Lodges,  viz  :  of 
Western  Australia,  of  Republic  of  Argentina,  and  of  the  State 
of  Tamaulipas,  Mexico.  For  the  purpose  of  investigation,  the 
Committee  desired  that  consideration  of  these  applications,  on 
the  part  of  Grand  Lodge,  be  deferred  until  next  Annnal. 

The  principal  features  of  this  meeting  were  the  presentation 
of  two  thoughtful  addresses— one  on  "The  Internal  Dangers  of 
Freemasonry,"  the  other  on  "The  Encouragement  of  Freemason- 
ry," and  a  Memorial  on  the  life  and  character  of  Past  Grand 
Master  Milton  Linsey. 

A  Special  Communication  was  held  in  Providence,  Dec.  23, 
1902,  for  the  purpose  of  dedicating  certain  Lodge  apartments. 

The  113th  Annual  was  held  in  Providence,  May  18, 1903

Number  of  Lodges,  31;  members,  5,883;  net  gain,  198. 

The  address  of  the  M.  * .  W. '.  Grand  Master  was  entitled  to 
and,  no  doubt,  received  the  profound  attention  of  the  Brethren 
present. 

He  had  issued  a  number  of  dispensations,  but  none  for  waiv- 
ing time  in  balloting  on  petitions  and  conferring  degrees. 

He  had  attended  the  Annual  Communication  of  sixteen 
Lodges,  made  six  official  visitations,  and  informally  visited 
twenty- pne  Lodges. 
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No  decisions  were  submitted.  Masters  and  Wardens  were 
evidently  informing  themselves  in  Masonic  law.  All  inquiries 
which  were  made  were  easily  answered  by  reference  to  the  Code. 

Among  his  recommendations,  which  were  few,  we  find  the 
following: 

"I  recommend  that  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence be  authorized  with  proper  compensation,  to  prepare  for  our 
next  Annual  a  review  of  the  Proceedings  of  other  Grand  Lodges." 

The  Grand  Master  says  that  nearly  all  the  Grand  Lodges  pub- 
lish such  reviews,  and  that  they  are  usually  very  instructive. 

The  reports  of  District  Deputies  evince  faithful  and  zealous 
work  on  their  part,  also  conditions  in  the  Lodges  which  are 
eminently  satisfactory. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  took  pleasure  in  reporting  that  earnest- 
ness and  proficiency  were  displayed  by  the  officers  whose  Lodges 
he  had  visited,  and  that  the  work  was,  in  the  main,  accurate);, 
uniformly,  and  impressively  rendered. 

An  eloquent  and  touching  memorial  of  the  late  Past  Grand 
Master,  Still  man  White,  presented  by  R.\  W.  \  The  Rev.  Henry 
W.  Rugg,  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and  ordered  printed 
with  the  proceedings. 

The  Commissioners  of  Trials  made  a  brief  report,  which  was 
"received,  recorded,  and  placed  on  file." 

Some  other  reports  were  *  'received,  accepted,  and  recorded." 

We  fail  to  find  that  action  was  taken  upon  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter's recommendation  in  regard  to  annual  report  on  Correspond- 
ence. 

It  was  sorely  deserving  of  careful  consideration.  The  Guild 
would  gladly  welcome  Brother  Rugg's  able  and  scholarly  papers 
as,  also  would  the  whole  Fraternity.

The  business  transacted  was,  for  the  most  part,  of  routine 
character.  The  Provincial  Grand  Masters  made  reports  which 
showed  prosperous  conditions  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  Standing  Committee  had  given  careful  consideration  to  a 
petition  from  certain  brethren  in  New  South  Wales,  alleging 
that  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South  Wales  had  deviated  from 
the  terms  of  an  agreement  whereby  the  Scottish  Lodge?  were 
induced  to  join  that  Grand  Lodge,  and  the  petitioners  craved 
leave  to  rejoin  the  Scottish  Constitution.  It  was  decided  that 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  could  not  entertain  said  petition, 
inasmuch  as  it  had  recognized  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  South 
Wales  "as  a  Sovereign  Masonic  power,  which  had  absolute  con- 
trol over  the  affairs  of  Freemasonry  in  that  district,  and  was 
entitled  to  administer  them  absolutely." 

A  just  and  magnanimous  conclusion. 

A  Lodge  in  New  Zealand,  formerly  on  the  Roll  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Scotland,  which  had  seceded  from  said  Grand  Lodge, 
and  joined  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand,  desired  to  retain 
its  old  Charter  as  a  memento  of  its  institution  by  the  former 
Grand  Lodge,  and  therefor  made  application.  It  was  informed 
of  the  necessity  of  delivering  up  said  old  Charter  cancelled; 
otherwise  the  Lodge  must  still  be  held  as  being  under  Scottish 
Jurisdiction.    Approved . 

The  Grand  Lodge  took  sides  with  Denmark  as  against  Ham- 
burgh, in  re  the  matter  of  the  body  calling  itself,  "Lodge  Chris- 
tian Zum  Palmbaum"  at  Copenhagen. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reports  for  the  quarter  ending  October 
18,  1002,  income  to  the  amount  of  $8,395.05,  and  balance  after  all 
expenditures,  $4,445.79. 

Brother  The  Hon.  James  Hozier,  M.  P.,  was  elected,  for  the 
fourth  year  of  service  as  Grand  Master  Mason  of  Scotland.

SCOTLAND  —  Quarterly     Communication,     Edinburg, 

November,  1902. 

M.  .  W.  *.  The  Hon.  James  Hozier,  Grand  Master  Mason. 

Two  pages  of  this  pamphlet  are  occupied—the  one  with  a  loyal 
and  dutiful  address  of  congratulation  on  the  Coronation  of  King 
Edward  VII,  and  Queen  Alexandra,  the  other  with  fitting, 
Royal  acknowledgment  thereof,  through  Prime  Minister  Bal- 
four, 
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The  Grand  Lodge  refused,  by  a  large  majority,  to  countenance 
as  regular,  the  erection,  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Hamburg  of  a 
Masonic  Body  at  Copenhagen  under  the  name  of  "Christian 
Zunx  Palmbaum." 

Unanimously,  and  by  acclamation,  present  Grand  Master 
Mason,  James  Hozier,  was  nominated  to  serve  another  year  in 
his  high  office.  Brother  Hozier  has  a  strong  hold  on  the  respect 
and  affection  of  his  Brethren.  The  other  elective  Grand  Officers 
were  duly  nominated,  also. 

The  Annual  Communication  for  election  and  installation  of 
Grand  Office  Bearers  took  place  December  i,  1902,  in  the  accus- 
tomed manner. 

After  Grand  Lodge  was  closed,  the  Brethren,  about  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  strong,  celebrated  the  Festival  of  St.  Andrew. 

Several  highly  interesting  addresses  marked  the  occasion, 
not  the  least  interesting  of  these  speeches  was  that  of  Grand  Mas- 
ter Mason  Hosier,  who  has  now  begun  his  fourth  year  in  office 
as  Grand  Master  Mason.  During  his  third  year  (1902)  there  had 
been  an  addition  of  11,495  new  members  to  the  Fraternity  under 
the  S.  C.  During  the  same  period  the  grants  from  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund  had  amounted  to  $5,045  00;  and  grants  of  annuities 
in  the  sum  of  $7,350  00.  Since  the  formation  of  the  Annuity 
Fund,  in  1889,  $70,500.00,  had  been  paid  out  in  annuities.  Six- 
teen new  Lodges  (S.  C.)  had  been  formed.  The  Grand  total  of 
all  the  Funds — General,  Benevolent  and  Annuity— amounted  to 
$336,790.00. 

We  copy  a  few  short  sentences  from  the  M.  .  W.  *.  Grand  Mas- 
ter's definition  of  true  Masonry : 

"Our  Masonic  religion  is  also  comprehensive;  it  embraces  all 
sects — it  does  not  put  one  sect  as  against  another.  It  only  asks 
one  thing.  It  does  not  ask  whether  a  man  is  a  Mussulman,  or  a 
Christian,  or  a  Jew.  but  there  must  be  belief  and  not  unbelief. 
There  must  be  faith  and  not  infidelity.  That  is  the  broad  basis 
of  our  masonic  religion.  Now,  Brethren  as  to  sympathy — real, 
true  sympathy,  is  Masonic  sympathy — not  the  thin  sort  of  veneer 
which,  in  social  jargon,  may  be  called  "tact,"  but  that  real,  true 
sympathy  which  consists  of  being  able  so  to  place  ourselves  in 
the  position  of  others  as  to  fully  realize  their  hopes,  aims,  fears, 
and  the  distress  of  others— to  place  yourselves  actually  in  tho 
place  of  others— so  as  to  be  able  to  ( 'do  unto  others  as  we  would 
they  should  do  unto  us,"  in  the  highest  and  best  way.  That  is 
Masonic  sympathy." 

Our  Brethren  in  Scotland  are  zealous  members  of  the  Craft.

One-hundred  seven  pages  of  the  pamphlet  before  us,  are  purely 
statistical;  the  remaining  thirty  pages  include  in  a  long  list  the 
names  of  ttose  present  at  the  February  Quarterly,  with  that  of 
R.  .  W.  \  The  Hon.  C.  M.  Ramsay,  Grand  Master  Depute,  Acting 
Graud  Master  Mason,  (Grand  Master  Hozier  being  detained  by 
sickness  in  his  family)  and  record  of  proceedings  not  of  special 
in  eiest  to  our  readers. 

We  note  that  the  standing  order  was  suspended,  to  commemo- 
rate the  virtues  of  the  Past  Grand  Treasurer  lately  deceased, 
Brother  D.  Murray  Lyon;  that  the  complaint  against  the  Dis- 
trict Grand  Master  of  Queensland  was  dismissed,  that  during 
the  quarter  benevolence  had  been  bestowed,  to  the  amount  of 
$1,469.50,  and  that  April  19,  1903,  the  Grand  Treasurer  held  a  bal- 
ance of  |8,258.77,  also  that  total  of  amounts  received,  for  Annu 
ity  Fund,  from  376  Lodges,  were  $4,197.54.

C haltered  Lodges  191;  l  Lodge  U.  D. ;  members  6,926. 
M.  .  W.\  Walter  M.  Whitehead,  Grand  Master. 

At  the  Communication  under  review  167  Lodges  were  repre- 
sented. Nine  Past  Grand  Masters  responded  at  roll  call,  as  also 
did  the  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty-four  sister  Jurisdictions, 
M.\  W.\  Brother  Andrew  H.  White  answering  for  Alabama. 

The  address  of  the  M.  .  W.  \  Grand  Master  was  an  exposition 
of  duties  faithfully  and  efficiently  discharged  by  the  incumbent 
of  that  high  office. 

He  lovingly  commemorated  those  Brethren  who  had  forever 
laid  down  their  working  tools — notably,  Past  Grand  Master 
Beaufort  Watts  Ball,  and  Past  S-nior  Grand  Dnacon,  James  M. 
Eason. 

Under  state  of  the  Craft,  after  expressing  satisfaction  that  re- 
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1  ations  with  other  Jurisdictions  were  most  harmonious  and  fra- 
ternal, he  said : 

"Within  the  borders  of  our  own  Jurisdiction  Masonry  has 
prospered,  and  there  aTe  signs  of  steady  progress  and  healthy 
growth.  The  brethren  are  united,  earnest,  and  full  of  zeal  for 
the  furthering  of  the  great  cause  which  they  all  have  at  heart. 
The  membership  of  the  Lodges  has  been  increasing, and  the  aver- 
age increase,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge,  ha«  been  larger  than 
in  many  yt  ars  past.  There  is  an  improvement  in  the  exemplifica- 
tion of  the  work,  better  places  of  meeting  have  been  secured  and 
fitted  up,  and  more  care  is  exercised  in  scrutinizing  the  charac- 
ter of  the  material  which  is  being  added  to  the  Temple." 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  eleven  decisions,  ten  of  which 
received  the  unqualified  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Jnriepru 
dence.  The  remaining  one  was  approved  as  "correct  Masonic 
law  in  the  abstract,"  but  the  committee  fraternally  suggested 
"that  when  a  Lodge,  through  misapprehension,  entertained  an 
application  for  initiation  from  the  material  of  another  Lodge, 
and  this  material  is  rejected  simply  for  the  want  of  knowledge 
on  the  part  of  the  Lodge  to  which  application  is  made,  and  it 
should  appear  afterwards  that  it  was  not  the  material  of  this 
Lodge,  but  the  material  of  another  Lodge,  that  the  Lodge  as- 
suming jurisdiction  under  these  circumstances,  should  put  itself 
to  trouble  to  cure  the  wrong  done  to  this  material  as  far  as  pos- 
sible. " 

The  sixth  decision  brought  up  that  novel  (?)  subject  of  physi- 
cal qualifications,  in  this  wise  : 

"A  candidate  received  the  E  A.  degree;  before  coming  for- 
ward for  the  F.  C.  degree  he  was  so  unfortunate  as  to  suffer  an 
accident  by  which  he  lost  one  joint  of  the  little  finger,  the  ques 
tion  of  his  further  advancement  was  raised."  The  Grand  Master 
ruled,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  101  of  the  Code,  "that  the  caLdi- 
date  must  not  be  allowed  to  proceed."  Section  101  clearly  states 
that  "if  the  disqualification  be  ascertained,  or  occur  after  the 
candidate  has  received  one  or  two  degrees,  his  further  advance- 
ment must  b3  stopped." 

Subsequently,  instigated  by  his  reflections  on  the  law, to  which 
the  foregoing  decision  conforms,  the  Grand  Master  says: 

"In  every  case  that  has  come  before  me  I  have  complied 
strictly  with  the  letter  of  the  law,  and  have  referred  the  peti- 
tioners to  Art.  LXI  of  the  Constitution,  and  See  101  of  the  Code 
which  require  that  'the  candidate  must  be  of  hale  and  entire 
limbs,  organs  and  members,  as  a  man  ought  to  be/ 

"Under  this  regulation  we  wink  at  the  admission  of  a  candi- 
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date  who  is  afflicted  with  a  high  degree  of  myopia,  or  short 
sightedness,  and  we  debar  one  who  has  been  so  unfortunate  as  to 
lose  the  top  part  of  the  appendage  of  the  ear.  Ther*  does  not 
seem  to  be  much  consistency  in  this:  for  the  m  in  with  pro- 
nounced astigmatism  or  myopia  is  much  more  ph7sically  imper- 
fect than  a  man  who  has  lost  a  part  of  his  ear.  The  sense  is  in 
no  way  affected  in  the  latter  case,  while  it  is  very  seriously  im- 
paired in  the  former." 

He  continues  with  a  forcible  comment  on  the  subject,  and 
winds  np  with  the  following  : 

"I  do  not  desire  to  make  any  recommendation  proposing  to 
change  the  Article  of  the  Constitution  whnh  refer*  to  this  sub 
ject,  bat  I  trust  soine  day  to  see  such  a  modification  of  the  exist- 
ing regulation  that  all  such  cas*s  may  be  referred  to  a  court  or 
tribunal,  consisting  of  the  Grand  Master  and  next  highest  offi- 
cers, or  of  the  Grand  Master  and  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  who 
will  have  power  to  examine  into  the  extent  of  the  injury,  and 
admit  to  the  degrees  those  whose  physical  condition  will  admit 
of  their  conforming  literally  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  cere- 
mony of  initiation." 

So  far  as  it  goes,  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  Why 
not  enact  at  once  a  law,  making  ability  to  receive  and  impart  the 
ceremonial  of  the  decrees,  the  requisite  physical  qualification  ? 

Nevertheless  we  gladly  hail  the  foregoing  recognition  of  the 
difference  between  the  essential  requirements  of  operative,  and 
those  of  speculative  Masonry. 

As  germane  to  the  foregoing,  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  to 
state  that  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  endorsed  ani  concurred 
in  the  suggestion  of  the  Grand  Master,  on  p.  q.,  and  offered  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution,  carrying  said  suggestion  into 
effect,  slight  changa  in  the  make  up  of  the  same  being  made  by 
the  committee.  Tais  amendment  under  the  rules,  lies  over  until 
next  Grand  Lodge  for  action  thereon. 

Eight  special  dispensations  had  been  granted,  and  seven  for 
good  reasons,  refused. 

Dispensations  for  formation  of  three  new  Lodges,  and  for  revi- 
val of  two  dormant  ones,  had  been  granted 

Five  corner-stones  had  been  laid. 

The  Grand  Master  had  given  permission  to  th-  MrKinley  Me- 
morial Association,  Can; on,  Ohio,  to  solicit  contribuions  by  the 
Subordinate  Lodges  to  the  McKin*ey  Monument  Fund. 

It  had  been  out  of  the  Grand  Master's  power  to  make  more 
than  a  few  official  visitations,  en  account  of  exacting  engage- 
ments. 
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In  closing  his  address  he  bestowed  high  and  deserved  com- 
mendation on  R.\  W.  \  Grand  Secretary,  Brother  Charles  In- 
glesby. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  statement,  to  which  the  Grand  Master 
referred  in  his  address,  shows  that  the  balance  on  hand  and  re- 
ceipts for  the  year  amounted  to  a  total  of  $12,041  20  ;  expendi- 
tures $11,198  62;  leaving  balance  Dec  9,  1902,  of  $842  58.  Total 
stock  indebtedness  at  present  amounts  to  $7,941  00,  most  of  the 
same  being  held  by  Masonic  Bodies.  Total  interest  due  Jan.  1, 
1903, 1873.01. 

Our  S.  C.  Brethren  seem  to  have  their  finances  now  well  in 
hand,  and  to  be  on  the  high  road  to  freedom  from  debt.  We 
congratulate  them. 

The  Grand  Secretary  "submitted  in  print,  his  review  of  Graod 
Lodges,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  oi  Foreign  Cor 
re^pondence. " 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were,  on  the  whole,  very 
ecconraging.  With  some  few  exceptions,  these  officers  richly 
deserve  the  high  praise  given  them  by  the  Grand  Master  in  bis 
address. 

A  beautiful  testimonial  in  the  shape  of  a  watch,  was  presented 
to  P.  G.  M.  Brother  Orlando  Sheppard.  M.  \  W.\  Brother  Jacob 
T.  Barron,  made  a  felicitous  presentation  address,  and  M.  .  W.  . 
Brother  Sheppard  responded  in  happily  chosen  terms. 

The  permission  given  by  the  Grand  Master  to  the  McKioley 
Memorial  Association,  Canton,  Ohio,  was  approved. 

A  ruling  reported  to  the  Grand  Master,  by  one  of  the  D.  D.  G. 
M.  's  to  the  effect  that  a  man  suffering  from  rupture  or  hernia, 
could  not  be  made  a  Mason,  was,  after  reference  to  the  Jurispru- 
dence Committee,  adopted. 

Said  committee  also  approved  a  resolution,  offered  by  the  Dep- 
uty Grand  Master,  requiring  that  in  balloting  on  petitions  for 
the  degrees  in  Lodges  U.  D.  the  right  to  vote  should  not  be  lim- 
ited to  the  Master  and  Wardens,  but  that  all  present  must  vote. 
Adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reported  its  high 
appreciation  of  Grand  Secretary  Charles  Inglesby's  review  of 
Grand  Lodges,  and  said  : 

1  'Again  we  recommend  it  to  our  brethren.  His  review  is 
marked  by  a  steadfast  adherence  to  our  doctrines,  especially 
those  of  Physical  Perfection  and  of  Perpetual  Jurisdiction. "

Notwithstanding,  while  fully  endorsing  the  high  commenda- 
tion of  the  Grand  Secretary  by  the  Grand  Master  and  the  Com" 
mittee,  we  again  express  our  gratification  at  'he  step  taken  in 
regard  to  qualifications  of  candidates,  by  the  Grand  Master  and 
the  Jurisprudence  Committee  of  Sonth  Carolina. 

1  he  same  committee  recommended  that  recognition  be  not 
given  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica  not  on  account  of  the 
request  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Guatemala — but  in  adherence 
to  South  Carolina's  established  custom,  i.  e.,  non-recognition  of 
Masonic  Bodies  in  non-English  speaking  countries. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Grand  Lodge  debt 
gives  promise  of  early  extinguishment  of  that  debt. 

An  oil  portrait  of  M.  \  W.\  Orlando  Sheppard  was  presented  to 
Grand  Lodge  by  his  home  Lodge. 

A  handsome  Grand  Secretary's  jewel  \*as  presented  to  R.\ 
W.\  Brother  Inglesby.  Eloquent  addresses  accompanied  both 
acts. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

R. '.  W.  *.  Brother  Charles  Inglesby  furnishes  an  admirable  re- 
port on  Foreign  Correspondence,  in  which  he  reviews  the  pro- 
ceedings of  all  the  domestic  and  foreign  Grand  Lodges  in  cor- 
respondence with  Grand  Lodge  of  South  Carolina  save  three, 
which  had  not  reached  him. 

Brother  Inglesby  generously  gives  Alabama— 1901— a  little 
more  than  five  pages  of  courteous  notice. 

He  dissents  from  a  f  aw  of  the  decisions  of  Grand  Master  Rus- 
sell M.  Cunningham,  and  disagrees  with  the  writer  on  seven  out 
of  the  eight  points  of  belief  stated  in  our  "conclusion."  But 
when  he  learns  that  one  of  tbem  contained  a  missprint — item  on 
dependent  membership— the  word  "not"  appearing  where  it 
should  not  appear,  he  will  find  that  he  agrees  with  us  in  one- 
fourth  of  said  points. 

We  crave  pardon  for  attributing  credit  due  to  himself,  to  an- 
other (Brother  Bellinger).  We  surely  intended  not  at  all  to  de- 
fraud Brother  Inglesby  as  to  his  proprietorship  of  any  of  these 
excellent  reviews ;  (By  the  way,  we  note  that  other  reviewers 
made  the  same  mistake  thereabout  that  we  did)  all  the  same,  we 
gladly  correct  the  error. 

Our  good  Brother  will  please  accept  our  grateful  appreciation 
of  his  kind  commendations. 
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In  reply  to  his  remarks  on  the  subject  of  dimit,  we  will  only 
say  now,  that  when  a  brother  applies  for  a  dimit  here  in  Ala- 
bama, he  being  clear  of  the  books,  and  no  ch  urges  pending,  the 
Lodge  must  grant  the  dimit  or  prefer  charges.

Portraits  of  Grand  Master  elect.  Edmund  P.  McQneen,  and 
Grand  Secretary  John  B.  Garrett,  grace  the  first  two  pages  of 
this  well  executed  volume  of  proceedings. 

When  the  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  it  was  found  that  406  of 
the  424  Lodges  were  represented,  and  that  sixteen  Past  Grand 
Masters  were  present. 

A  telegram  of  greeting  and  regret  that  sick  a  ss  kept  the  sender 
away,  was  received  from  P.  G.  M.,  Brother  Bun  F.  Price,  who 
was  absent for  the  first  time  in  over  thirty  years. 

Fitting  reply  was  wired  to  Brother  Price. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  has  the  true  ring  of  Free- 
masonry; it  is  pervaded  by  that  spirit  which  bespeaks  a  mind 
and  heart  devoted  to  the  high  mission  of  our  Fraternity. 

He  recorded  but  one  death  of  a  Past  Grand  officer  during  the 
year,  that  of  the  R. .  W.\  the  Rev.  Geo.  T.  Stain  >ack. 

He  had  granted  forty- three  dispensations — most  of  them  to 
elect  and  install  officers,  but  none  to  waive  time  in  conferring 
degrees.  Sixteen  requests  for  dispensations  were,  tor  reasons 
deemed  good  and  sufficient,  not  granted. 

All  of  his  nineteen  decisions,  save  four,  were  unanimously  ap 
proved  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  all  but  three 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  Of  the  four  not  unanimously  ap- 
proved, one  was  supported  by  a  majority  of  the  Law  Committee 
bat  the  entire  committee  disapproved  the  other  three.  We  will 
presently  recur  to  these  matters. 

In  respect  of  the  number  of  his  official  visits,  (62)  the  Grand 
Master,  so  far  as  we  now  recollect,  leads  the  procession  He  has 
thus  set  a  good  example  to  his  M.  \  W.\  Brethren. 
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He  had  issued  a  letter  to  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  calling  atten 
tion  to  Edict  No.  58,  which  provides  that  Jane  24th,  (the  Festi- 
val of  St.  John)  shall  ba  observed  a*  Masonic  Widows  and  Or 
phans'  Home  Day,  and  desired  the  brethren  of  the  several  Lodges 
to  open  their  hearts  and  loosen  their  parse  strings  on  said  day, 
for  the  benefit  of  those  dependent  Widows  and  Orphans. 

The  Grand  Master  incorporated  in  his  address  the  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Control  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans 
Home.  Prom  the  concluding  paragraphs  of  said  report  may  be 
inferred  the  fact  that  conditions  at  the  Home  are  most  favorable, 
and  with  one  or  two  needed  improvements,  the  institution  will 
be  without  a  superior,  as  regards  the  security,  comfort  and  con- 
tentment of  its  inmates,  of  whom  there  are  low  120. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  Home  during  the  year  were  $11,759,- 
22;  total  disbursements  $11,758.22:  leaving  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  Jan.  17,  1903,  a  caeh  balance  of  $1.00.  The  following 
make  np  the  Home  Household  :  Superintendent  and  family.  5; 
teachers  2;  and  inmates,  including  22  widows,  49  boys  and  49 
girls— 120.     Total  127. 

January  29,  1903,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  balance  on  hand  in 
bank  $23,660.27. 

Grand  Secretary  Brother  John  B.  Garrett,  presented  in  his  an- 
nual report  matters  of  great  interest  to  the  Craft,  including 
mortuary  notices,  and  a  comparative  statement  of  the  gains  and 
1  oases  of  the  Tennessee  Fraternity  during  the  past  eleven  years, 
giving  as  a  result  the  net  gain,  at  end  of  said  period,  of  1,027 
Master  Masons . 

A  telegram  conveying  fraternal  greetings,  was  received  from 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan  then  in  session;  and  one  of  like 
import  was,  under  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  sent  by  the 
Grand  Secretary  to  the  before  mentioned  Grand  Body  assembled 
in  Detroit,  Mich. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  Grand  Lodge  was  charmingly  enter- 
tained in  the  Masonic  Theatre,  by  the  children  of  the  Home 
"The  programme  was  bright  and  entertaining,  and  was  carried 
out  with  wonderful  accuracy  and  grace,  considering  the  tender 
years  of  many  of  the  small  performers." 

In  the  report  of  the  Endowment  Committee  appears  a  resoltT 
tion.  having  for  its  object  the  cutting  down  of  the  per  diem  of 
representatives  and  members,  from  $3.00  to  $2.00,  this  to  take 
effect  in  January,  1904,  and  to  continue  in  force  for  five  yean, 
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the  amount  thus  saved  to  be  appropriated  to  the  Endowment 
Fund.    Referred  to  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

The  Endowment  Commissioners  reported  total  assets  as  $10,- 
971.03,  all  in  safety  vault  in  bank. 

Past  Grand  Master  W.  H.  Bumpas  offered  a  resolution  the 
purpose  of  which  was  to  purchase  100  acres  of  land  for  the  Home 
in  order  to  save  to  said  institution  the  rent  of  land  for  farming 
purposes.    Also  referred  to  the  Jurisprudence  Committee. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  made  report  which 
was  adopted.  It  is  unnecessary  to  here  give  details  of  said  re- 
port. 

W.°.  Brother  A.  W.  Stovall,  P.  M.  and  Poet  Laureate  road  an 
entertaining  poem  on  the  suject  of  "A  Dialogue—Husband  and 
Wife—at  Home,  11  o'clock  at  night,  December  27,  1902,"  which 
was  ordered  printed  with  the  proceedings. 

Among  other  recommendations  of  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  were  the  following  : 

.  That  all  Subordinate  Lodges  keep  their  property  well  insured. 
,  That  the  per  capita  tax  and  the  tax  on  Degrees  remain  as  at 
present. 

And  that  the  mileage  and  per  diem  remain  as  now  fixed. — 
Adopted. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  were  of  the  opinion  that  when 
objection  to  initiation  or  advancement  is  made,  the  fact,  merely, 
that  the  objection  is  made,  should  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of 
the  Lodge—not  the  objection  itself,  nor  the  name  of  the  objector. 
This  opinion  is  undoubtedly  correct. 

Three  rulings  ef  the  Grand  Master  disapproved  by  the  Com- 
mittee were  the  following: 

1.  "To  change  a  By-Law  a  three-fourths  vote  is  necessary." 

2.  "A  Brother,  who  has  been  excused  from  voting  at  a  Masonic 
trial,  can  not  make  a  motion  to  fix  the  time  of  definite  suspen- 
sion which  has  been  imposed  as  a  penalty  for  guilt." 

3  "The  Grand  Master's  direction  to  a  Subordinate  Lodge  to 
'square  the  account*  of  a  deceased,  delinquent  Brother." 

The  Committee  urge  that  this  was  a  mistaken  exercise  of  advi- 
sory power  that  the  matter  should  have  been  left  to  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Subordinate  Lodge. 

As  to  the  second  ruling,  that  the  excused  Brother  could  not 
make  a  motion  to  fix  the  time  of  the  suspension,  the  Committee 
12 
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justly  intimates  that  offering  a  motion  was  not  voting,  and  that 
exemption  from  voting  was  not  exclusion  from  voting  or  from 
participation  in  the  trial— it  was  merely  a  personal  privilege 
which  the  excused  Brother  might  waive  at  any  time. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  the  Grand  Master's  dis- 
pensations granted,  and  dispensations  refused  were  all  concurred 
in. 

The  proposed  reduction  of  the  $3.00  per  diem  to  $2.00  was  re- 
ported back  without  recommendation . 

The  Committee  recommended  that  Rule  of  Order  24  be  so 
amended  that  hereafter  the  tabling  of  an  amendment  shall  not 
table  the  original  proposition.  Also,  that  resolution,  instructing 
Endowment  Fund  Commission  to  purchase  100  acres  of  land  for 
the  use  of  the  Home,  be  not  now  adopted.  Entire  report  of  the 
Jurisprudence  Committee  was  adopted.  A  Special  Committee 
was,  however,  appointed  to  investigate  the  advisability  and 
practicability  of  purchasing  said  100  acres  cf  land  for  the  Home. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  the 
Board  of  Custodians  was  authorized  to  send  Grand  Secretary 
Brother  John  B .  Garrett,  at  such  times  as  he  might  be  able  to 
leave  his  office,  to  any  Lodges  in  need  of  inspection  or  instruc- 
tion, his  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

A  righteous  act  was  the  raising  of  Brother  Garrett's  salary 
from  $1,500  to  $1,800  per  annum. 

Charters  were  granted  to  two  Lodges  U.  D.  Dispensations 
were  granted  for  three  new  Lodges— refused  for  two. 

We  have  omitted  several  important  items  in  this  volume  of 
Proceedings,  for  lack  of  space  to  spare . 

The  Fourth  Annual  Convocation  of  Past  Masters  of  Tennessee 
was  held,  January  28th,  at  4  p.  m. 

During  the  session,  73  Brethren  became  members  of  the  Con- 
vocation. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,    Henry  H.  I  Tiger  soil,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Correspondence,   finding  it  impossible,  under  the 
pressure  of  absorbing  professicnal  engagements,  to  give  the 
necessary  time  to  examination  and  review  of  other  Grand  Lodge 
Proceedings,  turned  that  task  over  to    Brother  Walton  ("Head 
Master  of  Rugby"),  also  member  of  the  Correspondence  Com- 
mittee; and  well  has  Brother  Walton  discharged  the  duties  thus 
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devolved  upon  him.  His  brief  comments  are  always  pertinent 
and  forceful.  His  diction  is  without  a  flaw.  When  he  lets  fly  a 
shaft  of  pleasantry  it  is  piquant  but  las  no  sting. 

His  review  of  Alabama— 1901  —is  courteous  and  brotherly 
throughout.    He  says : 

"The  proceeding  make  up  a  voluminous  document,  and  is  a 
library  of  Mafonic  knowledge  in  itself.  It  presents  work  worthy 
of  inspection,  showing  ability  all  the  way  through  It  is  no 
wonder  that  our  sister  Grand  Lodge  ot.  Alabama  is  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition,  with  Brethren  of  sue  i  ability  at  the  helm." 

In  all  candor  we  must  confess  that  his  criticism  of  the  decision 
"that  a  candidate  who  cannot  read  and  write,  is  not,  for  that 
reason  ineligible,"  is,  in  our  personal  opinion,  a  just  one.  We 
would  class  it  with  that  by  Brother  E.  T.  D.  Chambers  of  Que- 
bec, which  he  quotes,  introducing  it  with  the  following  ejacula- 
tion : 

"Brother  Chambers  'goes'  for  Alabama,  too.  Wonder  what 
Brother  Titcomb  will  do  to  us  all  the  next  time  he  takes  his 
'pen  in  hand.'  " 

Indeed,  Brother,  we  will  be  dumb  as  an  oyster  until  one  of 
those  illiterates  can  act  as  our  amanuensis  and  inflict  upon  you  a 
twenty-page  letter.    So  there  ! 

Our  Brother  fails  to  see  the  logic  of  ruling  No.  44,  which  reads 
thus:  "After  a  ballot  is  ordered  and  declared  clear,  any  Brother 
who  cast  or  intended  to  cast  an  adverse  ballot,  may  demand  a 
ballot  then  and  there,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Master  to  order 
another  ballot. " 

In  our  opinion  the  adverse  members  recourse  should  be,  to 
subsequently  make  objection  to  the  conferring  of  the  degree." 

The  reviewer  further  says  : 

"Taking  the  ninety -one  decision*  as  a  whoK  they  show  that 
Grand  Master  Cunningham  is  well  versed  in  Masonic  law." 

He  pays  R.\  W.\  Grand  Secretary  Beauchampa  well  merited 
compliment;  and  so  highly  extols  the  writers  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, that  it  almost  takes  our  breath  away.  Nevertheless 
we  are  profoundly  grateful  for  his  kind  commendation 

The  conclusion  of  the  entire  report  on  Correspondence,  signed 
by  Brother  Ingersoll,  is  a  very  important  and  earnest  plea  on  the 
following  topics:  "Cipher  Ritual"— "Puerile  Masonry"— "Non- 
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Affiliatea"— "Veteran     Association"— "Grand    Officers"— 4 'Our 
Maaonio  Homes. " 

The  retirement  of  Brother  Ingersoll  from  the  Guild  will  be  a 
sad  loss  to  the  corps;  bat  the  new  Committee  may  be  sure  of  a 
warm  welcome.

A  portrait  of  Past  Grand  Master  James  F.  Miller,  President 
Board  Directors,  W.  and  O.  Home,  adorns  the  56th  page  of  this 
volume,  while  we  are  pleased  to  see  the  countenance  of  that 
genial  yet  forceful  writer,  P.  G.  M.  Thos.  M.  Matthews,  pic- 
tured elsewhere. 

Lodges  on  roll  675;  Lodges  represented  404.  Membership 
31,568;  net  gain  over  last  year  1,888. 

There  were  sixteen  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  Grand  Represen- 
tatives of  thirty  other  Grand  Lodges,  including  that  of  Ala- 
bama, present  at  the  meeting  under  reriew. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Wm.  Clark  evinces  faithful  and 
zealous  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Lodge  du- 
ring his  term  of  office. 

He  tenderly  placed  on  record  the  names  of  those  eminent 
brethren  who  had  died  within  the  last  twelve  months — notably, 
R.\  W.\  H.  R.  McCoy,  G.  P.,  R.\  W.\  Wm.  F.  Swain,  P.  G. 
S.,  and  M.\  W.  ,  James  F.  Miller,  P.  G.  M. 

He  submitted  for  consideration  of  Grand  Lodge  a  brief  cor- 
respondence between  himself  and  Grand  Master  Kennon  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington,  from  which  it  appears  that  the 
latter  Grand  Body  desires  to  k  now  what  more  than  she  hat 
already  done,  must  she  do  in  order  to  ensure  renewal  of  frater 
nil  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas.  (This  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence.) 

Of  the  District  Deputies  the  Grand  Master  eays: 

"  It  is  a  source  of  great  pleasure  to  me  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  work  of  administering  the  affairs  of  mv  office  has  been 
greatly  facilitated  and  lightened  by  this  corps  of  loyal  and 
faithful  co-laborers  in  the  Masonic  vineyard,  who  have  been

ever  ready,  active,  and  vigilant  in  the  discharge  of  duties'  to  the 
Grand  Master,  and  their  brethren,  ever  laboring  to  promote  the 
welfare  of  oar  noble  Order;  and  from  their  reports  I  am  enabled 
to  eay  that  peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  their  respec- 
tive Districts.  To  each  of  theae  faithful  sentinels  on  duty  in 
the  white  tented  fields  of  Masonry  I  bow  with  humble  grati- 
tude.'' 

Fourteen  Lodges  had  been  constituted,  seven  new  Lodges  had 
been  formed  U.  D.,  four  duplicate  Charters  issued,  and  twelve 
corner  stones  had  been  laid. 

The  Grand  Master  had  granted  several  special  dispensations, 
but  had  refused  several.  Among  those  refused  we  note,  dispen- 
sations asked  for  "joint  occupancy";  for  appearing  in  public 
on  certain  occasions;  for  "repassing  ballot  box  ";  for  conferring 
degrees  out  of  time,  &c. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  fourteen  decisions  all  of  which, 
except  three,  were  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Jurispru- 
dence.   The  first  of  those  three  not  approved  by  said  Commit- 
tee, was  an  affirmative  reply  to  the  following  question  : 

"  Does  the  Masnic  law  require  the  Lodge  to  take  action  and 
prefer  charges  when  a  brother  is  convicted  in  the  State  court?" 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee,  while  non-concurring  in  said 
decision,  frankly  admitted  that  it  correctly  stated  Masonic  law 
as  to  cases  under  municipal  law,  involving  moral  turpitude,  bat 
the  Committee  deemed  it  proper  to  observe  "  that  every  viola- 
tion of  municipal  laws  does  not  necessarily  involve  moral  tur- 
pitude, and  whether  it  does  or  not,  is  a  question  left  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Lodge  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  matter." 

The  second  decision,  not  concurred  in  by  the  Committee,  was 
brought  out  by  the  following : 

Lodge  received  a  petition  for  initiation,  which  was  refer- 
red to  the  proper  committee.    Before  the  committee  reported,  a 

brother  from* Lodge  No.  —  filed  a  protest  with  the  Matter 

of  the  Lodge  receiving  the  said  petition.  "  Question:  Should 
the  committee  report  and  ballot  be  spread  thereon?  " 

"Answer:  Committee  should  report  and  be  discharged,  and 
protest  entered  of  record,  being  equivolent  to  a  black  ball.  Bal- 
lot unnecessary." 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  dissented  from  the  Grand 
Master  in  this  decision,  holding  that  in  such  cases  a  ballot  is 
necessary. 
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The  rule  on  this  point  is  the  same  in  Texas  and  Alabama,  for 
oar  Code  contains  the  following  provision: 

"  No  petition  for  initiation,  after  it  has  been  received  by  the 
Lodge,  can  be  disposed  of  otherwise  than  by  ballot.  An  unfa- 
vorable report  of  the  investigating  committee  does  not  supercede 
the  necessity  of  a  ballot. "—P.  149,  1858,  Masonic  Code  of  Ala. 

The  third  decision,  in  which  the  Jurisprudence  Committee 

did  not  concur,  was  occasioned  by  the  following  facts:    Bro. 

was  initiated  in  Lodge  A.  and  afterwards  elected  to  take  the  F. 
C.  Degree  in  the  same  Lodge,  but  the  next  day  left  the  State  in 
search  of  work.  Some  time  thereafter  he  requested  Lodge  A. 
to  have  Lodge  B.,  in  another  jurisdiction,  to  confer  the  F.  C. 
Degree  upon  him.  Lodge  A.  granted  his  request,  and  Lodge  B. 
conferred  the  degree,  and  soon  thereafter  notified  Lodge  A.  of 
its  action,  sending  to  Lodge  A.,  at  the  same  time,  the  fee  of 
$15  00,  which  Lodge  A.  accepted,  and  enrolled  the  Brother's 
name  as  a  Fellow  Craft. 

The  Grand  Master  waa  asked  if  Lodge  A.  erred  in  asking 
Lodge  B.  to  confer  the  degrees  for  Lodge  A.  Also  he  was  asked 
if  the  vV.  M.  of  Lodge  A.  erred  in  accepting  the  fee,  and  enroll- 
ing the  Brother  as  a  Fellow  Craft  in  Lodge  A.,  and,  further,  he 
was  asked  how  the  Master  Mason  Degree  could  be  legally  con- 
ferred on.  the  said  Brother. 

Grand  Master  replid  that  the  action  of  Lodge  A.  was  irregu- 
lar and  illegal ;  that  the  W.  M.  of  said  Lodge  was  justifiable  in 
accepting  the  fee,  and  having  the  Brother's  name  enrolled  as  a 
Fellow.  Craf  Mason;  that  said  Brother,  desiring  so  to  do,  could 
petition  "  B  "  for  the  Master  Mason  Degree,  and  "  B."  petition 
44  A."  for  waiver  of  jurisdiction,  which  being  granted  will  ena- 
ble u  B."  to  lawfully  confer  the  degree. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  did  not  concur  in  all  of  the 
foregoing  decision.  Lodge  A.,  having  initiated  the  brother,  and 
elected  him  to  the  F.  C.  Degree,  had  no  right  to  request  another 
Lodge  to  confer  the  degree  upon  him-  nor  to  receive  from  said 
other  Lodge  the  fees  therefor,  nor  to  enroll  him  as  a  Fellow 
Craft  of  Lodge  A.    Art.  501,  Masonic  laws  of  Texas  reads  thus: 

"  When  a  Lodge  has  Jurisdiction  over  a  party  no  other  Lodge 
can  confer  a  degree  upon  him  without  a  waiver  of  Jurisdiction, 
although  the  Lodge,  having  Jurisdiction,  requests  that  it  be 
done." 

Under  the  Texas  law  the  brother  should  have  applied  to  the 
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foreign  Lodge  for  the  F.  C.  Degree.  Said  Lodge  should  have 
applied  to  Lodge  A.  for  a  waiver  of  Jurisdiction,  &o.  In  the 
words  of  the  Committee,  said  brother  "  stands  as  an  Entered  Ap- 
prentice only  of"  Lodge  A.  Report  of  Jnrispradence  Commit- 
tee adopted. 

Tne  Grand  Master  recounts  the  steps  taken  to  locate  the  New 
Temple,  and  refers  to  the  magnificent  donation  of  central  lot 
and  $15,000—$13,500  cash,  and  bankable  note  for  #1,500— made 
by  generous  citizens  of  Waco,  Texas.  He  also  incorporates  in 
his  address  the  report  of  the  Masonic  Relief  Committee  of  1900 
—Hurricane  Sufferers — whole  amount  of  contributions  reported 
by  the  committee  being  $36,743  61. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  held  balance  amounting  to  $22,689  82. 
also  deposit  certificates  of  Waco  banks  for  $13,500  00,  and  note 
of  citizens  of  Waco  for  $1,500  00  payable  to  the  Grand  Master. 

The  routine  business  of  Grand  Lodge  we  pass  by  as  not  par- 
ticularly interesting  to  our  readers. 

The  Communication  from  Grand  Master  Kennan  of  Grand 
Lodge  of  Washington,  seeking  to  know  what  must  be  done  fur- 
ther by  his  Grand  Lodge,  to  satisfy  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas 
that  the  former  Grand  Body  has  absolutely  rescinded  its  offens- 
ive resolutions  of  1898,  having  been  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence,  Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Thos.  M. 
Matthews,  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  submitted  an  able  re 
port  thereon,  concluding  with  a  declaration  that  "until  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  does  agree  that  she  will  not  her- 
self, nor  permit  her  subordinaie  Lodges,  to  recognize  or  hold 
Masonic  communication  with  those  who,  by  other  sovereign, 
legitimate.  Masonic  Grand  Lodges,  have  been  pronounced  clan- 
destine, suspended  or  expelled",  the  committee  "  cannot  recom- 
mend the  repeal,  by  this  Grand  Lodge,  of  the  edict  of  non- 
intercourse  that  has  been  adopted."  "Per  contra,  we  do  rec- 
ommend that  until  such  action  be  had  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Washington  the  matter  remain  in  statu  quo," — Report  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Widows'  and  Or- 
phans' Home,  contains  a  warm  tribute  of  affection  and  respect 
to  the  memory  of  the  late  Past  Grand  Master  James  F.  Miller, 
President  of  the  Board  from  its  first  meeting  in  1887  until  the 
day  of  his  death,  July  3,  1902. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  is  very  inter- 
esting.   To  tarry  with  it  a  while  would  be  a  pleasure,  but  we 
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mast  be  content  to  merely  state,  from  its  financial  department, 
that  for  year  ending  Sept.  30,  1902,  the  total  expendi tares 
amounted  to  $21,638  54. 

Under  skillful  management  the  farm  held,  notwithstanding 
unfavorable  seasons,  balance  to  its  credit  of  $1,421  09.  Cash 
expense  per  capita  $115  88. 

An  interesting  report  was  made  by  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
History.  The  report  embraces  three  pages  of  facsimile  manu- 
script, but  our  old  eyes  are  not  equal  to  the  task  of  reading  the 
same. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer be  instructed  to  transfer  of  the  funds  in  his  hands 
$18,000  00  to  the  Widows'  and  Orphans'  Home  fund. 

In  an  additional  report  by  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Juris- 
prudence recommendation  was  made  that  the  Masonic  Laws  of 
Texas  be  so  amended  as  to  require  the  Committee  on  Work  to* 
meet  at  the  Masonic  Temple  on  the  day  following  the  close  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  instruct  the  officers  and  representatives 
of  Subordinate  Lodges  for  five  week  days.  Also  that  "  no  per- 
son shall  be  allowed  any  mileage  or  per  diem  unless  he  attends 
the  full  five  days  before  the  committee,  except  that  sicknes  only 
shall  prevent."  These  recommendations  were  adopted,  as  were 
certain  others  on  the  same  line,  but  which  we  cannot  stop  to  no- 
tice That  law  respecting  mileage  and  per  diem  will  "  fetch 
'em  "  without  a  doubt. 

Our  Texas  brethren  are  going  to  have  a  grand  Temple  in 
Waco,  not  to  cost  over  #150,000  00. 

Brother  John  L.  Terrell  and  his  associates  have  been  doing 
splendid  work,  for  their  Grand  Lodge,  as  Committeemen  on  the 
Temple. 

The  several  reports  of  the  Committees  on  Grievances  and  Ap- 
peals were  adopted. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  following  sentiment  expressed  in  a 
report  of  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  No.  3: 

"  We  do  not  care  to  encourage  the  airing  of  family  skeletons 
in  a  Masonic  Lodge." 

We  beg  to  add,  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  omit  publication, 
in  the  printed  proceedings,  of  details  exhibiting  gross  immoral- 
ity, not  only  in  Texas,  but  also  in  Alabama,  and  elsewhere. 

Suitable  memorial  pages  appear  in  these  Proceedings. 
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The  Gillespie  Monument  is  to  be  put  in  good  shape  and  po- 
sition. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Bro.  Thos  M  Matthews'  admirable  report 
on  Fraternal  Correspondence  mast  receive  bat  scant  attention  in 
this  paper,  although  meriting  attentive  perusal.  Alabama-1901 
was  accorded  nearly  three  pages  of  courteous,  kindly  notice. 
Grand  Secretary  Geo.  A.  Bean  champ  will  highly  appreciate  the 
handsome  compliment  paid  him  by  Brother  Matthews. 

For  the  page  devoted  to  the  writer  Brother  Matthews  will 
please  accept  our  grateful  acknowledgments.  We  thank  him 
for  the  correction  of  our  idea  as  to  the  District  Deputies  in 
Texas. 

Brother  Matthews  is  a  staunch  advocate  of  Masonic  Bomes.

Number  of  Lodges,  10;  Members,  1,083;  Net  Gain,  101. 

All  of  the  ten  Lodges  had  made  returns  and  paid  their  dues. 
Promptitude  on  the  part  of  the  Lodges  enabled  the  Grand  Treas- 
urer to  report  total  receipts,  with  balance  cash  on  hand,  as 
|5,469.16.  After  all  disbursements,  his  balance  CA3h  on  hand 
was  $3,182.85. 

On  the  initial  page  of  this  volume  we  find  a  portrait  of  Grand 
Master  elect  Walter  Scott.  It  is  accompanied  by  a  well  written 
biographical  sketch  of  M. '.  W. '.  Brother  Scott,  by  Brother  Diehl, 
doubtless.  Portraits  of  several  Past  Grand  Masters  appear  in 
the  body  of  these  pages.    All  of  them  are  good  faces. 

Among  those  present  were  ten  Past  Grand  Masters  and  forty- 
one  Grand  Representatives— or  to  be  more  accurate,  Representa- 
tives of  forty-one  Grand  Jurisdictions,  Alabama  not  'in  it." 

The  annual  address  by  Grand  Master  W.  J.  Lynch  was  short, 
but  to  the  point.  He  had  made  seven  official  visitations.  These 
visits  had  confirmed  him  in  the  belief  that  the  Craft  was  "in  a 
most  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  in  the  Jurisdiction." 

Three  special  dispensation  had  been  granted  to  one  and  the 
same  Lodge — all  strictly  within  his  prerogative.  He  had  directed 
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the  Grand  Lecturer  to  hold  a  School  of  Instruction,  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  First  Day,  and  trusted  that  every  Brother  would  be 
present  on  said  occasion. 

One  dispensation  to  form  a  new  Lodge  had,  for  good  and  well 
known  reasons,  been  refused. 

The  M.\  W.\  earnestly  urged  the  starting  of  a  Charity  Fund- 
He  suggested  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Charity  Com- 
mittee, to  be  repc  rted  on  at  this  or  the  next  annual. 

With  his  single  decision  submitted  we  find  no  fault. 

He  recommenced  that  the  thanks  of  Grand  Lodge  be  tendered 
to  Past  Grand  Master  A.  D.  Gash,  now  a  resident  of  Chicago,  for 
a  beautiful  and  life-like  portrait  of  Bro.  Wm.  McKinley,  ex- 
pressed, to  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  a  present  to  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

On  the  evening  of  Easter  Sunday,  at  the  hospitable  home  of 
the  Grand  Secretary,  he  had  made  the  presentation  of  eight 
Past  Grand  Master's  Jewels—notable  occasion. 

From  the  excellent  report  of  Grand  Secretary  Bro.  Diehl,  we 
learn  that 

"The  year  1902  has  been  a  very  prosperous  one  in  every  respect. 
The  financial  condition  of  the  Lodges  was  never  better.  Etch 
has  had  a  good  thare  of  work,  and  the  Grand  Lodge  has  passed 
the  1,000  mark,  for  ail  which  we  have  reason  to  rejoice.  The 
future  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  is  secure." 

The  Lodges  had  expended  for  charitable  purposes  the  sum  of 
$1, 695.00,  of  which  amount  Mt.  Moriah  Lodge  (Bro.  Diehl's  home 
Lodge)  had  expended  $844.04.  This  is  surely  a  "feather  in'* 
Mt.  Moriah's  "cap.*' 

The  Grand  Lecturer  had  held  eight  Schools  of  Instruction 
during  the  year— expense  total  to  Grand  Lodge  #142.35. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented 
his  annual  report,  which  was  ordered  printed  with  the  Proceed- 
ings. 

When  the  Report  on  Obituary  was  presented  the  Grand  Master 
called  the  Brethren  to  -their  feet,  the  Grand  Honors  were  given 
an  1  the  report  adopted. 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  and  wel. 
corned  according  to  custom. 

The* Jurisprudence  Committee's  approval  of  the  Grand  Master's 
decision  and  dispensations  was  adopted 

Special  Committee  reported  adversely  on  the  World's 
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Fraternal  Building- Association  communication,  bnt  favorably 
on  that  of  the  MoKinley  Monument  Association. 

Telegrams  of  Fraternal  Greeting  were  exchanged  by  Grand 
Lodges  of  Utah  and  Connecticut. 

Finance  Committee  recommended  that  $1,000.00  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  funds  be  set  apart  as  a  charity  fund,  and  that  hereafter 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  receipts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  be  added  to 
said  fund,  separate  accounts  of  the  same  to  be  kept  Deferred 
till  next  year  for  action. 

Eloquent  words  accompanied  and  followed  the  presentation  of 
the  signet  ring  to  the  Grand  Master  elect. 

We  indulge  the  belief  that  Brother  "Kit"  had  a  good  appetite 
for  that  banquet  which  followed  the  close  of  Grand  Lodg*. 

A  list  of  "physical  disabilities' '  will  run  the  gauntlet  next 
year. 

CORRESPON DENCE. 

R.\  W.\  Brother-  Christopher  Diehl  present*  his  Twenty- 
seventh  Annual  Report  on  Correspondence,  which,  it  is  superflu- 
ous to  add,  is  first  class  in  every  particular.  (By  the  way, 
Brother  Diehl,  wouldn't  you  lend  us  your  condenser?) 

Under  Alabama-1901,  he  says: 

"The  address  of  M.\  W.\  Ru-sell  M.  Cunningham,  Grand 
Master,  is  a  commendable  document  of  thirty-five  pages,  setting 
forth  clearly  the  business  of  the  past  year.  It  is  naturally  de- 
voted to  local  affairs,  but  there  is  also  much  of  general  interest. " 

He  quotes  a  few  of  Grand  Master  Cunningham's  decisions, 
and  expresses  his  dissent  as  to  Nos.  10  and  70;  No.  10  ruling  that 
a  candidate  for  degrees  in  Masonry  is  not  ineligible  because  he 
cannot  read  and  write;  and  No.  70  declaring  that  '  a  brother  who 
has  been  reinstated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  the  'rights  and  privi- 
leges of  Masonry,'  is  thereby  restored  to  membership  in  the 
Subordinate  Lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled." 
Personally,  we  are  with  you,  Brother  Diehl,  on  both  propositions. 
Our  Law  Committee  and  our  Grand  Lodge  approved  No.  10,  but 
No.  70  being  reported,  was,  on  motion,  recommitted  Upon  its 
request  the  committee  was  granted  until  next  Annual  (1902)  to 
report  on  this  decision.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  did 
not  report  on  "No.  70"  last  Winter  (session  of  1902).  When  it 
does  report  thereon,  it  will,  in  our  opinion,  no  doubt  do  so  ad" 
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versely,  because  Rale  19,  Art.  VII.  of  our  Constitution,  declares 
that  reversal  by  the  Grand  Lodge  "shall  in  no  case  restore  the 
accused  to  membership  in  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was  sus- 
pended or  expelled,  without  the  Dnanimous  consent  of  the  mem- 
bers present  at  a  regular  communication." 

Brother  Diehl  extracts  and  endorses  the  Grand  Master's  opinion 
on  "Physical  Qualifications. 

His  complimentary  reference  to  the  writer's  report  is  grate- 
fully appreciated.  Brother  Diehl's  commendation  is  high  praise. 
To  find  that  he  coincides  with  us  in  the  majority  of  opinions  ex- 
pressed, is  gratifying  to  us,  indeed.    On  one  point  he  differs. 

May  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah  have  the  benefit  of  R.'.  W.\ 
Christopher  Diehl's  ripe  experience  and  wise  counsels  many — 
many  years.

VERMONT. 

The  initial  page  of  this  volume  of  proceedings  bears  a  portrait 
of  Grand  Master  Charles  R.  Montague. 

Three  Emergent,  and  three  Special  Communications  had  been 
held  daring  the  year— the  former  to  pay  the  last  tribute  of  re- 
spect to  deceased  Brethren,  the  latter  to  dedicate  Lodge  Halls. 

110th  Annual— Burlington,  June,  1903. 

Chartered  Lodges  102;  U.  D.  1;  membership  10,983;  net  gain 
309. 

When  the  roll  was  called  it  was  found  that  M.\  W.°.  Charles 
R .  Montague  and  the  other  Grand  Officer*,  together  with  a  quo- 
rum of  representatives  from  the  Subordinate  Lodges,  were  proa* 
ent,  as  also  were  nine  Past  Grand  Masters  and  sixteen  other  Per' 
manent  Members.  The  roll  of  Grand  Representatives  on  hand 
included  Brother  Eugene  S.  Weston  for  Alabama  and  thirty -five 
others. 

The  address  of  the  M.  \  W.\  Grand  Master  was  the  utterance 
of  one  who  had  faithfully  and  efficiently  discharged  the  duties 
of  his  high  office.  One  paragraph  in  his  opening  remarks  we 
transcribe,  as  it  seems  applicable  to  jurisdictions  outside  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Vermont;  it  is  as  follows : 

"I  am  glad  to  see  such  a  general  representation  of  the  Lodges 
and  you  will  pardon  me  if  I  remind  you  that  you  are  here  not  for 
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your  own  pleasure,  although  it  cannot  bat  be  a  pleasure  to  us  all 
to  meet  each  other  and  exchange  fraternal  greetings,  to  renew 
old  acquaintances,  some  of  them  extending  back  for  years  into 
the  past,  and  to  form  new,  and  we  trust  lasting  friendships;  but 
you  are  here  as  representatives  of  onr  individual  Lodges,  and  as 
such  members  of  this  representative  body— the  Grand  Lodge — 
you  owe  it  to  the  Lodges  you  represent  to  first  of  all  attend  faith- 
fully the  sessions  of  this  Grand  Body  and  carefully  watnh  and 
take  note  of  every  matter  presented  for  its  action.  Let  this  be 
your  first  business  and  care,  your  own  private  business  and 
pleasure  a  secondary  consideration." 

Under  his  Dispensation  one  new  Lodge  had  been  started  to 
work  with  fine  promise  of  success. 

He  had  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  cumber  his  report  with  a 
list  of  all  his  special  dispensations,  as  they  were  before  the  proper 
committee. 

No  decisions  were  submitted.  A  good  sign  that  Masters  have 
been  making  themselves  familiar  with  the  Code. 

Under  the  head  of  "Irregularities,"  the  Grand  Master  after 
mentioning  two  cases  of  minor  consideration,  said  : 

"The  third  is  of  a  more  seiio  s  nature,  as  unon  its  appearance 
it  is  a  blot  upon  the  good  name  and  reputation  of  Masonry.  It 
came  to  my  knowledge  that  two  men,  who  in  a  regular  court  of 
law  had  each  been  convicted  of  a  criminal  offense  and  sentenced 
to  prison  for  a  term  of  years,  were  still  carried  upon  the  roster 
of  the  Lodge  as  members  in  good  and  regular  standing  for  more 
than  two  >ears  since  their  conviction  and  sentence  I  directed 
the  Master  of  the  Lodge  to  have  charges  preferred  against  them 
and  bring  them  to  trial.  One  of  them  was  tried  last  month  and 
found  'not  guilty/  In  order  to  place  the  responsibility  for  this 
gross  violation  of  Masonic  duty  where  it  belongs,  and  ascertain 
whether  it  is  the  result  of  ignorance  or  carelessness  on  the  part 
of  the  officers,  or  an  exhibition  of  moral  depravity  on  the  part  of 
the  Lodge,  I  have  summoned  the  officers  and  the  Lodge  to  ap- 
pear before  the  Committee  on  Grievances  at  this  session  to  show 
cause  why  some,  or  all  of  the  officers  should  not  be  suspended,  or 
the  Charter  of  the  Lodge  be  arrested,  and  place  the  decision  of 
this  important  question  in  your  hands." 

The  Grand  Master  highly  compliments  the  able,  efficient 
Grand  Lecturer.  He  earnestly  urges  increased  compensation  for 
the  hard  worked  Grand  Secretary.  As  ex  officio  Chairman  of  a 
Committee  on  Regalia  and  Jewels,  the  M.  \  W.  \  reported  that 
the  only  color  appropriate  to  be  worn  by  Grand  Lodge  officers  is 
royal  purple. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  made  a  brief,  thoughtful  report  emi- 
nently practical  in  character. 
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Grand  Secretary  Ross  proves  himself  to  be  a  most  efficient 
officer.  We  note  that  he  has  on  deposit  in  bank  $95.00  as  a  nu- 
cleus of  a  Masonic  Home  Fund— the  contribution  of  four 
Lodges. 

The  Grand  Treasurers  balance,  general  account,  June  11,1903, 
was  $1,959.02.  His  statement  of  the  Temple  Debt  forts  up  $66,- 
000  00.    That  debt  will,  no  doubt,  gradually  disappear. 

In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  we 
find  the  following  on  a  question  raised  last  year  : 

"That  when  a  ballot  is  taken  and  closed  upon  a  petition  for 
the  degrees  or  fur  membership,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  presiding 
officer  to  forthwith  declare  the  result." 

All  the  official  acts  of  the  Grand  Master  were  approved. 

On  the  "serious  irregularity"  referred  to  in  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter's address — the  case  of  a  Lodge  retaining  on  its  roster  the 
name  of  a  person  convicted  and  sentenced  two  yea*s  since,  for  a 
crime  committed  against  the  laws  of  the  land — the  Committee 
on  Grievances,  after  having  exhaustively  treated  the  case,  said  : 

"We  hold  that  the  membership  of  that  Lodge,  and  especially 
its  officers,  whose  particular  duty  it  is  to  bring  proceedings  of 
this  nature,  have  been  remiss  in  the  performance  of  that  duty, 
not  from  any  want  of  appreciation  or  understanding  of  what 
their  daty  was  in  the  premises,  but  because  they  felt  it  to  be  a 
disagreeable  duty  to  perform. 

"The  matter  having  now  been  brought  to  the  attention  o  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  more  particularly  to  the  officers  and  members 

of "Lodge,  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it 

would  not  be  advisable  for  the  Grand  Lodge  to  take  further  ac- 
tion in  the  premises,  except  to  strongly  recommend  that  the 
Lodge  through  its  proper  officers  take  immediate  action  in  the 
premises,  and  so  far  as  they  can  purge  themselves  and  the  frater- 
nity of  this  Jurisdiction  of  the  'shame  upon  the  Craft,' now  theirs 
by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  the  Lodge  to  take  proper  action  in 
the  case.  Any  further  neglect  on  their  part,  will  incur  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  lead  to  more  drastic  measures 
being  adopted  by  this  body." 

The  committee's  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  were,  in  the  main,  highly 
satisfactory.  In  one  or  two  Lodges  a  lack  of  enthusiasm,  of  in- 
terest even,  was  reported.  Taken  as  a  whole,  the  condition  of 
the  Craft  is  that  of  robust  health. 

The  report  on  Necrology  was  most  appropriate. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master,  Marsh  O.  Perkins,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence,  ie  surely  a  master  in  the  art  of  re- 
viewing. Able  in  argument,  clear  and  forcible  in  expression,he 
never  leaves  any  one  in  doubt  as  to  the  meaning  of  his  utter- 
ances. 

Alabama— 1902— is  generously  accorded  nearly  four  pages  of 
courteous  notice. 

Of  Grand  Master  Russell  M .  Cunningham's  address,  he  says: 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  gives  in  detail  the  varied 
features  of  his  stewardship,  reflecting  a  fund  of  patience  and 
perseverance  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  fully  supplemented  by 
familiarity  with  Masonic  law  and  usage.  Dispensations  innu- 
merable were  sought  of  him  and  decisions  almost  without  num- 
ber. Fourteen  new  Lodges  were  set  to  work  by  letters  of  dis- 
Sensation,  and  three  others  were  or  rani  zed.  Following  these 
etaiis  of  his  otewardahip  is  found  a  learned  disquisition  on  the 
Purposes  of  Masonry*  and  revealing  a  zealous  student  of  the 
schoclof  that  great  Masonic  philosopher  and  philanthropist,  the 
late  Brother  Albert  Pike. 

"All  of  his  decisions,  sixty  in  number,  were  approved  by  Grand 
Lodge,  with  three  or  four  exceptions,  and  make  a  digest  of  Ma- 
sonic law  that  ought  to  be  of  material  aid  to  his  successors  in 
office." 

Quoting  five  of  those  decisions,  Brother  Perkins  pertinently 
says  in  regard  to  one  of  them: 

"A  question  may  be  raised  with  propriety  as  to  the  third,  in- 
asmuch as  after  a  petition  has  been  received  and  referred  to  a 
committee,  it  is  the  property  of  the  Lodge,  and  any  alteration  in 
the  original  either  i  i  form,  signature  or  avouchment,  should  be 
made  with  the  consent  of  the  Lodge." 

The  decision  referred  to  reads  as  follows: 

"A  Master  Mason  who  has  signed  the  application  of  a  peti- 
tioner to  be  made  a  Mason,  but  afterwards  learns  that  the  peti- 
tioner is  unworthy  of  such  endorsement,  may  go  to  the  commit- 
tee and  erase  his  signature  from  the  petition." 

As  to  the  other  four  of  said  decisions,  he  thus  expresses  him 
self: 

"No  one,  we  assume,  will  question  at  all  the  points  involved 
in  the  other  decisions  They  are  not  only  based  on  com  Jion 
sense,  but  upon  common  sense  developed  into  common  Masonic 
law." 

Encomntering  his  remark  concerning  the  writer,  we  are  con. 
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strained  to  let  our  Alabama  Brethren  know  what  so  eminent  a 
reviewer  says  about  their  servant  of  the  qnill: 

"Brother  William  Y.  Titcomb  submits  his  fifth  annual  report 
on  Correspondence,  a  most  comprehensive  review  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  58  Grand  Lodges,  an  independent  and  virile  expres- 
sion of  opinion,  from  which  is  the  following  under  New  Hamp- 
shire:" 

Then  quoting  onr  opinion  that  no  power  on  earth  could  restore 
an  expelled  or  suspended  Brother  to  membership  without  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Lodge,  Brother  Perkins  adds: 

"Brother  Titcomb  is  eternally  right."  (Italics  ours)  "but  the 
Committee"  (Jurisprudence)  "appears  t">  be  questioning  its  own 
stand,  pb  we  are  nnable  to  find  any  report  on  the  subject  in  the 
proceedings  of  Grand  Lodge." 

That  word  "eternally"  staggers  us.    Is  it  a  piece  ot  irony? 

Ah  !  We  have  it:  Brother  Perkins  wrote  the  word,  generally, 
bnt  the  devil  of  the  printer  set  up  the  word,  "eternally." 

All  the  same,  our  Brother  will  please  ac3ept  our  grateful  ap- 
preciation of  his  good  opinion 

Under  Illinois,  Brother  Perkins  thinks  there  is  good  reason  for 
making  Past  Grand  Secretaiies  and  Past  Grand  Treasurers  Per- 
manent Members.  We  fully  concnr.  We  also  agree  with  him, 
and  with  the  Law  Committee  of  Illinois,  that  there  is  no  good 
reason  why  officers  and  past  officers  should  not  be  addressed  by 
their  respective  titles.  We  also  endorse  his  opinion  that  it  is 
neither  necessary  nor  desirable  that  the  Tiler  vote  on  business 
questions  in  the  Lodge  but  that  he  must  vote  on  petitions  for  the 
degrees. 

We  bid  Brother  Perkins  a  reluctant  good-bye,  rejoicing  in  the 
fact  that  we  are  in  accord  with  him  on  so  many  points  of  opin- 
ion.

The  occasion  was  for 
installation  of  the  Grand  Master,  appointment  and  investiture 
of  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  of  the  other  Grand  Officers 

The  addresses  delivered  by  the  installing  officer  and  the  Grand 
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Master  elect  were  happily  conceived  and  well  expressed.     Thirty- 
three  Grand  Representatives  were  present. 

The  presentation  of  a  very  handsome  Jewel  to  V.'.  W.\  Bro. 
Israel,  who  had  been  for  several  years  President  of  the  Board  of 
Benevolence  in  Tasmania,  by  request  of  the  Grand  Master  and 
Grand  Lodge  Officers  of  that  Jurisdiction,  ended  the  exercise*, 
and  Grand  Lodge  was  closed  in  Ample  Form,  with  solemn 
prayer.

Lodges  on  Roll,  279;  Lodges  represented,   268;  Whole  number 

of  members,  14,303;  Gain  over  last  year,  461.

A  portrait  of  Grand  Master  elect,  R.\  W.\  Ed.  N.  Eubank 
adorns  the  initial  page  of  this  neat  volume  of  Proceedings. 

On  the  opening  of  the  Grand  Lodge  it  was  found  that  three 
Past  Grand  Masters,  twenty-four  District  Deputies,  ninety  nix 
Past  Masters,  and  the  Representatives  of  thirty-one  Sister  Grand 
Lodges  were  present,  Alabama  not  being  "in  it." 

We  learn  from  the  Grand  Master's  address  that  he  had  issued 
dispensations  for  five  new  Lodges,  and  had  granted  nineteen 
Special  Dispensations,  but,  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient,  had 
refused  a  great  many. 

The  twelve  decisions  submitted  by  the  Grand  Master  are,  with 
a  single  exception,  good  law.  In  decision  11  he  decided,  "that  a 
Brother  raised  in  a  Lodge,  the  degree  having  been  conferred  at 
the  request  of  another  Lodge,  could  not  dec. are  nimself  a  mem 
ber  of  the  Lodge  that  raised  him,  but  must  be  elected  to  mem 
bership." 

He  intimated^that  this  decision  might  conflict  with  the  method- 
ical digest,  and  recommended  that  Sec.  249  be  changed  to  read 
as  follows!  "A  Brother  raised  in  a  Lodge  ha?*  the  privilege  of  de- 
claring himself  a  member  of  it  at  that  Communication,  unless 
the  degree  is  conferred  at  the  request  of  another  L  dge,  when 
he  can  become  a  me  a  ber  at  the  same  Communication  onl\  by  a 
unanimous  ballot,  and  if  he  fails  t>  d>  no  u  cut  n  n^  h*  bn

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comes  a  non-affiliate.  He  desired  that  this  matter  b  ref  rred 
to  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence. 

In  No.  12,  he  decided:  "that  a  person  who  had  lost  the  little 
finger  of  his  right  hand  was  not  eligible  to  receive  the  degrees  in 
Masonry." 

No.  8  is  as  follows: 

"3.  The  Worshipful  Master  and  Junior  Warden  were  not  pres- 
ent at  a  stated  Communication  of  a  Lodge  The  Senior  Warden 
requested  a  Past  Master  to  open  the  Lodge  and  preside,  which 
he  did.  The  District  -Deputy  Grand  Master  came  in  during  the 
meeting,  and  decided  that  the  Lodge  was  not  legally  opened; 
that  the  Senior  Warden  should  have  opened  the  Lodge  himself, 
and  that  the  word  to  "congregate,"  in  section  181,  meant  to  open 
the  Lodge,  after  which  he  could  ask  a  Past  Master  to  preside.  I 
decided  that  the  Lodge  was  legally  opened,  and  that  the  word  to 
4 'congregate,"  in  Sec.  181,  simply  meant  to  call  the  Lodge  to 
order,  and  even  if  he  he  had  failed  to  do  this,  and  requested  a 
Past  Master  to  open  the  Lodge  and  preside,  the  Lodge  was  legally 
opened,  and  remained  a  legal  body  to  transact  business  under 
the  laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia,  so  long  as  the  Senior 
Warden  was  present."    (Its  lies  ours. ) 

In  onr  hnmble  opinion,  the  foregoing  decision  was  eminently 
correct. 
No.  4  is  as  follows: 

"4.  I  decided  that  the  trustees  of  a  Lodge  had  the  right  to  in* 
voke  the  aid  of  the  courts  to  enforce  their  legal  rights,  even  if 
the  opposing  party  were  a  Mason;  but  that  it  was  beet  form 
Lodge  to  avoid  legal  complications,  if  possible."    Amen! 

Those  Dedications  of  Masonic  Halls,  at  Culpeper  C.  H.  and  at 
Danville,  must  have  been  inspiring  occasions. 

The  three  visitations— to  Alexandria,  Bowling  Green,  and 
Gloucester  C.  H. — reported  were,  without  doubt,  notable  occa- 
sions. 

At  Kilwinning  Crosse  Lodge,  in  Bowling  Green,  after  install- 
ation of  officers,  '  'the  occasion  was  also  made  the  celebration  of 
the  125th  anniversary  of  the  '  onvention  of  the  five  Lodges  that 
met  in  Williamsburg,  June  23,  1777,  to  form  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Virginia." 

During  the  year  the  Grand  Master  laid  two  corner-stones. 

In  accordance  with  action  taken  at  the  last  Grand  Annnal,  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  report  on  the  duties,  his- 
tory and  dignity  of  said  committee,  considered  along  with  the 
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duties  of  the  Committee  on  Propositions.  The  committee  ably 
and  convincingly  discharged  the  task  imposed  upon  it,  and  recom- 
mended that  section  71,  defining  the  duties  of  the  Jurisprudence 
Committee,  be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  71.  To  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  motions  or  resolutions  for  the  amendment  of  existing 
laws  or  the  enactment  of  new  laws,  as  well  as  all  questions  re- 
lating to  Masonic  law  and  usage."    Adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  shows  that  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  is  good.  Net  assets  foot  up 
$15,771.57. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  submitted,  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Proceedings. 

The  following,  if  not  unique,  was,  no  doubt,  grateful  to  the 
feelings  of  the  Grand  Master  presiding: 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote,  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  was  instructed  to  send  a  telegram  to  Mrs.  Kerns, 
extending  our  best  wishes." 

"Whereas,  the  unusual,  if  not  the  unprecedented,  occurrence 
of  the  birth  of  a  son  to  the  M.  \  W.\  Grand  Master,  while  he  was 
sitting  in  the  Grand  East,  has  occurred  during  this  session ; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  congratulations  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Virginia  be  tendered  M .  •.  W.  \  H.  Oscar  Kerns,  and  a  tele- 
gram be  sent  to  Mrs.  Kerns  extending  our  best  wishes." 

A  special  committee,  to  which  was  referred  communication 
from  World's  Fair  Fraternal  Building  Association,  recommended 
that  no  action  thereon  be  taken.     Adopted. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee,  reporting  on  the  question  of 
"waiver  of  jurisdiction  over  profanes  under  certain  circum. 
stances,"  said: 

"The  power  to  waive,  relinquish,  or  transfer  jurisdiction  must 
of  necessity  be  based  on  possession  of  jurisdiction.  A  Lodge 
cannot  waive  or  relinquish  what  it  does  not  possess.  Our  whole 
scheme  for  the  regulation  of  the  admission  of  profanes  into 
Masonry  is  based  upon  three  cardinal  principles: 

(1)  That  all  applications  must  be  voluntary. 

(2)  That  to  obtain  admission  a  profane  must  pass  a  clear  ballot, 
after  at  least  one  month  for  investigation  as  to  his  character. 

(3)  A  profane  must  be  judged  by  those  who  have  had  opportu- 
nity to  know  him  best." 

"The  first  of  these  is  based  on  the  principle  that  we  forbid  the 
soliciting  of  candidates,  not  only  because  the  benefit  is  to  the

candidate  rather  than  to  the  Institution,  but  because  oars  is  the 
oldest  and  most  dignified  of  human  organizations,  and  we  forbid 
Masters  and  members,  hungry  for  new  material,  to  drag  oar  dig- 
dity  into  the  dirt  of  competition  with  modern  societies  organized 
for  business  purposes,  and  whose  life  depeLds,  as  ours  does  not, 
on  numbers  and  a  constant  supply  of  new  members." 

"The  second  is  a  wise  precaution  against  the  use  of  fanlty 
stones  in  our  Mystic  Temple,  and  if  it  could  oaly  be  more  care- 
fully looked  after,  our  members  might  be  less,  but  oar  strength 
would  be  greater." 

"The  third  is  a  vital  essential  to  the  proper  application  of  the 
first  and  second.  *  *  *.  Now,  we  wisely  provide  that  a  pro- 
fane must  apply  to  the  Lodge  nearest  his  residence  by  air  line. 
To  add  strength  to  this  requirement,  we  forbid  any  Lodge  enter 
taining  a  petition  from  one  who  has  not  resided  nearest  it  for 
twelve  months."    *    * 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Virginia  claims  territorial,  not  personal, 
jurisdiction  over  profanes.  Continuing  the  argument  the  com- 
mittee says: 

"If  a  profane  moves  into  another  jurisdiction  he  instantly  loses 
the  right  to  apply  in  the  old  locality,  but  must  reside  in  the  new 
twelve  months  before  he  acquires  the  right  to  apply  there.  The 
Lodge  in  the  old  locality  no  longer  possesses  any  lights  in  the 
case,  because  he  has  left  its  territory,  and.  therefore,  it  possesses 
nothing  to  waive." 

We  have  given  an  imperfect  sketch  of  the  report  on  waiver 
of  jurisdiction,  on  account  of  scaat  space,  but  enough  to  give 
our  readers  an  idea  of  its  scope. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  Address,  reporting  on 
his  rulings,  say: 

"We  commend  most  heartily  all  the  decisions  of  the  Grand 
Master,  except  No.  (>.  From  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  Grand 
Master  in  this  decision  we  are  constrained  to  differ." 

"As  to  the  granting  of  a  dimit.  Section  273  expressly  provides 
that  a  dimit  shall  be  furnished  to  a  dimiting  brother  by  the  Sec- 
retary 'whenever  he  shall  be  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Lodge  or  by 
the  Master.  Decision  l>  construes  the  words,  'by  the  Master/  as 
meaning  'during  Lodge  hours.'  In  said  decision  the  Grand 
Master  goes  on  to  say:  'The  Master  can  order  the  Secretary  to 
issue  the  dimit,  if  there  is  no  objection,  but,  if  there  is  in  objec- 
tion, then  viva  von  vote  of  the  Lodge  is  necessary,  and  it  is  im- 
possible for  a  Master  to  know  if  an  objection  will  be  raised  ex- 
cept at  a  communication  of  his  Lodge.'  " 

The  committee  proceeds  to  explain  its  non- concurrence  in  de- 
cision 6,  thus: 
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"A  dimit  is  a  matter  of  right,  unless  charges  have  been  pre- 
ferred against  the  brother  asking  for  same/' 

"  Masonry  is  voluntary."  (Italics  ours.)  "No  man  who  desires 
to  leave  it  should  or  can  be  retained  in  the  ranks,  unless,  for 
self-protection  he  is  temporarily  retained  for  purposes  of  .disci- 
pline. The  doors  of  Freemasonry  are  barred  inwardly,  but 
always  open  outwardly,  and  no  man  who  desires  to  leave  should 
be  retained  one  minute  when  he  is  clear  of  the  books  and  no 
charges  have  been  preferred  against  him  "    We  concur 

"The  Master  has  been  expressly,  by  Sec.  273,  given  the  right 
to  grant  a  dimit,  and  we  see  no  reason  to  change  the  law.  Either 
the  Lodge  at  ics  session,  or  the  Master  in  interim,  can  be  safely 
trusted  to  see  that  the  simple,  facts  stated  in  a  dimit  are  true. " 
Report  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Appeals  supplied  two  reports  on  one  case — 
a  majority  and  a  minoiity,  5  to  2.  As  we  know  nothing  of  the 
circumstances  of  said  case,  let  it  suffice  to  state  that  the  minority 
report  was  adopted.  (It  is  said  of  Franklin  that,  being  one  of  a 
dinner  party  in  London  once,  when  the  question  arose,  * 'Which 
is  generally  right,  the  majority  or  the  minority  of  voters?"  all 
but  Franklin  gave  their  voices  for  the  latter;  whereupon  he 
gravely  said:  "Gentlemen,  I  rise,  the  wise  minority,  to  decide  this 
question  ') 

The  several  reports  of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  Division  Lectu- 
rers, and  District  Deputies,  were  interesting,  and  for  the  most 
part  highly  encouraging.  The  Deputy  for  15th  District  included 
a  satisfactory  report  in  three  lines.  The  "Historical  Sketch  of 
Atlantic  Lodge  No.  2"  will  be  highly  valued  by  our  Virginia 
brethren. 

The  reports,  of  President  Wellford,  from  the  Board  of  Gov 
ernors  ©f  the  Masonic  Home,  of  the  Secretary,  and  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  same,  merit  close  attention. 

The  endowment  fund  of  the  Home  amounts  to  $12,900.00. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is,  as  usual,  from  the 
hand  of  R.\  W. '.  Joseph  W.  Egglrston,  Chairman,  and  is  a  paper 
replete  with  judicious  comment,  and  with  happy  selection— in 
fact  an  admirable  treasury  of  Masonic  information. 

Alabama  is  kindly  reviewed.  Mank  thanks  for  complimentary 
reference  to  the  writer's  report— 1901. 

If  we  begin  to  notice  further  Bro.  Eggleston's  report,  there's 
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no  telling  where  we'll  stop.     To  his  concluding  question,  we, 
one  of  the  "band  of  scribes,"  answer: 
Certainly.    Don't  mention  U.

WASHINGTON.— 45th  Annual— Tacoma,  June.   1902. 

Active  Lodges  113,  members  6,205— net  gain  400. 
M.  • .  W. '.  Henry  L.  Kennan,  Grand  Master. 

The  initial  pages  of  this!  handsome  volume  are  embellished 
with  portraits  of  M.\  W.\  Brother  Kennan,  and  R.  \  W.  *.  Bro 
Thomas  M.  Reed,  Grand  Secretary. 

When  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters 
were  reported  present,  also  Grand  Representatives  of  thirty-six 
sister  Grand  Lodges,  W.  \  Brother  Henry  S.  Elliott  appearing 
for  Alabama. 

The  number  of  Lodges  represented  was  one  hundred  eight  oat 
of  the  whole  number  118.    A  good  representation. 

The  Annual  Address  of  Grand  Master  Kennan — covering  a 
little  over  twelve  pages,  was  a  thoroughly  good  business-like 
paper,  embracing  everything  that  demanded  his  attention,  and  it 
possessed  the  undoubted  merit  of  not  being  embellishment  in  the 
way  of  "rhetorical  pyrotechnics." 

Fitting  mention  was  made  of  the  Fraternal  Dead.  Three  cor- 
ner stones  had  been  laid.  Four  official  visitations  were  all  that 
he  had  been  able  to  make.  Those  four  were  highly  satisfactory. 
He  had,  by  proxy,  dedicated  one  Lodge  Hall,  and  constituted 
three  Lodges.  The  report  of  the  Constitution  of  White  Pass 
Lodge  No.  113  at  Ska^way,  Alaska,  was  exceedingly  interesting. 

Quite  a  number  of  dispensations  had  been  granted  for  removal 
of  Lodges.  The  M.\  W. '.  had  granted  five  dispensations  for  the 
formation  of  as  many  new  Lodges. 

A  dispensation  granting  permission  to  confer  the  Master  Mason 
degree  upon  a  tea-faring  brother,  had  been  issued,  bat  five,  for 
working  out  of  time,  were  very  properly  refused — one  of  these 
was  for  conferring  all  three  degrees  upon  a  sailor,  in  one  even- 
ing.    "Pro-di-gi-ousl" 

The  Grand  Master's  fourteen  decisions  submitted,  'are,  no 
doubt  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  his  Jurisdiction,  and  good 
Masonic  law,  with  one  exception  perhaps,  viz: 
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'The  owner  of  a  wharf  and  warehouse  where  steamboats  land 
freight  for  merchants,  and  wt  o  in  his  capacity  of  wharfinger  re- 
ceives beer  and  other  liquors  in  his  warehouse  and  delivers  the 
same  to  the  consi  nees,  and  in  some  cases  acts  as  agent  for  brew- 
eries or  wholesale  dealers  in  collectiny  money  and  transmitting 
the  same"  (italics  ours)  is  not  a  person  engaged  in  the  sale  of 
intoxicating  liquors,  and  is  eligible  for  the  degrees  of  Freema  - 
sonry  in  this  Jurisdiction  so  far  as  his  business  is  concerned." 

The  foregoing  seems  to  be  a  distinction  without  a  difference: 
if  there  is  a  difference,  it  consists  in  the  fact  that,  in  the  case  in 
point  the  baneful  influence  exerted  is  more  widespread  than  in 
the  case  of  a  single  saloon  keeper. 

We  might  remark  that  we  suppose  it  may  be  good  law  in  Wash- 
ington that  "it  is  not  necessary  to  ballot  on  the  petition  of  one 
found  after  reception  of  report  of  investigating  committee 
by  the  Lodge,  ineligible  by  reason  of  his  being  a  saloon  keeper/' 
but  in  Alabama,  a  petition  for  the  degrees  reported  on  by  the 
committee  can  be  finally  '     posed  of  only  by  the  ballot. 

The  Grand  Master  has  nought  it  be3t  to  refer  the  communi- 
cation from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Switzerland  (Alpina)  to  the 
Grand  Lodge  instead  of  making  immediate  reply  thereto,  of  his 
own  motion. 

He  was  warmly  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a  Masonic 
Home  just  as  soon  as  financial  conditions  would  justify  the 
same. 

He  intimated  that  some  few  jurisdictions  still  withheld  fra- 
ternal intercourse  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  and  said : 

"I  believe  we  have  fully  performed  our  pari;  in  declaring  our 
firm  adherence  to  the  fundamental  principles  involved  and  can 
only  wait  with  patience  until  they  fully  comprehend  the  correct- 
ness of  our  position  and  the  sincerity  of  our  intentions." 

The  Grand  Master  closed  his  address  with  a  well-merited  com- 
pliment to  M.\  W.\  Thomas  M.*  Reed,  the  efficient  Grand  Sec- 
retary. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  Grand  Lodge  Assets  (June  4, 
1902)— total  cash  on  hand  $11,040.08,  total  warrants  and  interest 
$2,923.33,  making  a  grand  total  of  $13,923  41. 

The  Grand  Secretary,  in  his  report,  gave  some  important  ad- 
vice in  regard  to  the  Library,  At  present  he  is,  ex  officio,  Libra- 
rian, but  his  ever  increasing  duties  as  Grand  Secretary  do  not 
admit  of  his  discharging  certain  important  functions  of  Libra- 
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rian,  and  he  suggested  the  appointment  of  a  regular  Librarian 
with  a  reasonable  compensation. 

The  Grand  Orator  was  requested  to  furnish  a  copy  of  his  inter- 
esting oration  on  Masonry,  to  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings. 

The  Committee  on  Grievances  and  Appeals  made  a  few  reports 
which  were  severally  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Obituaries  was  feelingly  elo- 
quent.   Adopted. 

M.\  W.  .  Brother  Wm.  H.  Upton  offered  a  resolution  providing 
that  $5u.00or  the  necessary  amount,  shall  be  appropriated  from 
the  General  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  depositing  the  cremated 
remains  of  Past  Grand  Master  David  £.  Bailey,  who  died  in 
California,  in  an  urn  in  a  niche  in  the  Columbarium  at  San 
Francisco,  and  for  marking  the  spot  with  a  euitable  inscription. 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Finance.  Report  of  said  Committee 
favorable—  adopted. 

The  decisions,  14  in  number,  of  the  Grand  Master,  were  all 
except  three  approved  by  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  and 
of  the  three  excepted  slight  modifications  were  recommended. 
One  of  said  three  decisions  was  that  one  in  relation  to  the  dispo- 
sition of  a  petition  for  the  degrees  when  it  was  found  out,  after 
the  report  of  the  investigating  committee  had  been  received,  that 
the  applicant  was  ineligible  on  account  of  his  being  a  liquor 
seller,  and  it  was  ruled  by  the  Grand  Master  that  a  ballot  on  said 
petition  was  not  necessary. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment thereto: 

'  'It  is  not  necessary  to  ballot  upon  the  petition  of  a  candidate 
for  the  degrees  who,  f  >r  any  reason ,  is  not  eligible  to  be  made  a 
Mason,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  his  ineligibility  was  not 
ascertained  until  the  report  of  the  investigating  committee  was 
received  by  the  Lodge." 

The  Jurispudence  Committee's  report  was  adopted. 

Past  Grand  Mastei,  Stephen  J.  Chad  wick  presented  the  report 
on  correspondence  which  was  ordered  printed  in  the  Proceed- 
ings. 

Charters  were  granted  to  seven  new  Lodges,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Committee  on  Charters  and  New  Lodges. 

All  the  Grand  Master's  dispensations  and  refusals  of  dispensa- 
tions, were  approved,  on  recommendation  of  the  committee  re 
porting  on  the  same. 
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The  Grand  Lodge  accepted  an  invitation  to  join  in  the  semi- 
centennial celebration  of  Olympia  Lodge  No.  1,  and  the  incom- 
ing Grand  Master  was  authorized  to  act  in  the  arrangement  for 
the  celebration  of  the  establishment  of  Free  Masonry  north  of 
of  the  Columbia  Riv  -r  and  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains. 

The  next  Aniual  Communication  will  be  held  at  the  city  of 
Seattle. 

The  substance  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Masonic 
Home  was  to  th*  effect  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  erect  a  Home 
at  present,  but  th.it  Grand  Lodge  should  devote  itself  to  the 
effort  to  raise  a  fund  out  of  which,  in  time,  and  when  necessary 
a  Home  can  be  built. 

Many  individual  Masons  had  assured  the  committee  that  they 
stood  ready  to  contribute  to  the  Fund  provided  the  Grand  Lodge 
did  not  go  into  debt  to  establish  a  Home. 

The  committee  recommended  continuance  of  last  year's  plan, 
another  year,  and  that  all  funds  on  hand  or  to  be  collected,  be 
invested  in  approved  SUte  or  Municipal  securities,  under  direc- 
tion of  Grand  Treasurer  and  said  committee.  Adopted.  The 
Grand  Representatives  present  were  welcomed  and  received  with 
the  Grand  Honors. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Masonic  Correspondence— (we  rather  like  the 
term— "Masonic  Correspondence")  was  submitted  by  Past  Grand 
Master,  Stephen  James  Chad  wick,  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, in  a  review  of  fifty-seven  Grand  Lodge  "Proceedings," 
covering  134  pages  of  print.  That  this  report  is  a  scholarly  one, 
full  of  good  sense,  conservative,  goes  without  saying  when  its 
contents  have  been  perused. 

Alabama  leceives  nearly  three  pages  of  kindly  notice  (Pro- 
ceedings of  1901.)  The  reviewer  quotes  Grand  Master  R.  M. 
Cunningham  on  his  forty-eight  dispensations  to  confer  degrees 
out  of  time — a  few  of  these  being  for  the  accommodation  of 
candidates  about  to  leave  the  Jurisdiction,  but  the  much  larger 
number  for  accommodation  of  the  Lodges  which  wanted  the 
degrees  conferred  at  Masonic  Conferences,  by  the  Committee  on 
Work,  &c;  dispensations  having  been  "denied  in  several  instan- 
ces for  what  I  deemed  good  and  sufficient  reasons."  Whereupon 
Brother  Chadwick  observes : 

"Not  being  noted,  we  cannot  conceive  a  possible  reason  for  ex- 
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ception  to  this  wholesale  practice.    If  it  is  right  to  confer  de 
grees  oat  of  time,  for  display,  or  on  circus  day.  no  "good  and 
sufficient  reasons'  should  embarrass  the  Grand  Master;  under 
snch  a  rule  a  reason  is  a  mere  triviality." 

"We  commend  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alabama  the  remarks 
of  Brother  Titcoinb,  its  able  reviewer,  commenting  on  the  Schley 
case !" 

Then  he  reproduces  said  remarks  which  were  as  follows : 

"Well  said,  Broth  ej ;  if  Masonry  be  a  mere  bauble  to  be  tossed 
into  the  lap  of  any  one  asking  it,  why!  then,  decent  (with  a  pre- 
fix) haste  is  well  enough,  but  if  it  is  a  lofty  science,  profound  in 
its  mysteries,  the  most  exalted  of  our  citizens  should  make  his 
steps  into  our  sacred  temple  with  deliberation  and  watchful 
care." 

Brother  Chad  wick  quite  agrees  with  our  Grand  Master  in  sev- 
eral of  his  decisions,  some  of  which  he  quotes. 

He  pays  Grand  Secretary  Beauchamp  richly  deserved  compli- 
ment. 

His  very  kind  compliments  upon  the  Alabama  report  on  cor- 
respondence are  gratefully  appreciated,  j 

We  thank  him  for  his  correction  of  our  understanding  as  to  a 
certain  Washington  decision.    We  stand  corrected. 

We  say,  Good  Bye  to  Brother  Chadwick  with  unfeigned  regret. 
There  is  much  in  his  fine  report,  which  we  would  like  to  place 
before  our  readers,  and  much  which  commands  our  assent . 

We  shall,  however,  simply  add  that  it  is  a  matter  regretted  by 

us  that  he  should  feel  called  upon  to  pen  the  following:    (Under 

Colorado.) 

"Our  expererience  with  Texas,  coupled  with  contemporane- 
ous testimony,  makes  us  believe  that  the  idea  that  a  'Southerner 
is  always  a  gentleman,'  does  not  pertain  to  Texas.  Texa»  really 
does  not  belong  to  the  South  any  way;  she  broke  into  the  South 
from  Mexico,  and  her  Masonry  is  quite  on  a  par  with  that  of 
Mexico— Masonry  in  name  only." 

Our  impressions  of  Texan  Masonry  are  very  different.

On  opening  this  volume  of  Proceedings  we  find  it  embellished 
with  portraits  of  Giaad  Master  elect  E.  M.  Turner,  and  Past 
Grand  Master  Samuel  N.  Myers,  present  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  several  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  members  being 
reported  present,  Grand  Lodge  was  opened  in  Ample  Form.  The 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty-five  sister  Jurisdictions,  Ala- 
bama not  being  "in  it,"  were  received  and  welcomed  in  the 
usual  manner.  It  may  as  well  be  stated  that  there  were  1 1  Past 
Grand  Master?,  14  D.  D.  G.  M.'s,  12  D.  D.  G.  L.'s,  and  40  Past 
Masters,  also  present. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master, commenting  on  the  personnel 
of  the  Grand  Body  before  him,  said: 

"Masonry  needs  no  apology  for  existing,  since  it  can  bring  to- 
gether from  all  parts  of  our  State  such  a  body  of  men  as  this." 

He  tenderly  referred  to  the  death  of  R.\  W.\  Hugh  Sterling, 
also  to  the  passing  away  of  the  late  Grand  Tiler,  Brother  Timo- 
thy Bliss. 

He  had  issued,  as  recommended  by  Grand  Lodge,  five  charters 
to  as  many  Lodges,  also  one  duplicate  charter— original  de- 
stroyed by  fire. 

Nineteen  special  dispensations  had  been  granted  (only  three  of 
these  being  to  waive  time  in  conferring  degrees),  but,  for  good 
reason  shown,  dispensation  to  form  a  Lodge  and  one  to  permit  a 
Lodge  to  confer  the  three  degrees  at  the  same  communication, 
were  refused. 

Nine  special  communications  had  been  held  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  corner-stones;  two  for  constituting  Lodges,  and  one  to 
attend  funeral  of  Brother  Timothy  Bliss. 

Only  one  decision  was  submitted,  and  it  was  endorsed  by  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge. 

November  10, 1902,  Grand  Treasurer  held  cash  balance  £5,958,- 
68,  of  which  $2,245.72  belonged  to  the  Masonic  Home  Fund. 

Grand  Secretary  G.  W.  Atkinson  deserves,  and  no  doubt  re- 
ceives, high  commendation  at  the  hands  of  his  Brethren. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  who  is  in  a  position  to  form  a  coirect 
judgment  on  the  matter,  suggested  that  the  offices  of  District 
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Deputy  Grand  Master  and  District  Deputy  Grand   Lecturer  be 
merged.     That  suggestion  strikes  as  as  eminently  judicious. 

The  reports  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M  's  and  D.  D.  G.  L.'s  indicated 
good  condition  of  the  Craft  in  West  Virginia 

One  remark  in  the  report  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M  ,  for  the  4th  Dis- 
trict relates  to  something  which  might  be  considered  unique, 
viz:  That  in  one  Lodge  "nearly  all  the  members  are  ahead  with 
their  due's  some  as  much  as  seven  years." 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  a  Masonic  Home,  who  had 
long  labored  in  the  cause  of  establishing  such  institution,  earn- 
estly strove  to  secure  action  in  that  direction  on  the  part  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  ;  but  after  considerable  discussion  pro  and  con,  the 
caid  chairman,  despairing  of  the  accomplishment  of  such  object, 
"moved  that  the  matter  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Carried/' 
Thus  ended  for  the  present,  at  least,  the  mitter  of  establishing  a 
Masonic  Home  within  this  State.  Cause — rarity  of  such  needs 
in  W.  Va,,  as  a  Masonic  Home  supplies. 

Next  Grand  Lodge  will  be  held  in  Clarksburg. 

The  Committee  on  Educational  Fund  reported  that  no  appli- 
cations for  assistance  had  been  made,  and  no  occasion  had  arisen 
for  applying  any  of  the  funds  during  the  year. 

A  portrait  of  Brother  Nathan  B.  Scott  (United  States  Senato  r 
from  West  Virginia, )  also  appears  in  this  volume,  Brother  Scot  t 
has  promised  to  give  $5,000.00  to  a  Masonic  Home  as  so  on  ae 
work  on  erection  of  the  same  is  begun. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  and  present  Grand  Secretary,  George  W. 
Atkinson,  Chairman  of  the  Correspondence  Committee,  submit- 
ted an  excellent  report  (261  p.  p.)  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
sixty-two  Grand  Lodges.  This  is  his  seventeenth  annual  report. 
Courteous  and  discriminating,  Brother  Atkinson  never  fails  to 
prepare  a  first-class  paper  for  the  information  of  Masonic  stu 
dents.  His  "Introductory  Remarks"  are  "sound  to  the  core" 
and  merit  careful  consideration . 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  however,  suggested  by  his  reference  to 
the  subjects  of  "physical  qualifications,"  perpetual  jurisdiction 
over  rejected  material, and  non-affiliation,  &c.,th*t  how  much  so- 
ever those  questions  are  agitated,  it  will  be  a  long,  long  time  ere 
there  will  be  only  one  mind  concerning  them.     We  are  with  yon 
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on  Mexican  Masonry,  Brother  Atkinson,  and  as  we  believe,  on 
the  Grand  Orient  of  Belgium. 

Alabama — 1901—  receives  about  two  and  a  half  pages  of  frater- 
nal notice.  The  reviewer  quotes  what  Grand  Master  R.  M.  Cun- 
ningham said  on  the  subject  of  physical  qualifications,  and  adds: 

"I  desire  to  add  that  his  ideas  are  exactly  mine  on  this  impor- 
tant subject." 

He  pays  high  tribute  to  the  late  Grand  Secretary,  H.  C.  Arm- 
strong, and  says  that  Brother  George  A  Beauchamp,  his  succes- 
sor, "has  taken  hold  of  the  work  in  a  most  enthusiastic  manner." 
He  compliments  Brother  Beauchamp  on  his  field  work,  and  says: 

"He  will  evidently  have  his  impress  on  the  Masonry  of  his 
State." 

We  thank  our  good  Brother  for  his  complimentary  reference 
to  the  Alabama  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  His  good 
opinion  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  writer. 

At  the  close  of  the  volume  he  give9  us  the  magnificent  address 
of  P.  G.  M.  Brother  R.  T.  W.  Duke  of  Virginia,  at  the  laying  of 
the  corner-el  one  of  Lewisburg  Female  Institute.  It  is  too  long 
to  reproduce  here,  and  a  mere  snap  shot  at  it  would  be  rankest 
injustice.

At  the  Grand  Communication  under  review  there  were  pres 
ent,  with  the  Grand  Officers  and  a  quorum  of  representatives  of 
Subordinate  Lodges,  fourteen  Past  Grand  Masters,  twenty-seven 
other  Past  Grand  Officers,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  forty- 
seven  Grand  Lodges,  Alabama's  Representative  not  being  re 
ported  as  present. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  Master  it  is  learned  that  dis- 
pensations for  six  new  Lodges  had  been  granted — that  twelve 
Special  Communications  had  been  held:  1,  fuceral  of  Bro.  M.  L.

Youngs;  1,  for  laying  corner-stone;  4,  for  constituting  Lodges, 
and  6,  for  dedicating  Lodge  Halls. 

Eighty  dispensations  had  been  granted,  but  a  number  had  been 
refused. 

Among  the  Grand  Master's  thirteen  decisions  we  note  as  inter- 
esting for  our  readers,  the  1st,  2d  and  12th.     They  are,  in  sab- 
stance,  as  follows: 

"I." 

'Question.  Can  the  W.  M..  S.  W.,  and  J.  W.,no  other  Mason 
being  present,  open  a  Lodge  of  Master  Masons  and  act  upon  a 
petition  for  degrees?" 

"Answer.  Yes.  But  the  practice  is  censurable.  There  is  an 
unwritten  law  that  seven  Master  Masons,  one  of  whom  must  be 
one  of  the  first  three  officers  of  the  Lodge,  constitute  a  quorum 
for  business  in  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge.  I  have  been  unable  to 
find  any  authority  for  this  law.  The  Constitution,  Laws  and 
Edicts  of  the  Grand  Lodge  are  silent  upon  the  subject.  We  are 
therefore  forced  to  have  recourse  to  the  Ritual  of  the  Order, 
which  says,  "Three  constitute  a  Master  Mason's  Lodge." 

"II." 

"Qmstion.  Was  the  written  ballot  legal,  when,  objection  to 
the  advancement  of  a  Brother  E.  A-  being  acted  upon,  the  W.  M. 
ordered  a  written  ballot  to  be  taken,  which  resulted  in  favor  of 
advancement?" 

'Answer.  Yes  Sec  7,  Art.  X  says,  'If  objection  is  to  ad- 
vancement, the  W.  M.  shall  order  a  ballot  to  be  taken  at  the 
next  regular  commutiication,  &c.'  Literally  followed  by  the 
W.  M.  It  may  be  fairly  inferred  fiom  Sec.  7,  Art.  X,  that  a 
ball  ballot  was  contemplated,  but  as  the  Article  does  not  specify 
a  ball  ballot,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  secret,  written  ballot 
should  not  invalidate  :,he  proceedings  of  the  Lodge." 

"XII. M 

"According  to  appointment,  there  was,  at  a  certain  Lodge,  a 
meeting  of  P.  M.s,  on  December  20, 1902,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
ferring the  P.  M.  Degree  upon  the  W.  M.  elect.  Objection  was 
made  to  the  conferring  of  the  degree,  because,  as  was  said,  no 
P.  M.  Lodge  can  be  convened  except  by  the  Grand  Master,  or  by 
a  P.  M.  having  the  Grand  Master's  permission  " 

The  questioner  and  two  actual  P.  M's  being  the  only  ones 
present  who  had  not  received  this  degree  in  a  R  A.  Chapter, 
were  informed  by  the  Chapter  Masons  present  that  they  could 
not  sit  in  a  Lodge  thus  convened,  and  would  therefore  have  to 
withdraw.  It  was  asked  what  their  rights,  privileges  and  duties 
were,  on  said  Dec.  20th,  when  there  were  ten  P.  M.s  present  to 
confer  said  degree. 
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The  answer  of  the  Grand  Master  was  to  the  following  effect: 

"The  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter  cannot  be  brought  into 
conflict  as  to  the  P.  M.'s  degree.  The  Grand  Lodge  knows  only 
actual  Past  Masters,  Its  tradition  is  that  'A  convocation  of 
P.  M.s  may  be  opened  anywhere,  when  three  actual  P.  M.s  are 
present,  and  the  P.  M.'s  degree  conferred  as  apart  of  the  installa- 
tion ceremony. '  The  obligation  is  all  that  in  necessary,  and  vir- 
tual or  Chapter  P.  M.s  may  be  pre* en t."  *  *  »  *  *  "It  is 
rather  a  startling  proposition  for  brethren  to  exercise  a  preroga- 
tive in  establishing  what  they,  without  true  knowledge  of  Ma- 
sonic affairs,  desire  to  have  their  brethren  accept  as  law." 

And  ho  proceeds  to  mildly  roast  those  virtual  [P.  M.s  referred 
to  in  his  decision. 

Since  1894  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  has  annually  placed 
$200.00  to  be  used  by  the  Grand  Master  for  charitable  purposes. 

The  Grand  Secretary  of  Grand  Lodge  of  Wisconsin  deserves 
the  applause  of  his  brethren  for  efficient,  faithful  work. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  balance  wa9$13, 170.42,  which  sum  was 
by  cheque,  turned  over  to  the  Grand  Trustees.  The  latter  body 
reported  balance  on  hand  of  the  Charity  Fund  $2,485.08. 

These  proceedings  contain  a  noble  memorial  of  the  late  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Lecturer,  Mel? in  S.  Youngs. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Dispensations, 
Charters  were  granted  to  the  six  Lodges  U.  D. 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence  recommended  ap 
proval  of  all  the  decisions  of  the  Grand  Master,  except  the  first 
and  twelfth.  As  to  the  first,  the  committee  recommended  that, 
after  striking  out  all  after  the  answer,  "Ye3,"  it  be  approved. 

We  imagine  it  would  not  be  easy  to  find  a  Master  and  his 
Wardens  who  would  have  the  hardihood  to  act  upon  a  petition 
for  degrees,  when  no  other  person  should  be  present.  Indeed,  to 
put  it  mildly,  such  action  would  be,  not  only  as  Dominie  Samp- 
son was  wont  to  exclaim,  "pro  di  gi-ous,"  but  also  monstrous. 

The  committee  recommended  that  "No.  12  be  disapproved  in 
part. "  It  appears  by  the  question  that  only  two  actual  Past 
Masters  were  present  with  the  Worshipful  Master 4  elect.  The 
presence  of  at  least  three  actual  Past  Masters  is  essential  to  the 
opening  of  a  convocation  of  Past  Masiers.  The  Worshipful 
Master  should  not  have  proceeded  before  securing  the  presence 
of  three  actual  Past  Masters.  No  permission  from  the  Grand 
Master  is  necessary.  The  so-called  degree  of  Past  Master  is 
simply  a  part  of  the  installation  ceremony  of  the  Master-elect, 
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and  any  one  who  is  authorized  to  install  the  officers  of  a  Lodge 
has  authority  to  call  a  convocation  of  actual  Past  Masters  and 
confer  upon  the  Master-elect  the  secrets  of  the  chair,  or,  as  it  is 
more  usually  termed,   the  Past   Master's  Degree.     We  cannot 
astenc  to  the  statement  that  the  obligation  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary,  for  we  consider  the  means  of  recognition  also  essential. 
Some  years  ago  this  Grand  Lodge  held  that  a  virtual  Past  Master 
might  be  present  at  a  convocation  of  P  ist  Masters.  This  position 
is  contrary  to  sound  principles  of  Masonic  law,  and  is  not  sup- 
ported by  the  writings  of  any  Masonic  jurist.    It  is  fonnded  on 
neither    reason    nor   authority.    Those  who   are  virtual   Past 
Masters  only,  have  no  right  as  suzh  outside  of  a  Chapter  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  should  not  be  permitted  to  be  present 
at  a  convocation  of  actual  Past  Masters." 

The  committee  approved  the  several  dispensations  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

To  several  questions  propounded  the  committee  gave  answers, 
which,  had  we  the  ppa^e  to  spare,  should  be  copied.  The  entire 
report  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  was  adopted. 

Committee  on  Obituary  included  in  its  report  a  tribute  to  the 
memory  of  Pa3t  Grand  Master  John  Lloyd  Spinks,  of  Mississippi. 
This  was  done  at  the  instance  of  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Mississippi. 

A  Past  Grand  Master's  Jewel  was  ordered  for  the  retiring 
Grand  Master,  Bro.  D  McL.  Miller. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

Past  Grand  Master  Aldro  Jenks,  Chairman  of  the  Correspond- 
ence Committee,  nubmitshis  sixth,  able,  lucid  and  discriminating 
report,  reviewing  the  proceedings  cf  sixty -one  Grand  Lodges — 
two  of  these  for  2  yea:rs. 

Alabama -1902  gets  three  and  one-half  pages  of  fraternal 
notice. 

The  reviewer,  quoting  some  of  Grand  Master  Russell  M.  Cun- 
ningham's decisions,  siys  in  reference  to  one  of  them: 

"The  decision  which  held  that  a  Lodge  may  refuse  to  receive 
a  petition  was  disapproved  bv  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence, 
and  their  disapproval  was  sustained  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We 
think,  however,  that  the  Grand  Master  was  right,  aud  fail  to 
perceive  wherein  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  cited  makes 
it  necessary  for  a  Lodge  to  receive  every  petition  presented  to  it. 
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We  should  say  the  clause  quoted  simply  prescribes  the  procedure 
to  be  followed  when  the  Lodge  had  consented  to  receive  the  pe- 
tition." 

With  all  due  deference  to  our  eminent  Brother  in  Wisconsin, 
we  must,  respectfully,  disagree  with  him  as  to  the  meaning  of 
Sec.  8,  Art.  VI,  of  our  Constitution,  which  declares  that  "All 
petitions  for  affiliation  or  inititation  shall  be  recommended  and 
vouched  for  by  two  Master  Masons,  members  of  the  Lodge,  and 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  committee,  &c."  It  is  plain 
English,  according  to  our  understanding,  and  mandatory  in 
character.  We  think  our  Law  Committee  and  our  Grand  Lodge 
were  right  in  regard  to  that  matter. 

Brother  Jenks  confesses  to  being  somewhat  mystified  by  the 
decision  that  "a  Past  Master  holding  a  dimit  cannot  open 
a  Lodge  or  install  officers. "  Wipe  your  glasses,  Brother,  and 
look  again  at  those  words.  We  trust  you  will  then  think  their 
meaning  "as  plain  as  the  nose  on  a  man's  face." 

Brother  Jenks  is  eo  kind  as  to  throw  the  writer  a  sweet-scented 
bouquet.  Be  will  permit  us  to  express  our  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment of  his  complimentary  reference  to  the  Alabama  F.  C.  Re- 
port. 

It  is  hardly  worth  while  to  rake  up  the  embers  of  a  controversy 
which  is  not,  now,  a  business  issue;  so  let's  agree  to  disagree 
about  the  "necessity  for  actual  presence  of  the  Charter/' 

We  have  found  so  many  things  in  this  instructive  report  it  is 
desirable  to  extract,  that  we  give  up  in  despair  of  having  room 
for  them. 

We  cannot,  however,  forbear  expressing  our  strong  dissent 
from  his  opinion  in  regard  to  restoration  of  a  suspended  Mason, 
as  it  appears  in  the  following  under  New  Himpshire: 

"Under  Alabama  he  (Bro.  A.  S.  Wait)  expresses  the  opinion 
that  in  the  case  of  restoration  of  a  Brother  from  a  suspension  by 
a  Lodge,  it  must  have  the  effect  to  restore  the  Brother  to  his  full 
former  status,  including  membership  in  his  Lodge,  and  in  this 
opinion  we  coincide..'

This  volume  of  proceedings  is  a  beauty — such  print  is  good  for 
the  eyes.  The  portrait  of  the  Outgoing  Grand  Master  and  his 
immediate  successor  embellish  these  pages. 

Committee  on  Credentials  reported  present,  besides  the  Grand 
Officers  and  a  quorum  of  representatives,  six  Past  Grand  Masters, 
and  eighteen  Past  Masters.  ( Wyomiag  presents  no  list  of  Grand 
Representatives. ) 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  a  faithful  account  of  the 
doings  of  his  office  during  the  past  year. 

He  had  refused  a  few  requests  for  dispensations  to  confer  de- 
grees out  of  time,  but,  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient,  had  granted 
six,  of  like  import. 

His  few  decisions  submitted,  were  conformable  to  the  laws  of 
his  Jurisdiction,  meeting  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Juris- 
prudence and  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Among  those  decisions  we  note  the  following: 

"Oar  Grand  Lodge  by-laws,  Sec.  89,  make  it  the  imperative 
duty  of  Lodges  to  restrain  intemperance,  but  do  not  provide  for, 
nor  contemplate  any  action  being  taken  in  the  case  of  a  Mason 
engaging  in  the  saloon  business." 

Possibly  the  question  of  duty  on  the  Lodge's  part  in  such  a 
case,  is  a  nice  one.  A  Mason  who  sets  up  a  drinking  saloon,  es- 
pouses a  cause  which  his  Lodge  antagonizes,  and  he  thereby  ex- 
erts, knowingly,  an  influence  detrimental  to  the  Lodge.  Re- 
monstrance failing  to  cause  him  to  desist  from  a  purpose  which 
the  Lodge  unequivocably  condemns,  why  should  he  not  be  driven 
out  of  that  society  of  which  he  becomes  an  open  enemy?' 

Grand  Secretary  Brother  W.  S.  Euykendall  keeps  the  affairs 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  excellent  shape. 

September  3, 1902,  the  Grand  Treasurer  had  a  balance  of  $3,- 
435.11. 

A  list  of  resolutions  setting  forth  what  Bodies  were  recognized 
as  Masonic  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Wyoming,  and  what  were 
not  so  recognized,  was  adopted. 

A  Master  Mason  having  joined  any  spurious  body,  has  three 
months  c  f  grace  in  which  to  renounce  said  spurious  body. 
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Appeals  and  Grievances  Committee  made  a  short  report,  which, 
with  slight  amendment,  was  adopted. 

Provision  was  made  for  securing  the  services  of  one  or  more 
competent  lecturers,  to  lecture  the  Lodges  on  the  Aacieat  Land- 
marks, and  to  deliver  a  lecture  on  the  subject  of  Masonry  in 
in  general,  to  which  friends  of  Masons  might  be  invited. 

All  Lodges  were  requested  to  drape  their  emblems  in  mourn 
ing  for  thirty  days,  in  respect  to  the  memory  of  Past  Grand  Mas- 
ter James  H.  Hayford. 

The  next  Annual  Com  muni  nation  will  be  held  in  the  city  of 
Newcastle. 

There  will  be  no  excuse  for  ignorance  of  the  law  on  the  part  of 
Lodge  officers,  since  this  volume  contains  the  Constitution,  By- 
Laws  and  Standing  Resolutions  of  the  Jurisdiction. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  was,  as  usual,  submitted  by  R.\ 
W.  *.  Brother  W.  S.  Kuydendall,  committee,  consisting  of  a  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  Sister  Grand  Lodges,  covering  107 
pages.    Alabama— 1901 — being  included. 

Brother  Euykendall  is  a  clear  and  forcible  writer.  It  does  one 
good  to  read  his  opinions,  even  though  on  some  few  points  one 
may  be  holding  a  different  view.  It  is  a  pleasure  and  a  stimulus 
to  the  writer  to  find  himself  in  accord  with  the  thoughtful  re- 
viewer of  Wyoming  in  several  positions  he  takes. 

Copying  several  of  our  Grand  Master's  decisions  the  reviewer 
says: 

*  ''We  concur  in  all  except  No.  6,"  (which  asserts  that  any  mem- 
ber of  a  Lodtre,  including  the  Master,  has  the  right  to  demand  a 
new  ballot  without  giving  any  reason  therefor.)  "which  is  out  of 
the  ordinary,  especially  if  the  ballot  has  been  declared.  We 
doubt  if  such  is  the  rule  in  any  other  Jurisdiction  A  Lodge 
meeting"  (alluding  to  No.  27,  which  says  a  Lodge  may  hold  its 
meetings  on  the  first  floor  of  a  suitable  building,)  "should  never 
be  held  on  the  first  floor  if  it  can  be  avoided.  No.  70"  (which 
declares  that  a  brother  who  has  been  reinstated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Masonry,  is  thereby  re- 
stored to  membership  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  from  which  he 
was  suspended  or  expelled)  "was  not  approved.  Action  thereon 
was  deferred  until  next  annual,  when  we  trust  it  will  be  ap- 
proved. We  have  contended  for  years,  as  our  reports  show,  that 
such  reinstatement  should  in  every  case  b^  to  Lodge  member- 
ship. As  our  Brother  reporter  Titcomb  seems  to  have  miscon 
strued  our  position,  we  again  state  it,  viz:    Where  a  memberhas 
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been  expelled  and  seeks  reinstatement  or  restoration,  he  sho  nld 
petition  his  Lodge,  if  expelled  thereby,  to  seek  permission  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  to  reinstate  him.     If  a  unanimous  ballot  favors  the 
petition  the  Lodge  should  petition  the  Grand  Lxlge  for  permis- 
sion to  reinstate  him  to  his  former  membership  in  the  Lodge.  In 
case  the  ballot  is  not  unanimous,  the  petition  shall  be  rejected 
and  farther  proceedings  stopped.     If  expelled  by  a  Lodge  ether 
than  his  own.  then  boti  Ladies  should  by  a  unanimous  ballot 
petitioQ  Grand  Lodge  in  his  behalf  with  the  same  result.     In  a 
case  where  the.  Grand  Lodge  has  been  compelled  to   expel  a 
Lodge  member  direct  tliere  shall  be  no  reinstatement  thereby  until 
the  Lodge  shall  tfirouyh  a  unanimous  ballot"  (italics   ours)  "petition 
tfierefor,  and  it  shall  only  b*  to  Lodge  membership,  the   Grand 
Lodge  being  in  all  cases  the  judge  as  to  reinstatement.    No  Lodge 
shall  reinstate  an  expelled  member  without  consent  of  Grand 
Lodge,  and  the  latter  shall  only  provide  for  reinstatement  to 
membership  in  his  Lodge.     We  believe  when  a  member  has  been 
expelled  every  Mason  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Jurisdiction  is  inter- 
ested in  his  case,  and  as  to  whether  or  not  he  shall  regain  good 
standing  and  the  representatives  in  Grand  Lodge  assembled  com- 
pose the  tribunal  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  Lodge  shall  be 
permitted  to  reinstate  him.     We  have  been  and  are  unalterably 
opposed  to  reinstatement  in  such  cases  without  it  is  to  Lodge 
membership.    If  an  expelled  Mason  is  not  good  enough  to  be  re- 
ceived back  into  his  Lodge,  he  in  not  good  enough  to  be  turned 
loose  upo a  the  Fraternity  generally,"  with  all  the  rights  and 

Srivileges  of  Masonry  "as  some  Grand  Lodges  are  in  the  habit  of 
oing.  If  the  Lodge  knowing  all  the  facts  connected  with  the  case 
causing  expulsion,  and  being  conversant  ivith  his  actions  and  daily 
walk  thereafter,  are  not  willing  to  receive  him  as  a  member,  then  he 
should  remain  in  the  position  his  own  acts  and  the  Lodge  placed 
him  in  until  such  time  as  the  latter  will  accept  him."  (Our  italics 
again.)  We  therefore  heartily  favor  decision  number  70  and 
trust  our  Brother  Titcomb  and  all  others  will  now  clearly  under- 
stand our  position  on  this  subject." 

Wishing  to  do  full  justice  to  Brother  Kuykendall's  statement 
of  his  position  in  regard  to  this  matter,  we  have  transcribed  his 
argument  word  for  word.  We  thank  him  for  this  frank  expres- 
sion of  his  views.  If  we  "minconstrued"  his  position,  he  may 
rest  assured  that  it  was  far  from  our  intention  to  do  so.  We  en- 
dorse much  that  he  says  in  that  endeavor  to  elucidate  his  attitude 
but  most  candidly  confess  that  we  utterly  fail  to  "clearly  un- 
derstand" how  he  can  reconcile  those  passages  in  his  statement 
of  position  which  we  have  italicized,  with  Sec  39,  Const.  Grand 
Lodge  of  Wyoming,  which  declares  that  "reversal,  by  the  Grand 
Lodge,  of  the  decision  of  any  Lodge  suspending  or  expelling  a 
brother,  restores  him  to  all  his  rights  and  privileges  as  a  member 
of  the  Lodge  and  the  Order."    Those  italicized  passages  do  not 
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conflict,  however,  with  Rule  19,  Art.  VII,  Constitution,  Grand 
Lodge  of  Alabama,  which  is  as  follows: 

"Rale  19.  The  Grand  Lodge  may  reverse  the  decision  of  a  Sub- 
ordinate Lodge,  whereby  a  brother  is  suspended  or  expelled,  but 
such  reversal  shall  in  no  case  restore  the  accused  to  membership 
in  the  Lodge  from  which  he  was  suspended  or  expelled,  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  com- 
munication." 

We  think  that  Brother  Kuykendall,  perhaps,  misapprehen  led 
our  own  position.  The  only  point  we  have  contended  for,  has 
been  that  the  Grand  Lodge  can  not  restore  to  membership  with- 
out the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Lodge.  Otherwise,  as  we  have 
before  observed,  when  the  unwelcome  brother  enters  the  door- 
Peace  and  Harmony  fly  out  of  the  window.  The  Lodge  is  then 
in  danger  of  going  to  pieces.  Brother  Kuykendall  will  please 
accept  the  writer's  acknowledgment  of  his  kind  commendation.

A  portrait  of  M.\  W.\  Charles  T.  Gallagher  adorns 
the  first  pagn.  The  salient  feature  in  this  pamphlet,  appears  in 
the  record  of  the  June  Quarterly,  under  the  head,  "A  Study  of 
The  Old  Records."  This  is  an  exceedingly  interesting  descrip- 
tion of  those  records,  and  some  of  the  principal  idems  of  early 
Masonic  history.

The  Grand  Master  submitted  nineteen  decisions,  of  which  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  approved  twelve,  but  disapproved 
seven.  After  some  discussion  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge.  We  note  that  one  of  these  decis- 
*  ions  disapproved  by  the  committee  and  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  was 
elicited  by  an  objection  made  to  "the  use  of  black  cubes  in  place 
of  black  round  balls  for  balloting  on  candidates." 

Ruled  that  the  objection  was  well  taken.  "White  balls  elect 
and  black  balls  reject."  No  other  form  but  round  should  be 
used  in  the  ballot  box,  and  I  find  no  authority  for  the  use  of 
cubes. 

We  concur  with  the  committee  and  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Under  the  caption  of  Recommendations,  we  find  the  following: 

"carrying  the  flag." 

"I  have  been  atked  whether  it  was  proper  to  carry  the  Ameri- 
can Flag  in  processions;  to  woich  I  answer  most  emphatically 
yes.  Let  us  show  our  respect  and  patriotism  to  the  country  in 
which  we  live  by  raising  the  flag  on  all  public  occasions.  At 
funerals  the  flag  should  be  draped  in  mourning,  and  carried  at 
half  mast. "    We  doubt  the  fitness  of  such  action. 

On  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence, recognition  was  extended  to  Grand  Lodge  of  Victoria,  but 
the  application  of  the  Grand  Orient  of  Argentina  was  made  to 
lie  over  for  further  information. 

The  reports  of  the  various  committees  which  followed,  were 
all  adopted. 

From  assurances  given,  it  is  evident  that  a  Masonic  Home  will 
shortly  be  erected  in  Nebraska.  We  bid  our  Brethren  in  that 
State  God  speed,  in  their  laudable  undertaking. 
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The  Grand  Orator  delivered  an  instructive  oration  on  what 
might  be  styled  the  Philosophy  of  Masonry. 

We  must  compliment  Grand  Secretary  on  his  very  complete 
statistical  work. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  report  shows  securities  on  hand  May 
15,  1908,  $36,463.21,  and  cash  $2,260.11,  an  increase  of  more  than 
$2,000.00  over  last  report.

No.  of  Lodges  67;  members  4,397;  gain  315.

Portrait  of  Grand  Master  Stockwell  graces  first  page.  Eight 
Past  Grand  Masters  lent  the  aid  of  their  presence  to  make  the 
Grand  Annual  a  success. 

Grand  Representatives  of  thirty-seven  Grand  Lodges  were  re- 
ported present,  but  Alabama's  spokesman  was  not  so  reported. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  submitted  six  decisions,  all 
of  which  were  imbued  with  the  spirit  of  a  true  Mason,  "1."  "2," 
"4,"  and  "6,"  were  approved  on  recommendation  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Jurisprudence.  No.  3,  treating  of  incorporation  of  Lodge, 
and  of  disposition  of  real  estate  property  of  the  Lodge,  in  case 
of  surrender  of  Charter,  was  reserved  for  future  consideration, 
on  account  of  its  great  importance.  No.  5,  held  that  objection, 
to  the  initiation  of  a  candidate,  made  in  open  Lodge  became  the 
property  of  the  Lodge,  subject  to  the  action  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  present. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  recommended  a  modification, 
to  the  affect  that  the  W.   M.  should  require  the  objector  to  re- 
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dace  his  objection  to  writing,  elating  the  reason  therefor  and  to 
file  the  same  with  r.he  Secretary,  when  the  objection  would  be- 
come the  property  of  the  Lodge  to  be  disposed  of  at  a  stated 
meeting.  If  the  brother  refused  to  commit  to  writing  his  objec- 
tion with  its  reasons,  then  "no  legal  objection  to  the  initiation 
exists  and  the  W.  M.  should  so  declare,  and  proceed  with  initia- 
tion of  the  candidate,  unless  other  valid  objections  should  be 
interposed." 

The  report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Action  on  proposed  amendment  to  the  By  Laws,  requiring 
that  every  Mason,  hereafter  raised  in  North  Dakota  give  proof, 
of  his  proficiency  in  the  lecture  of  the  Master  Mason  degree,  in 
open  Lodge,  was  deferred  u  itil  next  annual,  there  being  doubts 
of  its  Constitutionality. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

"Resolved  That  all  funds  now  on  hand,  and  which  may  in  the 
future  accumulate,  for  the  erection  of  a  home  for  indigent  Mas- 
ter Mtsons,  their  Widows  and  Orphans,  be  invested  by,  and 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  this  Grand 
Lodge." 

The  Grand  Lodge  voted  (100.00  for  the  World's  Fair  Fraternal 
Building  at  St.  Louis. 

We  fail  to  find  any  action  taken  on  the  Grand  Master's  recom- 
mendation that  the  American  Flag  be  displayed  in  all  Lodges 
and  in  public  processions. 

When  the  Brethren  assembled  in  Grand  Lodge  they  found  the 
United  States  Flag  unfurled  in  the  Hall.  We  suppose  they  qui- 
etly acquiesced  in  said  innovation. 

In  the  report  of  the  "Coirinittee  on  Juvenile  Ritual/' it  is  ex- 
plained that  "The  new  Order  is  intended  to  have  no  other  connec- 
tion with  Masonry  than  to  inculcate,  in  its  members,  the  moral 
principles  upon  which  the  great  order  of  Masonry  is  founded." 

The  Grand  Representatives  present  were  received  with  the 
usual  cour  esies 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  balance  on  hand  was  $6,864.38. 

The  incoming  Grand  vtaster  was  given  authority  to  appoint  a 
Grand  Orator

Lodges  102  (our  count) ;  members  6,405;  gain  370. 

M.\  W.  \  William  F.  Butcher,  Grand  Master,  wh)se  portrait 
embellishes  the  first  -page  of  this  volume. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shows  the  pres- 
ence of  all  the  Grand  Officers,  a  quorum  of  representatives  o 
chartered  Lodges,  seventeen  Past  Grand  Masters,  and  Grand 
Representatives  of  forty  Foreign  Jurisdictions,  Alabama   not 
included. 

At  this  juncture  we  shall  not  attempt  to  summarize  the  excel- 
lent address  of  the  M.\  W.*.  Grand  Master,  but  note  one  or  two 
of  his  seventeen  decisions,  which  we  may  here  add,  were  almost 
without  exception  approved  by  the  Jurisprudence  Committee 
and  the  Grand  Lodge.     No.  9  is  as  follows  : 

Question  :— "  Can  the  Grand  Master  of  Oregon  vouch,  in  wri- 
ting, for  a  brother  in  all  of  the  subordinate  Lodges  of  the  Juris 
diction,  provided  he  has  sat  in  Grand  Lodge  with  the  brother?  " 

Answer:— " No.  There  can  be  no  vouching  in  writing:,  the 
party  vouching,  the  one  vouched  for  and  the  one  or  ones 
vouched  to,  must  all  be  personally  present,  together." 

This  decision  was  approved  by  Grand  Lodge. 
No.  14  was  as  follows : 

Question:—"  Can  a  Masonic  Lodge  meet  and  do  work  in  a  hall 
which  stands  North  and  South? " 

Answer:— "Certainly."    Also  approved. 

No  doubt  the  Symbolic  East  may  be  in  the  geographical 
West:  nevertheless,  if  we  were  building  a  Lodge  hall  we  should 
44  certainly  "  have  the  Symbolic  East  coincide  with  the  natural, 
out  of  sentiment  merely  if  for  no  other  reason 

Ten  pages  of  the  addrese  are  given  to  the  subject  of  "  Inva- 
sion of  Jurisdiction,  "but  Alabama  not  being  directly  concerned, 
we  pass  the  matter,  merely  saying,  Amen  !  to  Grand  Master 
Butcher's  opinion  of  one  D.  N\.  C.  N.  that  4*he  is  unworthy  to 
be  a  Mason." 
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The  report  of  Grand  Treasurer,  F.  H.  Alliston,  submitted  by 
his  successor  in  office,  Bro  Henry  Roe,  shows  a  balance  on  hand 
Jan.  10, 1903  in  the  sum  of  $7,279  09.  Balance,  Jane  9,  1908, 
$13,476  57. 

R.\  W.\  F.  H.  Alliston,  Grand  Treasurer,  died  March  1,  1903. 

Grand  Secretary  says:  " Complete  returns  from  all  Lodges 
received." 

Trustees  of  Educational  Fund  reported  balance  on  hand, 
$31,416  90. 

Fraternal  telegrams  were  exchanged  by  Washington  and  Or- 
egon Grand  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Orator  delivered  a  short  but  eloquent  Oration,  for 
which  Grand  Lodge  thanked  him,  and  ordered  the  address  pub- 
lished in  the  Proceedings. 

Several  brief  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Grievances  and 
Appeals  were  received  and  adopted. 

The  bond  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  was  increased  from 
$5,000  00  to  $10,000  00. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  having  reconsidered  the 

question  of  recognition  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Costa  Rica, 

offered  the  following  : 

Besolved,  That  the  recognition  formerly  extended  be  re- 
affirmed, and  an  exchange  of  Representatives  be  effected." 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  a  very  able  and  inter- 
esting one.  Indeed,  how  could  it  be  otherwise  so  long  as  Past 
Grand  Master  J.  M.  Hodson  wields  the  pen?  It  is  with  real  re- 
gret that  that  we  give  the  same  such  a  hurried  notice  as  this  one 
is  compelled  to  be. 

His  courteous  review  of  Alabama— 1902  is  greatly  apprecia- 
ted.   He  says : 

"  Grand  Master  Cunningham  delivered  rather  a  unique  ad- 
dress. He  first  reported  his  official  doings,  then  touched  lightly 
but  most  fraternally  upon  the  memory  of  the  dead,  and  in  the 
close  gave  ten  pages  to  the  discussion  of  the  "  Mason's  Trestle 
Board,"  which  he  looked  into  from  all  stand  points,  treated  it  in 
a  semi-scientific  or  analytical  style  that  we  do  not  remember 
ever  to  have  met  up  with.  If  it  were  not  eo  long  we  wonld  clip 
it,  but  it  is  one  of  the  kind  having  a  beginning,  middle  and 
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ending;   hence,  no  matter  where  yon  cat  in,   yon    spoil  the 
whole." 

Dear  Brother,  the  Masters  of  Lodges  in  Alabama,  are  of 
higher  grade  than  "chumps,"  still  we  admit  that  onr  Grand 
Masters  have  to  answer  a  great  many  questions  wh  ch  said 
Masters  should  answer  themselves  by  referring  to  the  Code, 
but  Alabama  is  by  no  means  the  only  Jurisdiction  where  snch 
is  the  case. 

Alluding  to  the  small  margin  by  which  the  proposition  to 
make  the  Constitutional  requirement,  as  to  physical  qualifica- 
tions of  candidates,  more  liberal,  was  defeated  in  our  Jurisdic- 
tion, Brother  Hodson  says : 

••  We  predict  that  unless  some  active  Mi.-sionary  work  is  done, 
that  the  next  attempt  to  adopt  the  '  Mis  <ouri '  methods  of  mak- 
ing artificial  men  into  Masons  will  be  adopted." 

As  to  that  matter  we  cannot  say. — but,  please  tell  us  which  of 
the  two  is  the  better  Masonic  material— a  wooden  legged  man 
with  a  clear  head  and  good  heart,  or  a  perfect  Appollo  in  phy- 
sique possessed  of  a  bad  heart  ? 

Brother  Hodson  generously  gives  the  writer  three  pages  of  his 
valuable  space,  for  which  we  tender  him  our  sincere  acknowl- 
edgments. 

We  reiterate  that  the  fact  of  our  agreement  upon  so  many 
points  of  opinion,  is  a  source  of  genuine  satisfaction  to  the  wri- 
ter. Occasionally  Brother  Hodson  gives  us  a  gentle  rap  on  the 
knuckles,  but  it  is  fraternally  given,  and  fraternally  received. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  we  think  we  see  an  opening,  at  any  time, 
we  "  go  for  "  him  in  the  same  spirit.  Brother  Hodson  generally 
catches  his  rabbit  before  he  offers  a  slice  of  rabbit  pie  (Tern. 
1903— p.  276  Proc.  Grand  Lodge,  Oregon),  still,  we  do  not  think 
he  had  caught  his  "  rabbit  *',  in  his  strictures  on  "  Masonry  the 
hand  maid  and  ally  of  the  Church,"  (review  of  Alabama— 1902). 

We  had  noted  several  places,  in  his  review,  for  reference,  but 
must  stop  here,  without  noticing  the  "Association  of  Past 
Grand  Masters."

At  the  Communication  under  review  there  were  present — the 
Grand  Officers,  a  quorum  of  Representatives  of  the  Lodges,  ten 
Past  Grand  Masters,  fourteen  other  Past  Grand  Officers,  and 
Grand  Representatives  of  twenty  eight  Grand  Lodges,  M .*.  W.\ 
Brother  Dr.  D.  Darrach  on  hand,  as  usual,  for  Alabama. 

The  Grand  Master's  address,  besides  presenting  a  faithful  reci 
tfil  of  his  official  acts  during  the  year,  furnished  the  Brethren 
present  ample  food  for  thought.     We  copy  the  following   well 
timed  expressions: 

"I  would  denounce  the  use  of  the  Cipher  Ritual  or  the  evils  of 
Book  Masonry,  properly  so  called,  indeed,  they  are  many.  Flip- 
pancy and  Superficiality  take  the  place  of  thought  and  under- 
standing ;  the  mental  cultivation  is  practically  lost,  conse- 
quently one  of  the  first  impressions  acquired  by  the  Initiate  is, 
one  of  contempt  for  that  which  is  learned  and  carried  in  the  Head 
and  Heart  instead  of  the  pocket,  in  evident  violation  of  the  very 
first  instructions  given  to  the  Initiate."    (Italics  ours.) 

(With  all  due  respect,  we  would  ask  if  it  was  not  the  Grand 
Master's  purpose  to  say,  in  place  of  the  italicized  words:  Con- 
tempt for  that  which  instead  of  being  learned  and  carried  in  the 
Head  and  Heart,  is  carried  in  the  pocket,  &c.  ?) 

"This  is  not  all;  the  older  Brethren  who  have  learned  Masonry 
as  it  should  be  learned,  are,  by  these  Parrot  Ritualists  and  light- 
ning repeaters,  ignored  and  set  aside,  shelved  with  contempt ! 
Finally,  what  becomes  of  our  Esoteric  knowledge  as  attest  and 
proof  of  our  genuineness  as  Masons.  What  protection  have  we 
from  Imposition  when  the  Safeguard,  the  test  itself,  may  be  ob- 
tained, read  and  used  by  any  one,  a  little  ingenuity  combined 
with  cheek?" 

The  Deputy  Grand  Master  made  report  of  his  visitations  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  Grand  Treasurer's  balance  was  $424.56. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  had  in  hand  $505.50  for 
the  benefit  of  the  needy. 

Our  Brethren  in  Prince  Edward  Island  are  all  right  unless  they 
have  been  "monkeying"  with  cipher.

Five  Past  Grand  Masters  and  a  large  number  (40)  of  other  Past 
Grand  Officers,  and  Grand  Representative  s  of  thirty-three  Grand 
Jurisdictions,  including  Alabama,  were  reported  as  present. 

In  his  address  the  Grand  Master  lovingly  remembered  three  P. 
D.  D.  G.  M.'s  who  had  crossed  the  river  of  death,  and  paid  elo- 
quent tribute  to  the  late  M.  *.  W.  *.  Josiah  H.  Drummond  of  Maine 
as  well  as  to  other  deceased  Brethren,  these  last  being  of  his 
own  Jurisdiction.  He  said  that  harmony  and  peace  had  gen- 
erally prevailed  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  during  the  year. 

In  his  adjudication  of  certain  matters  appealed  to  him,  the 
Grand  Master  displayed  great  fairness  and  judicial  ability. 

We  note  that  a  certain  Lodge  had  made  the  extraordinary  re- 
quest for  a  dispensation  to  enable  it  to  transport  its  charter,  par- 
aphernalia, and  candidates,  out  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of 
Quebec  and  into  that  of  Vermont,  and  to  there  do  Masonic  work. 
This  he  positively  refused  to  do.  His  conduct  in  the  premises 
merits  universal  approbation. 

Grand  Secretary  Whyte  made  an  excellent  report,  which 
evinced  great  care  and  labor  on  his  part. 

Through  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report  it  is  learned  that  the 
assets  of  Grand  Lolge  on  January  27,  1903,  were  $18,821.83. 
This  included  investments  acount  Benevolent  Fund,  deposits  in 
bank  on  same  account,  Masonic  Home  Trust  Fund  and  General 
Fund. 

The  reports  of  the  District  Deputies  must  have  inspired  the 
Grand  Lodge  with  high  appreciation  of  the  faithful  labors  of 
those  officers. 

The  R.\  W.\  Grand  Chaplain  delivered  a  brief  but  thoughtful 
address. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Masonry,  includ- 
ing review  of  *the  Grand  Master's  address,  Grand  Secretary's  re- 
port, and  reports  of  the  D.  D.  G.  M .  's,  was  of  very  encouraging 
import.

Lodges  44— Members  2,756— gain  83. 

This  little  volume  is  very  handsomely  prepared. 

Nothing  of  special  interest  to  Alabama  Maeons  appears  in 
these  Proceedings. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  General  Purposes  shows  the  total 
worth  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Funds  to  be  $103,111.87. 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  Lodges  made  a  satisfactory  report  on 
the  coi  dition  of  the  Lodges. 

The  Grand  Master  paid  tribute  to  the  memories  of  R.\  W.\ 
Brother  Robert  Cunliffe,  and  R.\  W.  \  Brother  D.  Murray  Lyon, 
lately  deceased.  He  thought  the  Knighthood  conferred  upon 
Grand  Secretary  Letch  worh,  of  England,  a  well  merited  dis- 
tinction. 

For  the  year  1903,  the  Grants  of  Benevolence  amounted  to 
$1,001.42.  Our  Brethren  of  South  Australia  are  not  deaf  to  the 
calls  of  Charity.  Besides  the  aid  given  to  Brethren  and  Widows, 
they  also  make  grants  to  Charitable  institutions,  viz :  Adelaide 
Hospital,  Home  for  Incurables,  Convalescent  Hospital,  Blind 
and  Deaf  and  Dumb  Institution.

This  neat  volume  is  embellished  with  portraits  of  the  Grand 
officers  grouped  on  the  initial  page. 

As  the  record  of  proceedings  is  in  Spanish,  and  since  our  ac- 
quaintance with  that  language  is  extremely  limited,  we  shall 
confine  ourselves,  at  this  time,  to  a  glance  at  the  address  of 
Grand  Master  Pellon,  of  which  an  English  translation  is  found 
on  the  139th  page.  Our  Brethren  will,  doubtless,  be  more  edi- 
fied by  a  sample  of  the  tone  and  style  of  said  address  than  they 
would  be  by  our  running  comment  upon  the  same;  therefore 
the  following  passage  is  copied,  almost  at  random  : 

"Let  us  be  mindful  that  as  on  the  railway  track  a  slight 
spreading  of  the  rails  may  cause  a  frightful  catastrophe,  so  a 
trifling  deviation  from  the  inflexible  principles  of  the  Ancient 
Landmarks,  which  are  the  essence  of  our  institution  may  lead 
us  upon  dangerous  paths  and  insecure  ground,  and  when  one 
precept  is  forgotten,  it  is  easy  to  become  neglectful  of  all  the 
others." 

''Asa  case  in  point  I  will  mention  the  occurrence  in  the  Grand 
Orient  of  France,  in  the  same  Grand  Orient  which,  as  Worship- 
ful Brother  Govin  said,  began  by  giving  to  Symbolic  Masonry  a 
motto  which  did  not  befit  it.  and  which,  aa  we  know,  emanated 
from  the  Encyclopedists  and  was  afterwards  taken  up  by  the 
French  Revolution.  This  deviation  had  as  a  consequence  the 
forgetting  of  the  real  object  of  Masonry:  the  realization  of  the 
moral  idea.  This  departure  brought  about  the  banishing  of  the 
name  of  God  from  all  Masonic  acts,  the  disdain  of  the  belief  in 
a  Supreme  Being,  the  prohibition  of  the  use  of  the  Bible  on  the 
altar,  and  the  rupture  of  relations  with  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  England,  the  mother  and  founder  of  all  the  Grand  Lodges, 
and  with  other  Masonic  bodies  in  Europe  and  America,  who  un- 
derstand that  a  Lodge  that  thus  forgets  and  deprecates  the  An- 
cient Precepts  of  the  institution  neither  deserves  the  name  of  a 
Lodge  nor  the  consideration  due  to  one." 

"Let  us  never  imitate  such  digressive  proceedings.  Let  us 
preserve  unshaken  our  love  for  the  high,  generating  principles  of 
morals,  the  solid,  the  only  stable  base  of  the  Ancient  Society  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons  to  which  we  belong.  Do  not  let  us 
break  the  form  of  the  cast;  let  us  leave  our  institution  in  its 
wonted  safe  track  with  no  aspiration  to  convert  it  into  a  univer- 
sal panacea  applicable  to  all  the  ailments  of  society.  Let  us, 
on  the  contrary,  practice  the  scientific  principle  of  the  division 
of  labor,  and  let  us  not  assign  to  Masonry  that  which  falls  within 
the  province  of  academies,  of  clubs,  of  political  parties,  of  con- 
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gress,  and  of  the  Government."  (Some  others  should  ponder 
these  words.)  "She  hasher  true  and  special  mission,  and  enongh 
has  she  to  do  infilling  it;  the  realization  of  fraternity  among 
men." 

These  are  words  fitly  spoken;  conformity  to  them,  then,  guar- 
antees that  Masonry  in  Cub*  will  not  mix  with  politics. 

But,  we  must  not  linger  longer  than  to  felicitate  M.\  W.  \ 
Brother  Pellon  on  the  soundness  of  his  views.

CONCLUSION. 

Since  beginning  this  review,  it  has  been  our  purpose  to  retrench 
in  the  expenditure  of  words.  Our  report  last  year  was  too 
voluminous,  no  doubt.  Although  at  the  outset  we  might  have 
indulged  the  reflection  expressed  by  Lord  Byron  when  he  said  of 
his  prosody  at  Harrow:  "It  has  to  be  as  God  pleases,'*  all  the 
same,  we  have  tried  to  cultivate  the  power  of  condensation. 
How  well  or  ill  we  have  succeeded  in  this  regard  onr  Brethren 
must  judge.  Let  them  not  forget  that,  sometimes,  when  one  is 
much  interested  iu  his  subject,  his  pen  (Brother  Warnelle,  par- 
don this  misuse  of  metaphor)  will  "take  the  bit  in  its  teeth." 

That  peace  and  hai  inony  so  generally  prevail  in  onr  Brother- 
hood, must  be  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  to  all  true  lovers  of 
our  noble  art. 

It  is  more  and  more  evident  that  the  better  Masonry  is  under- 
stood the  higher  it  stands  in  the  estimation  of  men.  Onr  firm 
foundation  is  not  only  what  Masonry  w,  but  also  what  Masonry 
does  for  the  uplifting  of  humanity.
